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FIRST  DAY,  SEPTEMBER  21.  1892. 

The  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  convened  at  Albaugh's  Opera  House,  in  the 
dty  of  Washington,  D.  C,  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.,  on  the  21st  of 
September,  1892. 

The  following  named  comrades,  members  of  the  Union  Vet- 
eran Corps,  (3d  Battalion,  D.  C.  N.  G.)  acted  as  guard. 

Officer  of  the  Day,  Capt.  Michael  Mahany.  Officers  of  the  Guard,  Capt  W. 
J.  Simmons,  Lieut.  C.  A.  Knockey.  Sergeants,  L.  T.  Jewett,  R.  B.  Harlow, 
Reuben  Marquet,  Corporal  Jas.  O'Brien,  Privates  Wm.  Davis,  C.  B.  Fenton,  Jas. 
Lawler,  George  Mockabee,  Frederick  Rice,  John  E.  Waters  and  C.  H.  Worden. 

Major  T.  B.  Harrison,  commanding  the  battalion,  acted  also  as  a  private  of 
the  guard. 

Mr.  B.  H.  Warner,  of  the  Citizens  Executive  Committee, 
introduced  Commissioner  Douglass,  who  welcomed  the  En- 
campment on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Washington,  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Twenty-Sixth  Grand  Army  Encampment :  A  year  ago 
the  Citizens  Committee  of  this  city  and  District,  visited  Detroit,  where  you 
were  then  holding  your  encampment,  and  invited  you  to  hold  the  next  one  in 
thb  city.  I  am  here  as  the  municipal  representative  of  the  people  of  this  Dis- 
trict, and  also  chairman  of  the  reception  committee,  to  thank  you  for  accepting 
that  invitation  and  to  extend  to  you  the  cordial  greetings  of  all  our  people. 

It  is  now  nearly  thirty  years  since  as  an  army  you  trod  the  streets  and  ave- 
nues of  this  District,  then  in  the  flush  of  your  primal  veteran  glory  from  the 
salvation  of  that  capital  and  the  Nation  which  we  are  delegated  this  day  and  on 
all  days,  to  honor.  Time  has  been  busy  in  the  field  of  human  life  with  his 
scythe,  and  many  of  your  comrades  have  gone  down  before  the  relentless  reaper, 
bat  they  never  will  be,  they  never  can  be  forgotten.  Every  breath  and  every 
moment  of  freedom's  life  is  an  expression  of  our  gratitude  and  the  acknowledg- 
ment of  our  obligation  due  to  the  honored  dead.  While  your  comrades  have 
been  going,  the  capital,  your  capital,  has  been  going  ahead  and  growing  apace, 
and  with  your  permission  I  will  ask  a  few  moments  to  give  you  some  facts  in 
connecfion  with  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  city  of  Washington.  When 
you  marched  through  the  city  in  1865,  the  total  number  of  dwelling  houses 
was  about  21,000.  To-day  there  are  over  60,000,  or  an  upward  growth  of 
S60  per  cent.  The  assessed  value  of  the  property  has  more  than  kept  pace 
with  the  increased  number  of  houses.  The  building  improvements  alone  for 
last  year  amounted  to  nearly  ^10,000,000,  or  not  quite  14  per  cent  of  the  as- 
sessed value  of  all  exii^ing  improvements.  The  estimated  value  of  the  Govern- 
ment and  private  real  property  in  the  District  is  over  1300,000,000,  the  respec- 
tive shares  being  nearly  half  and  half  with  a  fraction  in  favor  of  the  Government. 
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The  population  of  the  District  as  shown  by  recent  enumeration  is,  268,421. 
This  rapid  increase  of  the  population  is  the  best  evidence  of  the  city's  attrac- 
tiveness for  home  life,  wilh  possibly  just  a  littie  added  element  of  official  ex- 
pectation, to  quicken  and  steady  the  movement.  In  1800  there  were  bat 
14,093  inhabiUnts.  In  1850  the  number  had  risen  to  51,687,  and  in  1890  to 
250,000.  In  1865,  at  the  time  of  your  first  great  march  here,  the  population 
was  about  103,000. 

Just  at  the  present  time  you  may  be  interested  to  know  that  out  of  a  total  of 
250  miles  of  streets  and  avenues,  100  miles  are  paved  with  smooth  asphalt,  the 
balance  with  granite  and  other  durable  blocks.  There  are  285  miles  of  sewers 
with  proportionate  amounts  of  water  and  gas  pipes  and  of  course  the  resoltiiig 
fact  of  a  low  death  rate. 

As  a  city  of  residence  you  can  see  for  yourselves  the  high  character  of  much 
of  our  architecture,  while  the  later  business  buildings  are  large  and  imposing. 
In  the  ten  years  ending  June  30th  last,  there  were  erected  in  Washington 
18,243  houses  at  a  cost  of  nearly  fifty  million  dollars,  representing  abo  an  in- 
crease of  twenty  per  cent  a  year. 

We  are  proud,  too,  of  our  trees,  just  a  little  the  worse  for  the  late  unprece- 
dented drought,  but  still  measurably  beautiful  and  numbering  altogether  about 
80,000. 

I  will  not  trouble  you  about  our  public  school  statistics,  for  you  have  got 
the  schools  in  your  own  possession  just  now,  and  the  34.000  veterans  comfort- 
ably quartered  in  them  can  discuss  them  at  their  leisure  in  their  widely  scatter- 
ed homes. 

I  hope  I  have  not  wearied  you  with  these  few  figures  and  facts,  but  when 
partners  come  to  the  headquarters  of  the  firm,  they  should  always  be  told 
something  about  the  assets  and  the  prospects.  Besides  all  this  progress  and 
improvement  was  made  directly  possible  by  the  prowess  of  the  army  you 
represent. 

And  now  permit  me  to  again  express  the  cordial  greetings  of  the  people  of 
this  city  and  District,  and  to  hope  that  your  week's  stay  here  may  be  as  happy 
as  the  enthusiastic  zeal  and  patriotic  affection  of  our  citizens  for  the  Grand 
Army  have  sought  to  make  it.  You  have  come  from  every  section  of  our 
common  country  and  are  all  thrice  welcome  to  the  homes  and  hospitalities  of 
Washington. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  responded  as  follows: 
Mr.  Commissioner :  On  behalf  of  the  representatives  of  the  26th  National 
Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  I  return  to  you  and  the  citi- 
zens of  Washington  their  heartfelt  acknowledgments  for  your  kind  and  hospit- 
able welcome  to  your  beautiful  city,  Columbia's  Capital.  It  is  eminently 
appropriate  that  we  should  again  meet  in  a  city  where  twenty-seven  years  ago, 
at  the  close  of  that  great  civil  conflict,  the  Union  armies  marched  in  review  be- 
fore their  gallant  leaders,  the  grandest  and  roost  effective  army  the  world  had 
ever  seen.  In  those  days  we  marched  to  the  grand  music  of  war,  wreathed 
with  the  garlands  of  victory.    \  esterday,  the  survivors  of  that  grand  Union 
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Amy,  who  in  1866  were  so  replete  with  youthful  vigor  and  manly  strength, 
marched  over  the  same  ground,  no  longer  with  muskets  on  their  shoulders  and 
nbers  by  their  sides,  but  keeping  step  to  the  silvery  strains  of  peace,  happy  in 
the  thought  that  the  Union  has  been  cemented  anew,  and  citizens  of  all  sec- 
tions^of  our  country  look  benignly  upon  our  festivities  and  rejoice  to  see  the 
Stars  and  Stripes  floating  supremely  over  a  reunited  people  and  a  prosperous 
Nation.  To-day  we  have  the  representatives  from  forty-four  States;  strong  in 
themselves,  they  are  the  mightier  because  they  speak  for  the  half  a  million  vet- 
erans left  at  home.  They  voice  the  sentiments  of  the  Nation's  defenders.  When 
lliey  laid  aside  the  weapons  of  war,  they  enlisted  in  the  noble  work  of  caring 
for  the  weak  and  feeble,  alleviating  the  sorrows  of  the  widows  and  orphans, 
and  extending  aid  to  those  worthy  comrades  with  whom  they  stood  shoulder  to 
shoulder  in  the  field. 

For  your  kind  and  cordial  words  of  welcome  I  know  my  comrades  feel  truly 
gratefuL  Time  has  wrought  many  changes.  There  is  but  a  remnant  left  of 
that  great  army  of  *65.  Thousands  have  since  passed  in  review  before  the 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Universe,  and  how  many,  may  I  ask,  will  be  left 
at  the  end  of  another  decade?  Many  who  donned  the  soldier  garb  in  the  full 
vigor  of  their  manhood,  begin  to  falter;  the  few  that  remain  are  growing  old 
and  feeble,  and  while  time  seems  to  be  vanishing  as  a  dream,  there  will  soon 
come  to  us  all  that  final  reunion  in  the  great  hereafter.  Many  visit  Washing- 
ton for  the  first  time  since  the  close  of  the  contest.  Its  progress  and  beauty  is 
a  wonder  even  in  this  wonderful  age  in  which  we  live.  All  over  this  great  Na- 
tion my  comrades  have  been  looking  forward  to  this  occasion  with  anticipation 
of  great  pleasure,  and  I  know  from  the  zeal  and  interest  displayed  by  your 
committee,  and  the  generosity  of  your  citizens  in  providing  for  this  event,  it  will 
be  a  source  of  enjoyment  to  all  who  have  attended,  and  they  will  carry  back  to 
their  respective  homes  the  most  pleasant  and  lasting  remembrances  of  their  visit 
to  the  Capital  of  the  Nation. 

Your  warm  words  of  welcome  make  us  feel  already  that  wc  are  at  home 
among  friends  and  comrades,  and  I  hope  our  sojourn  in  your  city  will  be  such 
that  our  friends  and  comrades  will  feel  proud  of  their  acquaintance  with  the 
representatives  of  our  order,  and  that  we  may  prove  ourselves  not  only  worthy 
of  the  compliment  you  have  paid  us,  but  still  further  commend  and  entitle  us 
to  the  respect  and  approval  of  our  fellow-citizens.  I  know  we  shall  hold  this 
visit  in  cherished  remembrance.  This  gathering  to-day  brings  back  vividly  to 
cor  memories  many  of  the  sad  scenes  of  the  past;  but  we  are  not  here  to  open 
■p  the  doted  wounds  made  in  that  great  struggle.  The  Union  soldiers  are  the 
comervators  of  peace,  and  the  men  who  were  bravest  and  bore  the  brunt  of 
battle  are  among  the  first  to  promote  a  feeling  of  fraternity  among  all  sections 
•f  our  country.  Reconciliation  and  forgiveness  are  as  commendable  in  a  good 
citizen  as  were  heroism  and  valor  in  a  good  soldier,  and  we  rejoice  in  the  fact 
that  to-day  we  are  at  peace  with  all  nations.  But  should  the  stem  necessities 
•f  war  again  require  the  services  of  the  "citizen  soldier" — God  grant  that  time 
wuLj  never  come — ^you  would  find  the  men  of  all  sections  of  this  great  Nation 
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standing  shoulder  to  shoulder  in  the  ranks  of  their  common  country,  with  such 
an  army — that  the  combined  armies  of  other  nations  would  find  it  difficult  Id 
penetrate,  and  a  motto  that  is  dear  to  the  hearts  of  every  American  citizen, 
"One  country  and  one  flag." 

And  now,  Mr.  Commissioner,  permit  me,  in  my  own  behalf,  to  thank  yoii 
sincerely  and  warmly  for  this  welcome  to  our  order.  I  can  offer  you  nothing 
in  return  except  it  be  that  which  I  now  most  cordially  tender,  a  soldier's  re- 
membrance and  his  heartfelt  gratitude. 

Comrade  T.  D.  Yeager,  Department  of  the  Potomac,  pre- 
sented the  Commander-in-Chief  with  a  silver  mounted  gavel 
made  from  historic  wood,  with  the  following  words: 

Commander-in-Chief :  The  members  of  your  staff  in  the  Department  of  the 
Potomac  desire  your  attention  for  a  few  moments  for  the  purpose  of  presenting 
to  you  a  slight  testimonial  of  love  and  respect  and  their  great  appreciation  of 
the  work  performed  by  you  during  the  past  year,  which  has  resulted  in  im- 
pressing upon  the  people  of  this  country  the  noble  principles  upon  which  this 
great  organization  is  founded  and  the  patriotic  work  to  which  the  Grand  Army 
is  pledged. 

Your  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  has 
been  highly  successful,  and  the  position  so  ably  filled  by  your  predecessors  has 
had  in  you  a  faithful  servant,  ever  watchful  of  the  best  interests  of  the  order, 
and  actuated  by  the  patriotic  instincts  that  have  brought  this  organization  to 
the  high  standard  which  it  now  enjoys. 

We  thank  you  for  the  many  acts  of  kindness  and  the  cheerful  words  with 
which  you  have  always  encouraged  us  in  the  performance  of  our  duties,  and  we 
cherish  our  association  with  you  as.one  of  the  happiest  events  of  our  life. 

As  a  testimonial  of  our  high  regard  for  you  personally  and  officially,  it  is  my 
privilege  to  present  to  you  on  behalf  of  your  Aides  in  the  Department  of  the 
Potomac,  this  gavel,  which  embodies  in  its  different  parts  some  of  the  most 
interesting  events  that  marked  the  period  of  the  great  conflict  out  of  which 
grew  this  vast  organization  of  brave  and  patriotic  men  which  you  now  command. 

The  head  of  the  gavel  is  composed  of  four  pieces  of  wood.  This  section  of 
yellow  pine  formed  a  part  of  the  mortar  battery  that  fired  the  first  gun  at  Fort 
Sumter  on  April  12, 1861,  at  4 :30  A.  M. 

The  section  of  white  walnut  was  cut  from  a  tree  which  stood  in  the  field  of 
Gettysburg. 

The  piece  of  red  cedar  was  cut  from  a  tree  standing  in  the  angle  formed 
by  the  crossing  at  Five  Forks,  Va.,  being  the  point  aro&nd  which  the  battle  of 
Five  Forks  was  fuught.  As  this  was  the  battle  in  which  your  bravery  won  the 
special  commendation  of  your  commander,  it  was  deemed  fitting  that  it  should 
be  included. 

The  piece  of  walnut  was  cut  from  the  body  of  a  tree  which  stood  in  the 
court-house  yard  at  Appomattox  at  the  time  of  the  surrender. 

The  handle  is  made  of  two  separate  pieces,  one  of  which  was  cut  from  a  tret 
which  stood  on  Snodgrass  Hill  at  Chicamauga,  while  the  other  formed  part  of 
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that  gjbrioQS  old  ship,  the  Keanarge,  which  helped  in  a  remarkable  degree  to 
fitablish  the  progresi  of  the  American  Navy. 

Commander,  in  severing  our  official  relations  with  yon,  take  home  with  you 
ov  best  wishes  lor  your  future  success  in  life,  and  accept  our  assurances  that 
the  friendship  that  has  existed  between  us  will  always  be  one  of  the  most 
pleasing  memories  of  our  work  in  the  Grand  Army. 

Accepting  the  gavel,  the  Commander-in-Chief  replied: 
Comrades,  I  thank  you  sincerely  for  the  kind  thought  which  suggested  the 
gift  of  this  beautiful  gavel,  with  which  I  am  to  preside  over  the  deliberations  of 
the  Twenty-sixth  National  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
To  my  "Aides'*  of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac  let  me  say  that  you  could 
not  have  given  me  anything  more  appropriate,  or  a  memento  of  your  regard 
that  will  be  more  appreciated,  not  so  much  on  account  of  its  intrinsic  value, 
but  for  cherished  memories  it  carries  with  it.  When  I  leave  behind  me  the 
pleasures  of  this  gathering  and  return  to  the  quiet  surroundings  of  my  home 
and  £unily  it  will  be  one  of  the  cherished  adornments  of  my  house.  It  will 
remind  me  of  the  kindness  I  received  at  the  hands  of  my  comrades  all  over 
this  broad  land.  It  will  recall  the  time  when  there  flashed  from  the  southern 
sky  the  red  flame  of  civil  war,  when  Sumter's  guns  were  first  heard  in  defense  of 
the  Union.  It  will  also  recall  to  my  mind  that  the  men  over  whom  I  am  to 
preside  with  this  gavel,  rolled  back  the  legions  of  brave  Confederates  whose 
intrepidity  on  that  historic  field,  Gettysburg,  stands  unparalleled  in  the  history 
of  civilized  warfare,  that  the  gallant  Thomas  was  the  rock  at  Chickamauga,  while 
the  brave  sailor  boys  of  the  Kearsarge  made  clean  work  of  the  Alabama;  and 
during  that  four  long  years  of  civil  strife,  with  its  alternate  gloom  and  glory, 
my  comrades  braved  all  the  vicissitudes  of  war,  and  at  last,  under  the  providence 
of  God,  victory  rested  upon  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  and  the  great  conflict  ceased 
at  Five  Forks,  a  name  I  have  had  reason  to  remember  every  day  of  my  life.  It 
was  a  happy  thought  which  prompted  you  to  combine  in  this  gavel  so  many 
memories,  and  let  me  assure  you  comrade,  that  I  will  endeavor  to  use  it  with 
that  same  fimmess  that  marked  the  career  of  my  comrades  in  time  of  peril, 
and  in  the  same  spirit  of  magnanimity  and  fairness  which  has  characterized 
their  actions  in  time  of  peace. 

Mr.  Warner,  of  the  Citizen's  Committee,  then  addressed  the 

Commander  in -Chief  as  follows: 

It  is  wen  that  we  should  have  the  memories  of  war  called  up  and  it  is  well 
that  we  remember  the  presence  of  peace.  We  were  unaware  that  you  were  to 
be  presented  with  this  gavel,  combining  so  many  historic  recollections,  and  our 
Gtizen's  Committee  had  designed  to  present  you  with  one,  which  I  now  on 
dieir  behalf  take  great  pleasure  in  giving  to  you.  Permit  me  to  say  that  our 
gmvel  represents  the  home  of  Washington,  the  founder  of  the  Republic.  You 
have  there  the  walnut  of  Mount  Vernon  under  whose  shade  he  sleeps.  The 
bead  of  the  gavel  is  made  of  the  oak  of  Arlington,  giving  as  it  does  its  silent 
testimony  to  the  world  through  all  time,  of  the  valor  of  those  who  went  down 
into  unknown  graves  and  who  speak  only  by  the  great  sacrifice  that  they  made. 
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We  bring  to  yoa  as  citizens  these  evidences  of  our  love  and  our  affection  lor 
the  sacrifices  of  war.  Washington  and  its  great  growth  has  been  mentioned 
to-day.  What  has  made  it?  The  sacrifices  of  those  who  sleep  on  the  other 
side  of  the  Potomac,  the  sacrifices  of  those  who  wore  the  blue  and  who  are 
strongest  now  in  our  days  of  peace.  We  thank  you  for  your  presence  here 
and  for  the  coming  of  this  Grand  Army  to  this  Capital  City.  It  brings  back  to 
me  thousands  of  recollections  that  I  would  love  to  unfold,  but  I  know  it  is  not 
the  time  for  speech  making.  I  say  to  you,  welcome,  thrice  welcome  to  the 
city  of  Washington,  and  I  congratulate  you  that  instead  of  a  sword  in  time  of 
war,  we  present  you  with  a  gavel  in  time  of  peace. 

To  this  the  Commander-in-Chief  responded: 
It  is  evident  from  the  number  of  gavels  with  which  I  am  provided  to  preside 
over  the  deliberations  of  this  Encampment,  that  it  is  intended  I  shall  preserve 
order.  I  fully  appreciate  the  kindness  of  your  committee  in  providing  this 
beautiful  emblem  made  from  woods  furnished  by  such  historic  spots  as  Mount 
Vernon  and  Arlington,  and  permit  me  to  say,  that  during  my  frequent  visits  to 
Washington,  I  have  appreciated  the  zeal  and  interest  manifested  by  your  com- 
mittee in  preparing  and  providing  for  this  memorable  event  You  have  pro- 
vided free  quarters  for  three  times  as  many  comrades  as  ever  before  visited  an 
Encampment,  and  we  all  feel  under  the  deepest  obligation  to  the  people  of 
your  city  for  their  generosity,  and  to  your  committee  for  their  untiring  efforts 
in  our  behalf.  We  are  all  enjoying  the  results  of  your  labors.  Mr.  Wamec* 
please  say  to  your  committee  that  I  shall  highly  prize  this  gift  and  from  the 
bottom  of  my  heart  I  thank  you. 

A  recess  often  minutes  was  taken,  after  which  the  Encamp- 
ment was  opened  in  due  form,  all  of  the  officers  being  present. 

The  Chaplain  invoked  the  divine  blessing,  praying: 

Almighty  and  most  blessed  God,  in  whom  we  live  and  move  and  have  our 
being,  the  Giver  of  all  good,  we  bow  before  Thee  with  profound  gratitude  for 
Thy  goodness  to  us  through  another  year.  O  God,  Thou  hast  spared  our  lives  and 
brought  us  to  another  encampment.  Many  of  our  comrades  have  crossed  over, 
and  we  trust  to-day  are  in  the  Better  Land,  and  O  God,  if  we  are  spared 
another  year,  may  it  be  a  better  year,  filled  with  grander  and  nobler  deeds  than 
any  year  of  our  past  lives,  for  as  American  citizens  we  are  exalted  above  other 
peoples  and  more  is  required  of  us  on  account  of  our  light  and  privileges. 

O  God,  bless  those  who  cannot  be  with  us,  bless  our  sick  comrades  to-day, 
the  widow  and  the  orphan  of  our  soldier,  and  O  God,  we  offer  a  prayer  to  Thee 
for  our  beloved  President,  our  comrade  who  has  been  with  us  before  and  would 
be  with  us  to-day,  but  is  detained  by  the  bedside  of  his  sick  wife.  Bless  him 
and  bless  his  wife.  Spare  her  if  it  can  be  in  accordance  with  Thy  will.  O  God 
bless,  we  pray  Thee,  our  Commander-in-Chief  and  all  the  comrades  present, 
and  our  great  country.  Guide  us  through  our  earthly  pilgrimage  and  receive 
us  into  the  Kingdom  of  Glory  above  at  last.  We  ask  it  in  the  name  of  Christ 
our  blessed  Saviour.    Amen.

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The  Commander-in-Chief  then  addressed  the  Encampment 
as  follows: 

ADDRESS  OF  THE  COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF: 


Comrades: — 

The  National  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  brings  together  representative  soldiers  from  all  over 
the  loyal  land.  There  is  scarcely  a  battle-field  of  that  great 
civil  contest  but  has  its  representatives  here  to-day.  Within 
its  ranks  are  men  of  all  political  parties  and  religious  creeds. 
The  differences  in  rank  which  the  army  reflected  are 
lost  in  the  equalities  of  a  free  and  common  citizenship.  The 
dominating  thought  is  patriotism.  Its  principles  appeal  to 
patriots  of  every  name  and  party.  It  is  peculiarly  befitting 
that  we  should  meet  once  more  in  the  beautiful  Capital  City  of 
the  Nation,  where  the  representatives  of  sixty-five  millions  of 
freemen  gather  to  enact  our  laws,  and  to  look  backward  over 
the  perils  surmounted,  and  forward  to  the  growing  greatness 
of  a  redeemed  land. 

Righdy  is  it  named  the  Grand  Army;  grand  in  the  justice 
of  the  majestic  cause  for  which  it  fought;  grand  in  the  great- 
ness of  its  magninimity  and  its  chivalry;  grand  in  the  valor, 
the  fortitude  and  the  heroism  which  shone  through  all  its  ca- 
reer of  defeat  and  victory;  grand  in  the  fidelity  with  which  the 
citizens'  obligations  were  blended  with  the  soldiers'  memories. 
It  still  sustains  the  principles  it  carried  to  victory.  Grand  be- 
cause it  saved  the  Capitol  of  the  Nation,  kept  the  country  un- 
divided, the  flag  unsullied  and  assured  us  a  commanding  place 
among  the  nations  of  the  earth.  These  annual  gatherings  of 
men  who  rendered  loyal,  devoted  and  patriotic  service  to  their 
country  in  the  hour  of  peril,  if  they  serve  no  other  purpose 
win  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  rising  generation,  a  pro- 
founder  and  deeper  sense  of  the  perils  through  which  we 
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passed  to  preserve  the  Unity  of  the  Nation.  It  demonstrates 
to  all  the  obligations  resting  upon  us.  It  gives  renewed  strength 
to  patriotism,  tends  to  elevate  and  adorn  our  National  character 
and  makes  us  stronger  each  succeeding  year.  We  meet  in 
no  spirit  of  exultation  or  false  pride.  We  meet  with  no  desire 
to  boast  of  our  services  in  the  past.  We  cherish  no  feelings  of 
animosity  or  revenge  against  the  men  of  the  south.  I  know  I 
speak  the  sentiments  of  every  true  soldier  when  I  say  whatever 
pride  we  have  in  the  past,  whatever  pride  we  brought  back 
from  the  battlefields  we  joylully  laid  it  aside  upon  one  altar 
and  gladly  merged  the  title  of  soldier  into  a  greater  one — that 
of  American  citizen.  We  were  citizens  before  we  became  sol- 
diers and  volunteered  at  the  call  of  an  imperiled  Nation,  that 
we  might  fulfill  the  highest  duties  of  citizenship,  and  the  les- 
sons we  learned  amidst  the  storm  of  battle  have  made  us  more 
mindful  of  our  duties  as  citizens.  It  is  a  laudable  pride,  there- 
fore, and  not  an  overweaning  vanity  which  impeb  us  to  meet 
year  after  year  to  commemorate  the  incidents  of  our  country's 
salvation,  **a  part  of  which  we  were  and  all  of  which  we  saw," 
and  we  never  can  forget  the  result  of  all  the  trials  and  dangers 
through  which  we  passed,  and  not  to  feel  the  strength  of  the 
ties  which  bound  us  together  as  we  trudged  along  on  many  a 
weary  march, on  the  lonely  picket,  in  the  midnight  bivouac, 
amidst  the  rush  and  thunder  of  battle  and  in  all  the  horrors  of 
the  prison  and  the  hospital.  To  perpetuate  these  ties,  to 
cherish  love  of  country,  to  keep  undying  the  memories  of  the 
loved  and  the  lost  who  perished  while  in  the  service.  We 
meet  to-day  in  a  spirit  of  Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty, 
invoking  heaven's  richest  blessing  on  every  portion  of  our  be- 
loved country. 

It  is  peculiarly  appropriate  that  the  survivors  of  the 
Union  armies  should  gather  again  in  the  Capital  of  the 
Nation,  which  through  four  long  years  of  bloody  strife  they 
defended  at  the  peril  of  their  lives;  and  it  brings  to  our  minds 
vividly  the  name  of  that  great  man  who,  under  the  providence 
of  God,  successfully  guided  the  affairs  of  the  Nation  through 
the  crisis  of  its  fate.  While  the  peans  of  victory  were  still 
sounding  in  his  ears  he  died,  a  martyr  for  his  country,  leaving 
behind  him  a  fame  which  will  brighten  with  the  lapse  of  time.

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xad  coupled  with  the  name  of  Washington,  will  be  the  name 
of  Lincoln,  so  long  as  America  shall  be  known  among  the 
Nations  of  the  earih.  Almost  wiihin  the  sound  of  my  voice, 
there  reposes  in  that  beauliful  spot  on  Arlington  Heights, 
where  the  green  sod  lies  genily  upon  the  breasts  of  the  silent 
sleepers,  l6.ooo  patriotic  dead,  it  recalls  to  our  minds  the 
enormous  price  paid  by  the  American  people  for  the  prt'serva- 
tion  of  the  Nation.  4,000  graves  are  marked  wiih  tiie  saddest 
of  all  inscriptions— unknown.  We  meet  to-day  with  l!ie  con- 
solation that  the  Nation  was  saved  and  preserved  by  the  vjlor 
of  these  men,  and  we  feel  exalted  by  their  achievements  and 
regenerated  by  their  life's  blood.  If  their  spirits  liover  about 
us  to-day  they  must  be  filled  with  gladness — and  could  they 
but  speak  ihey  would  say  "'tis  we'.lwe  difd,the  Nation  siill 
lives,  we'll  sleep  again;  it  will  not  be  long  bifore  you  « ill  join 
us,  and  we  shall  all  meet  on  the  resurrection  morn,  to  be  judged 
by  Him  whoruleth  armies  and  nations.  You  have  lived  to 
enjoy  the  fruits  of  your  labors,  and  to  see  the  people  reunited, 
and  our  country  made  glorious  by  a  heroism  and  a  patriotism 
that  will  live  in  the  hearts  of  the  American  people  down  to  the 
remotest  generation." 

A  new  generation  stands  where  we  stood.  Thirty-five 
millions  of  people  have  been  added  to  the  country  since  the 
close  of  that  great  civil  conflict  in  1863.  They  know  notliing 
ofihe  realities  of  war,  or  the  dangers  and  hardships  of  a  sol- 
dier's life,  ejtceptwhat  they  read  or  hear  from  the  lips  cf  those 
who  were  the  actors  in  that  great  drama  from  1861  to  1865,  and 
while  the  American  people  and  the  generation  begotten  since 
the  civil  strife,  hold  the  veterans  in  a  love  that  no  other  group  of 
men  in  the  land  receive,  there  is  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  a 
few  to  sneer  at  the  soldier  and  call  him  a  mendicanL  They 
appear  to  forget  the  sufierings  and  sacrifices  that  made  us 
what  we  are.  The  Union  soldier  has  done  as  much,  both  in 
War  and  in  peace,  to  make  good  the  obligations  in  the  hands  of 
Ihe  bondholder  as  the  bondholders  have  done  for  the  r.en 
Upon  whom  they  relied  to  make  good  its  face  value,  when 
ihey  had  to  face  fire,  blood,  disease  and  death.  Every  avenue 
of  business  life  numbers  ex-soldiers  by  thousands  and  tens  of 
ihouaands,  who  have  by  industry  and  integrity  been  successful 
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in  their  various  kinds  of  work;  and  to-day  it  is  the  prouJ 
boast  of  every  American  citizen,  that  in  every  profession,  in 
the  mechanic  arts  and  in  the  industrial  pursuits,  this  nation 
stands  second  to  none  among  the  civilized  nations  of  the  earth; 
and  in  a  great  measure  I  believe  that  the  key  to  the  soldiers' 
success  will  be  found  in  the  school  of  discipline  and  training  from 
which  they  graduated  twenty-seven  years  ago.  Stepping  from 
"broken  ranks  "  to  the  field,  workshops,  counter,  desks  and 
professions,  into  the  halls  of  legislation,  the  councib  of  the  na- 
tion; called  to  preside  over  the  affairs  of  this  Great  Republic, 
each  was  obedient  to  authority,  mindful  of  duty,  brave  in  dis- 
aster, loyal  to  law  and  order;  in  a  word  bristling  with  those 
qualities  which  lie  at  the  foundation  of  all  success.  If  the 
soldier  were  the  progenitor  of  the  successful  citizen,  then  na- 
tional honor  demands  that  he  shall  frown  upon  all  attempts  to 
belittle  the  defenders  of  the  nation.  I  feel  that  the  ex-soldier, 
ministers,  lawyers,  bankers,  manufacturers,  presidents,  gover- 
nors and  all  liberty-loving  American  citizens,  must  brand  the 
sentiment  of  disrespect  to  the  'S^terans,"  or  the  subtle  poison 
will  stain  the  pages  of  history  with  the  belief  that  patriotism 
and  valor  in  the  Union  army  were  a  myth,  and  that  loyalty  to 
countr)*  is  no  longer  to  be  called  a  virtue. 

The  precepts  of  this  great  Order  appeal  to  the  patriotism 
of  e\*ery  man  who  wore  the  Union  Blue;  every  Union  soldier 
should  gi\*e  it  his  influence  and  support  and  wear  at  all  times 
the  badge  of  loyalty,  the  bronie  G.  A.  R.  button.  Tlus  em- 
blem is  a  silent  protest  against  **  sneers'*  at  the  old  vetman; 
it  is  the  honor  mark  of  the  Republic  It  rivets  attentioa  to 
the  fiict  that  men  sdll  live  who  deserve  to  be  remembered  with 
whatever  bdoi^  to  the  prosperity,  Eberty  and  renown  of  our 
coaQtr>\ 

As  we  look  back  over  the  loi^  line  of  distinguisfaed  com- 
Fades  whose  patriotic  devotioa  to  their  oountry  and  inspiriiig 
presence  upon  the  battle  firfds»oftcatimes  stimuhled  us  to  deeds 
of\mter»btttwiio  no  loiyer  answer  to  **ioU  cadi" 'iaoQT  Encamp^ 
menls,  we  are  foffctbhr  renunded  that  death  has  been  bosj  in 
our  ranks;  but  the  memory  of  their  heroic  achievements  and 
manlf  xirtaes  will  Kve  lon^  after  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
RepiflAiilic  censes  Id  exisL    Let  the  example  of  dieir  Eves  be  an 
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incentive  to  us  all  to  so  live  and  discharge  our  duties  as  citizens 
with  that  loyalty  to  country  and  fidelity  to  duty,  so  that  when 
we  shall  have  reached  the  end  of  life's  journey  and  joined  those 
gallant  comrades  whose  lives  were  sacrificed  to  their  country's 
liberty,  future  generations  will  read  with  wonder  how  two 
great  armies  contended  for  four  long  years,  where  nearly  a 
million  of  men  on  one  side  and  the  other,  yielded  up  their 
lives  in  that  great  civil  conflict,  and  when  the  contest  ended, 
those  great  armies  melted  away  like  the  snow  on  the  hill-topa 
uoder  the  beams  of  a  noonday  sun.  Resuming  the  peaceful  vo- 
cations of  civil  life,  tlie  nation  moved  on  once  more  in  a  career  of 
unparallelled  progress,  prosperity  and  happiness,  so  that  when 
our  names  shall  be  inscribed  on  the  roll  of  the  dead  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  we  shall  deserve  to  be  remembered  by 
those  who  survive  us,  and  upon  our  last  resting  places  may 
flourish  the  evergreens  of  a  fond  and  enduiing  memory. 

During  my  official  term  I  have  visited  twenty-five  Depart- 
ments, responded  to  numerous  invitations  to  re-unions  and 
pubhc  gatherings,  requiring  months  of  time  and  labor,  travel- 
ing nearly  forty  thousand  miles,  and  my  only  regret  is  that  I 
was  unable  to  meet  with  several  Departments,  as  they  met  on 
the  same  date,  and  the  places  of  meeting  were  too  far  apart  to 
reach  them  in  time.  And  notwithstanding,  I  have  given  up 
nearly  the  entire  year  to  the  work  of  the  order,  I  feel  that  my 
elTbris  have  been  but  feeble  to  serve  all  my  comrades  and  do  jus- 
lice  to  the  great  office.  I  had  some  misgivings  that  my  health 
and  strength  would  not  be  equal  to  my  will  to  serve  you  and 
stand  the  strain  of  the  faligue  of  long  travels,  but  it  proved  to 
be  a  year  of  pleasure,  although  to  a  business  man  not  one  of 
profit.  But  the  only  eartliiy  consolation  one  finds  in  this  life  is 
in  occupation.  Nature  appears  just  towards  men;  it  recom- 
penses them  for  their  sufferings  and  to  the  greatest  toils  are  at- 
tached the  greatest  compensations.  A  man's  greatest  reward 
ashegoes  through  life  is  to  feel  that  in  a  measure  he  may  have 
rendered  some  service  in  administering  to  tlie  comforts  and 
bappiness  of  his  fellowmen.  It  is  this  feeling  that  stimulates 
him  to  laborandaidshiminreaching  his  proper  destiny.  The 
recollection  of  a  useful  life  is  not  terminated  by  time,  but  is  as 
boundless  as  eternity.     I  shall  always  remember  with  affec- 
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donate  gratitude  the  cordial  and  hearty  greetings  extended  to 
the  Chief  of  this  great  Order,  both  from  comrades  and  citizens 
in  whatever  part  of  this  country  he  visited.  Injustice  to  the 
men  against  whom  we  contended  for  four  long  years,  I  desire 
to  say  that  notwithstanding  the  intemperate  attacks  made  upon 
me  by  some  of  the  southern  journals,  on  account  of  my  order 
in  reference  to  the  flag  of  our  country.  During  my  visit  to  the 
Department  Encampment  in  Augusta,  Ga.,  I  met  many  ex- 
confederate  soldiers  from  whom  I  received  a  cordial  greeting, 
and  I  believe  that  those  who  were  bravest  in  the  field  have  a 
greater  love  of  justice  and  right  than  those  who  remained  in 
the  rear  in  the  hour  of  danger,  and  I  was  glad  to  take  by  the 
hand  any  brave  Confederate  soldier  who  accepted  the  generous 
terms  of  the  surrender  at  Appomattox,  and  to-day  respects  the 
flag  of  the  nation  as  the  emblem  of  a  reunited  people  and  a 
reunited  country. 

Nowhere  under  the  blue  canopy  of  heaven,  does  the  sun 
shine  upon  a  land  so  fair,  a  government  so  free,  a  nation  so 
prosperous,  a  people  so  happy,  as  upon  this  our  own  beloved 
America,  a  country  with  all  the  best  aspirations  of  man,  a 
country  whose  wide  expanse  is  limited  only  by  the  oceans 
which  roll  between  continents,  which  reaches  from  almost  the 
regions  of  eternal  snows;  spreads  its  starry  banner  to  the  sun 
shine — the  flowers  and  luxuriance  of  the  tropics  and  every- 
where in  this  vast  domain,  are  the  houses  of  freemen.  It  is 
the  land  of  free  schools,  of  free  laws  and  a  free  press,  and 
amongst  all  its  sixty- five  millions  of  human  souls  no  slave 
bears  a  fetter;  with  its  luxuriant  crops  it  supplies  food  and  life 
to  the  needy  poor  of  the  old  world,  while  from  out  the  depths 
it  is  pouring  its  wealth  of  gold  into  the  markets  of  the  old 
world.  To  the  worn,  the  weary  and  the  down  trodden  of 
other  lands,  it  opens  wide  its  arms,  and  here  they  find  shelter, 
liberty  and  the  pursuits  of  happiness;  and  yet  upon  such  a 
country  the  sun  of  its  first  centennial  has  but  just  gone  down. 
Who  lives  with  a  vision  so  vast,  an  eye  so  prophetic,  an  im- 
agination so  grand  as  to  portray  the  mystic  splendor,  vast 
wealth  and  national  glories  which  shall  usher  in  the  mom  of 
the  anniversary  of  our  country's  third  century  of  existence? 
And  yet  it  will  be,  and  it  is  well  that  occasions  like  these  shonl  ( 
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bring;  together  each  year  the  comrades  who  made  it  possible 
that  our  country  should  be  what  it  is.  To  cherish  old  associ- 
ations, review  the  memories  of  the  past  and  with  clasped  hands 
renew  that  love  of  country,  that  devotion  to  that  grand  old 
flag  of  glory  which  will  be  in  the  future  what  it  has  been  in  the 
past,  the  emblem  of  our  country's  greatness  and  happiness. 
And  the  couquerors  say  to  the  conquered,  each  now  appreci- 
ating that  the  preservation  of  the  Union  was  the  common  glory 
of  both,  and  the  vanquished  enjoy  an  equal  share  in  the  pros- 
perity of  the  nation  and  in  all  we  fought  to  preser%'e,  while  we 
cannot  forget  we  unhesitatingly  forgive,  when  gathered  at  the 
high  altar  of  Columbia's  Capital,  to  bind  anew  in  bonds  of  fra- 
ternity and  loyalty  the  hearts  of  all  its  sons,  and  consecrate 
anew  the  nation  to  the  cause  of  humanity,  civilization  and 
progress. 

An  invitation  has  been  extended  to  the  world  to  visit  tte 
Columbian  exposition,  and  the  thought  comes  to  me  that  the 
(Uzzhngf  conquests  of  the  heroes  of  ancient  times  show  no  such 
fniitage  as  the  discovery  of  a  new  world  by  a  Genoesee  sailor. 
He  brought  no  plunder  from  the  treasure  houses  of  the  east, 
but  he  found  for  the  people  of  all  nationahlies  ihe  citadel  of 
liberty,  and  as  I  look  into  the  faces  of  the  men  who  furnished 
many  of  the  grandest  pages  of  our  country's  history,  I  feel 
impressed  with  the  fact,  that  without  the  heroic  services  of 
these  men  and  their  comrades  in  arms,  that  which  Columbus 
made  possible  would  long  ago  have  perished  from  the  face  of 
tne  eartli;  and  to-day  I  utter  the  inspiring  truth,  that  the 
Union  soldier  made  it  possible  to  present  to  the  nations  of  the 
earth  the  glories  of  America  under  one  flag,  and  in  saving  this 
great  republic  they  saved  for  all  mankind  the  priceless  jewel 
of  liberty. 

I  know  of  nothing  in  all  the  circle  of  human  duty  that  so 
unites  men  as  the  common  dangers,  sufferings  and  struggles 
that  war  brings.  And  of  the  many  excellent  societies  which 
exist,  none  are  more  useful,  none  more  dear  than  that  which 
binds  us  loyally  to  our  country's  good.  Our  children,  neigh- 
bors and  friends  are  dear  to  us  but  love  of  country  embraces 
ihe  whole  round  of  these  endearments.  A  race  released  from 
the  bounds  of  slavery,  a  nation's  freedom  won,  the  life  of  a 
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republic  saved  and  preserved,  these  sum  up  the  story,  the 
achievements  and  services  of  the  membership  of  our  great 
order  of  citizen  soldiery. 

k  is  not  an  easy  task  to  be  called  upon  to  govern  nearly 
half  a  million  men;  disputed  questions  are  constandy  arising, 
in  which  both  sides  assume  that  they  are  right  It  has  been 
my  desire  to  deal  justly  with  all  questions  that  came  before 
me,  having  no  other  object  in  view  than  the  good  and  welfare 
of  the  order  and  the  observance  of  its  laws.  There  will  be 
more  or  less  friction,  if  there  be  no  actual  discord,  but  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  enforce  the  decree  of  the 
National  Encampment,  and  if  friction  and  irritation  result 
therefrom,  he  cannot  be  justly  blamed. 

I  will  not  trespass  upon  your  patience  by  an  attempt  to 
enter  into  statistics.  The  reports  of  the  staff  officers  contain 
full  and  detailed  statements  of  the  work  of  their  respective 
Departments,  and  I  commend  them  to  your  careful  perusal  and 
consideration.  I  have  been  gready  aided  in  my  efforts  to 
serve  you  by  the  efficient  and  generous  support  given  me  by 
members  of  my  staff.  In  every  Department  I  have  visited,  it 
was  gratifying  to  notice  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  manifested 
by  the  comrades  for  the  welfare  of  the  order,  and  while  the 
whitened  locks  and  furrowed  cheeks  of  many  marked  the  ad- 
vance of  time,  the  lapse  of  years  has  not  cooled  their  fervor  for 
the  flag  or  their  determination  to  hold  on  high  the  standard  of 
our  order,  and  while  we  have  sustained  many  losses  by  death 
and  suspension,  our  greatest  loss  comes  from  delinquent  re- 
ports; nevertheless,  I  take  great  pride  in  saying  to  you  that 
the  reports  still  show  an  increase  for  the  year. 

LOUISIANA  AND   MISSISSIPPI. 

I  had  hoped  that  the  action  of  the  Twenty-fifth  National 
Encampment  at  Detroit  would  have  settled  all  existing  differ- 
ences in  this  Department,  and  I  would  be  relieved  from  the 
unpleasant  disturbances  encountered  by  my  predecessors.  Up 
to  the  time  of  this  meeting  my  predecessors  had  kindly  exer- 
cised a  discretionary  power  and  permitted  Posts  from  9  to  17  to 
make  their  reports  and  pay  their  dues  direct  to  National  Head- 
quarters.   But  the  decision  of  the  National  Encampment  on  this 
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question  was  emphatic,  and  no  shadow  of  uncertainty  any  longer 
remained.  The  Encampment  in  passing  upon  the  subject  did  it 
in  the  following  clear  and  unmistakable  language:  "An  organ- 
ization which  from  its  birth  in  Decatur,  Ills,,  in  1866,  toils 
silver  Encampment,  has  never  turned  from  its  doors  any  de- 
serving comrade  on  account  of  liis  nationality,  creed  or  color 
*****  during  that  fierce  struggle  for  the  life  of  the 
Nation  we  stood  shoulder  to  shoulder  as  comrades  tried.  It 
is  too  late  to  divide  on  the  color  line.  A  man  who  is  good 
enough  to  stand  between  the  flag  and  those  who  would  de- 
stroy it,  when  the  fate  of  the  Nation  hung  trembling  in  the 
balance,  is  good  enough  to  be  a  comrade  in  any  Department 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  No  different  rule  has 
been  or  ever  will  be  recognized  by  the  survivors  of  the  Army 
and  Navy.  No  Department  should  ever  be  established  for 
any  color  or  nationaUty.  That  it  would  be  inexpedient  to 
anthorlze  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  organize  new  or  provis- 
ional Departments  in  any  State  where  a  Department  already 
ecists,"  This  question  had  tested  the  patience,  skill  and  en- 
durance of  my  predecessors  in  their  efibrts  to  bring  about  an 
amicable  adjustment  nf  the  differences  existing  in  this  Depart- 
ment between  the  white  and  colored  Posts,  but  every  effort 
had  failed.  It  had  cost  the  National  Encampment  more 
money,  time  and  enei^y  through  the  exertions  of  comrades 
sent  into  this  Department  to  check  the  progress  of  the  grow- 
ing mischief,  than  all  other  Departments  combined,  from  the 
inception  of  the  order  to  the  present  time.  But  when  the 
officers  of  this  Department  absolutely  refused  to  obey  the  rules 
of  the  Encampment.  I  had  no  discretion  to  deal  with  either 
their  motives  or  reasons  assumed  in  their  refusal.  The  duties 
of  the  Commander  in-Chief  are  clearly  defined  in  Section  i. 
Article  6,  Chapter  4,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations.  Posts 
from  9  to  17  reported  to  National  Headquarters  that  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Department  of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi, 
held  in  the  month  of  February,  they  were  refused  admission  or 
representation,  although  their  dues  were  tendered  and  declined . 
They  then  forwarded  their  reports  and  duea  to  National  Head- 
quarters. The  attention  of  the  Department  Commander  was 
d  to  the  .rules  of  the  order  and  he  was  directed  to  recog- 
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nize  Posts  from  9  to  17.  This  he  declined  to  do.  Under  date 
of  March  3d,  1892,  in  General  Orders  No.  i,  from  Headquar- 
ters Department  of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi,  the  Department 
Commander  issued  the  following:  *The  Commander-in-Chief 
has  ordered  that  these  Posts  be  recognized.  This  order  the 
Council  of  Administration,  under  a  full  sense  of  the  gravity  of 
the  act,  and  aware  of  the  possible  consequences  of  their  refusal 
to  comply,  decided  that  they  could  not  conscientiously  obey 
— and  the  Department  confirmed  and  ratified  their  action." 
Two  alternatives  now  confronted  me.  Were  the  representa* 
tives  of  eight  Posts  in  La.  and  Miss,  to  rule,  or  should 
the  voice  of  the  majority  of  nearly  half  a  million  comrades 
govern  the  affairs  of  this  great  order  ?  The  one  meant  dis- 
ruption, the  other  that  the  dignity  and  laws  of  the  order  should 
be  maintained .  The  obstinacy,  which  at  first  wore  an  aspect  ol 
legitimate  effort,  proposed  no  longer  to  yield  to  the  laws  of 
the  order,  but  developed  into  open  defiance  and  revenge. 
If  the  officers  of  this  Department  were  unwilling  to  abide 
by  the  rules  of  the  National  Encampment  it  was  their 
privilege  to  resign  and  permit  others  to  be  chosen  who  would, 
but  they  had  no  right  to  attempt  to  thwart  the  action  of  the 
National  Encampment  by  an  effort  to  bring  about  a  dissolution 
of  the  Department  by  an  illegal  act.  Under  date  of  April  25th, 
in  Special  Orders  No.  5,  I  suspended  the  Department  Com- 
mander and  placed  in  command  Senior  Vice-Commander 
Durkee,  with  instructions  to  recognize  the  Posts  from  9  to  17, 
and  report  to  these  headquarters  not  later  than  May  15.  Un- 
der date  of  May  11,  he  acknowledged  receipt  of  the  order  and 
said.  '*No  application  has  been  made  since  the  meeting  in 
February  from  Posts  9  to  17.  Should  they  make  application 
I  will  report  my  action."  Comrade  Durkee  having  failed  to 
comply  with  the  order  from  National  Headquarters,  by  Special 
Order  No  8,  May  20th,  I  suspended  him  and  placed  Comrade 
Miller,  the  Junior  Vice,  in  command.  The  Assistant  Adjutant 
General,  Comrade  Keeting,  replied  by  telegraph  that  Comrade 
Miller  considered  himself  no  longer  a  member  of  the  order,  as 
the  Department  in  Special  Encampment  had  voted  to  surrender 
the  Department  charter.  All  that  human  foresight  could  do 
under  three  administrations  to  avert  the  impending  conflict  by 
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persuasion  and  advice  had  been  exhausted,  and  if  the  culmi- 
nation of  thii  vexed  queslioti  had  to  occur  under  this  adminis- 
tration, it  were  betier  that  it  should  be  met,  rather  than  to 
leave  it  as  3  legacy  to  my  successor.  No  issue  can  be  antici- 
pated from  discords  in  an  organization.  Where  they  are  at 
issue  amongst  themselves  oppoi  t unities  are  caught  for  mutual 
injury,  and  the  sooner  vital  issues  are  settled  the  better  it  is 
for  the  organization.  The  first  duty  of  a  soldier  ia  obedience. 
Men  frequently  talk  of  the  necessity  of  things  and  blame  cir- 
cumstances for  the  consequences  of  their  own  follies.  Every 
soldier  has  learned  by  the  experience  of  actual  service,  that 
unless  rules  and  discipline  are  maintained,  an  organization  de- 
generates into  a  mob.  Its  success  is  essential  at  all  times  and 
can  only  be  conserved  by  maintaining  the  integrity  of  its  laws. 
I  was  advised  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Administra- 
tion for  consultation  and  advice,  but  upon  rejection  I  regarded 
it  as  a  useless  expenditure  of  money  to  subject  the  National 
Encampment  to  another  large  expense  by  calling  the  Council 
together.  The  Council  under  my  predecessors  had  already 
passed  upon  the  question  and  agreed  that  they  had  no  authority 
to  settle  the  existing  troubles  in  this  Department,  and  the  ac- 
tion of  the  National  Encampment  left  nothing  to  the  discretion 
of  either  the  Council  of  Administration  or  the  Commander- 
in-Chief.  No  action  of  the  Council  of  Administration  could 
have  changed  my  views  as  to  my  positive  duty  in  the  matter, 
and  I  felt  that  if  I  was  not  prepared  to  do  my  duty  as  I  saw 
it,  I  was  in  no  sense  fitted  for  the  high  position  to  which  I 
had  been  chosen  by  your  favor.  I  did  my  duty  and  have  no 
apologies  or  excuses  to  offer  for  my  action.  Whether  I  did 
right  or  not  you  will  judge,  and  your  judgment  I  will  unhesi- 
tatingly and  uncomplainingly  accept,  for  it  was  lor  you  and  in 
your  behalf  I  acied. 

The  charter  of  this  Department  was  received  at  National 
Headquarters,  May  36,  1 892,  and  across  its  face  was  written  in 
letters  of  red  ink,  surrendered  May  19,  1892. 

In  Special  Orders  No  9,  June  2d,  iSga,  I  declared  that 
the  action  taken  at  the  Fpecijl  meeting  of  the  Dept.  of  La. 
and  Miss.,  being  in  direct  violation  of  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions, which  says  that:  "No  alteration  affecting  the  general  in- 
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terests  of  the  Department  shall  l>e  made  at  a  special  meeting/' 
all  acts  contemplated  by  such  special  meeting  were  null  and 
void.  I  then  appointed  Past  Department  Commander  A.  S. 
Badger  commander  pro  tempore^  and  returned  to  him  the 
charter  endorsed : 

"The  surrender  of  this  charter,  noted  above  in  red  ink, 
being  in  direct  violation  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  is  de- 
clared null  and  void,  and  this  charter  will  continue  in  force," 
and  ordered  him  to  recognize  Posts  from  9  to  17  inclusive,  and 
proceed  in  accordance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
G.  A.  R.,  and  report  at  once  to  these  Headquarters  in  obedi- 
ence to  these  instructions.  Comrade  Badger  assumed  com- 
mand of  the  Department  of  La.  and  Miss.,  June  3,  1892, 
appointing  Comrade  Keeting  his  Assistant  Adjutant  General. 

After  the  re-organization  of  the  Department  I  ordered  a 
thorough  inspection  of  the  Posts,  and  the  reports  of  the  in- 
specting officers  as  filed  at  National  Headquarters,  shows  that 
each  comrade  produced  either  his  discharge,  pension  certifi- 
cate or  satisfactory  evidence  of  service. 

In  a  series  of  resolutions  given  to  the  public  by  the  retir- 
ing comrades,  in  justification  of  their  action,  they  say:  **We 
became  weary  of  a  contest  which  had  extended  many  months." 
I  am  certain  that  the  National  Encampment  shared  their  feel- 
ings, and  solved  the  problem  of  the  situation  by  kindly  saying 
to  them:  "Comrades,  all  we  ask  from  you  is  to  adhere  to  the 
principles  upon  which  the  foundation  stone  of  this  great  or- 
ganization is  laid.  We  ask  nothing  more  and  will  accept 
nothing  less,"  and  left  the  execution  of  its  laws  to  the  execu- 
tive head  of  the  order.  Another  reason  was :  *  'The  ineligibility 
of  a  large  portion  of  the  membership  of  the  colored  Posts.'* 
This  was  a  reflection  upon  their  own  efficiency  as  Department 
officials.  They  were  the  actors  in  this  drama,  speaking  their 
own  thoughts  in  their  own  words.  If  this  knowledge  was  in 
their  possession  they  held  the  remedy  in  their  own  hands.  In 
fact,  it  was  their  duty  to  investigate  and  eliminate  from  the 
rolls  the  name  of  any  man  who  could  not  produce  an  honor- 
able dbcharge  from  the  Union  Army.  They  say:  * 'Notwith- 
standing we  believe  that  the  orders  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  to  recognize  these  pretended  Posts  is  wholly  unwarranted 
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by  ihe  Rules  and  Regulations;"  and  add:  "Believing  that  the 
sentiments  of  a  vast  majority  of  the  comrades  of  the  25th  Na- 

Idonal  Encampment  was  unqualifiedly  in  favor  of  recognizing 
these  pretended  Posts,  regardless  of  whether  they  had  a  right 
in  the  G.  A,  R.  or  not,  and  is  too  strong  to  be  counteracted 
by  any  means  in  our  power,  rather  than  yield,  etc,  *  *  * 
*  *  Therefore  be  it  resolved  that  the  charter  of  this  Depart- 
ment be  and  the  same  is  hereby  surrendered,  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  La.  and  Miss,  disbanded."  Their  mode  of  reasoning 
is,  to  say  the  least,  peculiarly  illogical.  They  concede  that  the 
sentiment  of  the  National  Encampment  was  unqualifiedly 
in  favor  of  recognizing  these  Posts,  but  the  action  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief  in  sustaining  the  unqualified  expression 
of  the  National  Encampment,  wholly  unwarranted,  and  rather 
than  yield  to  the  rules  of  the  order,  they  sought  to  destroy  the 
organization  in  that  Department,  But  their  hasty  and  unwise 
course  did  not  accomplish  their  purpose. 

A  meeting  of  the  Department  Encampment  of  La.  and 
Miss,  under  the  re-organization  was  held  in  the  city  of  New 
Orleans,  La.,  August  6,  1892,  where  the  delegates  from  thir- 
teen Posts  were  present  and  participated  in  the  proceedings. 
!  am  advised  that  this  Encampment  was  the  most  harmonious 
in  the  history  of  that  Department.  It  is  represented  to-day  in 
this  Encampment  by  a  full  delegation,  who  speak  for  all  the 
comrades  in  the  Department,  regardless  of  color  or  nationality, 
with  the  gratifying  assurance  that  there  are  no  contests  except 
the  contest  to  see  who  can  best  serve  theinterests  of  the  order; 
and  the  number  of  comrades  attending  the  26th  National  En- 
campment has  never  been  equaled  in  the  history  of  that  De- 
partment. 

In  dealing  with  this  subject  I  was  not  actuated  by  an  un- 
kind thought  towards  a  single  comrade  in  this  DepartmenL 
They  had  encountered  no  real  resistance  up  to  the  time  of  the 
aSlh  National  Encampment.  It  was  known  that  there  were 
disintegrating  forces  at  work,  which  the  National  Encamp- 
ment concluded  was  time  to  arrest,  and  in  the  discharges 
of  a  duty  incumbent  upon  me  under  my  oath  of  office,  I  did 
it  without  either  feeling,  fear  or  prejudice.  Personally  my 
relations  with    the    comrades   in   this  Department  had  for 
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manj  years  been  most  cordial.  I  distinctly  remember  in 
1879,  during  the  prevalence  of  an  epidemic  with  which 
ooraodthcrn  brothers  were  afHicted,  the  best  evidence  of  our 
fraternity  and  charity  was  the  prompt  and  generous  response 
to  their  appeals  for  aid,  and  several  thousand  dollars  were  sub- 
scribed and  sent  into  that  Department  by  the  comrades  of  the 
order.  No  attempt  was  made  by  the  National  Encampment 
to  interfere  with  a  single  constitutional  right  of  any  comrade 
of  that  Department.  The  same  privileges  were  extended  to 
them  as  to  all  other  comrades  in  the  order,  not  the  privilege 
to  do  what  they  pleased,  but  to  do  what  was  right. 

The  life  of  an  organization,  like  the  life  of  man,  may  be  pro- 
longed in  honor  to  the  fullness  of  its  time,  or  it  may  expire 
prematurely  for  want  of  proper  guidance,  by  violence  or  inter- 
nal disorders.  So  what  appeared  to  be  likely  to  bring  about 
a  complete  dissolution  of  the  life  of  this  Department,  was  saved 
by  a  critical  operation,  and  the  dying  patient's  life  extended 
for  future  years  of  prosperity  and  usefulness. 

THE  LOYAL  WOMEN. 

I  cannot  speak  with  too  much  fervor  of  the  beneficent 
work  done  by  the  loyal  women,  for  the  needy  veterans  and 
their  families.  As  the  veterans  reach  nearer  the  end  of  life's 
journey,  they  become  more  feeble  and  need  the  care  of  some 
friendly  hand,  and  to  the  noble  women,  who  by  their  acts  of 
love  and  devotion  to  suffering  humanity — many  during  the 
war  and  a  greater  number  since — merit  our  grateful  acknowl- 
edgments and  unbounded  praise. 

For  many  years  they  have  worked  assiduously  to  secure 
for  the  women  who  braved  all  the  horrors  of  the  hos- 
pitals during  the  war,  a  simple  act  of  justice,  and  at  last 
their  efforts  have  been  rewarded  by  the  granting  of  a  pension 
to  all  army  nurses,  which  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  every 
comrade  as  well  as  to  every  loyal  woman. 

SONS   OF  VETERANS. 

The  patriotic  purposes  of  this  organization  deserves  the 
cordial  support  of  every  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic.     A  spirit  of  loyalty  pervades  the  hearts  of  these 
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boys,  and  as  was  well  said  by  a  former  Commander-in-Chief, 
"we  should  do  everything  in  our  power  to  aid  them  in  their 
work.  They  are  our  boys,  and  to  ihem  we  must  soon  commit 
our  trust."  t  desire  to  express  to  them  my  grateful 
acknowledgments  fur  the  many  courtesies  received  at  their 
bands,  during  my  visits  to  the  different  Departments,  and  best 
Irishes  for  their  future  success  and  prosperity. 

MEMORIAL    DAY. 

With  Memorial  Day  comes  the  expression  of  a  Nation's 
gratitude  for  the  brave  men  who  suffered  death  that  their 
blood  might  seal  the  unity  of  the  nation.  The  ceremony  of 
strewing  the  early  flowers  of  Spring  upon  the  graves  of  the 
the  men  who  laid  down  their  lives  for  their  country,  is  a  beau- 
tiful and  touching  one.  Although  time  has  in  a  measure  mel- 
lowed the  grief  of  the  country  for  its  dead,  still  Memorial  Day 
retains  its  original  characteristics  and  increases  in  interest  each 
succeeding  year.  All  strife  ceases  upon  this  day  conse- 
crated to  patriotism,  and  blind  ambition  halts  in  its  headlong; 
career,  to  pause  at  the  graves  of  the  Nation's  heroes  and  con- 
template the  greatness  of  the  cause  for  which  they  offered  up 
their  lives. 

If  there  is  anything  that  soflens  the  heart  and  intensiiies 
patriotism,  it  is  to  stand  at  the  graves  of  the  men  who  sacri- 
ficed their  lives  for  their  country.  The  American  people  honor 
the  dead  Union  soldier,  not  because  he  slew  so  many  of  the 
foe,  but  because  he  gave  up  even  life  itself  in  the  performance 
of  a  duty.  So  long  as  the  observance  of  the  day  is  kept  in  all 
its  genuineness  and  purity,  not  given  up  to  frivolity  and 
amusement,  it  will  impart  to  all  a  truer  sense  of  the  obligations 
resting  upon  us— reaping  what  the  living  and  the  dead  have 
sown  we  now  enjoy  the  priceless  blessings  of  peace  and 
prosperity  to  life  and  property. 

There  are  imposing  monuments  to  General  officers,  whose 
marble  is  none  too  eloquent  in  their  praise  ;  there  are  pages 
ofhistory  which  tell  none  too  forcibly  their  achievements  ;  but 
there  are  also  simple  mounds  in  country  church-yards; 
there  are  unknown  graves  in  southern  fields,  enclosing  the 
ashes  of  heroes,  to  whom  chilling  ctrcumslances  forbade  dis- 
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tinction.  It  matters  little  to  these  men  whether  monumental 
granite  marks  the  spot  where  they  await  the  last  roll-call,  the 
night  tattoo  of  death  has  sounded  for  them  its  last  notes; 
but  they  will  have  died  in  vain,  if  from  the  inspirations  of  Me- 
morial Day  the  youth  of  our  land  learn  no  lesson.  For  what 
did  these  men  die  ?  They  died  that  the  Nation  might  live ;  they 
died  that  this  land  should  be  an  asylum  for  liberty-loving  men 
all  over  the  world  ;  they  died  to  make  this  land  of  ours  such, 
that  the  songs  of  the  laborers  of  all  nationalities,  in  our  valle3rs 
and  on  our  hills,  should  swell  and  commingle  with  the  free 
anthem  of  America. 

Let  Memorial  Day  teach  the  rising  generation  that  the 
liberty  and  the  government  which  were  established  and  sus- 
tained at  such  terrible  cost,  should  be  by  them  yielded  up,  only 
when,  like  the  men  who  wore  the  blue,  they  rest  with  honor 
in  a  soldier's  grave ;  and  should  the  men  of  future  years  be 
tempted  to  surrender  the  rights  that  were  established  upon 
so  many  battle-fields  by  these  men,  or  become  cold  or  callous 
in  their  love  of  country  and  its  institutions,  may  the  memory 
of  the  green  mounds  spread  all  over  the  land,  covering  the 
remains  of  the  loyal  boys  in  blue,  who  yielded  up  their  lives 
with  its  hopes  and  pleasures,  for  freedom  and  fatherland,  hold 
them  firmly  to  public  virtue. 

PENSIONS. 

The  passage  of  the  disability  bill  under  date  of  June  27, 
1890,  was  so  munificent  in  its  scope,  provided  pensions  to  all 
honorably  discharged  soldiers  suffering  from  mental  or  physi- 
cal disabilities,  recognizing  the  service  of  a  class  who  by  lapse 
of  time  were  unable  to  furnish  the  testimony  of  their  comrades 
as  to  the  origin  of  their  disabilities,  requiring  only  the  certificate 
of  a  physician  and  the  examination  by  a  pension  board.  No 
additional  legislation  was  sought  by  the  last  National  Encamp- 
ment. The  Pension  Committee  have  endeavored  to  have 
corrected  certain  inequalities  in  the  ratings  which  were  not 
commensurate  with  existing  disabilities,  from  which  many 
comrades  are  suffering,  all  of  which  will  be  given  to  you  in 
detail  by  the  committee. 
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GRANT    STATUE. 

The  committee  appoinled  pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the 
National  Encampmecl  to  take  charge  o(  the  work,  met  in  the 
city  of  Washington,  on  the  i8th  day  of  December,  1891,  and 
after  examining  and  passing  upon  the  designs  of  several  compe- 
titors, awarded  the  contract  for  modeling,  carving  and  placing 
in  the  rotunda  of  the  National  Capitol  a  marble  statue  of  our 
late  comrade,  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  to  Mr.  Simmons.  The  work 
is  now  in  progress  in  Rome,  Italy,  to  be  completed  and  the 
statue  placed  in  position  in  two  years  from  date  of  contract. 

The  action  of  the  committee  was  approved  by  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief and  executive  committee  of  the  Council  of 
Administration  as  required  by  resolutions  of  the  Encampment. 

GRANT   TOMB. 

For  seven  years  the  body  of  our  old  General-in-Chief  had 
been  allowed  to  remain  in  an  open  city  park  in  a  rude  tempo- 
rary shelter.  This  neglect  had  become  a  standing  reproach 
and  humiliating  to  every  surviving  comrade,  Last  spring  the 
Grant  Monument  Association  was  re-organized  and  enlarged 
by  legislative  enactment,  and  under  the  leadership  of  comrade 
Horace  Porter,  it  was  determined  to  push  the  work  of  erecting 
a  fitting  tomb  to  successful  completion.  The  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  was  elected  a  Trus- 
tee of  the  Association,  I  suggested  to  Comrade  Porter  the 
propriety  of  constructing  within  the  monument  a  suitable  re- 
pository in  which  could  be  placed  the  autographic  signatures 
of  surviving  comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic; 
that  these  signatures  should  be  written  upon  carefully  prepared 
parchment  paper,  so  as  to  last  for  all  time  to  come,  and  be 
collected  under  the  supervision  of  Post  Commanders  who 
would  certify  to  their  correctness.  These  pages  to  be  bound 
uniformly  in  volumes,  properly  indexed  and  accessible 
at  all  times  to  visitors.  I  believed  that  every  soldier  and  sailor 
in  the  land  would  deem  it  an  honorable  distinction  to  have  his 
name  upon  this  roll,  and  would  cheerfully  contribute  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  to  defray  the  expense  of  constructing  the  reposi- 
tory, indexing,  binding  and  collecting  the  roll  and  devote  any 
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balance  to  the  completion  of  the  tomb.  My  proposition  was 
accepted  by  the  Association  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following 
resolution: 

Resolved^  "That  the  architect  of  the  Association  is  hereby 
directed  to  make  provisions  in  the  construction  of  the  monu- 
ment for  a  suitable  repository,  in  which  shall  be  placed  a  li- 
brary designed  to  hold  the  volumes  containing  the  signatures 
of  surviving  comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic." 

This  project  did  not  emanate  from  the  Grant  Monument 
Association  nor  did  that  Association  entertain  it  with  a  view  of 
making  it  a  source  of  revenue.  I  knew  that  no  comrade 
would  wish  his  name  placed  upon  the  roll  at  the  expense  of 
the  building  fund  for  the  tomb,  but  would  prefer  to  bear  the 
expense  himself  and  would  gladly  let  any  surplus  which  might 
accrue  go  towards  increasing  the  building  fund. 

The  Monument  Association  is  faithfully  carrying  out  its 
part  of  the  understanding.  The  repository  has  been  put  under 
construction,  and  the  parchment  rolls* are  being  prepared  and 
will  be  flimbhed  to  the  Posts  as  rapidly  as  possible.  I  sin- 
cerely hope  that  Department  Commanders  will  give  this  pro- 
ject their  earnest  support.  The  only  proper  repository  for 
such  an  honor  roll  is  in  a  great  National  Memorial,  indestruct- 
ible by  fire,  and  located  in  the  Metropolis,  with  the  volumes 
containing  the  roll  accessible  at  all  times  to  visitors.  It  will  be 
a  priceless  boon  to  posterity  down  to  the  remotest  generations 
to  be  able  to  look  upon  the  authentic  signatures  of  ancestors 
whose  courage  defended  and  preserved  the  unity  of  the  nation. 

In  response  to  a  recent  inquiry  from  me  as  to  whether 
sufficient  funds  had  been  raised  to  complete  the  tomb,  Com- 
rade Porter  replied  as  follows  : 

*'  Our  citizens  responded  generously  to  the  call,  and 
enough  money  has  been  raised  to  enable  the  Association  to 
put  under  construction  the  granite  work  forming  the  main 
structure  of  the  tomb.  A  large  sum  of  money  in  addition  will 
be  required  to  line  the  crypt  with  marble  and  otherwise  deco- 
rate the  interior,  provide  for  the  proper  embellishment  of  the 
structure  and  grounds  and  the  portrait  and  decorative  sculp- 
ture, and  supply  the  sarcophagus,  so  that  the  structure  may 
be  made  so  ornate  and  so  attractive  that  it  will  command  the 
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Rdmiration  of  nil  who  visit  it,  and  be  a  source  of  pride  to  every 
veteran  who  marched  wilh  liis  Chief  to  victory." 

Comrades  will  recall  the  fact  that  it  was  the  members  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  who  formed  the  guard  of 
honor  that  guarded  the  remains  of  Comrade  Grant  from  the 
hour  of  his  death  until  his  burial,  that  the  badge  of  our  order 
was  placed  upon  his  breast  when  he  was  laid  in  his  coffin,  that 
one  was  also  deposited  in  the  comer-stone  of  his  tomb,  and 
that  the  Commander-in-Chief  is  a  trustee  charged  with  the 
building  and  care  of  the  tomb,  so  that  the  Grand  Army  ol  the 
Republic  will  always  be  inseparably  associated  with  the  en- 
tombment of  iheir  Chief  and  with  the  National  Memorial  which 
is  to  mark  his  grave. 

Now  that  our  citizens  have  contributed  a  fund  larger  than 
any  ever  received  from  voluntary  contributions  for  any  similar 
object  in  history,  nothing  could  redound  more  to  the  credit  of 
our  surviving  veterans  than  the  record  of  the  fact  that  their 
contributions  had  so  far  supplemented  the  present  building 
iiiad  as  to  be  mstnimental  in  adding  the  chief  beauty  to  the 
Bonoment. 

GRANT   COTTAGE. 

The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  took  possession  of  this 
property  in  1889,  and  since  that  time  over  fifty  thousand  people 
have  visited  it.  The  Department  of  New  York  appropriated 
funds  for  some  necessary  repairs,  and  pay  for  the  "leaflets" 
describing  the  cottage  tmd  its  contents,  which  are  given  gra- 
tuitously to  visitors.  The  law  incorporating  the  Association 
prohibits  the  sale  for  purposes  of  gain,  anything  on  the  prem- 
ses,  and  the  custodian  has  faithfully  obeyed  the  law  in  letter 
and  in  spirit.  The  Grant  Memorial  Association  has  an  abso- 
lute title  to  the  cottage  and  the  lot,  300  feet  square,  upon  which 
It  stands.  The  cost  cf  care  and  maintenance  is  now  borne  by 
the  National  Encampment. 

There  was  a  strong  sentiment  on  the  part  01  both  comrades 
ind  citizens  that  this  property  should  be  held  by  tht^  Govern- 
menl,  and  my  predecessors  had  recommended  and  the  En- 
campment approved  a  resolution  asking  Congress  to  purchase 
the  property  and  provide  for  its  permanent  care.     I  personally 
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brought  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  Congress,  but  no  action 
was  taken  at  the  last  session.  A  patriotic  citizen  who  asks 
that  his  name  shall  not  be  made  public,  offers  to  subscribe  the 
sum  of  $5,000  towards  a  permanent  fund  for  the  care  of  this 
historic  building.  If  such  a  fund  could  be  established  the 
organization  would  be  relieved  from  a  yearly  expense,  which 
increases  on  account  of  necessary  repairs. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  National  Encamp- 
ment ask  Department  Commanders  to  make  an  appeal  to  their 
respective  Posts  for  a  contribution  of  five  cents  fi'om  each 
member,  to  create  a  fund  to  be  sent  to  the  Quartermaster 
General,  and  through  him  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Grant 
Memorial  Association  to  be  invested  and  the  interest  applied 
to  the  annual  care  of  the  cottage  and  grounds. 

PREFERENCE  TO  VETERANS  IN  THE  GOVERNMENT   EMPLOY. 

To  protect  the  rights  of  veterans  of  the  late  war  is  one  of 
the  cardinal  principles  of  our  order.  The  pledge  made  by  the 
Government,  in  section  1754  of  the  Revised  Statutes  (U.  S.), 
has  frequently  been  ignored. 

The  committee  appointed  by  this  administration  have  de- 
voted much  patient  time  and  labor,  without  expense  to  the 
Encampment,  in  endeavoring  to  secure  what  is  believed  was 
intended  by  the  Congress  which  passed  the  law,  and  by  our 
martyr  President,  Abraham  Lincoln,  who  signed  it 

While  they  did  not  accomplish  all  they  desired,  the  work 
is  so  well  in  hand  I  have  great  faith  that  they  will  succeed  in 
their  efforts  at  the  next  session  of  Congress  • 

I  recommend  that  the  committee  be  continued,  and 
earnestly  urge  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions  and  recom- 
mendations accompanying  their  report. 

THE  COLUMBIAN  SCHOOL   CELEBRATION. 

The  President  of  the  World's  Congress  of  the  Columbian 
Exposition,  organized  by  the  superintendents  of  education, 
proposed  that  the  Four  Hundredth  Anniversary  of  the  discov- 
ery of  America  be  celebrated  by  a  national  school  demonstra- 
tion. An  invitation  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  through  national  headquarters,  that  this  celebration 
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should  be  under  the  direct  patronage  of  our  order.  This 
service,  through  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  would  give 
lo  the  13.000,000  of  public  school  children  an  object  lesson  in 
pairioiism  never  to  be  forgotten.  As  this  celebration  will 
occur  October  aist,  1892.  under  the  President's  proclamation. 
I  preferred  that  the  details  for  the  parade  shoulil  be  left  to  my 
successor  to  promulgate.  I  have  already  communicated  with 
Department  commanders,  urging  them  to  give  this  patriotic 
project  their  cordial  support,. 

We  fought  for  our  children  the  battles  that  they  might 
have  been  compelled  to  encounter.  We  have  given  them  a 
heritage  of  peace  and  prosperity,  instead  of  an  enormous  and 
expensive  litigation  to  be  settled  by  a  jury  of  soldiers.  Deeds 
must  be  behind  words  lo  give  them  their  greatest  significance 
and  force,  and  the  loyalty  taught  our  children  by  deeds  of 
valor  not  only  strengthens  them  through  life,  but  will  continue 
in  the  minds  of  those  who  follow  by  the  records  which  we 
leave  behind  us.  I  believe  that  patriotism  should  be  taught 
in  every  public  school  in  the  land.  Our  children  should  learn 
how  much  devotion  and  sacrifice  it  cost  to  preserve  the  unity 
of  the  nation.  They  should  be  made  to  feel  chat  the  blessings 
enjoyed  in  a  free  country  depends  upon  the  intelligence  and 
loyalty  of  all  its  people  for  its  continued  existence  and  pros- 
perity. Loyalty  thus  ingrained  into  our  national  character, 
and  grooved  into  habits  of  action,  strengthens  patriotism  and 
produces  a  fiber  of  strength  equal  to  the  fiber  of  the  oak.  So 
let  us  join  our  children  in  linking  the  glorious  achievements 
of  the  past  with  the  patriotic  hopes  of  the  future,  and  make 
this  occasion  a  memorable  episode  in  the  history  of  the  nation. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Encampment  take  some  de- 
cided action  against  personal  solicitations  from  Posts  and 
Departments,  unless  the  objects  for  which  the  funds  are  asked 
for  are  specified  in  writing,  duly  attested  by  the  Department 
Commander  to  which  the  comrade  making  the  appeal  belongs, 
and  approved  by  National  Headquarters.  No  appeal  for  any 
worthy  or  legitimate  object  would  be  refused  by  either  National 
or  Department  Headquarters.     Comrades  soliciting  funds  fre- 
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quently  live  and  travel  on  the  contributions  received  from 
Po9ta  and  Departments,  and  but  little  benefit  accrues  to  the 
object  for  which  the  contributions  are  made. 

I  was  the  recipient  of  numerous  communications  from  De- 
partments and  comrades,  asking  for  information  about  certain 
projects  for  which  they  had  been  asked  to  contribute,  and 
having  no  knowledge  of  either  the  project  or  the  comrade 
asking  for  funds,  I  was  unable  to  give  a  satisfactory  answer. 
I  deem  it  advisable  that  the  National  Encampment  should 
take  some  action  to  prevent  abuses  in  the  future,  so  that  any 
comrade,  having  authority  to  solicit  funds,  shall  be  in  posses- 
sion of  the  proper  credentials. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  Encampment  take  action 
preventing  Posts  from  sending  direct  to  Congress,  or  other 
legislative  bodies,  petitions  in  the  interest  or  at  the  solicitation 
of  indivlduak.  It  frequently  impedes  the  progress  of  legisla- 
tion for  the  veterans;  destroys  the  influence  of  the  order;  places 
us  in  a  false  light  before  the  people  of  the  country,  and  in 
many  instances  sets  up  the  opinions  of  a  few  against  the  delib- 
erate judgment  of  the  representatives  of  the  order. 

FINANCES. 

Following  the  advice  of  the  committee  on  the  Quarter- 
master-General* s  report,  that  the  utmost  economy  should  be 
exercised  in  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  order,  I 
would  say  that  no  expense  has  been  incurred  except  what  was 
absolutely  necessary  to  maintain  the  dignity  of  the  order  and 
defray  necessary  expenses.  The  reports  will  show  a  large 
reduction  in  the  current  expenses  for  the  year.  Through  the 
kindness  of  many  of  the  railroads,  and  the  courtesies  of  the 
comrades  where  I  have  visited,  my  personal  expenses  have 
been  about  one-half  of  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Commander-in-chief. 

The  National  Encampment  reduced  the  per  capita  tax^  and 
changed  the  time  for  rendering  reports  from  quarterly  to  semi- 
annually. When  the  present  administration  came  into  power 
it  was  without  available  funds,  and  money  was  advanced  by 
the  Q'jartermaster- General  until  the  first  half  of  the  year's 
dues  were  paid,     I  avoided  drawing  upon  the  funds  invested 
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in  bonds,  but  my  successor  will  lind  it  difficult  to  meet  ex- 
penses at  National  Headquarters  with  the  reduced  income, 
and  will  necessarily  be  compelled  to  draw  upon  the  bonds  for 
■ent  expenses,  , , 

THE    FLAG   OF   OUR   COUNTRY. 

On  the  14th  day  of  June,  1777,  the  flag  committee  of  the 
Continental  Congress  recommended  that  the  fljg  of  the  United 
States  consist  of  thirteen  stripes  alternate  red  and  white,  that 
the  Union  be  thirteen  stars  on  a  field  of  blue.  To-diy  iheflafif 
of  our  country  contains  forty-four  stars  representing  forty-four 
states,  made  possible  by  the  heroic  services  of  the  men  who 
wore  the  Blue.  And  as  we  look  upon  the  glorious  stars  and 
stripes  which  were  sanctified  by  the  blood  of  the  men  whose  de- 
votion to  their  country  shed  lustre  and  renown  upon  the  annals 
of  the  struggles  for  national  independence  in  the  earlier  history 
of  the  nation,  the  memories  of  old  associations  during  army 
life  are  renewed  and  strengthened,  and  we  rejoice  to  feel  thav 
the  services  and  sacrifices  of  the  men  who  in  after  years  main- 
tained, defended  and  preserved  the  independence  so  gloriously 
won  by  our  ancestors,  are  regarded  witii  affectionate  graritude 
by  every  American  citizen  in  whose  breast  there  arises  an  aspi- 
Rtlion  for  human  rights  and  human  liberties,  and  that  the  flag  of 
our  country  is  recognized  by  every  civilized  nation  as  the  em- 
blem of  liberty,  equal  rights,  justice  and  law.  There  are 
thousands  of  men  in  this  country  of  foreign  birth  who  are  loyal 
to  the  flag  and  their  adopted  country.  This  class  of  citizens  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  welcome  to  our  shores.  But  there 
is  another  class  who  did  not  come  to  our  shores  with  the  inten- 
tion of  becoming  law  abiding  citizens,  but  who  were  driven  from 
their  own  countries  for  the  very  crimes  they  are  attempting  to 
perpetrate  on  American  citizens,  their  only  aim  appearing  to  be 
to  overthrow  law  and  order,  or  to  destroy  life  by  dynamite  or 
the  revolver.  In  a  nation  so  jealous  of  its  liberties,  there  is  no 
room  for  such  assassins  to  dwell.  The  impunity  of  such  offen- 
ders encourage  them  to  repeat  their  offenses,  and  the  witnesses 
of  their  impunity  are  tempted  to  repeat  their  crimes.  Security  to 
life  and  property  depends  upon  the  loyally  and  intelligence  of 
the  country  which  enjoys  it,  and  every  sentiment  aiming  at 
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a  higher  standard  of  patriotism,  coming  not  only  from  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  but  from  every  organization  in 
the  land  that  loves  liberty  and  order,  will  have  a  decided  in- 
fluence on  the  entire  community.  The  man  who  does  not 
respect  the  flag  and  all  it  represents,  is  at  heart  a  traitor,  and 
the  sooner  such  men  are  made  to  feel  the  majesty  of  the  law. 
the  sooner  will  national  honor  be  maintained,  and  the  better  it 
will  be  for  the  future  safety  to  life  and  property.  The  Stars 
and  Stripes  must  float  supreme  over  every  foot  of  our  land. 

As  I  lay  down  the  trust  so  unanimously  conferred  upon 
me  at  Detroit*,  I  desire  to  extend  to  members  of  my  staff  my 
grateful  acknowledgments  for  the  cordial  support  given  me 
during  my  term  of  office.  To  them  I  am  deeply  indebted  for 
that  measure  of  success  which  marks  the  administration  of  the 
affairs  committed  to  my  charge,  and  I  want  to  extend  to  all 
my  comrades  my  heartfelt  thanks  for  the  kindness  I  have  re- 
ceived at  their  hands  ever)rwhere.  I  have  had  but  one  object 
in  view:  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  with  all  the 
ability  and  fidelity  God  has  given  me.  If  I  have  succeeded 
in  meeting  your  expectations,  and  have  merited  the  confidence 
reposed  in  me,  I  shall  feel  amply  rewarded  for  the  year  of 
time  and  energy  I  have  devoted  to  your  interests;  and  as  I 
return  to  the  ranks  to  mingle  with  you,  my  comrades,  in  the 
work  that  is  still  before  us,  it  will  be  my  ambition  at  all  times 
lo  do  my  full  share  for  the  future  progress  and  prosperity  of 
our  grand  order.

Commander-in-Chief  :  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  thb 
Department,  covering  the  period  of  your  administration : 

Finances. 

When  70a  assumed  conmiand  of  the  Grand  Army,  and  after  paying  all  the 
acconnts  due  to  former  administrations,  the  discovery  was  made  that  practic- 
ally there  were  no  funds  on  hand  to  carry  on  the  business  of  this  o(Hce  and  of 
the  Order,  except  $16,000  in  U.  S.  bonds,  and  that  there  would  be  no  income 
until  after  December  31,  1891.  It  was  decided  not  to  sell  any  of  the  bonds 
if  avoidable,  and  that  therefore  the  most  rigid  economy  should  be  exercised. 
Directions  were  given  to  chairmen  of  committees  to  bear  the  fihancial  con- 
dition of  the  Order  in  mind,  and  to  limit  their  expenses  as  much  as  possible. 
It  was  estimated  that  the  probable  income  of  National  Headquarters  during 
the  current  year  would  be :  From  the  per  capita  tax  for  the  six  months  ending 
December  81, 1891,  of  \y^  cents  per  member  in  good  standing  (in  round 
numbers  400,000),  ^,000;  from  the  per  capita  tax  for  the  six  months  ending 
June  81, 1892,  of  one  cent  per  member  in  good  standing  (in  round  numbers 
400,000),  ^,000;  from  interest  on  the  U.  S.  bonds  for  one  year,  ^600;  total, 
110,600.  No  allowance  was  made  for  the  expenses  of  the  Quartermaster- 
General's  Department,  as  the  profit  on  the  sales  made  by  this  Department 
should  be  sufficient  to  cover  all  its  expences;  nor  was  it  taken  into  considera- 
tion that  there  might  be  a  surplus  of  profit  over  expenses;  nor  is  it  advisable 
to  base  any  calculations  on  the  latter.  An  examination  of  the  records  devel- 
oped the  fact  that  the  expenses  of  this  office  had  heretofore  been  about  ^7,200, 
and  that  the  total  expenses  outside  of  purchases  for  the  Quartermaster-General's 
Department  were  about  ^18,000.

Additional  Expenses. 

These  are,  however,  by  no  means  all  the  expenses  incurred  and  incurring  in 
the  course  of  this  admini3tration,^o  be  paid  from  the  income  of  National 
Headquarters;  there  are  to  be  added,  the  expenses  incidental  to  the  National 
Encampment  (about  ^300);  to  the  printing  of  the  address  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, of  the  reports  of  the  National  officers  and  committees  (about 
^00) ;  to  the  preparing,  printing,  binding  and  distribution  of  the  Proceedings 
of  the  26th  National  Encampment  (about  ^2,000) ;  the  traveling  expenses  of 
the  Commander-in-Chief,  National  officers,  members  of  the  Executive  and 
other  Committees  (about  ^2,500);  salaries  of  Inspector  and  Judge  Advo- 
cate-General (^600) ;  maintenance  of  the  Grant  cottage  at  Mt.  McGregor 
(|1,000);  testimonial  to  Past  Commander  Veazey  ($450);  in  all  amounting 
probably  to  $7,000;  making  the  total  amount  to  be  paid  from  the  income  of 
National  Headquarters  about  $11,800.  The  per  capita  tax  of  two  centd  per 
member,  which  produces  an  income  of  but  $8,000,  is  therefore  plainly  insolfi- 
cient,  and  should  be  at  least  three  cents  per  member  per  annum. 

Reports  and  Returns. 

Posts  and  Departments  are  now  required  to  make  semi-annual  returns.  The 
basis  of  representation  in  Department  and  the  National  Encampments  is  the 
number  of  members  in  good  standing  on  December  31,  and  there  is  no  reason 
why  an  annual  return  made  at  that  time  should  not  be  sufficient.  The 
returns  for  December  81, 1891,  were  not  all  in  by  the  30th  of  June,  1892,  and 
the  returns  for  June  «{0  are  incomplete  and  unreliable.  An  annual  return  made 
on  the  31st  cf  December  of  each  year  will  enable  all  concerned  to  make  a  full 
and  corref  t  return  for  Department  and  National  Encampments. 
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Inspections. 

Tlie  present  system  is  unsatisfactory  and  cumbersome.  The  instaHing 
efficer  of  a  Post  could  also  be  its  inspector,  and  make  a  pisdn  and  simple 
report,  inspecting  the  Post  before  installing  its  new  officers. 

Decisions  Made  by  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

The  Judge  Advocate-Generars  report  contains  the  decisions  of  that  officer, 

i^proTed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief;  they  are,  therefore,  not  reproduced 

here* 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

There  is  a  constant  call  for  interpretations  of  parts  of  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
htons  and  its  several  hundred  decisions.  It  would  be  a  great  relief  to  every- 
body if  a  committee  would  be  a  appointed  to  revise  the  present  Rules  and 
Regulations,  service  book  and  forms  and  returns,  and  give  us  as  few  and  plain 
and  simple  rules  and  forms  as  possible.

Departments. 

There  were  at  the  time  you  were  installed  as  Commander-in-Chief  forty-five 
Departments  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic;  the  number  is  the  same 
to-day. 

The  Twenty-fifth  National  Encampment  decided  that  there  should  not  be 
organized  new  or  provisional  departments  in  States  in  which  there  are 
already  organized  departments.  This  referred  principally  to  the  Department 
of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi,  where  there  were  then  seventeen  posts,  nine  of 
them  being  so-called  colored  Posts.  These  nine  Posts  were  organized  and 
chartered  by  a  Department  Commander  while  in  the  full  and  unquestioned 
power  of  his  office,' and  had  been  recognized  as  valid  by  Comrades  Alger  and 
Veazey,  who  preceded  you  in  the  office  of  Commander-in-chief.  It  was 
alleged  that  these  Posts  were  fraudulently  organized,  and  that  they  consisted 
of  men  not  entitled  to  membership.  As  already  stated,  they  were  organized 
by  competent  authority,  and  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
Uie  Republic  gave  all  necessary  power  to  the  officers  of  the  Department  to 
lemedy  the  second  objection,  who  however  not  once  used  the  authority  in 
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their  hands.  They  simply  persisted  in  not  recognizing  these  Posts,  claiming 
that  they  were  not  legally  organized  and  consisted  of  men  ineligible  to  mem- 
bership. The  resolution  of  the  Twenty-fifth  National  Encampment  made  it 
your  imperative  duty  to  act.  After  patient  waiting  and  many  suggestions 
which  were  not  accepted,  and  after  an  encampment  had  been  held  which 
recognized  but  the  eight  PostSj  and  therefore  was  illegal,  you  ordered  the 
Commander  of  the  Department  to  recognize  the  so-called  colored  Posts. 
The  reply  to  this  was  the  action  of  another  illegal  encampment,  surrendering 
its  charter.  No  notice  was  taken  of  this  action,  but  the  Commander  was 
suspended  April  15,  1892,  and  the  Senior  Vice  Commander  placed  in  com- 
mand, and  directed  to  recognize  the  Posts  in  question,  and  report  his  action 
within  twenty  days.  This  officer  failed  to  comply  with  the  orders  issued,  and 
was  suspended  May  20,  1892.  The  Junior  Vice  Commander  was  then  placed 
in  command,  receiving  like  directions,  to  which  he  replied  that  he  was  no 
longer  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army.  June  3d,  1892,  Comrade  A.  S.  Badger, 
a  Past  Commander  of  the  Department,  was  assigned  to  its  command  and 
directed  to  recognize  the  nine  Posts  in  question,  to  investigate  the  alleged 
illegal  membership  and  to  take  such  action  as  would  be  warranted  by  his 
investigation,  to  call  an  encampment,  etc.  Comrade  Badger  has  made  the 
inspection  and  reported  favorably  on  all  the  Posts  inspected;  convened  an 
encampment  at  which  thirteen  Posts  were  represented,  which  elected  the 
authorized  officers,  who  have  been  recognized  by  you,  and  the  Department  of 
Louisiana  and  Mississippi  is  now  once  more  amenable  to  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  tne  Grand  Army,  and  it  is  hoped  in  peace,  losing  however  five 
Posts.  The  suspended  officers  have  not  yet  been  brought  to  trial  for  disobe- 
dience of  your  orders,  as  in  your  fraternal  feeling  you  believed  that  their 
course  was  dictated  more  by  prejudice  and  bad  counsel  than  by  wilfulness. 

Upon  request  of  the  proper  authorities  the  name  of  the  Department  of  Vir- 
ginia was  changed  to  that  of  "  Virginia  and  North  Carolina,*'  May  20,  1892.

An  apparent  loss  of 1,708 

In  reality  there  is  no  loss  but  a  small  gain.  The  Assistant  Adjutant-Gene- 
ral of  one  Department  reported  that  he  had  reason  to  suspect  that  nearly  3,000 
had  been  added  to  the  membership  of  this  Department  (or  rather  to  the 
records^,  with  no  shadow  of  authority  or  law,  and  that  tthe  returns  made 
heretofore  were  incorrect,  that  he  devoted  himself  to  obtaining  correct  and 
reliable  returns,  the  consequence  being  that  his  return  showed  a  very  large 
loss;  this  not  only  offsets  the  above  loss,  but  actually  makes  apparent  a  gain 
during  this  year  of  about  1,200. 

There  is  a  very  large  number  of  members  reported  suspended,  and  quite  a 
number  are  out  on  transfer  cards,  but  it  is  of  no  good  to  indulge  in  statistics 
on  these  heads.  Practically,  it  may  be  said  that  the  membership  of  the 
Grand  Army  is  now  at  its  highest  point.  It  no  doubt  will  remain  about  the 
above  numbers  for  a  few  years  to  come,  when  necessarily  it  must  decrease, 
and  the  decrease  will  be  rapid. 

The  following  table  will  show  the  membership  since  1877.  During  the  six 
years  preceding,  it  was  almost  at  a  standstill,  comprising  on  an  average  less 
than  26,000  comrades  for  each  year :

Voted  :  That  the  Commander-in-Chief  be  authorized  to  appoint  an  execu- 
tive committee  of  seven  from  the  members  elected  by  the  Departments  to  rep- 
resent the  council  in  all  matters  during  the  ensuing  year. 
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Voted  :  That  the  appropriation  for  salaries  and  traveling  expenses  be  the 
same  as  last  year. 

Voted:  That  the  same  bonds  be  required  of  the  Adjutant-General  and 
Quartermaster-General  respectively,  as  heretofore. 

Voted:  That  the  Adjutant-General  advertise  for  bids  for  supplies  in  the 
pai>er8  in  at  least  two  principal  cities. 

Voted:  That  the  Quartermaster-General  be  authorized  to  purchase  rank 
straps  in  the  open  market  as  heretofore,  and  also  be  authorized  to  execute  a 
new  contract  for  badges. 

Voted:  That  the  retiring  Adjutant-General  be  authorized  to  publish  the 
Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  this  Twenty-fifth  National  Encampment,  10,000 
copies,  and  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  audit  his  account  for  so  doing, 
including  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  thereby. 

Voted  :  That  the  Adjutant-General  be  authorized  to  employ  a  stenographer 
and  typewriter  at  the  Headquarters  for  the  ensuing  year,  at  the  same  rate  as 
heretofore. 

Voted  :  That  the  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Mount  McGregor 
property  and  the  services  of  the  custodian,  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, with  full  power  to  act. 

Voted  :  That  the  matter  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Department  of  Louisiana 
be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.

Resolved,  That  the  Conmiander-in-chief  be  authorized  to  request  from  the 
Secretary  of  War  storage  for  such  of  the  records  as  are  not  needed  in  the 
Adjutant-General's  office,  until  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  possesses  a 
permanent  storage  place  for  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  the  Conmiander-in-Chief  be  authorized  to  assign  positions  in 
the  parade  at  next  Encampment  to  the  Signal  Corps  and  Navy  Veteran 
Association. 

Commander-in-Chief  Palmer :  **  I  have  also  a  tender  from  the  Sixth  Massa- 
chusetts Volunteers,  as  escort  to  the  National  Encampment  in  Washington,  on 
the  ground  that  they  were  the  first  to  repel  an  attack  from  the  enemy  while 
passing  through  the  streets  of  Baltimore.  The  Conmiander-in-Chief  has  a 
right  to  make  any  detail  he  chooses,  but  I  thought  I  would  bring  this  matter 
before  the  Executive  Committee." 

Comrade  McGelland :  "  Pennsylvania  claims  to  have  had  the  first  troops  in 
Washington  as  the  first  defenders." 

Commander-in-Chief :  "  Well,  suppose  I  detail  both  for  that  purpose,  then 
Ptansylvania  may  share  in  the  honor." 

Comrade  McQelland :  "  I  do  not  make  this  statement  as  presenting  any 
claim  for  Pennsylvania." 

Commander-in-Chief :  *"  Well,  if  there  is  no  motion  to  offer  and  there  are  no 
objections,  I  will  accept  the  Sixth  Massachusetts  as  escort." 

No  objections  being  made,  it  was  so  ordered. 

The  committee  then  listened  to  the  report  of  Comrades  Edson  and  Dingman, 
president  and  secretary  resi>ectively  of  the  Citizens'  Committee  of  Washington, 
as  to  their  arrangement  relating  to  next  Encampment.

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REPORT  OF  PENSION  COMMITTEE. 


Bangor,  Me.,  Aug.  1, 1892. 
Fred.  PHisterer, 

Adjutant-General,  G»  A.  -/?. 

Dear  Sir  and  Comrade  :  The  Committee  on  Pensions  promptly  notified 
the  pension  committees  of  Congress  that  it  was  ready  at  any  time  to  confer 
with  them  on  the  matter  of  pensions. 

The  Senate  committee  replied  that  there  would  be  no  occasion  for  a  confer- 
ence this  session. 

The  House  committee,  however,  unanimously  voted  to  give  the  Pension 
Committee  of  the  G.  A.  R.  a  hearing  whenever  requested. 

As  no  matter  of  great  importance  has  been  submitted  to  the  G.  A.  R.  com- 
mittee, it  has  not  been  called  together,  but  its  affairs  have  been  conducted  by 
correspondence. 

The  House  committee  has  been  requested  to  remedy  the  defect  in  the  law  of 
June  27, 1890,  which  permits  the  decision  that  death  on  the  battlefield  is  not 
equivalent  to  an  honorable  discharge.  A  bill  has  been  introduced  in  Congress 
to  repair  the  defects  of  this  law,  and  is  now  pending. 

The  petition  of  the  comrades  of  Missouri  to  increase  the  clerical  force  of  the 
Pension  Bureau,  was  laid  before  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  with  the 
request  that  due  respect  be  paid  to  it. 

The  conmiissioner  explained  the  workings  of  his  ofiice  to  the  Chairman,  and 
it  appears  that  all  is  being  done  that  can  reasonably  be  expected. 

The  request  of  the  comrades  in  Oregon  for  the  establishment  of  a  pension 
agency  there,  was  also  submitted  to  the  commissioner,  who  replied  that  the 
aid  of  Congress  and  an  appropriation  would  be  required. 

The  committee  have  attentively  watched  all  proceedings  bearing  upon  the 
subject  of  pensions,  and  have  been  ready  to  take  action  should  occasion  require.

REPORT  OF  COMMFTTEE  ON  SYSTEMATIC  PLAN  OF  TEACHING 
THE  LESSONS  OF  LOYALTY  TO  OUR  COUNTRY 

AND  ONE  FLAG. 

Boston,  Mass.,  Aug.  17, 1892. 
Frederick  Phisterer, 

Adjutant-General,  G,  A,  R, : 

The  committee  appointed  under  resolution  of  the  National  Encampment, 
upon  a  systematic  plan  of  teaching  the  lessons  of  loyalty  to  our  country  and 
one  flag,  respectfully  present  the  following : 

To  accomplish  the  purpose  covered  by  the  resolution  under  which  this  com- 
mittee was  appointed,  it  is  necessary  first  and  primarily  to  reach  the  youth  of 
the  land.     With  the  lapse  of  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  since  the  final 
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KGne  wu  enacted  in  the  great  war  against  rebellion,  to  those  now  occnpTii^ 

the  benches  o(  the  aahHc  schools  ol  the  land,  the  alory  of  the  mighty  conflict 
Is  bnt  a  ringment  of  history,  almost  as  (ar  temovcd  as  in  their  school  days  to 
the  nea  »ho  made  up  the  gceat  army  manhalled  la  defence  of  the  Nation 
thirty  years  ago,  was  the  story  o(  the  revolution.  How  best  to  reach  the 
minds  of  the  generation  now  .pproaching  the  activities  of  life,  is  a  (lucstion 
well  deserving  the  best  thought  and  most  earnest  attention  of  the  patriots  who 
■re  toon  to  pass  uB  the  stage  of  action. 

It  IS  gratifying  to  observe  at  the  present  time  the  evident  awakening  of  a 
higher  patriotic  sentiment,  of  a  more  intense  Americanism,  among  the  people 
of  the  land.  An  Americanism  which  looks  not  merely  to  the  nialetial  growth 
and  enlarged  prosperity  oi  the  country,  but  which  points  to  a.  higher  and 
grander  scnlimenl,  looking  to  an  ideal  country,  possessing  foe  >ts  people  and 
promising  for  the  future  the  largest  and  noblest  ideas  of  popular  government. 

There  can  be  no  Americanism,  in  its  best  sense,  which  is  not  oased  upon  the 
bighesi  ideas  of  loyalty.  If  this  is  to  be  the  sctualing  idea  of  the  future,  it  is 
clear  that  the  result  can  only  come  by  inculcating  il  m  the  minds  and  instilling 
it  into  the  hearts  of  the  boys  and  girls  who  aire  to  make  the  governing  power 
and  the  controlling  spirit  of  the  years  to  come.  How  is  this  to  be  accomplished  ? 

First  of  all,  we  mnsi  look  lo  the  public  schools  of  the  country.  It  is  evident 
lo-day  that  the  history  of  the  war,  the  inarch  of  events  which  led  up  to  its 
inception,  the  matchless  story  of  its  stirring  strife,  and  the  mighty  results 
vrooghC  oni  by  ils  tucccsslul  completion,  oic  not  to-day  suflicicntly  taught  to 
the  schools  of  the  land.  The  natural  sen^tivcness  left  aCtcr  ihc  close  of  the 
great  struggle  in  the  Slates  which  were  in  rebellion  against  national  authority, 
has  led  publishers  of  text-boobs,  m  order  !hat  these  might  be  used  with  free- 
don  in  all  portions  of  the  knd,  to  omit,  gloss  over,  and  even  to  misrepresent, 
the  btstoiy  of  the  war,  while  an  insuillcient  amount  ot  time  and  attention  has, 
we  believe,  been  given  in  all  of  the  tcbools  to  a  proper  study  oi  the  story  of 
that  period. 

We  believe  that  the  Soothem  States,  and  particularly  the  younger  genera- 
tion, are  beginning  to  realize,  whatever  the  lingering  sentiment  of  devotion  lo 
State  inililations.  that  to  no  portion  of  the  land  did  the  Gnat  results  of  the  war 
bring  more  ot  blessing  and  promise  and  greater  prosperity  than  to  those  States 
which  were  mislakenly  in  opposition  to  the  war  for  (he  preservation  of  the 
Union.  And  that  with  all  of  Ihc  intense  loyally  and  devotion  of  the  Union 
veterans,  there  is  no  tinge  of  bitterness,  Dut  only  tiesl  wishes  lor  the  future 
prosperity  of  those  against  whom,  a  quarter  of  «  century  ago,  they  contended 
in  battle,  ll  shoold  be  the  work  of  the  ijrand  Army  of  the  Republic  to  see 
that  alike  in  the  schools  ol  the  North  and  the  South,  the  true  story  ol  the 
greai  war  for  the  Union  is  mode  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  important 

One  of  the  best  indications  of  the  reviving  sentiment  of  loyal  AmericanisiD 
b  in  the  movement  wiihin  (he  past  lew  years  lo  supply  the  schools-houses  of 
tte  bnd   with  the  emblem  of  the  nation's  integrity,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this 
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may  be  cmrried  forward  nntil  over  erery  school-hoiise  in  our  land,  north  and 
sonth,  there  may  float  (he  American  flag,  thai  the  boys  and  girls,  in  their 
incoming  and  outgoing,  may  learn  to  love  that  banner  as  the  emblem  of  a 
free,  independent,  progressive  people,  and  that  it  shall  mean  to  them  some- 
thing more  than  so  many  3rards  of  textile  fabric,  and  stand  for  something  of  the 
giory  with  which  it  was  crowned  in  the  eyes  of  its  old  defenders,  as  they  saw 
it  amid  the  smoke  of  battle,  or  for  the  first  time  caught  a  glimpse  of  its  bright 
folds  as  they  escaped  from  dire  imprisonment.  Patriotic  songs  should  be  sung 
daily  in  every  schooL  The  impression  made  by  such  songs  on  the  minds  of 
the  youth  will  be  life-long  in  their  effect 

Another  deserving  movement  which  has  been  largely  fostered  by  The 
Youth's  Companion,  an  eastern  journal  of  wide  circulation,  and  uhich  merits 
the  most  ample  encouragement,  is  the  organization  of  debating  societies,  not 
cmly  among  the  children  of  the  public  schools,  but  to  be  especially  composed 
of  sons  of  veterans,  for  the  discussion  of  patriotic  topics,  particularly  those 
connected  with  the  events  of  the  war,  whch  can  undoubtedly  be  made  an  edu- 
cational force  of  no  mean  power. 

We  believe  that  in  addition  to  the  now  almost  universal  observation  of 
Memorial  Day,  with  its  sweet  and  tender  services,  there  should  be  added  to 
the  holidays  of  the  nation  one  or  two  of  special  signiScance  in  connection 
with  the  events  of  the  war  against  rebellion.  Let  us  have  as  a  public  holiday 
the  birth-day  of  Lincoln,  the  martyr  President,  the  anniversary  of  the  issuance 
of  the  proclamation  of  emancipation,  or  of  the  great  surrender  at  Appomatox. 
Give  to  the  nation  at  least  one  day,  if  not  more,  whose  entire  significance 
shall  be  illustrative  of  the  events  of  the  most  momentous  stmg^e,  of  the 
mightiest  victory  of  modem  years. 

With  the  doors  of  the  nation^s  welcome  swinging  wide  open  to  the  people 
of  all  lands;  with  a  gladsome  greeting  to  whoever  comes  with  honest  purpose 
to  add  to  the  brain  or  brawn  of  this  free  land;  among  no  class  than  that  bom 
vnder  other  climes  and  with  widely  different  conditions  of  society,  should  the 
effort  be  made  to  instill  the  highest  ideas  of  American  loyalty.  And  while  we 
would  place  no  p^>ble  of  obstruction  in  the  way  of  the  incoming  of  any  dass 
with  tiie  purpose  and  a!)ility  to  add  to  the  strength  of  America*!s  toilers, 
tiiose  who  l>dieve  in  the  best  fiitnre  of  this  land  of  ouis  can  but  have  forced 
mpon  them  the  serious  question  whether  some  restriction  must  not  be  placed 
ipoB  that  poctioii  of  the  tide  of  immigration  sweeping  upon  oar  shores  which 
re|ve9eBts  cmly  the  poverty  and  the  crime  of  other  lands. 

No  daty  of  the  hour  more  stemhr  presses  itself  upon  the  American  citizen 
of  to-day  tiiaa  the  consideration  of  questions  which  affect  the  futare  growth, 
tike  comii^  prosperity,  the  upbuilding  and  upUitirg  of  the  American  repttbfic 
And  the  responsibtBty  ^lOs  with  double  force  upon  diose  who  have  striven  not 
only  to  be  good  citixens  of  the  countnr,  but  who  in  the  moment  cf  its  aug^ty 
peril  were  wiQittg  to  sacxiSce  aB,  and  if  need  be  to  lay  down  fife  for  the  integ- 
dtf  and  tiie  fibetty  of  the  lauxl. 

^^  CQHunktee  recommends  that  these  condnsions  be  sahmilted  throng  en 
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official  drcaUr  to  mil  posts  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  that  a 
oommittee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  incoming  Commander-m-Chief,  with 
aothoritj  to  invite  the  co-operation  not  only  of  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  but  of  the  Women's  Relief  Corps  and  Sons  of  Veteran^ 
and  to  devise,  with  the  approval  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  measures  for  &• 
carrying  out  of  the  ideas  herein  suggested.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LEGISLATION. 


August  22, 1892.  ■ 
John  Palmer,  Esq.,  Commandir^in'Chief  G,  A,  Ji,: 

Comrade  : — The  undersigned,  a  committee  appointed  l>y  you  under  Gen- 
eral Orders  No.  7  C.  S.,  mainly  tu  consider,  formulate  and  urge  on  Congress 
such  legislation  as  would  secure  the  veterans  of  the  war  the  right  to  preference 
in  the  public  employment  of  the  Nation  they  helped  to  save,  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

The  members  of  your  committee  met  in  Washington,  D.  C,  m  January, 
and  after  a  conference  decided  on  the  text  of  a  measure  intended  to  accom- 
plish the  result  sought  Comrade  John  Raines  was  selected  to  introduce  the 
same  in  the  House  of  which  he,  as  also  Comrade  'Amos  J.  Cummines  of  chit 
committee,  is  a  member.  This  he  did  February  1st.  The  bill  was  referred  to 
the  Select  Committee  on  Reform  in  the  Civil  Service.  It  is  known  as  H.  B. 
5096. 

In  the  meantime,  on  January  13th,  a  bill  similar  in  scope,  but  slightly 
changed  in  language,  was  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Hon.  J.  H.  Gallinger, 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Civil  Service  and  Retrenchment.  It  is 
known  as  Senate  bill  1598. 

Both  these,  as  introduced  originally,  embodied  in  one  act  the  very  benefi- 
cent laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  on  the  same  subject,  and  more.  It  was 
such  a  measure  as  experience  had  dictated  was  necessary  if  the  veteran  was  to 
be  made  secure  in  his  rights. 

The  bill,  as  amended  by  the  Senate  Committee,  and  reported  to  that  body 
May  13th,  did  not  by  any  means  cover  the  purpose  intended,  and  this,  not- 
withstanding that  Hon.  E.  O.  Wolcott,  chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee, 
informed  the  chairman  of  your  committee  that  the  bill  as  introduced  would 
receive  favorable  consideration. 
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The  striking  out  of  all  after  the  word  «  and  retention  therein  "  curtniled  the 
priyilegcs  your  committee  sought  to  secure,  and  again  left  to  a  discretionary 
power,  which  has  been  too  frequently  abused  by  some  public  offidals  with 
power  of  appointment  and  employment  during  many  years,  both  the  letter 
and  the  spirit  of  a  mandatory  enactment.  As  reported  to  the  Senate,  its 
strong  points  as  a  protective  measure,  as  well  as  the  punitive  section,  were 
entirely  eliminated.  Against  the  passage  of  the  bill,  in  any  such  shape,  your 
committee  entered  an  earnest  protest.  It  stands  on  the  Senate  calendar 
No  709. 

The  G^mmittee  of  the  House  also  amended  the  original  bill,  reporting  the 
same  favorably  July  16th,  and  it  is  now  on  the  House  calendar.  The  amend- 
ment made  by  them  strikes  out  the  words  "  and  a  failure  to  so  comply  shall 
be  a  misdemeanor,  to  be  prosecuted  by  information  or  indictment,  and  pun- 
ishable accordingly  '*  in  the  second  section,  and  inserts  after  the  words  "  both 
in  letter  and  spirit,"  the  following :  **  and  any  person  who  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  violating  any  provision  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor^ 
and  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  thousand 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  three  yeaes,  or  by  both 
sttch  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  oj  the  court,^*  As  thus 
amended,  it  is  even  stronger  in  its  protective  features  than  the  original. 

The  best  thought  and  judgment  was  given  to  formulating  the  bill,  and 
every  honorable  means  in  our  power  was  taken  to  secure  action  by  Congress 
on  the  part  of  each  individual  member  of  your  committee;  but  notwithstand- 
ing our  most  easnest  efforts  to  obtain  consideration,  persisted  in  even  up  to 
the  day  of  adjournment,  we  were  unable  to  reach  the  goal.  For  this  reafon 
our  report  must  necessarily  be  one  of  progress. 

We  are  assured  by  friends  of  the  veteran  in  both  branches  that  early  in  the 
second  session  of  the  present  Congress  they  will  endeavor  to  pass  the  bilL  In 
the  interval,  we  believe  that  members  of  our  Order  should  vbit  or  communi- 
cate with  the  Representatives  from  the  respective  districts,  and  Senators  from 
the  several  States,  in  regard  to  this  important  matter.  This  bill  should  become 
a  law.  Then  and  not  until  then  will  the  sincere — yet  apparently  idle,  as  far 
as  present  results  are  concerned — prombe  made  to  the  veterans  of  1861-1866, 
in  section  1754  Revised  Statutes  United  States,  be  redeemed. 

To  just  what  this  .bill  provides,  the  faith  of  the  Nation  was  plighted  twenty- 
seven  years  ago;  and  the  carryieg  out  of  the  pledge,  even  at  this  late  day, 
simply  requires  honesty  of  purpose,  then  expressed  in  the  form  of  a  statute 
law.    Not  a  single  dollar  of  appropriation  is  involved. 

We  submit  and  ask  you  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  in  National  Encampment 
assembled  at  Washington,  D.  C,  in  full  knowledge  of  the  duties  imposed  by 
Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty---for  these  three  symbolize  that  "  the  cause  of 
one  is  the  concern  of  all  comrades  " — urge  upon  Congress  and  the  President 
that  the  Nation's  good  faith  to  its  defenders,  pledged  twenty-seven  years  ago 
by  section  1754  Revised  Statutes,  can  now  be  best  shown  by  the  prompt  pas- 
sage and  approval  of  *'  a  bill  to  ensure  preferences  in  appointment,  employ- 
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ment  and  retention  in  the  public  service  of  the  United  States  to  veterans  of 
the  late  war,*'  embodied  in  Senate  bill  No.  1698,  as  originally  introduced,  and 
House  resolution  No.  6098,  as  amended  in  committee  and  now  pending. 

Your  committee  suggest  that  the  foregoing  resolution,  if  adopted,  be  pro- 
mulgated in  General  Orders,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  same  be  sent  to  every 
Representative  and  Senator  in  Congress. 

We  ask  you  to  recommend  also  that  the  Conmiander-in-Chief  elect  be  in- 
structed to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  (5),  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  up 
this  important  work,  press  the  same  before  the  Congress  at  its  second  sesion  in 
December,  and  endeavor  to  secure  its  enactment  into  law. 

We  think  it  important,  too,  that  the  attention  of  Department  and  Post  Com- 
manders should  be  specially  directed  to,  and  their  efforts  enlisted  in,  this  cause. 

"  Fraternity  means  something."  In  no  better  way  can  it  be  expressed  or 
shown  than  when  we  labor  for  our  comrades  and  their  best  interests. 

Your  committee  desire,  in  closing  their  report,  to  thank  you  for  your  earnest 
consideration,  as  well  as  advice  and  assistance  rendered  them  in  many  ways 
since  their  appointment. 

In  surrendering  the  charge  conmiitted  to  their  care,  their  only  regret  is  that 
a  foil  fruition  has  not  attended  them  in  their  labors.

Comrade:  —  I  have  the  hsnor  loiubmit  to;ou,Bn<t  through  ;o«  Uti 
Cooraiander-iii.Chief   and    ihe  Twenlf-sixth   Natiooal   Encampment  ot    (be   1 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  my  tepoil  as  Inspectoi-General. 

It  was  my  detciminalion  upon  assuming  the  responuble  duties  of  this  office, 
not  only  to  present  to  the  National  Encampment  the  general  working  condi- 
tion of  the  several  departments,  and  statistics  and  infonnation  furnished  bf 
Assistant  Inspectors  upon  form  "  H,"  but  also  to  condense  the  same  in  such  • 
nanDcr  as  to  be  of  piaciical  information  and  use  to  our  organization  at  lar^ 
To  do  Ibis  would  necessitate  a  complete  report  from  each  Department 
Inspector  of  the  whole  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic;  and  my  main  cHbtl^ 
during  the  past  nine  months,  have  been  directed  to  this  objccL  Id  mott 
inslances  I  have  been  encouraged  and  assisted  by  the  comrades  chosen  for 
the  work  in  (he  several  Departments;  but  I  regret  to  say  that  some  Depart- 
ments have  not  responded  to  persistent,  repeated,  urgent  requests,  and  erea 
demands,  that  their  work  Bbould  be  pushed  to  deGnite  rcsalts.  I  have  no^ 
however,  omitted  these  in  the  condensed  summary,  but  have  obtained  ilifor> 
mation  that  enables  mc  to  include  all  Posts  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
—  east,  west,  north  and  south. 

In  some  instances,  where  reports  did  not  embrace  all  Posts  in  the  Depart- 
ment, 1  have  requested  Department  Inspectors  to  extend  the  time  and  com- 
plete the  work,  so  that  every  Post  could  be  included;  aod  in  most  case^ 
although  lliis  has  entailed  considerable  eilra  work  on  the  Department 
Inspectors  they  have  cheerfully  complied,  and  forwarded  supplementuj 
reports,  enabling  me  to  present  before  you  more  complete  statistics  than  have 
heretofore  been  presented;  yet,  in  some  cases.  Inspectors  have  not  given  tb«t 
sltention  to  their  duties  that  has  enabled  me  lo  obtain  requi^Ie  informatio* 
fiom  them. 

It  has  also  been   the  case,  in  one  or  two  isolated  instances,  that  Asdstant 
Inspectors-General  have  been  quick  to  send  profuse  thanks  for  the  honor  of    ' 
their  appointment  with  their  letter  of  acceptance  of  the  position,  only  to  con* 
■ider  that  their  duties  then  ended.    Assistant  Inspectors-General  should  only 
be  recommended  because  of  their  knoivn  seal  and  efficiency. 

It  is  a  telf-evident  fact  to  each  of  us  that  inspections  should  be  more  than  ». 
ncre  matter  of  form.  The  Grand,  Inactive  Army  of  Ihe  Republic,  remember- 
ing the  stem,  solemn,  eventful,  critical  days,  when  upon  the  sterling  courage 
and  fidelity  of  the  Grand,  Active  Army  of  Ihe  Republic  depended  the  national 
life,  should  realize  that  its  seeming  real  and  silence  now  arc  but  another  fors 
of  activity;  that  it  is  now  the  leacher  of  Uie  nation  —  to  its  mature  citizens,  of 
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lesons  in  loyalty  to  bomelond,  second  only  to  that  which  we  owe  to  the  Great 
Father  of  all;  in  its  youlh,  lesions  ia  paCrioIism  that  shall  mould  and  form 
them  heroes  of  the  future;  and  to  this  end,  all  the  work  necessary  to  perfect 
and  keep  intact  our  organimtion  should  be  cheerfully  and  eameslly  done  bj» 
every  comrade  in  every  Department  and  every  Post.  The  inspections,  when 
properly  conducted,  not  only  bring  to  light  the  (itiancial  slatiatics  which  show 
forth  our  work  and  strength,  but  also  act  oi  a  stimulus  to  each  individual  Post, 
and  tend  to  quicken  a  perhaps  flagging  interest  into  renewed  life  and  vigor.

"The  books  of  John  A.  Torrance,  A.  Q.  M.  G,,  I  found  in  such  a  condition 
that  the  actual  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  office  can  never  be  accurately 
ascotained.  He  absconded  on  or  about  the  I5lb  of  April  last,  and  from  the 
beat  inTonnalion  I  could  obtain  to  date,  the  loss  is  a*  follow*; 
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Total  defidcatioii |I70  82 

Amount  paid  by  bondsmen 110  7& 

Net  loss  to  Department $59  66 

"This  defalcation  should  teach  us  again  the  lesson :  Promote  to  positions  of 
honor  and  responsibility  none  but  men  of  tried  and  established  character. 
This  man  had  been  a  resident  of  Idaho  less  than  one  year,  and  a  member  of 
the  Grand  Army  but  a  few  months,  when  he  received  his  honorable  appoint- 
ment.   This  of  itself  should  have  been  sufficient  warning. 

**  The  records  of  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  P.  R.  Miner,  I  am  glad  t* 
report,  were  in  a  much  better  condition.  Orders  received  and  issued  were 
carefully  filed  and  ready  for  reference.  A  copy  of  all  General  Orders  were 
sent  to  National  Headquarters,  and  exchanged  with  other  Departments  to  a 
limited  extent. 

**  The  files  of  Journals  of  the  proceedings  of  Department  Encampments,  and 
also  of  National  Encampments,  are  complete  from  the  organization  of  this 
Department.  Arrangements  were  made  at  the  recent  Department  Encamp- 
ment at  Moscow,  Idaho,  for  the  storage  of  Department  archives  at  Grand 
Army  Hall,  in  Boise  City,  now  the  property  of  Phil.  Sheridan  Post  No.  4. 
Thus  will  be  preserved  tu  the  future  historian  much  valuable  information 
whiwh  would  doubtless  be  destroyed  sooner  or  later  and  lost  beyond 
redemption. 

"  Many  uf  the  Posts  in  this  Department  are  located  in  mining  camps  and  the 
comrades  collect  or  disperse  as  the  mining  interests  increase  or  depreciate  in 
value.    This  doubtless  had  much  to  do  with  the  two  Posts  above  referred  to. 

**  In  this  western  and  sparsely-settled  country  many  of  the  comrades  live  at 
remote  distances  from  their  Posts.  They  attend  as  often  as  circtunstances  will 
permit,  not  because  they  are  uninterested,  for  the  old  fire  '  still  bums,'  and  to 
no  class  of  men  is  the  word  *  comrade  *  more  dear,  or  *  the  touch  of  elbows ' 
less  charming.  Yet  'necessity  knows  no  law/  and  we  must  work  with  them 
and  abide  our  time.  Gradually, '  as  the  years  go  by,*  they  wiU  gain  strength 
and  will  do  good  service  in  the  cause. 

*'This  was  the  case  last  year  as  I  found  when  trying  to  get  an  inspection  of 
this  Department,  and  from  the  best  information  I  have  thus  far  been  able  to 
get  was  the  same  this,  and  will  doubtless  account  for  the  deficiency  in  the 
report  of  the  Department  Inspector  at  the  present  time. 

In  the  Matter  of  Soldiers*  Homes. 
"I  We  are  yet  young,  too  young  perhaps  to  take  upon  ourselves  the  burden  ot 
erecting  and  maintaining  a '  Soldiers*  Home,*  although  the  matter  is  being 
seriously  discussed,  and  will  no  doubt  bear  fruit  in  due  season.  Oar  people 
are  not  inclined  to  be  niggardly  in  this  matter,  but  earnestly  desire  that  some- 
thing may  be  done  as  soon  as  prudence  may  dictate.  Thus  far  all  deserving 
comrades  have  received  aid  when  necessary,  carefully  cared  for  when  sid^ 
and  given  a  decent  burial  when  dead.  Nor  have  their  families  been  neglected 
afterward,  to  far  as  has  yet  come  to  my  knowledge. 
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"  In  the  mailer  of  the  Sons  of  Vcl«rani,  ndthing  of  a  perm^incnt  charactn 
ins  been  dane  this  yeai.  T»o  ot  Ihtee  allEmpIs  were  made  to  otganjie 
Cuhfs,  but  ihe  cHocls  thus  fat  have  not  met  with  the  success  thty  deserved. 
In  lho«e  localities  where  Ihe  Post*  have  lecuted  grounds  ind  erected  com- 
■Dodionx  balls,  it  i»  thought  there  will  be  active  Campa  established  duritig  Ibe 
coming  jear.  The  mBterial  is  at  hand  and  ready  lor  the  buiMet'a  use.  The 
work  would  no  doubt  bave  been  accomplished  this  year,  hail  it  not  been  that 
the  roll  working  force  was  used  in  procuring  grounds,  building  halls,  filling  up 
the  ttune,  oTgaoiiing  W.  R.  C.'i,  etc. 

"There  is  yet  ample  room  for  work.  Many  old  soldiers  si  ill  remain 'oul- 
«de  the  lines  '  in  this  Department,  some  because  of  the  distance  intervening 
between  their  homes  and  the  nearest  Post,  others  from  fmancial  conudeta- 
tions,  vfbile  not  a  few  stand  in  need  of  a  ■  little  education  in  the  matter.' 

"CoDBiJetablc  progieas  has  been  made  during  the  post  year  in  the  work  of 
■miforming  and  equipping  the  comrades  in  the  different  Posts  Ihroughoul  the 
Department.  I  attended  the  Department  Encampment  held  at  Moscow, 
Idaho,  May  27-S.  Unusual  interest  and  activity  characterized  its  work 
throughout.    And  if  the  problems  discussed  and  acted  upon  by  that  body  are 

"  ;tly  carried  out.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  coming  year  will  be  one  long 

be  remembered  in  this  Department. 
Taken  as  ■  wbole,  I  tbink  that  white  we  have  had  some  revcTKl  we  have 
accomplished  much.  One  new  Post,  three  Women's  Relief  Corps,  buildings 
and  grounds,  with  other  Post  property  lo  Ihe  amount  of  some  {14,000  or  over, 
lU  of  which  have  materially  aided  in  infusing  new  life  and  energy  into  the 
comrades  ihrallghout  the  Department.  And  no  <toubt  at  the  summing  up  of 
next  year's  work  it  will  appear  that  other  lines  of  growth  have  been  deveU 

which  have  received  their  first  impetus  from  this  year's  work. 
And  may  the  time  soon  come  when  lo  legally  wear  the  badge  of  the 
C  A.  R.  shall  be  a  grentet  honor  than  any  thnt  can  be  conferred  by  king,

His  report  states :  "  I  have  examined  the  books  ot  the  Department  of  Iowa 
and  found  them  kept  in  a  systematic  way.  I  also  examined  the  reports  of 
Harry  B.  Shaw,  Department  Inspector,  and  found  them  made  out  very  neatly. 
There  were  some  delinquents,  as  may  be  expected,  after  repeatedly  urging 
them  to  forward  their  reports.  While  our  Department  seems  to  have  gained 
its  zenith,  yet  the  work  is  carried  on  in  an  earnest  and  systematic  way,  and  I 
trust  we  will  rank  fairly  well  in  the  list  of  Departments."

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KENTUCKY. 

On  April  22d  I  received  Department  Inspector  J.  W.  Hammond's  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31, 1891.  As  only  66  out  of  a  total  of  189  Posts 
reported,  I  at  once  wrote  to  Ass.stant  Inspector-General  Samuel  McKee^ 
requesting  that  he  conmiunicate  with  Ins^ctor  Hanunond,  and  instruct  him 
that  a  supplementary  inspection  be  ordered,  to  include  the  uninspected  Posts, 
Adjutants  to  act  as  Assistant  Inspectors  if  those  regularly  appointed  should  not 
be  present  un  the  inspection  night  designated,  the  whole  work  to  be  com- 
pleted by  June  15th.  Comrade  McKee  wrote  to  Present  Department  Inspector 
J.  W.  Pell,  and  to  E.  H.  Hobson,  Department  Conunander,  and  endeavored  to 
procure  a  completion  of  the  inspections.  I  am  satisfied  that  Comrade  McKee 
used  all  possible  oiligence  and  tact  to  this  end,  but  Inspector  Pell  asserted  bis 
inal)ility  to  do  the  work  in  so  short  a  time;  and  I,  after  exhausting  all  re- 
sources, am  rtrluctlant  y  compelled  to  submit  the  report  as  first  received; 
stating,  however,  that  I  believe  the  inspection  of  this  year  now  in  progress 
under  Comrade  Pell,  after  the  able  and  forcible  presentation  of  the  necessity 
that  such  work  be  thoroughly  done  by  Assistant  Inspector-General  McKee,  will 
be  a  credit  to  the  Department  of  Kentucky. 

Following  is  the  report:

But  tbis  Department  unfortunately  seems  aiBicted  with  a  peculiarly  malignant 
inlennittent  disease,  uhi^h  needs  heroic  treatment;  for  1  have  no  doubt  that 
the  loyal  veterans  ui  Louisiana  and  Mississippi  deure  to  continue  that  bond  of 
conuadeship  that  is  weUed  by  a  common  aacriSce  and  danger,  which  consEitutet 
oar  right  to  the  title  of  Veterans  and  Comrades;  yet,  on  May  17th,  1  received 
al.ttcr  of  resignation  from  Cumratle  Cibsun,  as  Assistant  Inspector-General, 
Kilh  the  statement  that,  on  May  lUlh,  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Department 
of  Lunisiaoa  and  Mississippi,  it  was  decided  to  surrender  its  charter.  On 
commiuu>:atijn  uith  Adjutant- Genera  I  Phlsterer,  I  learned  that  proper  action 
had  been  taken  in  Ihe  mailer;  that  Iberef ore  the  Department  is  still  in  exist- 
ence, and  entitled  10  report  and  representation  in  this  Encampment. 

MAINE. 
My  fir«  letters  to  this  Department  did  not  receive  prompt  reply,  but  on  April 
Tlh  I  received  a  leltetfrom  Assistant  1  nipectot-Gcneral  IE.  R,  Miller,  stating 
thai  he  had  been  vciy  sick;  that  he,  us  soon  as  able,  had  written  to  Depart- 
ment Inspector  G.  M  Brown,  and  bid  ascertained  that  no  inspection  had 
been  ordered;  that  the  previous  inspccliun  was  in  June,  IS91,  and  that  the 
Department  officers  evidently  intended  to  defi/r  the  inspections  this  year  lo 
mmiiet  and  early  fall,  I  therefore  cammuni.:ated  with  Department  Inspector 
G.  M.  Brown,  and  he  heartily  entered  into  the  plan  or  having  iitspections  com- 
(leted  in  lime  to  be  reported  to  this  tincampment;  but  in  order  lo  accomplish 
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this  he  decided  to  arrange  for  a  meeting  at  the  most  central  point  in  a  radius 
of  twenty  miles,  where  all  Posts  within  that  limit  should  assemble  at  some 
large  hall,  as  many  Post  members  as  possible  to  attend,  but  at  least  the  Com- 
mander, Officer  uf  the  Day,  Quartermaster  and  Adjutant  of  each  Post  be 
present,  and  the  inspection  of  all  Posts  to  be  made  by  one  regularly  appointed 
Assistant  Inspector.  Approving  of  this  method  under  the  circumstances,  in 
order  to  secure  inspection  of  Posts  in  sparsely-settled  regions,  I  was  satisfied  to 
receive  the  report  on  July  25th  which  is  herewith  printed,  prefaced  by  the 
statement  by  Comrade  Brown,  that  "  it  is  impossible  to  get  all  the  Assistant 
Quartermasters  and  Post  Commanders  to  believe  that  June  has  nut  sixty  da3rs. 
I  punched  them  all  I  dared.  A  month  is  a  short  time  to  inspect  a  Depart- 
ment anyway."

and  theit  families  through  a  gentler  means  of  investigations  Ihat  is  not  reached 
by  comrades,  no  matter  how  close  may  be  their  personal  friendship.  God 
bleas  (he  women  of  Ihe  Women's  Relief  Corps. 

"  I  find  throughout  the  Stale  a  tack  of  system  in  reporting  amounts  expended 
ID  noble  acts  of  charity,  both  by  the  comrades  to  the  Posts  and  by  the  Posts  lo 
(his  Dqurtment,  whereby  a  correct  or  even  nearly  correct  amount  expended 
in  asistine  our  worthy  comrades  in  need  can  be  aggregalcd,  and  this  Depart- 
awnt  given  its  due  standing  among  Ibe  Departments  ol  oui  order.  1  am  fully 
convinced  that  Ihe  total  ol  $TS3.TS,  reported  to  me  as  expended  in  charily 
during  the  year  1891,  does  not  represent  60;I  ol  what  was  actually  used  for 
thi*  noble  purpose.  In  almost  every  instance  I  hnd  that  the  Posts  have  failed 
lo  tike  any  notice  of  charitable  bat  collections  or  personal  contributions.

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MINNESOTA. 

Assistant  Inspector  Gen.  C.  W.  Fisher  has  given  much  of  his  time  and  care- 
ful thought  to  the  Department,  as  the  following  report  will  show.  It  will  bear 
careful  perusal,  and  contains  many  instructive  suggestions : 

"  The  headquarters  are  well  kept  and  cared  for;  the  books  and  records  are 
well  kept;  all  orders  issued  and  received  are  kept  on  file;  the  ntmibers  com- 
plete and  handy  for  reference.  Copies  of  all  orders  issued  are  sent  to  National 
Headquarters  as  well  as  journals  and  rosters.  Complete  files  of  the  journals  of 
the  Department  are  kept  at  the  headquarters,  and  the  rules  and  regulations 
followed  to  the  letter.  A  very  gratifying  increase  in  membership  was  reported 
December  3d,  and  while  we  can  not  expect  a  very  large  gain  in  our  member- 
ship owing  to  the  isolated  location  of  many  who  are  eligible  to  membership, 
still  we  hope  to  draw  many  into  our  ranks  who  are  at  present  outside.  This 
Department  is  very  fortunate  in  its  headquarters,  as  daily  testified  to  by  our 
visitors. 

"  The  death-roll  for  the  year  was  111,  an  increase  of  twenty  over  1890 ;  show- 
ing conclusively  that  it  will  be  but  a  short  time  when  our  muster-rolls  will  not 
be  able  to  fill  the  breach  made  by  that  one  cause  alone.  Memorial  Day  was 
observed  by  159  Posts  attending  as  organized  bodies,  and  of  the  8,201  mem- 
bers reported  December  30, 1890,  6,288  participated  in  the  observance  of  the 
day. 

"Too  much  can  not  be  said  of  the  Minnesota  Soldiers'  Home.  Our  State, 
with  its  usual  generosity  toward  the  old  soldier,  appropriated  ^105,000  for  the 
erection  and  maintenance  of  new  buildings  at  the  Home,  regardless  of  the  fact 
that  the  secretary  of  the  Slate  Board  of  Charities  reported  that  $2o,000  was 
amply  sufficient.  The  Commander,  Adjutant,  and  other  officers  of  the  Home, 
are  well  qualified  for  the  positions  held  by  them,  and  the  wife  of  the  Com- 
mander is  a  noble,  motherly  woman,  singularly  fitted  for  the  honorable  position 
she  holds.  The  board  of  trustees  are  indefatigable  in  their  duties,  and  we  not 
only  pride  ourselves  in  our  Home,  but  its  board  of  management  also.  Dis- 
burses to  those  not  living  at  the  Home  ^5,000. 

"  I  think  that  this  Department,  while  not  as  large  as  some,  stands  as  well  in 
their  work.  The  officers  all  have  the  good  of  the  Order  at  heart,  and  do  an 
immense  amount  of  work  all  over  the  State.  Our  Department  covering  a  large 
territory,  and  the  Posts  being  scattered,  they  have  to  travel  many  thousands  of 
miles  during  the  year  to  keep  up  the  Order  to  its  present  standard." 

The  report  from  Department  Inspector  Harrison  White  is  remarkable, 
including  every  Post  but  one  in  this  scattered  Department.  It  shows  the  con- 
dition of  the  Department  up  to  December  81, 1891.  It  will  be  noticed  that 
the  membership  has  increased  1,500  since  last  year's  report

MONTANA. 

This  Department  shows  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  Posts  and 
members.  Under  the  arrangements  made  by  the  Department  Commander, 
each  Post  has  been  inspected,  and  a  thorough  and  complete  report  thereof 
will  be  found.    Assistant  Inspector-General  L.  Whitney  writes  as  follows: 

"  The  great  extent  of  this  Department,  and  the  great  distance  between  the 
Posts,  together  with  the  expense  of  travelings  with  railroad  fare  at  five  cents 
and  stage  fare  at  ten  cents  per  mile,  makes  it  entirely  out  of  the  question  for 
the  Department  Inspector  to  make  a  personal  inspection  of  every  Post  at  his 
own  expense,  and  as  the  Department  does  not  feel  able  to  bear  the  burden, 
the  inspection  has  been  made,  by  order  of  the  Department  Commander,  by  the 
appointment  of  the  Adjutant  of  each  Post  as  Assistant  Inspector. 

"  Whilst  this  method  is  not  as  satisfactory  as  a  personal  inspection  of  all 
Posts  by  one  officer  would  be,  it  seems  to  be  the  best  that  can  be  done  under 
the  circumstances. 

*'  I  visited  the  several  staff  officers  of  this  I^epartment  whilst  in  attendance 
upon  the  Annual  Encampment  held  at  Missoula,  Montana,  May  19,  29  and 
21, 1892. 

**  I  found  the  officers  performing  their  several  duties  in  a  satisfactory  manner, 
and  the  books  and  reports  in  good  order,  and  the  general  feeling  among  both 
the  outgoing  and  the  newly  elected  officers  such  as  to  give  good  promise  for 
the  interests  of  this  Department. 

This  Department  as  well  as  others  in  the  West,  labors  under  quite  a  disad- 
vantage, in  being  extended  over  so  large  a  portion  of  country  that  it  is  difficult 
for  the  members  to  come  together  as  frequently  as  desirable,  and  for  that 
reason  the  Annual  Encampments,  as  well  as  the  Post  meetings,  are  not  and 
can  not  be  as  well  attended  as  in  the  more  thickly  st  ttled  Eastern  States;  but 
I  find  the  interest  well  kept  up,  and  the  comrades  seem  as  enthusiastic  as  any 
with  whom  it  has  ever  been  my  fortune  to  meet. 

"  The  numbers  in  good  standing  are  well  up  to  the  average,  and  two  new 
Posts  were  added  to  the  Department  during  the  year,  and  information  was 
given  that  it  was  expected  that  others  would  be  organized  in  the  near  future."

Thii  Department  hai  been  beneiited  by  the  appointment  of  two  officers  for 
the  work  of  inspection,  than  whom  none  could  be  more  capable,  ellident  or 
*aliifac4ory — John  T.  Booth,  .Assistant  Inspector-General,  and  C.  MiUtead, 
Department  Inspector.  The  report  of  the  former  ii  remarkable,  able,  exhaust- 
in  and  complete  in  every  particular.  I  regret  that  limited  space  will  not 
permit  incorporating  it  entire;  but  the  main  features,  and  nearly  the  full 
report,  are  printed  below: 

"  In  discharge  of  duties  devolving  upon  me  as  Assistant  Inspector-General, 
t  nijted  Headquarters  Department  of  Ohio,  May  S3, 1692.  Upon  inspection 
found  Department  Commander  Warner  had  given  a  year  of  cluie  altentinn  to 
ottce  duties  and  to  official  visitation  among  the  Posts  of  the  Department.  It 
WW  imposuble  to  visit  all  Posts,  owing  to  the  large  number — 743.  His  faith- 
ful, conscientious,  gentlemanly  administration  has  placed  him  high  in  the  esti- 
mation of  the  comrades  of  this  Department  as  a  gentleman  and  Commander. 
We  believe  his  administcalion  will  be  so  recognized  by  the  national 
organization. 

"The  report*  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  Vice  Department  Commanders  show 
commendable  attention  and  teal  in  the  discharge  if  their  respective  duties. 

"Upon  careful  survey,  the  books  of  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  show 
praiseworth)'  care  in  thflir  keeping, 

"AU  orders  received  from  National  headquarters,  also  Department  orders 

ae  indexed  and  Bled  and  copiei  promptly  forwarded  to  Posts, 
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"  Found  records  in  a.  very  andesicible  coodUion,  Tbey  arc  incomplete  (or 
all  years  prior  to  1888;  since  1888  the  records  are  complete  and  on  file.  They 
ate  not  bound,  but  packet!  away  in  boxes,  so  inaccessible  as  lo  make  it  almost 
a  matter  impossible  lo  consult  tbem.  I  recommend  that  the  records  be  bound, 
catalogued  and  placed  [n  libraiy.  The  records  are  of  sufficient  worth  now,  and 
as  years  go  by  will  increase  in  value. 

"Headquarters  have  not  only  been  well  kept,  but  have  been  open  from  8 
A.  M.  to  6  P.  M.,  and  much  of  the  time  to  11  P.  M.  Cotmades  calling  were 
welcomed,  and  every  courtesy  shown  them. 

"  Permanent  headquarters,  in  my  judgment,  can  not  be  loo  urgently  lecotn- 
inended.  It  is  not  necessary  here  to  enter  into  a  dissertation  as  to  why;  but 
it  is  the  testimony  of  those  Departments  that  are  so  located  that  the  advantages 
have  been  found  to  be  on  the  aide  of  permanency. 

"Assistant  QuARTEH«ASTEB-GENEau,'s  Repokt. — Nothing  of  particular 
moment  has  transpired  In  Ibis  branch  of  the  administration.  The  books  have 
been  well  kept.  The  Assistant  Quartermaster-General  has  entered  his  per 
capita  receipts  in  a  per  capita  account  book.  It  shows,  at  a  glance,  each 
Fast's  account.  Supplies,  in  a  supply  book,  showing  items  furnished  and  cash 
received  for  each  Post.  A  monthly  ledger  account  has  been  kept  on  folio 
sheets  for  the  infonnatiOD  of  the  Assistant  Quartermaster-General  and  Depart- 
ment Commander,  the  whole  making  a  complete  and  permanent  record. 
These  forms  were  introduced  this  year  by  General  Collins.  In  this  connection. 
thai  the  fieaiici*!  coadition  of  the  DepMlmenl  might  be  on  (ecomi  iit  &  form 
easy  of  access  and  comprehension,  1  recommended  thatsregular  ledger  account 
be  opened  and  continued  by  luccessive  Assistant  QuarlermastervGcnerBl, 
The  manner  in  which  the  Department  accounts  have  been  hitherto  kept  ren- 
dered it  difficult,  if  at  all  possible,  to  determine  accurately  the  financial  stand- 
ing o(  the  Department  from  year  to  year.  1  believe  the  introduction  of  this 
ledger  acconnt  will  change  this  state  of  afiairs;  therefore,  I  believe  the  keep- 
ing of  such  a  ledger  should  be  made  obligatory  upon  succeeding  Assistant 
Quartermasters-General. 

"  Report  of  Medical  Director  Dr.  R.  A.  Stephenson  ii  quite  compre- 
hensive, and  does  credit  to  the  Department ;  notwithstanding  the  doctor  com- 
plains of  the  want  of  response  by  Post  Surgeons.  Tbere  is  an  unwarrantable 
want  of  interest  manifest  by  many  Surgeons  of  Posts,  as  also  on  the  part  of 
Posts  in  reporting  their  vital  statistics,  lliese  statistics  arc  of  far  more 
momcDt  than  is  accorded  them.  If  due  attention  was  given  I  doubt  not  com- 
rades would  be  astonished,  and  the  world  at  large  as  well,  at  the  good  work 
our  organizalioD  is  doing.  'Charitable  lo  a  fault,'  no  comrade,  soldier  or 
sailor,  nor  their  families,  would  be  permitted  to  suffer  for  medical  attentions  if 
the  Posts  were  notified  of  their  needs. 

"Chaplain. — Commendable  quite  Is  the  interest  that  has  been  shown  by 
Chaplain  Musson  during  the  past  year  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  He 
visited  twenty-five  Posts,  beside  picnics  and  camp-fires,  delivered  thirty-eight 
addresses  in  the  interest  of  the  order  we  honor  and  the  comrades  we  love, 
traveling  in  the  prosecution  of  this  work  several  hundred  miles,  giving  several 
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weelu  of  hU  lime.  All  honor  to  sucb  Chaplain.  We  had  >  few,  snd  but  few, 
like  active  vrorkeis  in  the  serrice  where  they  were  loved,  honored  and  res- 
peeled  by  the  boys  without  respect  to  creed. 

"TheMusterisgOpficer  reports  nine  Posts  surrendeied  their  charters  and 
disbanded,  three  of  which  were  surrendered  prior  (o  last  Encampment  held  at 
SteDbenville,  Ohio.    ChorCem  were  issued  to  sixteen  new  Poala. 

"Tuesday.  May  M.  1893.  I  visited  the  Ohio  Soldiers'  and  S^ors"  Orphans' 
Home,  Xenia,  Ohio,  for  the  purpose  of  inspection.  I  returned  Saturday, 
May  27,  and  completed  my  labor.  I  presume  I  may  say  that  no  State 
in  the  Nation  surpasses  Ohio  in  the  care  and  education  of  the  orphans,  or  the 
children  of  its  indigent  soldiers  and  sailors;  further,  that  there  is  no  bettter 
equipped  institulioo  for  its  purposes  in  the  world;  its  inSuences  for  good  are 
limply  incalculable. 

The  (list  steps  looking  toward  the  establishment  of  this  home  were  taken 
Morember  16,  1868.  Chaplain  G.  W.  Collier  was  active  and  energetic  in  his 
endeavors,  and  much  of  the  success  primarily  of  the  movement  is  due  him. 
The  lirst  year  about  175  children  were  collected  in  a  temporary  home  at  Xenii, 
cared  tor  by  the  Grand  Army  and  the  ladies,  until  the  present  location 
tecured  and  a  frame  building  erected.  The  first  building  was  furnished  by 
the  ladies  of  Tallmadgc,  Summit  county  Ohio.  The  first  meeting  in  the 
fateresl  of  the  home  was  held  in  MansHdd,  Ohio. 

When  complelnl  the  capicity  of  the  frame  building  erected  by  the  Grand 

Army  wa»  for  2B0  children.  The  hearts  of  the  comrades  ol  the  Grand  Army 
oF  the  Republic,  it  was  soon  proven,  were  larger  than  their  purses,  and  as 
demands  for  admission  grew  apace,  they  found  their  means  inaoequate  to  the 
neceuitiea  of  the  work  in  hand.  Some  twenty-two  years  ago  the  Slate  came 
to  thdi  aid,  and  the  present  beaulilul  site,  within  a  mile  of  Xenin,  was  pur- 
chased, which  with  additional  land  donated  comprises  30O  acres.  At  present 
llie  home  is  under  the  management  of  Gen.  Charles  L.  Young,  superintendent, 
a  veteran  of  the  famous  *  Excelsior  Brigade  '  of  New  York.  Subsequently  he 
■u  Senior  Vice  Commander-in .Chief  of  the  C.  A.  R.  His  estimable  wife, 
Hiv  Cora  Day  Young,  late  National  Senior  Vice-President  W.  R.  C,  whom 
to  know  is  to  respect,  is  chief  matron. 

•'The  home  is  a  farm  city,  if  1  may  coin  the  word,  complete  within  itself, 
consisting  of  about  seventy  buildings.  In  its  management  there  are  sixty 
departments,  each  under  a  respondble  bead,  subject  to  the  superintendenL 
The  large  and  beautiful  administration  building,  centrally  located,  contuinii  the 
executive  oFlices,  post-ofhce,  general  reception  parlors,  guests'  rooms  and  living 
■partnKnli  for  the  superintendent  and  family,  etc.  To  its  rear  is  the  large 
dining-room  for  the  children.  For  Tuesday  their  bill  of  fare  was :  Breakfast — 
bread,  butter,  coffee,  steamed  potatoes,  boiled  eggs,  golden  syrup.  Dinner — 
bread,  roast  beef,  gravy,  mashed  potatoes,  radishes  and  pie.  Supper— bread, 
bnltcr,  cold  beef,  sweet  potatoes,  pickles,  green  onions,  lemon  jelly  and  snaps. 
This  is  a  fair  sample  of  the  character  of  their  diet. 

"School  departments,  where  for  the  little  tot  up,  are  furnished  all  the  edu- 
advantagea  of  the  child  in  the  public  Khoots  of  the  State.    If  the  boy 
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■t  16,  or  girl  M  tbe  age  of  18,  is  in  the  gradiuting  class  of  Ihe  high  school 
they  are  petmilted  to  remain  umil  Ihcy  giaduate.  In  the  sewin£an(l  cooking 
rooms  Ihe  girls  are  taught  the  science  □(  domestic  economy  in  Ihe  latest  and 
molt  improved  manner.  The  same  is  true  also  of  the  classes  in  shorthand 
boolt-keeping  and  type-writing. 

"  In  the  work-shops  the  girls  and  boys  ore  taught  tiadei — some  useful  indus- 
try—carpentty,  tinsmilhing,  painting,  plumhing,  tailoring,  etc.  In  the  tailor- 
ing department  everything  in  that  line  used  in  the  home  is  made  hy  both 
boys  and  girls.  Over  14,000  articles  were  manufactured  there  during  the  past 
year.  Shoemaking,  horticnlture,  farming,  butchering,  etc.,  are  practically 
taught,  the  curriculum  not  confined  alotie  to  literary,  hut  whatever  may  be 
useful  in  the  future  life  of  the  wards  of  the  borne. 

"The  qualilications  for  admission  are  simply  that  the  applicant  shall  be  an 
indigene  orphan  of  a  soldier  or  sailor  resident  in  Ohio.  There  are  over  900 
such  in  the  home.  They  come  nut  from  the  lower  classes,  orphaned  or  made 
indigent  through  viscious  living,  but  Ihe  flower  of  our  comtadcs"  children,  in 
no  wise  defective,  who  already  are,  to  the  number  of  4.600  as  graduates, 
repaying  the  commonwealth  for  the  edncalion  given  them  in  acknowledg- 
ment of  their  patriotic  father's  tervice. 

"The  home  manufaclures  its  own  gas,  owns  its  own  water  sapply,  which  wax 
obtained  recently  from  steam  welli. 

•■  Five  hospital  buildings  with  every  convenience,  on  Ihe  collage  plan,  have 
been  erected  and  are  under  charge  of  A.  C.  Messenger,  M.  O.,  surgeon  of  the 

"  Although  I  have  written  at  length,  1  have  hardly  touched  upon  the  many 
features  of  the  home.  I  wish  to  say  to  my  comrades  of  Ihe  Grand  Army  that 
every  hoy  who  has  come  under  the  management  of  this  home  has  been  Ihe 
better  fur  it.  The  large  majority  of  those  who  have  gone  out  have  maintained 
an  uptight  and  an  honorable  manhood  since  their  contact  with  the  world. 
The  girls,  as  observed,  have  been  thoroughly  instructed  in  those  domestic 
duties  which  go  to  make  the  good  u-ile  and  mother.  Who  among  us  shall 
attempt  to  compute  tbe  influence  for  good  accomplished  through  Ihe  instru- 
mentality of  this  Ohio  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home  at  Xenia?  Not 
one.  Its  projectors  builded  wiser  than  they  were  aware.  The  total  amount 
of  dishuisements  last  year  was  S204,C1T.19;  expenses  current,  SllS,50J.33i 
•alaries — oflicers,  teachers  and  matrons,  (23,276,94,  giving  cost  per  capita  for 
current  expenses,  $13G.'20  per  year,  or  37  1-3  cents  pec  day;  including  sal- 
aries, (163.65  per  year,  oi  44  G-6  cents  per  day. 

"Ohio  Soldiers' and  Sailors' Home,  Sandusky,  Ohio. —  Accompanied 
by  Department  Inspector,  Captain  Cread  MiUlead,  I  visited  this  home  June 
7th  and  8th,  where  we  were  made  to  feel  welcome  and  every  opporttmity  fur- 
nished to  look  thoroughly  into  the  workings  of  tbe  Institution.  We  mingled 
freely  with  the  comrades,  and  the  only  complaint,  if  complaint  it  may  be 
called,  that  we  heard  against  the  management  was,  that  in  some  things  it  was 
possibly  a  little  too  lenient.    Not  an  aggravating  fault  surely. 

"The  officers  of  tbe  Home  are  General  Manning  h'.  Force,  Commandant; 
Major  D.  S.  Cockerill,  Adjutant;  Caplain  D.  Duhan,  Quarlcrmaslcri  Doctor 
T-T.  Haynes,  Sut^eon. 
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"Siliuled  two  and  one-half  miles  soulh  of  Sandusky,  Ihismagnificenl  Home 
is  i»id  to  be  one  of.  if  nol  the  ftnnl,  in  the  United  SUtes.  In  a  liltle  over  » 
yeai,  uUilional  buildings  costing  f  61,500  have  been  erected.  The  cottages 
Mc  stone  itraclures,  large,  handsonie,  airy,  and  comfortable,  cool  in  lummcr 
and  warn  in  winter.  The  sanitary  features  are  carefully  looked  after.  The 
discipline  is  well  maintained  in  that  kindly,  gentli^manly  mannei  that  marks 
the  perfect  geDtlemaa  in  the  Commandant. 

"  Tbroughout  the  State  where  an  incurable  comrade  is  found  in  any  one  of 
the  various  hospitals,  that  case  is  shipped  to  the  Sandusky  Home  opon  earli- 
est opportunity,  where  every  care  and  altenlioa  is  given.  Last  year  there 
were  forty- nioe  deaths;   this  large  iDortality  was  due  to  the  incurables  thus 


"The  Assembly  Hall  is  commodious,  convenient  and  cosy,  either  for  tbeat- 
ncal  entertainments  or  church  services. 

"  Every  ten  days  a  report  is  made  up  from  the  consolidated  morning  reports 
in  aggregate  and  sent  to  Hartford  to  General  Wm.  D.  Franklin,  President  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  National  U.  V.  S.  Homes,  who  has  supervision 
of  all  Homes  that  receive  help  from  the  Government  Each  St.-ite  Home,  if 
I  mistake  not,  receives  (100  per  capita  annually  hoax  the  Government.  A 
comrade  who  has  never  visited  this  Home  cannot  conceive  of  the  excellence 
of  its  provisions  in  food,  clothing  and  quarters.  All  honor  to  a  State  that  pro- 
vides so  well  for  ber  heroes  in  the  hour  of  their  need. 

"CENmAL  Branch  National  Home  for  D.  V.  S.,  Davton,  Ohio. — 

This  Home  being  under  National,  not  State  jurisdiction,  I  was  most  kindly 
received  and  every  reasonable  courtesy  shown  me.  Colonel  G.  B.  Thomas, 
Governor  of  the  Home,  invited  all  Heads  of  Departments  into  his  private 
office  and  introduced  me  to  them,  stated  my  business,  said  to  them  that  it  was 
his  pleacure  that  every  facility  be  afforded  me  in  the  accomplishment  of  the 
fdiject  of  my  visit,  placed  his  wagonette  and  driver  at  my  disposal  and  sent 
with  me  the  Inspecting  Ofiicer  of  tbe  Home.  The  Colonel  was  pleased  to 
inform  me  that  every  prominent  officer  of  the  Home  was  a  comrade  of  the  G. 
A.  R.,  and  I  believe  a  member  of  Veteran  Post  No.  6,  of  the  Home.  My 
iiupection,  owing  lo  National  jurisdiction,  was  one  of  courtesy,  not  oi1icial> 
and  my  time  so  limited  that  I  was  unable  to  give  much  if  any  attention  to  de- 
tails. A  description  of  the  Hume  would  till  a  volume,  and  is  unnecessary  in 
tbif  report. 

"The  discipline  of  the  Home  is  excellent,  the  grounds  and  buildings  thor- 
oughly well  kept,  the  ofHcecs  efficient  and  attentive  to  the  needs  of  the  com- 
rades. The  Dayton  Is  the  Central  Branch  Home  from  which  distributions  of 
Qoaitormasters'  store*  are  made  to  the  various  National  Branch  Homes 
throughout  tbe  Nation,  This  Home  is  well  worth  a  journey  across  th«  conti- 
nent to  ace,  and  would  require  more  than  one  day  to  view  it  as  it  deserves  to 
be  seen.  I  believe  it  lo  be  true  as  has  been  stated,  no  Nation  in  the  World 
pTi»idei«o  well  (or  the  veterans  of  her  wars  as  the  United  Slates. 

■■  Women's  Rexiev  Cork. — This  organisation  has  been  especially  helpful 
to  tbe  G>  A.  R.  in  this  Department  in  many  ways,  and  the  noble  band  of 
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women  of  which  il  is  composed  have  administered  relief  to  the  needy  as  only 
with  loving  heart  and  tender  hand  SL  woman  can.  Who  will  assume  to  meas- 
ure the  good  accomplished  ot  count  the  aching  hearts  made  to  rejoice  as 
result  of  their  labors  during  the  year  just  closed? 

"  In  the  Department,  (he  number  of  members  and  families  assisted  was 
1,252.     Nnumbcr  or  soldiers  and  families  assisted,  2,27*.

"Having  yet  a  balance  in  relief  funds  of  (7,13G.7S,  During  the  year 
Iwenty-one  new  corps  were  instituted.  Number  of  corps  in  good  standing, 
;il7.  Members  in  good  standing,  11,869,  making  a  remarkable  good  showing 
for  the  Department. 

"Women's  Reuep  Cows  at  Madison.  Lake  County,  Onto.— The 
citiicDS  of  this  city,  in  the  north-east  corner  of  the  Reserve,  tendered  the 
Women's  Relief  Corps  Committee  a  formal  gift  of  the  land  anil  building 
known  as  the  Madison  Seminary  site,  with  an  option  on  as  much  land  ai  will 
be  needed  for  a  Home,  also  pledges  to  the  amount  of  #1,350  for  repairs.  The 
proffered  gift  was  accepted  on  condition  that  the  ground  be  increaseil  to  ten 
acres,  and  that  the  Seminary  building  be  remodeled  after  plans  submitted  and 
put  in  complete  repair.  This  was  agreed  to  and  the  agreement  kept  in  every 
<3elail. 

"  Its  Legal  Status. — The  property  was  deeded  to  the  oihcera  of  the 
Women's  Relief  Corps,  each  being  named  with  her  official  title  and  the  Execu- 
tive Board  am!  to  their  successors  in  office,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  a  Home  and  support  for  the  following  classes:  Army  nurses, 
who,  by  reason  of  age  or  disability  are  not  able  to  support  themselves;  sol- 
dien'  widows  who  are  disabled,  veterans  with  their  wives,  and  the  dependants 
of  Union  Soldiers.  It  was  in  the  plan  of  Annie  Whiltenmyer  at  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  National  Women's  Relief  Corps  Home,  being  so  stated  in  her 
address  at  the  dedication, '  that  the  Stale  should  place  cottages  upon  the 
National  Home  Grounds,  more  particularly  for  the  loyal  women  from  their 
Departments  where  in  need  of  such  Homes,  The  sum  of  S35|M)0  has  been 
appropriated  for  the  Ohio  cottage. 

"The  Ohio  Cottage. —  The  comer-stone  of  the  cottage  was  laid  October 
1,  ISSl,  Important  and  official  papers  with  the  emblems  of  the  G.  A.  R.  and 
W.  R.  C  were  placed  in  the  stone  by  Annie  Whiltenmyer,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Dliectors,  and  Sue  A.  P.  Sanders,  National  President. 

"  Sons  of  Veterans. —  The  year  just  closed,  although  a  trying  one  has 
been  one  ol  encouragement,  financial  difficulties  of  no  light  character  have 
overshadowed  the  order  in  the  last  few  years.  At  the  late  Encampment,  at 
which  I  had  the  honor  to  be  present,  the  Colonel  of  the  Ohio  Division  repotted 
the  difficulties  as  of  the  past,  the  Division  out  of  debt  and  a  small  surplus  in 
the  hands  of  the  Quartermaster.  The  future  is  bright,  with  encouraging  pros- 
pects.     March  31sl,  there  was  reported  E4fi  Camps  in  good  standing.    Be- 
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vent  (hat  and  Enctunpniciil,  fouc  Camps  were  muiteied,  giving  249  Camps 

n  July  1,  1802.  wilh  a  membership  in  good  Blanding  on  Ibat  dale  of  0,826. 
Thiitf-mDe  Camps  and  QOO  new  members  were  mustered  during  the  year.  On 
July  1st  there  were  fifty-lour  applications  for  Compi  waiting  to  l>e  institaled  ■□ 
the  Division.  There  »'as  reported  ^29,935, 85  worth  of  properly  and  {6,162.07 
in  cash  in  possession  of  the  Camps  of  the  Division.  At  the  Encampment  at 
OiiUicothc  during  the  week  beginning  July  5, 1392,  the  Sons  went  into  mili- 
Ury  camp.  It  quite  reminded  me  of  the  days  when  I  was  of  like  age,  as  they, 
sod  slept  as  1  did  on  this  occasion  ■□  tents  in  Camps.  The  discipline  wu 
good)  the  muster  and  inspection  by  Assistant  Adjutaat-General  Howe,  of 
GoTemoi  McKinley's  atalT,  was  quite  a  creditable  aftair,  as  was  shown  by  the 
General's  report. 

"  Ohio  Division  Ladies'  Aid  Socierv. — This  organization,  while  having 
a  life  of  about  five  years  as  auxiliary  to  the  Sons  of  Veterans,  is  the  outgrowth 
and  work  and  principle,  as  was  the  W.  R,  C,  of  the  Aid  Society  that  was 
lonned  ia  Philadelphia  by  a  Mrs.  Harris  the  week  following  the  fall  of  Furt 
Sumpter,  a  society  composed  of  upwards  of  SOO  noble  ladies  of  that  city  and 
known  as  the  "  Ladies'  Aid  Society,"  whose  growth  with  that  of  sister  organi- 
UCionS  and  work  is  loo  well  known  to  my  comrades  to  need  extended  notice. 
I  believe  this  organization  to  be  deserving  prominent  recognition  in  our  litera- 
Inre.  Much  credit  is  due  Major  A.  P.  Davis,  the  founder  of  Sons  afVeteraDS, 
uid  bli  good  wife,  for  the  re-esUblbhing  and  pcifecting  ibe  H'ork  of  this 
todcty.  The  object  of  the  society  as  set  forth  in  (heir  ritual  is;  'To  assist 
the  Sons  of  Veterans  in  keeping  green  the  memories  of  our  soldiers  and  Iheir 
■acriliccs  (or  the  maintenance  of  the  Union.  To  aid  the  members  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  caring  for  the  helpless  and  disabled  velerani. 
To  extend  aid  and  protection  to  their  widows  and  orphans.  To  perpetuate  the 
menKiTy  and  history  of  their  heroic  dead,  and  the  proper  observance  of  Memo- 
rial Day.  To  inculcate  true  patriotism  and  love  of  country  nut  only  among 
Dot  membership,  but  among  all  the  people  of  our  land,  and  to  spread  and  lu*- 
(ain  the  doctrine  of  equal  rights,  universal  liberty  and  justice  to  all.' 

"The  Secretary  of  the  Ohio  Division  reports  thirty-live  societies  in  good 
landing,  with  a  membetship  of  nearly  1,000,  composed  of  young  ladies  of 
bigh  social  standing. 

"Indigent  Fund. — The  State  of  Ohio  has  added  a  tax  of  live-lenthi  of  a 
Mill  on  the  dollar  upon  its  citizens  for  the  aid  of  indigent  comrades  and  their 
bmilies.  The  amount  realized  from  this  tax  the  past  year  was  {421,357.96. 
From  this  fund  a  sum  of  $35  is  allowed  as  funeral  expenses  for  an  indigent 
Tctetan,  and  to  a  veteran  or  a  veteran's  family  the  sum  of  $30  per  year  Is 
tOowed.  This,  though  small,  added  to  the  pension  from  the  government,  aldi 
■MtefiaUy  in  driving  the  wolf  from  the  door,  and  is  another  practical  manifes- 
tacioa  of  the  ■  Buckeye  Stale's '  continuing  care  for  her  sons  whuse  lives  were 
■o  freely  tendered  her  upon  call. 

"  Pensions  Paid  Vetkkans  and  Their  Families. — The  aanottl  report  of 
the  United  States  Pension  Agency  at  Columbus,  the  second  largest  in  the 
~  ~       i,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  1,  1S9S,  shows  a  decided  increase 
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in  numbers  of  penaionetS  anil  the  mmount  of  payments  made.  The  business 
traosacled  the  past  year  tjcecds  tbat  of  any  former  twelve  months  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Columbus  Agency.  Additions  to  the  rolls  have  been  made  to  the 
number  of  25,50C.  rhe  losses  lut  the  year  have  been  8,290,  leavirg  30,082  u 
Ae  number  of  pensioners  on  the  rolls  at  close  uf  fiscal  year,  June  30,  1892. 
The  total  disbuisemcnls  of  tliE  agency  for  the  year  were  815,608,902.02. 

"  Of  the  above  borne  on  the  rolls,  84.887  are  residents  of  Ohio;  Ihe  sum 
paid  them  is  three  and  one-quarter  millions  of  dollars  per  qoartcn  (13,000,000 
averaging  about  £33  per  capita  per  quarter. 

"  Besides  these  there  are,  approximately,  900  naval  veterans  resident  in 
Ohio  who  are  paid  by  United  States  Pension  Agency  in  Chicago,  lllinris,  the 
sani  of  (114,000  per  annum,  an  average  of  about  f40  per  capita  per  quarter. 

"  While  I  have  found  my  labors  many  and  somewhat  arduous,  I  have  during 
my  visitations,  in  discharge  of  inspectorial  duties,  been  at  all  times  courteously 
received  and  cheerfully  aided;  so  tbat  while  I  labored  my  labors  were  made 
pleasant  in  many  ways  by  comrades  and  the  ladies  of  the  various  orgaruzalioni 
throughout  this  the  '  banner  Department'  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

"  I  wish  to  especially  remember  Captain  Cread  Milstead,  Inspector  for  this 
Department,  for  his  untiring  zeal  and  intelligent  help,  without  which  I  should 
have  fallen  far  short,  so  that  whatever  of  good  this  report  may  contain,  to  him 
in  largest  measure  is  due  Ihe  credit." 

The  report  of  Comrade  Milstead  is  TMnatkaWe,  embracing  every  Post  in 

this  banner  Department.  Words  can  not  express  the  praise  due  Comrade 
Milstead  for  his  energy,  ready  sacrifice  of  lime,  and  ability  in  handling  the 
work  of  his  Department.  The  Assistant  Inspectors  omitted  enough  Posts  to 
form  ■  good-sized  Department;  and  his  first  report  contained  674  Poiti,  a 
greater  number  than  had  in  any  previous  year  been  reported,  1  requested 
him  to  hold  supplemental  inspections,  which  would  include  the  168  Posts, 
completing  the  Department.  He  at  once  organiied  his  corps  of  Inspectors, 
and  gave  personal  time  and  attention  to  the  work  so  thoroughly,  and  with 
such  vigor,  that  perfect  success  crowned  his  eHorts;  and  I  do  not  hesitate  to 
say  that  his  report  is  the  largest  and  most  coioplete  ever  lubmitted  fiom  any 
Department  to  the  National  EncampmenL

OKLAHOMA. 

Comrade  C.  D.  Munger,  As»stant  Inspector-General,  sends  the  following 
cheerful  report. 

"  I  have  inspected  the  ofiices  of  this  Deportment,  and  find  everything  in  a 
mach  belter  shape  and  in  belter  working  order  than  they  were  at  the  first  of 
the  year.  At  that  time,  the  Aaaislaut  Adjutant-General,  Comrade  Burns, 
owing  to  poor  health,  resigned,  and  Comrade  Kisner  was  appointed  in  his 
place.  Up  to  that  time  the  aUTairs  of  this  Department  were  in  bad  shape 
(owing  largely  to  Comrade  Bum's  sickness),  but  Comrade  Risner  has  done 
much  to  place  them  in  a  better  condition;  and  now,  under  our  new  adtninis- 
Iration.  I  feel  confident  that  our  Department  will  he  very  progreasive  the 
coming  year.  New  territory  is  opened;  new  Posts  will  form,  and  new  life 
will  be  infused  in  this  Department." 

This  Department  was  organized  in  August,  ISDO,  too  late  to  hold  inspec- 
lioni  during  that  year.    It  was  impossible  to  hold  inspections  in  1691,  but 
tbey  «iU  take  place  this  year,  and  report  be  made  early  in  18S3. 
OREGON. 

I  received  on  January  25th  a  letter  (rom  Comrade  Z.  T.  Wright,  accepting 
his  appointment  to  the  position  of  Assistant  Inspector-General,  and  staling  his 
willingness  to  perform  all  the  duties  pertaining  to  his  office.  Hut  before  he 
was  permitted  to  further  show  his  love  for  country  and  fur  comradisthe 
higher  call  came,  and  he  aniwercd  to  the  final  summons.  It  was  while  he  wat 
ptcpsring  bis  report  that  he  was  called  to  desist  from  his  work.  He  had  just 
written  the  following,  which  was  among  hii  last  letters : 

"1  have  the  honor  of  inspecting  the  Department,  and  will  submit  detailed 
report  in  due  lime.  In  a  general  way,  will  say  the  Department  of  Oregon  is 
flouriihing.  We  had  one  of  the  best  Encampments  ever  held  in  this  State, 
being  by  for  the  largest,  and  more  interest  shown  in  the  work  in  general;  and 
another  thing  which  is  remarkable,  especially  amongst  old  soldiers,  there  was 
not  a  single  hiich  of  any  natare,  everything  going  oil  harmoniouily.  The 
Secretary  ot  State  kindly  gave  us  the  use  of  the  Capitol  building  for  our 
Encampment.  Our  Department  met  in  the  Legislature  Hall,  and  the  ladies' 
Relief  Corps  in  the  Senate  Chamber.      I  will  promise  you  a  good  report  (rom 

Hit  last  words  breathed  kindly  feelings  and  an  appreciation  of  that  fraler- 
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nity  and  love  which,  bora  of  a  common  danger,  grow*  and  strengllieM  with 
the  advancing  years.      May  his  reward  be  thai  of  the  railhrul.

npon  him,  with  a  determination  that  it  shall  be  performed  to  the  best  ofhiB  abil- 
ity. The  Department  headqnarters  ate  now  i  suite  of  rooms  that  are  a  credit  to 
the  Depirtmcrt,  and  in  this  respect  I  desire  to  commenil  the  work  of  the 
Assistant  Adjutant -General.

ant  laspectoi-General  E.  G.  Rust,  and  considering  the  territory  covered  bj 
lhi(  Dcpertmcnt,  the  remarkably  accurate  and  complete  report  of  Depart- 
ment Inspector  II.  S.  Buchanan.  Much  time  and  labor  were  involved  in 
compiling  both  these  reports  and  both  these  worthy  oRiccrs  deserve  the  com- 
■Mn'Tall^-n  "  well  done."  The  remarks  concerning  Ihe  division  of  the 
Department  into  districts  for  inspection,  and  atsn  recommending  a  comrade  u 
Chief  Miis;erin8  Officer  and  Department  Inspector,  found  in  the  report  of 
Cumra^le  Ku^t,  deserve  special  consideration.     Following  is  his  report : 

I      "I  have  the  honor  la  report  to  you  a  thoroujjh  inspection  of  the  beid- 

I  quarters  of  the  Department  of  Texas. 

"  Having  placed  myielf  in  communication  with  the  Inspector  of  this 
Department,  he  reported  on  March  1st  that  twenty-two  out  of  the  fifly-sevcti 
Posts  ia  good  standing  (n  Ibis  Deport  men  c-^tad  not  yet  reported  Fbst  JnspVft.-u 
tions,  but  since  that  time  twelve  other  Posts  have  reported  inspections,  leaving 
only  ten  tliot  have  nnt  reported;  and  when  we  take  into  consideration  the 
KBttered  and  isolated  lituation  of  Posts  in  this  great  State,  and  that  sixteen  of 
our  Pusls  are  newly  organised,  most  of  them  having  been  organized  in  the 
last  six  months,  I  think  the  annual  inspections  of  this  Department  for  this 
^«r  h»ve  been  good. 

"1  find  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  elficient,  promp,  painstaking  and 
•ealoui  Itl  the  discharge  of  his  olhcial  duties.  This  bting  a  comparativdj 
aew  Department,  great  importance  had  never  been  attached  to  the  neceisitj 
loT  system  in  the  Adjutant's  oRicet  but  on  the  appointment  of  our  present 
Adjutant  he  secured  a  suite  of  offices  in  one  of  the  best  oflice  buildings  in  the 
tity,  and  devoted  one  room  to  C.  A.  R.  beadquaitecs;  had  a  case  of  pigeon 
boles  made,  giving  one  to  each  Post  in  the  State  for  records,  reports,  etc.;  alt 
■Oder  lock  and  key,  with  tables,  desks,  chairs,  etc.,  for  use  of  comrades  having 
hoioeH  with  headquarters.  His  Encampment  records,  as  in  fact  all  tit" 
bookst  Bie  very  neatly  kept  in  plain,  legible  handwriting. 

**An  orders  issued  by  this  Department  are  sent  to  Nationikl  headqnarten,  a 
Be  of  them  being  preserved  in  the  Adjutant's  office  also. 

"Tbe  joomals  uf  the  National   Encampment  are  carefully  kept,  but  Iht 
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Department  is  only  in  poMession  of  those  which  have  been  issued  since  this 
Department  was  organized.  I  would  recommend  that  this  Department  be 
famished  with  all  the  journals  or  proceedings  of  the  National  Encampment 
since  its  first  organization. 

"The  consolidated  report,  corering  the  period  from  June  30,  1891,  to 
December  31, 1801,  was  duly  forwarded  to  National  headquarters  with  per 
capita  tax. 

**  Under  the  present  administration  a  complete  roster  has  been  made  of 
erery  Post  in  this  Department  with  one  exception.  It  is  very  full  and  com- 
plete, invaluable  for  ready  reference,  and  the  wonder  is  how  the  Department 
has  lived  so  long  without  it.  There  are  sixty-four  Posts  in  the  roster,  seven  of 
which  have  disbanded  or  transferred,  leaving  fifty-seven  Posts  in  good  stand- 
ing. The  total  membership  of  the  Department  in  good  standing  is  1,582. 
The  number  of  new  Posts  mustered  ^ince  December  31, 1890,  is  sucteen.  The 
net  number  of  new  members  gained  during  that  period  is  417;  total  gain 
since  December  31, 1S90,  is  819;  total  loss  during  same  period  is  402:  total 
loss  by  death,  30;  amount  expended  for  charity,  ^71. 

"  Reports  from  Posts,  as  a  rule,  have  been  promptly  made.  There  are  no 
Posts  on  the  delinquent  list  for  either  this  or  last  half  year.  The  Posts  in  this 
Department  rarely  fail  of  having  a  quorum  at  their  meetings. 

"  At  the  State  Encampment  in  Dallas  one  year  ago,  the  mode  of  inspection 
was  changed  from  Post  to  dbtrict  inspection,  the  State  divided  into  seven  dis- 
tricts, and  an  inspector  appointed  for  each  district.  After  one  year's  thorough 
trial  of  the  district  plan  of  inspection  I  regard  it  as  a  failure,  and  having  little 
if  any  advantage  over  the  old  plan,  owing  to  the  very  scattered  condition  of 
the  Posts  in  most  of  the  districts,  and  the  inability  to  get  competent  men  to 
spend  their  time  to  visit  their  districts.  If  the  inspection  is  not  thorough  and 
the  Posts  benefited  and  instructed,  they  feel  it  is  paying  out  money  for  nothing 
to  even  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Inspector.  In  my  opinion  it  would  result  in 
great  good  and  prove  much  more  satisfactory  to  select  a  good  capable  man 
for  Chief  Mustering  OfHcer,  and  make  him  also  Department  Inspector,  and 
let  him  devote  the  greater  portion  of  his  time  to  mustering  and  inspecting 
Posts,  and  pay  him  for  his  services.  He  should  be  a  man  of  parts,  qualified 
not  only  to  muster  and  inspect  thoroughly  but  to  encourage  and  strengthen 
the  weak  Posts. 

"  I  find  the  Adjutant  prompt  in  answering  correspondence,  rarely  failing  to 
answer  the  same  day  a  communication  is  received.

The  State 
Encampment  of  Texas  for  1892  (just  closed),  recognizing  the  efficient  ser- 
vices of  their  present  Adjutant,  on -his  reappointment  by  the  newly  elected 
Commander,  voted  to  increase  his  salary  from  |300  to  ^600  per  year. 

""On  visiting  the  Assistant  Quartermaster-General  of  this  Department,  I 
found  his  work  all  up  in  good  shape,  and  his  books  models  of  neatness.    Dis- 
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cuding  old  fonns,  he  has  ptcpated  a  very  convenient  book,  tmd  had  it  printed 
with  headings  to  columns  covering  every  entry. 

"  Not  a  dollar  is  oning  by  nny  mciobec  o(  Post  of  this  Department  coa- 
uaclcd  under  the  present  Quartermaster;  some  bills  were  unpaid  when  be 
took  charge  of  the  office  which  he  has  been  unable  to  collect  in  fulL  His  sale 
and  stock  book  is  combined  in  one,  and  from  his  jnurnsl  the  accounts  arc 
carried  direct  to  the  ledger.  Aside  from  these  he  carries  a  cash  book..  For 
Iiis  services  he  receives  (160  per  year.  The  Department  Encampment  just 
closed  commended  the  Assistant  Quartermaster-General  highly  fur  his  ef!ic- 
iCDCy  and  manifest  interest,  and  he  was  also  reappointed  by  the  Commander 
elect."

This  active  and  admirably  managed  Department  is  worthily  reported  by 
Assistant  Inspector-Generalf  Mark  J.  Sargent  and  Department  Inspector  A.  O. 
Gates.  In  February  1  received  a  report  from  Comrade  Gates  showing  the 
condition  of  the  Department  to  December  31, 1891.  Since  that  time  every 
Post  in  the  Department  has  been  inspected,  and  another  report  forwarded  to 
me,  bringing  the  time  of  report  June  80th,  1892.  The  latter  report  shows  a 
gain  in  membership,  amount  expended  for  relief,  and  Quartermaster*s  funds, 
and  an  increase  of  three  Camps  in  the  Sons  of  Veterans.  If  some  of  the  de- 
termination,  system,  and  vigorous  work  evinced  in  the  following  reports  could 
be  communicated  to  Departments  not  yet  awake  to  the  importance  of  inspec- 
tions, every  Post  in  this  land  would  receive  the  benefit  every  year  of  the  pre^ 
ence,  help,  and  advice  of  an  Inspecting  officer. 

Assistant  Inspector-General  Mark  J,  Sargent's  report  follows: 

**  In  obedience  to  orders  I  respectfully  submit  this,  my  report,  as  Assistant 
Inspector-General  of  the  Department  of  Vermont,  which  presents  a  very  grati- 
fying exhibit  of  the  condition  and  standing  of  the  Order  in  this  Department. 

"  In  1890  the  Department  wa«%  divided  into  seventeen  Inspection  Districts, 
the  smallest  comprising  four  Posts  and  the  largest  eight;  thus  rendering  the 
work  of  inspection  by  the  Assistants  comparatively  easy. 

"  In  this  Department  every  Post  was  inspected,  and  the  Rules  governing 
inspection  strictly  complied  with.  The  untiring  efforts  of  the  Department  In- 
spector, O.  A.  Gates,  and  his  Assistants,  are  deserving  commendation. 

**  I  have  inspected  Department  Headquarters  and  find  the  books  and  records 
kept  in  excellent  shape,  and  the  business  well  conducted,  showing  industry  and 
skill  on  the  part  ot  the  official  Staff.  All  orders  are  promptly  issued,  those 
received  are  filed,  and  numbers  complete  and  handy  for  reference.  The  Jour- 
nals of  Department  Encampment  proceedings  are  kept  and  complete.  The 
Department  officers  are  very  thorough  and  competent  officials  of  experience, 
and  have  a  lively  interest  in  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  Order,  and  the 
results  of  their  official  labors  will  be  replete  with  good  works. 

*'I  have  visited  the  Soldiers*  Home,  which  is  situated  in  the  historic  town  of 
Bennington,  and  located  on  a  beautiful  tract  of  land  of  190  acres,  one-half 
mile  from  the  village,  and  which  commands  a  lovely  prospect  of  mountain, 
field  and  forest,  and  under  the  shadow  of  the  towering  and  imposing  battle 
monument  which  was  dedicated  last  August  to  the  memory  of  the  heroes  of 
'TOt  who  fell  in  the  battle  of  Bennington.    The  Home  and  property  were  gen* 
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eras*!?  giveo  to  the  StBte  by  'Ik  heirs  of  Trenot  W.  Faik  for  a  Soldien' 

"  The  Home  is  supplied  with  smoking  and  reading-room  and  with  all  modeni 
Imprarementi ;  a  hospital  whi>:li  will  accommoitate  twenty,  and  a  chapel  that  will 
be  completed  in  July.    The  Hume  has  sufficient  capacity  to  accomniodale  100. 
"Jane  Isl,  1892,  there  were  (orty-lwo  veterans  at  the  Home,  and  eight 
ahftent  oa  leave. 
"Thirty-one  have  been  admitted  to  the  Home  since  May,  1B9I. 
"There  have  been  seven  deaths  the  past  year,  to  June  1st,  1892.    1  feel  very 
BDch  graliliedtiy  the  system  of  relief  that  the  Home  aHords  to  the  needy  ex- 
soldier,  and  the  measure  of  care  and  comfort  given  to  tile  inmates  liy  the  effi- 
cient Superintendent,  Major  R,  J.  Coffey,  and  his  estimable  wife,  the  Matron- 
The  comrades  have  the  privilege  of  meeting  with  comrades  ol  Custer  and  Sixth 
Q)rps  Posts. 

"  The  Home  is  under  the  supervision  of  a  Board  of  five  Trustees,  of  which 
Hon.  Hugh  Henry,  our  Department  Commandet,  is  President,  and  C.  C, 
Kiasman,  Past  Department  Commander,  Secretary. 

"There  were,  on  the  Isl  day  of  April,  sixty-seven  Relief  Corps  In  this  De- 
pArtment,  with  a  membership  of  2,349  in  good  standing. 

"  Under  lh>;  guidance  and  care  of  the  earnest  and  lealous  Department  Preaj. 
<lent,  Mrs.  Ellen  M.  Staver,  and  the  Corps,  very  much  effective  wurk  has  l>een 
accomplished  in  the  past  year  in  the  relief  of  ex-soldiers  and  families,  and  in 
oontribulions  to  the  Soldiers'  1  lome. 

•■  I  have  gratifying  reports  from  the  Colonel  commanding  and  other  officers 
ol  the  Vermont  Division  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans,  and  1  am  assured  of  a  steady 
and  substantial  growth.  By  the  last  report  there  were  sixty-one  Camps,  with  a 
nembetship  ol  1,400  in  good  standing. 

"The  earnest  and  enthusiastic  interest  manifest  throughout  the  State  by  the 
Grand  Army,  Relief  Corps,  Sons  of  Veterans  and  citizens,  on  Memorial  Day 
fully  attests  the  pervading  spirit  of  patriotism  anil  loyally."

**  Through  the  united  efforts  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  citizens  of 
'V\nsconsin,  this  Home  is  provided  Mrith  forty-five  cottages.  Each  cottage  is 
large  enough  for  two  persons  and  is  occupied  by  an  old  soldier  and  his  wif^ 
and  is  a  picture  of  genuine  comfort. 

"  In  cottages  you  Khd  old  soldiers  badly  crippled  from  wounds  received  or 
disease  contracted  while  in  the  service  of  our  country.  With  none  of  this 
world's  goods  to  help  them,  and  not  quite  ready  for  -  the  cemetery,  tenderly 
x:ared  for  by  their  faithful  old  wives,  of  three  score  years  or  more.  In  another 
you  find  an  old  soldier  kindly  caring  for  his  loving  old  wife  of  many  years, 
who,  because  of  hardships  and  exposures  while  her  husband  was  in  the  army, 
is  not  now  able  to  care  for  herself,  and  who  a  few  years  ago  were  blessed  with 
-a  sufficiency  of.  this  world's  goods,  but  which,  through  sickness,  fire,  or  other 
unavoidable  calamities,  have  been  swept  away.  And  if  not  for  the  forethought 
and  good  management  of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  providing  furnished  cot- 
tages and  admitting  soldiers'  wives,  would  be  compelled  in  their  old  da}'s,  after 
living  together  so  many  years,  caring  for  each  other's  comfort  through  sunshine 
and  shadow,  to  be  separated — torn  apart — and  their  poor  old  wives  turned  out 
alone  on  the  cold  charity  of  a  county  poor-house.  Too  much  cannot  be  said 
in  praise  of  the  work  of  admitting  the  old  soldiers'  wives  and  widows  to  the 
Home.  The  moral  influence,  th^.  social  influence,  and  the  good  work  gen- 
erally of  a  good  old  lady  is  just  as  perceptible  in  the  Home  as  in  any  spciety, 
and  is  just  as  much  appreciated  by  the  old  soldiers,  the  officers  of  the  Home, 
and  Board  of  Directors. 

**  After  a  careful  inspection  on  April  26, 1892»  and  by  visiting  the  Home  at 
several  different  times,  I  fail  to  find  any  good  reason  for  an  old  soldier,  his 
wife  or  widow,  finding  fault  with  the  management,  the  officers,  the  Board  of 
Directors,  the  dining  hall,  the  rations,  the  clothing,  the  rooms,  the  bedding,  the 
hospital,  the  nice  little  chapel  for  all  denominations,  the  grounds,  which  nature 
made  for  this  purpose,  the  beautiful  chain  of  lakes,  almost  surrounding  the 
grounds,  or,  in  fact,  everything  appertaining  to  the  Wisconsin  Veteran  Home. 
Everything  is  complete  except  a  guard-house,  or  place  of  confinement  (for 
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a  ihort  tii&e),  for  noisy  old  ioldiers,  while  aiider  the  iaBucDcc  of  1«d  dreama.

"  During  the  last  winter  the  Home  has  been  full,  but  ihey  have  [ust  com- 
pleted another  building  with  all  modern  iviprovements,  capable  of  accommo- 
diating  seventy-live,  which  will  make  the  capacity  of  the  Home  about  three 
hundred. 

"  The  Board  of  Managers  have  adopted  a  rule  requiring  all  married  men  in 
the  Home  receiving  peiuions,  lo  pay  the  Home  a]'.  Ihey  receive  over  lifleea  dol- 
lars per  month,  and  all  unmarried  inmalcs  all  over  ten  dollars  per  month,  and 
require  them  to  furnish  their  own  ciolMng  and  tobacco.  II  a  uniform  system 
could  be  adopted  by  Congress,  governing  Ihi:  pension  matter,  fur  all  the 
Homes,  both  State  and  National,  I  believu  i:  would  be  a  good  thing  to  do.

•t  Milwaukec,  Wisconsin.  We  found  Colonel  Wheeler.  Governoc  of  the 
Home,  on  duty,  and  quite  willing  to  show  ui  all  through  the  Home,  which  we 
found  in  excellent  condition.  Everything  appears  to  be  working  well  under 
the  present  management.  Colonel  Wheeler  appears  to  be  the  right  man  a  the 
right  place.     In  looking  after  the  large  and  small  details  whl^h  go  so   (ar  in 

auktng  B  succeufu!  msnagemetit  of  any  enlerprise.    There  was  not  anything 

to  find  fault  with,  and  many  things  lo  commend  in  the  present  management  ol 
the  National  Home. 

"The  health  of  this  Home  is  very  lair,  considering  the  number  of  old, 
broken  down  veterans  In  it, 

"Mrs.  Wheeler,  wile  ol  Colonel  Wheeler,  appears  to  be  very  much  inler- 
oted  in  caring  for  the  sick  and  disabled  old  soldiers,  and  her  good  nock,  kind 
words  and  motherly  care  are  tell  and  greatly  appreciated  by  the  old  veterans  id 
the  Home."

I  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  give  an  accurate  report  from  every  Post  of 
the  G.  A.  R.,  but  the  preceding,  taken  from  Department  Inspectors'  returns, 
will  show,  if  not  the  exact  numerical,  nearly  the  full  financial  strength  of  each 
Department  of  our  Order.  One  of  the  chief  and  most  important  items  of 
information  to  report  is  the  money  in  hands  of  Quartermasters  and  other 
Post  property;  for  soon,  wi\h  the  swift-coming  years,  this  will  be  the  birthright' 
and  heritage  of  the  organization  that  will  succeed  us — ^the  Sons  of  Veterans. 
Another  important  item  is  the  report  of  the  growth,  progress  and  development 
of  the  Order  of  Sons  of  Veterans,  as  we  are  thus  enabled  to  intelligently  assisr 
in  forming  the  ranks  of  those  who  shall  soon  fill  the  gaps  made  by  our  answer 
to  the  final  roll-calL  The  latter,  it  will  be  at  once  acknowledged,  is  a  worthy 
and  necessary  work,  if  we  would  faithfully  perform  our  duties  as  loyal  citizens 
and  keep  alive  the  fires  of  patriotism  which  are  the  safeguard  and  hope  of  the 
Nation.  I  submit,  however,  that  these  statistics  and  facts  can  not  be  fully 
presented,  so  as  to  be  of  highest  value,  while  some  Departments  still  persbt  in 
classing  inspections  as  secondary  and  partly  unnecessary  work.  If  the  De- 
partment can  not  afford  to  defray  the  expenses  of  traveling,  and  comrades 
with  sufficient  leisure  time  at  command  can  not  be  found  to  do  the  work  of 
inspection.  Assistant  Inspectors  should  be  appointed  most  likely  to  act;  and 
the  Posts  notified  that  if  the  Assistant  Inspector  should  fail  to  be  present  on 
the  night  appointed  for  inspection  the  Adjutant  of  the  Post  be  instructed  to 
act  as  inspecting  officer.  In  this  way  more  complete  returns  may  be  expected 
until  the  time  shall  come  when  every  Post  shall  be  included  in  the  annual 
reports.  Sometimes  the  work  has  failed  because  of  an  overweening  desire  on 
the  part  of  the  Department  Commander  to  have  all  portions  of  the  State  rep> 
resented  in  making  the  appointments,  without  taking  efficiency  and  zeal  into 
consideration,  thus  compromising  the  cohesiveness  and  working  power  of  the 
administration. 

While  the  rules  regarding  the  time  for  closing  inspections  should  specify  a 
date  for  the  same,  and  the  date  adopted  (December  15th  seems  to  be  the 
most  appropriate),  yet  Departments  which  from  location  or  convenience  can 
better  perform  the  work  in  spring  and  early  summer  should  be  permitted  to 
do  so,  closing  inspections  at  latest  by  June  80th. 

It  seems  unwise  to  often  change  the  form  for  inspections,  and  the  one  now 
in  use  is  calculated  to  bring  out  all  the  information  needed. 

Regarding  the  manner  of  receiving,  the  Inspector  and  programme  of 
inspection,  I  recommend  the  following  (being  essentially  that  used  prior  to 
1892)  as  the  most  natural,  impressive  and  effective,  and  trust  that  the  commit- 
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(K,  if  ibey  concur  in  il*  kdopljon,  will  rccommeDd  that  the  same  be  used  at 
Ickl  iw  I  or  three  luccessive  yean;  s>  Ihal  if  experience  should  suggeM 
amvni^Dienli  or  changes,  they  con  he  nude  after  a  thoroueh  liial ; 

"  The  Inspecting  officer,  having  previously  notiJied  the  Post  Commander  of 
the  time  when  he  intends  to  visit  the  Post  fur  Ihe  purpose  of  inspection,  shall 
present  himself  Bt  the  place  of  meeting  previous  to  the  opening  of  the  Post,  in 
order  that  the  P.  C.  may  call  the  Post  to  order  to  receive  the  Inspector,  and 
slier  ihis  has  been  done    open  Ihe  Puft  in  regular  form. 

"The  form  of  reception  shall  be  as  follows  :  The  P.  C,  shall  call  the  Post  to 
order,  see  that  all  things  are  ready  for  the  Inspector,  and  caution  the  comradea 
to  pay  s'.rict  attention  to  the  business  before  them.  He  iJiall  then  cause  the 
I.  U.  In  be  informed  of  his  readiness  to  receive  him.  The  I.  O.  shall  announce 
lo  the  J.  G.  his  name,  rank  in  the  G.  A,  K.,  and  the  purpose  of  his  visit.  The 
I.G.iliaU  then  address  the  O.  G.thus:  "O.  C.  Comrade  {name),  (Depart- 
ment or  Assistant)  Inspector  is  in  wailing  at  the  outpost."  The  O.  G.  will 
repeat  this  ta  the  O.  D.,  who  shall  announce  it  to  the  P.  C„  who  will  instruct 
the  0. 1>.  to  retire  to  the  outpost  aod  examine  the  I.  O. 

"Ihe  O.  I>.  having  retired,  the  P.  C.  shall  call  up  the  Post,  when  Ihe  officer* 
■hall  take  position  une  pace  in  front  of  their  respective  stations,  and  he  shall 
oomiund  them  to  draw  swords.  1  he  Guard  shall  be  paraited  under  command 
e(  the  O.  G.,  furming  on  the  side  of  the  hall  lo  the  left  of  the  P.  C,  the  left  of 
Ibe  line  towards  the  S.  V.  C. 

The  O.  U.  having  tested  the  I.  O.,  as  prescribed  in  the  Ritual,  shall  report 
the  rettiltt  as  follows : 

"Commander;  Comrade  (name)  is  u'ailing  at  Ihe  oulpost,  whom  1  lind  to 
be  Ihe  regularly  accredited  I.  U.  fur  this  Post." 

P.  C :     "  Vou  will  return  lo  Ihe  outpost  and  present  Ihe  I.  0." 

The  O.  D.  will  retire  to  the  oulpost  and  escort  the  1.  O.  lo  ibe  center  of  the 
hall,  and  halting  d<  IKc  attar  will  say : 

"Commander,  1  have  Ihe  honor  to  present  Comrade  (name),  (Department 
or  Assistant)  Inspector,  who  is  here  for  Ihe  purpose  of  inspecting  this  I'ost." 

P.C:  "Post,  present  arms."  Officers  will  salute  with  sivords;  comrades 
b]>  rainng  the  tiglit  band  to  visor  of  cap;  guard  with  muskets.  The  1.  O. 
win  retnra  Ihe  salute,  and  the  P.  C.  will  order ;  "  Carry  arms." 

F.  C :  "  Comrade,  as  Ihe  representative  of  our  Ueparlment  Commander, 
and  as  a  comrade  of  the  G.  A,  K.,  we  extend  to  you  a  soldier's  welcome,  and 
trust  that  your  stay  with  us  may  he  agreeable  and  instructive.  The  0.  D.  will 
escurt  the  I.  O.  to  a  scat  upon  my  tight."  The  P.  C,  will  then  seat  the  Tost, 
dismiss  the  Guard,  and  order  the  officers  lo  rrlire  lo  Ihe  outpost,  and  will  pro- 
ceed lo  open  Ihe  Post,  as  provided  in  the  Kiluol.  and  follow  the  regular  line  of 
bnsioets  therein  prescnbed.  If  no  recruit  is  present  to  be  mustered,  a  sutisti- 
tale  shall  he  provided  for  the  mustei-in  service.  [The  I.  O.  shall  satisfy  huu- 
scITthal  all  present  are  members  of  the  Order  in  regular  standing.  For  this 
purpose  he  may  require  the  National  pass-word  of  all  present.J  After  the 
muitei-in  service  Ihe  P,  C.  shall  complete  the  regular  order  of  business,  during 
which  time  the  1.  O.  will  proceed  to  examine  Ihe  books  of  the  Adiutant  and 
Quarlerinasler,  after  which,  and  at  the  close  of  the  regular  business,  he  will 
lake  position  at  the  allar  and  ask  such  questions  of  the  P.  C.  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  complete  his  report  to  Keadquarten.  Each  question  on  i'orm  H 
^uld  be  asked  by  Ihe  I.  O.,  Ihe  P.  C.  answering,  calling  upon  the  Adjutant 
or  (jBarlermasler  for  statistics  when  necessary.     Upon  the  cumplelion  ot  the 

rions,  Ihe  P.  C  shall  invite  the  I.  O.  to  address  the  Post    1  be  1.  O.  shall 
offer  iiicb  suggestioifs  as  may  seem  lo  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
Post  and  of  the  Order. 
'Ihel.  O.Will  then  retire,  or  remain  with  the  Post  until  it  has  closed.    II  he 
'    wvh  '4  tu  retire,  he  will  signify  his  intention  to  Ihe  P.  C.,  who  will  call  up  the 
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Post  [Officers  shall  step  one  pace  in  front  of  their  stations,  and  draw  sworck 
when  ordered  by  the  P.  C]  The  I.  O.  shall  take  his  position  in  rear  of  the 
altar,  and  P.  C  shall  say : 

"Comrade  (name),  (Assistant  or  Department)  Inspector,  we  thank  you  for 
your  kind  advice  and  hope  to  profit  thereby.  You  will  assure  the  Department 
Commander  of  our  intentions  to  do  all  in  our  power  for  the  good  of  the  Ordes. 
The  O.  D.  will  escort  the  I.  O.  to  the  outpost.     Post,  present  arms." 

The  salute  having  been  returned,  the  P.  C.  will  say :  "  Carry  arms,**  and 
the  I.  O.  will  be  escorted  by  the  O.  D.  to  the  outpost.* 

*Many  comnules*  especially  those  living^  at  m  distance  from  the  Post,  attend  infre- 
quently :  and  some  only  on  the  night  of  annual  inspection.  The  questions  on 
form  **  H,"  asked  aloua  from  position  at  the  altar,  in  some  instances  i^ive  such  con>- 
rades  the  only  information  they  get  as  to  the  standing,  condition,  and  working  of  the 
Post. 

No  blank  seems  to  be  required  of  the  Assistant  Inspector-General;  but  he 
should  by  circular  be  instructed  to  report  as  to  the  general  interest  and  tone 
in  theC.  A.  R.  throughout  the  Department;  also  as  to  the  earnestness,  zeal 
and  efficiency  of  the  Department  officers.  In  some  Departments  provision  is 
made  for  paying  expenses  of  Asssistant  Inspectors-General  to  visit  and  report 
upon  Soldiers'  Homes.  This  is  commendable  and  should  be  fostered.  Where 
practicable,  everything  of  interest  regarding  these  homes  should  be  known 
and  published  in  these  reports,  as  they  are  a  monument  of  one  of  the  noblest 
charities  of  the  people  of  this  Nation. 

Testimony  of  Posts  having  largest  ntmiber  of  Women's  Relief  Corps  uni- 
formly coincides  with  that  of  Inspector  Suydam  of  Pennsylvania :  that  the 
work  of  the  Order  is  greatly  benefited  thereby.  These  auxiliaries  should  be 
encouraged;  their  aim,  influence  and  example  is  always  towards  purity, 
charity  and  loyalty. 

Many  Camps  of  Sons  of  Veterans  have  assumed  names  of  living  comrades 
of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion.  This  has  tended  to  increase  the  immediate 
interest  in  the  Order  that  will  succeed  us.  Let  us  help,  advise,  encourage^ 
strengthen  our  sons,  as  we  shall  soon  commit  to  their  care  our  fame,  and  the 
Nation's  honor,  welfare  and  existence. 

The  year  has  not  been  without  earnest  thought  and  work,  and  often  some 
anxiety  lest  I  should  not  be  able  to  submit  a  report  complete  enough  to  be 
worthy  my  comrades  and  the  cause. 

To  yourself,  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  all  the  officials  with  whom  I  have 
labored,  I  desire  to  exprsss  my  heartfelt  thanks  for  the  kindly  help  and 
uniform  courtesy  I  have  received. 

I  have  endeavored  to  carefully  and  faithfully  serve  the  G.  A.  R.,  to  the  end 
that  in  some  measure  its  walls  and  bulwarks  might  be  strengthened;  that 
each  individual  thereof  might  be  enlightened  as  to  its  tone,  strength,  member- 
ship and  future  prospects,  and  that  all  might  see  and  realize  the  heritage  of 
honorable  renown  soon  to  descend  to  the  Sons  of  Veterans.  If  I  have  siio> 
ceeded  in  any  degree,  my  reward  is  in  the  consciousness  of  some  good  accoift- 
plisbed  for  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic

Dkar  Sir  and  Comrade;  I  have  the  honor  through  you  to  ti 
to  tbe  Commander-in-Cbief  my  report  of  the  opinioDs  rendered  durirg 
the  past  year.  I  hope  that  the  opinions  given  have  been  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  and  the  usage  of  our  beloved 
Order.  A  careful  reading  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  an 
•Kamination  of  the  decisions  heretofore  made,  would  have  in  most 
OUes  solved  the  questions  in  which  official  opinions  have  been  sough L 

Like  ray  predecessors,  I  believed  it  to  Lie  my  duty  and  I  have  felt 
bonnd  to  give  a  strict  construction  of  the  provisions  in  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  which  prescribe  the  qualifications  of  persons  entitled  to 
membership. 

In  the  matter  of  tbe  appeal  of  A.  B.  C.  Clements,  I  was  very  loath 
to  reach  a  conclusion  that  Dr.  Jonen,  who  "had  been  appointed  and 
served  as  an  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  in  the  United  States  navy, 
and  who  by  reason  of  sickness  became  disabled  white  in  a  line  of  duty, 
and  wh-Dso  appointment  was  thereupon  revoked,"  was  not  entitled  to 
membership  i:i  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic;  but  after  a  careful 
examination  of  the  law  I  became  satisfied  that  such  persons  are  not 
eonsidered  oi  being  navy  officers,  and  have  no  rank,  precedence  or 
grade.  They  are  simply  citizens  employed  under  a  special  contract 
and  for  temporary  purposes  only.  The  length  of  term  of  service 
matters  coL  I  (eel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  call  special  attention  to  the 
fact  that  many  comrades,  even  Department  officers  and  Past  National 
officers,  write  directly  to  the  Judge- Advocate-General,  asking  him  to 
decide  disputed  poiats,  ignoring  Department  and  National  Head- 
quarters. All  such  communications  have  been  returned  for  want  of 
authority,  with  the  information  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  alona 
decides  questions  of  law,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  National  En- 
campm^int,  and  that  all  matters  for  the  Commander-in-Chiefs  consid- 
eration should  be  sent  through  Department  Headquarters  to  the 
Adjutant-General.  I  have,  in  a  few  cases  sent  me  by  order  of  tbe 
Commander-in-Chief,  ignored  formalities  and  given  opinions.  I 
would  recommend  that  in  the  future  all  matters  sent  to  the  Com. 
mander-ia-Chief,  which  are  not  sent  through  Department  Headquar. 
ters,  bo  returned  to  the  comrade  from  whom  the  communication 
Rtes  through  the  Department  Headquarters  of  the  jurisdictioa 
VJb  whicb  the  comrades  reside,  and  that  the  comrades'  attention  be 
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called  to  Article  7,  Rules  and  Regulations  (Blue  Book,  page  146),  and 
tiie  decisions  made  under  said  article.  A  careful  study  of  this  article 
and  the  construction  g^ven  it  and  a  compliance  with  the  same  would 
save  much  annoyance,  delay  and  correspondence. 

Grateful  to  the  Commander-in-Chief,  not  only  for  the  confidence 
reposed  in  me,  but  as  well  for  his  uniform  kindness,  courtesy,  and 
many  valuable  suggestions  throughout  the  year,  and  to  you  with 
whom  I  have  had  a  large  correspondence,  for  your  promptness,  kind- 
ness and  assistance,

DECISION  No.  I. 

SYLLABUS. 

The  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  a  statement  charging  that  a 
certain  comrade  gained  admission  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  by  personation  of  a  deceased  brother  and  by  using  his 
deceased  brother* s  discharge ^  and  that  said  comrade  procured  him- 
self  to  be  appointed  guardian  of  his  dead  brother* s  children,  and 
that  he  squandered  their  estate.  Said  last  charge  not  being  con* 
nected  with  Grand  Army  affairs,  and  not  being  spoken  in  the  Post 
room  or  Encampment^  will  not  sustain  a  charge  of  ^'Conduct  unbe- 
coming a  soldier  and  gentleman  in  his  relation  to  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic y 

FACTS. 

William  C.  Webber,  a  member  of  Geo.  H.  Thomas  Post  No.  13, 
G.  A.  R.,  Department  of  Ohio,  visited  San  Antonio,  Texas,  about 
February,  1891.  Shortiy  afterwards  he  returned  to  Cincinnati  when 
he  wrote  a  letter  to  J.  A.  Joel  (whom  I  imderstand  to  be  an  expelled 
member  of  the  G.  A.  R.),  the  editor  of  a  paper  called  the  "Grand 
Army  Gazette  and  National  Guardsman,"  and  caused  the  said  com- 
munication to  be  published  in  said  paper,  charging  that  Comrade  W. 
E.  Peters,  a  member  of  August  Belknap  Post  No.  37,  G.  A.  R., 
Department  of  Texas,  had,  by  personation  of  a  deceased  brother  and 
by  the  use  of  the  discharge  papers  of  said  deceased  brother,  gained 
admission  into  the  Grand  Army.  That  said  W.  E.  Peters  had  pro- 
cured himself  to  be  appointed  administrator  of  his  brother's  estate, 
and  guardian  of  his  deceased  brother's  children.  That  he  appropri. 
ated  all  the  personal  property  of  said  estate,  and  did  "light  out" 
with  it.  That  the  said  Peters  procured  himself  to  be  elected  a  dele- 
gate to  the  State  Encampment  at  Dallas,  Texas,  March  3d,  4th  and 
5th.  That  he  was  outflanked  and  was  relegated  back  to  where  he 
started  from  before  entering  the  G.  A.  R.  This  is  the  kind  of  vet- 
erans (?)  you  find  in  the  G.  A.  R.,  etc. 
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Said  W.  E.  Peters,  in  a  communicalion  ftddressed  to  A.  J.  Seffel. 
CommaBder  of  August  Belknap  Post  No.  37,  G.  A.  R.,  pronounced 
the  statements  made  and  published  of  and  concerning  hijn  as  false 
and  malicious,  and  sets  forth  what  he  claims  to  be  his  record  as  a 
soldier,  and  asks  that  the  Commander  of  August  Belknap  Post  No. 
37,  G.  A.  R..  Department  of  Texas,  forward  his  communication, 
together  with  a  marked  copy  of  the  paper  in  which  the  libel  was 
published  to  the  Department  Commander  of  the  Department  of 
Texas,  and  through  him  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  0.  A.  R., 
and  in  the  name  of  simple  justice  that  Wm.  C.  Webber  be  court- 
martialed. 

At  &  meeting  of  said  August  Belknap  Post  held  at  San  Antonio, 
Texas,  June  a7th.  1891,  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  pro- 
nouodng  the  publication  as  grossly  slanderous  and  denouncing  W.  C. 
Webber  and  Elihu  Moore  Boggs.  Similar  resolutions  were  passed  by 
Geo.  Crook  Post  No.  49,  G.  A.  R. ,  Department  of  Texas,  at  a  special 
meeting  held  June  iilh,  i3gi. 

At  a  meeting  of  said  August  Belknap  Post  held  July  20th,  iSgi, 
charges  with  specifications  attached  were  preferred  against  Wm.  C. 
Webber  charging  him  with  "'conductunworthy  of  a  soldier  and  a  com- 
rade of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  that  he  committed  a  gross 
and  slaodervus  Ub«l  upon  said  W.  E,  Fet«rs,  That  he  was  guilty  by 
his  criminal  conduct  of  bringing  disgrace  and  trouble  into  the  ranksof 
tbeC.A.  R."  The  specifications  set  forth  the  writing  of  the  communi- 
catioa  to  said  J.  A.  Joel,  editor  of  the  '■  Grand  Army  Gazette  and 
National  Guardsman,"  and  the  publication  of  same  (said  communica- 
tion being  attached  and  made  a  part  of  the  specification).  That  said 
comronojcation  was  a  willful  and  malicious  lie. 

These  papers  were  forwarded  to  the  Department  Commander, 
together  with  copies  of  the  resolutions  passed  by  August  Belknap  and 
Geo,  Crook  Posts,  together  with  marked  copies  of  the  pubh cation.  It 
does  not  appear  that  any  action  was  taken  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander of  the  Department  of  Texas.  After  writing  several  commu- 
nications to  said  Department  Commander  of  Texas  and  receiving  no 
reply,  copies  of  the  communications  to  the  said  Department  Com- 
mander, a  copy  of  the  request  of  Comrade  Peters  for  investigation,  a 
copy  of  the  charges  preferred  by  said  August  Belknap  Post,  together 
with  extracts  from  the  publication  signed  by  Wm,  C.  Webber,  etc., 
)  forwarded  to  Adjutant-General  Goulding  and  were  by  htia 
.  tnmed  over  to  Colonel  Fred.  Phisterer,  present  Adjutant-General, 

d  were  by  the  Commander-tn -Chief  referred  to  me. 


The  ptiblication  does  not  constitute  such  a  libel  as  an  indictment 
voold  lie  for.    Since  the  words  do  not  charge  a  fetony  they  are  not 
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actionable /^r  se^  and  unless  special  damages  be  pleaded  and  proved 
the  comrade  woold  not  be  entitled  to  recover  in  a  civil  court,  and 
they  do  not  in  my  opinion,  so  far  as  they  refer  to  Comrade  Peters, 
charge  an  offense  cognizable  by  or  falling  within  any  of  the  provis* 
ions  of  the  code  of  discipline  of  the  G.  A.  R. 

This  code  is  established,  as  I  understand  it,  for  the  discipline  of 
members  guilty  of  offenses  conunitted  while  within  the  Post  room  or 
directly  connected  with  the  G.  A.  R. 

If  every  comrade  making  false  statements  of  or  concerning  other 
comrades  should  be  court-martialed,  the  membership  would  find  con* 
stant  employment  serving  upon  courts-martial. 

The  National  Encampment  has  already  decided  (Decision  32,  L.  P.) 
* '  that  defrauding  another  in  money  matters  not  connected  with  Grand 
Army  affairs  will  not  support  the  charge  of  conduct  unbecoming  a 
soldier  and  a  gentleman  in  his  relations  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
RepubUc." 

The  National  Encampment  has  already  passed  upon  a  question 
somewhat  similar  to  the  one  under  consideration.  (See  Opinion  65, 
W.  D.  D.,  June  30th,  1875,  Blue  Book,  page  218.)  In  that  case  it  was 
held  **  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  may  exercise  a  sound  discretion 
in  refusing  to  order  a  court  to  try  these  questions  until  one  of  the 
parties  has  shown  a  real  and  substantial  injury  by  obtaining  a  judg- 
ment against  the  other  in  the  civil  courts." 

In  the  present  case  the  civil  courts  are  open  to  the  aggrieved 
comrade,  and,  in  my  opinion,  he  ought  to  be  required  to  exhaust  his 
remedy  in  the  civil  courts,  before  calling  upon  the  Commander-in- 
Chief.  Such  a  question  can  best  be  decided  by  the  civil  courts.  If 
the  comrade  has  suffered  real  damage,  he  can  doubtless  recover  a 
judgment  and  be,  so  far  as  money  can,  compensated. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  refuse 
to  interfere  or  lend  his  assistance  until  after  Comrade  Peters  has 
exhausted  his  legal  remedies. 

There  is,  however,  in  this  publication  a  statement  which  does  not 
refer  to  Comrade  Peters  alone,  but  to  the  Grand  Army  as  a  body,  and 
is  an  assault  and  reflection  upon  the  Grand  Army  as  an  organization. 
**This  is  the  kind  of  veterans  (?)  we  find  in  the  G.  A.  R.,"  meaning 
to  convey  the  idea  that  the  Grand  Army  is  made  up  of  unworthy  men» 
and  tends  to  bring  the  Grand  Army  into  contempt,  and  to  bring  upon 
it  the  condemnation  of  good  men,  and  to  rob  it  of  the  high  esteem  in 
which  it  is  now  held  by  all  patriotic  citizens.  I  would  therefore  recom- 
mend that  the  appeal  be  dismissed  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  Comrade 
Peters.  But  that  the  0>mmander-in-Chief  calls  the  attention  of  the 
Department  Commander  of  Ohio  to  the  publication  in  the  **  Grand 
Army  Gazette  and  National  Guardsman,"  with  a  request  that  he 
forward  the  same,  with  his  endorsement  thereon,  to  the  Post  0>nK 
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mandec  of  Geo.  H.  Thomas  Post  No.  13.  G.  A.  R.,  Department  of 
Obio,  with  a  request  that  charges  shall  be  preferred  and  that  Com- 
rade Webber  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  RiUes  and  Regulations. 


DECISION  No.  s 


A  Deparlment  Commander  cannot  declare  an  office  vacant,  and 
order  an  election  to  fill  a  vacancy. 

The  only  means  of  deposing  of  an  umdorthy  officer  is  by  prefer- 
riHg-ckargti  and  proceeding  in  accordance  with  the  Rules  and 
Regulations. 


FACTS   AS   STATED   BY  ' 

The  Departnient  Commander  of  the  Department  of  Indian  Ter- 
ritory states  that  "last  summer  when  we  orgaaiied,  I  was  totally 
unBcqnainted  with  the  fitness  of  those  present  to  perform  the  functions 
oE  the  offices  they  aspired  to.  Old  man  Bowman  ran  off  from  the 
Territory  soon  after  the  organisation,  leaving  his  family,  and  his 
brethren  wrote  me  that  his  wiiereabouts  were  unknown." 

■'When  we  met  in  Muskogee  to  organise  a  Board  of  Administra- 
tion  and  build  into  sbme  kind  of  order,  the  condition  of  the  posts  in 
this  Territory,  which  are  separated  seventy  and  an  hundred  miles 
apart.  I  resolved  to  have  a  good  substantial  isan  in  his  place,  and 
Mr.  Walburn,  the  Presiding  Methodist  Elder  for  the  Indian  Terri- 
tory, was  unanimously  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy." 

OPINION, 

Th«re  waa  no  vacancy  to  fiU.  hence  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Walburn  to  fill  the  vacancy  was  void,  and  James  H.  Bowman  is  stiU 
the  legal  occupant  of  the  office  to  which  be  was  elected. 

DECISION  No.  3. 

A  post  may.  by  authority  of  a  Department  Encampment,  hold 
alternate  meetings  in  different  lotuns  in  the  same  vicinity.  Said 
authority  should  be  so  expressed  in  the  charter,  or  by  action  of 
the  Department  EncampmeKl  or  authority  of  the  Department 
Commander, 

FACTS. 

A  number  of  soldiers  residing  at  Riple,  Co!.,  thirteen  miles  from 
Newcastle,  Col.,  proposed  to  become  niemtiers  of  General  Shields 
Post  No.  78,  G.  A.  R..  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  if 
alternate  meetings  of  said  post  may  be  held  at  the  two  points,  to-wit, 
Newcastle  (the  present  head-quarters  of  General  Shields  Post]  and 
Riple.  The  Judge- Advocate  of  the  Department  of  Colorado  and 
Wyoming,  gives  his  opinion  that  meetings  cannot  be  held  alternately 
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at  the  two  points.  That  to  do  so  would  be  to  grant  a  roving  charter 
and  be  in  conflict  with  opinion  77,  page  54,  B.  B.,  **The  Commander- 
in-Chief  cannot  grant  a  roving  charter." 

OPINION. 

In  my  opinion,  the  opinion  of  the  Judge-Advocate  is  incorrect  and 
ought  not  to  be  approved. 

The  facts  upon  which  Opinion  77  was  founded  and  the  facts  in  the 
present  case  are  wholly  dissimilar.  Decision  No.  29,  L.  P.,  page  loi, 
B.  B.,  is  exactly  in  point.    I  fully  concur  in  that  opinion. 

DECISION  No.  4. 

SYLLABUS. 

A  midshipman  is  a  line  officer  of  the  eleventh  grade  and  if  he 
served  as  such  between  April  12,  j86j,  and  April  9,  j86j,  in  the 
war  for  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion,  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged therefrom,  he  is  entitled*to  membership  in  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic, 

FACTS. 

The  application  of  the  candidate  states  that  he  was  appointed 
October  13,  1863,  as  midshipman,  United  States  Navy.  That  he 
resigned  therefrom  as  midshipman  at  Newport,  R.  I.,  by  reason  of 
sickness  (date  not  given).  After  two  months'  sick  leave,  caused  in 
line  of  duty,  he  was  reappointed  December  ist,  1864,  as  captain's 
clerk,  In  United  States  Navy,  ranking  as  midshipman,  and  resigned 
therefrom  as  captain's  clerk,  with  rank  of  midshipman,  at  Philadel- 
phia (date  not  given). 

OPINION. 

A  midshipman  is  a  line  officer  of  the  eleventh  grade  in  the  United 
States  Navy  (Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  1878,  section 
1362), 

If  the  applicant  served  as  such  between  April  12,  1861,  and  April 
9,  1865,  in  the  war  for  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion,  and  was 
honorably  discharged  therefrom,  he  is  eligible  to  membership  in  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

In  my  opinion  the  applicant  is  eligible. 

DECISION  No.  5. 

SYLLABUS. 

A  Post  Commander  may  be  tried  by  a  post  court-martial  unless 
he,  in  accordance  with  Section  7,  Code  of  Procedure  for  the  govern- 
ment of  courts-martial,  shall  request,  in  writing,  to  be  tried  by  a 
general  court,  assigning  his  objections  to  a  trial  by  the  post  court, 

FACTS. 

The  Department  of  Kansas  submits  the  following  interrogatory: 
••  Can  a  Post  Commander  be  tried  by  a  post  court-martial?" 

*eligibU» 
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OPINION. 

Yes:  unless  the  comrade,  ia  accordance  witli  tbe  provisions  of 
Kflection  7  of  the  Code  of  Procedure  for  the  government  of  conrts- 
I  martial,  asked  for  a  general  court-martial. 

This  was  not  so  prior  tu  the  action  of  the  National  Encampment, 
I  vben  section  3  of  the  code  was  amended  by  adding  "  That  Depart- 
ment officers  designated  in  section  2,  article  4.  chapter  3.  other  than 
the  Commander,  shall  only  be  tried  by  courts  ordered  by  the  Depart- 
ment Commander  or  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  the  Department 
Commander  and  the  national  officers  designated  in  section  2,  article 
4,  chapter  4.  other  than  the  Commander-in-Chief,  shall  only  be  tried 
by  courts  ordered  by  the  Commander-in-Chief." 

In  my  opinion  all  others  than  those  designated  in  section  i.  article 
4,  chapter  3,  and  section  2,  article  4,  chapter  4.  other  than  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, may  be  tried  by  a  post  court-martial,  or,  more 
properly  speaking,  by  a  court-martial  ordered  by  the  post. 

Hence  >  Post  Commander  may  be  tried  by  a  court-martial  ordered 
by  the  post,  unless  he  shall,  in  accordance  with  section  7,  request  in 
writing,  to  be  tried  by  a  general  court  assigning  his  objections  to  a 
trial  by  the  post  court. 

All  opinions  to  the  contrary  made  prior  to  the  amendment  of  said 
Mcdon  3,  article  6,  Code  of  Procedure  for  the  government  of  courts- 
\  nardal,  are  null  and  void. 

DECISION  No.  6. 

By  rtsolulhit  of  thi  National  Encampment,  adopltd  at  Dayton 
\,in  iSSo,  power  wa.r  conferred  on  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  revise, 
I  retit  or  reduce  the  sentence  of  courts-martial  in  meritorious  cases, 
I  ml  any  time,  on  application  approved  by  intermediate  authorities. 

Applications  under  this  resolution  should  comply  with  it  in 
i  Jetter  and  spirit.  The  Commander-in-Chief  has  no  authority  to 
I  restore  comrades  to  membership,  except  by  revision,  remittance  or 
I  reduction  of  a  sentence  of  court-martial. 

Comrade  Delos  Marsh,  of  tbe  Department  of  Kansas,  petitions 
the  Commander-in-Chief  to  restore  him  lo  membership  in  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic. 


After  a  careful  examination  of  the  papers  in  this  case,  and  the 
Roles  and  Regulations,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  papers  should 
be  returned,  and  the  attention  of  the  Department  Commander  of  the 
Department  of  Kansas,  and  through  him  the  attention  of  the  Post 
Commander  of  the  post  to  which  Comrade  Marsh  formerly  belonged, 
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be  called  to  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  National  Encampment  at 
Dayton,  Ohio,  in  1880. 

While  to  remit  a  sentence  is  to  annul  the  sentence  and  pardon  the 
offender  (second  Bouv.  Law  Diet.  444  and  445  ;  also  Journal  of  the 
25  th  National  Encampment,  page  160,  Decision  XXI),  this  resolution 
does  not  authorize  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  restore  to  member- 
ship a  comrade  who  has  been  dishonorably  discharged ;  it  only 
authorizes  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  revise,  remit  or  reduce  sen- 
tence  of  court-martial  in  meritorious  cases,  at  any  ttme^  on  applica' 
Hon  approvea  by  intermediate  authorities^ 

True,  the  result  may  be  the  same,  yet  the  application  should  be  in 
form,  and  should  pray  for  the  revision,  remission  or  reduction  of  the 
sentence  oi  court-martial,  and  should  be  approved  by  the  inter- 
mediate authorities. 

The  comrade  may  be  admitted  to  the  post  which  dishonorably  dis- 
charged him,  on  a  new  application  and  election  as  a  recruit,  such 
applications  being  first  approved  by  the  officer  who  approved  the 
sentence  of  court-martial ;  or  the  Commander-in-Chief  may,  on 
application,  approved  by  intermediate  authorities,  revise,  remit  or 
reduce  the  sentence,  if  he  deem  the  case  a  meritorious  one.  (Opinion 
24,  W.  W.  D.,  and  Decision  No.  i,  L.  W.,  page  221  B.  B.;  also 
Decision  21,  page  160,  Journal  of  the  25th  National  Encampment.) 

DECISION  No.  7. 

SYLLABUS. 

An  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  in  the  U,  S.  Navy,  appointed  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  temporary  service^  is  not  eligible  to 
membership  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 

CASE. 

Is  an  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  eligible  to  mem- 
bership in  the  Grand  Army? 
This  interrogatory  must  be  answered  in  the  negative. 

OWNION. 

Section  411  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  provides 
that  '*  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  appoint,  for  temporary  service, 
such  Acting  Assistant  Surgeons  as  the  exigencies  of  the  service  may 
require,  who  shall  receive  the  compensation  of  Assistant  Surgeons." 

Clearly,  this  statute  was  intended  to  provide  for  emergencies,  and 
persons  appointed  under  it  are  neithei  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines. 
There  is  no  enlistment,  and  the^  are  no'  entitled  to  honorable  dis- 
charge.   They  are  simply  citizens  employed  under  a  special  contract. 

They  are  neither  commissioned  officers  nor  enlisted  men  in  the 
Army,  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  and  are  therefore  not,  in  my  opinion, 
eligible  to  membership  in  the  Grand  Army 
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The  effect  of  the  vote  of  a  post  lo  attend  the  meeting  of  the 
Natiouai  Encampment  is  to  suspend  the  regular  meetings  of  said 
post  during  the  meeting  of  the  National  Encampment,  and  ivhile 
the  post  is  absent  in  attendance  upon  the  National  Encampment. 
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Theby-laWBof  Major  Howe  Post  No.  47.  Department  of  Massa- 
Chasetts.  provide  when  the  regular  meetings  of  said  post  shall  beheld; 
that  eight  comrades  qualified  to  transact  business  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Some  time  in  1890  the  post  voted  to  attend  the  National  Encarap- 
jnent  at  Detroit  in  iSgi.  The  post  to  the  numl>er  of  seventy-four 
members,  under  the  command  of  the  Post  Commander,  did  attend 
said  Encampment. 

On  August  4th,  and  while  the  Post  Commander  and  the  post,  in 
accordance  with  said  vote,  was  in  attendance  upon  the  Naiional 
Encampment,  twenty-eighl  comrades  held  a  meeting  at  their  post 
rooms  at  Haverhill,  Massachusetts.  August  iith,  at  the  first  regular 
meeting  aiter  the  National  Encampment,  the  Post  Commander  ruled 
"that  the  meeting  held  al  Haverhill,  August  4th,  [Sgt,  while  the  post 
was  in  Detroit,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  said  post,  and  in  attend- 
ance upon  the  National  Encampment,  was  illegal,  for  the  reason  tbat, 
by  vole  of  the  post,  the  post  was  in  Detroit." 

This  decision  was  sustained  by  the  Department  Commander, 


This  ruling  should  be  sustained.  The  effect  of  the  vote,  by  the 
post,  to  attend  the  National  Encampment  was  to  suspend  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  post  during  the  absence  of  the  post,  while  in  attend- 
ance upon  the  National  Encampment. 

DECISION  No.  9. 

Representatives  to  a  Department  Encampment  serve  during 
the  year,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  fanuary  following  their 
election  in  December. 


The  Department  Commander  of  the  Department  of  Georgia.  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  in  accordance  with  "  section  s,  article  3.  chap- 
ter 3."  Rules  and  Regulations,  called  a  special  meeting  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Georgia.  G.  A.  R.,  "for  the  purpose  of  taking  action  upon 
the  appeals  of  various  posts  to  change  the  place  of  meeting  of  the 
Fourth  Annual  Encampment,  and  for  the  purpose,  if  found  necessary, 
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of  considering  and  deciding  upon  the  credentials  of  representatives 
to  the  encampment  elected  by  the  various  posts." 
The  Department  Commander  submits  the  following  questions: 
First  Has  the  special  meeting  the  right  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
examine  and  report  on  credentials  of  delegates  ? 

Second.  Must  the  special  meeting  be  composed  of  the  members  of 
the  former  encampment,  instead  of  the  members  of  the  next  encamp- 
ment? 

OPINION. 

To  the  first  question  my  answer  is  yes.  Chapter  3,  article  3,  sec- 
tion 2,  provides  for  the  calling  of  a  special  meeting. 

The  National  Encampment  which  convened  at  Boston,  1890, 
approved  the  decision  of  Commander-in-Chief  General  R.  A.  Alger, 
that  "  It  is  lawful  for  a  special  meeting  of  the  encampment,  reg^ularly 
convened  under  section  2,  article  3,  chapter  3,  Rules  and  Regulations, 
to  change  the  time  and  place  of  the  annual  encampment,  notwith- 
standing the  annual  encampment  in  reg^ular  session  may  have  fixed 
the  time  and  place.  (Decision  6,  R.  A.  A.,  B.  B.,  1891,  page  139. 
See,  also,  opinion  of  Judge- Advocate-Qeneral,  Judge  D.  R.  Austin, 
same  page.) 

The  authority  to  appoint  the  necessary  committees  is,  in  my 
opinion,  included  within  said  section  2,  article  3,  chapter  3. 

Second.  The  plain  provision  of  section  3,  article  i,  chapter  3,  is 
''these  elected  members,  and  an  equal  number  of  alternates,  shall 
be  chosen  at  the  time  and  in  the  mode  of  electing  officers  of  posts,  at 
the  first  stated  meeting  in  December,  and  shall  serve  during  the  year 
commencing  on  the  first  day  of  January  following,"  etc. 

Hence  my  answer  to  the  second  question  is  that  the  Post  Com- 
manders and  representatives  entitled  to  seats  in  the  special  meeting 
are  those  chosen  at  the  first  stated  meeting  in  December. 

The  first  question  is  fully  settled  by  Decision  6  (R.  A.  A.,  B.  B., 
1891,  page  139),  the  second  by  article  i,  chapter  3,  section  3. 

DECISION  No.  10. 

SYLLABUS. 

The  presumption  is  that  a  committee  appointed  to  investigate 
and  report  upon  an  application  for  memberships  discharges  its 
duty  in  accordance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations ^  and  the  state- 
ment of  a  comrade^  who  rises  to  a  point  of  order ^  that  the  commit- 
tee did  not  see  the  candidate  after  its  appointment ^  without  such 
fact  being  shown  by  the  records  or  admitted,  or  by  extrinsic 
evidence,  is  not  sufficient  to  overcome  the  presumption, 

FACTS. 

In  this  case  the  appeal  states  only  that  the  decision  is  contrary  to 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  ;  second,  that  it  is  in  direct  confiict  with 
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decisions  made  by  the  Judge -Advocate-General  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  and 
sustained  by  the  National  Encamproent,  and  published  in  the  Blue 
Book  (or  the  guidance  of  p<)sts. 

In  other  words,  the  appeal  is  general.  The  appellant  does  not  take 
the  trouble  to  point  out  what  section,  article  or  chapter  is  violated  by 
the  decision  of  the  Department  Commander.  Does  not  state  what 
"decision  made  by  the  Judge -Advocate-General  and  sustained  by 
the  National  Encampment  and  published  in  the  Blue  Book  for  the 
guidance  of  posts,  is  in  direct  conflict  with  the  decision  of  the 
Department  Commander ;  he  appeals  generally,  and  asks  the  Com- 
mander-iD-Chief  to  see  if  he  can't  find  some  Rule  or  Regulation  or  a 
dedsioit  violated. 


It  may  not  be  improper  to  remark  here  that  the  Judge- Advocate- 
General  does  not  make  decisions  ;  he.  only  in  compliance  with  request 
of  Commander-in-Chief,  gives  opinions.  The  Commander-in-Chief 
alone  makes  decisions,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  National 
Encampment. 

The  record  in  this  case  does  not  state  that  the  committee  did  not 
discharge  its  duty  in  compliance  with  Rules  and  Regulations  (section 
3.  article  s.  chapter  a). 

The  only  information  we  have  on  this  subject  is  the  statement  in 
the  record  attached  to  the  appeal,  that  "After  some  other  business 
had  been  transacted  under  the  call,  the  Commander  was  about  to 
proceed  with  the  business  of  muster,  and  Comrade  Peck  made  the 
following  point  of  order,  '  I  make  a  point  of  order  against  all  the 
applicants  for  membership  in  this  post  that  were  read  by  the  Adju- 
tant and  referred  to  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Commander  at 
a  regular  meeting  of  the  post  held  December  35,  1891,  that  were 
favorably  reported  and  were  balloted  for  on  the  same  night,  for  the 
following  reasons,  to-wit:  that  said  committee  did  not  see  the  appli- 
cants in  person  after  they  were  apfiointed  and  before  they  made  their 
reports,  as  the  rules  and  regulations  of  G.  A.  R.  require.'  " 

As  stated  the  record  does  not  show  that  the  committee  did  not  see 
the  candidates  after  they  were  appointed,  nor  is  it  agreed  that  such 
was  the  fact.  The  presumption  is  that  the  cotnmittee  discharged  its 
duty  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations,  and  the  statement 
of  the  comrade  in  his  point  of  order  "that  they  did  not  see  the  candi- 
dates after  their  appointment."  without  such  fact  being  shown  by  the 
record  or  other  proof  or  an  agreement  of  that  fact,  is  not  sufficient  to 
overcome  the  presumption. 

While  I  cannot  agree  with  the  Department  Commander  that  the 
language  in  said  "section  3.  article  1.  chapter  3.  Rules  and  Regu- 
I  lations."  is  merely  directory,  1  am  of  the  opinion  that,  as  the  record 
I  Uaads,  his  decision  roust  be  affirmed. 
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I>£CISION  No.  12. 

SYLLABUS. 

Members  of  a  post  cannot  become  members  of  another  post  with- 
out first  taking  transfer  cards  ^  or  having  first  obtained  honorable 
discharges, 

FACTS. 

On  April  27,  1886,  J.  M.  McCammon  was  mastered  as  a  charter 
member  of  Samuel  R.  Curtis'  Post  No.  12,  Department  of  Texas 
G.  A.  R.,  was  appointed  Adjutant,  and  served  in  that  office  for 
several  months.  Had  no  connection  with  any  other  post  up  to 
October,  1891,  when  he  made  application  to  Samuel  R.  Curtis'  Post 
No.  12,  for  transfer  card.  While  action  on  transfer  was  pending, 
John  A.  Dix  Post  No.  i,  claimed  the  right  of  re-instating  him,  he 
having  been  separated  from  it  since  April,  1886.  He  had  long  been 
a  member  of  Post  11,  and  never  secured  a  transfer  or  honorable 
discharge. 

OPINION. 

Members  of  a  post  cannot  become  members  of  another  post  with- 
out first  taking  transfer  cards,  or  having  first  obtained  honorable 
discharges.  In  my  opinion  the  decision  of  the  Department  Com- 
mander of  the  Department  of  Texas  is  in  accordance  with  former 
decisions,  is  good  law,  and  must  be  approved  (see  Blue  Book,  pages 
79,  80,  section  i,  article  3,  chapter  2;  also,  Decisions  251,  252,  254). 

DECISION  No.  13. 

SYLLABUS. 

/.  A  question  involving  the  regularity  of  the  election  of  Depart- 
ment Commander  is  in  the  nature  of  a  petition  in  error  and  not 
of  appeal y  as  that  term  is  generally  understood^  and  must  be 
determined  by  the  record  of  the  Department  Encampment,  at  which 
said  election  took  place ,  and  not  by  exparte  statements  or  extrinsic 
evidence, 

2.  The  tellers  appointed  to  count  the  ballots  and  to  ascertain  the 
result Sf  are  the  judges  of  said  election,  and  have  the  right,  and  it 
is  their  duty  to  reject  all  illegal  votes  cast,  (See  Opinion  jg.  Page 
jog,  B.  B.) 

J,  The  Rules  and  Regulations  require  that  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  This  means  a 
majority  of  all  the  legal  votes  cast  at  said  election, 

4.  Where  a  Department  provides,  by  by-laws,  that  different 
ballot  boxes  shall  be  provided  for  different  officers,  and  that  the 
officers  shall  all  be  elected  at  the  same  time,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
tellers  to  count  all  ballots  cast  at  said  election^  without  regard  to 
which  ballot  box  contained  the  ballots. 
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J.  The  members  of  a  Department  Encampment  participating  in 
an  election  where  tally.clerks  are  appointed  to  assist,  the  tellers 
make  no  objections  to  the  appointment  of  such  tally-clerks,  are 
estopped  to  object,  because  of  the  appointment  of  said  clerks,  not- 
withstanding the  fad  that  there  is  no  provision  in  the  by-laws 
providing  for  the  appointment  of  such  tally-clerks. 

6.  A  motion  to  make  the  election  of  a  comrade  -unanimous  without 
first  moiling  that  a  ballot  be  dispensed  with,  will  not  strengthen 
the  election  of  a  comrade  who  did  not  receive  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast,  nor  will  it  estop  comrades  from  questioning  an  election 
afterwards  ascertained  to  have  been  fraudulent. 

The  Department  of  the  Potomac  provides  by  its  By-laws: 

ARTICLE  VI. 

NOMINATION   AND   ILZCTION  Of 

I.  Nominations  for  officers  shall  be  made  at  the  first  meetiag  of 
the  annual  session  of  the  Encampment,  immediately  after  the  read- 
ing of  the  report  of  the  Commander,  with  one  second  (or  each  nom- 
ination; the  speeches  to  be  limited  to  three  minutes  each. 

%,  Immediately  after  the  DomiDations  of  ofQccrs,  the  Commander 
aball  appoint  six  tellers  to  receive  and  count  the  ballots  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided. 

3.  Balloting  for  officers  shall  take  place  at  the  second  meeting  of 
the  annua!  session  of  the  Encampment,  and  shall  be  conducted  as 
follows 

The  polls  shall  be  opened  at  6:30  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  closed  promptly 
at  9  o'clock  r.  M.,  between  which  hours  the  members  of  the  Encamp- 
ment entitled  to  vote  may  deposit  tbeir  ballots.  At  8:30  o'clock  r,  m., 
the  tellers  shall  report  to  the  Commander  the  names  of  the  repre- 
seDlatives  from  each  post  who  have  not  voted,  and  the  Commander 
shall  direct  the  proper  alternates  to  cast  their  votes  in  place  of  the 
absent  representatives.  When  the  polls  have  been  closed,  the  tellers 
shall  immediately  canvass  the  votes  and  report  the  result  to  the 
Encampment.  In  ca-se  there  is  no  election  for  any  or  all  the  officers 
voted  for.  another  ballot  shall  be  ordered  and  conducted  as  in  the  lirst 
instance,  except  that  the  Encampment  shall  decide  by  a  majority 
vote,  and  without  debate,  when  the  polls  shall  be  re-opened  and  the 
length  of  time  they  shall  be  kept  open. 

4.  The  Council  ot  Administration  shall  provide  three  secret  ballot 
boiea  of  suitable  design  for  the  reception  of  the  ballots.  One  to  he 
marked  "For  the  Elective  Officers  of  the  Department,"  in  which 
shall  be  deposited  the  ballots  for  Department  Commander.  Senior 
Vice- Department  Commander,  Junior  Vice-Department  Commander, 
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Chaplain  and  Medical  Director,  who  shall  be  voted  for  on  one  ticket; 
one  to  be  marked  **  For  Members  of  the  Council  of  Administration," 
in  which  shall  be  deposited  the  ballots  for  the  ifv^  members  of  the 
Council,  who  shall  be  voted  for  oh  one  ticket;  and  one  to  be  marked 
"  For  Representatives  and  Alternates  to  the  National  Encampment," 
in  which  shall  be  deposited  the  ballots  for  representatives  and  alter- 
nates, who  shall  be  voted  for  on  one  ticket;  for  the  number  to  which 
the  Department  may  be  entitled. 

5.  The  ballot  boxes  herein  provided  for  shall  be  placed  in  a  con. 
venient  public  position  in  the  hall  in  which  the  Encampment  shall  be 
held,  and  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  tellers. 

The  Assistant  Adjutant-Greneral  shall  fumisl)  the  tellers  with 
printed  lists  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Encampment  entitled 
to  vote;  and  as  each  comrade  votes  the  tellers  shall  mark  off  the  name 
of  such  comrade  as  having  voted. 

The  election  held  February  i6th,  1892,  was  held  under  these  pro- 
visions. The  Journal  of  the  Department  Encampment  discloses  the 
following  facts: 

Comrade  Odell  announced,  on  behalf  of  the  tellers,  that  the  time 
had  arrived  for  balloting,  and  that  they  were  ready  to  receive  ballots. 
( Journal,  p.  26^ 

At  half-past  8  Comrade  Odell  announced  that  the  tellers  would 
reeeive  the  votes  of  alternates ;  names  of  absent  representatives  were 
called  as  follows:  Alternates  as  indicated  being  present  were  allowed 
to  vote. 

Post  3,  S.  M.  Marsh;  alternate,  M.  M.  Bane. 

Post  4,  T.  J.  Stewart;  alternate,  Robert  Green. 

Post  5,  A.  S.  Hoos;  alternate,  Geo.  M.  McCutcheon. 

Post  6,  Thos.  Hynes;  alternate,  T.  L.  Miller. 

Comrade  Odell  asked  that  three  tally-clerks  be  appointed  to  assist 
the  tellers  in  counting  the  ballots,  and  the  Commander  appointed  the 
following:  Dan.  A.  Grosvenor,  Post  8;  A.  F.  Brooks,  Post  2;  F.  G. 
Saxton,  Post  7. 

The  names  of  Past  Post  Commanders  and  other  officers,  not  known 
to  be  out  of  the  city,  and  who  had  not  yet  voted,  were  then  called  to 
enable  them  to  vote  if  they  so  desired. 

At  9  o'clock  the  Commander  declared  the  ballot  closed,  and  the 
tellers  retired  to  count  the  votes.    {^Journal,  p.  27.) 

What  Past  Post  Commanders  and  other  officers  were  known  to  be 
out  of  the  city,  or  how  many  of  them  there  were  absent,  is  not  dis- 
closed by  the  record.  But  it  would  appear  from  what  hereafter 
appears  in  the  records  that  there  were  nine  such.  Further  quoting 
from  the  record. 

Comrade  Odell:  The  total  number  of  votes  cast  for  Department 
officers  is  270.     In  this  box  were  five  packages  of  tickets  we  threw 
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of  the  same  kind  folded  together.

Before  the  announcement  by  the  Commander  of  the  result,  I 
desire  to  say  a  word.    The  canvass  that  we  have  carried  on  has  been 
a  vigorous  one.    In  the  judgment  of  the  Encampment,  Comrade 
Dinsmore  is  the  proper  one  to  preside  over  this  Department  the  next 
year.     I  am  happy  to  say  that  he  is  a  good  comrade  and  a  good  gen- 
tleman, and  he  is  my  personal  friend.     In  the  heat  of  the  canvass, 
whatever  may  have  been  said  by  anybody  else,  I  want  to  say  that 
Comrade  Dinsmore  has  never  said  anything  derogatory  to  the  candi- 
date against  him,  and  I  take  the  greatest  pleasure  in  moving  that 
the  election  of  Comrade  Dinsmore  be  declared  unanimous  by  the 
Encampment 
The  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

On  motion  of  Comrade  Potter,  the  election  of  Comrade  McElroy  as 
Senior  Vice-Department  Commander,  was  made  unanimous.

The  Encampment  met  at  Grand  Army  Hall  pursuant  to  action  in 
Uldng  recess,  and  was  called  to  order  by  Commander  Pipes. 
Prayers  were  offered  by  Chaplain  York. 

Comrade  McKee  rose  to  a  question  of  privilege,  and  stated  Chat 
M  the  election  of  officers,  at  the  last  meeting,  he  voted,  and  now 
desired  to  know  wbetber  his  vote  was  counted  or  not,  The  record 
of  the  election,  as  reported  by  the  tellers,  leaves  it  a  matter  of 
grave  doubt  whether  it  was  counted,  and  that  record  was  irregular, 
in  that  it  did  not  give  the  number  voting.  The  rule  requires  that 
the  tellers  shall  have  a  printed  check-list  of  those  entitled  to  vote, 
on  which  the  tellers  shall  mark  off  each  one  voting,  and  this  check- 
KbI  should  be  made  part  ot  ihe  tellers'  report,  for  without  that  no  one 
of  ns  can  tell  whether  his  vote  was  counted  or  not,  inasmuch  as  it 
will  be  found  that  the  number  of  ballots  reported  cast  is  less  than  the 
Stunber  of  comrades  voting,  as  shown  by  the  check 'list  of  Che  tellers. 
I   He  stated  this  matter  as  one  for  the  Chair  to  decide  upon.    (Journal. 

I      The  Commander  decided  that  the  tellers,  having  duly  performed 
P  their  duties,   having  agreed  without  a.  dissenting  voice,  and  made 
their  report  of  the  number  of  ballots  cast,  and  certain  officers  receiv- 
ing a  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  having  been  declared  duly  elected, 
«nd,  on  motion  of  the  opposing  candidates  for  Commander  and  Senior 
Vioe-Commander,   those  two  officers  having   been  declared  unani- 
nonsly  elected,  the  question  raised  comes  too  late,  and  is  not  well 
taken. 
Comrade  McKee  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair. 
On  motion  to  lay  the  appeal  on  the  table,  a  roll-call  was  demanded, 
and  the  roll  being  called,  the  motion  to  lay  the  appeal  on  the  table 
was  carried  — Ayes,  138;  Nays.  too.    (Journal. p.  6j.) 
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Comrade  McKee  moved  a  reconsideration.  The  Commander  sus* 
tained  the  point  of  order  raised  by  Comrade  Day,  that  a  motion  to 
reconsider  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  cannot  be  entertained. 

Comrade  Burger  moved  that  the  Special  Order  be  the  reg^ular 
order  of  business  as  shown  on  the  By-Laws. 

Comrade  McKee  rose  to  a  parliamentary  inquiry. 

Calls  for  the  reg^ar  order  were  made. 

The  Commander  stated  that  the  next  order  of  business  was  the 
reading  of  the  Journal. 

Comrade  McKee  insisted  upon  his  right  to  be  heard  to  state  his 
parliamentary  inquiry. 

The  Commander  stated  that  Comrade  McKee  would  be  heard  after 
the  reading  of  the  yb^r^tf/. 

The  Journal  of  the  last  session  was  then  read,  corrected  in  some 
minor  matters,  and  Comrade  McKee  then  moved  that  the  Journal 
be  further  amended  so  that  the  report  of  the  tellers  shall  show  the 
total  number  voting  as  indicated  by  the  tally-lists  kept  by  the  tellers 
during  the  balloting,  and  that  these  tally-lists  be  filed  and  made  a 
part  of  the  report  of  the  tellers ;  also,  so  that  the  tellers'  report,  as 
griven  in  ih^  Journal,  shall  show  what  tickets  were  thrown  out,  how 
many,  and  for  what  cause. 

A  discussion  at  great  length  then  took  place  on  this  motion  and  on 
the  election  of  officers  held  at  the  last  meeting,  which  discussion  was 
participated  in  by  Comrades  McKee,  Odell,  Weaver,  O'Farrell, 
Grosvenor,  Urell,  Kelley,  Day,  Jochum,  Jno.  P.  Church,  N.  M. 
Brooks,  Burger,  and  others.     {Journal,  p.  64.) 

Comrade  McKee  said:  I  would  like  to  make  a  statement  as  a  mat- 
ter  of  privilege.  I  asked  a  teller  how  many  votes  were  cast.  He 
said  he  did  not  know,  but  knew  how  many  tickets.  I  would  like  to 
know  how  many  votes  were  cast,  and  who  voted.  Didn't  you  keep  a 
list  of  them?  It  appears  there  was  no  attention  paid  to  these  tally- 
lists.  As  I  understand  the  rule,  the  Adjutant-General  furnishes  a 
list  to  the  tellers,  and  they  check  off  the  comrades  voting  from  this 
list;  that  is  the  record  of  the  vote  of  the  Encampment.  The  ballots 
are  counted,  and  that  count,  with  the  check  of  the  names,  is  the  abso- 
lute (Journal,  p.  64)  record  of  the  vote  of  the  Encampment,  and  that 
is  all  I  have  asked  for.  The  Commander  refused  to  hear  me,  and 
my  motives  may  have  been  impugned,  but  I  believe  Comrade  Dins- 
more  was  elected;  I  have  never  doubted  it.  When  I  joined  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  I  assumed  the  obligation  that  I  would 
be  true  to  my  country.  What  does  it  mean  ?  Loyalty,  loyalty  to 
human  rights;  and  the  rights  of  a  man  even  in  this  Encampment,  are 
sacred,  and  ought  never  to  be  questioned.  All  I  ask  is  that  the 
record  may  be  so  amended  that  we  will  not  be  ashamed  of  it ;  as  it 
now  is,  it  is  a  menace  to  the  order  and  discipline  necessary  to  the 
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I  safety  and  perpetuity  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  them 
a  comrade  on  this  floor,  if  he  has  a  consciousness  of  what  is 
right  toward  each  other,  who  does  not  feel  that  this  matter  ought  to 
be  eitplained.  and  that  we  know  where  the  six  ballots  went  to,  or  tho 
difference  between  the  aSj  men  voting  and  the  270  votes  that  were 
counted.  I  may  have  earned  the  contempt  of  my  comrades  this 
evening  for  the  manner  in  which  I  have  demanded  a  hearing,  but 
when  this  Grand  Army  gets  into  a  worse  condition  than  it  is  to-night, 
some  comrades  may  rise  up  and  have  the  courage  to  bless  me  for 
being  thus  independent  and  expressing  my  views  on  this  matter. 

Comrade  Odell  said;  The  whole  number  of  votes  entitled  to  be  cost 

was  393.       The   total  votes  cast  for  Department  ofhcers  was  3B4. 

There  were  nine  absentees.     In  counting  I  took  the  ballots  from  the 

boi  and  handed  them  to  Comrade  Weaver.     I  want  to  say  right  here 

that  during  and  after  the  canvass  there  was  not  a  doubt  or  suspicion 

or  suggestion  of  any  wrong  in  counting  these  ballots.     There  were 

i  reported   for   Department   Commander   and  Department 

I  officers.      There  were  five  ballots    that   were  apparently  staffed 

:,  these  were  laid  to  one  side.     There  were  nine  ballots  in  the 

K  that  should  have  gone  into  the  Delegate  box  or  the  Council  of 
P  Administration  box.  I  took  all  these  ballots  and  banded  them  to  tile 
Commander  at  his  seat.    That  accounts  for  the  whole  number. 

Commander  Keogh  asked  why  that  announcement  was  not  made 
on  the  night  of  the  election;  the  announcement  made  for  the  tellers 
by  Comrade  Odell  was  distinctly  made,  and  heard  by  every  comrade 
on  the  Hoof,  to  the  efTect  that  there  were  270  votes  cast,  that  there 
were  five  ballots  improperly  cast  and  laid  aside  by  the  tellers,  but 
that  does  not  account  for  the  diHerence  between  275  and  284;  iCia 
not  accounted  for  by  the  explanation  of  Comrade  OdcU,  and  my 
question  simply  is  why  was  not  that  announcement  made  at  the  time? 

Comrade  Odell  —  It  was  made  when  I  went  up  to  the  stand,  but  I 

tmay  not  have  mode  it  so  loud  as  to  be  heard  over  the  floor. 
Comrade  Keogh  said  the  explanation  was  not  satisfactory,  {/ffur- 
na/.p.6s.) 
.  Comrade  Weaver  —  I  want  to  say  this.  That  on  the  bottom  of  the 
Itlly-shcet  for  Department  officers,  in  my  handwriting,  are  written 
^  words  that  four  tickets,  two  for  the  Council  of  Administration 
|pd  two  for  repreiientatives,  were  found  in  this  box.  It  is  in  my  hand- 
irriliag.  I  insisted  upon  writing  it;  and  five  other  votes  were  irregu- 
lirlycastfor  Commander,  and  by  consent  of  the  tellers  were  laid  aside. 
Thftt  accounts  for  nine  votea:  370  were  returned  as  regular,  nin« 
votes  ■ccoonted  for  in  that  manner,  but  there  were  2S4  voting.  What 
becomes  of  the  other  five?  That  is  the  only  question.  At  the  time  I 
did  not  raise  any  question  in  my  mind  as  to  the  regularity  of  tho 
report  of  the  tellers,  but  after  I  got  home,  after  I  got  over  the  excite- 
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ment,  I  b^an  to  think  about  the  result  of  270  votes,  when  we  only 
accounted  for  nine  not  counted;  then  I  began  to  think  there  was 
probably  something  wrong.  You  know  what  the  excitement  was. 
Now,  that  is  a  question  that  seriously  concerns  me,  because,  repre- 
senting  Comrade  Faunce  upon  that  committee  and  working  for  his 
election,  I  did  not  anticipate  the  result  as  it  came  out  of  the  box,  and 
the  loss  of  five  votes  casts  a  serious  doud  over  the  legal  election  of 
Comrade  Dinsmore. 

Comrade  0*Farrell — I  want  to  ask  a  question.  At  what  time  did 
you  count  the  names  on  the  check-list  and  ascertain  that  there  were 
284  votes  checked  on  the  list? 

Comrade  Weaver  —  I  never  counted  them ;  I  knew  the  number  of 
votes  of  the  Encampment 

Comrade  O'Farrell — I  would  like  to  ask  Comrade  Odell  when  were 
the  votes  counted  on  the  check-list  and  the  number  284  ascertained 
to  have  voted? 

Comrade  Odell — We  did  n^^t  go  over  that  list 

Comrade  O'Farrell  suggested  that  the  confusion  probably  arose 
from  this  new  piece  of  election  machinery  of  Comrade  Weaver,  and 
that  if  any  blame  was  to  be  attached  to  the  tellers  it  should  be  rather 
upon  Comrades  Weaver  and  Jochum  that  they  did  not  make  this 
protest  at  the  time  instead  of  coming  up  here  at  the  eleventh  hour. 

Comrade  Grosvenor  stated  that  he  was  one  of  the  tally  clerks  at 
the  Department  officers'  box,  and  Comrade  Weaver  stated  exactly 
the  truth  as  to  the  ballots  that  came  out  of  the  ballot-box.  There 
were  270  counted;  four  for  Council  of  Administration  and  journal, 
p,  66)  Delegates  not  counted,  and  there  were  three  Faunce  votes  and 
one  Dinsmore  vote  all  folded  up  in  one  roll  together,  and  they  were 
not  counted. 

Comrade  McKee  —  What  rule  would  yo  apply  throwing  out  banots 
in  such  case  ? 

Comrade  Grosvenor  —  By  the  law  of  elections  governing  State 
elections  ;  in  every  State  where  I  know  anything  about  the  laws, 
they  would  not  be  counted.  There  were  two  Dinsmore  votes  that 
were  folded  together  ;  they  were  thrown  out  as  illegal ;  then  there 
were  two  Faunce  votes  folded  together  thrown  out ;  then  there  were 
two  others,  one  Dinsmore  and  one  Faunce,  they  were  thrown  out 
They  were  printed  on  the  same  paper  that  the  Faunce  votes  were 
printed.  There  are  two  men  who  took  those  votes  out  and  agree  on 
what  occttrred.  I  think  I  can  explain  what  became  of  the  other  five 
votes.  You  must  remember  that  we  had  three  ballot  boxes.  There 
were  several  votes  in  the  Council  of  Administration  box  that  did  not 
belong  there.  I  saw  what  Comrade  Weaver  wrote  on  the  tally-sheet 
Now,  my  explanation  is  that  some  comrades  voted  in  only  one  box, 
and  did  not  vote  in  all  three  of  the  boxes.     Take  the  whole  number

Comrade  Kelley  —  Was  not  Comrade  Odell  the  one  who  put  them 
in?  He  took  my  vote  when  I  voted;  Comrade  Jochum  took  the 
votes  for  tbe  Council  of  Administration  box  :  we  were  not  consulted 
as  to  throwing  out  anything  ;  we  reported  our  box  as  correct ;  Com- 
rade Odell  reported  the  votes  for  Department  officers  ;  I  did  not 
count  them  ;  there  were  nine  representatives  not  voting  :  all  the 
others  voting ;  all  the  votes  were  never  accounted  for. 

Comrade  Day —  Comrade  Kelley  seems  to  cast  a  reflection  on  Com- 
rade Odell ;  do  you  know  that  there  were  the  exact  number  of  votes 
in  (Journa/.  p.  67)  the  box  as  were  checked  on  the  taUy-list,  in  the 
box  under  your  charge  ? 

Comrade  Kelley  —  They  agreed. 

Camrade  Day  —  I  understood  there  wife  discwpandes  in  all  th« 


Comrade  Kelley  —  I  have  the  irregular  votes  that  n 


a  my 


Qoestion  —  What  right  have  you  to  any  votes  that  were  cast  in 
jrour  box? 

Comrade  Kelley —  I  wilt  produce  them  at  any  time. 

Comrade  Odell  —  I  want  to  say  that  there  was  not  a  single  thing- 
done  that  was  irregular,  and  the  man  that  states  there  was,  states  a. 
falsehood. 

Comrade  Jochum  stated  that  ho  was  one  of  the  tellers  at  the  Council 
of  Administration  l)ox,  and  that  the  ballots  came  out  exactly  with  the 
list  checked  off,  1S1  ballots,  and  these  are  accounted  for.  These  were 
two  less  than  were  cast  in  the  box  for  Department  officers,  and  that 
was  by  reason  of  the  two  who  cast  their  ballots  in  the  Department 
officers'  box. 

Comrade  John  P.  Church  said;  I  wish  to  read  from  article  b  of  the 
By-Laws,  which  says;  "  When  the  polls  have  been  closed  the  tellers 
shall  immediately  canvass  the  votes,  and  report  the  result  to  the 
EncampmenL"  The  tellers  did  that  very  thing;  they  took  time  to 
count  these  votes;  they  came  upon  the  platform  and  announced  the 
result.  They  evidently  have  done  everything  in  good  faith,  and  have 
done  their  work  in  a  perfect  matter.  1  believed,  and  I  supfKised 
that  every  comrade  believed,  when  ihey  announced  that  vote  that 
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they  were  telling  the  truth  in  every  respect  I  submit  there  never 
was  a  time  when  they  could  give  more  intelligent  testimony  than 
when  they  came  on  the  platform  and  made  their  report.  There  was 
not  a  dissenting  voice  among  the  tellers,  no  dissent  from  clerks 
assisting  them,  and  no  dissent  from  anyone. 

There  was  entire  harmony  in  the  result,  and  I  hope  thojournaf 
will  be  agpreed  to  as  read  and  corrected. 

Comrade  N.  M.  Brooks  said:  I  want  to  have  our  business  dean, 
and  without  any  stench  or  filth  about  it,  and  I  believe  that  every  man 
in  this  Encampment  wants  the  same  thing.  Let  us  just  look  at  the 
cold  facts,  as  every  comrade  is  bound  to  admit  them,  whether  on  this 
floor  or  not;  if  he  has  any  respect  for  himself  and  goes  before  the 
looking-glass,  he  is  bound  to  admit  them.  In  this  Encampment  there 
were  293  votes,  all  told;  when  it  was  time  to  close  the  polls  the  Com- 
mander called  upon  Comrade  Odell  for  the  number  who  had  not 
voted.    {Journal^  p,  68.) 

There  were  nine.  Now  nine  from  293  leaves  284.  Then  when  the 
ballots  had  been  counted,  Comrade  Odell  announced  270  votes  cast 
for  Department  Commander;  138  for  Comrade  Dinsmore,  and  132 
for  Comrade  Faunce,  and  five  thrown  out,  and  to-night  is  the  first  I 
have  heard  of  the  other  four.  The  other  four  that  did  not  belong  to 
that  box  makes  279,  and  279  from  284  leaves  five  votes  to  be  accounted 
for.  Where  are  they  ?  If  they  belong  to  Comrade  Dinsmore,  give 
them  to  him :  if  they  belong  to  Comrade  Faunce,  let  him  have  them. 
Let  us  know  where  they  are.  This  is  the  first  time  I  have  heard  of 
the  other  four  votes  that  did  not  belong  to  that  box,  and  I  do  not 
believe  that  any  comrade  heard  about  those  four  tickets  that  ought 
to  have  gone  into  other  boxes.  Comrade  Grosvenor  says  that  this 
difference  of  five  votes  between  179  and  184  may  be  accounted  for  by 
comrades  voting  in  the  other  boxes,  and  if  so,  that  can  be  shown. 

I  want  to  say  that  I  cannot  conceive  how  comrades  can  hold  these 
high  offices  to  which  they  are  elected  by  the  vote  of  this  Encampment — 
how  they  can  consent  to  hold  them  —  with  a  cloud  on  their  election. 
I  cannot  conceive  how  they  can  consent ;  if  they  can  that  is  their 
business,  not  mine.  I  want  to  put  it  to  you  as  decent  men  whether 
you  are  going  to  allow  these  nasty  little  technicalities  to  come  here, 
as  in  a  ward  meeting,  or  whether  you  are  going  to  come  right  out, 
and  if  Comrade  Dinsmore  is  to  be  the  Commander  he  will  get  a  heavier 
vote  than  ever.  What  we  want  to  know  is,  who  is  the  choice  of  the 
Encampment,  and  what  has  become  of  these  ballots. 

Comrade  Anderson  asked  if  it  had  entered  into  the  minds  of  any 
comrades  to-night  that  there  is  liability  to  unintentional  error,  to 
mistake.  We  had  a  vote  a  moment  ago,  and  saw  how  mistakes  could 
occur  in  checking  off  names.  With  the  confusion  that  prevailed  and 
the  crowd  around  the  ballot-boxes,  it  was  possible  that  by  mere  error 
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>  might  be  checked  when  e.  ballot  was  not  put  in.  Yon  may 
t  for  the  five  votes  in  that  way. 

Comrade  McKee  —  Don't  you  think  that  the  proposition  I  arose  to 
make,  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  whom  this  matter  be  referred, 
would  save  a  great  deal  of  trouble? 

Comrade  Grosvenor  — My  explanation  of  what  became  of  the  five 
TOtes  is  right  here  in  black  and  white  (referring  to  the  tally.list  of  the 
count  of  voles  which  he  had  just  taken  from  the  table  of  the  Assistant 
Adjutaut-General), 

Comrade  Kelley  made  the  point  of  order  that  the  comrade  ha* 
no  right  to  the  tally-sheet.  Its  proper  place  was  with  the  Assistant 
Adjutant-General. 

Comrade  Grosvenor  —  You  have  the  votes  and  I  have  the  tally. 
■heet.  There  were  270  votes  counted  for  Commander.  There(/o»r- 
nal,  p.  69)  were  five  votes  east  that  were  thrown  out  —  not  counted; 
there  were  four  votes,  two  for  the  Council  of  Administration  and  two 
for  Delegates  which  made  nine,  and  added  to  370  equals  179.  Then 
there  were  five  votes  in  the  Representative  box  cast  for  Commander, 
as  written  npon  the  tally-sheet  by  the  clerk.     Add  5  to  279  and  you 

Comrade  Saxton  said:  As  my  name  has  been  brought  in  and  I  was 
one  of  the  tally-clerks,  I  want  to  reply  to  Comrade  Grosvenor's 
■o-called  explanation.  His  eKplanation  does  not  explain  anything. 
The  simple  fact  that  four  of  the  votes  for  Department  Commander 
were  found  ia  the  other  bojt,  don't,  by  any  means,  account  for  ths 
number  of  checks  on  the  check-list  of  the  Department  officers'  box. 
There  were  384  votes  checked  on  that  list ;  five  votes  were  thrown  out 
u  illegal,  and  four  votes  that  had  been  cast  for  the  Council  of  Adminis- 
tration and  the  representatives  and  alternates;  that  only  made  nin« 
TOtes:  added  to  the  370  reported  makes  379,  but  that  did  not  alter  th« 
(act  that  384  votes  had  gone  into  the  box  by  the  check-list,  and  it  did 
not  matter  how  many  votes  had  been  cast  in  the  other  box.  Those 
diecks  represented  merely  the  tickets  that  bad  gone  into  that  box; 
■S4  went  in  and  only  379  came  out.     (Journal,  p.  yo.) 

Comrade  Burger  said  he  wanted  the  notes  on  the  tally-sheets  of  the 
«»untreadandverifiedby  the  persons  who  made  them.  This  was  done. 

Comrade  Kelley  made  the  point  that  the  four  folded  votes  thrown 
out  must  not  be  counted  a^  four  votes  but  only  as  one,  and  that 
kaves  nine  votes  to  be  accounted  for. 

Comrade  Burger  said  that  both  candidates  were  represented  in  the 
tellers,  and  asked  Comrade  Brooks  if  there  ever  had  been  an  election 
when  comrades  had  declined  to  vote  for  Commander. 

Comrade  Brooks  said  he  thought  there  may  have  been. 

Comrade  Burger  said:  I  will  tell  you  what  occurred  to  my  own 
knowledge.     When  I   went   to   deposit  my  ballot   in  the  ballot-box, 
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Commander  Middleton,  of  Post  4,  presented  himsdf  just  ahead  of 
me.  and  Comrade  Weaver  said  that  he  had  voted,  and  Comrade 
Middleton  said  be  had  not  voted,  Comrade  Weaver  said  "  I  have  you 
checked."  Then  Comrade  Weaver  went  to  another  teller  and  got 
TCord  from  him  that  Comrade  Mitchell  had  voted  and  not  Comrade 
Middleton,  and  therefore  that  teller  had  checked  Comrade  MitcbeU 
and  not  Comrade  Middleton. 

Prom  this  we  see  there  is  liability  to  mistake  such  as  was  {Journal, . 
p.  yd)  made  in  this  instance,  and  in  that  way  four  names  might  havs 
been  checked  of  men  who  did  not  vote. 

Comrade  Weaver  stated  that  he  knew  a  mistake  had  been  made  ia 
checking  off  the  wrong  name,  as  he  waited  until  the  proper  person 
came  to  make  the  correction,  and  then  corrected  the  mistake. 

He  or  Comrade  Perree  also  stated  during  the  discussion  that,  of 
the  four  tickets  thrown  out.  the  outside  ticket  had  a  name  written 
across  Department  officers — written  in  ink  — the  only  ticket  voted  io 
that  box  that  had  writing  on  it.  The  comrade  who  voted  knows 
whether  there  were  tickets  inside  of  it,  and  if  he  is  present  can  state. 
At  the  close  of  the  discussion,  the  amendment  moved  by  Comrade 
McKee  to  ihe  Journal  was  directed  to  be  made,  and  \hb  Journal  ai 
amended  was  then  approved  without  dis-sent. 

Comrade  Hunloon  arose  lo  make  a  personal  explanation,  and  said: 
I  was  told  by  one  of  the  tellers  to-night  in  this  hall  that  there  was 
but  {Journal,  p.  7/I  one  vote  that  had  the  name  of  Comrade  Dins- 
more  stricken  off  and  Comrade  Faunce's  name  inserted,  in  the  box  of 
the  Department  officers.  I  cast  such  a  vote.  I  now  say  this,  that  if, 
as  intimated,  that  vote  was  found  with  any  other  votes,  folded,  thero 
was  a  grievous  wrong.  I  claim  to  be  possessed  of  common  honesty 
and  intelligence,  and  I  do  not  believe  there  is  a  comrade  in  this  Depart- 
ment who  would  suspect  me  of  having  folded  two  votes  or  three 
votes  (or  the  purpose  of  stuffing  the  ballot-bos.  I  say  if  this  is  the 
fact,  and  I  do  not  know  that  it  is.  Comrade  Weaver  told  me  there  waa 
but  one  vote  of  that  character,  and  I  cast  such  a  vote,  there  is  some- 
thing wrong.  I  took  great  pains  to  prepare  ray  ballot,  as  some  wit- 
nessed, and  I  prepared  three  separate  ballots,  and  handed  them  to 
three  separate  tellers,  and  they  were  so  deposited;  and  1  repeat  that, 
if  that  ballot  1  cast  was  found  folded  with  any  other  ballots,  there 
was  something  very  grievously  wrong. 

On  motion  of  Comrade  Keogh,  the  Encampment  then  took  a  recess 
tmtil  Friday  evening  next,  at  7  o'clock.     {Journal,  p.  j3.) 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  then  read,  and  Comrade 
Saxton  desired  that  some  remarks  he  had  made  should  appear  ii 
Journal,  with  those  of  others,  and  was  requested  to  furnish  such 
remarks  for  ^e  Journal.  Comrades  Keogh  and  Burger  also  desired 
that  further  remarks  they  had  made  should  be  inserted. 
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Comrade  Burger  stated  that  he  had  said;  "When  I  went  to  deposit 
my  ballot  in  the  baJlot-boi,  Comrade  Middleton,  the  Commander  o£ 
Post  4,  presented  himself  just  ahead  of  me,  and  that  Comrade  Weaver 
said  that  he  had  voted,  and  Comrade  Middleton  said  that  he  had  not. 
Comrade  Weaver  said  that  he  had  him  checked,  and  then  went  to 
another  teller  and  got  word  from  him  that  Comrade  Mitchell  had 
voted  and  not  Comrade  Middletoa,  and  therefore  he  (Weaver}  had 
checked  Comrade  Middleton  in  place  of  Comrade  Mitchell."  That 
was  the  statement  I  made,  and  1  did  it  for  the  simple  purpose  of 
showing  that  those  who  kept  the  tally-sheets  were  liable  to  make  a, 
mistake,  and  did  make  one. 

Comrade  Weaver  said  that  he  knew  a  mistaJce  had  been  made,  and 
waited  for  the  proper  person  to  come  up,  and  the  mistake  was  then 
corrected. 

Comrade  Odell  said  that  he  was  reported  as  saying  that  there  were 
384  votes  cast.  He  should  have  said  that  Comrade  Weaver's  check- 
list showed  2S4  votes  cast,  but  he  was  not  prepared  to  say  that 
number  voted. 

Tha  Journal,  as  amended,  was  then  approved. 

Comrade  Ferree  arose  to  a  privileged  question,  and  proceeded  to 
read  a  paper  wherein  appeared  an  intention  to  criticise  some  action 
in  regard  to  the  bailotiog,  wben  be  was  interrupted  as  not  speaking 
to  any  question  of  privilege. 

He  stated  that  was  stating  a  very  serious  charge,  and  was  pro. 
ceeding  with  his  reading,  when  he  was  called  to  order  by  the  Com- 
mander as  making  a  personal  attack. 

Call  for  the  regular  order  was  made.     {Journal,  fi.  -jj. ) 


F  FIFTH  SESSION. 

Washington,  D.  C,  Feb.  39,  :8c)i. 

The  Encampment  met  pursuant  to  recess  taken,  at  the  hall,  corner 
of  Seventh  and  L.  streets,  N.  W.,  and  was  called  to  order  by  Com- 
mander Pipes. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  ChapJain  York. 

The  Journal  of  the  previous  meeting  was  read. 

Comrade  Ferree  stated  that  be  did  not  wish  to  be  uoderstood,  ia 
the  remarks  he  attempted  to  make  at  the  last  meeting,  as  saying  ha 
made  charges  of  any  kind ;  what  be  said,  and  which  was  misunder- 
stood in  the  confusion,  was  that  very  serious  charges  had  been  mada 
against  comrades  as  having  cast  illegal  votes,  and  he  was  going  oa 
to  prove  that  no  illegal  votes  had  been  cast,  but  was  cut  oS, 

Some  corrections  were  made,  and  the  Journal,  as  amended,  wa« 
\  iQipiroved.    {^Journal,  p.  S4.) 
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Comrade  Himtoon  rose  to  a  privileged  question  and  said :  I  desire 
jTOtir  indtilgence  for  a  very  few  minutes,  and,  furthermore,  I  desire 
that  every  word  that  I  now  utter  may  be  taken  down  and  become  a 
part  of  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Sncampment 

As  you  all  know,  my  name  has  been  connected  with  the  casting 
of  an  illegal  ballot.  When  my  name  was  first  mentioned  in  this 
Encsampment,  unfortunately  I  was  absent  When  I  returned,  upon 
hearing  of  what  had  transpired,  I  immediately  rose  to  a  privileged 
question  and  was  allowed  to  speak,  and  I  spoke  under  no  little  excite- 
ment It  having  been  said  to  me  that  a  ticket  with  **  For  Depart- 
ment Officers  "  written  in  ink  was  deposited,  and  that  there  was  but 
one  ticket  of  that  character  deposited,  it  inunediately  occurred  to  me 
that  I  was  the  party  charged  ;  thereupon,  I  said  that  I  cast  a  ticket 
of  that  kind,  which  was  true.  I  cast  a  ticket  upon  which  I  wrote 
upon  the  back  of  it,  *'  For  Department  Officers."  The  ticket  was 
what  was  known  as  a  Dinsmore  ticket,  but  with  the  name  of  Dins- 
more  erased,  and  the  name  of  Faunce  inserted,  with  an  additional 
erasure  which  I  neglected  to  mention  at  the  time — my  mind  being 
fixed  on  the  head  of  the  ticket — but,  having  made  certain  other 
changes  in  the  ticket  that  I  cast,  I  now  say  that  I  desire  to  describe 
the  ticket  minutely,  and  I  want  a  description  taken  down.  The 
ticket  that  I  put  into  the  box  for  Department  officers,  was  a  ticket, 
as  I  have  before  intimated,  with  **  For  Department  Officers"  written 
upon  the  outside  in  ink ;  the  name  of  Dinsmore  erased,  the  name  of 
Faunce  inserted,  with  the  additional  erasure  of  McElroy,  and  the 
name  of  Potter  inserted.  This  is  the  ticket  I  cast,  single  and  alone. 
Now  I  say  this,  if  it  {^Journal,  p.  84)  should  happen  to  be  discovered, 
which  I  cannot  believe  will  be  the  case,  that  this  ticket  is  found 
in  connection  with  three  other  tickets,  something  very  serious — 
something  very  fraudulent — has  been  done.  Now,  I  say,  I  believe 
I  am  not  asking  more  than  every  comrade  of  this  Department  will 
grant,  which  is  this,  I  ask,  in  order  that  such  steps  may  be  taken  by 
this  Encampment  as  to  put  it  beyond  the  power  of  my  worst  enemy 
to  insinuate  the  possibility  of  my  having  ever  cast  such  a  ballot,  I 
propose  to  offer  a  resolution,  having  no  other  purpose,  understand, 
no  other  purpose  than  to  make  this  discovery.  I  offer  the  following 
resolution. 

Comrade  Moler  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  comrade  obtained 
the  floor  on  a  privileged  question  to  make  a  statement,  which  was  his 
right,  but  not  to  offer  a  resolution,  and  he  wotild  object  every  time 
when  a  comrade  attempts  to  offer  a  resolution  under  the  claim  of  a 
personal  explanation. 

The  Commander  ruled  that  it  is  out  of  order  at  this  time. 

Comrade  Keogh  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  rules  of  order 
governing  this  Encampment,  Roberts*  Rules  of  Order,  provide  that 
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with  a  question  of  privilege  is

in  order  at  all  times. 

The  Commander  stated  that  he  had  ruled  the  re  solution  out  of  order 
at  this  time,  and  thereupon  called  for  the  next  order  of  business,  the 
report  of  the  committee  on  the  report  of  the  Assistant  Adjutant- Gen- 
eral on  the  matter  referred  back  to  that  committee,  i.  Journal,  p.  Sj.) 

Comrade  Moler  asked  that  Comrade  Huntoon  be  now  allowed  to 
present  the  resolution  which  he  had  before  oSered  aa  a  privileged 

Comrade  Williams  of  Post  3,  objected. 

Comrade  Iluntoon  said:  I  wish  to  say  this,  tliat  my  sole  object  is 
my  own  vindication  from  an  imputation  cast  upon  me  in  regard  to  the 
Olegal  ballot,  and  I  will  read  this  resolution. 

Comrade  Burger  raised  the  point  of  order  that  there  has  been  no 
imputation  in  this  Encampment  ujion  Comrade  Huntoon,  and  conse- 
quently no  resolution  in  vindication  of  him  is  in  order. 

The  Commander  rnled  that  the  point  of  order  is  well  taken  at  this 

Comrade  Vinal  said:  I  want  to  say  that  Comrade  Huntoon  rose  at 
a  former  session  and  made  a  statement  as  a  matter  of  privilege,  which 
was  accepted  by  this  Encampment  without  a  dissenting  voice.  No 
one  suspected  him  of  anything  wrong;  and  no  one  now  believes  that 
he  has  done  anytliing  wrong. 

Comrade  O'Connor  stated  that  it  was  said  that  a  ballot  in  which 
others  were  folded,  on  which  was  written  "  For  Department  Officers," 
and  which  Comrade  Huntoon  recognized  as  his  ballot,  had  been 
cast,  and  if  this  is  not  an  imputation  I  do  not  know  what  an  imputa- 

Comrade  Weaver  asked  if  Comrade  Odcll  had  not  said  that  that 
ballot  was  cast  by  Comrade  Huntoon. 

Comrade  Odell  stated  that  what  he  did  say  was  that  there  was 
more  than  one  ballot  cast  that  had  "For  Department  Officers," 
written  across  it. 

On  motion  of  Comrade  Burger,  the  Encampment  then  took  a 
recess  until  Friday  nest,  at  7  i*.  «.,  at  the  Grand  Army  Hall. 
(Jeurnai,  fi.  gS.)

□  any  words.     It  has  been  charged  on  this  floor  a  half  a.  dozen  times 

[  during  the  course  of  this  Encampment,  that  unfair  methods  have 

s  resorted  to  in  the  election  that  has  taken  place  recently. 
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Several  comrades  rose  to  a  question  of  order,  and  Comrade  Day 
was  recognized,  and  said :  My  point  of  order  is  that  the  comrade  is 
not  stating  a  question  of  personal  privilege. 

The  Commander — I  recognized  Comrade  McKee  to  state  a  ques- 
tion of  privilege,  and  I  was  waiting  to  see  whether  it  was  such  a 
question.  Of  course  it  is  understood  that  it  requires  a  statement 
before  it  can  be  decided  whether  It  is  a  question  of  privilege  or  not, 
and  if  it  is  a  matter  which  relates  to  himself  as  a  member  of  this 
Encampment,  I  will  hear  his  statement. 

Comrade  McKee — I  desire  to  repeat  that  I  was  interrupted  in  say- 
ing that  both  on  this  floor  and  in  the  public  newspapers,  it  is  charged 
that  there  were  illegal  votes  cast  at  the  late  election,  and  as  I  voted 
and  am,  possibly,  one  of  those  charged  with  casting  an  illegal  ballot, 
for  that  reason  I  think  I  have  a  right  to  be  heard  by  this  Encamp, 
ment  on  that  question  of  privilege.  I  shall  await  the  decision  of  the 
Chair,     {/ournai^  p,  loj.) 

The  Commander — That  would  enable  every' comrade,  one  after 
another,  to  get  up  and  spend  weeks  upon  this  matter.  The  Chair  is 
of  opinion  that  it  is  no  question  of  privilege  whatever. 

Comrade  Urell  —  I  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

Calls  for  the  reg^ar  order  were  made. 

Comrade  Burger  rose  to  the  point  of  order  that  this  matter  in 
regard  to  the  ballots  cast,  is,  so  far  as  this  Department  is  concerned, 
res  judicata,  and  if  the  comrades  are  not  satisfied  with  the  action 
of  this  Encampment,  under  the  Rtiles  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  they  have  the  right  of  an  appeal,  and  should 
not  be  permitted  to  undertake,  by  dilatory  motions,  to  prevent  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  this  Encampment. 

Comrade  McKee  —  I  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  and 
upon  that  I  ask  the  yeas  and  nays.

Comrade  Huntoon  said:  "  I  desire  again  to  say,  that  if  there  was 
but  one  ticket  wtth  the  name  of  Dinsmore  erased,  and  that  of  Faunce 
Inserted,  with  the  additional  erasure  of  McElroy,  with  Potter  inserted 
in  ink.  and  written  upon  the  outside  '  For  Department  Officers.'  I  say 
that  is  a  perfect  description  of  the  vote  which  I  cast.  If  no  other 
ballot  was  cast  of  that  description,  that  must  be  a  suflScient  identifi- 
cation.'"    {Journal^p.  iig.) 

I  omit  from  this  record  the  discussions  that  took  place  on  the 
Brooks'  circular,  for  the  reason  that,  in  my  opinion,  it  throws  no 
light  on  this  subject.  It  will  be  found  on  pages  1 1 1  to  125  inclusive. 
The  dieck-list  of  the  tellers,  which  section  5  of  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Department  of  the  Potomac  "requires  the  Assistant  Adjutant- 
General  to  furnish  the  tellers,  and  as  each  comrade  votes  the  teller 
■ball  mark  off  the  name  of  such  comrade  as  having  voted,"  and 
which  was,  by  the  motion  of  Comrade  McKee,  ordered  to  be  filed  and 
made  a  part  of  the  report  of  the  tellers  1^^  Journal,  pp.  64  and  ji)  is 

It  appears  that  the  Council  of  Administration  did  provide,  in 
accordance  with  section  4  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  said  Department, 
Ihre«  secret  ballot  boxes,  one  marked  "  For  the  Elective  Officers  of 
the  Department,"  one  marked  "For  Members  of  the  Council  of 
Administration,"  and  one  marked  "  For  Representatives  and  Atter- 
Ofttes  to  the  National  Encampment ; "  that  the  polls  were  opened  and 
closed  in  accordance  with  section  3  ot  said  By-Laws;  that  the  Com- 
mander appointed  six  tellers  to  receive  and  count  the  ballots;  that 
the  chairman  of  the  tellers  announced  that  the  tellers  would  receive 
the  votes  of  alternates;  that  the  names  of  absent  Representatives 
were  called,  five  being  absent;  that  the  Past  Post  Commanders  and 
other  officers  not  known  to  be  out  of  the  city,  and  who  had  not  voted, 
were  called  to  enable  them  to  vote  if  they  so  desired;  that  at  the 
;t  of  the  tellers  three  tally-clerks  were  appointed  to  assist  the 
in  malting  the  account,  or  canvass  the  ballots;  that  Comrade 
I,  on  behalf  of  the  tellers,  reported  that  "  the  number  of  votes 
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cast  for  Department  officers  is  370;  that  in  this  box  were  five  packages 
of  tickets;  we  threw  out  —  tickets  folded  together;  in  one  instance 
there  were  three  tickets  of  the  same  kind  folded  together."  At  the 
foot  of  his  report  upon  the  election  of  Department  officers  in  this 
note.  **Two  tickets  for  Council  of  Administration,  and  two  tickets 
for  Representatives  were  cast  in  the  box  for  Department  officers." 
At  the  foot  of  the  report  of  election  of  Representatives  is  added  this 
note: 

NoTB. —  '*In  this  box,  for  delegates,  there  were  five  tickets  for 
Commander  and  four  for  Council  of  Administration." 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  objection  was  made  by  any  comrade  to 
the  mode  or  manner  of  procedure,  and  in  my  opinion  all  comrades 
participating  in  that  Encampment  must  now  be  held  to  be  estopped 
from  calling  into  question  the  manner  or  mode  of  procedure  at  that 
election,  and  from  making  any  objections  or  taking  any  advantage 
on  account  of  the  appointment  of  tally-derks  to  assist  the  tellers  in 
canvassing  the  vote. 

It  is  impossible  to  say,  looking  to  the  record  only,  whether  three 
separate  tally-sheets  were  kept  and  three  separate  reports  made,  or 
only  one.  It  would  seem  fair  to  presume  the  first.  If  so,  then  by 
the  report  of  the  tellers,  279  votes  were  cast  in  the  box  for  Depart- 
ment officers,  five  of  these  were  rejected  by  the  tellers  because  they 
contained  more  than  one  ticket.  It  is  argued  by  appellants  that, 
being  purely  ministerial  officers,  this  they  had  no  right  to  do.  But  in 
my  judgment  they  had  a  right,  and  it  was  their  duty  to  reject  and 
ignore  all  such  illegal  ballots.  (See  Opinion  sg^  /•  /09,  B,  B,)  Two 
tickets  for  Council  of  Administration,  and  two  for  Representatives, 
were  cast  in  this  box  and  not  counted.  This  was  clearly  right,  leaving 
two  hundred  and  seventy  as  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  in  this 
box  for  Department  officers. 

In  the  box  for  Delegates  there  were  five  tickets  for  Commander 
not  counted  by  the  tellers.  These  in  my  opinion,  thou  h  cast  in  a 
separate  box,  should  have  been  counted  and  added  to  the  total  number 
of  votes  cast  for  Department  officers. 

Without  calling  in  question  the  constitutionality  of  the  provisions 
of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac,  as  to  the 
manner  and  mode  of  procedure  in  the  election  of  officers,  believing 
that  the  comrades  who  participated  in  that  election  are  estopped  from 
questioning  the  manner  or  mode  of  procedure,  1  cannot  believe  that 
it  was  the  intention  of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac,  that  a  member 
of  that  Department  who,  by  accident  or  mistake,  placed  his  ticket  in 
the  wrong  box,  should  be  disfranchised.

The  ejtact  number  of  votes  received  by  Comrade  DiiiBmore. 
It  is  argued  by  appellants  that  the  check-list  showed  that  184  votes 
were  cast  in  the  box  for  Department  officers.  U  this  be  true,  what 
became  of  the  five  missing  ballots,  or  how  tu  account  Eot  the  discrep- 
uicy.  1  am  unable  to  determine.  The  report  of  the  tellers  showed 
that  but  379  tickets  were  taken  out  of  the  box  for  Department  officers. 
Two  hundred  and  seventy  of  these  were  counted,  five  were  rejected, 
because  they  contained  more  than  one  ticket,  two  were  not  counted 
because  cast  for  Council  of  Administration,  and  two  not  counted 
because  cast  for  Representatives.  If  the  claim  of  appellants  be  true, 
that  aB4  ballots  were  cast  in  this  bos,  this  leaves,  unaccounted  for, 
five  ballots. 

But  before  appellants  are  entitled  to  have  the  election  declared 
void,  it  must  be  made  to  clearly  appear  that  384  votes  were  cast  at 
laid  election  for  Department  officers.  In  my  opiaion  it  does  not 
elearty  so  appear. 

Comrade  Odell,  chairman  of  the  tellers,  in  his  address  (found  in 
Journal,  p.  65-),  says  the  total  votes  cast  for  Department  officers  was 
184,  This  he  corrects  (Journal,  p.  jj\.  and  says:  ■'  He  should  have 
said  that  Comrade  Weaver's  chetjc-list  showed  3S4  votes  cast,  but  he 
was  not  prepared  to  say  that  that  number  voted. " 

In  answer  to  an  inquiry  by  Comrade  O'Parrell,  ''At  what  lime  did  , 
you  connt  the  names  on  the  check-list  and  ascertain  in  that  way  that 
there  were  284  votes  on  the  list?"  Comrade  Weaver  answered:  ■'! 
never  counted  them.  I  "xxisvi  the  number  of  votes  of  the  Encamp- 
In  answer  to  an  inquiry  from  Comrade  O'Farrell,  "  I  would  like  to 
ask  Comrade  Odell  when  were  the  votes  counted  on  the  check.liat  and 
the  number  284  ascertained  to  have  voted."  Comrade  Odell  answered. 
■•  We  did  not  go  over  that  list. "  (See  Journal,  p.  66.)  It  nowhero 
appears  that  the  number  of  ballots  in  the  bon  for  Department  officers 
were  counted  and  compared  with  the  cbeck-hst  and  found  to  be  cor- 
rect. It  does  not  even  appear  that  the  check-list  was  counted  by  the 
tellers  at  the  conclusion  of  the  ballot,  and  that  it  appeared  by  that 
list  that  364  comrades  voted.     It  does  not  appear  that  384  comrades 
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voted  for  Department  officers,  but  280  ballots  for  Department  officers 
were  found  in  the  ballot  boxes,  five  of  these,  as  I  have  heretofore 
stated,  were,  in  my  opinion,  legally  rejected,  leaving  a  total  of  275 
legal  votes.  Of  these  Comrade  Dinsmore  had  a  majority,  and  was 
properly  declared  elected  Department  Conmiander. 

It  is  argued  by  the  appellants  that  the  *'  tellers  announced  toward 
the  time  of  closing  the  polls  that  all  the  comrades  excepting  nine 
entitled  to  vote  had  appeared  to  exercise  their  right  as  voters. "  Thus 
im  pliably  and  tacitly  declaring  that  the  total  number  of  votes  cast 
was  284. 

**The  marked  oflf,"  or  "names  checked"  on  the  official  roll  of 
voters  at  the  box  for  the  election  of  ** Department  officers"  corre- 
sponds with  that  announcement  and  showed  that  284  ballots  had  been 
presented  at  the  box  and  placed  in  it  by  the  receiving  teller." 

Admitting  the  first  proposition  to  be  true,  we  have  not  the  check- 
list  before  us.  It  affirmatively  appeared  that  this  check-list  was  not 
counted,  and  it  does  not  follow  that  mistakes  have  not  been  made. 
All  persons  familiar  with  elections  well  know  that  it  frequently 
happens  that  more  or  less  ballots  are  found  in  the  ballot  box  than 
there  are  names  upon  the  tally-sheets.  In  other  words,  that  the 
number  of  ballots  in  the  box  do  not  correspond  with  the  number  of 
names  on  the  tally-sheets.  Yet  this  does  not  vitiate  an  election.  To 
have  availed  themselves  of  the  discrepancy,  the  appellants  must  have 
taken  advantage  by  calling  attention  to  it  at  the  time. 

It  is  further  argued  that  **  amid  great  confusion  a  motion  was  made 
to  declare  the  election  unanimous,  which  motion  was  instantly  put  to 
the  Encampment  and  declared  carried,  though  objections  were  made 
to  it"  While  in  speeches  made  on  the  following  day,  reference  is 
made  to  the  confusion  and  excitement  which  followed;  the  record  by 
which  we  must  be  governed  is  silent  on  that  subject,  and  it  does  not 
appear  that  objections  were  made  to  it.  Upon  the  other  hand,  it  does 
appear  that  *'the  motion  was  carried  unanimously." 

In  my  opinion  the  motion  of  Comrade  Faunce  did  not  strengthen 
the  election  of  Comrade  Dinsmore,  not  being  in  the  proper  form. 
The  Rules  and  Reg^ations  provide  that  the  election  shall  be  by 
ballot ;  and  the  only  way  in  which  the  ballot  may  be  dispensed  with  is 
by  a  motion  that  the  ballot  be  dispensed  with  and  Comrade 
be  elected  to  the  position  of  by  acclamation,  or  by  a 

motion  that  the  Adjutant  cast  the  ballot  of  the  for  Comrade 

,  for  the  position  of  (See  B,  B,^  34-1  note^ 

page  104.) 

It  is  further  argued  ''the  fact  of  the  report  of  the  tellers  being 
erroneous  as  to  the  number  of  votes  cast,  and  as  to  the  number  of 
ballots  requisite  for  the  election  of  a  Commander,  and  as  to  the  failure 
or  refusal  to  count  ballots,  and  the  absence  or  disappearance  of 
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Others,  haviag  become  known,  prompt,  repeated  and  vigorous  efforts 
were  made  ia  the  Encampment  by  motions  and  otherwise,  to  have 
Ihe  entire  matter  and  election  fairly  and  fully  investigated  by  proper 
committees  or  otherwise  ;  but  all  these  efforts  were  primarily  defeated 
by  the  Commander  refusing  to  entertain  any  motion  or  suggestion 
for  that  purpose  —  ruling  that  all  such  efforts  were  out  of  order,  not 
matters  of  privilege  or  proper,  and  by  the  stern,  rigid  and  persistent 
declaration,  and  ruling  that  he  had  accepted  the  repiort  of  the  tellers, 
and  announced  the  result  of  the  election,  that  he  believed  it  correct 
and  just,  and  would  allow  no  inquiry  into  it  in  any  of  the  methods 
proposed,  the  whole  matter  being  res  adjudicata.' 

Without  determining  the  correctness  of  the  rulings  of  the  Depart- 
ment Commander,  in  my  opinion,  the  statement  in  this  argument  is 
too  strong.  He  did  rule  that  the  tellers  having  duly  performed  their 
duties,  having  agreed  without  a  dissenting  voice,  and  made  their 
report  o£  the  number  of  ballots  cast,  and  certain  officers  receiving  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast,  having  been  declared  duly  elected,  and, 
on  motion  of  the  opposing  candidates  for  Commander  and  Senior 
Vice-Commander,  having  been  declared  unanimously  elected,  the 
question  raised  comes  too  late,  and  is  not  well  taken.  He  did  call 
Comrade  Ferree  to  order  when  said  Comrade  Ferree  arose  to  a  privi- 
leged question,  upon  the  ground  that  Comrade  Ferree  was  inakiiig  a 
personal  attack.  {^Journal,  p.  ^j.)  What  this  paper  contained  is 
not  shown  by  the  record.  Comrade  Ferree  afterwards  states  that 
what  be  said  and  which  was  misunderstood  was,  ' '  that  very  serious 
charges  bad  been  made  against  comrades  as  having  cast  illegal  votes. 
and  be  was  going  to  prove  that  do  illegal  votes  had  been  cast,  but 
was  cnt  off."  {Journal,  p.  S4.)  He  also  ruled  that  "Comrade 
Huntoon  could  not  offer  a  resolution  under  the  claim  of  a  personal 
explanation."  From  later  remarks  of  Comrade  Huntoon,  it  appears 
that  the  resolntion  he  desired  to  offer  was  in  his  own  vindication. 

Comrade  HcKee,  rising,  as  he  said,  to  a  question  of  privilege, 
said:  "  I  desire  to  repeat  that  I  was  interrupted  in  saying  that  both 
on  this  floor  and  in  the  public  newspapers,  it  is  charged  that  there 
were  illegal  votes  cast  at  the  late  election,  and  as  I  voted,  and  am, 
possibly,  one  of  those  charged  with  casting  an  illegal  ballot,  for  that 
reason,  I  think,  I  have  the  right  to  be  heard  by  this  Encampment  on 
that  question  of  privilege.     I  shall  await  the  decision  of  the  Chair." 

The  Commander  said,  "That  would  enable  every  comrade,  one 
after  another,  to  get  up  and  spend  weeks  upon  this  matter.  The 
Chair  b  of  the  opinion  that  it  ia  no  question  of  privilege  whatever." 

The  Chair  did  frequently  rule  tliat  this  was  not  a  privilege  ques- 
tion. But  it  does  not  appear  that  any  motion  was  ever  made  or 
resolution  offered  to  refer  the  matter  to  a  committee.  The  only 
reference  I  find  ia  the  Journal  to  a  committee  is  the  question  by  Com- 
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rade  McKee,  *'  Don't  you  think  the  proposition  I  arose  to  make  that 
a  committee  be  appointed  to  whom  this  matter  be  referred  would 
save  a  gpreat  deal  <^  trouble? "  It  would  seem  that  such  resolution 
might  have  been  offered  under  section  X,  Rules  and  Order  of  Busi- 
ness of  the  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order  of  the  Department  of  the 
Potomac,  page  ii. 

The  appeal  in  this  case  is  in  these  words: 

March  8,  1892. —  "  I  desire  to  utter  an  appeal  against  the  installa- 
tion of  the  so-called  officers  of  the  Department,  on  the  ground  that 
a  question  has  arisen  as  to  the  legality  of  the  election." 

Feed  Thomson,  Reft  Post  No.  i. 

After  careful  review  of  the  record  in  this  case,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  appeal  must  be  dismissed  and  that  Comrade  Dinsmore  must 
be  held  to  be  the  duly  elected,  installed  and  de  jure  Department 
Commander  of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac,  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic.

SYLLABUS. 

Associate  membership  is  but  another  name  for  *^  honorary  mem- 
bership. There  can  be  no  honorary  membership  in  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic''  See  Resolution^  National  Encampment 
fournal^  1884,  p.  22y. 

FACTS. 

Phil  Sheridan  Post,  No.  4,  Department  of  Idaho,  asks  the  approval 
by  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  a  by-law  providing  for  associate 
membership. 

OPINION. 

Associate  membership  is  but  another  name  for  **  honorary  mem- 
bership. There  can  be  no  honorary  membership  in  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic*'  (See  Resolution  National  Encampment  Journal ^ 
1884,  p.  227.)  I  therefore  recommend  that  this  by-law  be  dis- 
approved.   Such  proposed  associate  membership  is  not  allowable. 

I  find  nothing  in  the  Rules  and  Reg^ations  requiring  that  the 
by-laws  of  posts  shall  be  approved  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  nor 
can  I  believe  that  such  action  is  necessary.  Were  it  so,  the  time  of 
the  Commander-in-Chief  and  that  of  the  Judge-Advocate-General 
would  all  be  consumed  in  the  examination  of  by-laws. 

Were  this  an  extraordinary  case,  I  would  recommend  that  it  be 
returned  to  the  post  without  any  action  whatever,  but  since  it  is  so 
clearly  in  conflict  with  the  action  of  the  National  Encampment 
Journal,  1884,  page  227, 1  unhesitatingly  recommend  its  disapproval.

[This  report  on  Form  "G"  gives  no  data  to  show  its  correctness.  The  report  tl 
the  Department  of  the  Potomac  does  give  that  data.] 

I  said  in  a  previous  part  of  this  report  that  less  than  half  of  the  Depart- 
ments had  sent  to  the  Surgeon-General  reports  for  the  first  semi-annual 
period  for  the  current  year,  but  that  statement  did  not  represent  the  full 
delinquency.  Most  of  those  reporting  for  that  period  expressed  regrets  at 
their  inability  to  report  in  full,  and  asserted  that  most  of  the  Posts  had  sent  in 
no  reports.  And  to  this  day — August  8th — a  number  of  the  great  Depart- 
ments have  failed  to  report  for  either  period.  Great  indifference  and  want  of 
method  is  manifested  in  many  of  them.  Arizona,  New  Hampshire  and  the 
Potomac  have  reported  in  full  for  the  year;  and  New  Jersey,  New  York, 
Maine  and  Ohio  have  made  brave  efforts  to  report,  but  have  failed  to  accom- 
plish their  purpose. 

One  of  the  great  Departments  sent  in  two  reports  at  or  near  the  close  of 
the  period  for  reports,  which  were  in  letter,  word  and  figure  the  exact  counter- 
part of  each  other;  and  these  I  refer  to  the  amateur  arithmetician,  who  fan- 
cies the  nebulous  theories,  to  work  out  when  in  the  concatenations  of  chance 
events  such  a  thing  may  occur  again. 

From  such  data  as  has  been  furnished  me,  it  would  be  an  injustice  and  a 

wrong  to  the  G.  A.  R.  to  attempt  to  formulate  a  series  of  statistical  tables.

In  addition  lo  these  vast  eipenditores,  the  government  has  established 
nameiou$  homes  fur  the  fecbte,  decrepit  and  depeodent  veterans.  Shattered 
by  the  storms  of  war,  they  may  enter,  pass  lives  of  comfort  and  case,  recount 
lo  each  other  Iheir  perils  past,  show  how  lialtles  were  fought  and  won,  ami  in 
serene  old  age  join  the  great  majority  with  the  consciousness  of  having  fought 
the  battle  of  life  bravely  and  well. 

For  the  annual  maintenance  of  these  homes  the  present  Congress  appropri- 
ated ^638,840.37.  There  are  also  173  government  cemeteries,  in  which  lie 
the  remains  of  a  vast  army  who  gave  their  lives  as  a  sacrifice  lo  the  unity  and 
perpetuity  of  the  nation.  All  have  chiseled  granite  tablets  to  their  memory, 
and  most  notable  among  them  all  are  the  tablets  lo  the  unknown  dead. 
These  the  art  preservative  of  all  arts  has  embalmed  tn  history  and  safely 
stored  in  the  archives  of  the  nation,  where  they  will  be  found  a  recorded  tes- 
timonial to  the  grandeur  and  the  beneliGence  of  (he  government  when  the  dis- 
integrating elements  of  nature  shall  have  crumbled  the  tablets  to  dust. 

For  the  preservation  of  these  testimonials  to  the  soldiery,  the  Congress  of 
the  nation  hasjusi  granted  an  annual  appropriation  of  ^3,000. 

These  appropriations  all  seem  large,  but  they  should  be  thought  of  in  refer- 
ence to  the  grand  moving  cause  calline  them  into  being — the  preservation  of 
the  government  from  overthrow — and  who  can  place  too  high  an  estimate  on 
that  achievement?  It  is  absolutely  beyond  any  money  consideration.  In 
(his  connection  the  liical  resources  of  the  nation  may  be  mentioned. 
SiMtiitnr  limaing  Ike  ammuti  of  Gold  and  Sihier  CeiHS  and  CrrlificaUs,  [/Hited 
S/alfi  Notii  and  National  Bank  Netii,  in  circulation  August  1,  iSgi. 
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fhe  clipping  above  is  from  the  Treasury  report  of  Angust,  1892,  and  I 
accompany  it  with  an  extract  from  Census  Bulletin,  issued  by  the  Superin- 
tendent ot  Census,  the  ablest,  most  painstaking  and  comprehensive  statist  of 
to-day. 

From  the  summary  it  will  be  seen  that  the  assessed  value  of  all  property, 
excluding  railroad  property  except  in  the  States  named,  has  increased  from 
^16,902,i»9d,543,  in  1880,  to  124,651,585,465,  in  1890.  an  increase  during  the 
decade  of  ^7,748,591,922,  or  45.84^.  Should  it  be  found  upon  the  comple- 
tion of  the  inquiry  in  relation  to  the  true  value  of  all  property  in  the  United 
States  that  the  same  relation  exists  in  1890  between  the  assessed  valuation 
and  true  valuation,  as  existed  in  1880,  the  absolute  wealth  of  the  United 
States,  according  to  the  eleventh  census,  may  be  estimated  at  563,648,000,000, 
or  more  than  ^1,000  per  capita,  as  against  |£514  per  capita  in  1860,  ^780  per 
capita  in  1870,  and  $S70  per  capita  in  1880. 

The  fiscal  resources  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  are  greater  than 
those  of  any  other  known  ancient  or  modem  government.  They  can  be 
more  readily  converted  into  available  assets  than  those  of  any  known  govern- 
ment, and  with  less  disturbance  and  friction  than  in  any  government.  The 
people  of  the  United  States  are  justly  proud  of  their  institutions,  and  will 
always  promptly  respond  favorably  to  any  just  demand  on  their  resources  to 
maintain  the  honor  or  integrity  of  the  government.  Those  who  charge 
bankruptcy  of  the  treasury,  or  beggary  of  the  people,  are  false  prophets,  and 
all  their  idle  declamation  will  return  to  plague  the  inventors. 

Facts  are  dainty  chiels  that  do  na  ding, 
Nor  wi'  na  be  disputet. 

All  the  gold  and  silver  hidden  in  the  bowels  of  the  earth,  and  all  its  mate- 
rial wealth,  is  held  subject  to  a  prior  claim  by  the  government  to  pay  its  just 
debts,  and  none  are  more  sacred  than  that  due  to  the  soldier. 

The  Navy  in  the  War. 

The  Navy  and  Marine  corps  are  integral  portions  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  and  have 
not  received  from  the  ofHcial  corps  of  that  organization  the  consideration 
which  is  properly  due  them.  At  the  outbreak  of  war  in  1861,  the  world  was 
amazed  to  learn  that  most  of  the  valuable  war  ships  of  the  navy,  through  the 
open  treachery  of  some,  and  the  weak  compliance  of  other  public  function- 
aries, had  been  scattered  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  on  fallacious  and 
vain  pretexts.  Workshops  were  permitted  to  go  to  ruin  from  misuse,  disuse 
and  neglect.  Arsenals  were  stripped  of  arms  and  munitions  of  war,  and  guns 
oidered  to  be  accumulated  at  points  where  they  could  be  of  most  service  to 
the  conspirators;  and  all  this  work  was  accomplished  by  men  who  were  in 
the  service  of  the  government — men  bound  by  the  most  stringent  obligations 
of  duty  and  honor  to  be  true  and  faithful  to  the  nation.  Conspirators  sat  in 
the  council  of  the  President,  and  exchanged  oblique  glances  with  him.  They 
sat  in  the  halls  of  legislation,  and  did  all  they  could  to  smirch  the  honor,  ruin 
the  credit,  and  soil  the  dignity  of  the  nation  to  which  they  had  sworn  alleg- 
iance, calling  on  God  to  attest  their  sincerity. 

When  flagrant  war  began,  the  commerce  of  the  United  States  was  second 
only  to  that  of  England.      But  rebel  cruisers  sprang  up  like  mushrooms  from 
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Ihe  ground,  and  in  a  few  months  most  of  oai  freighting  veaseb  disRppeuul 
tiom  the  ocean,  or  floalei]  the  Hag  of  neutrals.

Extract  fiom  Rtforlo/lhi  Stcrilary  of  Ikt  Navy,  iSbs- 

The  total  expenses  of  this  department  from  the  4th  of  March,  ISOl,  to  the 
SOth  of  June,  1S65,  embracing  a  period  of  foui  years  and  four  months,  and 
covering  not  only  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  navy,  but  such  as  have  arisen 
in  the  purchase,  constroclion  and  equipment  of  vessels,  and  in  the  main- 
tenance of  the  large  naval  force  required  during  the  war,  were  9314,1  TOi!) 60, SO. 

The  number  of  seamen  enlisted  in  the  navy  from  the  *th  of  Match,  1881,  to 
the  1st  of  May.  1866,  was  118,0+4. 

During  the  progress  of  the  war  1,406  persons  were  killed,  1,C38  wounded, 
and  176  reported  missing,  making  a  total  number  of  casualties  in  the  naval 
service  3,220. 


Tomes  of  writing  and  printing  could  not  better  express  the  obligations  of 
the  nation  to  the  navy  for  its  gallant  defense  of  the  nation's  rights. 

The  Picudenl's  proclamation  of  a  blockade  of  the  ports  uf  entry  in  the 
Slatel  in  rebelliun  was  carped  st  and  derided  as  a  mere  paper  blockade  and 
our  great  commercial  and  manufacturing  competitor,  old  England,  with  greed 
and  glee  entered  vigorously  and  earnestly  into  the  surreptitious  supply  of  ves- 
sels and  munitions  of  war  to  prove  the  blockade  to  be  one  of  paper  only. 

The  newly  improvised  commercial  war  navy  of  Mr.  Wells  at  once  buck- 
eled  on  its  armor,  and  in  a  war  of  four  years'  dtuation,  it  scaled  up  every 
roadslcd,  sound,  inlet  and  bay  giving  access  to  the  Stales  in  rebelUon.  The 
Father  of  Waters  was  the  scene  of  strife  and  battle  from  the  confluence  of  the 
Ohio  to  the  Gulf.  Island  No.  10,  Memphis,  Vicksburg,  Port  Hudson,  New 
Orleans,  Forts  St.  Phillips  and  Jackson  were  theaters  of  bloody  encounter. 

TheGnlfof  Meidco,  from  Key  West  to  the  mouth  of  the  Rio  Grande,  wit- 
nesied  many  encounters;  and  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  from  Savannah,  Georgia, 
dear  up  ti>  the  northern  and  eastern  cape  of  Chesapeake  bay,  the  coniUct 
raged  daring  the  entire  period  of  the  war.  The  operations  on  the  Potomac 
levolnlioniied  all  previous  systems  of  naval  warfare,  and  brought  into  eiistence 
new  engines  of  oggceMive  power, 

The  galaxy  of  bright  particular  stars,  whose  recorded  deeds  are  kno«Tt  of 
■B  men,  need  not  to  be  mentioned  here — but  one,  the  feat  of  the  gallant 
"boy  Cushman."  His  cool,  deliberate  planning,  his  bold,  dashing  execution 
of  the  attack  on  and  sinking  of  the  Albemarle  i*  not  surpassed  in  all  the 
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annals  of  naval  warfare.     His  star  in  the  galaxy  will  bum  and  glow  and 
sparkle  with  undimmed  luster  **  to  the  last  syllable  of  recorded  time." 

All  the  interests  of  the  nation  imperatively  demand  the  building  of  a  navy 
adequate  to  every  emergency  to  which  the  government  may  be  subjected. 

A  navy  adequate  to  all  the  needs  and  emergencies  of  the  nation  is  demanded 
by  the  agricultural,  the  manufacturing,  the  commercial,  the  grazing  and  trans- 
porting interests  of  the  country.  This  nation,  by  every  consideration  of  thrift, 
economy  and  prudence,  should  carry  every  pound  of  its  products  to  market  in 
its  own  bottoms.  **  Millions  for  defense,  but  not  one  cent  in  tribute  "  was 
thought  at  the  time  of  its  utterance  to  combine  both  wisdom  and  patriotism; 
and  that  was  when  the  nation  was  in  swaddling  bands.  It  now  pays  an 
annual  tribute  to  Europe,  called  freight,  sufficient  to  support  a  commanding 

navy. 

The  national  trinity  is  unity. 

Liberty,  justice  and  law, 
bound  hand  in  hand,  leading  and  marshaling  the  serried  hosts  of  men  to  the 
accomplishment  of  the  nation's  "  manifest  destiny" — that  of  being  the  fore- 
most nation  of  all  the  world. 

This  achieved,  the  symbol  of  its  power,  wherever  or  whenever  unfurled 
under  the  wide-spread  canopy  of  the  visible  heavens,  the  azure  dome  of  a 
pendant  world,  be  it  at  the  Orient  or  at  the  Occident,  be  it  at  the  arctic  or  at  the 
antarctic  poles,  or  under  the  equator  in  torrid  zones;  be  it  fanned  by  soft  zeph- 
yrs of  calm  seas,  or  rustled  by  the  storm  and  fury  and  flame  of  battle;  be  it 
everywhere  and  evermore  the  emblem  before  which  to  stand  with  uncovered 
head  and  profound  reverence.     If  in  all  this  broad  land  there  be  found 

One  man  with  soul  so  dead. 

Who  never  to  himself  hath  said 

This  is  my  own,  my  native  land  ?

If  such  there  be,  go  mark  him  well; 
For  him  no  minstrel  raptures  swell; 
Livinc:,  he  shall  forfeit  fair  renown, 
And  doubly  dyine^,  shall  go  down

Unwept,  unhonored  and  unsung. 

The  Medical  Directors  of  the  Departments,  I  have  found  as  a  body  to  be 
earnest  men,  and  anxious  to  discharge  their  duties,  with  as  few  exceptions  as 
are  to  be  found  in  the  same  number  of  men  in  other  walks  of  life.

The  Medical  Director  of  New  Jersey,  John  Younglove,  in  a  Department 
containing  117  Posts,  secured  complete  returns  from  ninety-three  Posts  in  the 
latter  half  of  July,  and  unofficial  information  from  the  remaining  Posts,  simply 

saying :  No.  deaths .     This  I  give  as  another  "  object  lesson  "  for  future 

imitation  and  guidance.     When  there  is  a  will,  a  way  will  be  found.

Adjihant-General  : 

I^AR  Sir  and  Comrade  :  As  Chaplain-in*Chief  of  the  Grand  Anny  of  the 
Republic,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report :  Up  to  date  I  have  not 
received  more  than  twenty-five  reports  from  the  different  Departments  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  so  I  am  unable  to  state  how  many  Memorial 
services  have  been  held  ana  graves  decorated,  but  I  have  reason  to  believe 
more  than  ever  before  during  the  hisiory  of  our  Order.  In  Florida,  where  we 
have  twenty  posts  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Memorial  services  were 
held  by  every  post,  and  the  graves  of  our  departed  comrades  appropriately 
decorated  with  flowers.  In  Jacksonville,  Florida,  during  the  year,  we  have 
erected  a  handsome  monument,  costing  with  the  lot  nearly  ^1,000,  to  the 
memory  of  the  Union  soldiers  who  have  died  there  since  the  war.  Personally 
I  have  visited  posts  in  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Illinois,  Colorado  and  in 
Florida,  and  have  preached  and  delivered  addresses  on  many  occasions.  As 
Chaplain-in-Chief  of  our  noble  organization,  I  have  emphasized,  in  the  pulpit 
and  out  of  the  pulpit,  the  importance  of  loyalty  to  one  flag  only,  and  that  flag 
the  Stars  and  Stripes. 

Thanking  the  comrades  who  through  their  representatives  at  Detroit 
elected  me  to  the  exalted  position  of  pastor  of  a  church  of  nearly  500,000 
members,  of  many  creeds  and  nationalities,  who  kept  step  to  the  music  of 
liberty  in  the  Grand  Citizen  Army  of  the  Republic,  that  this  government,  "  by 
the  people,  of  the  people  and  for  the  people,"  should  not  perish  from  the 
earth;  I  hope  to  remain  loyal  to  the  principles  of  our  order  until  I  die,  and 
then  meet  all  my  comrades  where  the  Supreme  Commander  of  the  Universe 
will  say  to  each  one  of  us,  if  we  are  loyal  to  him,  **  Well  done  good  and  faith- 
ful servant.''

"Pkue  send  if  possible  to  me  one  barrel  of  floor,  one  barrel  of  patatoei, 
one  boi  of  onions,  aevenly-liTe  pounds  of  brown  sugar,  ten  pounds  uf  coffee, 
6ltf  pounds  o(  pork,  ind  send  the  ULCOimt  to  Waahington,  the  (iDVemnient  to 
deduct  it  from  pay  now  due  me  from  my  Government.  Do  be  so  kind  ai  to

Comrade  Kelly  of  Kansas:  I  have  no  objection  to  the  mo- 
tion, but  I  owe  a  duty  to  a  comrade.  This  memorial  came  to 
the  last  Encampment  carefully  prepared  by  a  comrade  in  Kan- 
sas, Rev.  D.  C.  Milner,  who  was  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  in  Manhattan,  Kas.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions 
recommended  the  appointment  of  D.  C.  Milner,  as  Chairman  of 
that  Committee  and  the  Encampment  appointed  him  Chairman 
of  the  Committee.  In  some  way  another  name  was  substituted 
for  his,  he  feels  it  most  keenly.  I  think  it  is  due  to  the  Grand 
Army  to  know  this  fact,  and  it  is  due  to  this  comrade  that  that 
should  be  stated.  He  had  given  this  a  great  deal«  of  thoujrhtJbr 
two  or  three  years.  He  had  matured  plans  that  he  proposed  to 
carry  out,  with  the  help  of  the  Grand  Army.  He  is  one  of  the 
best  men  we  have,  a  man  who  walked  in  the  ranks  as  a  private 
and  who  lost  a  part  of  his  arm  in  battle.  I  would  be  glad  if 
the  Commander-in-Chief  could  say  a  word  explanatory  of  this 
for  the  benefit  of  Comrade  Milner. 

Comrade  Cole  of  Missouri:  Will  the  comrade  permit  me  to 
interrupt  him  a  moment.  I  have  comrade  Milner' s  report 
here. 

Comrade  Kelly:  I  know  he  has  sent  a  report  but  he  was 
Chairman  of  this  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Encamp- 
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ment.  What  we  would  like  to  know  is  how  another  name  was 
substituted  for  his. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  In  reply  to  comrade  Kelly  if  he 
will  give  way,  and  as  comrade  Cole  desires  to  make  a  report 
from  comrade  Milner,  I  would  ask  that  comrade  Cole  make 
this  report,  and  then  the  Commander-in-Chief  will  make  an 
explanation. 

Comrade  Cole:  Comrade  Milner,  who  was  Chairman  of  this 
Committee,  is  unable  to  be  here,  and  has  sent  me  this  report 
to  present  to  the  Encampment  as  a  member  of  the  Committee. 

The  report  referred  to  was  read  to  the  Encamoment  and  is 
as  follows: 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  on  the  subject  ol  ' '  Teach- 
ing patriotism  in  our  schools  "  would  respectfully  report ; 

The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  now  enters  upon  the  second  quarter- 

centucy  of  it»  existence.     Before  the  close  of  Ihii  twenty-five  years  a  very  large 

piopoition  of  those  entitled  to  actual  membership  in  the  order  will  have  passed 

fruiD  earth.     The  misaion  o(  the  Grind  Army  is  not  complete  when  we  secure 

penNoDS  and  care  for  the  material  welfare  of  our  comrades.     It  is  not  enough 

L  th«  we  hold  our  reunions  anil  camp  fan.    A  serious  responsibility  rests  upon 

I  ni,  in  behalf  of  the  true  history  of  the  war,  and  also  thai  its  proper  reaulta  may 

r  be  (caliicd. 


That  there  is  special  need  of  some  plan  of  infraction  in  patriotism  in  our 

achools  is  manifest  when  we  conader  the  growth  of  this  country  since  the  war. 

The  increase  of  the  population  of  the  United  Stales  trom  1866  to  1S90  U 

^  SJJSJi.iSO.     Our  foreign    immigration  for  the  same   period    is  reported    at 

I  Ml.aB0v485.     From  1890  to  the  first  quarter  of  181(2  there  has  lieen  an  immi- 

I  gration  of  608,323.    That  is,  nearly  11,000.000  of  out  gain  in  population  is 

Irotn  foreign  lands.      The  colored  poputalion  has  also  increased  until  it  num- 

liert  7,500.000  people.     The  mere  fact  of  the  increase  of  foreign  population, 

anil  of  colored    people   hitherto   deprived   of  education,  maices  the  need 

apparent 

There  has  also  been  much  false  leaching.  Teil  books  have  been  published 
that  have  slandered  ihe  Norlh  and  the  cause  of  the  Union,  that  have  depre- 
daled  the  value  of  our  lioops,  and  represented  Ihal  the  :^oulh  was  in  the  righl. 
and  that  the  army  which  saved  the  Union  was  a  wicked  aggressor. 

There  hai  been  much  published  and  taught  which  represents  the  southern 

people  as  a  liberty -loving,  chivalrous  people,  defending  their  homes  and  their 

Uberties:  and  that  tbe  northern  army  was  simply  a  horde  of  vandals,  that 

I  overcame  a  noble  people  by  mere  brute  force.    Many  a/  tkt  newifafers  and 

l-mtnasiiii!  cf  thr  North  have  httped  to  fefiilariu  the  sentimtnt  tial  apir  ali 

I  (At  North  tKH  I'Ui  parity  rigA/. 
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We  need  to  lemstmct  our  youth  as  to  the  rig^iteoiisiiesB  of  the  amse  of  the 
North  in  its  conflict  with  the  claims  of  State  rights  and  secesion*  and  the 
•cheme  of  a  Confederacy  founded  on  human  slavery. 

It  is  not  our  province  here  to  criticise  the  southern  people  in  their  efforts  to 
glorify  the  **  lost  cause "  for  which  they  offered  their  lives  and  possessions. 
We  must,  however,  enter  our  protest  against  the  efforts  to  slander  our  dead 
and  living  comrades,  and  depredate  their  work,  and  the  lofty  purpose  to  which 
they  consecrated  themselves  as  soldiers  for  the  Union. 

What  has  been  Done. 

The  most  effective  lesson  of  patriotism  that  the  members  of  the  G.  A.  R. 
ever  taught  was  when  they  enlisted  as  soldiers  in  the  service  of  their  country. 
The  record  of  their  service  in  camp,  on  battle  field,  in  hospital  and  prison  is  a 
living  illustration  of  patriotic  devotion. 

The  raising  of  the  Stars  and  Stripes  on  our  school-houses  teaches  the  lesson 
of  loyalty  to  the  flag  and  the  government  it  represents.  Every  Memorial  Day, 
with  its  services,  its  strewing  of  flowers  over  the  graves  of  the  dead,  is  an 
appeal  to  the  living  to  remember  the  cause  the  dead  soldier  represented. 
There  is  need,  however,  of  something  more  to  be  done  to  reach  the  great  mass 
of  people,  untouched  as  yet  by  histories,  flag  raisings  and  Memorial  days. 

No  one  is  bom  a  patriot  Patriotism  is  a  lesson  to  be  learned.  Such 
instruction  can  be  given  best  in  the  ^unily  and  in  the  school-room.  The 
American  flag,  which  is  the  emblem  of  our  nationality,  should  be  displayed  in 
every  household  and  every  educational  institution  in  the  land.  It  should  be 
recognized  by  a  proper  salute  on  all  occasions. 

The  children  of  this  country  must  be  taught  why  we  fought,  and  from  what 
a  condition  we  redeemed  the  South.  In  our  public  schools  we  have  about 
half  a  million  of  teachers,  and  more  than  15,000,000  pupils,  and  we  expend 
upon  them  annually  some  $150,000,000.  Here  is  the  great  fountain  of  influ- 
ence. Add  to  this  the  private  schools  and  other  institutions  of  learning,  and 
what  a  field  in  which  to  teach  loyalty  to  the  old  flag. 

Your  Committee  would  make  the  following  suggestions  and  recommenda- 
tions as  to  what  should  be  done : 

First.  Grand  Army  Posts  should  interest  themselves  in  their  home  schools, 
and  encourage  the  use  of  the  National  flag  on  school  buildings,  and  on  public 
days. 

Second.  There  should  be  systematic  efforts  to  teach  the  children  patriotic 
songs. 

Third.  Posts  should  seek  the  wider  observance  of  our  National  patriotic 
days,  and  should  see  that  in  connection  especiall)\ with  "Memorial  Day," 
instructions  be  given  as  to  the  cause  of  the  Rebellion,  the  justice  of  the  cause 
of  the  Union,  and  what  should  be  the  results  of  the  war  in  the  interest  of  the 
people. 

The  Committee  offers  the  following  resolution,  and  recommends  its  adoption 
by  the  National  Encampment : 
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Jiisohnd^  That  the  Commander-in-Chief  take  such  steps  as  may  seem  to  him 
most  practicahle,  to  have  the  first  or  opening  Hay  of  all  schools,  in  the  fall  of 
each  year,  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  our  country,  ol^served  by 
hoisting  the  National  colors  over  their  respective  buildings,  with  the  singing 
of  National  sungs,  anri  such  other  ceremonies  as  will  impress  on  the  minds  of 
the  generation  nuw  approaching  manhood  the  true  meaning  of  our  National 
emblem,  what  it  is,  and  what  it  should  mean  to  them.  1

Note. — The  lines  in  italics  were  stricken  out  by  the  joint  committee  here- 
after mentioned,  and  the  word  *'  North,''  at  the  commencement  of  the  second 
line  next  fallowing,  changed  to  "  Union."  Still  later  in  the  session,  the  reso- 
lution  above  was  amended  by  inserting  the  words  "  one  school  day  yearly  of 
each  school ''  in  lieu  of  the  words  "  the  first  or  opening  day  of  all  schools  io 
the  fall  of  each  year." 

The  Commander-in-Chief :  I  desire  to  make  a  statement  in 
reference  to  the  appointment  of  the  committee.  The  follow- 
ing w**s  sent  to  my  headquarters  from  the  stenographer's  re- 
port of  the  proceedings  of  the  encampment:  **  A  committee  to 
be  appointed  to  devise  plans  to  insure  the  successful  inaugura- 
tion of  some  system  of  teaching  the  lessons  of  loyalty  to  our 
undivided  country  and  one  flag,  and  that  the  coming  genera- 
tion may  hand  down  the  institutions  that  make  us  deserve  the 
words — 

'The  land  of  the  free 
And  the  home  of  the  brave.*  " 

Acting  upon  that  suggestion  by  the  Encampment,  I  ap- 
pointed a  committee.  But  four  months  after  that  came 
the  proceedings  themselves,  containing  the  following : 
**a  motion  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  report  to 
the  next  Encampment  on  the  subject  of  teaching  patriotism 
in  the  public  schools,  was  carried,  and  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  appointed  Comrades  Milner  of  Kansas,  Cole  of 
Missouri,  and  Gray  of  Wisconsin;"  so  that  my  prede- 
cessor had  appointed  this  committee  before  I  was  aware  of  it. 
It  was  necessary  for  me  to  get  out  my  committees,  and  I 
announced  the  committee  as  I  found  it  provided  in  the  work 
of  the  Encampment.  One  committee  was  appointed  by  my 
predecessor  according  to  the  instructions  of  the  Encampment, 
but  the  information  did  not  come  to  me  until  four  months 
afterwards,  and  I  could  not  wait  for  four  months  to  do  my 
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work,  SO  I  announced  the  committee,  and  we  have  a  report 
from  both  committees.  As  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any 
difference  in  the  sentiment  of  the  reports,  I  do  not  think  that 
the  Encampment  will  have  any  trouble  in  passing  upon  them. 

Comrade  Kdly:  I  am  glad  to  hear  the  explanation,  so  that 
I  can  explain  it  to  Comrade  Milner,  because  he  had  some  cor- 
respondence on  this  question  with  nie.  It  is  merely  the 
respect  due  to  a  comrade  of  this  Grand  Army.  Comrade 
Milner  had  put  months  and  pretty  nearly  years  of  studv  upon 
this  question,  so  that  his  soul  was  full  of  it.  I  would  like  to 
have  this  Encampment,  before  we  get  through,  dt^signate 
Comrade  Milner  as  chairman  of  the  committee  of  five,  if  we 
adopt  the  report.  I  know  that  soldiers  are  generous,  and  I 
knew  that  Commander-in  Chief  Palmer  had  some  expl-* nation 
which  was  perfectly  satisfactory,  and  it  is  so  to  me;  but  Com- 
rade Milner  is  not  here,  and  he  is  a  loyal  man  and  a  brave 
soldier,  and  he  had  his  heart  set  on  this,  and  if  he  is  appointed 
chairman  of  this  committt-e  of  five  it  will  heal  ovt  r  this  wound. 

Comrade  Wagner  :  It  will  be  awkward  to  adopt  both  these 
reports  as  we  should  like  to  adopt  them.  Why  not  send  them 
baek  and  constitute  these  two  committees  one,  so  far  as  they 
are  present,  and  let  them  consolidate  the  two  reports  and 
everybody  will  be  served  and  everybody  will  be  happy  ?  I 
make  that  motion.  My  thought  is  not  that  they  shall  go  over 
to  next  year.  Comrade  Milner  is  unfortunately  absent,  but 
we  have  his  report.  Let  the  other  two  members  of  that  com- 
mittee and  the  members  of  the  other  committee  get  together 
and  consider  these  two  reports  and  report  back  to-morrow 
morning. 

Comrade  Hicks  of  Pennsylvania:  All  that  has  been  re- 
ported by  the  committees  is  most  excellent,  but  in  my  moun- 
tain home  we  have  anticipated  a  work  of  this  kind  in  our 
Grand  Army  post.  The  last  school  day  preceding  Memorial 
Day  the  school  directors  of  our  city  have  set  apart  for  the 
teaching  of  patriotism  to  our  school  children,  and  this  year  a 
detail  was  made  from  our  Grand  Army  posts  of  one  comrade 
to  visit  each  of  the  fourteen  schools  in  our  city  and  speak  to 
the  children,  and  patriotic  songs  were  sung  and  other  patriotic 
exercises  had.

mistake  was  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

Comrade  Kelly  ;  1  think  the  consolidation  of  these  two 
reports  will  be  all  right.  We  do  not  question  the  motives  of 
any  of  these  comrades  or  of  the  Commandtr.  1  only  want  to 
take  care  of  a  number  one  comrade  who  is  not  here,  and  after 
we  consolidate  these  reports  I  hope  Comrade  Milner  will  be 
appointed  chairman  of  the  commiitee  of  five. 

Comrade  Adams  of  M-o^sachusttts:  Having  been  on  the 
committee  of  resolutions  last  year  I  have  some  knowledge 
of  how  this  matter  stands.  My  sympathies  are  with  the  com- 
rade from  Kansas.  This  was  a  pel  scheme  ol  that  comrade. 
He  came  before  the  commitiee  and  advocated  it.  I  know  the 
Commander  ninde  a  mistake,  and  I  know  the  commitiee  has 
done  good  service  in  preparing  a  report;  but  you  are  gfing  to 
bring  in  a  report  not  signed  by  the  gentleman  who  brought 
this  before  the  Encampment.  Let  us  do  justice  to  the  man 
who  did  this  work.  Myfiiends  and  your  friends  are  on  the 
Othff  commitiee,  but  let  us  do  justice  to  the  man  who  gave  his 
thought  and  time  to  work  up  this  idea  and  came  here  pre- 
pared to  bring  it  before  the  Encampment. 

The  Commander  in  Chief:  When  this  committee  meets 
they  will  select  their  own  chairman. 
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Comrade  Adams:  This  man  is  not  here  and  can  not  sign 
the  report. 

Comrade  Wagner :  This  seems  to  be  a  question  of  whether 
we  shall  do  justice  to  a  comrade  who  is  not  here  at  the  expense 
of  injustice  to  somebody  else.  My  proposition  is  a  simple  and 
plain  one,  and  this  motion  as  a  substitute,  if  it  is  seconded, 
and  I  don't  know  whether  it  is  or  not,  is  a  pi  oposition  to  slap 
in  the  face  those  other  comrades  who  have  also  given  the  mat- 
ter some  attention.  There  is  no  reason  why  we  should  slap  a 
comrade  in  the  face  for  the  sake  of  saving  somebody's  pet 
scheme.  It  is  the  easiest  way  out  of  this  difficulty,  doing  jus- 
tice to  everybody  and  hurting  nobody's  feelings  more  than 
they  have  already  been  hurt,  to  consolidate  these  two  commit- 
tees and  let  them  agree  on  one  report,  and  when  the  com- 
mittee is  appointed  Comrade  Milner  can  be  kept  upon  that 
committee.  To  take  this  report  sent  here  by  somebody  who 
is  not  a  member  of  this  Encampment  at  this  time  and  substi- 
tute it  for  the  report  of  a  committee  the  chairman  of  which  is 
a  member  of  this  Encampment  would  appear  rather  absurd. 
I  am  sure  if  you  will  calmly  considtr  the  proposition,  I  have 
made,  to  put  them  together  and  make  one  report,  you  wil 
adopt  it  and  so  make  peace  among  them  all. 

Comrade  Rassieur  of  Missouri :  The  theory  upon  which 
the  motion  before  the  house  was  put,  may  be  correct,  but  I  do 
not  think  there  is  much  to  the  theory,  and  therefore  I  de.*-ire 
to  offer  a  substitute.  Comrade  Wagner  meant  well  when  he 
thought  of  sending  this  back  to  have  the  two  reports  consoli- 
dated. I  see  difficulties  in  the  way  which  can  be  removed 
without  doing  harm  to  either  of  the  two  committees,  both  of 
whom  deserve  credit,  because  both  acted  conscientiously  in 
trying  to  discharge  a  duty  which  they  thought  had  been  piop- 
erly  imposed  upon  them.  Both  reports  contain  good  mate- 
rial,-both  contain  good  suggestions,  and  I  believe  in  according 
to  every  one  due  credit  for  the  work  he  does;  therefore  I 
desire  to  move  as  a  sul>stitute  that  these  two  reports  as  now 
before  us  be  made  the  action  of  this  Encampment.  Before  the 
matter  is  voted  upon  I  desire  to  state  as  a  parliamentary  ques- 
tion the  result  will  be  this,  and  I  think  my  friend  Wagner  will 
agree  with  me,  that  it  will  be  in  substance  the  same  as  amend- 
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ing  the  report  whichever  one  you  treat  as  the  proper  report, 
and  it  is  well  known  that  that  may  be  done.  I  hope,  ihere- 
forc,  1  may  have  a  second,  and  that  these  two  reports  may  be 
adopted  as  the  sense  of  this  Encampment. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  Tliere  are  two  motions  now  be- 
fore the  Encampment  in  reference  to  this  matter.  One  is  that 
the  two  committees  be  consolidated  and  make  a  report  to- 
morrow morning,  and  the  other  is  as  a  substitute  th^t  the  two 
reports  be  adopted  as  the  sentiment  of  this  Encampment. 

Comrade  Rea,  Past  Commander  in-Chief :  I  have  nn  ob- 
jection whatever,  as  a  member  of  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  Commander-in-Chief  through  a  mistake,  to  the  adoplion 
of  the  motion  last  made  by  the  Comrade  from  Missouri,  pro- 
vided there  is  one  sentence  in  the  report  of  Comrade  Milner 
that  is  amended.  He  speaks  there  of  the  cause  of  the  North. 
We  did  not  fight  for  the  cause  of  the  North.  We  fought  for 
the  cause  of  the  whole  country. 

Comrade  W.igner :  Don't  you  see  how  my  proposition 
would  cover  that? 

Comrade  Gardner  of  Michigan:  I  would  like  to  support 
the  moiion  that  has  for  its  object  the  adoption  of  both  re- 
ports. If  I  underst.ind  the  report,  it  recommends  as  the  senti- 
ment of  this  Encampment  that  a  Nalional  holiday  be  fixed  that 
shall  hold  in  perpetuity  ihe  surrender  of  the  Confederate  army 
at  Appomalox  —  Lincoln,  Appomatox,  and  the  freedom  of  the 
slave.  The  motion  recommends  the  adoption  of  this  as  the 
sentiment  of  this  Encampment.  Heartily  as  I  approve  the 
sentiments  of  the  body  of  that  report,  I  can  not  vote  recom- 
mending as  ihe  sentiment  of  this  Encampment  that  ihe  anni- 
versary of  the  surrender  of  the  army  of  General  Lee  be  made 
a  National  holiday.  We  have  evidence  against  the  wisdom  of 
such  a  thing  across  the  ocean,  where  antagonisms  are  perpetu- 
ated for  centuries  by  the  celebration  of  a  day  that  ought  to 
have  been  forgotten  long  ago.  As  my  comrade  on  the  left 
said  we  fought  for  the  Nation,  not  for  the  North,  and  we  want 
the  Nation  undivided  in  sentiment  and  loyal  to  a  common  flag 
from  the  gulf  to  the  lakes  and  from  Maine  to  California.  Let 
US  not  perpetuate  the  humiliating  spectacle  of  our  descendants 
rejoicing  over  the  brave  men  who  went  down  in  honorable 
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battle  and  surrendered  to  us.  I  do  not  believe  that  is  the  sen« 
timent  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  at  home  oi  here, 
that  we  want  to  make  the  9th  of  April  a  National  holiday  and 
perpetuate  it  in  our  public  schools  and  instill  into  the  minds  of 
childhood  feelings  of  hatred  to  the  people  that  fought  against 
us.  Let  us  not  instill  into  the  hearts  of  our  children  what  we 
do  not  entertain  ourselves. 

Comrade  Prentiss  of  Rhode  Island  moved  the  previous 
question. 

Comrade  Merrill  of  Massachusetts,  Past  Commander-in- 
Chief  :  1  rise  to  a  question  of  privilege.  I  would  like  to  have 
answered  that  last  argument,  but  the  motion  rult-s  me  oul;  but 
there  isn*t  any  such  recommendation  in  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee of  five.  It  recommends  another  National  holiday,  and 
suggests  three  particular  events.  It  does  not  recommend  any 
one  of  them. 

The  question  being  put,  the  main  question  was  ordered. 
The  substitute  offered  by  Comrade  Rassieur  was  lost  and  the 
motion  of  Comrade  Wagner  to  consolidate  the  two  committees 
and  refer  both  reports  to  the  consolidated  committee  prevailed. 

The  following^  communication  from  the  National  Encamp- 
ment of  the  Union  Veterans*  Union,  now  in  session  in  Wash- 
ington. D.  C,  was  presented  : 

Resohedy  That  this  National  Fncampment  sends  its  cordial  and  fraternal 
greeting  to  the  National  Encampment,  G.  A.  R.«  expressing  the  fullest  confi- 
dence  tl^at  its  deUberations  uill  continue  to  advance  the  interests  and  well> 
being  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors  who  fought  in  the  war  of  the  Rebellion  for 
the  preservation  of  the  Union. 

Hesohedf  That  a  conmiittee  of  five  be  appointed  to  convey  a  copy  of  these 
resolutions  to  the  National  Encampment,  U.  A.  K.,  now  in  session. 

The  following  communication  from  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  was  presented : 

Washington,  D.  C,  Sept.  21, 1892. 
John  Palmer,  Commander-in-Chiefs  G,  A»  R,: 

Dear  Sir  and  Comrade:  It  affords  me  pleasure  to  report  to  you  and 
through  you  to  the  26th  National  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public now  assembled,  the  success  of  Woman's  Relief  Corps  during  the  past 
year. 

Our  order  now  extends  to  every  State  and  Territory  of  the  Union,  excepting 
Alabama.    We  also  have  corps  in  Montreal,  Canada,  and  the  city  of  Mexico. 
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Though  under  foreign  flags  our  veterans  dwell,  they  never  forget  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  under  which  they  fought  for  the  preservation  of  our  Union.  Each  of 
these  Posts  in  a  foreign  country  have  an  auxiliary,  which  joins  them  in  extending 
the  principles  of  Fraternity,  Charity  and  Lovalty.  Near  the  shores  of  Lake 
Erie,  at  Ma<lison,  Ohio,  we  have  a  Home,  which  is  indeed  *'  Sweet  Home," 
where  the  dear  old  mothers  of  the  war  may  spend  iheir  last  days  in  quiet  rest 

We  have  great  reason  to  rejoice  that  the  Army  Nurse  Pension  Bill,  so  lung 
contested,  has  finally  passed  both  houses  of  Congress,  received  the  signature 
of  President  Harrison^  and  is  now  a  law. 

Our  order  now  has  a  membership  of  over  130,000.  During  the  year  there 
has  been  turned  over  to  Posts.  |34,I38;  expended  in  relief,  $61,-163;  relief 
other  than  money,  $38,941 ;  thus  showing  that  for  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  whose  auxiliary  we  are,  we  have  expended  $134,542,  and  there  is 
still  a  balance  in  the  relief  fund  of  our  various  corps  amounting  to  $77,517, 
and  a  general  fund  of  $122,536.  Not  alone  through  dollars  and  cents  has  our 
charity  lieen  extended.  With  tender,  watchful  care  we  have  ministered  to  the 
sick  and  dyin^;  surrounded  weeping  friends  and  helpless  children  with  onr 
patient  love  and  care;  with  htmor  due  the  loyal  soldier  and  his  loved  ones  we 
have  performed  the  last  sad  rites  and  covered  their  graves  with  flowers. 

Words  of  approval,  extended  by  the  organization  of  which  you  stand  as  the 
highest  representativr,  are,  I  assure  you,  appreciated  by  the  membtrs  of  the 
W.  R.  C,  which  is  honored  in  being  the  only  recognized  auxiliary  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  RepuMic. 

It  is  our  wish  t'>  retain  the  honored  position  we  have  gained,  and  stand  as 
ready  messengers  of  charity  so  long  as  the  loved  flag  of  our  country  floats 
over  its  brave  defenders.

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Comrade  Lloyd  of  Ohio:  I  movp  that  the  Adjutant  Genera 
be  instructed  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  this  communica- 
tion and  return  a  suitable  reply,  and  that  a  coioinittee  be 
appointed  to  visit  the  ladies. 

The  motion  prevailed,  and  the  Commander-in-Chief  ap- 
pointed as  the  commitiee,  Comrades  Sample  of  Ohio,  Shoe- 
maker of  N.  Y.  and  Chase  of  Indiana. 

The  committee  from  the  Union  Veterans'  Union,  composed 
of  Colonels  S.  S.  Bond,  O.  A  James,  G.  R.  Roberts,  L.  F. 
Ellis  and  L,  W.  Bissell.  was  presented,  and  Comrade  Bond, 
its  chairman,  said:  "  1  have  the  honor  to  be  chairman  of  a  com- 
mittee bearing  resolutions  of  greeting  from  the  National 
Encampment  of  the  Union  Veterans'  Union  to  the  National 
Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  uf  the  Republic." 

The  Commander-in  Chief:  On  behalf  of  my  comrades  of 
the  National  Encampment.  I  can  say  to  you,  our  comrades 
in  arms,  that  while  we  may  differ  as  to  the  different  associa- 
tions that  should  exist  represeniing  different  soldier  elements, 
we  none  of  us  differ  on  one  que>tion,  we  are  all  as  American 
citizens  working  for  one  end,  and  that  is  to  poini  out  to  the 
rising  generation  that  love  of  country  and  devotion  to  the 
Union  which  is  the  anchor  upon  which  we  must  rely  for  the 
success  of  this  country. 

Comrade  Tanner  of  New  York:  I  want  about  three  minutes 
on  a  question  of  privilege.  It  seems  to  me  that  c'immon  jus- 
tice demands  that  I  should  say  a  little  something  here,  and  I 
am  sure  when  you  know  what  I  have  to  say  you  will  all  agree 
with  me.  A  resident  three  years  ago  of  New  Yurk,  and  of 
course  holding  membership  in  the  Grand  Army  there,  a  resi- 
dent now  of  the  District  of  Cohimbia,  I  have  been  thrown  into 
dose  relations  with  the  comrades  who  have  been  doing  the 
work  for  the  entertainment  of  this  Encampment,  and  being  a 
member  of  the  citizens'  commitiee.  I  have  some  knowledge  of 
what  has  been  done,  and  how  it  has  been  done,  and  I 
am  asked  so  many  questions  that,  while  I  know  many 
of  you  understand  the  situation,  it  seems  to  me  you  should 
all  understahd  unmistakably  that  whatever  has  been  done 
here  for  your  entertainment,  which  Indianapolis  will  find  it 
hard    to    equal    when  we   go    there    next   year,  has   been 
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done  by  the  people  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  Congress 
appropriated  $90  000,  but  every  dollar  of  it  was  from  the  dis- 
trict fund  and  came  from  the  taxpayers  of  the  District.  While 
they  took  it  out  of  the  pockets  of  the  people  of  the  District  ol 
Columbia,  they  were  perhaps  wise  in  providinjj  that  it  should 
be  expended  under  the  supervision  of  the  Secretary  of  War, 
not  a  citizen  of  the  District  and  not  a  taxpayer;  but  let  it  be 
said  in  justice  to  him  that  he  has  made  it  extremely  pleasant 
for  the  citizens'  committee.  We  had  to  raise  $50000,  by  the 
terms  of  that  bill,  before  we  could  touch  the  $90,000.  and  ex- 
pend the  $5r»,ooo.  As  we  had  nearly  $50,000  when  we  went 
to  Detroit  last  year,  it  did  not  take  long  to  raise  that.  Con- 
gress has  been  very  careful.  For  this  magnificent  electric 
light  display  we  had  to  go  to  Congress  to  get  permission  to 
put  up  temporary  poles,  and  like  old  soldiers  knowing  what  we 
wanted,  we  asked  for  that  and  nothing  more;  but  they  amended 
our  resolution  by  providing  that  there  should  not  be  a  dollar 
of  expense  to  the  general  government  in  putting  up  or  taking 
down  those  poles.  I  speak  as  I  do  because  of  some  things 
that  were  thought  and  some  that  were  expressed  a  year  ago, 
and  I  say  to  you  that  we  have  met  with  the  most  hearty 
response  by  the  people  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  some 
who  did  not  feel  like  contributing  money  for  other  purposes 
made  their  contribution  for  our  hospital  service.  There  was  a 
criticism  made  yesterday  upon  the  silence  along  the  line.  I 
never  felt  as  quiet  during  a  Grand  Army  procession  in  my  life 
as  I  did  yesterday,  but  there  is  an  enthusiasm  of  absolute 
silence,  and  I  fancy  that  tens  and  hundreds  of  thousands  felt 
as  I  did,  that  yesterday  was  the  apotheosis  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic.  We  were  seeing  what  the  century  had  never 
seen  before  and  what  the  century  to  come  will  not  witness,  the 
mighty  moving  veteran  ranks,  men  who  had  borne  on  their 
shoulders  the  salvation  of  the  Republic,  the  hopes  of  the  lib- 
erty-loving people  the  world  over,  and  the  comprehension  oi 
that  great  fact  silenced  all  voices;  but,  great  God,  how  full  the 
hearts  were  yesterday. 

The  Commander-in-Chief :  An  emergency  has  arisen  which 
requires  Comrade  Chase  of  Indiana  to  leave,  and  he  asks 
unanimous  consent  now,  as  he  has  to  take  a  train,  to  say  a  few 
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words.     II  there  is  no  objection  that  consent  will  be  given. 

Comrade  Chase:  Commander-in-Chief.  I  have  been  meet- 
ing with  these  comrades  for  seven  consecutive  Encampments, 
and  I  have  learned  to  love  them,  and  in  behalf  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  I  want  to  ask  them  all  to  come  to  our  Capital  city  next 
year.  I  appreciate  the  value  of  time,  and  I  am  not  going  to 
detain  you  a  single  sixty  seconds;  but  we  want  to  give  this 
grandfst  body  of  men  on  earth  a  Hoosier  welcome  in  1893. 
Come  and  see  us.  We  will  throw  out  before  your  eyes  the 
finest  monument  that  was  ever  builded  upon  any  continent  to 
the  memory  of  the  private  soldier.  It  will  be  to  the  memory 
of  the  soldiery  of  Indiana,  a  State  that  gave  one-seventh  of 
her  entire  population  in  defense  of  the  old  flag.  Two  years 
ago  at  Boston  the  statement  was  made  in  beh*<lf  of  Comrade 
Veazey  that  he  represented  a  State  that  gave  one-tenth  of  her 
population  to  the  defense  of  the  Union.  I  say  to  you  in  be- 
half of  the  Hoosier  Commonwealth  that  she  gave  one-seventh. 
I  expect  to  be  there  to  greet  you  the  coming  year  and  I  want 
you  to  come. 

Comrade  Carnah an  of  Indiana:  Following  what  has  been 
said  by  Comrade  Chase,  on  behalf  of  the  Commercial  Club  of 
Indianapolis,  and  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  the  capital  of 
Indiana — 

Comrade  Kauffman  of  Illinois:  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 
The  subject  of  the  selection  of  a  place  for  our  next  Encamp- 
ment is  not  before  the  house. 

The  Commander-in  Chief:     The  point  is  well  taken. 

Comrade  Carnahan:  I  ask  permission  to  present  a  resolu- 
tion. 

Comrade  Squires  of  Ohio:  I  move  that  Indianapolis  be 
named  as  the  place  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  National 
Encampment. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  put  the  motion  and  it  was  carried 
unanimously. 

Comrade  Chase  was  called  for  and  responded  as  follows: 
God  bless  every  one  of  you. 

Comrade  O'Donnell  of  Illinois:  In  view  of  the  fact  that  we 
have  to  give  up  this  room  at  5  o'clock,  I  move  that  when 
we  take  a  recess,  it  be  until  9  o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 
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7  Comrade  Evans  of  Mass.:  I  move  to  amend  by  makingf  it  lo. 

Comrade  Campbell  of  Kansas:  I  move  as  an  amendment 
that  we  do  now  adjourn  to  9  o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 

The  motion  of  Comrade  Campbell  was  put  as  a  substitute 
and  prevailed. 


SECOND  DAY. 

The  Encampment  met  at  9  a.  m. 

The  committee  on  the  report  of  the  Inspector- General  pre- 
sented the  following: 

The  committee  of  the  26th  National  Encampment,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  report  of  the  Inspector-General,  beg  leave  to  state  that  they  have  carefully 
examined  the  work  of  the  inspecting  officers  as  summarized  by  the  Inspector- 
General  in  his  report. 

The  committee  are  unanimous  in  cordially  commending  the  systematic  and 
business  methods  adopted  by  the  Inspector-General,  as  well  as  the  good  judg- 
ment used  by  him  in  his  recommendations  for  the  future  guidance  of  the  offi- 
cers of  his  department. 

This  committee,  therefore,  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  report  made  to 
this  Encampment  by  Inspector-General  John  F.  Pratt.

On  motion  of  Comrade  Linehan,  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  If  there  are  no  objections,  we 
will  take  up  the  order  of  unfinished  business,  so  that  any  com- 
rade who  has  anything  to  bring  before  the  Encampment  can 
now  do  it. 

Comrade  Fen  ton  of  Wisconsin:  I  move  that  the  hour  of 
II  o'clock  to-day  be  set  as  the  time  for  election  of  national 
officers. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Comrade  Prentiss:  I  move  that  the  speeches  be  limited  to 
five  minutes. 

Comrade  Mack  of  Ohio:  And  the  seconding  speeches  to 
two  minutes. 

Comrade  Prentiss:    I  accept  that. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  prevailed. 
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The  Commander-in-Chief:  Comrade  Wagner,  chairman  of 
the  conimiliee  on  seniority  of  departments,  tendered  his  resig- 
nation  some  lime  ago,  and  I  have  been  compelled  to  accept  it, 
I  used  all  my  persuasive  powers  to  get  him  to  remain,  and  if 
he  can  satisfy  the  comrades  why  he  insisted  upon  his  resigna- 
tion being  accepted,  I  should  be  very  glad  to  have  him  do  so. 

Comrade  Wagner:  The  reason  I  resigned  as  chairman  of 
this  cummiilee  was  that  it  seemed  impossible  to  reach  any 
definitir  conclusion.  1  wish  to  give  the  National  Encampmtnt 
an  opportunity  to  start  afresh.  The  committee  was  unforlu- 
Dately  constituted,  not  so  far  as  the  individuals  were  concerned, 
but  so  far  as  their  departments  were  concerned.  There  is  no 
question  about  any  of  the  departments,  except  three,  and 
there  it  is  altogether  a  question  of  law,  law  that  has  already 
been  decitled  but  three  out  of  five  members  of  that  commit- 
tee came  from  those  three  departments,  and  it  is  hardly  fair  to 
expect  any  comrade  to  sit  in  judgment  upon  himself.  In  fact 
I  have  a  letter  from  one  of  the  committee,  telling  me  that  if 
they  ass'jrn  his  department  the  position  to  which  he  thought 
they  were  entitled,  he  didn't  care  what  they  did  with  the  rest. 
Another  member  of  the  committee  did  not  write  me  at  all,  but 
lold  me  after  he  came  here  that  he  had  his  report  ready.  The 
committee  have  made  no  report,  and  I  do  not  know  how  there 
can  be  a  minority  report  without  a  majority  report.  I  des-ire 
tamake  this  motion,  that  a  new  committee  be  appointed  and 
that  it  be  composed  of  members  from  departments  whose 
seniority  is  not  in  question. 

Comrade  Woods  nf  Illinois:  I  am  the  member  of  ihe  com- 
mittee on  seniority  of  departments  just  referred  toby  Comrade 
Wagner  of  Pennsylvania.  I  met  wiih  the  committee  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia  in  February  last,  and  found  by  the  action 
of  a  majority  of  that  committee  that  my  views  would  not  be 
represented  in  the  report  which  they  might  make,  and  I  at 
that  time  gave  notice  to  the  committee  that  I  should  present  a 
minority  report.  I  have  prepared  ihat  report  and  I  am  ready 
to  substantiate  it  by  the  most  irrefragible  arguments,  and  I  am 
now  ready  to  present  the  minority  report. 

The  Cominander-in-Chief:  The  comrade  will  make  his 
tepoit 
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Comrade  Wa^er:  I  submit  whether  there  can  be  a  minor- 
ity report  until  there  is  a  majority  report.  This  may  be  the 
majority  report  if  it  is  given  a  fair  chance. 

Comnide  Woods:     That  is  what  I  intend  it  shall  be. 

Comrade  Wagner:  This  last  remark  compels  me  to  make 
a  statement  which  I  did  not  make  before.  The  committee 
met  in  Philadelphia,  and  for  the  first  time  in  three  years 
Illinois  was  represented  and  earnestly  represented,  and  the 
committee  adjourned  and  by  a  unanimous  vote  directed  me  at 
the  proper  time  to  send  a  communication  to  each  member  of 
the  committee  asking  him  to  give  his  views  so  th^t  a  report 
could  be  formulated  and  sent  to  the  different  members  for 
their  approval  or  correction.  I  made  that  request  of  each 
member  of  the  committee  and  received  answers  from  thi^ee. 
The  comrade  fmm  Illinois  did  not  even  ansiiier  my  letter. 
His  report  might  have  been  the  majority  repK>rt,  but  the  point 
that  I  make  is  that  there  can  be  no  minority  re|K>rt  until  there 
is  a  majority  refiort,  and  the  second  point  I  make  is  that  upon 
a  motion  to  appoint  a  committee  the  merits  of  the  case  cannot 
be  discussed. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  I  think  the  comrade's  point  of 
order  is  well  taken.  The  committee  will  have  further  time  to 
consider  this  question  and  then  report.  The  committee  can 
be  got  together  in  a  short  time  and  they  can  submit  a  report. 
|t  Comrade  Woods:  I  have  earnestly  requested  a  meeting  of 
this  committee* so  that  I  might  present  tliis  report,  and  I  have 
not  succeeded  in  getting  it. 
d  A  comrade:     Who  is  chairman  of  the  committee? 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  I  think  the  next  comrade  is  the 
chairman  and  that  is  Comrade  Gray  ot  Wisconsin. 

Comrade  Griffin  of  Wisconsin:  I  will  say  that  Comrade 
Gray  is  not  a  member  of  this  Encampment.  He  is  here  in  the 
city. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  That  would  not  make  any  dif- 
ference as  to  his  being  a  member  of  this  committee. 

Comrade  Griffin:  Not  so  far  as  making  a  report  is  con- 
cerned, but  if  that  committee  intends  to  hold  its  meeting  here 
at  this  time  I  wish  Comrade  Gray  to  have  notice  of  it. 

The  Commander  in-Chief:    I  would  suggest  that  the  com- 
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rade  send  for  him  and  tell  him  the  decision  of  the  Encamp- 
ment. 

Comrade  Woods:  If  the  balance  of  the  members  of  the 
committee  fail  to  do  their  duty,  that  is  no  reason  why  one  who 
does  do  his  duty  shall  not  have  a  chance  to  prove  it  to  the 
Encampment.  I  ask  unanimous  consent  to  present  this  report 
so  that  the  members  of  this  Encampment  will  know  where  they 
stand. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  The  Commander  cannot  enter- 
tain a  motion  to  accept  this  report  until  we  give  the  committee 
an  opportunity. 

Comr;«de  Wagner:  I  cannot  afford  to  sit  by  and  permit 
myself  to  be  misrepresented  through  the  zeal  of  the  comrade 
tor  his  department.  He  talks  about  members  of  the  commit- 
tee neglecting  their  duty.  The  Department  of  Illinois  had  a 
member  of  this  committee  for  three  years,  and  never  until  he 
was  discharged  and  Comrade  Woods  put  in  his  place  did  we 
hear  from  Illinois  This  report  would  have  been  made  three 
years  ago  if  that  department  h.id  had  a  representative  who 
attended  to  his  duty.  That  is  the  first  point.  Then  attending 
to  his  duty — receiving  a  letter  after  the  comrade  did  act.  ask- 
ing him  for  his  views  and  suggestions  for  the  formation  of  a 
report,  and  I  say  it  with  all  kindness,  had  n<»t  even  common 
courtesy  enough  to  acknowledge  the  letter  and  make  his  sug- 
gestions or  tell  us  to  go  to  a  place,  if  he  wanted  to  do  that, 
where  overcoats  were  not  required.  Not  a  word  of  acknowl- 
edgment of  any  kind.  How  could  the  committee  prepare  its 
report?  Answers  were  received  from  three  comrades,  one  of 
them  telling  me  that  he  had  not  served  upon  the  committee, 
although  a  member  for  three  years,  giving  the  reasons  for  it; 
another  member  agreeing  that  a  ceitain  form  of  report  should 
be  presented  and  sent  to  the  difff  rent  members  of  the  commit- 
tee for  their  approval,  and  the  other  member  telling  me  that 
as  long  as  we  gave  his  department  what  they  asked  f<*r  he  did 
not  care  what  they  did  with  the  rest  of  them,  and  then  for  the 
reasons  I  seated  I  tendered  my  resignation.  It  was  impossi- 
ble to  make  a  report.  Now  it  will  continue  so.  If  Illinois  had 
been  pro|)erly  represented  before  the  comrade  who  is  n*  »w  a 
member  of  that  committee  was  put  upon  it,  this  difficulty

would  not  have  arisen,  and  it  comes  with  ill  grace  to  tell  us 
that  because  the  members  of  the  committee  do  not  do  iheir 
duty,  he  is  prevented  from  making  a  report.  My  motion  is  a 
simple  one  and  a  proper  one,  that  this  committee  should  be 
discharged,  and  that  this  whole  subject  should  be  referred  to 
a  committee  composed  of  comrades  from  departments  whose 
seniority  is  not  in  question.  I  do  not  want  to  be  chairman  of 
that  committee,  because  I  make  the  motion  merely  and  make 
it  so  that  justice  can  be  done  to  all  parties,  and  that  we  can 
get  a  report  that  will  be  in  accordance  with  the  facts  and  the 
law,  and  you  will  never  get  it  in  any  other  way.  The  comrade 
has  records,  admirable  records,  and  records  that  will  tell  for 
his  department  when  they  are  properly  presented,  but  they 
never  were  until  he  came  on  the  committee  about  six  mpnths 
ago,  when  they  were  properly  presented,  and  the  majority  of 
the  committee,  two  of  them  being  from  departments  whose 
claims  were  antagonistic  to  the  Department  of  Illinois,  voted 
against  him  and  voted  him  down. 

Comrade  Robbins  of  Indiana:  It  seems  to  me  that  this 
question  of  seniority  of  departments,  which  has  been  before 
the  National  Encampments,  should  be  settled.  We  of  Indiana 
demand  that  there  should  be  a  report,  and  Comrade  Woods 
informs  me  that  the  report  has  been  made  out  and  signed,  and 
I  now  move  it  be  made  the  special  order  of  this  Encampment 
upon  the  reassembling  after  recess. 

Comrade  Wagner:  There  is  no  report,  because  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee  has  resigned. 

Comrade  Robbins:  The  other  members  of  the  committee 
have  signed  it. 

Comrade  Wagner:  Here  is  a  member  from  Ohio  who  can 
tell  you  whether  any  report  has  been  agreed  upon. 

Comrade  Dowling:  No  report  has  been  agreed  upon.  The 
understanding  was  that  Comrade  Wagner  would  draw  up  a 
report  and  submit  it  to  the  other  members  of  the  committee. 
That  has  never  yet  been  done.  I  am  satisfied  that  Comrade 
Wagner  has  given  this  matter  more  thought,  and  has  exam- 
ined into  the  case  more  than  any  other  member  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  the  proper  thing  for  him  to  do  would  be  for  him 
to  withdraw  his  resignation  and  meet  with  this  committee,  and 
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I  have  no  doubt  that  a  report  can  be  determined  upon  in  fif- 
teen minutes.  I  therefore  move  you  that  Comrade  Wagner 
be  requested  to  withdraw  his  resignation  and  consent  to  serve 
on  this  committee. 

Comrade  Wagner:  Excuse  my  saying  so,  but  this  cannot 
be  done,  because  you  will  get  no  report  of  the  committee,  and 
I  will  give  you  the  facts  of  the  case  if  you  will.  I  am  sorry  to 
do  it,  but  I  am  compelled  to  in  self-defense.  The  proposition 
is  that  the  report  be  signed  provided  we  make  Wisconsin 
iber  one,  and  the  member  of  the  committee  wrote  me  he 
■hat  we  did  with  the  rest  if  we  made  him  number 
one.  I  have  his  letter  right  here.  Illinois  didn't  answer  my 
letter  at  all.  I  am  told  they  are  here  with  a  report  to  day 
making  them  number  one.  The  committee  agreed  that  Indi- 
ana should  be  somewhere  about  eleven  or  twelve.  1  am  told 
now  that  the  comrade  of  the  committee  who  was  substituted 
not  by  you  but  by  the  Department  officers  through  a  misun- 
derstanding in  place  of  the  comrade  who  had  been  upon  the 
committee  for  three  years,  is  willing  to  sign  a  report  making 
Indiana  number  four,  fancying  that  we  will  make  Pennsylvania 
Dumber  three  and  that  will  satisfy  me.  I  have  no  desire  for 
'ennsylvania  except  she  have  what  she  is  entitled  to.  With 
le  conflicting  interests,  how  can  you  report  except  that 
is  first  and  Illinois  second,  and  then  the  others  in 

icir  regular  order,  which  is  not  a  fair  report  ?     How  can  you 

a  report  lo-day?     Comrades  know   I   am  never  afraid  to 

ike  responsibilities  and  do  work,  but  when  you  see  that  tlie 

interests  are  so  diverse  and  so  unreasonable,  how  can  I  do 

anything? 

A  point  of  order  was  made,  that  the  committee  not  having 
made  any  report  the  matter  was  not  properly  before  the 
Encampment,  except  upon  the  motion  to  discharge  the 
committee. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  There  are  three  members  in  the 
hall,  and  if  they  can  gel  together  and  agree  upon  something, 
that  will  settle  the  difficulty. 

Comrade  Gray  of  Wisconsin:  By  courtesy  of  the  Encamp- 
ment I  beg  you  to  listen  to  me  for  a  word  while  1  state  the 
position  of  Wisconsin  in  this  matter.     All  in  the  world  that 
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Wisconsin  wants  is  to  have  the  date  of  the  organization  of  the 
Department  of  Wisconsin  crystallized  into  the  record,  and  not 
have  it  go  flopping  about  as  it  has  done  heretofore.  We  were 
organized  on  the  7th  day  of  June,  1866,  as  a  department.  All 
we  ask  is  that  the  history  of  our  order  shall  show  that  fact. 
We  have  no  contention  with  Illinois,  nor  with  any  one  on  the 
face  of  the  earth.  We  cannot  have  such  contention  about  a 
matter  of  this  kind.  Comrade  Wagner  has  devoted  months 
of  time  to  this  matter.  His  position  is  that  we  are  all  inter- 
ested parties,  and  that  it  would  be  better  to  refer  the  whole 
subject  to  a  disinterested  committee.  Wisconsin  is  in  favor  of 
that  reference. 

Comrade  Burst  of  Illinois:  I  desire  to  ask  Comrade  Gray 
by  whom  the  Department  of  Wisconsin  was  organized  ? 

Comrade  Gray:     Organized  from  Illinois. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  This  discussion  is  out  of  order, 
although  the  Commander  has  permitted  it  to  go  before  the 
Encampment  so  we  could  get  some  views  from  which  we  could 
reach  a  conclusion.  There  are  four  members  oi  the  commit- 
tee here.  There  are  two  members  of  the  committee  who  ap- 
pear to  desire  that  a  new  committee  shall  be  appointed,  a  dis- 
interested committee  not  from  these  departments.  I  do  not 
think  from  the  present  appearance  of  things  that  you  are  going 
to  reach  a  conclusion,  but  I  think  this  committee  had  better 
get  together  and  make  some  report. 

Comrade  Robbins:  I  insist  then  on  my  motion  to  make  it  a 
special  order  at  2  o'clock. 

The  motion  of  Comrade  Robbins  was  put  to  the  Encamp- 
ment and  carried. 

Comrade  Thomas  of  Illinois:  I  desire  unanimous  consent  to 
make  a  brief  report  on  the  subject  of  funds  for  the  Logan 
monument.  I  was  a  member  of  a  committee  appointed  at  St. 
Louis.  I  think  Comrade  Alger  was  chairman.  I  am  not  cer- 
tain. John  M.  Palmer,  our  late  comrade,  and  myself,  were 
the  two  members  from  Illinois,  and  we  have  been  ready  to 
report  for  a  long  time.  Just  before  leaving  our  body  Comrade 
Pahner  turned  over  to  me  some  $12  or  $15  which  he  had  col- 
lected, and  I  have  the  balance  in  my  possession,  aggregating 
$91.45,  contributed  by  different  Posts  throughout  the  west,  in 
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sums  of  one  dime.  I  am  prepared  to  turn  that  over.  I  sup- 
pose it  belongs  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Logan  Monument  Asso- 
ciation here,  but  as  I  was  authorized  by  the  Encampment  to 
collect  it,  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  report  it.  I  have  the  names 
of  the  Posts,  and  I  am  ready  to  turn  over  the  money  to  the 
proper  party. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  As  I  understand  it  there  is  no 
committee  in  existence  to  receive  it. 

Comrade  Thomas:  I  am  not  aware  that  there  is.  I  think 
that  Comrade  Alger  was  chairman  of  the  committee  and  went 
into  his  pocket  for  funds. 

The  committee  on  Legislation  presented  the  following  re- 
port.    (See  page  83  for  report.) 

On  molion  of  Comrade  Kautfman  of  Illinois,  the  report  was 
adopted . 

The  Commander-in-Chief  recognized  Comrade  Clarkson, 
Jr.  Vice-Commander-in -Chief,  who  presented  to  Comrade 
Veazey,  Past  Commander-in-Chief,  the  testimonial  voted  to 
him  by  the  last  Encampment.  The  testimonial  was  an  elegant 
(h1  portrait  of  Comrade  Veazey. 

Comrade  Clarkson  said: 

CoMRADB  Veazev  :  The  duty  thai  has  been  imposed  upon  me  by  tbe 
Comnuuiiler-in-Chiet  and  the  memben  of  this  EncampmeDl  is  a  most  delicate 
anil  kt  the  ume  lime  a.  must  dctighirul  one.  I  would  that  it  might  be  in  bet- 
ter bands.  I  am  directed  by  the  Commandei- in -Chief  and  the  members  of 
thto  Encampment  to  present  to  you  a  token  of  theii  estimation  of  your  servicei 
In  their  behalf  as  Commander-in-Chief  of  this  splendid  o^anization.  The 
pecaniuy  value  of  this  token  means  but  little,  but  with  it  there  goes  that  which 
Itae  wealth  of  Indus  could  not  buy,  the  love  and  affection  and  the  thorough 
•{■preciation  of  G00,000  of  your  comrades,  for  whom  you  have  in  all  these  yean 
of  membership  in  this  order  faithfully  worked.  It  comes  from  Ibc  rank  and 
Etc;  it  comes  with  the  sufTeringi  of  the  comrades  indigent  and  worn  out,  u 
wett  ai  thoie  who  attend  these  eocampmenta.  Your  services  have  been  peco 
Uaily,  in  all  these  twenty-five  years  of  faithful  attention  to  duly,  rather  to  [be 
poor  and  the  neglected  than  those  who  have  been  able  to  care  lor  themselves. 
I  believe  there  is  nothing  else  on  earth  which  could  be  given  to  you  that  would 
cmii7  with  it  more  than  there  i>  in  this  little  token,  to  the  dear  woman  who 
bu  been  jonr  faithful  attendant  all  these  years,  the  loving  wife  and  the  de- 
nited  niolher;  to  the  children  that  have  watched  you  so  failhfully  and  been 
K>  proud  of  you,  who  will  say  thai  this  was  presented  to  their  father  by  the 
wkliefs  be  did  so  much  for.  Comrade  Veazey  accept  this  simple  token  at  out 
hands,  and  take  with  it  our  love,  alTeclion  and  devotion,  and  may  prosperity 
anend  jron  and  yours  in  all  the  days  to  come. 
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Comrade  Veazey  responded  as  follows: 

Sir  :  I  struggle  in  vain  to  find  words  adequate  to  express  the  emotions  of 
my  heart.  As  you  have  well  suggested,  this  picture  represents  the  contribution 
of  every  comrade  in  all  our  broad  land.  If,  as  you'  further  suggest,  •  it  may  be 
proper  for  me  to  assume  that  with  each  contribution  there  is  a  kindly  thought 
for  me,  then  I  may  well  be  the  envy  of  every  man  in  the  world.  The  gift  of  a 
half  million  men  who  tought  the  battles  of  their  country,  with  the  lofty  pur- 
pose of  preserving  this  last  best  hope  of  mankind  in  the  form  of  human  gov- 
ernment, is  a  gift  indeed  that  an  archangel  might  envy,  and  well  feel  unworthy 
to  receive.  I  can  only  say,  sir,  that  after  these  twenty-five  years  of  service  I 
shall  consecrate  myself  anew  to  the  further  service  of  these  men  who  to  me  are 
the  nobility  of  earth.  For  them  there  will  always  be  a  benediction:  in  my 
heart  when  I  look  upon  that  token.  I  shall  cherish  it  and  guard  it  with  care 
while  I  live,  and  I  shall  bequeath  it  to  my  descendants  as  a  sacred  trust,  with 
the  hope  that  it  will  inspire  them,  to  the  remotest  generation,  to  love  and  serve 
their  country  with  the  zeal  and  patriotic  devotion  which  characterized  your 
service,  my  comrades,  in  the  great  war  of  the  Rebellion.  I  thank  you,  I 
thank  one  and  all  from  the  deepest  recesses  of  my  heart,  for  this  expression  of 
regard.  I  thank  you,  sifr,  for  the  thrilling  and  eloquent  and  kindly  words 
which  you  have  been  pleased  to  use  in  making  this  presentation. 

Comrade  Cole  of  Missouri  presented  the  following  commu- 
nication from  the  National  Association  of  Old  Army  Chaplains, 
which  on  motion  was  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes: 

Comrades  of  the  26th  National  Encampment  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  right  gladly 

do  we  greet  you  at  our  Annual  Encampment,  and  bring  you  glad  cheer  from 

the  various  departments  of  our  order. 

As  Chaplains  we  have  endeavored  to  be  faithful  in  the  performance  of  our 
duties  to  the  old  veterans,  though  our  names  are  not  now  upon  the  muster-roll 
of  the  National  army. 

We  have  visited  the  sick,  buried  the  dead,  and  striven  to  encourage  living 
in  the  practice  of  i  he  three  great  virtues  of  our  order.  Having  assisted  in  the 
saving  of  the  life  of  a  Nation,  we  desire  now  to  help  all  we  can  in  the  building 
it  up  in  all  good  things.  Industry,  temperance  and  education,  we  regard  as 
essential  to  the  prolonged  life  of  our  glorious  Republic.  We  rejoice  that  the 
G.  A.  R.  both  practice  and  encourage  these  noble  virtues.  We  desire  to  do 
all  we  can  to  encourage  the  veterans  to  keep  their  lives  from  being  tarnished 
'by  the  lack  of  these  principles. 

We  will  encourage  education  as  one  of  the  means  for  the  perpetuation  of 
the  life  of  our  Nation.  We  are  glad  to  hear  that  it  is  proposed  to  establish  in 
the  city  of  Washington  a  great  American  University,  which  will  have  much  to 
do  in  the  formation  of  public  sentiment,  which  will  render  firm  our  existence 
as  a  Nation. 

Comrades,  count  on  us  as  your  allies  in  all  good  things,  and  call  on  us 
whenever  and  wherever  our  services  can  be  used  in  these  great  interests  of  the

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The  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Adjutant- General  pre- 
'^eoted  the  following,  which  on  motion  was  adopted: 

The  coinmitlee  on  report  of  Adjutant-General  report,  that  they  have  carefully 
considered  the  report  of  the  Adjutanl-Geiicral,  and  most  heartily  commend  hii 
lystemalic  ftnd  economical  administration  of  the  duties  of  hii  ofhce.  We  alio 
commend  Assistant  Adjutant-General  Quick  for  his  admirable  services. 

The  experience  of  the  members  of  this  commitlee  coincides  with  that  of  the 
Adjutant -General  on  the  subject  of  inspections,  that  the  present  system  ii 
nosatisractory   and   cumbersome,  and   we   recommend   the   adoption  of  the 

Jtfielved,  That  the  ufBcer  installing  the  officers  of  posts  shall  also  before  such 
installation,  and  at  the  same  meeting,  make  the  annual  inspection,  and  forward 
the  same  to  Department  headquarters  not  later  than  March  Ist  in  each  year, 

After  investigating  the  income  and  expenses  that  arc  necessary  for  the 
proper  administration  of  the  various  general  ofEcers,  we  are  led  to  believe  that 
the  per  capita  of  two  cents  is  insufficient,  and  that  the  surplus  would  be  «i- 
baiuled  very  soon.    Therefore,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  lollowing: 

Rtsotocd,  That  from  and  after  January  1.  1803,  the  per  capita  tax  shall  be 
two  and  one-half  cents  per  nnnura. 

The  Committee  on  Rules,  Regulations  and  Rituals,  through 
Comrade  Beath,  its  chairman,  presented  a  report  which  was 
id  and  acted  upon  by  sections  as  follows: 

I.  The  Department  of  Arkansas  offers  an  amendment  to  Article  4>  Chtptn 
1,  Page  4,  on  Eligibility  to  Membership,  to  insert  the  word  "  voluntarily,"  lo 
that  the  last  paragraph  shall  read  :  "  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  membership 
who  has  at  any  time  voluntarily  borne  arms  against  the  United  Slates," 

This  subject  has  been  several  times  before  the  National  Encampment,  and 
at  one  encampment  waa  debated  for  several  hours  and  was  then  defeated  \ij 
a  very  large  vote. 

Your  committee  report  adversely.  On  motion  the  report 
was  adopted. 

II.  The  Department  of  the  Potomac  presents  a  proposition  to  change  the 
due  of  enlistment  from  April  12th  to  Qth,  but  it  Is  not  presented  in  accordance 
with  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  we  ask  that  it  be  referred  back  to  be  pre- 
sented in  proper  form  to  the  next  National  Encampment. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Encampment. 

III.  The  Department  of  California  proposes  an  amendment  to  Section  4, 
Article  1.  Chapter  6,  Page  27,  "  Arrearages  of  Members." 

"  When  ■  comrade  is  reinstated  by  a  Post  other  than  the  one  that  dropped 
him,  such  Post  may  charge,  in  addition  to  the  one  year's  dues  above  provided, 
inch  fee  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  not  exceeding  the  amount  charged  upon  an 
ifiplicatkiii  for  membership  by  transfer." 

We  report  on  this  favorably.  On  motion  the  report  was 
idopted. 


2^0  TWENTY-SIXTH   NATIONAL  ENCAMPMENT 

rV.  The  Department  ot  Massachusetts  offers  a  resolntioii  aatfaoriziiig  the 
Inspector-General  to  harmonize  certain  differences  in  the  Ritnal  and  Senrice 
books. 

One  point  in  dilate  is  as  to  position  at  the  altar,  there  being  a  difference 
between  the  diagram  and  instructions  in  the  Ritual,  and  also  on  the  same  point 
between  the  Ritual  and  Service  book. 

These  can  easily  be  adjusted  for  any  new  editions  of  the  books  required,  and 
instructions  can  be  given  by  the  usual  methods,  and  we  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  proposition  as  offered. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  concurred  in. 

V.  The  Departments  of  Missouri,  Oregon  and  the  Potomac,  join  in  asking 
for  a  return  to  the  system  of  quarterly  reports. 

We  report  adversely-  On  motion,  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee was  concurred  in. 

VI.  The  Department  of  New  York  proposes  a  new  section  to  Article  9, 
Cbqiter  5,  P^  31,  " Badges,"  by  adding: 

5.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  wear  the  badge  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 

Republic  unless  he  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  r^ularly  diartered  post. 

We  recommend  thb  amendment  by  having  the  sentence  read : 

**  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  wear  the  badge  or  button  of  the  Grand 

Army  of  the  Republic  unless  he  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  Grand 

Army  of  the  Republic'* 

On  motion,  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  con- 
curred in. 

VII.  The  same  department  offers  a  resolution  to  annul  decision  No.  19, 
Fsge  14,  Blue  Book,  declaring  acting  aswilinf  suigeons  ineligible  to  member- 
ship in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

The  resolution  reafb :  **  The  Attomey-Geneial  of  the  United  States  having 
sinoe  ruled  that  sach  acting  assistant  suigeons  were  bonofably  dischaiged  upon 
completioB  of  their  term  of  sernce.** 

We  recommend  that  this  question  be  referred  to  die  Judge- Advocate-General 
for  emmination  as  to  die  law,  and  to  report  thereon  to  die  next  Natiooal 
Earampmcnt. 

On  motion,  the  recommendatioo  of  the  committee  was  con- 
corred  in.

I     The  report  was  adopted. 

I     XI.  On  the  proposition  made  by  the  Adfutant-General : 
Rules  ani>  Regulations. 

ThciG  is  a  Eonatant  oill  foi  interpcctations  of  paiU  of  the  Rales  uid  Rcgnln- 
tions  and  its  several  hundred  decisions.  It  would  be  a  great  relief  to  every- 
body if  »  committee  would  be  appointed  to  revise  the  present  Rules  and 
Regulations,  Service  Book  and  forms  and  returns,  and  give  us  as  few  and  plain 
■sd  simple  rules  and  torms  as  possible. 

This  merely  proves  that  the  comrades  do  not  read  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  and  the  decisions  thereon,  which  are  easily 
obtainable  and  should  be  in  the  possession  of  every  Post  Com- 
inandcr  fur  handy  reference. 

We  report  adversely  to  the  proposition.  On  motion,  the 
report  was  concurred  in. 

XII.  The  Department  of  Ohio  oflers  an  amendment  to  strike  out  Paragraph 
8,  Section  I,  Article  2,  Chapter  4,  and  thus  eliminate  Past  Deparlmcnl  Com- 
Baoders  from  membership  in  the  National  Encampment. 

The  resolution  offered  in  the  Department  Encampment  of  Ohio  also  recites 
that  **  we  recommend  that  Past  National  and  State  CommanJen  be  given 
teats  M  honorary  members  in  the  National  Encampment,  without  votes." 

The  resolution,  therefore,  we  assume,  is  intended  to  strike  out  Past  Com- 
nundeivin-Cbief  and  Past  Vice-Commanden-in-Chief  named  in  Paragraph  1 
of  Ihe  tame  teclion.  The  duties  or  privileges  of  these  honorary  members  of 
die  National  Encampment  is  not  defined  or  suggested  except  tliat  Ihcy  shall 
aot  vote. 

The  majority  of  the  committee  report  adversely. 
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Comrade  Phillips  of  Ohio,  acting  under  the  instructions  of  his  Department 
Encampment  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  amendment,  which  is 
submitted  as  the  minority  report. 

Comrade  Squires  of  Ohio:  In  behalf  of  the  Ohio  delegation 
I  move  the  adoption  of  the  minority  report. 

Comrade  Stahl  of  Pennsylvania:  I  move  as  a  substitute  the 
adoption  of  the  majority  report. 

Comrade  Squires,  of  Ohio:  Comrades,  in  rising  to  address 
you  upon  a  question  which  in  various  forms  has  been  before 
this  National  Encampment,  I  realize  fully  the  embarrassment 
of  the  situation,  and  I  ask  in  advance  that  you  may  all  disabuse 
your  minds  of  whatever  prejudice,  if  any,  exists  that  has  arisen 
in  years  past  from  these  discussions,  and  that  you  look  at  the 
question  if  you  can  look  at  it  as  you  would  look  at  a  question 
that  arose  right  after  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War  and 
which  is  now  a  question  of  history.  I  take  it  for  granted  that 
every  man  in  this  room  is  a  patriot;  that  every  man  in  this 
room,  every  comrade,  has  offered  his  life  and  all  that  he  had 
to  sustain  the  principles  of  a  representative  form  of  govern- 
ment, and  I  take  it  that  our  National  Commander-in-Chief,  in 
announcing  yesterday  in  his  address  that  the  main  object  for 
which  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  of  the  United  States 
existed  was  as  an  object  lesson  in  patriotism,  was  right,  and  he 
might  properly  have  added  in  good  government.  The  ques- 
tion, I  apprehend,  stripped  of  all  its  personal  surroundings, 
stripped  of  the  consideration  of  what  effect  it  will  have  upon 
any  particular  individual,  resolves  itself  into  simply  a  question 
of  whether  our  present  form  of  making  laws  for  the  Grand 
Army  is  a  purely  Republican  form  of  government.  I  appre- 
hend that  the  only  difference  to-day  between  the  government 
of  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  government  of  Great 
Britain  consists  in  the  fact  that  in  Great  Britain  there  is  a  law- 
making power  that  holds  its  position  for  life.  In  the  United 
States  of  America  our  highest  law-making  power  is  the  elect- 
ive power.  It  derives  its  authority  from  the  consent  of  the, 
governed.  And  when  the  proposition  was  up  for  considera- 
tion, among  the  patriots  that  carried  through  the  Revolutionary: 
War  as  to  what  should  be  the  form  of  government,  it  was 
argued  for  days  in  favor  of  an  hereditary  branch  of  govern- 
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ment,  and  finally  it  was  decided  adversely  and  was  remanded 
to  the  people.  Suppose  we  were  starting  out  lo-day  to  organ- 
ize the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  the  settlement  of 
this  matter  had  no  etTect  upon  any  man  whose  privileges  are 
now  in  question,  I  apprehend  that  the  wisdom  of  this  organiza- 
tion would  decide  that  the  proper  fonii  of  goverment  for  men 
who  had  offered  up  their  Hves  for  Republican  government  was 
an  encampment  of  delegates  elected  by  the  comrades  through- 
out the  land.  1  understand,  as  1  said  at  first,  that  this  is  an 
embarrassing  position,  and  I  wish  to  disclaim  anything  per- 
sonal in  the  matter.  I  wish  to  say  for  our  old  leaders — the 
men  who  have  organized  the  Grand  Army,  the  men  who,  like 
the  chairman  of  this  committee,  twenty  years  ago  struggled  for 
its  existence — that  they  are  patriots,  and  we  honor  and  respect 
them,  and  they  are  given  all  the  honors  that  can  be  given  by 
the  Grand  Army,  but  when  it  comes  to  the  question  of  a  sys- 
tem of  government,  we  do  not  want  to  hand  down  this  form  of 
government  to  history.  I  believe  it  is  the  proper  position  for 
Ihe  Grand  Army  to  take,  that  we  should  have  a  representative 
form  of  government  even  if  it  does  take  away  privileges  from 
some  of  the  men  in  our  midst.  This  is  a  question  that  will  not 
down.     It  has  been  up  before  this  Encampment  four  or  five  or 

times  in  various  forms,  but  never  before  in  this  form.  It 
comes  now  to  a  proposition  to  give  to  these  comrades  alt  the 
honors  we  can  give  them,  to  give  them  a  voice  in  the  Encamp- 
ment: but  when  it  comes  to  the  actual  making  of  the  law,  do  it 
by  the  elective  delegates.  I  believe  that  position  is  one  that 
history  will  justify,  and  I  appeal  to  the  comrades,  who  are  no 
less  patriots  because  they  have  been  commanders,  to  aid  in 
giving  a  lesson  in  patriotism  by  saying  to  the  coming  genera- 
tion that  the  members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  are 
In  favor  of  a  representative  form  of  government. 

Comrade  Sample  of  Pennsylvania:  I  had  thought  that  after 
the  number  of  years  that  this  question  has  been  presented  to 
the  National  Encampment,  it  was  decided  that  it  was  not  the 
voice  nor  the  sentiment  that  we  should  deprive  those  who  are 
members  by  long  and  continued  service  from  their  rights  upon 

floor  of  this  National  body.     I  stand  before  this  Encamp- 
t  as  a  Past  Department  Commander,  but  as  one  of  the 
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comrades  who  has  been  referred  to  as  one  of  the  rank  and  file, 
one  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
only  twice  a  year,  upon  the  assembling  of  the  National  Encamp- 
ment and  of  the  Department  Encampment,  but  one  who  is  a 
member  365  days  in  the  year,  and  one  who  believes  that  the 
people  who  carried  forward  the  banner  of  the  Grand  Army, 
when  it  was  not  so  honorable  to  be  a  comrade  of  the  order  as 
it  is  to-day,  who  took  the  banner  of  this  organization  and  held 
it  aloft  against  all  criticism  and  against  all  the  attacks  that  were 
made  upon  it,  should  be  remembered,  and  that  it  should  not 
now  at  this  time,  when  it  is  rapidly  going  down  the  hill,  be  said 
to  these  men  who  did  this  work  for  you,  you  have  worked  for  us 
in  all  the  years  that  have  gone  by,  but  we  are  now  through  with 
you,  and  we  want  no  more  of  your  service  or  advice  upon  the 
floor  of  this  National  Encampment.  I  trust  that  this  National 
Encampment  will  not  stultify  itself  by  any  such  action  as  this. 
If  the  comrades  from  the  departments  which  have  presented  this 
proposition  to  the  National  body  are  controlled  by  their  Past 
Department  Commanders,  we  will  send  up  a  few  of  the  rank 
and  file  from  Pennsylvania  and  show  them  how  to  avoid  it.  In 
our  department  we  honor  the  comrades  whom  we  have  placed 
in  the  position  of  Department  Commanders.  We  honor  them 
because  we  rely  upon  them  at  all  times  to  do  the  duty  of  the 
rank  and  file,  and  we  find  them  always  ready  and  always  will- 
ing. So  with  our  Past  Commanders-in-Chief.  It  is  proposed 
to  give  them  an  honorary  position  ;  place  the  Past  Command- 
ers-in-Chief and  the  Past  Department  Commanders  upon  the 
floor  of  this  body,  without  a  vote,  honorary  members.  I  have 
always  understood  that  the  position  of  an  honorary  member 
was  that  he  was  not  a  member  at  all.  No  Past  Department 
Commander  and  no  Past  Commander-in-Chief,  and  we  have 
two  of  them  in  Pennsylvania,  has  ever  attempted  to  influence 
the  vote  of  a  single  man  who  was  elected  as  a  representative 
from  the  rank  and  flle  in  the  Department  of  Pennsylvania. 
We  are  told  that  if  this  body  was  to  be  reorganized  it  would 
be  upon  the  basis  of  the  Constitution  of  this  country;  that  the 
members  of  this  Encampment  would  have  a  constituency  be- 
hind them.  Have  the  Past  Commanders  no  constituency? 
They  have  been  the  head  and  front  in  the  days  that  have  gone 
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I  by  of  this  organization,  when  a  room  ten  by  ten  would  have 
■  contained  all  the  membership  of  this  great  National  body,  and 
then  it  was  thai  the  people  you  are  now  attempting  to  deprive 
of  their  votes  upon  ihe  floor  of  this  body,  were  the  ones  to 
maintain  this  great  order  and  give  us  an  opportunity  to  say  to 
the  world  at  this  late  day  that  we  have  500,000  men  who 
fought  for  the  perpetuity  of  the  Union,  within  the  ranks  of  this 
organization.  Now  you  say  open  the  back  door  and  give 
them  a  kick  out.  and  say,  we  are  through  wiih  you  for  all  lime 
to  come.  My  comrades,  if  you  expect  this  organization  to 
maintain  the  bright  position  that  it  has  before  the  old  soldiers 
of  this  country,  do  not  at  this  late  day  commit  such  an  unjusti- 
fiable act  as  is  contemplated  in  this  resolution. 

Comrade  Stahl  of  Pennsylvania:  We  have  had  this  up  year 
after  year,  but  no  more  important  matter,  I  believe,  to  the  in- 
terests of  the  Grand  Army  has  come  before  us,  or  will  come 
before  us  at  this  Encampment.  It  is  something  for  us  to  look 
into  with  the  utmost  care,  for  we  are  legislating  for  ihis  Grand 
Army  for  years  to  come.  When  we  look  at  such  magnificent 
pageants  as  that  on  Pennsylvani  aavenue,  when  we  look  into 
our  reports,  we  are  lookiiig  at  the  work  of  these  very  men  in 
the  years  gone  by  whom  we  now  propose  to  shut  out  from  this 
Encampment.  I  submit,  that  with  respect  to  the  matter  of  the 
form  of  government,  we  are  old  enough  and  wise  enough  to 
know  what  we  want.  We  are  old  enough  to  have  any  kind  of 
government  that  we  think  best,  and  we  are  old  enough  to  say 
to  ourselves  and  the  world,  that  this  is  a  representative  govern- 
ment in  its  highest  and  best  form.  When  we  elect  a  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, we  elect  him  knowing  that  he  is  to  take  his 
place  in  the  councils  of  this  great  order  as  long  as  he  shall  live, 
and  his  loyalty  and  his  service  and  vote  shall  be  given  to  the 
Grand  Army  as  long  as  God  permits  him  to  stay  here  and 
serve  us,  and  that  is  what  we  want.  It  in  not  a  question  of 
honoring  this  man  or  that  one,  but  it  is  a  question  of  giving 
this  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  the  benefit  of  the  wisdom 
and  experience  and  labors  of  these  past  officers;  not  to  honor 
them,  but  to  perpetuate  the  best  interests  of  our  order.  We 
can  trust  them.  There  will  never  be  a  time  that  they  will  out- 
number us,  and  if  they  did,  don't  they  come  from  every  state 
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of  this  great  Nation  ?  Could  there  be  any  more  a  representa- 
tive body  than  that?  I  trust  that  this  question  will  be  downed 
forever,  and  that  they  will  be  with  us  as  long  as  they  lead  us 
right,  as  they  have  in  the  twenty-five  years  that  have  passed;^ 

Comrade  Reynolds  of  New  York:  There  is  no  member  of 
this  Encampment  who  prizes  his  membership  more  highly  than 
I  do,  but  I  think  the  principle  is  wrong.  It  has  not  always 
been  the  case  that  the  most  active  members  of  the  Department 
have  been  elected  Department  Commanders,  and  when  they 
were  elected  they  received  all  the  honors  to  which  they  were 
entitled.  We  are  not  entitled  to  life  membership  here.  There 
are  new  men  coming  forward  all  the  time  who  have  new  ideas. 
I  believe  I  can  date  back  as  far  as  most  of  you  here.  My 
membership  dates  fi-om  the  organization  of  the  first  post  in  the 
State  of  New  York.  I  have  ever  since  been  an  active  member. 
I  know  something  about  the  requirements  of  our  department 
now,  and  I  know  we  have  as  good  material  in  our  department 
among  those  who  have  never  held  the  high  office  of  Depart- 
ment Commander,  as  among  those  who  have.  We  should 
recognize  others  to  come  here  and  not  retain  these  positions 
for  ourselves;  besides  that  it  is  un-American  and  is  opposed  to 
our  Republican  principles. 

Comrade  Burrows:  As  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  of  twenty-four  years'  standing,  and  as  a  Past 
Department  Commander  who  has  never  yet  raised  his  voice  in 
these  Encampments  on  this  question  and  who  has  refrained 
fi'om  voting  heretofore,  believing  in  the  hard  common  sense  of 
every  comrade,  being  willing  to  leave  it  to  the  justice  and  fair 
dealing  of  the  elected  delegates.  I  listened  with  great  atten- 
tion to  the  comrade  from  Ohio,  to  hear  what  new  idea  he 
could  give  us  upon  this  subject,  but  to  my  surprise  and  disap- 
pointment he  gave  us  the  same  old  remarks,  that  were  stereo- 
typed and  electroplated  in  San  Francisco.  It  seems  to  me 
that  after  all  that  we  have  heard  in  the  way  of  sentiment  and 
spread-eagleism  a  few  figures  will  do  no  harm,  and  while  I 
agree  with  the  comrade  from  Pennsylvania  that  these  past 
officers  are  representatives  in  the  highest  sense  of  the  word, 
still  the  elected  members  of  this  Encampment  have  been  able 
always  to  out- vote  the  past  officers  four  to  one  ever  since  this 
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question  arose.  At  San  Francisco,  in  1886,  the  total  member- 
ship entitled  to  vote  was  783,  of  which  523  were  elected  and 
260  past  officers,  making  23  per  cent,  of  past  officers  entitled 
to  vote,  but  actually  only  15  per  cent,  of  the  past  officers  were 
there.  At  St.  Louis,  in  1887,  the  total  number  entitled  to 
vote  was  857,  293  past  officers,  or  34  per  cent.»  but  the  total 
membership  present  was  17  per  cent.  In  1888  the  total  mem- 
bership was  913,  and  33  per  cent  were  past  officers,  but  15  per 
cent,  present.  In  Milwaukee,  in  1889,  the  total  membership 
was  917,  with  274  or  28  per  cent,  of  past  officers  and  only  18 
per  cent,  were  present.  In  Boston,  in  1890,  when  this  ques- 
tion arose  and  was  debated  and  defeated  by  a  large  majority, 
the  total  number  entitled  to  vote  was  1,073,  or  37  P^r  cent,  of 
past  officers,  only  27  per  cent,  being  present.  In  Detroit,  last 
year,  total  number  1,1 11,  present  1,049;  243of  those  were  past 
officers,  or  23  per  cent.  So  this  great  bugaboo  resolves  itself 
into  nothing  as  we  might  say,  and  now,  it  seems  to  me,  that 
after  all  these  years  that  we  have  discussed  this  question 
enough,  and  I  move  the  previous  question. 

The  motion  for  the  previous  question  prevailed,  and  the 
question  being  put  to  the  Encampment,  the  motion  to  substi- 
tute the  majority  report  prevailed  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

Comrade  Wagner:  I  desire  to  give  notice  of  an  amendment 
to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  to  the  effect  that  an  amendment 
having  been  offered  at  three  successive  Encampments  shall  not 
again  be  offered  for  three  successive  Encampments  following. 

Comrade  Campbell  of  Kansas:  I  do  not  believe  it  is  just  or 
fair  that  two  or  three  persons  shall  occupy  the  floor  and  then 
move  the  previous  question.  I  move  that  hereafter  upon  all 
questions  speeches  be  limited  to  five  minutes,  and  no  comrade 
be  permitted  to  occupy  the  floor  a  second  time. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  Junior  Vice-Commander-in-Chief  was  called  to  the 
chair,  and  the  committee  on  the  Commander-in-Chiefs  ad- 
dress presented  its  report,  which  on  motion  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  committee  is  as  follows: 

Your  committee  on  the  address  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  respectfully  sub- 
mit the  following  report : 

We  heartily  commend  the  patriotic  sentiments  and  earnest  devotion  to  the 
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sacred  principles  underlying  our  organization  so  eloquently  and  forcibly 
pressed  in  the  addresSi    It  would  be  well  for  our  order  to  have  it  read  in  every 
post  in  the  land. 

While,  with  all  our  comrades,  we  deeply  regret  the  unfortunate  complication 
in  the  Depastment  of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi,  and  the  conditions  which 
gave  rise  to  it,  and  especially  that  some  of  our  comrades  in  that  department 
have  felt  constrained  to  withdraw  from  our  order,  we  are  nevertheless  unable 
to  see  how  the  Commander-in-Chief,  having  due  regard  for  the  history,  char- 
acter and  dignity  of  our  order,  could  have  taken  any  different  action  in  the 
premises.  We,  therefore,  recommend  the  approval  of  the  measures  taken  by 
him  which  have  resulted  in  the  final  settlement  of  that  unfortunate  controversy. 
The  Commander-in-Chiefs  sentiments  regarding  the  loyal  women.  Sons  of 
Veterans,  Memorial  Day,  pensions,  the  Grant  statue.  Grant  cottage,  veterans 
in  government  employ,  the  Columbian  school  celebration,  and  all  of  his  spe- 
cial recommendations,  meet  with  our  hearty  approval.  We  earnestly  indorse 
his  action  in  relation  to  the  construction  of  a  memorial  depository  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Grant  tomb. 

We  congratulate  our  comrades,  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  his  official 
associates,  upon  the  signally  successful  administration  of  the  affairs  of  our 
order  during  the  past  year. 

We  recommend  that  a  suitable  testimonial  be  presented  to  the  Commander- 
in-Chief,  in  slight  recognition  of  his  unselfish,  untiring  and  successful  work  for 
our  order.'

Comrade  Lincoln  of  the  Potomac:  Commander  and  Com- 
rades, it  is  no  secret  to  the  members  of  this  Encampment  that 
I  have  had  an  ambition  lo  be  Commander-in-Chief.  The 
members  of  this  Encampment  know  that,  for  it  has  been  com- 
municated to  them,  and  in  response  to  those  communications 
I  have  received  over  400  letters  giving  me  assurances  of  sup- 
port; but  1  believe  from  all  that  comes  lo  my  ears  within  the 
last  few  hours  that  the  sentiment  of  this  Encampment  tends 
very  strongly  in  the  direction  of  our  friend  Weissert  oi  Wiscon- 
lin,  and  I  am  not  disposed  to  .stand  in  the  face  of  that  senti- 
ment, or  in  opposition  to  the  wishes  of  the  members  of  this 
Encampment.  To  those  comrades  who  have  favored  me  with 
their  support  1  return  my  earnest  thanks-  Those  comrjdea 
who  have  thought  it  was  their  duty  to  support  some  other 
good  comrade.  I  give  the  credit  of  exercising,  as  they  should, 
their  very  best  judgment.  I  propose  to  withdraw  from  this 
contest.  It  has  been  suggested  that  under  the  rule  that  has 
prevailfd  for  the  past  ten  years  of  giving  the  department  enter- 
taining the  Encampment  the  Senior  Vice-Commandership,  1 
become  a  candidate  for  that  office,  but  I  never  was  a  candidate 
on  the  sliding  scale.  I  am  not  a  candidate  for  Senior  Vice- 
Commander  in-Chief,  and  if  I  desired  I  could  not  be.  for  1  am 
I'l^posed  to  the  practice,  although  it  has  prevailed  for  the  past 
,  ten  years,  that  precludes  over  thirty  departments  from  ever 
being  recipients  of  that  honor.  There  are  only  about  ten  de- 
partments that  have  the  facilities  for  entertaming  the  Encamp- 
ment. The  other  departments  have  just  as  available  material 
as  they  have.  I  again  thank  those  who  have  given  me  their 
kind  assurances  of  support. 

The  roll  of  departments  was  called  for  nominations  for  Com- 
mander-in-Chief 

Comrade  Benj.  F.  Bryant  of  Wisconsin:     1  desire  to  say  a 
few  words  in  behalf  of  Comrade  A.  G.  Weissert  of  Wisconsin, 
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and  in  doing  so  I  speak  for  Wisconsin.  It  is  a  high  honor 
which  is  conferred  upon  the  man  who  fills  the  place  of  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  our  order,  and  we  should  be  untrue  to  our- 
selves if  we  did  not  present  for  that  position  a  comrade  with 
high  soldier  record  and  of  blameless  lile  as  a  citizen.  Comrade 
Weissert  enlisted,  at  the  age  of  17  years,  in  the  early  autumn 
of  1 86 1.  At  the  close  of  the  war,  when  21  years  old,  he  was  a 
veteran  with  four  years  of  service  behind  him,  with  his  ounce 
of  lead  in  his  leg  and  an  open  wound  which  is  open  to-day. 
He  served  in  one  of  the  good  Wisconsin  regiments,  and  was 
always  with  it.  It  was  the  Eighth  Wisconsin  Infantry,  the 
"eagle  regiment,'*  which  carried  '*01d  Abe,"  a  live  eagle, 
upon  a  perch  beneath  its  colors,  in  all  iis  battles  and  upon  all 
its  campaigns.  They  were  with  Carlin  in  Missouri,  they  were 
at  New  Madrid  and  Island  No.  10,  with  Rosecrans  at  luka 
and  Corinth,  with  Grant  at  Donaldson  and  Vicksburg,  with 
Sherman  at  Meridian,  with  A.  J.  Smith  up  the  Red  River  and 
back  again  with  A.  J.  Smith  to  Nashville,  where  Copirade 
Weissert,  in  the  last  battle  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland, 
received  his  wound.  There  is  no  man  of  all  that  great  army 
which  defended  the  flag  and  maintained  the  Union,  the  great- 
est and  noblest  army  that  ever  was,  with  a  better  soldier  record 
than  Comrade  Weissert.  He  went  out  with  a  musket  upon  his 
shoulder,  he  came  back  with  a  musket  in  his  hand.  He  was 
mustered  in  as  a  private,  rose  to  be  sergeant-major  of  his 
regiment,  and  was  brevetted  captain  for  gallantry  in  action. 
He  is  in  touch  with  the  Comrades  everywhere,  the  rank  and 
file  and  the  commissioned  officers.  His  heart  is  warm  and 
true.  I  trust  you  will  elect  him  to  that  high  position,  honored 
by  so  many  good  men,  and  I  assure  you,  if  you  do  so,  you  will 
never  be  ashamed  of  it. 

The  nomination  of  Comrade  Weissert  was  seconded  by 
the  following  departments:  Kentucky,  Iowa,  Michigan,  Col- 
orado and  Wyoming,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Nebraska, 
Missouri,  Connecticut,  California,  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey, 
Minnesota,  Illinois,  New  Hampshire,  Georgia,  Kansas,  Indian 
Territory.  Louisiana  and  Mississippi,  Texas,  South  Dakota, 
North  Dakota,  Alabama,  Delaware,  Washington  and  Alaska, 
Vermont,  New  Mexico,  Potomac,  Tennessee,  Oregon,  Mary- 
land. 
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Comrade  Hurst  of  Ohio:  Comrades  of  the  Encampment, 
my  name  has  been  used  with  reference  to  this  high  office  of 
Commander  in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
My  candidacy  has  not  been  in  any  sense  a  personal  one,  but 
twice  with  absolute  unanimity  ray  department  has  determined, 
in  consideration  of  my  services  to  the  Grand  Army,  to  present 
my  name.  I  have  waited  patiently  until  all  the  reports  were  in, 
and  having  heard  the  sentiment  of  this  convention,  I  rise  to 
second  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Weissert  and  make  his 
election  unanimous,  I  move  that  the  comrade  from  Wiscon- 
sin be  made  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  that  the  Adjutant- 
General  cast  the  ballot  for  him. 

The  motion  prevailed  unanimously,  and,  the  ballot  having 
been  cast,  Comrade  Weissert  was  declared  elected. 

On  motion,  the  Commander-in-Chief  appointed  as  a  com- 
mittee to  escort  Comrade  Weissert  lo  the  platform.  Comrades 
Hurst  of  Ohio,  Lincoln  of  Potomac,  and  Warfield  of  California. 

On  appearing  before  the  Encampment,  Comrade  Weissert 
said: 

CommaDder-in-Chief  and  Comrades:  After  an  existence  o 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re-f 
public,  by  the  universal  verdict  of  mankind,  stands  to-day  as 
the  exponent  of  more  than  two  millions  of  men  who  fought  for 
liberty  and  nationality  in  the  heroic  days  when  history  was 
being  made  with  the  sabre  and  with  the  bayonet.  To  be 
chosen  Commander-in-Chief  of  half  a  million  such  men,  as  I 
have  been  to-day,  is  an  honor  which  king  or  potentate  might 
court  in  vain,  because  it  can  be  attained  only  by  him  who 
rightfully  wears  this  badge  upon  his  breast. 

Comrades  of  the  Twenly-si.'dh  National  Encampment,  I  re- 
turn to  you  and  through  you  to  every  comrade  in  this  broad 
land,  my  most  profound  thanks  for  this  distinguished  honor; 
and,  as  when  a  boy,  I  endeavored  to  give  faithful  service  for 
four  years  in  the  cause  of  right  and  righteousness  among  men, 
so  I  pledge  you  here  and  now  thai  I  will  give  cheerfully  and 
earnestly  one  year  of  my  mature  manhood  to  the  interests  of 
our  beloved  order,  and  if,  at  the  close  of  my  administration,  I 
«haU  so  have  supplemented  the  work  of  the  19  distinguished 
comrades  who  have  preceded  me  so  as  to  leave  our  beloved 
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order  at  its  proud  pre-eminence  in  the  hearts  of  the  veterans 
and  of  the  Nation,  my  highest  ambition  will  have  been  attained. 
Comrades,  again  I  thank  you. 

Comrade  Hurst  was  called  for  and  addressed  the  Encamp- 
ment as  follows  : 

Commander  and  Comrades:  I  have  no  speech  to  make.  If 
I  had  one  prepared.  I  would  not  make  it  now.  I  am  a  loyal 
soldier  of  the  Grand  Army,  and  I  was  a  loyal  soldier  in  that 
old  army  which  this  impersonates,  and  wherever  1  am  called 
to  work,  I  shall  be  found  at  the  post  of  duty,  and  I  shall  try  to 
be  as  good  a  soldier  in  the  ranks  as  I  have  been  since  it  has 
been  my  fortune  to  be  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army,  and  as 
good  a  soldier  in  the  ranks  as  I  would  have  been  in  the  roster. 
I  thank  my  friends  most  warmly  for  the  courtesy  and  kindness 
they  have  shown  me.  I  cherish  my  membtrship  in  this  En- 
campment. 1  glory  in  ihe  fact  that  I  am  a  soldier  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  wherever  called  to  work  I 
shall  be  true  to  the  flag  and  true  to  the  motto  of  the  Grand 
Army. 

Comrade  Lincoln  was  called  for  and  said:  I  am  not  like 
General  Hurst.  I  came  here  with  a  prepared  speech,  but  un- 
fortunately it  is  not  in  the  right  line  just  now.  I  think  I  will 
have  to  preserve  that  speech  for  some  future  occasion.  You 
know,  as  I  do,  that  no  mistake  has  been  made  in  the  selection 
of  Commander-in-Chief,  and  I  am  not  going  to  bore  you  with 
any  talk.  1  can  assure  you  and  assure  Comrade  Weissert 
that  he  will  have  no  more  earnest,  energetic  and  loyal  sup- 
porter of  his  administration  than  Comrade  Lincoln. 

Comrade  Warfield  was  called  and  responded  as  follows  : 

Commander  and  comrades,  1  can  only  say  that  the  com- 
radrsof  California  will  prove  as  true  and  loyal  to  the  adminis- 
tration ol  Comrade  Weissert  of  Wisconsin  as  they  have  proven 
to  the  administrations  of  the  Commanders-in-Chief  who  have 
preceded  him.  The  night  was  never  too  dark  nor  the  road 
too  long  for  a  member  of  the  California  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  to  go  to  the  aid  and  assistance  of  a  comrade  of  the 
Grand  Army  wherever  there  was  need.  I  thank  you  for  your 
courtesy  in  calling  me  before  you.  My  speech  had  not  been 
prepared  and  I  can  only  say  that  if  California  should  ever  be 
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honored  by  being  accorded  the  Commander-in-Chief,  we  will 
be  as  proud  of  it  as  any  Department  has  been  in  the  past. 

The  Commander  in-Chief:  We  will  dispense  with  the  call 
of  the  roll  of  Departments  and  I  will  now  ask  for  nominations 
for  Senior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief: 

Comrade  Dinsmore  of  the  Potomac:  As  it  has  been  custom- 
ary to  give  to  the  Department  where  the  Encampment  is 
held  the  position  of  Senior  Vice  National  Commander,  the 
Department  of  Potomac  held  a  special  session  within  ihe  last 
two  weeks  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  a  candidate  to  present 
to  this  Encampment  for  that  high  office,  A  comrade  of  that 
Department  leceived  a  majority  vote  as  being  the  choice  of  the 
Department  and  in  obedience  to  instructions  of  that  Encamp- 
ment, I  have  the  honor  lo  pYesent  ihe  name  of  Comrade  J.  M. 
Pipes  for  the  office  of  Senior  Vice  Commander-in  Chief 

Comrade  Burdett.  Past  Commander-in-Chief:  Commander- 
in  Chief  and  Comrades,  I  have  not  a  very  pleasant  duty  to 
peiform,  but  I  always  try  to  perform  my  duty.  There  has 
been  no  meeting  called  to  my  knowledge  or  to  the  knowledge 
ofa  majoriiy  of  the  members  of  the  legally  constiiuted  delega- 
tion of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac,  to  consider  or  authorize 
tiie  presentation  of  the  name  of  any  comrade  from  this  Depart- 
ment for  Senior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief.  Inasmuch  as  the 
great  honor  and  courtesy  is  extended  to  those  cities  where  you 
are  entertained,  of  providing  for  you  an  officer  or  a  candidate 
for  that  distinguished  place,  it  seems  to  me  and  1  am  author- 
ized to  express  the  same  sentiment  for  a  large  majority  of  the 
delegation  of  the  Department  of  the  Poiomac,  that  there  ought 
to  be  at  least  a  meeting  called  by  the  proper  officers  of  this 
Deparlment,  at  which  we  may  formally  say.  we  who  by  law 
are  authorized  to  say.  who  shall  be  our  candidate  for  Senior 
Vice  Commander-in-Chief;  and  I  now  ask  that  you  put  this 
matter  off  until  after  your  recess,  that  such  meeting  may  be 
had,  if  not  called  by  one  it  will  be  called  by  another,  so  that 
decently  and  in  order  we  may  express  the  wish  of  the  dele- 
gates to  this  Encampment  from  this  Department. 

1  only  say  this  one  word  more,  and  I  regretfully  say.  that 
the  body  called  together  as  our  Commander  has  just  told  you, 
to  select  and  present  a  candidate,  was  a  mere  fraction  of  the 
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Qomcades  who  constitute  that  Encampment  There  were  115 
iliKKs:  cast — I  am  speaking  now  I  am  sure  I  am  within  five  or 
9taL— when  there  are  290  comrades  entitled  to  sit  in  that  En- 
campment And  now  this  is  the  regretful  word  that  I  have  to 
say»  that  that  great  majority  of  our  comrades  was  absent  firom 
the  Department  meeting,  because  we  felt  that  its  assemblage 
under  the  circumstances  was  unseemly. 

Now,  Comrades,  having  said  that,  I  ask  that  this  matter  go 
over  until  the  comrades  of  our  Department  may  meet  and  have 
their  say  and  present  their  candidate  if  that  seems  well. 

Comrade  Hendricks  of  the  Potomac:  Comrades  of  the  Na- 
tional Encampment,  I  want  the  comrades  here  to  understand 
that  we  have  proceeded  regularly*  in  this  matter.  I  wish  to 
read  this  order:

city  on  the  21st  inst.  for  the  following  national  officers,  namely :  For  Senior 
Vice*Commander-in-Chief;  for  Council  of  Administration. 

A.  F.  DINSMORE,  Dept  Commander. 
Arthur  Hendricks,  A.  A.  G. 

There  were  155  members  of  our  Department  Encampment 
present  and  voted  on  that  question. 

Comrade  Dufiield,  the  Senior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief 
was  called  to  the  chair. 

Comrade  Wagner:  This  difficulty  arose  first  because  of  the 
trouble  in  the  Department  and  second  because  of  this  exceed- 
ingly unfortunate  practice  into  which  the  National  Encamp- 
ment has  &llen»  of  electing  somebody  because — 

Comrade  Reynolds  of  New  York:  A  point  of  order,  that 
w«  are  under  the  head  of  nominations  for  Senior  Vice-Corn- 
mander-in-hieC  I  claim  the  comrade  is  not  talking  to  the 
question,  but  OQ  the  ditferences  in  the  Department  of  the 
Potomac 

Comrade  Wagner;  Oh  iio»  I  am  going  to  make  a  nomina- 
lioiL  We  have  Idbored  under  this  unfcwtunate  difficulty  for 
yean^  of  having  the  Department  where  we  hold  our  Encamp- 
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ment  name  the  Senior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief.  Now,  our 
lot  has  fallen  in  unpleasant  places,  because  these  comrades 
cannot  agree  among  themselves.  Because  they  cannot  do  this 
and  because  a  further  attempt  will  make  it  worse  than  it  is  now, 
let  us  elect  somebody  else,  and  I  nominate,  without  con- 
ference with  anybody,  Comrade  Warfield  of  California. 

The  Senior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief:  Further  nomina- 
tions are  in  order. 

The  nomination  of  Comrade  Warfield  was  seconded  by  Iowa, 
New  York,  Ohio,  Illinois,  Rhode  Island,  Wisconsin,  Kansas, 
Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  Minnesota,  Michigan. 

Comrade  Cox  of  Ohio  moved  that  the  Adjutant  General  be 
directed  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Encampment  for 
Comrade  Warfield.  The  Senior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief 
ruled  the  motion  out  of  order  as  two  names  had  been  pre- 
sented. 

The  nomination  of  Comrade  Warfield  was  further  seconded 
by  Washington  and  Alaska,  and  New  Jersey, 

Comrade  Pipes  of  the  Potomac;  Commander  and  comrades, 
I  want  to  say  to  the  members  of  this  Encampment,  that  when 
the  question  was  brought  before  this  special  session  of  the  En- 
campment of  the  Departmnnt  of  the  Potomac,  it  was  without 
my  solicitation.  I  never  knew  anything  of  it  until  the  council 
met  and  unanimously  agreed  to  hold  such  a  session,  and  I  was 
selected  for  this  high  office  by  that  convention  of  this  Depart- 
ment fairly,  and  it  was  made  unanimous  upon  the  motion  of 
my  strongest  opponent. 

Now,  comrades,  I  got  up  here  to  make  that  statement  in  justi- 
fication of  myseSf,  because  of  some  things  th»t  have  been  said, 
and  in  the  interest  of  the  Grand  Army,  in  the  interest  of  this 
Encampment,  its  business,  its  welfare,  and  the  good  of  all  of 
us,  I  withdraw  in  favor  of  and  move  that  the  nomination  of 
Comrade  Warfield  be  made  unanimous  and  that  the  Adjutant 
General  be  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Encampment 
for  him. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  resumed  the  chair  and  said:  Be- 
fore I  put  the  motion  I  want  to  announce  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  that  the  President  re- 
turned here  under  distressing  circumstances,  but  it  was  the 
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wish  of  Mrs.  Harrison  that  he  should  come  here  and  meet 
his  comrades  and  it  was  hoped  after  he  arrived  here  that  her 
condition  might  be  sufficiently  improved  to  permit  him  to  visit 
]rou;  but  with  regret  that  comes  from  the  inmost  recesses  of 
his  heart,  he  sends  his  Secretary  to  say  to  you  that  his  affliction 
just  at  this  moment  is  too  deep  to  permit  him  to  leave  the  bed- 
side of  his  wife  and  he  hopes  that  you  will  excuse  him  and 
sends  his  greetings  to  you  all. 

The  motion  of  Comrade  Pipes  prevailed  and  the  ballot  hav- 
ing been  cast.  Comrade  Warfield  was  declared  elected  Senior 
Vice  Commander-in-Chief. 

It  was  announced  that  the  Ladies  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  of  the  Department  of  the  Potpmac  invited  the  comrades 
to  lunch,  to  be  served  at  two  o'clock  in  the  haD  below  the 
Encampment. 

Nominations  for  Junior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief  being  in 
order  Comrade  Browning  of  Colorado  said: 

On  behalf  of  the  comrades  from  the  Department  of  Colorado 
and  Wyoming,  I  wish  to  present  for  your  favorable  considera- 
tion and  your  votes,  a  comrade  of  our  Department  for  whom 
we  have  affection  and  love.  I  need  not  speak  of  his  qualities 
as  a  soldier,  because  we  in  our  Department  assume  that  there  is 
not  a  comrade  upon  this  floor  who  would  not  fittingly  and  be- 
comingly honor  any  position  that  this  Encampment  might 
confer  upon  him.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  since  there  was  such  an  organization,  having 
organized  a  Post  in  Illinois,  among  whose  soldiers  he  served 
during  the  war,  and  when  he  came  to  Denver  he  there  organ- 
ized a  Post  which  is  one  of  the  best  in  our  Department.  I  want 
to  say  to  you  that  while  it  is  a  fact  that  you  adopted  this  custom 
in  1879.  of  chosing  some  comrade  from  the  Department  where 
the  Encampment  was  held,  this  was  not  taken  advantage  of  by 
the  comrades  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  in  1883.  There  yon 
met  in  the  city  of  Denver,  where  they  have  always  felt  it  a 
privilege  and  an  honor  to  make  welcome  all  who  may  come, 
and  it  was  said  let  us  present  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Senior 
Vice  Commander-in-Chief,  but  the  comrades  of  that  Depart- 
ment frowned  that  down  and  said  no,  we  have  invited  our 
comrades  here  to  participate  with  us  and  have  a  good  time  and 
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we  do  not  aslc  for  any  reward.  I  nominate  for  Junior  Vice 
Commander-in-Chief  Comrade  John  C.  Kennedy  of  Colorado. 

Comrade  Stewart  of  Pennsylvania;  Comrades,  let  us  have 
the  Junior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief  along  the  eastern  section 
of  our  Grand  Army  territory.  The  Commander-in-Chief  has 
never  had  a  day  since  there  has  been  an  organization  known 
as  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  that  he  did  not  feel  the 
pains  of  war  from  an  open  wound,  1  want  to  stand  by  his 
side  a  comrade  who  served  in  the  99th  Pennsylvania  four  years 
and  twenty-one  days,  and  who  just  two  days  before  the  sur- 
render of  Appomattox,  lost  his  left  arm.  He  sits  in  this  En- 
campment a  Grand  Army  man  for  twenty  years,  a  Past  Com- 
mander from  Delaware,  and  he  will  sland  in  line  with  our 
Commander-in-Chief  as  one  who  has  the  badge  of  honor,  the 
sign  by  which  this  Nation  conquered  rebellion.  I  name 
Peter  B.  Ayars  of  Delaware. 

Comrade  Mackay  of  Texas:  If  there  is  any  part  of  this 
great  country  that  requires  to  be  encouraged  by  the  Grand 
Army,  it  is  the  soulh-west,  and  if  there  is  any  part  of  that 
south-west  that  more  particularly  needs  ihal  encouragement 
than  any  other,  it  is  the  State  of  Texas.  We  have  never  had 
anything  in  the  Grand  Army,  and  we  now  ask  that  Comrade 
J.  C  Bigger,  of  Dallas,  and  a  worthy  comrade  of  that  Post, 
named  for  that  grand  man  who  said  "  if  any  one  attempts  to 
tear  down  the  American  flag,  shoot  him  on  the  spot,"  be  made 
Junior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief,  J.  C.  Bigger  was  one  of 
the  first  men  who  carried  the  American  flag  in  the  streets  of 
Dallas,  Texas.  When  the  procession  was  formed  there  in 
honor  of  Jeff.  Davis,  J  C.  Bigger  headed  that  procession. 
They  said  they  wouldn't  pass  under  that  flag.  He  said  no 
procession  will  be  held  in  the  streets  of  Dallas  unless  it  is 
headed  by  the  flag  of  the  Union.  We  need  above  all  things, 
men  who  are  bold  and  outspoken  in  their  views  in  the  south 
and  south-west  and  no  man  can  lill  that  bill  with  greater  vigor 
and  earnestness  than  J.  C.  Bigger. 

Comrade  Poole  of  New  York:  I  desire  in  behalf  of  New 
York,  to  second  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Kennedy  of 
Colorado. 
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F  Comrade  Churchill  of  Massachusetts:  I  desire  in  behalf  of 
the  Department  of  Massachusetts,  to  most  heartily  seccmd  the 
nomination  of  Comrade  Ayars  of  Delaware. 

Comrade  Green  of  Kansas,  on  behalf  of  that  Department, 
seconded  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Kennedy. 

The  delegation  from  Kentucky  presented  the  name  of  Com- 
rade M.  Minton  of  that  Department  for  Junior  Vice  Comman- 
der-in-Chief. 

Comrade  O'Donnell  of  Illinois:  I  move  that  the  roll  of  the 
Departments  be  called  and  that  the  Department  Commander 
after  canvassing  the  vote  of  his  delegation,  rise  in  his  place 
and  state  the  result. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  The  Commander-in-Chief  will 
now  rule  that  there  shall  be  no  votes  counted  except  of  com- 
rades present  in  this  Encampment. 

The  ballot  resulted  as  follows: 

Whole  number  of  votes  cast,  654.  Comrade  Ayars  received 
292;  Comrade  Bigger,  223;  Comrade  Minton,  24;  Comrade 
Kennedy,  J15. 

During  the  counting  of  the  votes  for  Junior  Vice  Comman- 
der-in-Chief nominations  for  Surgeon  General  were  called  for. 

Comrade  Taintor  of  Connecticut:  Commander-in-Chief 
and  comrades,  you  have  gone  to  the  north-west  for  your  Com- 
mander, you  have  gone  to  the  Pacific  for  your  Senior  Vice. 
The  position  of  the  Junior  Vice  is  still  undecided,  but  it  evi- 
dendy  is  not  New  England.  Representing  the  Department  of 
Connecticut,  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  its  delegation,  I  present 
as  a  candidate  for  Surgeon  General,  a  man  who  at  the  age  of 
15,  shouldered  his  musket  in  the  ranks  and  formed  one  of  that 
grand  wall  against  which  the  high  tide  of  rebellion  broke  its 
spray  at  Gettysburg,  followed  Sherman  when  he  swept  through 
on  his  march  to  the  sea,  came  out,  studied  his  profession,  be- 
came an  eminent  practitioner,  and  is  to-day  the  editor  of  the 
largest  medical  journal  within  the  limits  of  New  England;  for 
more  than  twenty  years  an  active  member  and  an  earnest 
worker  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic;  twice  or  three 
times  Medical  Director  of  our  Department;  organizer  of  one  of 
the  early  Posts  in  our  Department;  an  aid  on  the  national  staff, 
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and  various  offices,  alt  of  which  he  has  filled  to  the  satisfaction 
of  his  comrades;  I  give  you,  Commander-in-Chief  and  com- 
rades, for  Surgeon  General,  the  name  of  William  C.  Wile  of 
Connecticut. 

Comrade  Clarkson,  "Junior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief:  I 
am  requested  by  the  delegation  from  the  Department  of  Ne- 
braska, to  place  in  nomination  for  the  position  of  Surgeon 
General  a  comrade  Irom  that  Department.  It  is  needless  for 
me  to  recite  his  soldierly  acts.  I  believe  we  were  alt  equally 
good  soldiers.  We  certainly  tried  to  be,  and  therefore  I  shall 
not  allude  to  the  .'soldierly  record  of  our  comrade  from  Ne- 
braska. He  is  a  delegate  to  this  Encampment,  has  been 
a  most  faithful  servant  to  the  order  for  many  years  past  and 
has  been  honored  twice  by  his  Department  as  Medical  Direc- 
tor. I  place  in  nomination  Dr.  W.  H.  Johnson  of  Nebraska, 
with  the  earnest  hope  that  you  may  give  him  your  ballot  and 
the  belief  that  if  you  should  honor  him,  he  will  certainly  honor 
you. 

The  delegation  from  the  Department  of  Maryland  placed  in 
nomination  for  Surgeon  General,  Comrade  George  R.  Graham 
of  Baltimore. 

A  second  ballot  for  Junior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief  result- 
ed as  follows.  Comrades  Minion  and  Kennedy  having  been 
withdrawn : 
I       Comrade   Ayars,  389;    Comrade  Bigger,  261,     And  Com- 
I  rade  Ayars  was  declared  elected. 

On  the  announcement  of  the  election  of  Comrade  Ayars  of 
Delaware,  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Graham  of  Maryland, 
for  Surgcoa  General  was  withdrawn. 

Comrade  Campbell  of  Kansas  moved  that  the  Encampment 
take  a  recess  for  two  hours  and  the  motion  was  lost. 

The  ballot  on  Surgeon  General  resulted  as  follows: 

Whole  number  of  votes  cast,  5HS.  Comrade  Wile  received 
433;  Comrade  Johnson  received  165. 

And  Comrade  Wile  was  declared  elected. 

Nominations  for  Chaplain-in-Chief  were  called  for. 

Comrade  Whilaker  of  Tennessee:  Commander-in-Chief 
and  Comrades,  in  placing  the  name  of  John  H.  Brazee  in 
nomination  as  a  candidate  for  Chaplain -in  Chief,  the  comrades 
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of  the  Department  of  Tennessee  ask  you  to  elect  him  in  the 
name  and  in  the  memory  of  57,000  Union  soldiers,  57,000  of 
our  heroic  comrades  whose  bones  peacefully  rest  and  are 
sacredly  cared  for  in  the  soil  of  Tennessee.  I  ask  you  to  elect 
Comrade  John  H.  Brazee  in  the  name  and  in  the  memory  of 
31.000  East  Tennesseeans,  who  left  their  friends  and  families 
inside  the  Rebel  lines,  crossed  rivers  and  mountains  and  found 
their  way  to  the  Union  camps  of  Kentucky,  and  there  enlisted 
and  then  fdu^ht  their  way  back  to  their  homes,  through  death 
to  peace  and  glory.  We  ask  you  to  elect  Comrade  Brazee  in 
the  name  of  2,000  Union  soldiers  from  the  North  who  have 
settled  in  Tennessee  since  the  war,  and  who  have  never 
**  crooked  the  supple  hinges  of  the  knee  that  thrift  might  fol- 
low fawning.'*  We  ask  you  to  elect  Comrade  Brazee,  because 
it  will  enable  us  of  the  South  to  make  our  Memorial  Day  more 
impressive.  While  the  Department  of  Tennessee  is  now  the 
largest  in  the  South,  it  is  still  a  very  modest  department,  but 
give  us  this  honor  and  I  believe  God  will  bless  you  for  doing  it. 

Comrade  Campbell  of  Kansas:  The  Department  of  Kansas, 
as  you  all  know,  is  exceedingly  modest  and  hardly  ever  asks 
for  anything,  but  we  desire  to  present  to  you  this  day  a  candi- 
date for  Chaplain  in-Chief,  and  we  desire  to  present  a  candi- 
date whose  record  in  military  life,  as  well  as  in  civil  life,  is  the 
equal  of  that  of  any  comrade  that  can  be  presented  here  to- 
day. I  desire  to  present  the  name  of  a  comrade  who,  at  the 
age  of  18,  entered  the  service,  and  from  that  time  until  the 
close  of  the  war  was  found  always  at  the  front  and  left  a  good 
arm  on  the  field  of  battle;  and  after  the  war  was  over  this  com- 
rade of  ours  became  a  gallant  soldier  in  the  army  of  the  Lord, 
and  he  is  a  Methodist  preacher.  I  ask  you,  my  comrades,  to 
stand  up  and  vote  for  our  comrade  this  day,  Comrade  D.  R. 
Lowell,  Post  132,  Junction  City,  Kansas. 

Comrade  Tanner  of  New  York :  Comrades,  on  all  occasions 
it  is  pleasant  to  get  up  and  advocate  the  selection  for  honora- 
ble position  in  the  Grand  Army  of  our  associates,  but  once  in 
a  while  some  fellow  gets  up,  as  Tom  Stewart  did  a  little  while 
ago,  and  stirs  us  to  the  depths  and  carries  us  away.  I  would 
I  had  that  power,  for  the  comrade  presented  for  this  position, 
from  Kansas,  was  a  poor,  stub-toed,  patch -breeched  boy  with 
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me  on  a  farm  beCoie  the  war.  I  would  that  I  could  touch  you 
feUows  today;  tell  you  what  a  splendid  fellow  he  is  for  his 
friend  when  his  friend  is  in  a  fight,  and  how  powerless  he  is, 
through  his  modesty,  to  advocote  his  own  case.  I  would  that 
I  could  reach  into  every  heart  here  which  has  a  friendly  pulsa- 
tion for  me,  and  make  a  full  draft  for  all  your  favor  and  ask 
you  to  voice  it  in  a  vote  for  D.  R.  Lowell  of  Kansas. 

Comrade  Hendricks  of  (he  Potomac:  Comrades,  we  haven't 
had  much  luck  thus  far  for  the  Department  of  ihe  Potomac, 
but  I  have  no  doubt  you  think  from  the  reputation  that  has 
gone  abroad  of  us  that  we  need  praying  tor.  I  propose  to 
present  to  you  for  Chaplain-in-Chief  the  name  of  a  comrade 
who  will  take  all  in  his  broad  arms  of  Christian  chanty  and 
ioving  philanthropy.  This  comrade  received  the  unanimous 
vote  of  our  encampment  last  winter.  On  behalf  of  our  com- 
rades who  have  worked  so  hard  to  make  ihis  a  success,  who 
have  gone  down  and  taken  off  their  coat's  and  worked  with  the 
citizens'  committee,  we  feel  you  might  do  this  mu'  h.  We  ask 
nothing  more.  We  feel  that  If  we  present  to  you  such  a  man 
as  Comrade  W.  H.  GotlheiJ,  a  Lutheran  clergyman,  than 
whom  there  is  none  belter  in  this  city,  you  should  honor  us 
and  honor  yourselves  by  electing  him  as  Chaplain-in-Chief. 

Comrade  Sample  of  Pennsylvania;  If  there  is  one  office  in 
which  Pennsylvania  is  more  directly  interested  than  any  other 
in  this  Encampment,  it  is  that  of  Chaplain  in-Chief,  and  that 
simply  for  the  good  of  the  comrades  in  the  other  departments, 
and  in  the  name  of  the  Department  of  Pennsylvania  1  lake 
great  pleasure  in  seconding  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Lowell 
of  Kansas. 

Comrade  Rassieur  of  Missouri:  The  Department  of  Mis- 
souri desires  to  present  the  name  of  one  of  its  comrades  for 
this  high  office.  In  doing  so  it  bears  in  mind  that  it  is  one  of 
the  most  important  offices  within  the  gift  of  this  Encampment, 
There  are  good  chaplains,  there  are  chaplains  who  may  be  ex- 
cellent minUters,  who  do  not  understand  the  work  that  is  to  be 
done.  We  desire  to  present  the  name  of  one  who  has  four 
times  in  succession  served  the  Department  of  Missouri  in  the 
position  of  chaplain,  one  who  is  now  President  of  the  Chap- 
lun's  Association,  one  whose  heart  and  sou!  Is  in  the  work  to 
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be  performed,  one  who  knows  where  to  find  practical  work  to 
be  done  in  the  Grand  Army,  one  who  will  be  found  with  every 
Department  and  Post  that  needs  help  and  counsel,  one  who 
does  not  seek  the  office  for  his  own  sake,  but  whom  the  De- 
partment of  Missouri,  knowing  what  he  has  done  for  it,  desires 
to  turn  over  to  a  broader  field  of  action  the  National  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic.  We  tender  him  to  you,  knowing  that 
he  will  be  able  to  perform  every  duty  thoroughly,  and  that  he 
will  assist  in  the  g^rand  work  of  the  years  to  come,  and  we  ask 
you  to  vote  for  Comrade  T.  H.  Hagerty  of  Missouri. 

Connecticut  seconded  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Lowell; 
Georgia  that  of  Comrade  Brazee,  and  Vermont  that  of  Com- 
rade Lowell.  Michigan  also  seconded  the  nomination  of 
Comrade  Lowell. 

The  ballot  on  Chaplain-in-Chief  resulted  as  follows: 

Whole  number  of  votes  cast,  573.  Comrade  Brazee  re- 
ceived 71;  Comrade  Gottheil,  22;  Comrade  Hagerty,  37; 
Comrade  Lowell,  443.  And  Comrade  Lowell  was  declared 
elected. 

Comrade  Merrill,  Past  Commander-in-Chief:  The  members 
present  of  the  two  committees  on  the  Teaching  of  Patriotism 
have  met  and  examined  the  two  reports.  The  report  signed 
by  Comrade  Milner  has  been  amended  by  making  the  change 
suggested  by  Comrade  Rea  of  Minnesota,  and  by  striking  out 
two  or  three  lines  which  alluded  to  some  portion  of  the  news- 
paper press.  With  that  amendation  the  committee  find 
nothing  in  conflict  between  the  reports,  and  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  two  reports.  (For  reports,  see  pages  80,  207- 
209.)

tbc  ability,  fidelity  and  close  application  of  Comrade  Taylor,  and  though  oflen

The  comniittee  appointed  under  General  Orders  No.  1,  Headquarteis  Grand 


Army  of  Ibe  Republic,  dated  Albany,  N.  V.,  August  17,  1891,  under  the 
inslnictions  of  the  National  Encampment  held  in  Delroit,  for  the  erection  of 
a  Memorial  in  the  Capitol  in  Washington  to  our  late  comrade  Ulysses  S.  Grant, 
report  that  Ihey  organized  by  the  election  of  Comrade  S.  S.  Burdelt  as  Chair- 
man and  Comrade  B.  Bealb  as  Secretary. 

The  committee  at  once  entered  into  correspondence  with  a  numbei  of  lead- 
ing sculptors,  and  after  careful  consideialion  of  ihe  subject,  linally  entered  into 
a  contract  with  Mr.  Franklin  Simmons,  now  in  Rome,  for  the  erection  of  a 
marble  statue  of  General  Grant,  which  is  to  cost  complete,  in  position,  the  sum 
of  ^,000.  Partial  payments  are  to  be  made  on  account  and  ample  security 
Imi  been  given  for  the  completion  of  the  statue,  which  will  be  finished  inside 
of  two  years. 

The  committee,  in  awarding  this  important  work  to  Mr,  Simmons,  over  very 
acelleni  competitors,  were  fully  satiilied  that  he  has  Ihe  alnlily  and  Ihe  desire 
to  etecule  a  statue  which  will  more  than  favorably  compare  with  the  best  now 
la  the  Capitol.  He  is  an  American  artist  who  had  the  advantage  over  many 
othen  in  having  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  General  Grant,  and  of  having 
e  BodeU  of  him  during  his  service  in  the  east  and  later  in  Washington,  as 
Vll  as  in  modelling  busts  of  other  general  officers.  Mr.  Simmons  was  in  this 
^ntty  during  this  year,  completing  the  erection  of  the  soldicii'  monument  in 
and,  Maine,  and  your  committee  had  the  opportunity  of  having  several 
'Siterviews  with  him  on  this  subject. 

[d  pataing  upon  his  work  for  tbc  Grand  Army  we  nhall  have  Ihe  hearty  co- 
opeivtion  of  Col.  Fred.  D.  Grant,  Minister  to  Austria,  and  he  wilt  also,  at  our 
icquett.  invite  inspection  by  other  ofliciats. 

A*  ihe  amount  agreed  upon  is  well  within  the  means  at  the  disposal  of  this 
Minmittee, '\ve  recommend  that  a  portion  ol  the  balance  shall  he  used  lu  fur- 
Qwh  each  post  of  ihe  Grand  Army  with  a  photographic  copy  of  the  statue  when 
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completed,  and  that  the  committee  be  continued  for  the  supervision  and  com- 
pletion of  this  work.

Vet  we  remember  thai  the  perils  ol  peace  are  scarcely  less  Chan  the  perils 
of  war.  The  demands  for  loyalty  are  as  great  upon  the  sona  as  they  were 
upon  the  lirei.  The  price  of  liberty  is  eternal  vigilance.  The  safety  of 
OUT  connlry  is  in  the  intelligence,  the  moral  character,  and  the  patriotism 
of  her  dtiicns.  We  beheve  this  structure  will  be  an  objecl-lcsiun  to  in- 
cpire  luyal  hearts,  and  a  treasure  bouse  to  enrich  minds.  We  nuW  sur- 
render bach  into  your  hands,  Mr.  Commissioner,  this  stone,  and  shall 
watch  with  deepest  interest  Che  completion  of  the  edifice.

The  report  was  adopted,  and  on  the  suggfestion  of  Comrade 
Wagner  the  Commander-in-Chief  was  authorized  to  have 
copies  printed  in  pamphlet  form  for  immediate  use  by  Posts. 

Comrade  Bennett  of  Illinois:  Commander-in-Chief,  I  move 
to  reconsider  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Patriotism. 

The  motion  having  been  seconded, 

Comrade  Bennett  said:  The  resolution  reported  by  the 
committee,  of  which  Comrade  Milner  was  chairman,  and 
which  became  the  resolution  of  the  Encampment  when  we 
adopted  this  report,  provides  that  the  Commander-in-Chief 
shall  take  such  steps  as  may  seem  to  him  most  practicable  to 
have  the  first  or  opening  day  of  all  schools,  in  the  fall  of  each 
year,  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  our  country,  ob- 
served by  certain  ceremonies,  etc.  If  this  report  can  be  re- 
considered, I  shall  offer  an  anriendment  to  that  resolution,  so 
that  instead  of  the  first  school  day  in  the  fall  the  last  school 
day  before  Memorial  Day  shall  be  observed.  My  reason  for 
that  is  this,  that  at  Memorial  time  the  Comrades  of  the  Grand 
Army  make  special  preparations  for  patriotic  services  in  con- 
nection with  decoration,  and  the  attention  of  the  whole  people 
is  secured  by  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day.  As  an  illus- 
tration merely,  I  will  state  that  in  the  city  of  Chicago  the 
General  Memorial  Committee  appointed  by  the  different  Posts 
of  the  county,  sends  to  each  school  one  or  more  comrades  to 
address  them  upon  the  subject  of  patriotism,  and  the  last 
school  day  before  Memorial  Day  is  devoted  wholly  to  patriotic 
exercises.  It  would  be  impossible  to  have  so  successful  exer- 
cises, as  we  now  have,  if  we  were  compelled  to  have  them 
upon  the  first  day  of  the  fall  term. 
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Comrade  Campbell  of  Kansas:  I  do  not  agree  wilh  my 
I  comrade  upon  this  question.  What  we  want  to  do  is  to  hoist 
>  the  American  flag  the  first  day  the  school  opens,  and  keep  it 
up  during  the  whole  time.  It  does  not  affect  in  any  way  the 
services  of  Memorial  Day  as  we  now  conduct  them.  We  have 
the  Sunday  service  before  Memorial  Day,  and  we  have  the 
Memorial  service,  and  the  children,  God  bless  them,  will 
always  take  part  in  those  services  as  long  as  they  are  kept  up. 
Comrade  Cochran:     I  agree  in  the  remarks  made  by  the 

■  €M>mrade  over  there.  The  participation  of  our  public  schools 
on  Memorial  Day  is  a  pan  of  the  general  service  of  the  whole 
people,  and  it  should  not  be  interfered  with  by  any  special 
arrangement,  but  this  should  be  confined,  in  my  judgment,  to 
the  opening  of  the  school,  and  I  cannot  concur  in  the  proposi- 
tion to  reconsider. 

Comrade  Shoemaker  of  New  York:  I  probably  have  had 
as  much  experience  as  any  gentleman  on  this  floor  with  the 
exercises  spoken  of  in  the  resolution.     I  have  no  objection  to 

»iiaving  the  American  flag  raised  on  the  public  schools  on  the 
opening  day,  but  if  any  of  the  gentlemen  here  present  have 
Jiad  anything  to  do  in  connection  wilh  schools  and  school  work, 
they  will  know  that  on  the  first  day  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
have  any  exercises  of  the  character  spoken  of.  I  would  sug- 
gest that  that  resolution  be  amended  so  that  the  exercises  take 
place  on  Washington's  birthday.  It  is  a  day  that  so  far,  in 
my  experience,  I  have  found  no  objection  to  from  any  source. 
Comrade  Wm.  E.  Griffith  of  Maryland:  As  a  comrade  who 
has  had  something  to  do  with  the  public  schools  ot  the  latter 
day,  as  one  who  was  taught  what  little  he  knows  in  the  old 
Keystone  State,  in  whose  service  lie  was  during  the  war,  as 

t president  of  the  board  of  local  trustees  of  the  public  schools  ol 
Maryland,  which  is  a  new  thing,  organized  long  since  the 
prand  Army  of  the  Rcpubhc  was  organized,  1  wish  to  say  I 
tive  up  in  the  mountains  of  western  Maryland,  and  it  is  some- 
tiling  that  we  cannot  interfere  with,  the  local  management  ol 
tiie  schools;  but  we  can  carry  out  the  idea  of  educating  the 
young  people  and  the  children  of  this  country  to  observe  old 
glory,  the  flag  that  floats  upon  the  school-houses  of  our 
county  bom  the  time  they  open  until  they  close. 
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Comrade  Billings  of  Massachusetts:  I  wish  to  emphasize 
the  point  made  by  the  comrade  on  my  left,  who  is  evidently  a 
school  man.  It  is  all  right  for  the  comrades  of  this  Encamp- 
ment to  legislate  upon  the  matter  of  patriotism  in  the  schools, 
but  if  they  are  not  practical  in  their  suggestions  they  stultify 
themselves.  Now,  on  the  first  day  of  school  (and  by  the  way, 
I  ran  away  from  1,000  children  to  come  here  and  be  present  at 
this  Encampment),  on  the  first  day  of  school  we  cannot  give 
this  the  attention  that  we  would  like  to  give  it,  and  we  simply 
are  not  in  it.  The  first  day  of  school,  and  even  the  first  week 
of  school,  requires  too  much  of  the  attention  of  teachers  to  get 
started. 

Comrade  0*Donnell  of  Illinois:  I  want  to  say  for  the 
schools  of  Illinois,  and  I  travel  a  good  deal  in  that  State,  and 
especially  for  those  in  Chicago,  that  they  do  not  hoist  the 
American  flag  on  the  first  day  of  school  only,  but  they  hoist 
it  every  day  that  the  schools  are  in  session.  I  am  not  a  school 
teacher,  but  I  know  that  most  of  the  two  or  three  days  at  the 
beginning  of  every  school  session  is  used  up  in  organizing  the 
school,  placing  the  pupils  in  the  proper  classes,  and  it  is  not 
a  good  time  for  patriotic  exercises,  that  you  cannot  do  it  in 
decency  and  in  order,  and  that  it  will  not  have  nearly  as  good 
an  effect  as  on  the  last  school  day  preceding  Memorial  Day. 
It  has  been  my  pleasure  and  my  dut>\  by  order  of  the  chair- 
man of  our  Memorial  Association,  to  visit  one  or  two  of  the 
public  schools  for  seN'eral  years  back  on  the  last  school  day 
before  Memorial  Day,  and  I  think  that  is  the  proper  time  for 
these  exorcises,  I  hope  the  report  will  be  reconsidered  and 
the  resolution  amended, 

ComrAdo  Ctardner  of  Michigan:  I  think  this  is  to  ha\'e  a 
gTMit  influonco  ujx>n  the  future  of  our  countr\\  I  do  not  see 
how,  as  one  having  had  some  experience  in  teaching,  we  can 
successfijlly  adopt  the  first  day  of  the  school  at  the  opening  ol 
the  war,  \Vc  want  to  do  a  practical  and  a  sensiUe  thing. 
Why  is  the  firjit  day  of  the  school  year  objectionable  ?  In  the 
first  place,  n'iany  of  the  teachers  ha\'e  be^n  chan^^  during 
the  long  vacation.  They  come  as  strangers  to  the  schools 
and  to  the  puj^ils.  Much  of  the  success  of  this  roo\'ement  will 
depend  upon  the  nvanner  in  which  the  program  is  carried  out 
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'*nd  upon  its  formation,  and  how  can  you  have  a  program  on 
the  first  day  ?     We  cannot  practically  carry  out  that  resolution, 

A  Comrade:    What  day  would  you  suggest? 

Comrade  Gardner:  I  think  the  best  day  is  the  last  day  of 
school  before  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Comrade  Kelly  of  Kansas :  As  the  author  of  thai  particular 
resolution  is  not  present  to  defend  it,  and  was  the  chairman  of 
this  committee  appointed  by  this  Grand  Encampment,  a  man 
who  has  been  in  school  work  all  of  his  life,  who  has  been  Presi- 
:  of  a  college,  who  has  carefully  studied  this  question,  I  do 
think  it  ought  to  be  changed.  I  do  not  see  why  a  little 
;ram  could  not  be  arranged,  sing  "Marching  through 
Georgia."  and  open  the  school  in  that  way,  Mr.  Milner  is  an 
educator,  has  been  in  that  work  all  his  life,  is  at  the  head  of 
two  institutions,  a  leading  man  in  the  Presbyterian  college  of 
our  State — 

A  Comrade:  I  will  call  the  gentleman  to  order.  We  have 
lieard  enough  of  this  man. 

Comrade  Kelly:  I  have  the  Hoor  and  I  simply  wanted  to 
say  to  these  comrades  that  I  think  out  of  respect  to  this  man 
who  is  not  here,  and  who  prepared  this  report  and  would  be 
abundantly  able  to  defend  it  if  he  was  here,  we  ought  not  to 
change  it. 

Comrade  Thomas  of  Illinois:  As  an  old  pedagogue  1  have 
this  to  say,  that  I  never  knew  a  president  of  a  Presbyterian 
college,  or  any  other  of  these  one-horse  colleges,  that  had  any 
practical  conception  of  running  a  common  school.  We  are 
legislating  for  common  schools  and  not  for  colleges,  and  my 
experience  in  the  city  of  Chicago  on  this  day  before  Memorial 
Day  leaches  me  that  of  all  days  in  the  year  that  is  where  you 
can  get  in  your  best  work  for  patriotism. 

Comrade  Squires  of  Ohio:  Here  is  the  practical  business 
question.  Any  roan  that  has  ever  attended  school  knows  that 
the  first  day  of  school  is  a  day  of  noise  and  confusion  and  dis- 
order, and  it  is  impossible  to  do  anything.  It  seems  to  me 
tiiat  the  proper  time  to  have  this  is  upon  the  day  preceding 
lileinonal  Day.  the  day  of  all  the  year  especially  set  apart  and 
[proper  for  that  business. 

Comrade  Robbins  of  Indiana:     I  wish  to  say  that  in  the  city 
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of  Indianapolis  we  raise  the  flag  the  first  thing  before  the  bell 
rings  every  school  day  in  the  year,  and  on  Friday  afternoon 
before  Memorial  Day  each  teacher  of  the  35  schools  of  Indian- 
apolis arranges  a  little  ceremony  in  regard  to  the  American 
flag.  I  also  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  that  resolu- 
tion is  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  shall  provide  some  exer- 
cises for  the  first  day  of  the  school,  and  the  common  schools 
of  the  United  States  have  already  been  opened  for  the  year 
1892  and  1893,  and  it  will  be  the  month  of  September  next

year  before  this  resolution  can  take  effect  unless  we  amend  it, 
and  I  am  therefore  in  favor  of  the  reconsideration  and  the 
amendment  of  the  resolution. 

A  Comrade  from  New  Hampshire:  The  comrades  who 
have  spoken  have  represented  the  large  cities.  You  have  not 
heard  from  a  conjrade  who  represents  the  school  districts  all 
over  the  land  where  there  are  but  ten  or  fifteen  scholars.  The 
best  day  of  all  the  year  for  the  masses  of  the  children  in  the 
country  school  districts  is  the  last  school  day  preceding  Memo- 
rial Day. 

Comrade  Allan  of  Virginia :  If  it  is  intended  by  this  En- 
campment to  legislate  in  the  interest  of  teaching  loyalty  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  North  alone,  then  we  of  the  South  have 
little  interest  in  the  question  of  what  day  shall  be  selected ;  but 
we  come  here  from  a  section  where  the  flag  of  the  Union  does 
not  float  every  day,  or  every  year,  over  the  public  schools. 
If  you  want  to  make  them,  then  do  not  make  the  day  the  one 
preceding  Memorial  Day,  when  the  heart  of  every  comrade  is 
full  of  tender  memories  for  those  who  have  been  left  as  a  sacred 
legacy  to  the  comrades  who  guard  the  citadels  of  death  in  the 
South.  I  come  from  a  department  where  I  have  had  to  take 
my  only  son  from  the  public  schools  in  the  State  in  which  he  was 
born,  not  because  of  the  conduct  of  the  children,  but  because 
his  own  teacher  would  substitute  the  word  Yankee  where  the 
word  Federal  was  used  in  the  public  text  books  of  history,  in 
order  to  join  in  the  hilarity  of  the  boys  as  they  poked  fun  at 
the  son  of  a  Yankee  soldier.  I  believe  the  time  is  coming  in 
the  south  when  we  can  teach  the  young  by  the  flag  of  our 
common  country.  If  you  will  give  us  a  day  that  is  far  remov- 
ed from  and  unconnected  with  either  the  history  of  the  men  or 
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the  events  of  the  war,  there  are  Grand  Army  men  in  every 
one  of  those  southern  Departments  who  will  use  their  social 
and  personal  influence  over  the  educators  of  our  section  to 
give  us  an  entry  into  t]ie  public  schools,  and  with  guarded  lan- 
guage, not  language  such  as  you  would  use,  but  such  as  we 
will  be  obliged  to  use,  we  may  be  the  pioneers  o  f  teach  in  gloy- 
I    alty  to  the  children  of  the  ex-Confederate  soldiers. 

Comrade  Bennett:  If  the  motion  to  reconsider  is  adopted, 
I  will  make  the  motion  that  the  resolution  be  so  amended  as 
to  provide  for  some  school  day  in  the  year  to  be  observed  in- 
stead of  designating  a  particular  day,  as  I  at  first  suggested. 

I  A  comrade  from  South  Dakota:  I  am  In  favor  of  the  re- 
consideration of  this  resolution.  It  certainly  has  been  shown 
that  it  is  impractical  to  have  these  exercises  upon  the  first 
school  day.  Why  not  recommend,  as  the  gentleman  from 
Kansas  has  suggested,  that  the  American  flag  be  hoisted  on 
the  first  day  and  each  succeeding  day,  and  then  lei  each  State 
select  the  day  that  best  suits  them.  That  will  cover  the  case 
of  our  friend  from  the  south  and  will  be  fiir  to  all. 
I  want  to  say  further  that  it  is  not  only  the  city  of  Chicago 
*nd  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  but  all  over  the  prairies  of  the 
West,  they  are  hoisting  the  flag  over  the  public  schools  and 
giving  attention  to  these  pairiotic  exercises. 
Comrade  Smith:  We  have  used  this  motion  to  reconsider 
as  an  opportunity  to  eulogize  the  school  systems  of  the  differ- 
ent States.  We  are  discusing  details,  I  believe  that  the  sen- 
Itiment  of  this  Encampment  is  almost  universally  in  favor  of  the 
WCOnsideratioiL  of  that  vole,  and  I  movetlie  previous  question. 
,  The  Commander-in-Chief  put  the  motion  for  the  previous 
'question,  which  was  ordered  and  a  vole  being  taken  the  re- 
port was  reconsidered. 
Comrade  Bennett  moved  to  strike  out  from  the  resolution 
reponed  by  the  committee,  the  words  "'the  first  or  opening 
day  of  all  schools  in  the  f<tllof  each  year,"  and  insert  in  place 
thereof,  the  words  "one  school  day  yearly  of  each  school." 
The  motion  prevailed  and  the  report  as  amended  was 
L  adopted. 

Comrade  Wagner :,  |Those  of  you  who  were  present  yester- 
Bday  were  undoubtedly  impressed  with  the  sadness  of  the  con- 
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dition  of  Comrade  Robinson  as  described  to  us.  Comrade 
Robinson,  my  old  comrade  during  the  war,  has  suffered  for 
nearly  thirty  years  with  the  loss  of  a  leg.  Notwithstanding  his 
disability  he  has  always  been  present  with  us  until  this  Encamp- 
ment, and  he  informs  us  by  letter  that  he  is  not  able  to  come, 
and  I  think  some  expression  of  sympathy  on  our  part  towards 
him  would  be  eminently  proper.  As  the  next  Senior  Past  Cdm- 
mander-in-Chief  to  Comrade  Robinson,  I  desire  to  make  that 
motion  and  to  express  the  hope  that  it  will  be  very  many  years 
before  I  shall  stand  before  you  as  the  Senior  Past  Commander- 
in-Chief.  I  move  that  you  be  requested  to  communicate  our 
thanks  to  Comrade  Robinson  for  his  kind  remembrance  of  us 
and  our  meeting,  and  our  sympathy  with  him  because  of  his 
affliction,  and  the  hope  that  he  will  be  continued  for  many 
years  to  meet  with  us. 
The  motion  prevailed  unanimously. 

A  recess  was  then  taken  until  three  o'clock. 

AFTERNOON— SECOND  DAY. 

The  Committee  on  Seniority  of  Departments  submitted  the 
following  report,  whith  was  adopted : 

I.  That  a  committee  of  three  from  departments  not  interested  be  appointed 
by  the  present  Commander-in-Chief  on  this  subject. 

II.  That  the  papers  and  records  now  in  the  hands  of  Comrades  Wagner  and 
Woods,  be  turned  over  to  the  new  committee  for  its  information. 

III.  That  this  committee  in  its  report  suggest  some  method  by  which  the 
departments  earliest  formed  and  never  chartered  may  have  charters  issued  to 
them,  so  as  to  conform  to  the  rule;  or  that  such  departments  be  exempted 
from  the  operation  of  the  rule  which  requires  all  departments  to  have  charters 
signed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  Adjutant-General. 

IV.  That  Comrade  Woods  of  the  Department  of  Illinois  be  permitted  to 
submit  a  statement  to  this  Encampment  on  the  subject,  which  may  be  entered 
in  its  proceedings  for  general  information  concerning  the  matter.

Commander-in-Chief,  the  records  which  I  now  submit  are 
copied  from  the  original  and  first  book  of  record  ever  made  in 
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the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  which  I  now  hold  in  my 
hand. 

The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  was  organized  at  SpringBeld,  Illinois, 
in  the  month  of  April,  1866,  by  the  establishment  of  the  Department  of  Illinois. 

Dr.  6.  F.  Stephenson  was  chosen  Department  Commander  by  the  unani- 
mous voice  of  every  member  of  the  order,  and  immediately  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  that  position. 

He  appointed  his  staff  and  announced  them  in  General  Orders  No.  1,  as

sent  to  Jacksonville,  given  dothes,  etc.,"  and  other  notes  of  similar  nature. 

The  vouchers  now  on  file  in  the  handwriting  of  Col.  Jules  C.  Webber* 
A.  D.  C.  and  Chief  of  Staff,  showing  his  accounts  for  money  ejcpended  in  trav- 
eling from  place  to  place  in  the  month  of  April,  1866,  organizing  Posts  and 
Districts  in  Illinois,  are  also  strong  proof  that  the  department  was  in  actual 
work.  One  of  these  vouchers  gives  the  items  of  his  "first  trip,"  "second 
trip  "and  "third  trip."  His  first  trip  was  from  April  6  to  April  25.  His 
second  trip  from  May  15  to  June  15,  and  his  third  trip  from  June  26  to  July  11.

Lincoln,  Pontiac,  Kankakee,  Middleport,  Champaign,  Danville,  Charleston, 
Paris,  Centralia,  Salem,  Carbondale  and  Cairo. 

And  the  third  trip,  Quincy,  Macomb,  Galesburg,  Monmouth,  Peoria 
Lacon  and  Hennepin. 

Here  are  also  his  vouchers  in  duplicate,  made  out  in  regular  army  style 
for  his  pay  as  Aide-de-Camp  and  Chief  of  Staff,  to  Major  B.  F.  Stephenson, 
Conmianding  Department  of  Illinois,  from  April  1  to  30,  from  May  1  to  31, 
^rom  J  une  1  to  11,  all  ready  to  be  receipted  as  soon  as  paid  by  "  Col.  John  M. 
Snyder,  Quartermaster-Genera),  Department  of  Illinois,  G.  A.  R." 

But  the  written  record  of  the  organization  of  the  Department  of  Illinois 
and  the  work  done  in  the  months  of  April  and  May,  1866,  although  quite  full 
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and  complete,  vhen  you  consider  that  it  was  done  by  men  who  worked  with- 
onl  any  sakiy  and  who  advanced  every  dollar  of  expenses,  etc.,  ont  of  theit 
own  pocketi,  shows  but  a  moiety  of  the  great  work  accoinplished  by  the  enthu- 
siastic  and  indefaligable  band  who  surrounded  Dr.  Stephenaon. 

By  the  authority  of  Ibe  Department  of  Illinois  the  Adjutant-General  wa* 
dispatched  to  neighboring  States  to  organize  those  Slate:  and  to  push  the 
organization  of  the  army  and  the  formaliun  of  depaitmenls. 

On  the  14th  day  of  May,  Adjutant-General  Wooits  appeared  at  the  capital 
of  Ohio,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  senior  department  organized  the  Depart- 
ment of  Ohio,  appointing  Gen.  Benj.  F.  Potts  as  provisional  commaiider. 

On  the  98th  day  of  May,  at  Madison,  Wis.,  he  gave  the  authority,  hereto- 
fore cited,  to  George  F.  Rowell,  to  begin  the  organization  of  Districts  and 
Posts  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  and  then  and  there  mustered  into  the  Grand 
Anny,  General  Lucius  Fairchild,  James  K.  Proud  fit,  Jerre.  Rusk  and  others, 
■n  of  whom  acknowledged  the  authority  of  the  Department  of  Illinois,  the 
6nly  existing  department  ol  the  G.  A.  R.  in  the  world !  And  these  patriotic 
gentkmen,  by  virtue  of  this  authority,  called  together  the  fourteen  societies  of 
the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  League  then  existing  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  and 
at  Madison,  on  the  7th  day  of  June,  1866,  in  pursuance  of  such  permissioD  and 
authority,  proceeded  to  organize  the  Department  of  Wisconsin.  While  it  is 
true  that  they  did  not  have  a  Post  of  the  Grand  .\rmy  of  the  Republic  char- 
tered on  that  day,  yet  we  concede  the  organization  of  the  Department  that 
day.  Their  first  Post,  by  their  own  records,  C.  C.  Washburn  Post  of  Madison, 
wu  chartered  three  days  after,  viz. :  June  10,  18SC.  And  alter  that  date  and 
prior  to  July  12,  1S6C,  the  Department  of  Illinois  sent  Adjutant-General 
Woods  to  St.  Louis,  where  he  organised  the  Department  of  Missouri,  ap- 
pointitig  Col.  Thomas  C.  Fletcher  provisional  commander.  And  by  letter  the 
Department  of  Illinois  organized  Indiana,  appointing  Col.  Crawford  pro- 
viijonal  commander.  And  Col.  Jno.  M.  Snyder  organized  the  Ifeparlment  of 
Hinnetota,  appointing  Gen.  J.  B,  Sanborn,  provisional  commander. 

And  during  all  this  lime  the  Department  of  Illinois,  being  fully  organized 
with  a  complete  staff,  was  doing  and  performing  all  the  functions  of  a  depart- 
ment of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  as  it  is  to-day,  organizing  Posts,  re 
cciving  reports,  issuing  orders,   ctd  and  its  existence   and  authority  fully 
ignized  and  obeyed  wherever  a  member  of  the   organization   could   be 
id. 

Thus,  the  Department  of  Illinois  was  not   only  fully  organized   and  in 
Brbing  order  throughout  its  own  territory,  but  its  active  and  vigilant  com- 
er had  organiied  raids  into  neighboring  territory,  having  organized  prior 
ly  12,   the  Departments  of  Wisconsin,   Indiana,   Ohio,   Mssouri   and 

n  view  of  these  facts,  1  report  to  this  Encampment  that  the  Department 
inoia,  Grand  .'\rmy  of  the  Republic,  was  duly  organized,  constituted  and 
Uished  in  the  month  of  April,  1666. 

o  bear  witness  to  the  fact  that  the  Department  of  Wisconsin  was  duly 
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organized  under  the  authority  of  the  then  existing  and  supreme  Department  of 

Illinois,  on  the  7th  day  of  June,  1866. 

The  Department  of  Indiana  was  organized  August  20,  1866,  as  appears 

from  the  following  first  general  order  issued  by  Gen.  R.  S.  Foster,  their  first

Comrade  Adams  of  Massachusetts:  Often  in  the  work  of 
the  National  Encampment  resolutions  are  passed  which  we  find 
upon  looking  over  the  record,  on  returning  home,  are  danger- 
ous to  the  order.  I  think  that  we  made  a  mistake  to-day  in 
changing  the  rules  as  to  inspections.  The  Adjutant- General 
says  in  his  report  that  the  present  system  of  inspection  is  cum- 
bersome, that  the  installing  officer  of  the  Post  should  also  be 
the  Inspector,  etc,  The  committee  on  the  report  of  the  Adju- 
tant-General have  reported  that  the  installing  officer  shall  in- 
spect the  Post  on  the  night  of  the  installation  of  officers  before 
the  officers  are  installed.  We  in  Massachusetts  f  el  that  that 
would  he  very  disastrous  and  very  dangerous  to  the  workings 
of  our  order.  In  the  first  place,  many  of  our  installations  are 
public,  and  we  are  going  along  first-rate  as  we  are.  I  believe 
the  system  of  inspection  is  one  of  the  best  thin^js  in  the  organ- 
ization. I  believe  that  our  system  of  inspection  throughout 
the  Grand  Army  has  made  this  organization  what  it  is  to  day, 
and  I  move  you  that  the  vote  whereby  we  adopted  the  report 
of  the  committee  on  the  Adjutant-General's  report  be  recon- 
sidered. 

Comrade  Robbins  of  Indiana:  As  a  member  of  that  com- 
mittee and  as  having  occupied  the  position  of  Assistant  Adju- 
tant-General for  two  years,  and  being  conversant  with  inspec- 
tions so  far  as  the  Department  of  Indiana  is  concerned,  I  can 
testify  most  cheerfully,  as  did  the  other  Assistant  Adjutants-  • 
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General  on  the  committee,  that  the  system  of  inspection  at 
present  in  force  is  a  great  humbug,  There  is  nothing  in  the 
inspection  oi  a  Post  that  cannot  take  place  at  a  public  meeting 
just  as  well  as  the  installation  of  the  officers,  and  if  the  com- 
rades of  the  Department  of  Massachusetts  desire  to  have  a 
public  installation,  it  would  make  an  interesting  feature  of  that 
occasion  to  have  also  a  public  inspection;  and  the  officers  will 
take  a  great  deal  more  pride  in  the  condition  of  their  Postsjif 
they  know  there  is  to  be  a  public  inspection.  I  am  opposed 
to  the  reconsideration. 

Comrade  Weatherbee  of  Massachusetts:  The  comrade  has 
stated  that  it  is  possible  to  have  a  public  inspection.  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  comrade  if  it  is  in  the  power  of  any  Post  in  the 
Grand  Army  to  have  a  muster-in  service  in  public  ? 

Comrade  Robbins:     Installation  I  meant. 

Comrade  Weatherbee:  I  would  like  to  ask  if  we  do  not  re- 
quire that  the  Muster-in  service  shall  be  performed  at  inspec- 
tion ? 

Comrade  Robbins:     No,  sir. 

Comrade  Weatherbee:  I  beg  your  pardon.  I  want  to  say 
just  one  word.  I  do  not  believe  this  is  feasible,  for  various 
reasons,  and  especially  not  in  Massachusetts.  In  Massachu- 
setts we  hold  our  annual  encampment  about  the  4th,  5th  or 
6th  of  February.  The  installations  all  come  during  the  month 
of  January,  some  of  them  not  until  the  30th.  There  is  no 
officer  that  can  make  up  his  reports  and  present  them  to  the 
Department  Encampment  in  three  or  four  days.  Again,  the 
installing  officers  are  under  the  command  of  the  mustering 
officer.  He  makes  the  appointment  of  the  installing  officers. 
Many  times  the  installing  officers  are  members  of  the  Post 
whose  officers  they  install.  Is  it  proper  for  a  member  to  in- 
spect his  own  Post  ?  I  do  not  think  it  is.  The  Department 
Inspector,  if  this  is  allowed  to  remain  as  it  is,  will  have  no  du- 
ties. His  duties  will  be  performed  by  the  chief  mustering 
officer.  I  hope  that  this  motion  will  prevail  and  that  the  in- 
spection will  be  kept  entirely  separate  from  the  installation. 

Comrade  Shoemaker  of  New  York:  On  that  committee  om 
the  Adjutant-General's  report  was  a  comrade  from  Massachu- 
setts, and  he  was  very  eloquent  in  his  approval  of  the  report 
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of  the  Adjutant-General.  I  see  no  reason  why,  if  the  com- 
rades wish  to  have  their  public  installation,  they  cannot  have 
an  inspection  at  their  own  Post's  rooms  previous  to  that.  The 
idea  is  to  set  aside  the  machinery  that  is  now  in  existence  in 
regard  to  inspection.  Every  comrade  will  see  on  considera- 
tion that  this  simplifies  the  whole  matter. 

Comrade  Tanner:  We  have  now  reached  what  I  consider, 
after  twenty-seven  years*  membership  in  this  order,  a  critical 
period  of  the  Encampment,  the  danger  of  discussing  things  to 
death,  until  men  lose  sight  of  the  basic  principles,  get  tired  out, 
and  are  anxious  to  do  most  anything  to  get  along.  Now  I 
warn  the  Commander-in-Chief,  when  I  rise  from  this  time  on, 
I  shall  rise  to  move  the  previous  question,  in  the  hope  that 
we  may  get  through  this  Encampment  to-day,  and  when 
the  Commander-in-Chief  recognizes  me  he  must  expect  that 
motion. 

Comrade  Pratt,  the  Inspector-General:  Commander  and 
Comrades,  I  would  ask  a  question  before  this  motion  is  put.  I 
would  like  to  ask  in  what  position  you  put  the  incoming  Com- 
mander-in-Chief? Should  this  matter  stand,  the  inspections 
will  take  place  on  the  nights  of  the  installation  of  the  new 
officers.  Upon  the  assembly  of  this  Encampment  this  morn- 
ing, when  about  a  dozen  membei*s  were  present,  the  commit- 
tee on  the  Inspector- General's  report  made  their  report  and 
recommended  that  what  was  stated  in  that  report  regarding  a 
change  in  the  inspection  be  adopted,  and  that  report  was 
unanimously  carried,  and  that  action  provided  that  we  return 
to  the  form  of  inspection  used  prior  to  1892,  so  that  instead  of 
the  inspecting  officer  coming  in  and  taking  his  seat  as  a  visitor 
until  the  muster-in  was  completed,  and  then  going  out  and 
being  received  and  criticising  something  that  he  had  already 
looked  over  officially,  and  only  then  be  acknowledged  as  an 
officer,  the  recommendation  of  the  report  which  has  been 
adopted  was  that  as  soon  as  the  post  is  organized,  the  in- 
spector be  received  officially  and  officially  observe  all  the 
workings  of  the  Post.  Now.  can  the  incoming  Commander- 
in-Chief  obey  the  dictates  of  this  convention,  issue  one  general 
order  that  the  inspections  occur  as  they  did  prior  to  1892,  and 
observe  the  form  which  you  have  adopted,  which  is  printed  in 
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this  report,  and  then  issue  another  order  that  the  inspections 
take  place  on  the  night  of  the  installation  of  the  otficers? 

Comrade  Moore  of  Massachusetts;  As  there  seems  to  be 
an  idea  that  there  is  a  difference'of  opinion  in  Massachusetts, 
and  as  I  was  a  member  of  the  committee  on  the  Adjutant- 
General's  report,  I  feel  it  is  incumbent  upon  me  to  state  to  this 
Encampment  that  I  favored  the  recommendation  of  the  Adju- 
tant-General as  doing  away  with  the  machinery  which  now 
.exists  in  the  inspection.  I  believe  that  there  is  altogether  too 
Luch  machinery  in  our  work,  and  the  less  we  have  the  belter 
le  boys  will  like  it  and  the  more  we  will  reduce  expenses. 
Comrade  Tanner  moved  the  previous  question,  which  was 
carried,  and  the  question  being  on  the  reconsideration  of  the 
report,  the  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  announced  the  following  commit- 
tee on  seniority  o!  departments:  Comrades  Beath  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, DowUng  of  Ohio,  and  Freeman  of  New  York.

The  Commander-in-Chief  responded  as  follows: 

On  behalf  of  my  comrades  of  the  26th  National  Encampment  I  return 
through  your  committee  to  your  organization  their  grateful  acknowledgments 
for  the  grand  work  accomplished  by  your  order.  Side  by  side  with  the  com- 
rades of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  you  have  loyally  done  your  part  in 
the  noble  cause  of  charity  and  hmnanity.  Your  order  commands  the  love  and 
esteem  of  every  loyal  citizen.  It  is  not  here  in  the  midst  of  the  enthusiasm 
and  festivities  of  such  occasions  as  our  Annual  Encampments  naturally  bring 
that  your  work  is  appreciated,  but  it  is  after  we  leave  these  pleasures  behind 
return  to  our  homes,  and  are  willing  to  sacrifice  time,  energy  and  home  com- 
forts, to  render  aid  to  the  worthy  veterans  and  their  families.  We  are  glad  to 
have  you  visit  us,  and  we  all  realize  that  in  all  the  pleasures  that  come  to  us 
in  this  life,  our  real,  solid  happiness  must  be  found  in  our  homes  and  with  our 
families.  Your  visit  to  our  Encampment  to-day  is  appreciated  by  all  my 
comrades.  Permit  me  personally  to  thank  you,  and  to  ask  you  to  carry  back 
to  the  members  of  your  organization  the  cordial  greetings  of  the  comrades  of 
this  Encampment.

P^ncampment  rejoice  that  your  efforts  as  well  as  our  own  have  at  last  been 
Rcnvned  with  success,  and  those  faithful  women  are  now  receiving  a  pension. 
The  record  yoa  so  kindly  bring  to  us  containing  the  names  of  all  of  your  asso- 
ciates, I  receive  on  behalf  of  tny  comrades,  and  assure  you  that  it  will  be  care- 
fully guarded,  and  for  your  visit  permit  me  once  more  to  thank  you.

It  was  a  habit  of  his  life  to  loyalty 
jerform  the  obligation  resting  upon  him  through  his  member- 
fliip  in  the  Grand  Army,  and  his  privileges  in  this  Encamp- 
ment; and  we  who  knew  him  best  knew  that  every  pulsation 
if  his  heart  beat  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
llepublic  and  its  constituent  membership.  Life  to  him  was 
)|hat  it  has  been  to  many  of  us,  an  unbroken  continuance  of 
'.  agony  that  first  was  visited  upon  him  upon  the  field  of 
battle.  Of  him  it  could  be  truly  said  ever  since  he  fell  upon 
the  field  of  Malvern  Hill,  he  bled  daily  for  his  country.  He 
has  passed  into  the  mausoleum  of  the  dt-ad,  and  he  is  but  a 
^■treasured,  honored  and  loved  remembrance  among  us.  Not  on

The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  in  National  Encampment  asseiobli 
dedicate  this  page  in  luving  remembrance  of  Comrade  Henry  A.  Bamum 
New  York,  who  departed  this  life  at  New  York  city,  January  29,  1893. 

The  career  of  Coim'ade  Barnum  is  deserving  of  more  than  passing  notii 
Deprived  by  death  at  a  very  early  age  of  the  care  and  guidance  of  both  b 
parents,  he  had  al  once  to  face  the  problem  of  caring  tor  him: 
out  such  a  career  as  he  might  prove  capable  of  doing.  He  surmounted  ev« 
obstacle  with  indomitable  energy  and  peneverance.  He  labored 
means  to  enable  him  to  pursue  his  studies,  studied  until  those  m 
exhausted,  and  tben  turned  lo  labor  again.  Choosing  the  profession  of  tb 
taw,  he  at  last  passed  a  most  creditable  eiamination  and  was  admitted  to  A 
bat.  Ilie  outbreak  of  the  rebellion  found  him  occnpying  the  positiOo  of  FM 
feasor  in  the  Instilnte  at  Syracuse.  He  al  once  responded  lo  the  call  of  hi 
coantry  and  enlisted  as  a  private  in  the  12th  New  York  \'olunteers.  H 
reached  the  majority  of  his  regiment  in  the  first  year  of  hia  service,  whi 
embraced  the  peninsula  campaign.  Three  times  wounded  anil  left  for  dead 
the  battle  of  Malvern  Hill,  he  was  taken  prisoner,  and  for  s  time  endured  tb 
hospitality  of  l.ibtiey  prison.  On  release  he  rejoined  his  command  at  Kairi 
ton's  Landing,  though  his  wounds  were  unhealed;  one  of  them,  caused  bj 
shot  which  passed  completely  through  his  body,  remained  unhealed  till  the  d^ 
of  hia  death.  Clf  a  truth,  for  thirty  years  this  man  bled  daily  for  fl^ 
country.  He  was  commisuoned  as  Colonel  of  the  14!hh  New  York  Vol 
nnteers.  aasigned  to  duly  in  the  West,  and  participated  in  majiy  importu 
engagements.  Seriously  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Lookout  Mountain, 
recovered  in  time  to  resume  command  of  the  regiment  and  took  hia  place  t 
the  triumphal  march  from  Atlanta  to  the  sea,  being  afterwards  selected  t 
deliver  to  the  Secretary  of  War  the  Confederate  flags  captured  by  his  bri(>g,dl 
He  was  commissioned  Brevet  Major-General  of  Volunteers  March  13,  I86( 
which  position  he  resigned  January  9,  I8&6.  His  capacity  as  a  soldier  E 
exemplified  in  the  record  he  UTote  on  the  pages  of  his  country's  hUtot/ 
After  the  close  of  the  war  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York  elected  him  4 
Inspector  of  State  Prisons,  which  position  he  tilled  with  great  credit  to  himsdl 
u  likewise  he  did  the  position  of  Deputy  Tax  Commis^onet  of  New  York  ci^ 
from  1869  to  1872,  and  the  position  of  Harbor  Master  of  the  Port  of  New  York, 
which  position  he  held  for  the  five  years  following  18T3,  He  was  elected  to 
the  Legislature  in  1886,  and  served  with  distinction.  In  1889,  the  then  Gov^ 
emor  of  the  State,  David  B.  Hill,  appointed  him  Pott  Warden  of  New  Yo* 
city,  to  which  position  he  was  reappointed  in  1891,  and  continued  therein  tiS 
the  day  of  his  death.  He  was  one  of  the  earliest  members  of  the  Grand  ArmjT 
of  the  Republic,  and  during  1871  and  1872  he  served  as  Department  Com- 
mander of  the  Department  of  New  York. 


BREVET  MAJ,  GEN" 
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Commde  Barnum's  intellectual  abilities  were  of  i  high  order;  added  to  these 
were  the  charms  of  a  resonant  Voice  and  orntorical  ability  of  a  very  high 
degree.  He  was  intense  in  bis  convictions,  and  when  once  they  were  aroused 
he  knew  no  line  ui  compromise,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  no  matter  how  hot 
the  debate  may  have  been,  when  once  the  question  was  decided,  all  possible 
feeling  which  might  have  been  aroused  in  connection  therewith  was  a  thing  of 
the  oast.     He  was  an  opponent  to  be  feared;   he  was  a  friend  to  coDnt  on.

Comrade  Beaih  called  the  attention  of  the  National  Encamp- 
ment to  the  fact  that  during  the  year  the  representative  from 
the  Department  of  Pennsylvania  on  the  National  Council  of 
Administration,  Comrade  William  McClelland,  had  died,  and 
the  Depanment  asked  that  an  appropriate  minute  of  that  sad 
event  should  be  made  on  the  journal,  and  therefore  presented 
the  following  as  prepared  by  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
Department  Commander  for  that  purpose  ; 

The  committee  "  lo  prepare  resolutions  in  memory  of  our  deceased  com- 
rade, Williun  McQelland,  of  Post  269,  Department  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
member  of  the  National  Council  of  AdntiniUralion  from  this  Department," 
report  the  following  minute  : 

»wiLUAM  McClelland, 
BorH  at  Mount  yarisen.  Pa.,  Mateh  j,  i8^. 
Diia  al  Harrislmrg,  Pa.,  February  7,  /Spa. 
At  the  age  of  19,  on  the  asd  day  of  April,  18411,  he  answered  the  call  of  hi* 
country,  and  entered  the  service  in  defense  of  its  unity  and  integrity. 

Enlisting  is  a  private  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  he  continued  until  the 
cId«c.  Serving  with  fidelity  and  distinction  ^in  every  position  lo  which  he  was 
appointed,  he  rose  to  the  rank  of  Captain  of  Artillery  in  one  of  the  batteries 
hnons  for  its  brilliant  achievements,  and  whose  history  adds  lustre  to  the 
unitary  fame  of  our  own  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Aa  s  toldier  he  was  prompt,  competent  and  courageous.  Laying  aside  the 
daties  of  a  soldier,  Comrade  William  McClelland  by  industry,  courtesy  and  a 
high  regard  for  the  rights  and  opinions  of  others,  soon  won  his  way  to  honor 
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and  distinttion  in  civil  life.  Called  upon  by  his  fellow-citizens,  he  was  elected 
to  a  seat  in  the  42d  Congress,  which  position  he  filled  with  credit  to  himself 
and  those  who  had  thus  honored  him.  In  every  relation  in  life  Comrade 
McQelland  exhibited  the  same  characteristics  of  honesty,  zeal  and  fidelity 
which  gained  for  him  the  love  and  esteem  of  all  who  came  in  contact  with  him. 
Ever  gentle  and  unassuming  in  his  manners,  he  was  ready  when  called  upon 
for  any  proper  service  which  would  advance  the  intdrests  of  his  friends  or  in 
any  way  relieve  the  sufferings  of  another. 

With  tireless  and  unceasing  devotion  this  model  soldier  and  Christian  gen- 
tleman labored  for  the  interests  of  his  soldier  comrades  and  suffering  humanity 
of  all  classes. 

Called  by  the  Chief  Executive  of  our  State  to  the  honorable  position  of 
Adjutant-General  of  the  National  Guard,  he  discharged  the  duties  with  such 
zeal,  intelligence  and  executive  ability  as  to  call  forth  the  highest  praise  from 
the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  a  most  fitting  and  eloquent  proclamation 
announcing  his  death. 

As  a  comrade  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  our  lamented  McQelland 
was  a  pattern  and  rare  exemplar  of  the  noblest  qualities  of  our  order.  Faith- 
ful and  self-denying  he  sustained  with  all  his  accustomed  zeal  the  best  interests 
of  our  organization. 

No  expenditure  of  labor  or  time  was  deemed  ^  great  if  the  demands  of 
fraternity  and  charity  called  for  effort  on  the  part  of  this  great-hearted  com- 
rade, but  were  freely  given. 

As  an  officer  of  Duquesne  Post  No.  259,  he  was  active,  industrious,  kind 
and  vigilant.  As  the  member  chosen  for  four  consecutive  years  from  this 
Department  on  the  National  Council  of  Administration  and  of  its  Executive 
Committee,  his  services  were  most  highly  appreciated  by  all  his  associates  in 
that  work. 

Truly,  therefore,  in  the  death  of  Comrade  McClelland  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  has  lost  one  of  its  most  valued  members.  We  commend  his  life 
in  its  simplicity,  purity  and  usefulness  as  an  example  for  all.

The  memorial  presented  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  is 
as  follows  r 

WILLIAM  McClelland. 

Comrade  William  McClelland  was  born  March  2d,  1842,  at  Mt.  Jackson 
Lawrence  fthen  a  part  of  Beaver)  county,  Pennsylvania;  died  February  7th, 
1892,  at  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania.  He  entered  the  service  of  the  United 
States  in  June,  1861,  having  enlisted  as  a  private  in  the  Mt.  Jackson  Guards, 
April  23d,  1 861.  "The  Guards"  became  "  Battery  B.  ist  Artillery,  Pennsyl- 
vania Reserve  Volunteer  Corps,"  better  known  as  "  Cooper's  Battery."  This 
battery  served  in  the  First  and  Fifth  Army  Corps,  and  was  in  every  important 
engagement  fought  by  the  Army  of  the  Potomac. 

On  April  8th,  i864,  Private  McQelland  was  promoted  to  Second  Lieutenant; 
on  September  12th,  1864,  he  was  mustered  as  First  Lieutenant,  to  rank  as 
such  from  March  i6th,  1864,  and  on  November  22d,  1864,  he  became  Com- 
mander of  the  Battery,  being  the  ranking  officer.  On  February  23d,  1865,  ^* 
was  mustered  as  Captain  with  commission,  giving  him  rank  from  August  8th» 
1864.  Captain  McClelland  continued  to  command  the  Battery  until  its  muster 
out  on  June  9th,  1865,  at  the  close  of  the  war  and  after  a  service  of  over  four 
years.  During  his  army  service  Captain  McClelland  participated  in  the  follow- 
ing engagements:  Mechanicsville,  Gaines  Mill,  New  Market  Cross  Roads 
or  Glendale,  Malvern  Hill,  Gainesville,  Groveton,  Second  Bull  Run,  South 
Mountain,  Antietam,  Fredericksburg,  Mine  Run,  Wilderness,  Laurel  Hill,  Po 
River,  Spottsylvania  C.  H.,  North  Anna  River,  Totopotomy,  Bethesda  Church, 
Cold  Harbor,  Petersburg,  Weldon  Railroad,  Seige  and  Capture  of  Petersburg. 

In  the  last  battle  of  Battery  B,  being  the  final  attack  on  Petersburg,  April 
2d,  1865,  Captain  McClelland  was  severely  wounded. 

After  returning  from  the  war,  Captain  McClelland  attended  Allegheny  College 
at  Meadville,  Pa.  He  subsequently  read  law  and  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  on 
June  14th,  1870.  That  same  day  he  was  nominated  for  Congress.  He  was 
elected  as  a  Democrat  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  42d  Congress  from  the 
24th  Congressional  District  of  Pennsylvania.  In  September,  1873,  he  moved 
to  Pittsburg,  Penn.,  and  entered  upon  the  practice  of  law.  In  May,  1 890, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  Governor  Beaver,  he  was  appointed  by  President 
Harrison  a  member  of  the  World's  Columbian  Commission.  On  January  28th, 
1 89 1,  Governor  Patterson  appointed  him  Adjutant-General  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  with  the  rank  of  Brigadier-General.  He  proved  himself  an  able, 
efficient  and  competent  officer,  and  was  the  "pride"  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Militia. 

Comrade  McClelland  was  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
Department  of  Pennsylvania,  and  was  for  four  years  a  member  of  the  National, 
Council  of  Administration,  during  all  of  which  time  he  served  as  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  discharging  his  duties  with  abiliity  and  to  the  entire 
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satisfaction  of  the  comradeship.  In  the  discharge  of  his  duties  in  the  latter 
position  he  endeared  himself  to  the  comradeship  of  the  Nation.  He  was 
respected  and  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him.  He  was  a  christian  and  a 
soldier;  over  his  grave  well  may  it  be  said,  "  Here  lies  a  true  and  faithful  de- 
fender of  his  country,  a  hero  and  a  patriot." 

Resolved^  that  in  the  death  of  Comrade  William  McClelland  the  National 
Encampment  loses  a  true,  zealous  and  faithful  member,  beloved  by  all  who 
knew  him;     that  we  will  emulate  his  virtues  and  cherish  his  memory. 

Resohea,  that  a  memorial  page  be  set  apart  and  a  brief  biography  be  pub- 
lished in  the  Journal  of  the  National  Encampment  as  a  token  of  our  respect 
and  esteem.

The  Committee  on  the  report  of  the  Judge  Advocate  Gene- 
ral further  reported  as  follows  : 

Decision  No.  13  of  the  Judge  Advocate  General  is  upon  an  appeal  from  the 
action  of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac  relative  to  the  election  of  a  Depart- 
ment Commander. 

The  Hrst  proposition  of  the  syllabus  involves  the  binding  force  of  the  records 
of  a  Department  Encampment.  They  should  be  conclusive  upon  all  matters 
contained  within  them,  and  should  not  be  questioned  by  the  National  Encamp- 
ment upon  ex  parte  or  extrinsic  evidence. 

Section  2  is  controlled  by  decision  No.  109  of  the  Etlue  Book,  and  gives  to 
the  tellers  of  a  Department  Encampment  election  judicial  as  well  as  ministerial 
powers.  This  is,  however,  in  conflict  with  the  weight  of  opinion  in  civil  elec' 
tions  which  confine  the  powers  of  election  tellers  to  ministerial  duties  only. 

Section  3  is  approved. 

Section  4  involves  a  most  important  principle.  It  provides  that  where  a 
Department  provides,  by  by-laws,  that  different  ballot  boxes  shall  be  provided 
for  different  officers,  and  that  the  officers  shall  all  be  elected  at  the  same  time, 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  tellers  to  count  all  ballots  cast  at  said  election,  without  re- 
gard to  which  ballot  box  contained  the  ballots. 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  gives  opportunities  for  fraudulent  voting,  which, 
while  not  directly  charged  in  this  proceeding,  is  everywhere  intimated.  The 
feature  of  allowing  or  permitting  tickets  for  one  officer  to  be  counted  which 
have  been  deposited  with  other  tellers  and  in  a  different  box,  can  not  but  be 
open  to  criticism,  and  is  certainly  an  inducement  to  fraudulent  voting  in  the 
heat  of  an  election  contest 
.    Sections  5  and  6  are  approved. 
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With  theie  criticUmi  bmsed  upon  (he  precedent  lo  be  established,  and  re- 
£Udless  of  the  merits  of  this  case  but  upon  the  technical  legal  opinion  of  the 
Judge  Advocate  General,  the  decision  is  approved. 

A  molion  was  made  to  adopt  the  report. 

Comrade  O'Neall,  Judge  Advocate  General  :  I  am  entirely 
satisfied  with  the  report  of  this  committee  on  this  opinion. 
The  by-laws  of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac  provided  for 
different  ballot  boxes  and  that  all  the  officers  should  be  elected 
at  the  same  time.  An  examination  of  the  opinion  will  show 
that  on  opening  the  ballot  boxes,  ballots  for  the  different 
officers  were  found  in  the  different  ballot  boxes,  and  at  the 
lime  of  rendering  the  opinion,  my  judgment  was  that  all  ballots 
cast  for  any  officer  should  be  counted,  I  believed  then  and 
believe  now,  although  the  question  was  not  before  me,  and  I 
that  the  committee  agree  with  me,  that  such  provision 
is  not  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations,  but  I 
feared,  in  rendering  that  opinion,  that  to  decide  that  all  ballota 
should  not  be  counted  would  open  the  door  to  a  still  greater 
fraud  than  lo  decide  thai  all  must  be  counted  without  regard 
to  which  ballot  box  they  were  found  m.  With  these  remarks 
accompanying  this  report,  I  am  entirely  satisfied  with  the  re- 
port of  this  committee. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Comrade  Geo.  B  Creamer,  Past  Junior  Vice  Commander- 
in-Chief: 

Coinmander-in-Chief ;  I  riie  lo  »omething  ofa  <jue»tion  of  privilege.  Two 
^esis  ago,  in  Boston,  thii  encampment  ordered  a  testimonial  lo  Past  Com- 
nwnder-in-Chiet  Alger.  It  was  referred  to  the  incoming  administration.  The 
Council  of  AdminiilTalion  afterwards  referred  it  to  a  conmiltec  composed  of 
the  then  Junior  Vice  CommaadcT-Jn.Chicl.  the  Adjutant-General  and  the 
Quaitermaiter- General,  General  Alger,  carrying  out  the  line  that  he  had 
parsued  while  he  was  Conunander.in-Chier,  refused  to  entertain  the  idea  of 
tay  tettimonial  that  would  cost  the  Grand  Artny  any  money;  but  the  com- 
millee  waa  peraiiteni,  and  Mw  Mn.  Alger  and  asked  her  lo  name  something 
that  would  suit  her  views  as  a  leslimonial  from  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public. While  the  was  considering  il  there  occurred  a  family  aiHiclion  that 
you  are  all  familiar  with,  and  the  mailer  passed  out  of  her  mind.  Her  pret- 
ence in  Washington  brought  the  question  to  the  attention  of  the  committee, 
and  with  the  approval  of  your  present  Council  of  Administration  and  your 
present  Commander-in.C'hief,  the   committee  proceeded  m 
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their  duty,  and  we  have  procured  this  loving  cup  as  a  testimonial  of  the  love 
and  affection  of  the  Grand  Army  for  Past  G)mmander-in-Chief  and  Comrade 
Alger. 

The  testimonial  was  in  the  form  of  a  solid  silver  loving  cup, 
of  beautiful  design  and  workmanship. 

Comrade  Alger,  Past  Commander-in-Chief: 

Comrades :  When  I  was  honored  by  being  elected  Commander-in-Chief  of 
this  great  body  of  men,  I  received  much  more  than  I  deserved,  and  the  honor 
itself  was  and  should  be  a  sufficient  compensation  for  all  the  services  that  any 
man  could  render  to  the  order.  To  the  best  of  my  ability  I  discharged  its 
duties,  and  when,  at  the  close  of  my  official  term,  an  intimation  was  made  that 
some  testimonial  should  be  furnished  me,  I  asked  that  it  not  be  done.  I  had 
tried  to  burden  the  Grand  Army  as  little  as  possible  in  a  financial  way,  and  I 
said  the  resolutions  engrossed  and  the  regard  for  myself  and  my  family,  ex 
pressed  in  the  message  that  came  to  me  with  them,  were  worth  more  to  me  than 
all  the  money  in  the  treasury  of  the  Grand  Army,  and  I  supposed  that  was 
the  end.  Late  last  evening  I  heard  that  a  testimonial  was  to  be  given  to  me, 
and  I  asked  again  that  it  might  not  be  done.  I  appreciate  more  than  all 
that  money  can  purchase  the  confidence  and  the  esteem  of  my  comrades, 
and  outside  of  the  circle  of  my  own  home,  none  on  earth  are  as  dear  to  my 
heart  as  they.  I  would  very  much  rather  you  would  return  this  beautiful  gift 
and  cover  the  money  back  into  the  treasury  than  to  receive  it,  not  because  I 
would  not  highly  prize  it,  but  because  I  know  that  we  are  always  short  of 
funds;  but  as  I  said,  if  that  is  not  to  be,  and  it  is  to  be  a  constant  reminder 
(and  I  do  not  need  that)  of  the  love  of  my  comrades,  when  you  come  to  my 
home  we  will  drink  from  it  to  the  health  of  the  gallant  men  who  served  the 
Union  cause  and  are  now  members  of  this  great  charitable  order.  I  thank  you 
all  very  much  for  the  support  you  gave  me  while  I  was  your  Commander- 
in-Chief,  and  as  we  go  down  life's  grade  I  hope  I  may  have  the  same  love 
from  you  that  in  my  heart  I  give  to  you.     Again,  I  thank  you. 

The  Committee  on  resolutions  presented  their  report  and 
the  several  matters  therein  o  ^ntained  were  acted  upon  separ- 
ately as  they  came  before  the  encampment. 

The  committee  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following 
preamble  and  resolution  and  the  recommendation  was  con- 
curred in  : 

WhereaSf  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  has  been  invited  to  assist  the 
Public  Schools  on  the  morning  of.  Columbus  day  in  raising  and  saluting  the 
flag,  and  to  act  as  a  guard  of  honor  m  the  afternoon  review;  and 

Whereas,  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  is  the  firm  ally  of  free,  -universal 
education,  recognizing  the  Public  School  as  the  foundation  of  our  National 
strength;  therefore 
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Resolved^  that  with  feelings  of  profoundest  appreciation  we  accept  the  honor 
of  being  the  special  patron  of  the  Public  Schools  on  the  approaching  National 
celebration  of  the  400th  Anniversary  of  the  Discovery  of  America.  Gladly 
and  reverently  we  will  aid  in  saluting  the  dear  old  flag  as  it  is  raised  over  the 
Public  Schools  of  America,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  We  accept  it  as 
the  highest  mark  of  honor  that,  as  America  marches  across  the  threshold  of 
a  new  century,  we  are  permitted  to  march  side  by  side  with  that  organization 
which  is  the  hope  of  America,  our  Public  Schools.  W^  recognize  •  that  the 
thirteen  .millions  now  in  our  Public  Schools  are  soon  to  control  the  destinies 
of  the  Republic. 

As  an  organization,  we  must  soon  pass  away,  but,  as  we  go,  it  will  be  a 
satisfaction  to  know  that  America's  destinies  can  safely  be  entrusted  to  those 
who  are  now  in  training  for  the  duties  of  American  citizenship. 

The  Committee  reported  adversely  on  the  following,  and  the 
report  in  each  instance  was  concurred  in  : 

A  Resolution  protesting  against  the  appointment,  by  the  Chief  Executive,  of 
any  person  upon  whom  the  stain  of  treason  rests,  to  command  the  armies  of 
the  United  States. 

A  Resolution,  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Encampment,  that  the  rules  and 
regulations  be  so  amended,  that  hereafter  Past  Department  Commanders  shall 
be  entitled  to  seats  in  National  Encampments  without  the  right  to  vote. 

A  Resolution  that  the  G.  A.  R.  favors  a  law  giving  to  every  honorably  dis- 
charged soldier  the  right  to  present  his  certificate  of  discharge  to  any  Land 
Office  of  the  Government,  and  on  such  presentation  receive  title  to  a  quarter- 
section  of  land. 

A  Resolution  by  the  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  providing  that 
Department  reports  to  the  National  Department,  be  made  quarterly  instead  of 
semi-annually. 

A  resolution  to  the  effect  that  in  future,  or  on  the  occasion  of  National  En- 
campment's  Musters,  the  several  Department  Encampments  shall  be  placed  in 
line  in  the  order  of  the  distance  of  each  Encampment  from  the  city  in  which 
the  Encampment  shall  muster. 

A  resolution  by  Dr.  J.  R.  Hayes  asking  the  Secretary  of  the  Interion,  and 
through  him  the  President  of  the  United  States,  to  appoint  to  the  responsible 
position  of  Medical  Referee  an  Ex- Army  Surgeon  of  reputation,  or,  if  this  is 
impracticable,  a  civil  physician  and  surgeon  of  established  reputation  in  his 
profession,  to  the  end  that  the  laws  now  in  force  as  to  the  medical  department 
of  the  Pension  Office  shall  be  complied  with  and  justice  done  the  invalid  soldier 
in  the  adjustment  of  his  pension. 

A  Resolution  asking  that  the  hearty  approval  of  the  National  Encampment 
be  given  to  the  promotion  of  what  is  to  be  known  as  the  American  University, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  connection  with 
which  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  Memorial  Hall,  to  be  called  Lincoln  Hall,  in 
honor  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 

A  request  for  influence  to  change  the  manner  of  paying  pensions  at  Topeka, 
Kansas. 
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The  Committee  recommended  that  a  resolution  which  had 
been  presented  as  to  amendment  of  memorial  service,  to  make 
it  applicable  to  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  and  other  organiza- 
tions, be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  rules,  regulations  and 
ritual,  and  the  recommendation  was  concurred  in. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  a  communication  from 
the  Department  of  Massachusetts,  as  to  form  for  inspection, 
be  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  report  of  the  Inspector- 
General,  and  the  recommendation  was  concurred  in. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  a  communication  and 
resolution  asking  for  more  rigid  law  and  penalties  relative  to 
the  employment  of  veteran  soldiers  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pensions,  and  the  re- 
commendation was  concurred  in.  A  like  recommendation 
was  made  in  reference  to  a  resolution  asking  a  change  in  the 
pension  laws  in  favor  of  those  who  were  disabled  by  reason  of 
hernia  or  rupture,  and  the  recommendation  was  concurred  in. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  passage  of  the  following, 
offered  by  Comrade  Hawes,  of  Nebraska  : 

Resolved^  that  the  thanks  of  this  Encampment  are  due  and  hereby  tendered 
to  Comrade  D.  C.  Milner,  of  Kansas,  for  his  earnest  efforts  to  perpetuate  the 
history  of  the  Union  Army  and  the  Civil  War,  by  teaching  the  present  and 
future  generations  lessons  of  patriotism  and  loyalty. 

The  recommendation  was  concurred  in. 
The  Committee  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution,  and  the  recommendation  was  concurred  in  : 

Resohedf  that  this  Encampment  deems  it  eminently  desirable  that  there 
should  be  reliable  statistical  information  in  regard  to  the  strength  of  the  Con- 
federate armies,  and  therefore  endorses  House  Bill  No.  7320,  and  advises  the 
several  Posts  of  the  Order  to  petition  for  its  passage. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following, 
presented  by  the  Department  of  New  Hampshire,  and  the 
recommendation  was  concurred  in  : 

Whereas,  Comrade  Matthew  Thornton  Belton,  of  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  was 
appointed  Provisional  Commander  of  the  Department  of  New  Hampshire  in 
1867,  aud  through  his  efforts,  and  at  great  expense  to  himself,  twelve  Posts 
were  established,  resulting  in  the  organization  of  the  permanent  Department 
in  1868;  and 

Whereas,  he  has  since  remained  and  is  now  a  member  in  good  standing,  an 
earnest  supporter  of  the  organization  and  principles  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  ;  therefore,  be  it 
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Rcsobiid,  that  in  just  recagnilion  ol  his  abilities  and  services  to  the  Grand 
Anny  of  the  Republic  in  the  days  of  its  infancy,  and  remembering  that  hi» 
grenl  grandfatber,  Matthew  Thomton,  of  New  flampsbire,  was  one  ol  the 
fifty-six  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  of  the  United  Stales  of 
America,  the  Twetity-iixth  National  Encampment,  in  accordance  with  the  le- 
quest  of  the  Twcnty-liflh  Annual  Encampment  ol  the  Department  of  New 
Hampshire,  hereby  places  the  name  of  the  said  Comrade  Matthew  Thornton 
Belton  upon  the  roll  of  our  organiiation  as  a  Past  Department  Commantlpr. 

The  Committee  reported  adversely  on  a  resolution  to  peti- 
tion Congress  to  enact  that  men  who  served  as  telegraphers  in 
ihe  war  be  accorded  the  privileges  of  soldiers  as  to  pensions, 
etc.,  deeming  it  inexpedient  to  legislate  on  this  subject.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  resolutions  in  regard  to 
Soldiers'  Homes  at  Salt  Lake  City  and  in  Oklahoma  be  re- 
ferred to  the  incoming  Commander-in-Chief,  with  instructions 
to  appoing  a  committee  of  three  to  examine  and  report  at  the 
next  encampment,  and  the  recommendation  was  concurred  in. 

A  communication  asking  the  assistance  of  the  G.  A.  R.  lo 
amend  the  pension  laws  so  as  lo  secure  a  better  rating  for 
Mexican  veterans,  the  committee  recommend  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Pensions,  and  the  recommendation  was 
adopted. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution  offered  by  Comrade  Pickler,  of  South  Dakota,  and 
the  recommendation  was  concurred  in  : 

Rtselvtd,  that  we  recommend  such  further  legislation  and  rules  as  will  give 
all  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  the  same  right  of  prefer- 
ment in  appointment  to  public  afKce  that  now  obtains  as  to  honorably  dis- 
charged soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  discharged  for  disability. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
'iiB'  presented  by  John  Ruhm,  of  Tennessee  : 

Recogniiing  the  work  published  by  authority  of  Congress  under  the  title 
■'  The  Official  Records  of  the  Wat  o(  the  Rebellion,  Union  and  Confederate,'* 
aithe  most  valuable  and  effective  agency  to  establish  Ihe  tacts  and  the  history 
of  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  the  Grand  Army  ol  the  Republic  recommends  and 
urges  legislation,  by  Congress,  by  which  the  printing  of  50,000  copies  or  »eU 
will  he  secured  instead  of  the  number  of  lt,ooo  now  authoriied. 
L  The  recommendation  was  concurred  in. 
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On  a  resolution  presented  by  Comrade  John  T.  Booth,  of 
Ohio,  which  is  as  follows  : 

IVhereaSy  it  has  been  reported  that  upon  a  number  of  occasions  at  funerals 
of  comrades,  churches  have  refused  to  permit  the  coffin,  draped  with  the  United 
States  Bag,  to  enter  the  church;  therefore,  be  it 

Resohed^  that  it  is  contrary  to  the  principles  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public that  any  Post  enter  or  participate  in  any  service  in  a  church  or  other 
place  of  worship  where  the  use  of  the  United  States  flag  is  not  permitted. 

The  Committee  reported  that  it  is  best  to  avoid  legislation 
in  cases  involving  questions  of  church  discipline  or  sectarian 
bias,  and  the  report  was  concurred  in. 

An  application  was  made  by  Jason  Brown,  son  of  John  Brown, 
for  honorary  membership  in  Post  12,  Department  of  Ohio,  on 
the  ground  that  he  participated  in  the  Battle  of  Ossawatomie, 
and  the  application  was  referred  to  the  National  Encampment 
by  Comrade  B.  F.  Clark,  of  Ohio.  The  Committee  reports 
that  the  status  of  eligibility  in  the  G.  A.  R.  is  fixed  by  law, 
and  that  while  this,  like  other  meritorious  cases,  commands 
our  respect,  it  is  not  wise  to  provide  for  honorary  membership. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following, 

and  the  recommendation  was  concurred  in  : 

Resolved^  that  we  cordially  endorse  the  order  of  the  Commander-in-Chief 
forbidding  any  post  of  the  G.  A.  R.  to  march  under  what  was  known  as  the 
Confederate  flag. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution  offered  by  Comrade  Foster,  of  New  Hampshire, 
and  the  recommendation  was  concurred  in  : 

Resolved  that  the  Gommander-in-Chief  be  directed  to  request  the  honorable 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  inform  him  officially  whether  the  men  who  served  as 
acting  assistant  surgeons  in  the  navy  of  the  United  States  during  the  Rebellion 
were  or  not  officers  of  the  navy,  and  to  publish  the  reply  in  general  orders  for 
the  information  and  guidance  of  Posts  of  the  G.  A.  R. 

On  a  resolution  of  Post  No.  58,  Department  of  Pennsylvania, 
forwarded  to  the  National  Encampment  by  resolution  of  the 
Department  Encampment  in  Pennsylvania,  asking  that  the 
government  purchase  the  lands  of  the  Gettysburg  Battlefield 
Memorial  Association  with  a  view  to  establishing  the  same  as 
a  National  park,  etc.,  the  Committee  report  that  such  proposal 
should  properly  come  from  the  Battlefield  Memorial  Associa- 
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tion,  and  until  that  body  suggests  the  transfer,  it  would  be  in- 
judicious to  ask  such  legislation. 

The  report  was  concurred  in. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the  following  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  rules,  regulations  and  ritual,  and  the 
recommendation  was  concurred  in  : 

IVhereaSf  it  is  the  opinion  of  some  that  the  present  form  of  inspection  is  in- 
adequate and  incomplete  to  gather  a  full  and  complete  knowledge  of  the  Post 
and  its  management  in  its  annual  inspection,  and  much  good  could  be  accom- 
plished, both  to  the  inspected  Post  and  the  Department,  my  making  such 
change  as  will  more  completely  meet  this  want ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  that  this  Department  requests  the  National  Commander  to  so 
change  the  form  of  inspection  as  to  more  especially  meet  the  needs  and  re- 
quirements of  a  more  thorough  inspection.  (Presented  by  the  Department  of 
Tennessee.) 

The  Committee  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following 
and  the  recommendation  was  concurred  in  : 

Whereas,  the  Veteran  Protective  Association,  of  Chicago,  has  provided  a 
bureau  of  information  and  public  comfort,  the  free  use  of  which  it  offers  to 
the  Union  veterans  during  their  visit  to  the  World's  Fair  ;  therefore 

Resolved,  that  this  Encampment  recommends  that  the  incoming  Commander. 
in-Chief  investigate  the  plan  and  management  of  the  said  bureau,  and  if 
deemed  of  benefit  to  the  veterans,  to  advise  the  members  of  the  order,  by  a 
circular  or  in  general  orders,  in  what  manner  the  accommodations  can  be  ob- 
tained, and  to  make  suitable  acknowledgment  to  the  Protective  Association  fo^ 
the  generous  offer. 

Oa  a  proposition  offered  by  Comrade  Burke  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Potomac  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by 
the  Commander-in  Chief  to  examine  into  alleged  irregularities 
in  the  record  and  pension  office  of  the  War  Department,  the 
committee  report  that  it  is  not  in  possession  of  facts  sufficient 
to  warrant  action  by  the  Encampment,  and  recommend  that  no 
action  be  taken.     The  recommendation  was  concurred  in. 

On  a  resolution  asking  that  the  World's  Columbian  Exposi. 
tion  be  kept  open  on  Sunday,  the  committee  reported  that 
they  deemed  it  inadvisable  for  the  Encampment  to  express  an 
opinion  upon  a  question  on  which  the  comrades  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  and  the  American  people  are  so  much 
divided.  After  some  discussion  the  subject  matter  was  laid 
on  the  table. 

On  a  resolution  asking  that  a  Soldiers'  Home  be  established 
in  New  Orleans,  the  committee  recommended  that  the  subject 
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matter  of  the  resolution  be  approved  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief for  action.  .  . 

A  communication,  presented  by  Comrade  Lant,  of  New 
York,  in  relation  to  a  pension  for  a  colored  man  named 
Thomas  Laws,  who  carried  messages  through  the  Confederate 
lines  for  General  Sheridan,  was,  by  the  conunittee,  recom- 
mended to  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pensions,  and  the 
recommendation  was  concurred  in. 

On  a  resolution  recommending  that  manufacturers  of  flags 
be  requested  to  place  on  the  market  at  a  reasonable  price,  for 
Memorial  Day  purposes,  a  flag  which  will  hold  its  colors  for  at 
least  six  months  when  exposed  to  the  weather.  The  Com- 
mittee report  that  it  is  not  expedient  to  legislate  on  this  sub- 
ject, and  the  report  was  concurred  in. 

On  a  resolution  asking  the  Government  to  provide  cottage 
homes  where  the  veteran  and  his  wife  may  reside  together  and 
not  be  separated  in  old  age,  or  that  commutation  in  money  be 
paid  to  effect  the  same  purpose  by  supporting  them  in  the 
place  where  they  live,  the  Committee  recommended  that  the 
Commander-in-Chief  be  asked  to  consider  this  matter  and 
make  it  the  subject  of  a  special  circular  should  it  be  deemed 
advisable. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following 
preamble  and  resolution  and  the  publication  thereof  in  cir- 
cular form  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  the  recommenda- 
tion was  concurred  in  : 

Whtreas,  in  compliance  with  the  laws  and  regulations  governing  the  taking 
of  the  eleventh  census,  a  complete  roster  of  all  the  surviving  soldiers  and 
sailors,  with  their  company,  regiment  and  present  address,  has  been  made ; 
and 

IVhereaSt  this  invaluable  record  cannot  be  published  for  lack  of  funds  ap- 
propriated for  census  purposes,  under  the  existing  rules  governing  the  same, 
and  unless  published  and  disseminated,  become  valueless  ;  therefore,  be  it 

Rtsolvedt  by  this  National  Encampment,  that  its  incoming  administration  be 
directed  to  exert  every  possible  effort  to  secure  the  publication  of  this  record 
from  funds  already  appropriated  for  census  purposes,  and  in  case  of  fiaflure,  to 
take  such  steps  through  the  several  State  Departments  and  by  any  other  means 
which  their  judgment  approves  to  urge  upon  Congress  the  necessity  of  a  specific 
appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  compiling  and  publishing,  in  complete  form, 
the  census  returns  relating  to  this  subject,  and  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Pensions. 
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On  a  resolution  asking  that  the  National  Encampment  assist 

defraying  expenses  of  decorating  soldiers'  graves  in  the 
rational  Cemeteries  of  the  South,  the  Committee  recom- 
mended that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  incoming  Council 
of  Administration  with  power  to  act,  and  the  recommendation 
was  concurred  in. 

On  a  resolution  that  Congress  be  asked  to  enact  a  law  re- 
quiring the  National  flag  to  be  displayed  from  all  public  build- 
ings, post  offices,  courthouses,  quarters  and  grounds  occupied 
permanently  or  temporarily  by  the  general  government,  either 
for  civil  or  military  purposes,  the  Committee  recommended 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  and  the  report  was 
adopted : 

Jtrte/titd,  Ihal  the  law  in  regard  to  the  display  of  the  naliDnal  colors  should 
be  strictly  enforced  and  cheerfully  complied  with. 

On  a  memoria]  from  the  Department  of  New  Jersey  asking 
it  the  Commander-in-Chief  appoint  a  committee  often  com- 
les  to  act  in  conjunction  with  W.  Frank  Gaul,  of  Post  37, 
New  Jersey,  to  devise  ways  and  means  to  erect  a  monument 
to  the  rank  and  file  of  the  American  army,  navy  and  marine 
corps,  said  monument  lo  cost  not  to  exceed  $500,000,  each 
State  to  contribute  enough  to  furnish  the  coat  of  arms  of  the 
State  as  represented  on  the  monument,  and  the  United  States 
the  balance,  the  location  of  said  monument,  as  recommended 
by  the  memorial,  to  be  in  the  city  of  Washington.  And  also 
a  resolution  of  the  Department  of  Massachusetts,  that  a  monu- 
ment be  erected  to  the  memory  of  the  private  soldiers,  in  the 
city  of  Washington.  The  committee  approved  the  subject 
matter,  the  details  and  location  of  such  monument  to  be 
stricken  out.  and  the  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Reso- 
lutions was  suspended  to  allow  the  Committee  to  further  con> 
Hder  matters  before  it. 

Comrade  Rassieur  offered  the  following  : 

Reiehitd,  thai  hereafter  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  consist  of  nine  mem- 
ben,  to  be  appoJDted  by  the  Cutrnnatider -in -Chief. 
And  moved  the  adoption  of  the  resolution.    The  motion  was

Dear  Sir  and  Comrade: 

The  National  Memorial  Hall  Association,  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
lic, begs  leave  to  submit,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Advisory  Board,  the 
following  report  of  the  acts  and  doings  of  the  Association.  In  pursuance  of 
the  action  of  the  25th  National  Encampment,  G.  A.  R.,  convened  at  Detroit^ 
Mich.,  the  Association  adopted  by-laws  providing  for  an  Advisory  Board,  to 
consist  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  the  Department  Commanders  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  for  the  appointment,  by  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  of  four  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Association.  A  certified 
copy  of  the  by-laws  was  forwarded  to  the  Conmiander-in-Chief,  which  met  his 
approval.  Under  date  of  Nov.  6th,  1891,  General  Order  No.  5  n-as  issued  by 
the  Commander-in-Chief,  a  copy  of  so  much  of  said  order  as  relates  to  the 
Memorial  Hall  being  herevinth  filed,  marked  A.  By  virtue  of  the  authority 
bestowed  by  said  General  Order  No.  5,  the  Association  issued  its  circular 
dated  Dec.  17th,  1891,  herewith  filed,  marked  Exhibit  B.  Circular  marked  Ex- 
hibit B,  accompanied  by  Exhibit  A,  was.  mailed  to  all  Posts  of  the  Grand 
Army.  In  compliance  with  General  Order  No.  5  many  of  the  Posts  reported 
the  appointment  of  soliciting  conmiittees,  and  in  many  cases  remitted  monies 
collected.  In  most  cases  the  Committees  have  not  yet  reported  the  result  o{ 
their  efforts.  Numerous  Posts  have  reported  funds  pledged  which  would  be 
remitted  when  the  enterprise  became  an  assured  fact  As  shown  by  the  re- 
report  of  Comrade  Frank  L.  Hays,  Treasurer  of  the  Association,  herewith 
handed  you,  the  funds  collected  aggregate  but  a  small  amount  Apparently 
the  expenses  are  disproportionate.  In  the  work  the  Association  has  exercised 
the  greatest  economy  possible,  most  of  the  labor  being  gratuitous.  The  print- 
ing and  distribution  of  over  100,000  circulars  and  correspondence  and  main- 
tenance of  records  has  necessarily  been  expensive,  notwithstanding  the  greatest 
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effort  to  economize.  With  the  exception  of  a  small  c 
Treaaurei  prior  to  Janunry  lat,  1S92,  there  has  been  no  piiid  help  save  a  type- 
writer, since  the  laat  EncampmenC.  The  postage  and  printing  have  been 
pnntipal  items  of  eifiense.  The  result  does  not  meet  our  expectation  or  hopes, 
la  miny  instances  we  have  met  with  the  hearty  response  of  the  Fust  Com- 
mander, and  in  all  such  cases  the  contributions  have  been  liberal.  What  we 
need  is  the  active  co-opcralion  of  the  Commanders  of  Departments  and  Posts. 
Hod  the  stirring  order  ut  Commander-in-Chief  Palmer  had  the  active  concur- 
rence of  the  Department  Commanders,  the  result  would  have  been  different. 
We  shall  hope  for  a,  similar  order  from  your  successor  and  to  command  the 
co-operation  of  all  Department  and  Post  ofhuials.  It  was  mr  intention  to  pre- 
KDt  this  report  in  person  and  lu  arrange  for  a  conference  with  the  Dcpartnienl 
Commanders  when  they  met  as  nn  Advisory  Board,  pending  the  present  En- 
campment, when  a  complete  showing  conld  be  submitted,  and  a  plan  of  action 
adopted  that  should  guide  the  Association.  Impaired  health  has  prevented, 
(hough  the  forwarding  of  Ibis  teporl  has  been  delayed,  hoping  that  I  might  yet 
be  pdvik^ed  to  m

catur, Ills.,  the  birthplace  of  the  order,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
propose  plans  and  organize  a  corporation  to  hc^d  the  title  and  collect  die 
money.    That  Committee  reported  to  the  Encampment  at  Detroit.    The  plans 
were  approved,  and  all  the  requirements  of  the  Grand  Army  have  been  obeyed. 
By  the  enclosed  order  No.  5  you  will  see  that  you  are  reared  to  appoint  a 
commute  t  of  your  Post  to  solicit  Contributions.    If  thb  Memorial  Hall  is  to  be 
worthy  of  the  soldiers  and  the  soldiers*  organization,  it  will  be  necessaiy  to 
appoint  careful,  conscientious  and  active  men  to  solicit ;  to  select  men  who 
will  work  actively  and  rapidly,  and  see  that  every  soldier  and  friend  of  a  de- 
ceased soldier  is  requested  to  contribute.    Under  previous  call  very  many 
Posts  have  contributed  liberally,  and  where  soliciting  committees  have  been 
appointed,  some  have  averaged  $1.00  and  over  per  member.

Comrade  Galvin,  of  Illinois  :  I  move  that  the  next  En- 
campment be  not  earlier  than  the  first  week  in  September.  I 
have  two  reasons  for  that.  One  is  that  it  is  more  convenient 
for  us  of  Illinois  and  the  surrounding  country  to  attend  before 
we  get  busy  with  sowing  wheat.  Another  reason  is  the 
weather. 

The  motion  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Comrade  Gibson  :  I  move  that  we  tender  to  the  retiring 
Commander-in-Chief  the  grateful  thanks  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  he  represented  for  the  enterprise,  ability  and 
earnestness  with  which  he  has  discharged  his  duties. 

The  motion  unanimously  prevailed. 

The  Committee  on  resolutions  presented  the  following  ad- 
ditional report. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  following  resolution  be 
adopted,  and  the  recommendation  was  concurred  in  : 

Resolved^  that  our  earnest,  sincere  and  hearty  thanks  are  due  the  comrades, 
the  citizens,  aud  all  who  have  contributed  of  time,  labor  and  means  to  make 
our  stay  here  pleasant,  that  the  pledges  made  by  the  comrades  and  citizens  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  who  invited  us  here,  have  been  filled  to  the  letter, 
and  we  express  our  gratitude  and  sincere  appreciation  of  all  that  has  been  done 
to  make  the  26th  Encampment  a  magnificent  success  in  all  those  words  imply. 

The  Committee  also  presented  the  following  and  recom- 
mended its  adoption  : 

Whereas^  at  Fort  Sumpter,  the  property  of  the  government,  there  is  no  flag 
staff;  therefore 

Resolved^  that  this  Encampment  respectfiilly  asks  the  honorable  Secretary  of 
War  to  provide  a  staff  and  cause  the  flag  to  be  displayed  thereon  at  such  times 
as  the  flags  upon  other  forts  and  camps  of  the  Nation  are  raised.  (Offered  by 
Comrade  Burkey,  of  West  Virginia.) 

The  report  was  concurred  in.  • 

The  Committee  reported  that  a  deed  of  the  AndersonviUe 
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Prison  Pen  property,  at  Andersonville,  Macon  County, 
Georgia,  had  been  tendered  to  the  Encampment  by  Comrade 
Gleason,  Department  Commander  of  the  Department  of 
Georgia,  and  by  J.  W.  Stone,  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Andersonville  Prison  Pen  Property,  and  re- 
commended that  the  property  be  accepted  by  the  National 
Encampment.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  said  the 
deeds  had  not  been  formally  presented  to  the  Committee,  but 
they  were  in  the  city. 

Comrade  Sholes,  of  Georgia  :  I  want  to  say  to  the  com- 
rades that  obtaining  the  property  at  Andersonville  waa  as  pat- 
riotic an  action  as  any  comrades  ever  performed  in  the  history 
of  the  Grand  Army.  Our  Department  stepped  in  and  put  up 
the  money  to  get  that  property  away  from  speculators.  An 
appeal  was  made  to  the  Grand  Army,  which  was  endorsed  by 
the  Commander-in-Chief  and  which  met  with  the  most  hearty 
response  at  the  outset,  and  after  procuring  the  ground,  im- 
provements were  made,  cleaning  up  the  old  place  and  restor- 
ing sane  of  the  old  land  marks.  That  is  a  tender  spot  to  all 
Grand  Army  men.  Thousands  of  them  come  down  there 
every  year,  and  it  will  be  an  object  of  interest  in  the  years  to 
come.  It  is  better  that  the  Grand  Army  should  have  it  than 
that  speculators  should.  There  will  be  no  expense  to  the 
Grand  Army  in  its  becoming  the  property  of  the  Encamp- 
ment. We  want  the  Grand  Army  to  have  it  as  a  property 
that  shall  be  kept  forever  sacred.  The  property  is  clear  and 
some  $2. 000  have  been  expended  in  improving  it,  clearing  tt 
up,  putting  a  drive  around  it,  restoring  the  old  fortifications, 
putting  a  hedge  around  the  wells  and  in  cleaning  out  Provi- 
dence Spring,  which  still  bubbles  up  under  the  roots  of  the  old 
stump  its  most  delicious  water. 

Comrade  Keifer,  of  Ohio  ;  1  desire  to  make  a  motion  in 
the  nature  of  an  addition  to  the  recommendation  made  by  the 
Committee.  That  is,  that  the  title  be  accepted,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  new  Council  of  Administralion,  and  when  that 
new  Council  comes  to  consider  it,  they  will  see  whether  it  entails 
upon  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  an  annual  expense  or 
whether  the  grant  is  such  that  we  can  accept  it  ;  whether  we 
can  take  the  title  to  the  organization  or  to  a  trustee,  and  all 
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dMiie  dungs  die  Jod^  Advocate  and  die  CcNHicn  win 
^Hjl^  to  determine  dian  diis  Encanpoient. 

Comiade  Shoemaker,  of  New  Yofk,  moved  duit  die  rqport 
of  die  committee  be  adopted. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  The  qnestioQ  wiD  be  on  the 
amendment  that  this  matter  be  icfened  to  die  incoming  Coun- 
cil of  Administration  to  examine  the  tide  to  the  propeity  and 
to  leave  it  to  their  jnc^ment  whether  it  is  wise  far  the  Grand 
Army  to  accept  it.  I  will  put  that  as  an  amendment  to  the 
modon  to  adopt  the  report. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  Commander-in-Chief :  The  question  now  is  on  die 
adoption  of  the  report  as  amended. 

The  modon  i»evailed. 

The  newly  elected  officers  of  the  Encampment,  together 
with  Comrade  E.  B.  Gray,  of  Wisconsin,  who  was  appointed 
Adjutant-General,  were  then  installed  by  Past  Commander-in* 
Chief  Beath,  of  Pennsylvania.

The  piece  of  poumi  between  the  Enecutive  Mansion  and  the  Wuhing^on 
mODuinent  which  hai  been  l<nonn  by  the  residenti  of  the  Capital  citjr  lot  the 
pest  100  years  as  the  While  Lot,  was  formally  chiislened  Grand  Army  Place, 
with  appropriate  and  interesting  ceremonies,  on  Monday,  September  19, 

As  early  as  9  o'clock  in  the  morning,  thousands  oi  speclalors  lined  both 
lidet  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  to  witness  the  parade,  which  in  itself  was  an 
imposing  spectacle.  There  were  five  brigades  in  line,  and  Ihey  were  in  remdi- 
neas  for  the  order  to  march  at  10  o'clock.  The  3d  Regular  Arlilleiy,  200 
Hroog,  on  foot,  Ud  ihe  parade,  followed  by  a  fuur-gun  tight  battery  o(  the 
lame  regiment.  There  were  (our  troopK  of  Regular  Cavalry  from  tort  Mjrer. 
Then  followed  a  detachment  Irom  the  crews  of  the  war  veisals  Dolphin  and 
Veiaviua,  100  strong,  armed  with  breech- loading  rifles  and  a  Catling  gtin — the 
Utter  bring  pulled  by  hrawny  sailors.    The  following  was  the  order  of  the

of  Veterans,  escorted  by  the  National  Rifles  of  Washington. 
A  large  crowd  was  assembled  about  the  reviewing  stand  in  front  <j(  the  War 
lartmenL  All  of  the  stand  except  the  pavilion  where  the  Vice-President 
ttDod,  was  thrown  open  lo  the  public,  and  every  seal  was  ijuicUly  occupied  by 
an  inlercMed  and  enthusiastic  crowd  of  G.  A.  R.  people.  A  gilded  arm  chair, 
qiholitered  in  silk,  was  placed  for  the  Vice.President  in  front  of  a  semicircle 
tl  seats  intended  for  others  of  the  reviewing  party, 
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The  Vice-Plresidait  armed  about  fivemmotcs  before  11  o'dodc,  accom- 
panied bf  Senators  Paddock  and  Bdmer,  Cbairman  Edson,  Sergeant-at* 
Arms  Valentine  and  Secretary  McCook  of  the  Senate.  Shortly  after  the  Vice- 
Fjresident,  Gen.  SchoBdd  and  rtaff  arrrred.  A  few  minntes  later  Senator 
Manderscm  arrived^  and  he  was  followed  by  Gen.  Pidmer»  A(Q.-Gen.  Phisterer 
and  ita£^  and  CoL  Hnsted  of  the  gironnds  committee,  and  Dr.  A.  Baldwin, 
of  the  committee  on  reception.  Gen.  Pafaner  was  escorted  by  the  Albany 
battalion,  who  formed  a  Une  along  the  avenue,  fodng  the  Vice-Plresident's 

Senators  Manderson,  Piroctor  and  Fdmer  represented  the  Senate  military 
committee,  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  and  Secretary  of  the  Senate  were  present 
in  their  official  capacity. 

After  the  review  by  the  Vice-Piresident,  the  route  was  down  Serenteenth 
street  to  the  scene  near  by  where  die  pageant  was  to  cnhninatr. 

In  the  center  of  the  dlqpse,  a  flagstaff,  200  feet  high,  had  been  erected, 
aroimd  which  a  stand,  capable  of  seating  a  large  nomber  of  people,  had  been 
prepared,  which  was  filled  with  distinguished  citizens  and  soldiers.  On  all 
sides  of  the  platform  were  packed  veterans  and  their  wives. 

When  aU  was  ready,  a  large  garrison  flag  was  flong  to  the  breeze,  and  the 
battery  fired  a  national  salute,  one  gun  for  each  star  on  the  fiag.  After  the 
flag  had  been  properiy  saluted  by  the  artillery,  the  bugle  sounded  attention, 
and  Chaplain-in-Cliief  Paine,  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  made  a 
fervent  and  eloquent  petition.  Then  District  Commissioner  I>ouglas  welcomed 
the  vast  assemblage  to  the  National  CapitaL 

At  the  conclusion  of  Commissioner  Douglass's  remarks,  Commander-in- 
Chief  Palmer  was  introduced,  and  spoke  as  follows : 

Comrades :  For  the  first  time  since  the  close  of  the  great  civil  conflict,  you 
wiU  have  an  opportunity  of  meeting  your  comrades-in-arms  in  a  headquartets 
provided  for  each  of  the  great  Army  Corps  that  existed  daring  the  war.  It 
would  certainly  be  invidious  of  me  to  single  out  or  attempt  to  mention  any 
particular  corps  for  its  gallant  service.  I  know  that  human  nature,  on  the 
average,  is  about  alike,  and  I  can  appreciate  how  every  soldier  took  special 
delight  in  speaking  with  pride  of  the  service  rendered  by  the  corps  in  which 
he  served,  and  no  one  will  object  if  when  you  get  together  to-day,  the  recol- 
lections of  past  dangers  tempt  you  to  be  enthusiastic  I  have  often  heard  the 
boys  say  my  corps  won  the  fight  in  some  particular  contest,  but  you  must  bear 
in  mind  that  a  large  number  of  the  "  boys  "  who  were  on  the  other  side,  will 
mingle  with  you  during  your  visit  in  Washington,  and  it's  very  likely  that  they 
will  have  some  recollection  of  what  occurred  from  1861  to  1865.  Whatever 
differences  of  opinion  we  may  have  as  to  the  gallantry  of  the  several  corps, 
there  is  one  point  upon  which  we  all  agree,  that  whether  it  was  the  comrade 
who  wore  the  star  or  the  eagle,  whether  it  was  he  who  wore  the  insignia  of  a 
non-commissioned  officer  or  the  common  soldier  who  carried  his  musket  in 
the  ranks,  each  was  loyal  to  the  common  cause  for  which  he  served,  and  each 
tried  to  do  his  full  duty  as  he  saw  it.  The  same  can  be  said  for  each  corps 
and  its  gallant  commander,  each  did  its  full  share  in  the  contest  and  each

ired  in  Ilie  glorious  achievemenls  of  the   Union  army.     The  thought  that 
many  of  onr  gallant  leaders  cannot  be  with  us  to-day,  fills  our  hcaits  with 
\y  sad  reflections.    They  would  respond  aa  chcerlully  at  the  call  of  friend- 
as  they  did  in  1861  to  the  call  of  duty.    The  vacant  places  they  have  left 
t  ranks  are  mote  suggcative  than  the  presence  of  the  living,  and  if  they 
ol  witb  us  to-day,  it  is  tiecause  other  glories  are  reserved  for  tbem,  while 
we  are  left  with  others  to  enjoy  the  fruits  of  their  great  labors.    To-day  you 
will  meet  and  look  into  the  faces  of  comrades  you  have  not  seen  for  years. 
Voa  will  take  each  other  by  the  hand,  and  recall  the  scenes  and  incidents

.charge.      I  know  you  will  all  enjoy  and  appreciate  the  results  ot  the  labor  they 
have  so  generously  given  for  your  pleasure.    You  will  once  more  meet  and 
'touch  elbow  again  with  the  comrade  who  helped  to  add  to  the  fame  of  your 
spective  corps. 

And  now.  comrades,  1  know  you  will  share  my  feelings  of  profound  regret 
Per  the  circomstances  which  cause  the  absence  of  one  whom  you  would  all

While  we  need  his  high  resolve  and  inlleiible  will  in  defense  of  the  people 
insidious  loe,  now  that  he  is  standing  at  tbe  bedside  of  one  dearer  to 
im  than  life,  we  may  not  forget  what  be  owes  to  the  tendereat  relation  of 
lunanity,  and  a  i:bord  of  alTecticmate  syropnlhy  reaches  him  from  every  home 
id  haudetin  the  land. 

God  give  bin  gi»ce  In  this  hour  of  need. 

I  tee  before  me  the  survivors  of  a  generation  of  men  who  have  emblasoned 
ir  paK^  °^  history  and  freedom  for  all  lime  to  come,  who  have  set  the 
Mmple  for  republican  France,  for  united  Germany  and  reconstructed  Italy, 
id  who  have  broadened  and  deepened  the  foundations  of  the  English  con- 
itation  and  "  Anglo-Sansn  liberty." 

'<)f  ihi*  great  army  of  liberty,  whether  they  have  passed  away  or  are  still 
!Csenl  tor  duty,  you  are  the  honorable  representatives. 
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The  Fresident  would  speak  to  you  as  a  comrade.  It  is  for  me  to  greet  you 
in  behalf  of  business  interests  affecting  the  wd£sre  of  the  whole  people,  in 
behalf  of  trade  and  commerce,  of  the  husbandman  and  artisan,  of  the  employer 
and  the  employed — ^in  behalf  of  all  men  and  women  ficom  every  section  who 
lore  the  Unien. 

I  bid  you  welcome  in  behalf  of  the  Plresident  and  his  Cabinet ;  in  behalf  of  ikt 
Congress  of  the  United  States  and  the  National  Judiciary,  administering  col- 
lectively the  Government  you  have  secured,  and  in  behalf  of  a  whole  people 
made  illttstriotts  by  your  heroism,  and  that  of  your  adversaries,  now  your 
friends.  I  greet  you  in  behalf  of  a  stalwart  North  and  a  loyal  South,  of  a  sun- 
illumined  East  and  commanding  West,  under  the  shadows  of  the  Capitol  you 
have  preserved  in  this  beautiful  city,  founded  by  Washington  and  made  sacred 
by  the  services  and  sufferings  of  Lincoln,  in  fiill  view  of  Virginia,  the  birthplace 
of  Presidents  and  the  burial  place  of  heroes. 

Your  march  to-day  and  to-morrow  will  recall  to  you,  as  it  will  to  us,  the 
great  review  when  Grant  ranged  himself  by  the  side  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  when  Meade  saluted  for  the  veterans  of  the  East,  and  Sherman 
for  those  of  the  West,  and  when  the  light  that  fell  iq>on  the  dome  of  the 
Capitol  was  flashed  back  by  the  sword  of  Sheridan. 

There  are  brilliant  illustrations  of  your  prowess  still  leading  your  ranks  or 
among  them,  and  I  wish  that  I  could  summon  them  all,  but  the  glories  of  the 
battle  names  recall  them  with  vivid  personality. 

In  the  order  of  time  this  may  or  may  not  be  your  last  grand  review,  but  I 
express  the  hope  of  a  grateful  people  that  heaven  will  bounteously  lengthen 
out  your  lives  before  you  are  called  to  the  other  shore  to  rejoin  the  ranks  of 
your  companions. 

And  now,  my  countrymen,  in  behalf  of  the  whole  American  people,  I  dedi- 
cate this  *'  Grand  Army  Place,"  and  the  commemorative  memorials  which  it  is 
believed  will  be  hereafter  erected  upon  it  to  the  everlasting  glories  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic. 

God  bless  you  all,  and  those  who  to-day  unite  with  you,  in  strengthening  the 
union  of  the  great  Republic. 

This  concluded  the  oratorical  part  of  the  program  as  marked  out  by  the 
committee,  but  the  old  veterans  were  not  quite  satisfied,  and  calls  were  made 
upon  Gen.  Bussey,  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Interior;  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture Rusk;  Gen.  Schofield,  Commander  of  the  Army;  Gen.  Lucius  Fair- 
child,  Past  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  G.  A.  R.;  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
Noble;  Assistant  Secretary  of  War  Gen.  L.  A.  Grant;  Attorney-General  MiUen 
and  Gen.  J.  Warren  Keifer,  Ex-Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  who 
an  responded  in  an  appropriate  manner. 

Thus  ended  a  remarkable,  inspiring,  and  brilliant  scene,  and  Grand  Army 
Place  will  hereafter  exist  as  a  most  significant  memorial  to  the  defenders  of 
the  Union.

At  3  o'clock  p.  M.,  the  Commanders  o(  Department*  of  the  G.  A.  R.  met  the 
Commander-m-Cbief  at  the  parlors  of  the  Ebbitt  Hoiiae,  and  an  inlomiftl  con- 
sol  tatioo  look  place, 

Al  7  o'clock  P.  M.,  the  Council  of  AdmiaistratioD  met  at  the  same  place,  and 
at  8  o'clock  p.  M.,  the  Aides-de-Camp  of  the  Commander-in-Chiel  held  a  meet- 
ing and  presented  Cotnmander-in-Chief  Palmer  witb  a  tnosl  beautilul  badge  of 
oRice,  which  he  acknowledged  in  a  few  graceful  words. 
Septbmbek  20,  lSQ-2. 

Th«  grand  parade  of  the  G.  A.  R.  on  Pennsylvania  avenue  took  place  this 
day.  The  column  moved  at  9  :  30  A.  M.;  the  Commander-in-Chief  arrived  at 
bis  reviewing  stand  at  10 ;  46  A.  M.,  and  the  review  closed  at  6 :  45  P.  M. :  at 
least  TO.OOOof  the  veterans  of  the  Nation  having  passed  before  theCoromander- 
in-Chief, 

September  21,  1892. 

The  National  Encampment  opened  at  10  A.  M.  in  Albaugh's  Opera  HouK. 
Seitember  22,  1893. 

The  sitting  of  the  Encampment  continued  ontil  6  P.  U.,  when  it  was  duly 
adjourned  by  the  new  Commander-in-Chief. 

In  the  evening  of  this  day.  Washington  treated  her  guests  —  the 
members  of  the  National  Encampment — to  a  brilliant  recepliOD  and  banquet 
at  the  FensioD  Ofhce.  The  arrangements  for  the  reception  and  comfort  of  the 
giiests  were  ample:  police  supervision  at  the  entrance,  courteous  doorkeepers, 
ajid  polite  and  active  attendants  were  provided.  Admisnon  was  by  card,  and 
without  these  no  one  gained  the  inside  of  the  building. 
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By  an  unfortunate  misunderstanding,  the  daily  papers  mentioned  that  the 
reception  was  for  all  Grand  Army  people.  Because  of  this  hundreds  of  yeterans 
and  their  wives  went  to  the  building,  but  of  necessity  had  to  be  turned  away* 
Many  were  very  mad«  but  when  it  was  understood  that  the  reception  was 
intended  only  for  the  members  of  the  Encampment,  the  veterans  gateway  with 
good  grace. 

Entering  the  Pension  Office  by  the  door  on  the  south  side  of  the  building 
the  visitors  beheld  the  grand  stand,  with  a  background  of  blue  cloth,  and 
festooned  in  long  ellipses  of  red  and  white,  gaily  ornamented  with  garlands  of 
green,  interspersed  with  flowers,  visible  through  the  spray  and  sparkle  of  a 
circular  fountain  surrounded  by  shrubs  and  flowering  plants. 

The  picture  ot  President  Harrison  was  immediately  opposite  the  entrance 
on  the  second  gallery.  To  the  left,  and  in  the  third  gallery,  was  the  portrait 
of  President  Lincoln,  with  his  Cabinet  around  him.  To  the  right  was  the  por- 
trait of  Gen.  Grant,  with  his  Cabinet 

The  massive  pillars  supporting  the  Grecian  gables  were  in  marked  contrast 
with  the  light  and  airy  Ionic  columns  in  the  balconies  above.  All  around  the 
spacioaS  court  where  the  arch  openings  from  the  graoeful  rows  topped  with 
Corinthian  capitals  were  the  portraits  of  illustrious  commanders  decorated  with 
National  emblems.  Over  the  tier  above  were  inscribed  the  names  of  100 
historic  battlefields.  Drapery  of  red  crossed  by  wreaths  of  evergreens  reached 
along  the  length  of  the  facade,  while  mammoth  plants  and  ferns  crowned  the 
whole  over  the  tops  of  the  upper  row  of  columns.  A  flood  of  electric  light 
poured  over  the  whole  scene. 

Not  the  least  agreeable  effect,  and  one  which  appealed  to  the  honest  pride 
and  patriotism  of  the  veterans,  was  the  arrangement  of  the  plants  and  flowers 
which  had  formerly  occupied  boxes  on  the  outside  of  the  building  in  the  form 
of  army  badges  of  all  the  different  corps  and  divisions.  Not  only  was  the 
exact  form  of  the  badge  reproduced,  but  even  its  different  colors  were  repre- 
sented by  the  varigated  plants. 

The  Marine  band  and  members  of  the  Choral  Society  occupied  seats  on  the 
stand,  the  band  during  the  evening  playing  the  "  Presidential  Polonaise," 
•*  Episode  in  a  Soldier's  Life,"  «« Columbia,"  «*  American  Hymn,"  "  Washing- 
ton's March,"  **  Hail  Columbia,"  and  *  Hail  to  Our  Banner;"  while  the  songs 
of  the  Choral  Society  included  *  America,"  "  Marching  Through  Georgia'* 
with  the  solo  by  Mr.  Dusnane  Qoward,  **  Tenting  To-Night  on  the  Old  Camp 
Ground,"  "  Columbia,  the  Gem  of  the  Ocean,"  and  "  O  God,  Preserve 
the  Union." 

When  Vice-President  Morton,  who  was  escorted  by  Senator  Mandersonand 
Past  Com.-in-Chief  Palmer,  appeared  on  the  stand,  the  band  played  *'  Hail  to  the 
Chief,"  and  as  the  applause  subsided,  Hon.  John  W.  Douglass,  President  of  the 
Board  of  District  Commissioners,  introduced  the  Vice-President,  who  made  the 
following  address  of  welcome : 

Delegates  to  the  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic :  The 
pleasant  duty  devolves  upon  me  to  extend  to  you,  the  official  representatives 
of  the  great  and  patriotic  Order,  the  natural  successor  of  the  armies  of  the 
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Xtepublic,  Ihat  during  the  dark  iioura  o(  the  Nation's  trial  roUowed  our  glorious 
flag  ontil  it  waved  in  triumph  in  every  state,  with  no  star  eflaced,  wordi  of 
^greeting  and  of  wekome. 

Thi>  I  do  on  behalf  of  &l\  the  citizens  of  the  National  Capital,  and  more 
»  nil  I  iiill|  foe  the  Executive  and  other  cummittees,  to  the  members  of  which 
•■>  much  is  due  for  ihc  ahundant  «ucce^  that  has  crowned  their  every  elTort. 
IKRiculEies  arose  only  la  be  overcome,  and  daring  all  the  months  of  active  pre- 
pBratiuD  and  vigorous  effort,  they  permitted  no  olistade  to  block  the  way  to  the 
eotnplete  fruition  of  Iheir  aim  to  make  the  Twenly-Sixlh  Encampment  of  the 
Grand  Amiy  of  the  Republic  one  that  should  ever  remain  as  a  cherished 
mcroory  and  live  in  history. 

The  cummiltee  represent  not  only  the  citizens  of  Washington,  who  have 
given  such  generous  aid  and  valuable  support,  but  the  patriotic  people  of  the 
whole  land,  rejoicing  in  a  nation  saved,  whose  hearts  go  out  in  appreciative 
love  to  its  defenders. 

The  wisdom  of  Congress  deemed  that  [he  burden  of  this  entertainment 
diould  fall  wholly  upon  the  residents  of  this  Ijeautiful  city.  They  are  many, 
all  over  the  land,  who  lelt  that  the  Govcrnnenl  itself  should  have  assumed  it, 
but  the  glorious  success  we  here  enjoy,  prove*  so  conclusively  the  self-sacri- 
ficing pairioiiim  of  the  cili/ens  of  Washington  that  no  man  will  hcreailer  dare 
to  s>y  that  ibcy  are  licking  in  public  enterprise  or  individual  spiriL 

A*  you  and  your  comrades  marched  down  the  avenue  the  hundreds  ol 
llwiuaDds  gsthcred  to  witness  your  steady  movement,  shouted  acclnim  and 
rejoiced  in  your  triumph. 

To-nighl  I  simply  make  a  feeble  echo  of  Ibcic  welcome  and  hearty  greeting. 
The  Vice-President's  terse  and  vigorous  remarks  were  heartily  appreciated 
and   applauded,  and  Past   CDm.-in.Chief  Palmer  stepped   to  the  front  and 
tespondcd  as  follows : 

Mi.  Vice-President,  Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Ladies 
and  Gentlemen  :  The  committee  did  me  great  honor  in  again  assigning  to  me 
the  pleasure  of  speaking  for  my  comrades,  but  after  the  tax  to  which  I  have 
been  subjected,  1  feel  thai  my  health  and  strength  are  scarcely  equal  to  my 
will  to  serve  you  or  to  do  justice  to  this  grand  occasion,  and  to  speak  for  my 
country  as  it  deserves  to  be  spoken  of,  or  to  give  voice  to  the  emotion  which 
must  thrill  every  American's  heart  as  he  thinks  of  what  it  was,  what  it  is,  and 
what,  under  the  providence  of  God,  it  must  be  in  the  future.  1  speak  to-nigbt 
for  ■  class  of  men,  none  more  resolute  in  adversity,  none  more  brave  in  danger 
and  none  more  magnanimous  in  victory.  The  soldier  is  sometimes  charged 
with  egotiam.  It  is  a  pardonable  egotism,  1  am  sure,  which  causes  him  to  con- 
lempUte  the  dangers  and  vicissitudes  through  which  he  passed,  with  so  much  ser- 
vice to  his  country.  May  I  not  say  with  so  much  credit  to  himself?  The  grandest 
pages  in  our  country's  history  our  volunteer  soldiers  furnished,  traced  with 
theii  guns  and  punctured  with  their  swords.  They  conquered  as  brave  an 
army  as  ever  stood  in  battle  array,  and  we  respected  the  gallantry  of  those  men 
OS  only  those  can  respect  them  who  tested  their  endurance  and  valor  on  many 
battlefields ;  and  lo-night  we  glory  in  the  fact  that  they  share  in  all  we  fought 
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to  pfcserve.    And  if  tbeve  f atmJs  of  ptttriotisB  lenre  bo  odier  pupoae,  tfaef 

wOl  point  out  to  the  people  of  the  Nation^  to  our  diildmy  and  oar  children's 

children,  that  lo^e  of  conntcy,  that  devotion  to  the  Union,  that  reverence  for 

the  Constitution,  and  die  laws  which,  in  the  fntore  as  thej  have  been  in  the 

past,  most  be  die  andiors  whidi  hold  us  firmly  to  a  solid,  permanent,  and 
prosperous  National  nristffncr.  And  from  the  time  they  lakl  aside  the 
weapons  of  war  and  resumed  the  peaceful  vocations  of  civic  life,  they  have 
been  as  loyal  to  law  and  order  as  otizens  as  they  were  faidifnl  and  heroic  in 
the  cause  in  which  they  served  as  soldieis;  and  die  man  who  stands  ready  to 
give  his  life  for  his  country  in  time  of  peril,  can  saf(^  be  trusted  in  time  of 
peace,  I  care  not  to  what  party  he  may  belong. 

To  the  citizens  of  Washington,  to  die  committee  who  have  given  so  gener- 
ously of  their  time  and  energies,  I  have  no  words  at  my  command  to  express 
for  my  comrades  their  'grateful  anpredation  for  die  magnificence  of  this 
reception,  and  the  generous  hospitalities  showered  upon  all  who  have  visited 
your  city  on  this  memorable  occasion.  And  to  the  loyal  women  who  have  so 
generously  aided  in  adding  to  our  pleasures,  and  who  are  with  us  to-ni^it,  I 
can  only  say  for  my  comrades,  God  bless  them  all ! 

Looking  to-night  iq>on  these  National  emblems  which  so  beautifully  adorn 
this  building,  I  am  reminded  that  from  out  of  this  grand  structure  goes  the 
certificate  of  a  Nation's  substantial  gratitude  to  her  sons,  that  lightens  the 
burdens  of  their  toil,  and  reminds  them  of  the  glory  and  greatness  of  their 
country,  lis  said  that  Republics  are  ungrateful,  but  ingratitude  is  not  one  of 
the  characteristics  of  the  American  Nation,  particularly  toward  the  men  who, 
at  the  peril  of  their  lives,  made  it  possible  that  we  should  gadier  here  to-night 
under  the  folds  of  the  stars  and,  stripes,  representing  a  union  of  fiwty-four 
states  and  a  prosperous  people.  No  country  under  the  blue  canopy  of  heaven 
has  been  more  generous  to  her  defenders,  and  I  know  of  no  Nation  on  the 
face  of  God's  green  earth  where  her  people  responded  more  prompdy  and 
cheerfully  to  the  call  of  duty  in  the  time  of  peril. 

As  a  further  evidence  of  the  gratitude  of  the  people  of  this  great  Republic, 
they  select  to  preside  over  the  affairs  of  the  nation  one  who,  with  his  comrades, 
stood  ready  to  give  bis  life  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union,  and,  speaking 
out  of  the  depths  of  my  own  heart,  and  voicing  the  sentiments  and  feelings  of 
every  comrade,  r^ardless  of  party,  we  pray  tl^  He  who  ruleth  armies  and 
nations,  and  gmid^  the  destinies  of  all  mankind,  may  restore  to  health  and 
strength  his  beloved  partner  in  life,  and  continue  to  grant  to  him  health, 
strength,  fortitude,  and  wisdom  to  meet  the  perplexities  and  responsibiUties  of 
his  great  office,  and  the  people  of  the  Nation  may  say  with  one  acclaim.  Well 
done,  good  and  foithful  servant;  you  reflect  honor  on  the  name  of  the  Ameri- 
can Nation,  and  you  were  a  credit  to  the  great  Order  of  which  you  are  a  mem- 
ber— the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 

Then  Mr.  Charles  B.  Hanford  recited  in  most  effective  manner  **  The  Star 
Spangled  Banner,"  which  was  followed  by  the  presentation  of  the  National 
standard  by  a  guard  of  honor  selected  ficom  the  Old  Guard.  They  marched 
through  the  l>mlding  to  the  tune  of"  Rally  Round  the  Flag,'*  and  as  the  stars 
and  stripes  reached  the  platform,  it  was  greeted  by  the  waving  of  counUess 
handkerchief,  producing  a  most  striking  effect  The  singing  of  die  ode  by 
Madame  Paulina  Maina,  with  chorus  by  the  Choral  Society,  ended  the  stricdy 
formal  features  of  the  progranL 

There  was  too  great  a  crush  for  any  formal  recep^on  to  be  held,  but  for 
several  hours  those  present  spent  a  most  agreeaUe  time  in  promenading  about 
the  building  to  the  strains  of  the  Marine  Band  in  the  refreshment-room,  and 
in  recalling  to  each  other  the  many  courtesies  which  had  been  extended  the 
visitors,  of  which  this  had  been  the  culmination.

9.  Section  1754,  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  should  be  so 
amended  as  to  carry  out  the  pledges  of  the  Nation  to  the  men  who  fought 
its  battles  from  '61  to  65.  Honorable  service  in  the  Union  Army  or  Navy 
should  be  the  highest  recommendation  of  an  applicant  for  appointment  under 
the  gc^remment,  when  the  applicant  is  honest  and  capable.  The  duty  of  se- 
curing the  required  legislation  was  referred  to  the  pension  committee. 

10.  The  graves  of  our  comrades  dead  are  the  "Nation's  Temples  of 
Fame.''  Their  decoration  on  Memorial  Day  should  not  be  left  to  the  charity 
of  citizens,  but  it  should  be  done  as  an  act  of  duty  by  the  general  government 
in  National  cemeteries, wherever  Grand  Army  Posts  or  other  organizations  omit 
to  decorate.  The  duty  of  securing  the  requisite  legislation  was  referred  to  the 
pension  committee. 

1 1.  There  is  no  good  reason  why  one  soldier's  widow  should  receive 
twelve  dollars  a  month  and  another  eight  dollars  a  month,  and  this  encamp- 
ment asks  as  an  act  of  justice  that  all  widows  of  soldiers  who  served  in  the 
War  of  the  Rebellion,  be  pensioned  at  twelve  dollars  a  month. 

12.  The  encampment  favors  legislation  in  Congress  placing  sailors  upon 
the  same  footing  as  soldiers  as  to  qualifications  for  citizenship.  (Amendment 
of  Sec.  2166,  Revised  Statutes  U.  S.) 

13.  The  encampment  favors  a  law  to  pension  Union  prisoners  of  war. 

14.  Congress  to  be  requested  to  cause  the  volumes  of  military  service  of  vet- 
erans and  names  of  veterans'  widows  now  being  prepared  by  the  Census  Bu- 
reau to  be  printed  and  issued.  In  connection  with  this  comrades  are  inform- 
ed that  the  Commander-in-Chief  has  received  information  that  the  appropria- 
tion for  this  purpose  is  nearly  expended,  and  Conmianders  of  Posts  and  De- 
partments are  invited  to  impress  on  members  of  Congress  the  necessity  of 
completing  the  work. 

15.  A  committee  to  be  appointed  to  devise  plans  to  insure  the  success- 
ful inauguration  of  some  systematic  plan  of  teaching  the  lessons  of  loyalty  to 
our  undivided  country  and  one  flag,  that  the  coming  generation  may  hand 
down  the  institutions  that  make  us  deserve  the  words :  the  land  of  the  free 
and  the  home  of  the  brave.

assembling  of  the  National  EncampmenL" 

27.  The  form  for  services  at  the  laying  of  a  comer  stone  shall  be  com- 
mitted to  a  special  committee  of  three  to  be  appointed  by  the  incoming  Com^ 
mander-in-Chie^  to  compare  it  with  other  forms  in  service  book,  and  to  b^ 
dierein  incorporated  when  approved  by  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

28.  In  future  editions  of  the  Rules  and  R^ulations  the  sections  shall  be 
numbered  on  the  margin  in  accordance  with  the  numbering  in  the  Grand 
Army  Blue  Book. 

29.  Past  Commander  F.  N.  Wicker,  of  the  Department  of  Florida,  to  be 
reinstated. 

30.  The  opinioos  and  decisions  rendered  by  the  Judge  Advocate  General 
as  set  forth  in  his  report  were  approved,  except  as  stated  in  par.  25,  above. 

31.  The  report  of  the  Inspector  General— containing  form  for  Post  in- 
spection— ^was  adopted. 

32.  The  encampment  gave  its  thanks  to  the  Department  of  Michigan 
and  the  citizens  of  Detroit  for  their  hospitality,  and  also  recognized  the  general 
fairness  of  the  transportation  lines. 

33.  The  Council  of  Administration  was  instructed  to  procure  a  suitable 
testimonial,  expressing  the  devoted  love  and  affection  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  for,  and  our  appreciation  of  the  untiring  zeal  and  earnest  labors 
of.  Comrade  Veazey  as  Commander-in-Chief,  to  whom  and  his  family  we 
wish  abundant  prosperity  during  all  the  years  of  his  life. 

II.  The  amendments  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  will  be  printed  on 
slips  and  placed  in  the  books  in  use  and  on  hand;  Department  Commanders 
will  make  prompt  requisition  for  the  number  of  slips  they  may  need  to  comply 
with  the  foregoing. 

III.  Commanders  of  Departments  and  Posts  and  comrades  are  remind- 
ed that  from  the  Quartermaster-General  can  be  obtained  very  appropriate 
certificates  of  membership  for  individual  comrades  at  very  low  cost.  So  few 
have  been  called  for,  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  believes  that  this  fact  is 
not  generally  known.

Tbe  ittenlion  of  the  Contmandei-in-Chler  has  been  called  to  the  fact 
that  comradei  wearing  tbe  badge  and  uniform  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public, parlicipalid  in  a  recent  demonstration  where  the  Confederate  flag  wu 
carried  and  displayed. 

For  four  long  years  you  braved  all  the  perils  and  vicissitudes  of  war  to 
wipe  out  all  that  that  flag  represented.  When  your  great  work  was  uccom- 
^iihed  tbe  grand  Union  Armies  had  become  the  most  powerful  and  efTectire 
orldhad  ever  seen.  They  melted  away  like  the  snow  on  the  hill  tops 
under  the  beams  of  a  noonday  sun.  V'ou  resumed  the  peaceful  vocations  of 
civil  life,  and  the  Nation  resumed  once  more  its  career  of  unparalelled  progress, 
prosperity  and  happiness.  There  nuver  was  in  the  history  of  any  eivitiied 
[Warfare  such  magnanimity  evinced  towards  a  foe,  as  the  terms  of  the  surrender 
iOf  Lee's  Army  at  Appomattox.  We  had  learned  to  admire  the  gallantry  of 
men  we  had  vanquished  as  only  men  could  admire  them  who  had  tested 
^_  _.ir  endurance  and  valor  upon  many  bloody  ^battlc-iields.  When  Ihey  laid 
Awn  their  anus  we  sought  pcsce;  we  reached  out  the  right  hand  of  fellow 

■tup  to  all  who  would  accept  it  on  the  broad  gronndt  of  American  dlilenship 
^nditionai  loyalty.  The  contest  had  cost  us  untold  millions  of  dollars 
■ad  the  lives  of  thousands  of  the  bravest  and  the  best  who  marched  under  tbe 
n  and  Stripes  down  into  the  jaws  of  death,  not  for  a  party  or  a  creed, 
men  of  all  opinions  and  afRliationa  gave  up  their  lives  to  save  the  Nation 
In  diiruption  and  the  Sag  from  dishonor.  To-day  the  same  flag  which  floats 
■T  and  protects  the  conquerers,  protects  equally  as  well  the  conquered.  We 
nite  the  spirit  which  prompts  the  people  of  the  south  to  commemorate  the 
|>]lU)try  of  the  men  who  sacrihced  their  lives  in  the  "lost  cause,"  but  that 
^vil  conflict  settled  one  great  question,  the  battle  for  the  Union  was  right, 
be  doctrine  of  secession  was  wrong,  and  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  the  emblem 
I  liberty,  equai  rights,  justice  and  law,  is  the  only  flag  which  the  loyal 
jple  of  this  great  Nation  respect  and  honor.  We  saved  out  children  the 
intest  (hat  they  would  have  been  compelled  to  encounter.  We  have  given 
em  a  heritage  of  peace  and  prosperity  instead  of  an  enormous  and  espenaive 
igation  to  be  settled  by  a  jury  of  soldiers,  and  to-day  every  American  citizen 
b  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  tbe  fruits  of  our  great  labors. 

We  cannot  afford  to  lose  sight  of  the  valor  that  achieved  victory  for  the 
be.  We  can  never  forget  what  the  contest  cost  us  in  blood  and  treasure. 
e  mnit  not  forget  that  loyalty  to  country  is  not  a  mere  sentiment,  but  that 
jtrcqQiret  a  devotion  to  princip1e,and  that  principle  means  Ibat  the  flag  which 
■y  Union  soldier  stood  ready  to  defend  with  his  life  must  now  be  saluted 
irilh  honor.  One  of  the  great  principles  of  our  organiiation  is  to  teach  the 
g  generation  loyalty  to  country  and  lidelity  to  iluiy.  The  Union  soldiers 
!  repeatedly  said  to  tbe  soldiers  of  the  Sijulh :  "we  have  no  desire  to  arouse 
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sectional  animosities  or  passions  engendered  by  the  war.  Give  us  loyalty  and 
in  return  we  will  give  you  fraternity."  You  have  demonstrated  your  fraternity 
on  numerous  occasions,  but  when  comrades  joined  in  the  recent  ceremonies  in 
honor  of  the  memory  of  a  patriotic  southern  journalist  and  philanthropist,  they 
found  their  fraternity  confronted  with  the  "Emblem  of  Treason,"  which  is  an 
evidence  to  you  that  there  still  lurks  in  the  hearts  of  a  few,  a  desire,  by  the 
display  of  that  flag,  to  fire  the  hearts  of  the  young  generation  of  the  south 
to  rebellion.  . 

A  comrade  wearing  the  badge  or  uniform  of  the  order,  participating  in 
any  demonstration  where  the  "Rebel"  flag  is  displayed,  violates  his  obligation 
"to  maintain  true  allegiance  to  the  United  States  of  America;  to  honor  its  con- 
stitution ;  to  discountenance  whatever  tends  to  weaken  loyalty,  incite  treason  or 
rebellion;  and  to  encourage  universal  liberty  and  justice  to  all  mankind,"  and 
brings  disgrace  upon  the  order  of  which  he  is  a  member.  While  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  has  neither  the  right  nor  disposition  to  interfere  with  the  individual 
rights  or  privileges  of  members  of  the  order,  he  has  assumed  an  obligation 
to  protect  it  against  any  and  all  acts  that  will  bring  reproach  upon  its  good 
name.  Do  you  propose  to  surrender  what  you  fought  for,  and  what  your 
comrades,  who  sleep  in  heroic  graves,  died  for?  As  the  stars  are  fixed  in  the 
skies,  so  I  believe  your  patriotism  is  fixed  and  immovable,  to  preserve  the 
memories  and  fruits  of  that  great  struggle.  If  this  Grand  Army  of  loyal  citizens 
serves  no  other  purpose,  it  will  keep  fresh  in  the  hearts  of  the  rising  genera- 
tion that  love  of  country;  that  devotion  to  the  Union;  that  reverance  for  the 
Stars  and  Stripes — the  Constitution  and  the  laws;  which  in  the  future,  as  they 
have  been  in  the  past,  must  be  the  anchors  which  hold  us  firmly  to  a  solid, 
permanent  and  prosperous  national  existence. 

With  these  words  of  admonition,  I  have  sufficient  confidence  in  your 
honor  and  fidelity  to  the  principles  of  the  order,  t:o  feel  that  there  will  be  no 
further  participation  in  any  demonstration  or  parade  where  the  "  Emblem  of 
Treason  "  is  carried  or  displayed.  Let  the  cause  which  triumphed  in  the  war, 
be  maintained  in  the  completeness  of  its  victory  and  the  fullness  of  its  sig- 
nificance.

Gencral,  has  heretarore  not  been  satisfBctory ;  the  Commander-in-Chief 
hopes  that  Commanders  of  Departments  who  are  responuble  therefor,  vrill 
*ee  the  necessity  of  proper  inspection  of  every  Post  under  their  command 
before  new  officers  are  installed.  If  an  Assistant  Inspector  should  fail  to  be 
prompt,  it  is  suggested  that  the  Adjutant  of  nn  uninspected  Post  be  at  once 
detailed  and  furnished  with  blanka  to  act  as  Inspector  of  the  same,  and  di- 
rected to  render  his  report  with  all  possible  dispatch  after  iB  next  regular 
meeting. 

Department  Inspectors  should  render  a  full  report  to  their  respective 
Commanders  and  the  Inspector  General  before  the  DeparUnent  Encampment; 
the  Assistant  Inspectors  General  will  then  be  able  to  make  saliafactory  reports 
to  the  Inspector  General  and  he  to  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

While  the  Rules  and  Regulations  (chapter  5,  article  5)  require  such  in- 
tions,  it  is  but  proper  and  soldierly  to  obey  and  comply  with  them  to  the

"Who 
goestheref"  The  Inspecting  officer  will  announce  hb  name,  and  iiale  by  order  of 
Ika  DcparUDcni  Comniander  he  Is  direcled  to  inspect  the  Post,  [■!  the  same  lime  glv- 
lOf  Department  counlendgn  10  the  Sentinel.]    The  Sentinel  will  annouoce: 
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"OflBcer  of  the  Guard,  Comrade is  present  to  inspect  the  Post."    The  O.  G. 

will  salute  the  Post  Comm&nder  and  announce  the  fact  that  the  inspecting^  officer  is  in 
waiting. 

The  Post  Commander,  giving  three  raps,  will  say:  *'0.  D.,  [who  salutes,]  you  will 
proceed  to  the  outpost  and  escort  the  inspecting  officer."  The  O.  D.  will  advance  to 
rear  of  altar,  salute  and  proceed  to  the  inner  door,  and  command  Sentinel:  '*You  will 
admit  the  inspecting  officer." 

The  O.  D.  will  then  advance  to  the  open  door  and  attend  the  inspecting  officer  to 
the  rear  of  the  altar. 

The  O.  D.  will  say:  Commander,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  Comrade 

[Department  or  Assistant]  Inspector,  who  is  here  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  this 
Post"  [In  acting  as  escort,  the  O.  D.  will  be  on  the  right.]  The  Post  Commander 
will  order:  '*Post  salute,"  at  which  the  inspecting  officer  will  reply  by  saluting.  The 
Post  Commander  will  then  order,  '*Post  carry  arms,"  and  say,  ^'Comrade,  the  Post  is 
ready  for  inspection  and  we  await  your  orders."  The  inspecting  officer  will  request 
the  Commander  to  seat  the  comrades,  which  done,  he  will  proceed  to  the  Adjutant's 
desk,  inspect  the  boolcs  and  orders,  see  that  the  orders  are  correctly  filed,  and  ascertain 
if  any  are  missing^.  After  procuring  such  iiiformation  as  he  desires  from  the  Adjutant, 
he  will  [under  escort  of  the  O.  D.]  proceed  to  the  Quartermaster's  deslc  [passing  in 
rear  of  the  altar,  and  saluting],  and  ascertain  from  the  Quartermaster  the  financial 
standing  of  the  Post,  the  amount  expended  in  charity  during  the  year,  the  number  of 
comrades  in  good  standing,  and  those  suspended,  after  which  the  inspecting  officer 
will  [if  there  be  an  armory]  proceed  to  inspect  the  arms  and  armory  of  the  Post.

The  Post  Commander,  after  seatinri^  the  comrades,  will  invite  the  inspecting  officer 
to  the  plutform  nnd  request  him  t^  address  the  comrades. 


III.  Post  Surgeons,  or  Post  Adjutants,  where  there  is  no  Post  Surgeon, 
should  render  a  report  on  form  F,  Ihrough  the  Post  Comnuinder  to  the  Medi- 
cal DirecloT  of  their  respective  Departments,  on  the  30th  day  of  June  and  the 
31st  day  of  December  each  year;  the  Medical  Director  should  render  an  an- 
nual report  lo  the  Surgeon  General  as  loon  after  the  joth  day  of  June  as 
poKible. 

The  Surgeon  General  reports  that  Post  Surgeons  largely  neglect  to  make 
the  prescribed  reports,  and  that  it  is  necessary  Ibal  their  reports  should  also 
giTC  Ibc  tuunes  of  those  who  died  during  the  period  of  the  same,  with  com- 
pany mod  regiment,  number  of  Post  to  which  tbey  belonged,  and  date  ot 
death;  Post  Surgeons  failing  to  do  so,  Medical  Directors  of  course  cannot 
render  correct  reports. 

According  to  report  presented  to  the  last  Notional  Encampment,  the 
number  of  members  of  the  order  who  died  in  the  course  of  a  year  was  about 
I  per  ceot  of  the  entire  membership;  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  in  his 
last  report  showed  that  the  mortality  among  the  pensioners  was  about  3.5  per 
cent;  according  to  the  American  table  used  by  life  insurance  companies,  talc- 
ing the  average  age  only  as  53  years,  do  doubt  loo  law,  the  death  rate  would 
be  3.)  per  cenL  This  shows  how  incorrect  returns  Post  Surgeons  must  have 
made;  Post  Gimmanders  should  therefore  not  only  require  their  Po<t  Surgeons 
to  make  their  reports  promptly  at  date  when  they  are  due,  but  they  should 
also  examine  the  returns  and  satisfy  themselves  that  they  are  properly  and 
cOTTccUy  made;  Department  Commanders  must  not  only  see  that  their  Medi- 
cal Directors  receive  these  returns  promptly,  but  that  they  also  tender  a  cor- 
rect and  creditable  report  to  the  Surgeon  General. 

The  Surgeon  General  submits  the  following  as  a  model  report  of  a  Medi- 
al Director,  and  it  is  published  for  the  guidance  of  the  medical  oflicers  of  the 
order;  it  was  accompanied  by  a  printed  list,  giving  the  name,  company,  regi- 
ment, number  of  Post  and  dale  of  death  of  every  member  of  the  Department 
who  died  during  the  period  of  the  return,  which  is  not  reproduced  here.

Pension. 

The  Post  Surgreons  of  the  Department  liave  made  more  detailed  and  complete  re- 
ports the  past  year  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  this  Department.  From  these 
reports  we  are  able  to  make  only  an  estimated  summary  of  the  work  as  some  are  not 
full.  There  are,  as  reported,  more  than  five  thousand  soldiers  in  this  Department  en- 
titled to  Disability  Pensions,  who  are  not  on  the  pension  rolls. 

Charity. 

The  work  of  our  Department  for  the  past  year  is  pregnant  with  the  spirit  of  Fra- 
ternity.  Cliarity  and  Loyalty.  The  soldier  has  proven  to  the  world  that  this  order  lives, 
because  it  is  founded  on  right  principles. 

The  amount  of  cliaritable  work  done  by  the  Post  Surgeons  and  comrades  is  beyond 
estimate.  The  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army,  and  independent 
and  individual  charities  amount  to  thousands  of  dollars  annually  that  is  never  reported. 

Find  herewith  appended  a  complete  list  or  roll  of  the  deceased  comrades  for  the 
year,  all  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  in  F.  C.  and  L. 


Medical  Director." 
IV.  The  24th  National  Encampment  authorized  the  erection  of  a  Sol- 
diers^ National  Memorial  Hall,  at  Decatur,  Illinois,  in  which  shall  be  preserved 
such  official  records  of  the  Encampments,  Departments  and  Posts  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  and  such  trophies,  relics,  records  and  memorials  of  the 
War  of  the  Rebellion,  as  may  be  received  and  approved  by  the  trusses  of  the 
association.  Pursuant  to  this  action  ''The  National  Memorial  Hall  Associa- 
tion,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,"  was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  and  chartered  July  29,  1891. 

The  25th  National  Encampment  required  the  association  to  provide  in  its 
by-laws  for  an  advisory  board,  to  consist  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  the 
Department  Commanders  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  four  members  of  its  Board  of  Trustees  by  the  Commander-in- 
Chief.  The  National  Memorial  Hall  Association  has  complied  with  these  re- 
quirements and  is  now  authorized  to  solicit  contributions  for  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  the  proposed  Memorial  Hall. 

The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  two  encampments  has  authorized 
this  project,  there  is  therefore  no  necessity  to  say  more  in  commendation  of  it 
than  that  it  is  *The  Memorial"  of  the  Grand  Army  itself,  and  as  the  most  ef- 
fective method  of  providing  means,  the  Commander-in-Chief  orders  that  each 
and  every  Post  of  the  Grand  Army  appoint  at  once  a  committee  to  solicit  con- 
tributions for  this  purpose.  The  money  collected  will  be  forwarded  by  Post 
Commanders  to  Maj.  Frank  L.  Hays,  Treasurer,  Decatur,  Ills.,  accompanied 
with  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  contributors,  as  under  the  by-laws  each  contrib- 
utor becomes  an  honorary  member  of  "The  National  Memorial  Hall  Associa- 
tion, Grand  Army  of  the  Republic."

I.  The  Commander-in-ChieC  and  the  Execatiire  Committtie  of  the  Coim- 
cfl  of  Admioisi ration,  met  at  the  city  of  WasbiDgton,  O.  C,  on  tbe  i  itb  utd 
tnh  inM. 

At  Ihii  meeting  tbe  citiien  committee  of  Washington,  eomposed  of  many 
of  the  energetic  and  subslamial  men  of  tbe  city,  piescn led  their  report  and 
written  agreements  made  by  ihem  with  the  hotek  and  boarding  houses  in  re- 
gard to  their  charges  and  prices. 

The  evidence  produced  was  entirely  satisbctory  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  jusliftes  the  statement  that  liberal  rates  as  to  board  and  transpoT- 
lalion  will  be  extended  to  the  Grand  Army,  and  that  great  preparations  wiD 
be  made  to  make  the  visit  to  the  Capital  of  the  Nation  memorable  in  the  his- 
tory of  our  order;  the  Eiccntivc  Coromittee,  presided  over  by  the  Commander- 
in-Chief,  therefore  decided  that  the  next,  the  i6th  Encampment  of  tbe  Grand  ■ 
Army  of  the  Republic,  shall  be  held  in  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C,  on  the 
30th,  iitt  and  Had  days  of  September,  1S91. 

Tbe  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  ci  ttie  citizens  of  Washington, 
Goiniade  John  Jay  Edson,  will  as  soon  as  practii.at)lc,  forward  to  each  Post  a 
ciicokr  containing  pricn  of  board,  etc.i  of  the  hotels  atid  boarding  housn; 
tbe  secretary  of  the  same  committee,  comrade  Harrison  Dingman,  and  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  accommodation.  Colonel  L.  P.  Wright,  arc  pre- 
pared to  assist  Posts  in  obtaining  suitable  quarters. 

Tbe  Headquarters  of  Dep»rlmenl»  *•'''■.  :oi  busineu  purposes,  be  located 
at  tbe  City  Hall;  suitable  beadquarlers  wdt  also  be  provided  for  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps  and  the  Indies  of  the  Grand  Army.  It  is  also  proposed  to  pro- 
vide headquarters  for  corps  of  the  army,  grouped  as  near  together  as  practic- 
able, so  that  comrades  can  readily  find  those  who  served  with  them  in  the 
same  corps;  the  Commander-in-Chief  will  be  quartered  at  the  Ebbitt  House. 

Tbe  Grand  Army  will  form  for  parade  on  the  loth  of  September,  1S91,  a« 
follows:  the  surviving  comrades  of  the  6th  Massachuselti  MlUtiaj  tlie  U.  S. 
Veteran  Signal  Corps  Association;  the  Departments  of  the  Grand  Array  ac- 
cording  to  seniority,  the  Department  of  Potomac  having,  however,  (he  left; 
then  th«  National  Association  of  Naval  Veterans  of  the  United  States. 

Many  memories  cluster  in  and  about  Washington,  and  tbe  Grand  Review 
of  the  Army, a  little  over  twenty-aix  years  ago,  is  not  the  least  of  them.  Once 
more  an  opportunity  is  offered  us  to  meet  and  parade,  the  Commander-in- 
Qiicf  hopes,  in  solid  ranks  and  numbers,  in  the  historic  capital  of  our  country. 
Every  member  of  our  order  who  can  possibly  do  so,  and  certainly  every  one 
who  will  be  in  Washington,  should  therefore  be  found  in  the  ranks  and  in  the 
parade,  on  Pennsylvania  Avenue,  in  memory  of  tbe  past,  for  tbe  honor  and 
glory  of  oDi  undivided  country  and  the  credit  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Repobtic. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  for  himself  and  on  behalf  of  the  Executive 
e,  acknowledges  the  courleaies  ettended  by  the  management  of  tbe 
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fialtimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  and  the  proprieton  of  the  Ehbitt  House. 

II.  The  Commander-in-Chief  observes  with  great  regret  that  the  Bombeff 
of  suspended  members  is  so  large;  in  fact  much  too  large.  Under  our  mks 
and  regulations  each  Post  has  the  power  to  remit  the  dues  of  a  comrade  not 
able  to  pay  them,  and  keep  him  thereby  in  good  standing. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  has  no  authority  in  this  matter,  but  demres  to 
remind  the  comrades  that  suspension  deprives  members  of  moral  and  practi- 
cal aid  in  times  when  they  may  need  it  most,  and  he  recommends  that,  until 
suitable  legislation  can  be  had,  each  Post  appoint  a  committee  to  examine  into 
the  circumstances  of  members  in  arrear,  carefully  and  thoroughly,  and  that, 
upon  a  favorable  report  of  this  committee,  the  Post  remit  the  dues  unpaid,  or 
all  except  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  needed  to  pay  the  per  capita  tax.  Should 
worthy  comrades  not  be  able  to  pay  even  this  small  amount,  he  hopes  that 
those  whom  Providence  has  favored,  will  come  to  the  assistance  of  their  un- 
fortunate brethren,  for  one  of  the  pillars  of  our  order  is  Charity. 

III.  The  25th  National  Encampment  directed  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  to  prepare  a  plan  for  the  systematic  teaching  of  loyalty  to  our 
country;  this  committee  has  been  appointed  and  will  no  doubt  formulate  such 
plan  and  bring  the  same  before  the  next  encampment;  meanwhile  every  com- 
rade of  the  order  has  it  in  his  power  to  further  this  object  by  his  example. 

The  National  Flag  when  carried  by  Posts,  troops  or  other  organized  bodies, 
when  hoisted  on  the  flag-staff  in  a  camp  or  garrison  or  aboard  a  vessel,  repre- 
sents the  people  of  this  republic;  it  represents  our  country  and  our  govern- 
ment; it  reminds  us  that  during  the  rebellion  four  hundred  thousand  lives 
were  given  up  and  innumerable  sacrifices  made  that  it  should  continue  to 
wave  over  us,  and  when  we  stand  in  the  presence  of  that  flag  it  b  most  proper 
that  all,  young  and  old,  men  and  women  should  salute  it  with  love  and  pride, 
thanking  God  that  we  are  permitted  to  live  under  it,  the  emblem  of  liberty, 
the  hope  of  humanity.  Let  therefore,  every  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  pay  the  proper  salute  by  uncovering,  to  our  glorious  flag,  when 
the  same  is  carried  past  him  or  he  is  passing  it,  thus  setting  the  best  example 
to  teach  loyalty  to  the  rising  generation. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  also  deems  the  custom  of  rising  and  uncoverin|^ 
as  observed  in  some  localities,  when  the  National  hymn,  "the  Star  Spangled 
Banner,"  is  being  sung  or  played,  worthy  of  general  observation  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  as  greatly  calculated  to  impress 
patriotism  on  the  hearts  of  all. 

IV.  Whenever  a  Post  is  in  session  it  is  eminently  proper  that  the  National 
Color  at  least  should  prominently  be  displayed  in  the  Post  room,  and  that  it 
should  be  placed  in  position  in  an  impressive  manner.  This  is  already  prac- 
ticed by  some  Posts,  and  while  the  Commander-in-Chief  does  not  order  it  to 
be  done,  he  believes  it  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Posts,  properly  to 
escort,  receive  and  salute  the  flag  of  our  country  before  proceeding  to  business. 
It  is  not  desirable  that  the  ceremony  should  be  long  and  tedious,  yet 
it  should  not  be  hurried,  but  executed  with  the  dignity  becoming  the  occasion. 
The  following,  adopted  from  the  U.  S.  Tactics,  is  suggested  as  appropriate, 
but  Posts  need  not  follow  it  exactly,  still  the  general  outline  should  be  retained. 

When  the  Post  is  about  to  open,  the  Officer  of  the  Day  will  place  the 
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e  ■nte-coom.  When  (he  Commuvdcr  bas  declared  the  Post  open, 
n  direct  Ihc  Adjutant  to  make  a  detail  to  escort  the  colai,  ThU  detail 
will  consist  of  a  color  bearer  and  three  comrades,  who,  as  theit  names  are 
called,  will  Torm  in  one  rank,  facing  the  Commander,  having  the  altar  between 
them  and  the  former,  the  color  bearer  being  the  second  (ram  the  right;  the 
detail  having  been  made  and  formed,  the  Adjutant  reports  the  fact  tu  the 
CommaDder,  who  directs  the  OBicei  of  the  Day  to  escort  the  color.  The  Offi- 
cer of  the  Day  takes  charge  of  the  escort,  marches  it  to  the  ante-room,  handt 
the  color  lo  the  bearer,  who  steps  forward  to  receive  it;  the  latter  then  facet 
about,  the  Oflicer  of  the  Day  brings  the  escort  to  present,  followed  by  carry 
•rmt;  be  then  marches  it  in  an  orderly  nuuiner  to  the  Post  room,  conducting 
hii  march  so  that  the  escort  will  be  brought  to  a  halt  in  front  of  the  CominaD- 
der's  chair  and  facing  the  altar,  when  the  color  bearer  will  step  upon  the 
Conmiander's  platform  and  face  toward  the  comrades.  When  the  Oflicer  of 
the  Day  inarches  the  escort  olT  to  receive  the  color,  the  Commander  calls  the 
Post  to  attention,  (three  raps)  and  the  comrades  as  far  as  practicable  will  then 
lake  position  in  the  space  between  the  Senior  Vice  Commander  and  the  altar, 
facing  toward  the  Commander's  position;  the  comrades  being  in  order  the 
Commander  will  take  position  between  them  and  the  altar,  opposite  and  fac- 
ing toward  his  ordinary  position.  The  Oflicer  of  the  Guard,  the  escoci  being 
ready  to  enter  and  the  Post  in  order,  calls  out  "turn  out  the  Post  for  the  color." 
The  color  and  escort  being  in  position,  the  Commander  faces  about,  gives  the 
cammand  ''salute,"  which  will  be  executed  by  the  coim'ade*  and  the  escort; 
he  then  faces  about  and  also  salutes,  whereupon  the  color  bearer  returns  the 
salale  with  the  color.  This  having  been  done  the  Commander  gives  the  cora- 
nuuid  "break  ranks,  march,"  when  all  the  comrades  drop  their  hands  and  take 
theit  seats,  except  the  color  bearer,  who  places  the  color  in  proper  pusiliou  to 
the  right  and  front  of  the  Commander's  desk,  or  drooping  over  the  back  of  hii 
chur,  or  over  the  altar.  If  the  escort  be  armed,  the  Officer  of  the  Day  will 
bring  it  lo  carry  arms,  arms  port  and  break  ranks. 

It  is  desirable  that  only  the  National  color  should  be  used,  but  if  a  Pustde- 
Mre  to  use  also  the  Post  color,  two  color  bearers  will  be  needed,  the  Post  color 
will  be  on  the  left  of  the  National  color,  and  the  escort  will  consist  of  but  two 
comrades;  if  it  be  desired  to  have  the  escort  larger,  i.e.  in  double  ranks,  seven 
ot  six  comrades  will  be  needed  accordingly  as  there  will  be  one  or  two  colors, 

V.  The  widow  of  our  late  comrade,  Dr.  B.  F.  Stephenson,  the  founder 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  is  helpless  and  in  need  of  care.  It  is  our 
duty  to  make  smooth  the  pathway  of  her  declining  years.  To  this  end  it  is 
propMcd  to  raise  a  fund  sufhciently  Urge,  that  the  interest  will  comlortalily 
provide  for  her  during  her  life,  the  principal  to  be  used  only  when  absolutely 
neceiuiy.  After  the  death  of  Mrs.  Stephenson,  the  fund  or  such  balance  as 
Temvns,  is  to  be  devoted  to  such  other  Grand  Army  charity  as  the  National 
Eacampment  may  determine. 

Every  Post  of  the  (Jrand  Army  of  the  Republic  is  requested  to  donalc  at 
leMt  one  dollar,  or  more  if  its  funds  will  permit  and  it  so  desires,  and  transmit 
the  tame  to  comrade  Thos.  W.  Scoit,  Assi.  Q.  M.  General,  Dept,  of  Ills.,  Fair- 
field, Ilk  The  Posts  of  the  G.  A.  R.  at  Springfield,  Ills.,  arc  directed  to  elect 
■  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Fund,  consisting  of  one  member  £rom  each  Fust, 
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which  Board  shall  have  charge  of  the  entire  matter,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
their  acts  by  the  Commander  of  the  Dept.  of  Ills.  After  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Stephenson,  the  Board  will  render  an  accounting  to  the  next  National  En- 
campment. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  desires  to  say  to  the  comrades  that  had  com- 
rade Stephenson  devoted  to  his  family  the  time  and  talent  given  to  the  infant 
Grand  Army,  his  widow  might  have  been  possessed  of  enough  of  this  world's 
goods  to  make  this  appeal  unnecessary.  The  benefits  secured  to  the  veteran 
soldier  by  the  existence  of  this  organization,  make  it  the  solemn  duty 
of  this  order  to  make  comfortable  and  free  from  care  the  latter  years  of  the 
widow  of  him  who  first  welded  for  us  the  triple  link,  "Fraternity,  Charity  and 
Loyalty." 

VI.  N.  H.  Powers  Post  No.  iii,  Dept.  Iowa,  having  requested  that  the 
sentence  of  C.  W.  Cressler,  who  was  dishonorably  discharged  by  the  action  of 
a  court-martial,  be  remitted,  and  such  request  having  received  the  approval  of 
the  intermediate  authorities,  the  G>mmander-in-Chief,  by  virtue  of  the  power 
conferred  on  him  by  the  National  Encampment  of  1880,  removes  the  disability 
resting  on  C.  W.  Cressler,  and  authorizes  his  re-muster  in  the  ranks  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

VII.  The  proceedings,  findings  and  sentence  of  a  General  Court  Martial, 
in  the  case  of  John  G.  Hutchinson,  of  Post  3,  Dept.  N.  H.,  G.  A.  R  ,  having 
been  approved  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  the  sentence  will  be  carried  out 

VIII.  The  Commander-in-Chief  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  all  com- 
rades to  the  "Blue  Book,"  to  be  obtained  from  the  Quartermasters,  consulta- 
tion of  which  will  save  a  great  deal  of  labor  to  all  concerned.  Departmental 
and  National  Headquarters  are  asked  for  information  and  decisions,  etc. 
which  can  almost  invariably  be  found  in  the  Blue  Book,  containing  the 
Rules  and  Regulations,  and  opinions  and  decisions  explanatory  of  them.

under  the  law : 

KiNCPiSHBR,  Oklahoma,  Nov.  21, 1801. 
Post  Commander  y  Kingfisher  Post  No,  d,  G,  A.  R.: 

Your  committee  appointed  to  investigate  questions  in  relation  to  the  filing 
of  soldier*s  declatory  statements  ui>on  the  public  lands  by  powers  of  attorney,  respect- 
fully make  the  following  report: 

1.  We  find  that  men  engaged  in  the  business  of  soliciting  powers  of  attorney  for 
this  purpose  are  making  fraudulent  and  misleading  representations  to  our  comrades. 

2.  Scores  of  comrades  have  already  been  induced  to  come  into  this  Territory  by 
these  fraudulent  and  misleading  representations,  expecting  to  immediately  go  upon 
claims  to  find  that  the  lands  in  which  it  has  been  represented  their  claims  are  located 
are  not  yet  subject  to  settlement  and  many  of  them  are  now  Ivere  in  a  destitute 
condition. 

8.  These  self  styled  agente  who  are  engaged  in  this  busmess,  in  many  instances, 
are  neither  financially  or  morally  reliable,  and  they  do  not  hesitate  to  make  fraudulent 
and  misleading  representations  in  order  to  secure  money  from  our  comrades  through- 
out the  country. 

4.  When  these  agents  represent  that  they  have  surveyed  these  lands,  (Cheyenne 
and  Arapahoe  and  other  reservations,)  that  they  have  lists  of  the  lands  subject  to  entry, 
that  they  can  locate  a  soldier  upon  bottom  and  timber  land,  and  guarantee  his  right  to 
the  same  tuid  other  representations  of  similar  import,  they  are  not  telling  the  truth,  and 
they  cannot  do  for  the  soldiers  what  they  claim  they  will  be  able  to  do. 

6.  Prior  settlement  upon  public  land  is  superior  to  a  soldiers  filing  or  a  homestead 
entry,  and  hundreds  of  soldiers  filings  by  agents  will  be  made  upon  lands  either  already 
occupied  by  settlers  or  which  are  worthless  The  receipt  of  the  Receiver  of  a  land 
office  for  a  soldiers  filing  is  no  guaranty  that  the  land  is  not  already  occupied  by  a 
bona  fide  settler,  or  that  it  is  of  any  value,  and  under  the  contract  made  with  their 
agents,  they  are  entitled  to  their  fee  of  $20,  or  more  upon  the  mere  production  of  such 
receipt. 

6.  In  short,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  a  large  majority  of  our  com- 
rades who  make  filings  upon  public  lands  by  agents.will  be  disappointed  and  defrauded. 

7.  For  these  and  many  other  reasons,  we  recommend  that  the  commander  of  this 
Post  issue  a  circular  letter,  and  send  the  same  to  the  National  and  Department  Com- 
manders and  ask  them  to  promulgate  the  substance  of  this  report  to  every  Grand 
Army  Post  in  the  Union,  and  warn  our  comrades  not  to  place  their  interests  and 
money  in  the  hands  of  the  irresponsible  agents  herein  referred  to.

II.  Comrades  :  For  several  years  the  body  of  our  old  Commander  has 
been  allowed  to  remain  in  an  open  city  park  in  a  temporary  shelter.  The 
ashes  of  the  most  illustrious  soldier  of  the  age,  a  twice  chief  magistrate,  a  citi- 
zen who  had  been  exceptionally  honored  throughout  the  entire  civilized  world, 
have  not  yet  received  sepulcher  worthy  of  them.  This  neglect  has  become  a 
standing  reproach  and  is  humiliating  to  every  surviving  comrade. 

The  Grant  Monument  Association  has  recently  been  reorganized  and  en- 
larged by  legislative  enactment,  and  is  determined  that  the  work  shall  be 
pushed  forward  to  successful  completion.  The  amount  still  required  is  about 
1^350,000.  After  mature  reflection  and  careful  consultation  with  a  large  num- 
ber of  surviving  comrades  and  finding  that  the  project  meets  with  general  ap- 
proval, I  cordially  recommend  that  we  accept  the  offer  of  the  Grant  Monu- 
ment Association  and  that  every  soldier  and  sailor  place  his  name  upon  the 
roll.  Let  each  comrade  who  enters  his  name,  contribute  the  sum  of  one  dol- 
lar, and  after  deducting  from  the  amount  received  from  this  source,  the  cost 
of  indexing  and  binding  of  the  collection,  the  remainder  will  be  devoted  to 
the  completion  of  the  tomb. 

These  parchment  rolls  will  be  furnished  to  Posts  through  Department 
Headquarters,  and  when  completed  the  signatures  are  to  be  certified  by  Post 
•Commanders  and  returned  through  Department  Headquarters  tu  Adjutant 
-General  Fred  Phisterer,  Albany,  N.  Y.,  with  the  money  collected  from  the 
-signatures;  let  the  signatures  be  written  with  durable  ink  to  prevent  fading.

General  Orders  1 
No.  II.         / 

I.  At  the  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Encampment  at  Detroit,  Mich.,  the  choice 
of  location*  for  the  Twenty-sixth  National  Encampment  was  between  Lincoln, 
Nebraska,  and  Washington,  D.  C. ;  the  latter  place  was  chosen. 

The  President  of  the  United  States,  in  a  special  message  to  Congress, 
recommended  an  appropriation  for  the  reception  and  entertainment  of  the 
Twenty-sixth  National  Encampment. 

The  Citizens'  Executive  Committee  of  Washington,  D.  C,  having  in 
charge* the  arrangements,  have  already  raised  by  subscription  a  very  handsome 
sum,  and  following  the  example  of  other  cities,  they  made  application  to 
Congress  for  an  appropriation  of  |(ioo,ooo.oo,  from  the  District  fund^  for  the 
purpose  specified  in  the  President's  message. 

The  City  of  Washington  has  no  Mayor,  Board  of  Aldermen,  or  Conunon 
Council.  It  is  governed  by  Congress  solely,  with  three  Commissioners  as  Ex- 
ecutive Officers,  appointed  by  the  President.  Its  taxes  are  paid  directly  into 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States;  not  a  dollar  of  the  same  can  be  used,  for 
any  purpose,  except  when  appropriated  by  Congress. 

Congress,  which  owns  more  than  half  of  the  property  in  the  District, 
passed  a  law  in  1878,  that  all  expenses  should  be  borne  equaUy  by  the  General 
Government  and  the  tax-payers  of  the  District,  and  since  then  such  a  course 
has  been  continuously  pursued,  for  all  Municipal  expenses;  and  therefore  the 
application  to  Congress  by  the  Qtizens'  Conmiittee  tor  the  appropriation. 

It  is  reported  that  certain  Grand  Army  Posts  located  at  Lincoln,  Neb., 
have  sent  to  Congress  protests  against  such  an  appropriation  and,  as  it  is  char- 
itably believed  that  such  Posts  are  unacquainted  with  the  true  management 
of  the  affairs  of  the  District,  the  foregoing  is  published  for  the  information  of 
all  members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

II.  Comrades  who  have  attended  National  Encampments,  will  no  doubt 
remember  the  trouble  and  annoyance  experienced  by  those  who  had  baggage 
which  could  not  be  carried  by  hand,  and  which  was  therefore  checked  and  to 
be  delivered  or  called  for  at  the  place  of  destination.  It  is  reported  that  in 
one  place,  after  a  number  of  years,  there  are  still  pieces  of  baggage  there 
unclaimed.  It  is  suggested,  to  avoid  all  trouble,  annoyance  and  possible  loss, 
that  comrades  who  will  visit  the  next  National  Encampment  take  with  them 
only  what  is  necessary  and  that  in  a  portable  shape. 

III.  Article  15,  chapter  5,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  was  amended 
by  the  Twenty-fifth  National  Encampment  to  read  *niie  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions, and  the  Ritual  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  shall  only  be  altered 
or  amended  by  the  National  Encampment,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  at  a  regular  meeting  thereof,  provided  that  such  amendments 
have  been  approved  and  are  presented  by  a  Department  Encampment,  and 
notice  thereof  has  been  given  by  the  Adjutant  General  at  least  thirty  dajrs  be- 
fore the  assembling  of  the  National  Encampment.     ****** 

To  enable  the  Adjutant  General  to  give  the  thirty  days  notice  to  the  De- 
partments, amendments  approved  by  Department  Encampments  should  be 
forwarded  to  him  before  July  31st  next

General  Orders'! 
No.  12.  / 

I.  The  parade  of  the  26th  National  Encampment  prombes^to  surpass  io 
magnitude  and  magnificence  all  its  predecessors.  In  view  of  this  and  of  the 
time  that  will  necessarily  be  consumed  in  passing  in  review,  the  Commander* 
in-Chief  has  decided  that  no  other  than  Grand  Army  organizations  will  ht 
permitted  in  the  line.  Department  Commanders  will  take  note  of  this  in 
forming  their  commands. 

II.  A  gun  will  be  fired  at  9  o'clock  A.  M.  sharp,  which  will  be  the  signal  fot 
the  several  Commands  to  assemble.  The  second  gun  will  be  fired  at  half-past 
9  o'clock,  which  will  be  the  signal  for  the  head  of  the  column  to  move,  and 
Department  Commanders  will  be  required  to  have  their  commands  ready 
to  wheel  into  line  at  that  time. 

Any  Department  not  ready  to  move  into  the  column  at  the  propel 
time  will  lose  its  position  in  line.  Aides-de-Camp  will  be  instructed  to  allow  nc 
break,  and  to  bring  into  line  the  Departments  that  are  ready. 

III.  Orders  containing  the  formation,  etc.,  will  be  published  and  fur* 
nished  to  Department  Conmianders  later. 

The  line  of  march  will  be  on  Pennsylvania  Avei^ue.  from  the  Capitol 
Grounds  to  Washington  Circle.  Length  of  march,  two  miles.  Each  organi* 
zation  will  pass  over  the  above  route  in  about  one  hour. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  has  decided  for  several  reasons,  that  the  parade 
shall  be  in  double  column;  the  principal  reason  being,  that  hundreds  of  com- 
rades have  heretofore  refrained  from  joining  in  the  march  on  account  of  iti 
great  length,  the  fatigue  of  waiting  in  side  streets  before  moving,  and  the 
lateness  of  the  hour  when  the  last  of  the  column  would  pass  the  reviewing 
stand.  The  march  on  this  occasion  will  be  over  perfectly  level  streets,  paved 
with  asphalt,  and  the  double  column  formation  will  reduce  the  length  of  the 
parade  and  time  of  waiting,  so  as  to  make  it  a  pleasure  rather  than  a  tax  to 
every  comrade  who  participates  in  it. 

IV.  Depsurtment  Commanders  will  meet  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  the 
parlors  of  the  "Ebbitt,"  at  2  P.  M.,  on  Monday,  September  19,  for  consultation 
and  orders.  The  Commander-in-Chief  cannot  urge  too  strongly  upon  comradei 
the  absolute  necessity  of  promptness  in  att  ending  this  meeting,  so  that  each 
Department  Commander  may  thoroughly  un  ierstand  the  details  for  the  parade 
and  review. 

V.  The  Council  of  Administration  will  meet  in  the  parlors  of  the 
^'Ebbitt  House,"  promptly  at  7  p.  M.»  Monday,  September  19th. 
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VI.  The  *' Aides"  will  reqiiire  some  time  in  selecting  horses  and  must 
meet  at  the  *'Ebbitt"  in  time  to  mount  and  be  ready  to  start  at  9  o'clock  A.  M. 
September  20th. 

VII.  The  26th  National  Encampment  will  convene  Wednesday,  Septem- 
ber 21,  at  10  A.  M.  sharp,  at  Albaoghs  Opera  House,  city  of  Washington,  D.  C, 

or  the  transaction  of  business. 

VIII.  Comrade  P.  J.  O'Connor,  Aide-de-Camp  to  the  Conunander-in- 
Chief,  is  detailed  for  special  duty  as  Acting  Assistant  Quartermaster  General, 
in  charge  of  Headquarters  transportation. 

IX.  The  25th  National  Encampment  somewhat  indefinitely  endorsed  a 
scheme  for  the  erection  of  a  monument  conmiemorating  the  emancipation. 
No  statistics  or  prospectus  whatever  in  connection  therewith  have  been  fur- 
nished these  Headquarters,  and  as  complaints  have  been  made  and  doubts  have 
arisen,  the  Conmiander-in-Chief  advises  and  directs  that  no  further  subscrip- 
tions be  made  for  this  purpose  until  such  evidence  is  furnished  as  will  remove 
all  doubt  concerning  the  character  and  purpose  of  those  in  charge  of  this 
worthy  object,  and  that  all  Posts  having  given  money  for  this  purpose  will  report 
the  amount  to  these  Headqusurters. 

X.  A  political  campaign  badge  has  been  placed  upon  sale,  an  exact 
fac  simile  of  the  insignia  of  our  order,  except  that  the  photograph  of  the  can- 
didate is  inserted  in  the  centre.  The  Conmiander-in-Chief  not  only  urges 
every  comrade  not  to  disgrace  the  order  by  placiug  this  thin§p  upon  his  breast, 
but  that  he  will  appeal  to  every  man  who  wears  one  to  take  it  off  and  not  dis- 
grace an  insignia  of  loyalty  which  is  dear  to  every  Union  soldier  regardless  of 
party. 

XI.  It  is  announced  that  the  resolutions  passed  by  Department  Encamp- 
ments, looking  toward  amendments  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  have  been 
mailed  to  the  members  of  the  26th  National  Encampment  as  prescribed  by  law. 

Since  then,  however,  the  following  has  been  received  from  the  Depart- 
ment of

'That  Congress  be  petitioned  to  provide  an  adequate  penalty  for  the  viola- 
tion of  the  law  now  on  the  statute  books,  relative  to  the  appointment,  employ- 
ment and  retention  in  the  public  service  of  the  United  States  of  the  veterans 
of  the  Union  Army  and  Navy  in  the  late  war  for  the  suppression  of  the 
RebeUion."

II.  Special  attention  is  called  to  the  notes  in  the  circular  on  pages  5  and  6. 
The  wheel  from  Pennsylvania  avenue  into  Fifteenth  street  will  be  a  right 

wheel,  made  on  the  right  guide  of  the  right  platoon  of  each  line,  who  will  and 
must  take  a  step  of  nine  inches  during  the  wheeL  The  wheel  fi-om  Fifteenth 
street  into  Pennsylvania  avenue  will  be  a  left  wheel,  ^nade  on  the  left  guide  o  f 
the  left  platoon  of  each  line,  who  will  and  must  take  a  step  of  nine  inches 
during  tne  wheel.  Commanders  of  Posts  and  platoons  must  give  special 
attention  to  those  two  wheels,  so  that  there  will  be  no  delay. 

Bands  and  Drum  Corps  must  be  required  to  regulate  their  play  and  steps 
on  those  preceding  them,  and  no  fancy  evolutions  on  their  part  should  be 
permitted.    The  step  must  be  quick  time,  110  to  the  minute. 

The  distances  prescribed  must  be  maintained,  and  the  column  kept  well 
closed  up.    No  breaks  should  occur;   no  delays  should  be  permitted.

The  Members  of  the  Encampment  Assembled  in 
ToMLiNSON  Hall,  at  11  o'clock  a.   m. 

The  Encampment  was  opened  in  due  form. 

The  Chaplain-in-Chief  invoked  the  Divine  blessing  in  the 
following  terms:  Oh,  Thou  Great  Commander  of  us  all,  we 
pause  in  the  busy  activities  of  this  encampment  that  we  may 
adore  Thee  and  invoke  Thy  benediction  upon  us.  Hear  us  as 
we  lift  our  hearts  to  Thee  in  gratitude  for  the  way  in  which 
Thou  hast  led  us,  not  only  as  a  nation  but  as  an  encampment, 
and  as  an  order  and  as  individuals.  It  was  Thy  hand  that 
led  us  out  from  the  stern  conflict  into  these  glorious  times  of 
peace  and  prosperity.  We  thank  Thee  for  our  lives  and  for 
the  many  tokens  we  have  of  Thy  favor  and  of  Thy  providence. 
Make  us  to  be  worthy  of  these  and  gratefully  to  make  return 
to  Thee.  Let  Thy  special  benediction  rest  upon  our  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, who,  during  this  past  year  has  labored  so 
faithfully  and  zealously  and  unselfishly  for  the  good  of  our 
order.  Give  him  the  proud  satisfaction  of  duty  well  per- 
formed. And  now  at  this  encampment  we  come,  laying  at 
Thy  feet  the  toil  and  the  effort  of  the  year.      Accept  of  it  and 
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bless  it  not  only  to  the  good  of  our  order,  not  only  to  the  good 
of  us  as  individuals,  but  to  the  good  of  all  our  comrades  and 
the  nation. 

Remember  us  graciously  in  this  encampment.  We  pray 
that  Thou  wouldst  inspire  all  of  our  deliberations,  and  that 
Thou  wilt  lead  us  in  the  ways  that  are  wise  and  best;  and  in 
all  of  our  generous  rivalry  and  our  zeal  for  individuals  and  for 
measures,  may  we  remember  the  great  principles  of  fraternity 
and  charity  which  lie  at  the  foundation  of  our  order. 

We  graciously  commend  to  Thee,  Heavenly  Father,  those 
who  suffer  from  the  war,  those  who  are  crippled,  those  who 
are  diseased  and  are  going  wearily  down  the  decline  of  life. 
Walk  Thou  with  them,  we  beseech  Thee,  and  cheer  them  at 
every  step.  Remember  the  widows  whose  lives  have  been 
made  sad  and  dark  these  many  years  by  the  heroism  of  their 
husbands.  Remember  the  mothers  whose  tears  yet  flow  for 
boys  who  never  returned.  Remember  the  children  whose 
youthful  steps  have  missed  the  guiding  hand  of  father.  And 
so  we  commend  all  to  Thee,  our  comrades  and  our  country. 
May  our  interests  be  dear  to  Thee  until  in  Thy  wisdom  it  shall 
be  best  to  take  us  from  this  into  the  eternal  experience;  then 
grant  us  all  to  have  triumph  grander  and  greater  ihan  we  ever 
achieved  in  this  life,  and  the  glory  and  the  honor  of  all  will 
we  give  unto  Thee  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  Amen. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  invited  the  Past  Commanders-in- 
Chief  and  all  others  who  were  members  of  the  convention  held 
in  Indianapolis  in  1866  for  the  purpose  of  forming  the  National 
organization  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  to  take  seats 
on  the  platform. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  read  the  following  telegram  re- 
ceived by  him  last  evening. 

WASHiNfiTON,  D.  C,  September  5th,  1893, 
A.   G.  Weissert,   Commander-in-Chief: 

Verbal  instructions  given  today  by  Lochren,  through  heads  of 
division,  to  discontinue  reference  of  cases  under  June  act,  to  Board  of  Re- 
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vision,  unless /r/wr7y/7«7V  evidence  of  fraud  shown.  Completed  cases  sub- 
mitted direct  to  Board  of  Reveiw.  Medical  referee  instructed  to  consider 
disabilities  cumulative  as  under  former  administration.  In  cases  where 
pensioner  has  reached  age  of  75.  his  rate  shall  be  undisturbed  if  he  is 
receiving  maximum;  if  not,  a  pensioner  shall  receive  maximum  for  senility 
alone,  if  no  special  disabilities  are  shown.  A  direct  acknowledgment  of 
correctness  of  rulings  of  last  administration. 

Comrade  Palmer  of  New  York:     I  wanted  to  ask  who  sends 
the  telegram  ? 

The  Commander-in-Chief:      It   comes   from   a   responsible 
person  whose  name  I  am  not  permitted  to  divulge. 

The  roll  of  the  officers  of  the  encampment  w-as  then  called. 
All  the  officicers  were  present  except  the  Surgeon-General. 

The    Committee    on    Credentials    submitted    the  following 
report : 

Your  Committee  on  Credentials  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  care- 
fully examined  the  credentials  from  the  various  departments  and  present 
the  accompanying  list  as  the  roll  of  this  encampment. 
The  whole  number  of  members  of  the  encampment  present  is  763. 
We  regret  to  say  that  many  of  the  Assistant  Adjutants-General,  who  were 
ordered  to  report  to  the  Adjutant-General  and  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
on  Tuesday  evening,  September  5th.  failed  to  do  so,  although  we  remained 
on  duty  until  nearly  midnight  and  reassembled  this  morning  at  8. 30  o'clock. 
We  would  urge  upon  these  officers  to  be  more  prompt  in  the  future  in  mak- 
ing their  reports,  in  order  that  the  Committee  on  Credentials  may  be  able 
to  finish  its  work  and  have  it  submitted  to  the  encampment  in  due  seastjn.

A  comrade  said  he  would  like  to  know  what  the  late  com- 
missioner of  pensions,  Hon.  Green  B.  Raum,  who  was  upon 
the  platform,  thought  about  the  order  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  on  the  subject  of  pensions. 

Gen.  Raum  said:  During  the  continuance  of  your  session 
it  would  be  out  of  place  for  me  to  address  you  upon  the  gen- 
eral topic  of  the  conduct  of  the  pension  office.  If  I  can  have 
an  opportunity  at  some  hour  which  will  not  interfere  with 
your  deliberations  it  will  afford  me  great  pleasure  to  do  so. 

I  am  certainly  gratified  to  see  that  the  present  administra- 
tion of  that  office  has  awakened  to  the  fact  that  the  course

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which  has  recently  been  pursued,  does  not  meet  with  the 
approbation  of  the  great  body  of  the  American  people. 
[Applause.] 

It  is  needless  for  me  to  say  to  you,  comrades,  that  while  I 
was  commissioner  of  pensions  I  endeavored  to  perform  the 
duties  of  that  office  to  the  best  of  my  skill  and  understanding. 
It  is  needless  also  for  me  to  say  that  everything  that  was 
done  by  the  commissioner  of  pensions  during  those  four 
years  was  endorsed  not  only  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
but  by  Benjamin  Harrison,  President  of  the  United  States. 
[Applause.] 

When  the  Act  of  June  27,  1890,  was  passed,  it  was  taken 
under  consideration  at  the  office  and  was  considered  for  two 
months  before  regulations  in  regard  to  proofs  were  adopted, 
and  two  months  and  a  half  before  the  regulations  fixing  the 
rating  of  pensions  allowed  were  adopted. 

I  undertake  to  say  to  you  to-day  that  the  Order  164  which 
was  revoked  by  the  Hon,  Hoke  Smith  of  Georgia,  will  stand 
the  test  of  time,  and  if  this  administration  returns  to  the 
practices  of  the  last,  it  will  be  wise  for  them  to  revoke  the  order 
of  revokation  and  restore  Order  164.  [Applause.]  In  addition 
to  that  they  will  dissolve  this  new  board  of  revision  and  send 
them  back  to  the  various  divisions  and  board  of  review  with 
instructions  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  respective  posi- 
tions there. 

I  do  not  want  to  enter  upon  a  speech,  but  I  do  want  to 
talk  to  you  before  this  great  assembly  dissolves,  and  give 
you  my  full  views  upon  this  subject;  and  if  you  will  mention 
a  time  and  a  place  I  will  take  great  pleasure  in  doing  that, 
with  the  figures  and  papers  before  me,  which  1  have  not  this 
morning.

ADDRESS 

OF

Commander-in-Chief  A.  G.  Weissert. 


Comrades  and  Shipmates: 

For  the  third  time  we  assemble  in  the  patriotic  metropolis 
of  Indiana,  where  nearly  a  generation  ago,  the  National 
organization  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  had  its  birth. 

Time  has  dealt  gently  with  us.  Since  then  nearly  a  million 
of  our  comrades  have  left  the  shores  of  time,  and  pitched 
their  tents  on  eternity's  camping  ground. 

Our  organization,  then  crude  and  consisting  of  but  few 
comrades,  without  a  fundamental  law  for  its  government  or 
preservation,  has  developed  into  tremendous  proportions, 
consisting  to-day  of  nearly  half  a  million  veteran  soldiers, 
and  commanding  the  respect  not  only  of  ours,  but  of  all  civil- 
ized nations. 

As  individuals  we  are  physically  not  so  strong;  the  form  is 
not  so  erect,  neither  is  the  step  so  quick  or  steady,  nor  the 
eye  so  bright,  but  the  same  old-time  devotion  to  our  country 
and  its  defenders,  remains;  yea,  it  is  intensified  by  the  lapse 
of  years,  and  to-day  you  are  here  in  God's  own  sun-light,  with 
representatives  from  nearly  every  battle-field  of  that  mighty 
civil  contest,  to  be  counted  for  liberty  and  nationality  as  you 
were  in  the  heroic  days  when  history  was  being  written  with 
the  sabre  and  the  bayonet. 

We  have  assembled  for  the  transaction  of  the  necessary 
business  devolving  upon  the  National  encampment,  with 
special  reference  to  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
organization  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  membership  of  this 
encampment  is  the  largest  since  its  organization.      One  thou- 
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sand  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  comrades  are  entitled  to 
seats  in  this  body,  and  they  are  the  legitimate  representatives 
of  the  more  than  two  million  soldiers,  who  from  1861  to  1865, 
inspired  by  love  of  country  and  incited  by  **  Storied  Sumpter's 
Cannon,'*  resented  the  attacks  of  traitors,  until  the  armies  of 
rebellion  surrendered  to  the  victorious  legions  of  the  union, 
who  bore  aloft  the  unsullied  flag  of  our  nation,  Jlien  for  the 
first  time  floating  **0'er  the  land  of  the  free." 

During  the  year  we  have  been  called  upon  to  mourn  the 
loss  of  two  of  our  illustrious  comrades,  who  have  been  called 
by  death  from  our  ranks:  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  of  Ohio, 
ex-President  of  the  United  States,  who  served  through  the 
entire  war,  and  Benjamin  F.  Butler,  of  Massachusetts,  who 
was  the  first  Major-General  of  volunteers  commissioned  by 
President  Lincoln. 

These  distinguished  comrades  were  loyal  to  the  order  from 
its  inception  to  the  time  of  their  death.  Both  were  with  us 
at  the  last  National  encampment.  Their  presence  at  our 
annual  gatherings  will  be  greatly  missed.  Let  us  at  all  times 
emulate  their  virtues. 

While  our  le  iders  are  fast  passing  away,  there  has  been  an 
unusually  large  death  loss  amongst  the  rank  and  file  of  those 
who  carried  the  gun  and  knapsack  during  the  late  war,  and 
Post  charters  throughout  the  Order  have  been  repeatedly 
draped  with  the  insignia  of  mourning. 

The  loss  by  death  in  the  (jrand  Army  of  the  Republic  dur- 
ing the  past  year  is  seven  thousand  and  two.  This  is  in 
excesis  of  any  previous  annual  mortuary  returns.  Add  to 
these  figures  the  esiimatetl  loss  among  veterans  not  members 
of  the  Order,  amounting  l)y  a  conservative  estimate  to  seven 
thousand  five  hundred,  we  have  a  total  loss  by  death  among 
the  Union  veterans  of  fourteen  thousand  five  hundred. 

It  is  sad  to  contemplate  tlicse  losses,  but  the  age  of  our 
membership  is  such  as  warrants  the  statement  that  from  this 
time   on  we  may  expect  the   death    rate  to   increase  in  a  geo- 
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metrical  ratio  amongst  the  membership  of  our  organization. 
It  is  marvelous  that  it  has  not  been  greater  heretofore,  con- 
sidering the  hardships  and  sufferings  incident  to  war,  and  the 
disabilities  arising  therefrom. 

I  have  visited  thirty-seven  of  the  forty-five  Departments  in 
the  interests  of  the  Order,  and  forty-one  states  and  territories. 
Some  of  these  were  visited  more  than  once.  On  account  of 
the  great  distances  intervening,  and  dates  for  holding  the 
encampments  being  the  same,  it  was  impossible  to  be  pres- 
ent at  all  the  Department  encampments.  I  was  enabled, 
however,  to  attend  eighteen  of  them  and  traveled  over 
forty-eight  thousand  miles.  I  visited  all  the  southern 
Departments  excepting  two,  and  found  in  every  instance 
that  the  comrades  there  were  thoroughly  loyal  to  the 
Order,  careful  to  observe  the  rules  and  regulations  and 
manifesting  an  enthusiastic  comradeship  second  to  none  in 
the  organization.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  in  the  Departments 
of  the  South  and  far  West  large  accessions  to  the  Order  will 
undoubtedly  be  made  in  the  future.  As  age  advances,  the 
comrades  who  cannot  endure  the  rigors  of  a  northern  climate 
seek  the  milder  climate  of  the  Southern  and  Pacific  states, 
and    almost    invariably   associate    themselves   with    Posts   in 

those  Departments. 

Membership. 
In  the  returns  for  December,  1892,  there  was  an  increase 

of  three  thotisand  over  the  June  previous  in  good  standing, 

and  a  larger  increase  was  confidently  looked  for  in  June,  1893, 

but  the  desired  result  was  not  obtained. 

After  most  earnest  efforts  made  by  headquarters  to  increase 

the  membership  in  good  standing,  a  loss  from  June,  1892,  of 

over  two  thousand  must  be  reported.     The  determination  to 

weed    01:     I'i      nin).vi     vv     ho     are,     practicaly,      adead 

weight  to  the  Order,  together  with  the  pressure  in  financial 

matters    throughout    the    country,    is,    from   official    reports, 

largely  the  cause. 
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I  am  pleased,  however,  to  be  able  to  report  the  delinquent 
list,  for  the  same  period,  reduced  by  almost  four  thousand. 

The  total  membership  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
is  443,554,  of  which  397,223  are  in  good  standing,  suspended 
41,661,  by  delinquent  reports  4,670.  The  gain  by  muster 
during  the  past  year  is  24,954.  Many  of  the  delinquent  Posts 
have  reported  since  the  department  returns  were  received  at 
National  Headquarters,  and  suspended  members  are  con- 
stantly being  re-instated. 

From  information  received  up  to  this  time  there  have  been 
organized  since  the  first  of  July  last  many  new  Posts. 
Reports  from  all  quarters  indicate  that  recruiting  is  going  on 
throughout  the  order. 

Every  Department  has  made  its  returns  for  both  terms. 
The  consolidated  returns  show  the  exact  numerical  strength 
of  the  Order. 

Harmony  and  good  feeling  exist.  The  sentiment  prevails 
universally  that  there  was  never  a  time  when  comrades 
should  stand  more  closely  together  in  defense  of  the  great 
principles  of  our  Order  than  now. 

The  G.  a.  R.  in  Distant  Lands. 

There  are  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  five  Posts  of  this 
Order.  One  at  each  of  the  following  places:  London,  Ham- 
ilton and  Montreal,  all  attached  to  the  Department  of  New 
York;  and  East  Toronto,  attached  to  the  Department  of 
Vermont,  and  one  at  Winnipeg,  attached  to  the  Department 
of  Pennsylvania. 

A  Post  is  located  in  each  of  the  following  cities:  City  of 
Mexico,  Republic  of  Mexico,  attached  to  the  Department  of 
Tennessee;  and  Honolulu,  Hawaiian  Islands,  attached  to  the 
Department  of  California. 

Some  weeks  ago  I  received  an  application  for  a  charter  for 
a  Post  at  the  city  of  Lima,  Republic  of  Peru,  South  America. 
The  application  was   signed   by   twenty-four  veterans   of  the 
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late  war  and  was  duly  referred  to  the  Department  of  Cali- 
fornia, with  instructions  to  organize  the  same  at  once,  and  so 
soon  as  organized  report  to  that  Department. 

All  these  Posts,  with  the  one  located  at  Juneau,  Alaska, 
are  in  a  prosperous  condition;  the  members  are  devoted  to 
the  Order,  faithfully  carry  out  its  principles  and  enthusias- 
tically observe  Memorial  Day. 

Finances, 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the 
Quartermaster-General,  which  concisely  sets  forth  the  condi- 
tion of  our  finances.  It  should  be  stated  that  there  was  paid 
during  the  past  year  {^5, 420.97  of  previous  administration 
obligations,  and  the  amount  of  money  to  be  turned  over 
to  my  successor  will  be  somewhat  more  than  was  on  hand 
at  the  last  report. 

There  is  also  a  larger  amount  of  supplies  on  hand.  AU 
bills  presented  to  the  Quartermaster-General  have  been  paid. 
A  contract  has  been  entered  into  with  responsible  parties  to 
print  ten  thousand  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Encampment, 
which  shall  be  equal  in  mechanical  execution  and  style  to 
any  Encampment  Journal  heretofore  issued.  The  contract 
price  is  $1,035.      This  does  not  include  engravings. 

There  are  more  Posts  throughout  the  Order  owning  their 
halls  and  eiiuipments,  with  a  larger  amount  of  money  invested 
in  Post  property,  and  a  greater  sum  in  the  hands  of  Post 
Quartermasters  than  ever  before. 

I  respectfully  urge  the  strictest  economy  in  the  expendi- 
tures of  the  Order,  The  reports  of  the  staff  are  all  herewith 
submitted  in  print.

1178,845.52  was  disbursed  by  the  various  Posts.  This 
amount,  of  course,  represents  only  the  reported  relief,  which 
I  am  convinced  covers  but  a  fraction  of  the  aid  contributed 
in  this  direction^ 

WoNfAx*s  Relief  Corps. 

I  would  not  do  justice  to  the  recognized  auxilliary  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  did  I  fail  to  give  due  credit  to 
it  for  the  work  done  by  the  noble,  self-sacrificing  efforts  of 
the  Womans*  Relief  Corps.  On  all  occasions,  under  all  cir- 
cumstances, they  have  assisted  Posts  everywhere  in  our  land, 
and  many  Posts  to-day  owe  their  continued  existence  to  their 
efforts.  Especially  have  they  been  helpful  on  Memorial  Day 
and  it  is  with  their  hands  that  most  of  the  graves  of  our  com- 
rades are  so  lovingly  and  tenderly  strewn  with  flowers. 

The  W.  R.  C.  outside  its  own  personal  work,  have  largely 
taken  from  us  the  necessity  of  providing  means  for  assisting 
the  needy  of  our  organization,  and  while  the  amount  ex- 
pended by  the  G.  A.  R.  in  relief  is  less  than  some  3'ears  ago, 
the  cause  for  this  may  be  attributed  to  the  loyal  efforts  and 
assistance  of  these  noble  women. 

The  W.  R.  C.  have  distributed  for  the  relief  of  comrades, 
the  families  of  destitute  comrades,  and  the  widows  and 
orphans  the  sum  of  $58,620.37;  amount  turned  over  to  Posts 
during  year  $34,406. 39;  amount  for  Memorial  Day  $14,331  36; 
making  a  total  amoujit  expended  for  relief  since  organization 
of  $842,929. 99.  A  monument  of  which  they  may  be  proud. 
They  have  a  total  membership  of  134,386,  an  increase  over 
last  year  of  over  4,300.  I  bespeak  for  the  \V.  R.  C.  the  con- 
tinued encouragement  of  our  Order. 

The  organization  denominated  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R., 
I  am  informed,  has  also  done  j;()()d  service*  in  this  direction. 
Not  having  received  ofiicial  information,  I  am  nnabi*.'  to  ^ive 
statistics. 

For  the  good  women  who  nrv  doin^  so  much,  I  am  sure 
our  membership  has  only  the  kindliest  feelin<rs  and  fully  ap- 


pieciaCe   the  assistance  rendered  by  all  societies  that  aim  to 
relieve  the  veteran  and  his  needy  widow  and  orphan. 

The  Sons  of  Veterans  as  an  organization  are  flourishing  and 
deserve  the  encouragement  o£  our  Order, 

Decohatin<;  Union  Graves  in  the  South. 

Heretofore  it  has  been  the  practice  of  a  few  Posts  in  the 
South  to  appeal  to  Posts  in  the  North  for  contributions  for 
the  purpose  of  decorating  the  graves  of  comrades  who  are 
buried  in  southern  cemeteries. 

The  Post  first  sending  out  its  appeal  invariably  received  a 
large  sum  of  money.     The  others  received  little  or  nothing. 

The  result  was  that  the  money  thus  gathered  went  to  but 
one  or  two  localities,  the  graves  at  those  places  were  properly 
cared  for,  wliile  the  largest  number  were  left  unnoticed,  unless 
attended  to  by  individual  efforts  of  Posts  near  National  Ceme- 
teries, and  in  such  cases  it  was  a  larger  burden  than  tliey 
should  bear. 

Karly  during  this  administration,  and  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Council  of  Administration,  1  presented  this  matter, 
and  after  a  full  discussion  the  Commander-in-Chief  was 
instructed  to  take  charge  of  the  business.  Orders  were  issued 
setting  forth  the  action  of  the  Council  of  Administration  and 
directing  those  desiring  to  contribute  funds  for  this  purpose 
to  send  the  same  to  the  Quartermaster-General.  That  officer 
was  instructed  to  purchase  flags,  and  on  requisition  duly 
niade  by  Posts  in  the  vicinity  of  imion  graves,  endorsed  by 
the  Departinent  Commander  and  Commander-in-Chief  there 
were  issued  and  forwariled  to  such  Posts  the  number  of  flags 
recjuired.  For  this  purpose  many  thousand  American  flags 
were  used,  livery  reipiisition  was  promptly  filled,  and  so  far 
as  1  have  learueil.  all  union  graves  in  the  Soutli  were  this 
ye:ir  decorated.  Some  of  the  cemeteries  have  never  liad 
lliiK^  sent  them  and  had  no  exercises  until  this  year. 
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There  has  thus  been  created  a  fund  for  this  special  pur- 
pose,  and  there  remains  in  the  same  over  and  above  all 
expenditures  for  flags,  expressage,  etc.,   the  sum  of  $714.95. 

By  adopting  this  course  the  whole  sum  contributed  goes 
into  the  hands  of  a  national  officer.  It  was  properly  ac- 
counted for;  flags  were  purchased  more  cheaply  on  account 
of  the  large  number  ordered;  and,  still  better,  all  the  graves 
were  cared  for  instead  of  comparatively  very  few,  and  the 
surplus  remains  at  the  disposal  of  the  Order  to  be  used  solely 
for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  contributed.  If  there  be  a 
sufficient  accumulation  in  this  fund  it  will  not  be  necessary  to 
ask  lor  contributions  yearly. 

There  was  no  money  for  this  purpose  in  the  hands  of  the 
Quartermaster-General  until  the  present,  and  it  was  believed 
but  just  to  all,  and  it  is  keenly  appreciated  by  those  localities 
in  the  South  which  have  heretofore  been  neglected. 

During  my  travels  in  the  South  I  visited  a  number  of  national 
and  other  cemeteries  and  conferred  with  many  officers  of  the 
Order,  and  am  convinced  by  following  this  course  much  time, 
labor,  annoyance  and  money  will  be  saved,  and  general  satis- 
faction given.  It  is,  therefore,  recommended  that  in  the 
future  this  course  be  pursued,  and  that  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions be  so  amended  as  to  prohibit  any  Post,  Department  or 
comrade  asking  for  aid  for  this  purpose  except  as  herein 
indicated. 

GOVERN-M  F  NT    A  J'POl  N  I'M  t  MS. 

I  invite  your  careful  perusal  of  the  report  of  the  Committee 
ou  Legislation,  which  has  labored  faithfully  in  the  interest  of 
the  organization,  and  while  not  successful  in  accomplishing 
all  they  had  hoped,  they  have  confidence  in  the  future. 

By  Sec.  1755,  Revised  Statutes  of  the  U.  S.,  Congress 
recommended  those  honorably  discharged  by  reason  of 
expiration  of  their  terms  oi  service  or  tlie  close  of  the  war,  to 
the  business  men  and  firms  of  the  cuuntrv,  for  lucrative 
employment,  and   Sec.   1754    provided    that  those   discharj^ed 
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from  the  military  or  naval  service  by  reason  of  wounds  or 
sickness  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty,  should  have  preference 
in  appointments  to  public  ofBce. 

To  you,  comrades,  who  have  observed  the  events  of  the 
past  few  months,  these  citations  will  appear  farcical  when 
considered  in  connection  with  the  numerous  discharges  from 
government  positions  of  veterans  who  have  been  experts  in 
the  positions  filled  by  them,  and  in  which  they  were  held  in 
great  esteem  by  those  then  in  authority.  Every  one  came 
strictly  within  the  provisions  of  this  statute,  but  the  statute 
had  no  effect  whatever;  even  in  cases  where  attention  was 
specially  directed  to  it,  it  was  not  respected.  The  veterans 
were  compelled  to  vacate ;  their  honorable  service,  efficiency 
or  character  had  no  weight,  nor  did  the  laws  which  have 
been  cited  above. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  committee  to  secure  legislation 
which  will  insure  pifeference  to  veterans  in  appointments  to 
office  or  employment,  and  retention  ill  the  public  service  if 
they  be  qualified  for  tlie  place,  in  accordance  with  the  spirit 
of  the  statutes. 

Pensions. 

Pensions  are  paid  by  all  civilized  nations,  and  are  the 
natural  results  of  war.  They  are  recognized  in  this 
country  by  enactment  of  law,  and  they  are  granted  under 
law  on  complying  with  certain  requirements,  and  when 
the  requirements  have  been  faithfully  complied  with,  and 
the  pension  certificate  issued,  it  was  supposed  and  justly 
believed  that  was  final,  and  that  the  pensioner  was  not 
subject  to  the  whi.ms'or  caprice  of  officials.  Recently,  how- 
ever, we  find  scores  of  worthy  veterans,  some  above  the  age 
of  three  score  and  ten,  yes,  four  score  years;  many  suffering 
from  wounds  received  on  the  battle-field,  or  disease  incurred 
while  in  the  service  of  their  country,  or  other  disabilities  which 
are  covered  by  law,  cut  off  from  the  pension  roll  without  first 
making  proper  investigation. 


L. 
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By  a  very  large  majority  the  51st  Congress  passed  what  is 
known  as  the  disability  bill,  which  was  supplementary  to 
previous  enactments  of  a  similar  nature.  The  vote  was  one 
which  convinced  everyone  that  the  country  wanted  the  bill  to 
become  a  law.  It  received  the  signature  of  the  President  and 
became  a  law  on  the  27th  day  of  June,  1890.  The  law  was 
considered  a  wise  one  and  has  given  general  satisfaction. 

As  you  are  aware,  during  the  past  three  years  some  of  those 
who  were  not  the  friends  of  our  country  during  that  mighty 
contest  from  1861  to  1865,  have  taken  every  means  within  their 
power-to  create  st  public  sentiment  against  pension  laws  and 
pensioners.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  state  that  many  of  those 
who  were  and  still  are  the  most  bitter  in  their  denunciations 
and  abuse,  do  not  confine  themselves  to  facts,  and  most  of 
them  were  not  in  the  army  on  either  side. 

Unwarranted  statements  are  made  against  the  pension  roll. 
No  facts  are  advanced  to  substantiate  the  statements  made, 
and  more  recently  we  learn  that  thousands  of  worthy  soldiers, 
who  at  large  expense  have  proved  their  cases  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  pension  bureau,  have  had  their  pensions  stopped 
upon  one  pretext  or  another,  notwitstanding  they  are  placed 
upon  the  pension  roll  after  a  prolonged  and  most  critical 
examination  and  investigation,  often  extending  through  many 
years. 

The  pension  laws  of  our  country  affect  the  interests  of  vet- 
erans of  various  wars,  but  somehow,  this  indiscriminate 
taking  away  of  pensions  affects  only  those  who  served  in  the 
war  against  treason  and  rebellion. 

The  Mexican  war  culminated  in  extending  the  area  of 
human  slavery.  Thousands  of  those  whose  names  are  on  the 
roll  as  pensioners  of  that  war  never  reached  the  seat  of  war, 
to  say  nothing  about  non-participation  in  battles.  Still,  a 
liberal  pension  has  been  granted  to  those  who  enlisted  in 
that  war,  irrespective  of  disabilities  in  any  form  or  regard 
for  length  of  service,  or   the   financial   circumstances  of   the 
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applicant.  Not  a  word  is  said  against  this  class  of  pen- 
sioners, and  every  one  who  enlisted  in  that  war  arid  served 
thirty  days  is  pensionable. 

In  the  late  waj  against  treason  and  rebellion,  \yhich 
required  the  services  of  many  of  the  veterans  for  more  than 
four  years,  and  which  was  waged  to  maintain  the  integrity  of 
our  country,  and  retain  it  on  the  map  of  the  world,  and  keep 
our  flag  from  stain  and  dishonor,  and  to  secure  equal  rights 
and  justice  to  all  men;  and  which  made  our  currency  good 
and  our  bonds  worth  in  gold  more  than  their  face  value;  these 
men  are  abused  and  traduced  as  soldiers  of  no  othefr  war 
have  ever  been. 

The  disability  measure  of  1890,  was  essentiall}'  a'G.  A.  R. 
measure  and  was  enacted  into  law  in  place  of  the  '*  Service  ** 
or  the  '*per  diem"  bills,  and  the  dependent  pension  bill 
passed  by  the  Senate,  because  we  favored  this  as  more  nearly 
a  just  law  than  the  more  liberal  ones  that  failed. 

The  pensions  are  paid  by  a  voluntary  tax.  No  man  need 
buy  the  articles  taxed  for  this  purpose.  Every  southern  state, 
except  one,  to-day  pays  pensions  to  the  men  who  fought 
against  this  Union,  and  our  comrades  in  the  South  pay  taxes 
on  whatever  property  they  own  to  pension  southern  soldiers 
and  do  not  complain  of  it. 

The  patriotic  people  of  our  land  firmly  believe  that  the 
government  cannot  do  too  much  for  its  defenders,  who  are 
i)roken  down  in  health  by  reason  of  privations,  disease  and 
wounds  incident  to  war.  and  who  are  unable  to  earn  a  liveli- 
hood, or  whose  disabilities  curtail  their  opportunities  for 
earning  a  living. 

If  army  or  navy  service  impaired  the  health  of  veterans  so 
as  to  provtMit  them  from  earning  a  livelihood,  or  who  are  to-day 
suffering  or  under  expense  on  account  of  that  service,  they 
are  justly  entitled  to  all  the  government,  that  has  profited 
by  such  service,  can  give.  Were  it  not  for  the  services  ren- 
dered by  that  great  army,    wlien    the   very   existence    of    the 
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country  was  seriously  threatened,  there  would  now  be  no 
country  to  fulfill  the  promises  so  generously  made  when 
almost  certain  disaster  threatened   to  overwhelm   the  nation. 

The  proud  boast  of  the  veterans  is  that  they  fought  for  the 
preservation  of  the  Republic,  and  while  its  perpetuity  is  their 
reward,  our  civilization  demands  that  no  defender  of  the 
Republic  should  be  suffered  to  die  in  a  poor  house. 

The  dut}'  we  owe  to  our  country  is  paramount  to  every- 
thing else,  and  it  is  needless  to  assert  that  as  an  organization 
and  as  individuals  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  always 
champions  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  that 
its  membership  is  sufficiently  broad-minded  not  to  narrow  this 
down  to  pension  laws  only,  but  to  apply  it  to  every  law  on 
the  statute  books  of  the  country.  No  class  of  citizens  were 
more  sincere,  more  determined  in  their  efforts  to  enforce  the 
laws  than  those,  who  taking  their  lives  in  their  hands,  left 
home  and  friends  and  went  out  to  support  the  same  at  the 
point  of  the  bayonet.  In  that  class  you  and  your  comrades 
of  the  war  only  are  numbered.  It  should  not  be  forgotten  the 
veteran  is,  also,  a  citizen.  There  has  nothing  occurred  since 
those  terrible  days  to  change  your  loyalty  to  your  country. 
I^oyalty  now  has  the  same  significance  it  had  when  the  roar 
of  the  cannon  was  first  heard  in  Charleston  harbor,  when 
traitors  did  their  utmost  not  only  to  defy  the  laws,  but  t(^ 
destroy  this  great  nation. 

The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  is  unalterably  oj>pos(5d  to 
the  granting  of  pensions  to  persons  who  are  not  justly  enti- 
tled to  them  under  the  laws-  -but  these  remedial  statutes 
should  receive  a  brond  and  gt^ncrous  (.onstruction  so  as  to 
carr}'  out  the  humane  intentioFis  of  the  law  niaki^rs.  Neither 
does  it  favor  any  system  that  i^ermit^  those  wliosf"  loyait\  was 
ever  justly  questioFied  to  ['jass  upon  the  iiuMii^  of  veterans  who 
served  honorably  in  the  Union  .Army,  or  uhieh  takes  away  or 
cancels  the  payment  of  a  ]")ension  lawfully  L^rante«l  without  first 
investigating    the   case   and    perniiltiui;    the    pen«^i<Mier   to   be 
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heard,  which  should  be  done  at  the  expeose  of  the  govem- 
ment  which  demands  the  additional  proof.  In-  such  cases  it 
would  be  but  justice  to  inform  the  suspended  pensioner  what 
further  steps  the  government  demands  in  the  premises.  No 
pension  should  be  canceled  until  the  government  has  proved 
it  fraudulent  or  undeserving. 

Action  should  be  taken  to  secure  the  reinstatement  of  all 
worthy  veterans  who  have  been  dropped  or  suspended  from 
the  pension  rolls. 

I  beg  to  invite  this  Encampment  and  the  country  to  the 
fact  that  during  the  past  year  I  have  seen  more  than  250,000 
of  the  veterans  of  the  late  war.  I  have  made  it  my  business 
to  observe  narrowly  the  physical  condition  of  these  men,  and 
also  to  obtain  the  opinions  of  men  competent  to  judge  of  the 
physical  condition  of  the  survivors  of  the  war;  basing  my 
judgment  upon  personal  observations  and  the  well  considered 
opinions  of  others,  I  leave  the  .record  with  you  to-day  that  in 
my  opinion  a  very  large  proportion  of  these  survivors  are 
seriously  impaired  in  their  physical  powers,  as  a  result  of 
their  military  services. 

There  are  inmates  of  the  National  and  other  homes  for  dis- 
abled soldiers  who  are  bountifully  provided  for.  Many  have 
families  which  the  veteran,  on  account  of  disabilities,  are 
unable  to  support.  The  veteran  receives  a  pension  in  addi- 
tion to  his  support,  and  while  many  cheerfully  give  the 
amount  so  received  to  those  dependent  on  them,  there  are 
others  who  refuse  to  do  so,  and  the  family  must  do  the  best 
it  can  to  secure  a  livelihood.  I  am  of  the  opinion,  from  a 
careful  consideration  of  this  matter,  that  both  the  veteran  and 
his  family  would  be  greatly  benefitted  were  the  law  so 
amended  as  to  require  the  major  portion  of  the  pension  money 
received  by  inmates  of  soldiers'  homes  be  paid  direct  to  the  wife 
or  other  dependent,  and  I  recommend  this  matter  to  the 
favorable  consideration  of  the  Encampment. 
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Discipline. 

No  organization  is  worthy  to  exist  unless  it  has  laws  for  its 
government  and  rules  for  perpetuating  its  own  life. 

It  has  been  my  endeavor  to  encourage  the  enforcement  of 
the  laws  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  in  this  I 
have  had  the  co-operation  and  hearty  approval  of  every  loyal 
comrade. 

Name  of  Departments. 

There  are  several  Departments  whose  jurisdiction  covers 
more  than  one  state.  All  states  and  territories  are  named  in 
the  title  of  the  Departments  excepting  the  State  of  Nevada, 
which  is  attached  to  the  Department  of  California,  and  South 
Carolina  attached  to  the  Department  of  Georgia.  The 
Posts  in  Nevada  are  active,  and  from  what  I  could  learn  dur- 
ing my  recent  visitation  to  the  far  west,  the  Order  will  grow 
in  that  state.  It  would  be  a  just  recognition  were  the  states 
of  Nevada  and  South  Carolina  named  among  the  Depart- 
ments, and  I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  name  of  the 
Department  of  California  be  changed  to  **  California  and 
Nevada,"  and  the  Department  of  Georgia  to  **  Georgia  and 
South  Carolina,"  and  that  they  be  hereafter  so  designated. 

Permanent  Headquarters. 

Some  reasonable  way  should  be  devised  for  establishing  a 
permanent  place  for  the  archives  and  records  of  the  Order. 

If  comrades  are  not  ready  to  locate  headquarters,  a  place  at 
some  central  point  might  be  selected,  where  a  fire-proof  vault 
might  be  had  and,  if  necessary,  a  custodian  for  the  archives 
and  property  appointed.  The  custodian  to  give  a  bond  and 
furnish  supplies  to  the  Departments,  keep  the  records 
arranged  and  classified  so  as  to  furnish  copies  at  any  time. 
Such  arrangements  would  relieve  the  Adjutant  and  Quarter- 
master-Generals of  nuicli  responsibility  for  the  care  of  valua- 
ble property  of   the  Order,  constantly  exposed  to  destruction 
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by  fire  and  loss  in   transportation  from  one  place  to  another 
after  each  annual  National  Encampment. 

The  Adjutant-General  relieved  from  anxiety  on  this 
account,  could  give  more  time  to  the  legitimate  duties  of  that 
position,  and  the  Quartermaster-General  would  become  solely 
custodian  of  the  moneys  and  the  disbursing  officer  of  the 
Order. 

Memorial  Day. 

This  day,  sacred  above  all  others  to  the  veterans  of  the  Union 
army,  was  more  ge;nerally  observed  this  year  than  ever  before. 
There  is  scarcely  a  cemetery  where  the  Union  dead  lie  buried^ 
which  was  not  visited.  In  the  south,  at  the  great  national 
cemeteries,  near  the  fields  where  our  comrades  fell  and  now 
have  a  final  resting  place,  impressive  exercises  were  held  to 
commemorate  their  services  of  devotion,  loyalty  and  patri- 
otism. In  many  localities  those  who  fought  on  the  wrong 
side  joined,  and  witli  willing  hands  assisted  in  strewing  flowers 
and  evergreens  on  the  graves  of  our  country's  dead. 

While  the  day  is  being  thus  observed,  there  is  a  tendency 
in  some  localities  to  pervert  the  use  of  it  from  that  for  which 
it  was  intended.  While  it  is  a  legal  holiday  in  most  states,  it 
should  not  be  permitted  to  lay  aside  '*  its  solemn  and  beauti- 
ful ntes,  which  appeal  to  the  kindlier  and  gentler  instincts  of 
the  great  masses." 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  it  is  fast  becoming  the  custom  to 
observe  this  dav  with  amusements  -hors<?  racing,  base  ball, 
bicycle  and  boat  contests.  In  close  proximity  to  some  of  the 
National  cenuiteries  on  last  Memorial  Day,  the  solemnity  of 
the  ex(*rcis(^s  was  disturbed  by  tin;  sliouts  of  those  just  out- 
side the  <^ rounds,  engaged  in  sports  of  tlu;  description  named. 
All  this  has  a  tendency  to  distr;ict  the  attention  of  both  the 
young  and  old  from  the  patriotic  lessfHis  which  are  taught  by 
tilt-  hon(U"ini:  of  our  heroic  dead. 
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Were  the  whole  people  invited  to  join  us  in  memorial  ser- 
vices, and  the  day  made  one  bi  tender  memories,  not  only  for 
the  veteran,  but  fo^  the  dead  of  the  entire  nation  it  would 
soon  become  universally  observed. 

The  men  who  composed  the  army  against  which  you  fought 
were  some  of  the  bravest  and  most  devoted  soldiers  that  ever 
carried  a  musket  or  drew  a  sabre.  To-day  the  great  body  of 
them  are  anxious  to  see  all  animosities  of  the  late  war  forever 
disappear.  They  are  now  a  part  of  our  grand  citizenship, 
earnestly  striving  to  advance  the  interests  of  our  common 
country,  and  solidifying  and  perpetuating  the  principles 
underlying  the  government  and  advancing  the  power  and 
glory  of  the  nation. 

While  recognizing  only  those  principles  for  which  we  fought, 
the  members  of  the  Grand  Arm}'  of  the  Republic  stand  ready 
to  take  by  the  hand  every  man  loyal  to  the  flag  and  what  it 
typifies.  Comrades,  let  us  continue  to  do  our  part  in  stimu- 
lating and  fostering  a  broader  and  higher  sentiment  in  this 
regard,  and  thus  show  to  the  world  that  we  are  worthy  for 
having  served  our  country  in  the  great  war  for  the  Union. 

To  all  my  associates  of  the  Staff,  the  Past  Commanders-in- 
Chief,  the  Department  Commanders,  who  were  ever  ready  to 
assist  in  advancing  the  best  interests  of  the  Order,  the  Coun- 
cil of  Administration,  the  Aides,  whose  devotion  I  shall 
always .  remember,  and  to  the  Adjutant-General,  tireless  in 
his  assistance,  I  return  a  comrade's  thanks, 

I  am  more  proud  of  tliis  <(reat  Order  than  ever  before. 
because  I  know  its  nien^b(*rship  j)ers{Mially,  and  I  shall  stand 
ready  at  all  times  to  loNally  assist  in  its  advancement. 

It  was  said  y(?ars  aj;<)  at  our  annual  convocations  that  a 
regiment  of  our  comrades  Iia<l,  dnrinj^^  the  year  tli(?n  clos(nl, 
moved  to  the  other  side  of  life's  river:  sonu-  years  later  it  was 
a  brigade,  and  at  a  later  «;atlierin^  a  full  division  was  said  to 
have  passetl  away  duriui,^  the  j>revi()us  year,  and  now.  com- 
rades, it  is  left  t(U'  int;  l(^  report  to  you  lliat  sineti  we  held  our 
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last  encampment^  an  entire  army  corps,  with  its  full  comple- 
ment of  generals,  has  received  its  final  marching  orders  from 
the  Great  Commander,  struck  tents  and  re-enforced  our  com- 
rades  of  the  right  wing  who  had  previously  advanced  and 
gone  into  camp  in  the  endless  beyond,  from  which  there  will 
come  to  us  no  scouts,  no  couriers  and  no  aides  with  orders, 
until  we,  as  individuals,  are  commanded  to  move  forward  and 
take  position  in  their  column  on  the  eternal  heights  beyond. 
And  when  the  last  bell  of  the  w^tch  shall  mingle  its  Ynusic 
with  the  reveille,  calling  our  naval  heroes  to  meet  their  com- 
rades of  the  Grand  Army  they  will  appear  for  the  final

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  returns  for  June  30,  1893,  give  a  membership  in  good 
standing  of  397,223. 

The  number  of  Posts  is  7,626;  Departments,  45. 

In  addition  to  the  membership  in  good  standing  there  are 
returned  delinquent,  4,670,  and  remaining  suspended,  41,661. 

The  delinquents  are  such  as  are  in  good  standing,  have  paid 
dues,  and  but  for  the  neglect  of  post  officers  would  be  so 
returned. 

The  suspended  list  consists  of  such  as  have  failed  to  pay 
dues,  and  for  that  reason  have  been  suspended.  Comrades 
reported  in  these  two  lists,  are  as  much  members  of  the  Order 
as  those  on  furlough  and  in  hospital  are  part  of  an  army,  and 
must  be  considered  in  this  discussion.  Adding  these  three 
lists,  the   total  borne  on  the  rolls  of  the  Grand  Army  to-day

ing  in  solid  column  against  the  avalanche  of  abuse  recently- 
heaped  upon  them,  and  are  generally  manifesting  the  soldierly 
instinct  to  **fall  in"  upon  the  colors  when  the  long  roll 
sounds. 

In  my  judgment  it  would  be  a  wise  provision  to  adopt  a 
rule  permitting  such  Departments  as  desire  to  do  so,  to  com- 
pel Posts  to  report  to  Department  Headquarters  quarterly, 
and  those  Departments  preferring  the  semi-annual  method  to 
continue  it.  There  seems  no  reason  for  Departments  to 
report  to  National  Headquarters  more  than  twice  a  year: 

The  Death  Roll 
Exceeds  that  of  any  previous  year.     Seven  thousand  and 
two  comrades  have  joined  the  right  wing  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  which  has  gone  into  camp  across  the  River. 

Charity. 

From  June  30,  1892,  to  June  30,  1893,  under  the  column 
'*  Expended  in  Charity,"  there  was  reported  $178,845.52. 

Since  these  records  have  been  kept  there  has  been  reported 
under  this  head  about  two  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars 
expended  in  charity.

For  information  of  the  Committee  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting  of  the 
lull  Council  in  Washington.  September  23d,  were  read. 

The  subject  of  accepting  the  offer  of  the  Andersonville  Prison  Pen 
property  was  referred  to  a  committee,  consisting  of  Birchfield.  Dietrich 
and  .Luther.  At  the  afternoon  session  this  committee  presented  the 
following  report : 

Y6ur  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  offer  of  the  Department  of 
Georgia  to  transfer  to  the  G.  A.  R.  the  land  known  as  the  Andersonville 
Prision  Pen  property,  would  respectfully  report:  That  we  appreciate  their 
patriotic  motives  in  offering  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  the  pro- 
perty kno^\n  as  the  Andersonville  Prison  Pen  property,  but  as  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  National  Council  of  Administration  to  whom 
it  was  referred,  do  not  see  our  way  clear  to  accept,  thereby  encumbering 
the  organization  with  additional  liabilities  either  present  or  prospective, 
and  not  being  a  corporate  body,  could  not  legally  accept  the  offer.  We 
would  therefore  recommend  that  the  Department  of  Georgia,  having 
acquired  title  and  possession  by  purchase,  that  they  remain  custodians  of 
the  same,  and  their  offer  is  respectfully  declined.

Motion  was  seconded  by  Comrade  Birchfield  and  fully  discussed, 
after  which  it  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote,  and  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  requested  to  notify  the  members  of  the  Association  of  the  action  of 
the  Committee. 

Bill  for  incidentals  for  the  cottage  ($47.89)  was  presented  and  the  com- 
mittee directed  that  it  be  allowed. 

Four  Per  Cent.  Bonus. 

After  full  discussion  of  the  advisability  of  selling  and  re-investing  the 
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bonds  belonging  to  the  Order  at  a  better  rate  of  interest,  the  matter  was 
referred  to  the  Commander-in-Chief,  with  power  to  act. 

Decorating  Graves  of  Union  Soldiers  in  the  South. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  ascertain  if  the 
General  Government  now  furnishes  flags  for  decorating  graves  of  Union 
Soldiers  in  National  Cemeteries  in  the  South.  If  such  is  not  the  case,  that 
he  request  the  Adjutant-General  to  cause  it  to  be  done.  Should  it  appear 
that  more  aid  than  the  Government  will  furnish  is  required  for  this  pur- 
pose, then  the  Commander-in-Chief  may,  in  some  proper  way,  call  on  the 
Order  to  furnish  the  money  needed  through  the  office  of  the  Quartermaster 
General. 

Adopted. 

Post  Refused  Charter. 

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  adopted  that  the  Commander-in-Chief 
investigate  the  matter  of  the  refusal  of  a  charter  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander of  Texas  for  a  post  at  Austin,  and  if  he  finds  the  signers  of  the 
application  eligible  and  qualified,  to  enforce  the  proviso  in  Chap.  5  Sec.  2, 
Art.  I. 

(Recess  till  2:00  P.  M.) 

At  2:30  P.  M.  the  committee  re-assembled  and  Chairman  Lilly  of  the 
Local  Committee  on  National  Encampment,  presented  a  concise  statement 
of  the  preparations  to  this  time  for  accommodating  the  27th  National 
Encampment.  Hotel  and  railroad  rates  were  discussed  and  satisfactorily 
arranged. 

Comrade  Dietrich  moved  that  the  date  for  the  meeting  of  the  27th 
National  Encampment  be  September  6tb,  1893.     Adopted. 

Comrade  Raymond  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Resohed,  That  all  applications  of  Posts  and  comrades  for  free  quarters  at 
the  Encampment  at  Indianapolis  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Local  Committee 
through  the  Headquarters  bf  the  several  Departments,  and  will  not  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Local  Committee  unless  certified  by  the  Assistant  Adjutants- 
General  and  received  before  August  ist.  1893,  after  which  date  no  assign- 
ments will  be  made.     The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Quartermaster  John  Taylor  moved  that  the  cuts  of  Past  Commander-in- 
Chief  Wagner  and  Comrade  William  McClellan,  who  died  while  a  National 
officer,  serving  on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Adminis- 
tration, be  inserted  without  cost  to  the  fund  in  the  forthcoming  Journal  of 
the  27th  National  Encampment.     The  motion  prevailed. 
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Comrade  McElvey  submitted  the  case  of  W.  P.  Hampton  of  the  Depart  - 
ment  of  Kentucky,  which  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  for  decision.

Dear  Sir  and  CoxMrade: — Unexpectedly  called  upon  to 
ssume  the  office  of  Quartermaster-General,  which  had 
ecome  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Comrade  Taylor,  I 
ntered  upon  its  duties  for  the  purpose  of  saving  the  annoy- 
xice  and  delay  which  would  necessarily  have  resulted  from  a 
ransfer  of  the  supplies  to  another  place  and  within  sixty  days 
f  the  expiration  of  the  present  administration. 

The  statements  of  accounts,  abstracts  and  vouchers  for 
eceipts,  expenditures  and  issues,  herewith  submitted,  are 
rief,  covering  the  transactions  of  the  Department  from  June 
o  to  August  31,  1893,  and  are  submitted  separately  because 
►f  the  want  of  time  to  print  them  with  the  reports  of  the 
>ther  officers  of  the  National  Encampment.

There   are  no  unpaid  bills  and  no  other  payments  to  be  made  except 
expenses  of  the  present  session. 

In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
I  have  the  honor  to  suggest  the  following  rules  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  office  of  Quartermaster-General,  in  the  hope 
that  by  their  adoption  we  shall  have  a  more  efficient  and  sat- 
isfactory administration  of  this  important  branch  of  our 
organization: 
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First.  That  all  supplies  shall  be  secured  after  competitive 
bids,  received  under  such  regulations  as  the  Council  of 
Administration  may  prescribe. 

Second.     The  prices  to  be  charged  for  issues  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  Council  of  Administration,  and  no  requisition  shall  be 
'filled  unless  it  is  accompanied  by  the  money  to  pay  for  the* 
same. 

Third.  All  requisitions  shall  be  forwarded  through  the 
Adjutant-General,  and  the  necessary  drafts  or  post-office 
orders,  made  payable  to  the  Quartermaster-General  in  his 
official  capacity,  shall  accompany  them. 

Fourth.  The  funds  received  by  the  Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral shall  be  deposited  in  a  National  Bank  or  Trust  Company, 
to  be  approved  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  to  the  credit  of 
the  Quartermaster-General,  as  follows:

Fifth.  No  drafts  shall  be  made  upon  such  deposits  except 
on  orders  drawn  by  the  Adjutant-General,  approved  by  the 
Commander-in-Chief  and  countersigned  by  the  Quartermas- 
ter-General on  the  following  form: 


-•  ^  • 
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Sixth.  At  each  Annual  Nationar  Encampment  the  Quar- 
termaster-General shall  present  with  his  report  a  certificate 
of  deposit  from  each  depository,  to  the  order  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, the  total  of  which  shall  equal  the  balance 
to  his  credit,  which  certificate  or  certificates  shall  be  endorsed 
by  the  Commander-in-Chief  for  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the 
i^ewly  appointed  Quartermaster-General,  when  his  bond  is 
filed. 

Seventh.  The  Quartermaster-General  shall  give  a  bond 
for  such  sums,  and  in  such  Trust  or  Surety  Company,  as  the 
Council  of  Administration  may  approve,  the  premium  on  such 
bond  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  National  Encampment. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  I  beg  to  say  that  I  have  been 
impressed  for  many  years  with  the  expediency  of  so  amending 
our  rules  and  regulations  that  the  office  of  Quartermaster- 
General  may  be  filled  by  election  instead  of  by  appointment, 
as  at  present. 

Such  an  amendment  cannot  be  made  at  this  Encampment, 
but  the  matter  could  be  considered  for  a  year  and  then,  if 
deemed  wise,  be  adopted. 

The  Quartermaster-General  is  practically  merely  the  Treas- 
urer of  our  organization,  and  it  is  bad  policy  that  he  who 
holds  our  funds,  as  well  as  he  upon  whose  orders  these  funds 
are  paid  out,  should  both  be  appointed  by  the  officer  whose 
signature  is  necessary  for  such  payment. 

It  is  true  that  so  far  no  harm  has  come  to  our  finances 
because  of  the  present  mode  of  filling  these  places,  but  a  bet- 
ter system  of  checks  than  that  now  in  use  appears  desirable. 

I  may  add  that  the  election,  by  the  Natioijt^  Encampment, 
of  the  Quartermaster-General  will  do  away.with  the  almost 
annually  recurring  combinations  by  which  the  election  of  a 
Commander-in-Chief  is  sought  to  be  influenced  by  the  desire 
to  secure,  or  to  prevent,  the  appointment  of  a  particular 
comrade  to  the  office  of  Quartermaster-General. 
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The  present  time,  when  there  appears  to  be  no  one  with 
claims  of  any  kind  for  appointment  or  reappointment,  is 
opportune  to  consider  this  question  free  from  all  personal 
entanglements. 

Thanking  the  Commander-in-Chief  for  the  honor  of  m}^ 
appointment,  and  you,  as  well  as  him,  for  the  help  given  me 
in  my  short  official  career,

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REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR-GENERAL 


Office  of  Inspector-General, 

Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
Medford,   Mass.,  August,  1893. 

E.  B.  Gray,  Adjutant  General  G.  A.  R. 

Comrade: — I  herewith    transmit   my  report  as  Inspector 
General  to  you  and  through  you  submit  the  same  to  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief and  the  Twenty-seventh  National  Encamp- 
ment of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

To  me  my  report  is  by  no  means  satisfactory;  that  it  is  not 
is  not  owing  to  any  want  of  effort  upon  my  part. 

Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  my  position,  I  at  once  out- 
lined a  policy  which  I  earnestly  hoped  would  produce  results 
which  would  enable  me  to  make  a  full,  complete  report  of 
inspection  work  to  you.  I  anticipated  that  by  a  faithful, 
zealous  endeavor  on  the  part  of  Department  officers  and 
Assistant  Inspectors-General,  inspection  of  nearly,  if  not  quite 
every  Post  throughout  our  organization  might  be  made.  The 
rule  adopted  at  the  Twenty-sixth  National  Encampment 
would  seemingly  operate  favorably  towards  getting  the  work 
of  inspection  done  on  the  night  of  installation  of  officers,  if 
not  previously  performed.  It,  however,  appears  that  at  the 
present  time  there  is  no  rule  relating  to  inspections  to  which 
proper  attention  is  paid  in  all  Departments.  In  some  of  the 
Departments  even  the  imperative  rules  contained  in  Rules 
and  Regulations  are  ignored.  Section  i,  Article  5,  Chap- 
ter 2,  is  mandatory,  and  yet  despite  its  reading,  I  have  in 
my  possession  reports  from  Departments  in  which  I  am  told 
that  complete  work  of  inspection  cannot  be  made  because  a 
large  number  of  Posts  do  not  hold  any  regular  meetings-,  so  far 
as  I  am  informed,  however,  the  number  of  comrades  carried 
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on  the  rolls  of  these  delinquent  Posts,  is  counted  in  the  reports 
of  the  Department,  and  representation  held  in  Department 
and  National  Encampment  based  upon  a  membership  which 
does  not  abide  by,  but  practically  ignores  our  Rules  and 
Regulations. 

I  have  given  much  thought  to  this  matter  with  a  desire  to 
be  just  to  all  parties.  I  am  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
present  i>osition  of  affairs  is  wrong.  That  the  condition  of  a 
large  number  of  Posts  in  some  Departments,  is  such  as  to 
place  them  in  the  possible  danger  of  having  to  surrender  their 
charters,  is  sincerely  to  be  deplored,  and  such  action  should 
be  averted  if  possible,  still  while  they  continue  to  exist  as 
Posts,  the  comrades  should  abide  by  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions they  have  sworn  to  obey.  At  the  present  time  there  is 
no  settled  system  of  inspection  work.  This  condition  of  affairs 
should  not  be  allowed  longer  to  exist. 

In  some  Departments  the  work  is  given  but  little  attention; 
in  others  it  is  practically  ignored,  while  in  others  it  is  given 
the  importance  it  deserves,  and  in  these  last  Departments  we 
find  the  greatest  prosperity  and  most  efficiency. 

The  work  of  inspection  should  be  made  obligatory.  Imper- 
ative rules  should  be  made  requiring  tif^ry  Post  to  be  inspected 
once  each  year.  Inspections  should  take  place  in  the  fall  of 
the  year  or  early  winter,  between  September  ist  and  Decem- 
ber 25th.  At  this  season  the  weather  is  likely  to  be  more 
suitable  for  those  living  at  a  distance  from  the  place  of 
meeting.  It  is  near  the  close  of  the  year  when  officers  should 
have  their  Posts  in  the  best  possible  condition  to  be  inspected. 
It  is  a  better  time  than  in  the  spring  when  roads  are  in  a  poor 
condition  and  comrades  busy  preparing  for  the  labor  of  the 
year. 

After  mature  deliberation,  I  would  respectfully  recommend 
that  the  rule  adopted  at  the  Twenty-sixth  National  Encamp- 
ment, relative  to  inspection  on  the  night  of  the  first  meeting 
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in  January,  be  rescinded.     I  submit  for  your  consideration 
the  following  rules: 

First,  Annual  inspection  of  every  Post  shall  be  made 
betiXreen  September  ist  and  December  20th,  and  repKDrt  of 
Inspecting  Officer  forwarded  to  Department  Inspector  not 
later  than  January  ist.  Provided,  however,  that  if  for  reasons 
of  economy,  or  other  good  and  sufficient  reasons.  Department 
Commander  may  so  elect,  the  inspection  may  be  deferred 
until  the  first  meeting  in  January,  when  it  shall  be  made  either 
by  an  officer  detailed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Department 
Inspector,  or  by  the  officer  detailed  to  install  the  officers  of 
the  Post  at  that  meeting. 

Second.  No  installation  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  shall 
be  held  at  the  first  meeting  in  January,  until  the  Post  has 
been  inspected.  The  Installing  Officer  shall  ascertain  whether 
or  not  the  Post  has  been  inspected  for  the  previous  year,  if  it 
has  not,  he  shall  proceed  to  the  work  of  inspection,  deferring 
installation  of  officers  until  its  completion. 

Third.  The  National  Countersign  shall  not  be  issued  to 
any  Post  until  report  of  inspection  has  been  received  at 
Department  Headquarters. 

Fourth..  Department  Inspectors  shall  make  their  reports 
to  the  Inspector-General  within  thirty  days  after  the  com- 
pletion of  inspection  in  their  respective  departments, 

I  have  given  the  statistics  of  the  several  Departments  in 
consolidated  form,  that  desired  facts  may  be  easily  obtained, 
and  comparisons  readily  made;  where  blanks  exist,  the 
information  called  for  was  not  given  in  report  received  by  me. 
In  some  instances  the  omissions  were  excusable,  as,  through 
some  error,  wrong  blank  reports  were  sent  to  some  of  the 
Department  Inspectors,  those  used  being  the  old  -^Form  E,** 
which  does  not  contain  questions  that  are  in  the  last  *'Forni 
E,"  issued. 

Under  proper  headings  I  submit  extracts  from  letters  and 
reports    received    from     Assistant    Inspectors-General     and 
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Department  Inspectors.  I  trust  that  they  will  be  carefully 
read  and  at  the  proper  time  be  given  the  consideration  they 
merit. 

The  recommendation  of  Department  Inspector  O.  R. 
Weaver  of  Indiana,  I  believe  to  be  a  good  one,  and  have 
adopted  it  as  one  of  the  rules  I  report  for  your  consideration. 

ALABAMA. 

Assistant  Inspector-General  £.  D.  Bacon  carefully  performed  his  allotted' 
work,  sending  me  his  report  early  in  March.  As  to  the  present  condition 
of  the  Department  and  its  future  prospects,  he  writes  as  follows: 

*'  Our  membership  is  small  in  this  Department,  and  with  few  exceptions, 
the  post  membership  is  scattered  over  large  territory,  some  living  as  far  as 
thirty-five  miles  from  Post  Headquarters  and  cannot  be  expected  to  be 
regular  in  attendance. 

•'The  hard  times  during  the  last  year  have  caused  many  of  our  comrades  to 
become  suspended,  but  we  are  very  hopeful  for  the  future  and  trust  we  can 
soon  show  a  decided  increase  in  our  membership.  We  have  one  new  post, 
Number  15,  which  was  chartered  December  3d  with  twenty-three  members." 


ARIZONA. 

From  this  Department  I  received  only  a  few  meagre  facts  contained  in 
my  tabulated  form.  Assistant  Inspector-General  W.  F.  Bradley  evidently 
made  an  honest  effort  to  obtain  a  thorough  inspection  of  his  Department, 
but  results  are  by  no  means  satisfactory.  I  pend  a  copy  of  his  letter 
accompanying  Inspection  Report. 

"  I  have  written  letters  to  all  Inspectors  and  Adjutants  of  Posts  in  this 
Department,  requesting  reports  so  that  I  could  report  to  National  Head- 
quarters, but  have  only  succeeded  in  receiving  reports  from  five  out  of  nine 
Posts.  I  also  wrote  to  the  A.  A.  G.  of  this  Department  thinking  that  they 
might  have  sent  reports  to  him,  but  he  answers  that  no  reports  have  been 
received  at  Headquarters  from  the  missing  Posts." 

ARKANSAS. 

The  Report  of  Inspection  from  this  Department  came  to  me  very  late 
from  S.  K.  Robinson,  A.  A.  G.  In  his  letter  accompanying  report  he 
explains  that  the  Inspector  of  the  Department  was  not  appointed  until  June 
and  that  the  work  of  inspection  had  to  be  very  hurriedly  performed. 

I  received  no  report  from  Assistant  Inspector-General  Lee  Clow. 
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CALIFORNIA. 

Assistant  Inspector-General  C.  J.  Boskowitz  forwards  the  Inspection 
Report  of  this  Department,  and  writes  in  relation  thereto: 

"  Seven  Posts  have  not  been  inspected,  and  inspection,  if  made,  would 
have  to  be  by  a  member  of  each  Post  delinquent.  These  Posts  are  in  the 
mountains,  hard  to  get  at,  and  where  the  members  live  from  Ave  to  fifty- 
two  miles  distant. 

' '  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  hold  formal  inspection  and  none  can  be 
made.  The  Posts  are  doing  remarkably  well  to  hold  together  at  all,  and 
the  Department  officers  do  not  feel  like  drawing  a  tight  rein  upon  them  in 
matter  of  inspection,  which  would  develop  only  what  is  now  known  and 
would  be  of  no  practical  benefit  to  either  Post,  Department,  or  National 
Headquarters. 

"  The  Posts  are  visited  during  the  year  by  Department  officers  and  the 
hands  of  the  boys  upheld  and  the  Post  encouraged.  Owing  to  distance 
and  means  of  communication  it  takes  a  week  to  visit  some  of  these  Posts  (a 
week  for  each  Post)  and  when  a  meeting  is  held  they  have  hard  work  to 
get  the  bare  quorum  required." 

Of  inspection  of  Department  Headquarters,  he  writes  as  follows: 

"In  reply  to  yours  of  June  13th,  I  would  say  that  I  have  this  day 
inspected  the  Headquarters  of  the  Department  of  California,  and  am 
pleased  to  say  that  I  find  the  Council  of  Administration  have  been  just 
ahead  of  me  and  have  marked  all  books  of  the  Department  O.  K.  The 
Department  is  in  excellent  condition,  and  the  books  of  the  Quarter -Master 
are  posted  to  date,  and  funds  ar&  deposited  as  directed  by  the  Council  of 
Administration." 


CONNBOTICUT. 

Department  Inspector  T.  L.  Bartholomew  performed  his  work  very 
promptly  and  in  a  most  admirable  manner,  sending  me  on  December  21st, 
1892  (the  first  Reports  received  from  any  Department)  full  and  complete 
report  of  his  work. 

Assistant  Inspector-General  Duett  C.  Clark  reports  as  follows: 

"  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  have  inspected  the  books  and  papers 
of  the  A.  A.  G.  and  A.  Q.  M.  G.  of  this  Department  and  find  them  like  all 
the  work  of  these  comrades,  a  heart  work  for  the  good  welfare  of  their 
beloved  comrades. 

"A  copy  of  the  detailed  reports  of  the  staff  I  send  with  this.  Too  much 
cannot  be  said  of  the  good  and  faithful  work  of  the  A.  A.  G.  and  A.  Q.  M. 
G.  of  this  Department  of  Connecticut.      Good  men  and  true  to  the  cause 
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for  which  they  labor  is  more  than  proven  by  the  number  of  years   they 
have  faithfully  filled  their  positions. 

**  Trust  tliis  report  will  meet  with  your  approval.' 


COLORADO  AND  WYOQinNO. 

Department  Inspector  H.  W.  Todd  labored  most  zealously  in  his 
endeavor  to  obtain  a  full  report  from  all  the  Posts  in  his  Department,  and 
-when  the  extent  of  his  work  is  considered,  credit  must  be  given  him  for 
having  sent  reports  from  so  many  Posts.     He  writes  as  follows: 

•  •  Herewith  find  Inspection  Report  of  Department  of  Colorado  and 
^^Vyoming.  The  report  is  not  as  complete  as  I  should  like  to  make  it,  but  is 
the  best  I  can  du.  We  have  a  large  Department  to  look  after  and  the 
Posts  are  many  of  them  small  and  the  members  badly  scattered.  Some  of 
the  Post  ofl&cers  do  not  realize  the  importance  of  the  Inspectors'  Reports. 

"I  enclose  copies  of  my  orders  for  Inspection.  Have  sent  blanks  for  Post 
inspections  to  delinquent  Posts  three  times  besides  many  letters.  You  are 
aware  that  the  last  Encampment  favored  inspections  by  the  installing 
officers:  with  us  the  senior  Post  Commander  usually  was  selected  to  install 
the  officers  and  in  most  Posts  they  have  a  Public  Installation,  therefore,  the 
installation  was  not  performed  as  directed  in  General  Orders  through 
National  and  Department  Headquarters 

"I  think  the  Inspection  should  be  by  some  one  not  a  member  of  the  Post 
to  be  inspected;  I  believe  it  would  be  more  thorough  and  we  could  learn 
the  actual  facts  as  to  the  standing  of  the  different  Posts.  It  seems  to  me 
that  the  Inspection  Blanks  should  require  an  answer  from  the  Posts  in 
regard  to  the  assistance  rendered  by  the  W.  R.  C.  Sons  and  Daughters  of 
Veteran  Organizations. 

"The  offices  of  the  Adjutant  and  Quartermaster  of  this  Department  are 
located  in  Denver.  I  find  everything  in  good  shape;  my  report  is  out  for 
1892.  Four  new  Posts  have  been  organized  this  year,  1893;  and  two  more 
will  probably  be  formed  before  our  Department  Encampment  in  May. 
This  Department  is  flourishing  and  doing  well." 

Assistant  Inspector-General  William  Whist  reports  the  affairs  of  the 
Departmant  in  a  generally  flourishing  condition) 

DBIiAWARE. 

Owing  to  the  serious  and  long  continued  illness  of  the  Department 
Inspector  for  1892.  I  received  no  report  from  this  Department  for  that  year. 

The  present  Department  Inspector,  William  Kelley,  sent  me  report  of 
the  Inspection  hastily  made  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  present  year, 
the  particulars  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  tabulated  form. 
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FLORIDA. 

Assistant  Inspector-General  L.  Y.  Jenness  highly  commends  the  work 
of  the  different  Department  officers,  and  entertains  very  hopeful  views  for 
the  future  of  this  Department.  The  following  are  extracts  from  letters 
received  from  him. 

' '  In  compliance  with  your  letter  instructing  me  to  make  a  report  for 
December  31,  1892,  I  respectfully  submit  the  enclosed  report : 

"As  I  had  expected  to  make  my  first  report  June  30th,  and  supposed  my 
predecessor  had  made  one  for  term  ending  December  31,  1892,  I  may  have 
appeared  negligent  of  duty. 

'  'Our  small  numbers  and  scattered  Posts  in  Florida  can  easily  be  under- 
stood; but  there  is  material  in  the  state  for  considerable  increase  of  strength 
and  I  have  undertaken  to  assist  our  Department  Commander  by  personal 
effort,  visiting  all  the  Posts,  seeking  old  soldiers  who  are  not  in  our  ranks 
and  encouraging  those  who  are,  to  double,  if  possible,  our  strength. 

"As  our  population  is  scattered  and  the  Union  Veterans  only  a  small 
minority,  there  is  not  the  same  interest  as  when  all  the  surroundings  are  in 
sympathy  and  a  Post  meeting  will  assemble  a  goodly  company,  yet  we 
find  them  as  they  were  in  '61,  true  to  the  old  flag,  good,  industrious,  sober 
and  desirable  citizens. 

' '  We  have  organized  one  new  Post  and  expect  to  organize  another  very 
soon  and  reinstate  one  or  two  delinquent  Posts. 

"  As  the  section  you  directed  my  attention  to  in  reference  to  this  report 
only  deals  in  numbers  of  members  in  good  standing,  and  I  can  in  no  way 
quickly  procure  all  the  other  data  usually  included  in  Inspectors'  Reports. 
I  have  confined  my  report  to  numbers  of  members." 

•  *  As  inspection  of  the  Posts  has  not  been  made  since  Department  Encamp- 
ment, January,  '93,  full  report  from  the  Department  Inspector  will  have  to 
be  deferred. 

' '  I  am  glad  to  report  that  Memorial  Day  is  generally  observed  by  the  Posts 
throughout  the  Departmtmt.  On  this  subject  I  am  pleased  to  mention  an 
incident.  On  Sunday,  June  28th  inst.,  our  new  Post,  Kit  Carson,  No.  28, 
St.  Petersburg,  Florida,  attended  in  a  body,  divine  worship  at  the  Congre- 
gational Church,  presided  over  by  Rev.  G.  W.  Hardaway,  an  ex-Confcci- 
erate  soldier,  the  congregation  being  very  largely  composed  of  Southi  j  n 
families.  He  preached  us  a  special  memorial  sermon,  expressing  sentimcis 
as  truly  loyal  to  our  country  and  to  our  flag  as  could  be  uttered  from  a:i\ 
pulpit  in  the  Union.  I  mention  this  only  in  evidence  that  there  are  go<Ki, 
true  and  loyal  citizens  now  who  wore  the  Gray  and  who  are  ever  ready  to- 
extend  the  hand  of  friendship  to  those  who  wore  tht.  Blue." 
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3  From  Department  Inspector  R.  C.  Mansfield  came  the  consolidated 
iRcport  of  Inspection  work  as  per  tabulated  form  and  from  Assistant  Inspec- 
tor-General James  P.  Averill  the  following  letter  in  relation  to  the  affairs 
of  the  Department: 

••Enclosed  please  find  Inspector's  Report  for  this  Department.  It  is 
complete  with  the  exception  of  Post  No.  6.  Post  No.  6  is  located  at  Jasper, 
among  the  mountains  of  North  Georgia,  and  is  composed  of  loyal  natives 
of  that  section  and  East  Tennessee.  A  partial  report  has  been  received 
from  them  since  Department  Inspector's  Report  was  made  out,  a  comrade 
from  Post  No.  i  having  been  specially  -detailed  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander to  instill  new  life  into  the  Post  and  place  them  on  a  good  footing. 
They  have  twenty-seven  members  in  good  standing  (which  I  suppose  is  to 
be  added  t6  enclosed  report).  Their  Department  dues  have  been  paid  up 
to  end  of  last  quarter,  and  they  promise  hereafter  to  attend  Iheir  meetings 
regularly  and  attend  to  the  various  duties  required  of  them.  Quite  a  dele- 
gation will  be  present  at  our  Memorial  exercises  at  Marietta  on  the  30th. 

"  I  forward  you  this  report  at  the  earliest  moment  that  I  could  obtain 
data.' 


IDAHO. 

Assistant  Inspector-General  Thomas  J.  Groome  has  shown  a  truly  com- 
mendable spirit  in  performing  the  arduous  duties  of  his  position.  Idaho 
evidently  has  the  right  man  in  the  right  place.  I  received  from  him  the 
following  admirable  report  : 

"According  to  your  instructions  of  date  December  20,  1892,  I  herewith 
append  my  annual  report  of  the  Department  of  Idaho. 

"  I  was  a  member  of  the  Department  Encampment  held  at  Pocatillo, 
May  22d  to  25th,  1893,  and  while  there  inspected  the  Department  Head- 
quarters with  the  following  results: — I  found  the  books  and  accounts  of 
Comrade  Otto,  A.  Q.  M.  G.,  in  a  much  better  condition  than  they  were  last 
year.  The  l>ooks  were  well  kept;  the  accounts  correct.  Neatness  and  sys- 
tem were  marked  characteristics  throughout. 

"In  the  office  of  Comrade  William  King.  A.  A.  General,  the  books  were 
in  good  condition.  The  orders  issued  and  received  were  carefully  file<1. 
numbers  complete  and  handy  for  reference  ;  those  issued  are  regularly 
sent  to  Headquarters  G.  A.  R.,  and  exchanged  with  other  Departments  to 
a  limited  extent.  There  is  a  complete  file  of  Journals  of  Department  Pro- 
ceedings in  Annual  Encampment,  except  those  of  last  year  which  are  now 
ready  for  the  press,  and  will  be  published  along  with  those  of  the  Encamp- 
ment just  closed

"The  change  caused  by  the  fluctuation  of  mining  interests  referred  to  in 
last  year's  report,  still  continues  ;  we  lose  sometimes  whole  Posts  in  certain 
localities,  but  organize  new  ones  elsewhere,  which,  with  the  addition  of  the 
recruits  mustered  into  the  old  Posts,  gives  us  a  small  increase  in  membership 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

"In  the  matter  of  the  Soldiers'  Home — in  this  work  'we  have  builded 
better  than  we  thought.'  The  Legislature  of  last  winter  granted  $25,000 
toward  erecting  and  maintaining  a  Home  ;  the  same  Bill  made  the  Depart- 
ment Commander  and  Secretary  of  State  ex-officio  Trustees,  and  authorized 
the  Governor  to  appoint  three  others.  Governor  McConnell  generously 
granted  the  Department  Encampment  the  privilege  of  selecting  the  three  to 
be  appointed,  and  the  said  five  will  then  locate  the  Home  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Bill.  Other  money  with  land  has  been  offered  and  only 
awaits  the  action  of  the  Trustees  when  work  shall  begin.  Next  year's 
report  no  doubt  will  show  that  our  young  state  can  point  with  pride  and 
say  to  her  elder  and  wealthier  sisters,  '  We  too  care  for  the  old  soldiers.  * 
There  was  other  needed  legislation  attempted,  but  as  we  could  not  get  all, 
prudence  decided  us  to  concentrate  our  energies  upon  the  Home,  and  let 
the  other  go  '  to  a  more  convenient  season.' 

•  •  In  the  matter  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans  some  effort  has  been  made  and 
is  now  being  made  in  this  line,  but  the  proper  amount  of  energy  has  not 
been  brought  to  bear  upon  the  work,  consequently  but  one  Camp  is  reported 
this  year.  Too  much  work  in  other  lines  has  caused  a  loss  of  force  before 
we  got  to  this.  Give  us  time  and  we  will  get  this  section  of  our  column 
into  line  also. 

"The  W.  R.  C.'s  have  not  been  idle.  Last  year  they  reported  three 
Corps,  this  year  they  number  five  in  good  working  order.  They  have 
proved  a  valuable  auxiliary  to  us  in  our  last  year's  work.  In  all  those  parts 
where  Corps  have  been  established,  a  new  energy  has  been  infused,  and 
life  before  dormant  and  inactive  is  now  active  and  visible  everywhere  in  all 
the  lines  of  Post  work.  But  it  was  at  the  Department  Encampment  where 
their  influence  was  most  seen  and  felt.  The  comrades  now  see,  as  never 
before,  the  wholesome  influence  they  are  having  upon  the  Department. 

"The  work  of  recruiting  moves  steadily  though  slowly  forward.  Yet  I 
do  not  believe  that  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  old  soldiers  now  living 
within  the  limits  of  this  Department  are  members  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Some 
were  members,  but  have  been  dropped  from  the  rolls  for  non-payment  of 
dues.  The  larger  number,  however,  have  never  held  membership  in  the 
Order.  The  influence  of  the  W.  R.  C.  is  rapidly  making  itself  felt  in  this 
line,  and  no  doubt  will  continue  to  increase  in  power  and  efficiency  as  the 
days  go  by. 
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' '  There  is  never  great  progress  but  some  reverses  follow.  We  have  lost 
two  Posts  by  surrender  of  Charter,  the  membership  dispersing  to  other 
fields  of  labor  ;  some  losses  by  fire  which  doubtless  affected  our  financial 
report  materially.  There  has  been  an  unusual  amount  of  work  done  in  this 
Department  the  past  year.  The  Commander  has  labored  incessantly  to 
advance  the  cause  throughout  his  jurisdiction.  Two  new  Posts,  two  new 
Corps  of  the  W.  R.  C.  and  one  new  Camp  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans  are 
among  the  fruits  borne  of  this  year's  work.  But  it  is  when  we  pause  and 
compare  our  progress  with  that  of  the  Departments  of  some  of  the  older 
States,  that  we  see  we  have  yet  much  to  do,  and  must  make  the  best  use  of 
the  time  and  means  now  at  our  command  to  keep  pace  with  them.  This  we 
hope  to  be  able  to  do,  and  while  to-day  we  may  be  numbered  with  the  rear 
guard  we  trust  the  time  will  soon  come  when  we  shall  take  our  place  in  the 
main  column  and  so  deport  ourselves  when  there  as  to  be  found  worthy  of 
a  place  in  the  advance  when  the  final  battle  shall  begin.  ** 


ILLINOIS. 


I  was  not  favored  \iith  any  report  from  Department  Inspector  of  this 
Department.  From  the  report  of  the  Assistant  Inspector-General,  John  F. 
Donovan.  I  obtained  the  figures  as  presented  in  my  report. 

The  absence  of  report  from  the  Department  Inspector  and  the  condition 
of  the  Department  are  given  in  the  following  letter  from  Assistant  Inspector- 
General  Donovan: 

"  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Department  of 
Illinois.  On  receipt  of  my  commission  I  immediately  put  myself  in  com- 
munication with  the  Department  Inspector  and  offered  my  sefvice.and 
suggested  a  complete  inspection  of  all  Posts  in  this  Department.  This 
being  about  the  first  of  December,  A.  D.  1892.  Comrade  P.  Welsheimer 
notified  me  that  the  Department  failed  to  appropriate  funds  for  the  proper 
inspection  of  Posts,  but  that  the  A.  A.  General  had  sent  out  blanks  for  that 
purpose  and  a  large  number  of  Posts  had  not  reported  the  inspection.  It 
being  then  the  close  of  the  year  it  would  be  impossible  to  make  a  complete 
inspection.  Our  efificient  Adjutant  General  of  the  Department,  however, 
prepared  a  blank  and  forwarded  the  same  to  each  Post  for  the  inspection, 
to  be  filled  and  forwarded  to  Department  Inspector.  A  large  number  of 
Posts  failed  to  get  the  Inspection  Reports  in  on  time.  Therefore,  the 
Department  Inspector  did  not  make  a  tabulated  statement  for  the  year  1892. 

*'  In  May,  1893,  I  made  an  official  visit  to  the  Department  Headquarters 
which  are  located  at  87  and  89  Washington  Street,  Chicago.  The  Depart- 
ment Headquarters  are  very  comfortably  situated  and  have,  in  addition  to 
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the  two  rooms,  a  fire  proof  vault  in  which  they  keep  the  records  of  the 
Department.  I  was  most  fraternally  received  by  our  faithful  and  efficient 
Department  Commander  E.  A.  Blodgett  and  his  faithful,  able  and  courteous 
A.  A.  General  Fred  W.  Spink.  These  courteous  officers  offered  me  all  the 
assistance  desired  to  make  out  this  report. 

"I  find  from  examination  of  the  records  that  the  property  and  interests  of 
this  Department  are  in  the  hands  of  faithful  and  wprthy  officers  who  have 
the  success  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  at  heart. 

"The  officers  and  members  of  the  respective  Posts  are  generally  uniformed 
and  a  large  per  cent,  of  the  officers  of  the  respective  Posts  have  the  Ritual 
committed. 

"The  Soldiers  and  Orphan  Homes  are  very  comfortable  quarters  located 
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at  Normal,  111.,  and  are  in  charge  of  worthy  comrades,  who  have  the  care, 
health  and  comforts  of  these  four  hundred  and  twenty-five  bright  and  intelli- 
gent children  at  heart — the  State  making  liberal  appropriations  each  year 
for  their  education  and  comforts. 

"The  Soldiers' and  Sailors'  Home  is  located  at  Quincy.  Illinois,  and  is 
provided  for  by  the  State.  This  is  a  delightful  place,  and  a  most  comfort- 
able home  for  pur  worthy  veterans  and  the  State  appropriates  liberally  for 
their  comforts. 

"A  Committee  is  appointed  annually  by  the  Department  Encampment  to 
visit  these  places  and  make  suggestions  as  they  deem  best  and  report  on 
their  condition  and  to  recommend  such  action  for  the  Department  as  they 
think  proper. 

"It  would  be  well  if  some  definite  legislation  on  the  subject  of  Inspection 
of  the  Posts  be  made  at  our  next  National  Encampment.  The  Mustering 
officer  should  be  furnished  with  suitable  blanks,  and  inspection  had  before 
the  newly  electetl  officers  are  installed,  and  that  report  .sent  to  Department 
Inspector  so  as  to  enable  .said  officers  to  make  a  tabulated  statement  to  their 
respective  Department  Commander. 

"This  Department  is  in  the  hands  of  capable  and  courteous  officers,  fully 
alive  to  their  duties,  and  are  doing  all  in  their  i)ower  to  have  the  rules  and 
regulations  complied  with  by  the  respective  Posts,  and  to  elevate  this 
Department  to  any  in  existence,  and  ar(j  to  be  congratulated  on  the  good 
work  already  accomplished,  and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
respective  duties." 

INDIAN  TERRITORY. 

Notwithstanding  persistent  effort  on  my  part,  I  was  unable  to  receive 
any  report  or  even  answers  to  my  letters  until  after  my  tabulated  form  was 
completed,  altogether  too  late  for  the  meager  particulars  then  furnished 
me  to  l)e  incorporated  in  my  report. 
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INDIANA. 

From  Department  Inspector  O.  R.  Weaver  I  received  the  report  of  the 
inspection  work  of  this  Department  so  far  as  he  was  able  to  complete  it. 
That  the  work  was  not  fully  completed  is  by  no  means  the  fault  of  either 
the  Department  Inspector  or  the  Assistant  Inspector  General.  I  most 
heartily  endorse  the  recommendation  of  Inspector  Weaver  contained  in 
the  following,  with  which  he  closes  his  report: 

"Inclosing  this  report  I  respectfully  suggest  that  if  yearly  inspections 
are  to  be  continued  that  this  Department  request  the  National  Encampment 
to  adopt  a  rule  that  the  countersigns  must  be  withheld  from  all  Posts  fail- 
ing to  forward  Inspection  Reports  with  the  Semi-Annual  Reports  and  per 
capita  for  second  term  of  each  year." 

I  ask  your  careful  attention  to  the  following  report  from  Assistant  Inspec- 
tor-General Milton  Garrigus. 

"In  accordance  with  Rules  and  Regulations,  I  have  the  honor  to  report 
as  follows: — 

"  On  May  ii,  1893,  I  visited  and  inspected  the  Headquarters  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Indiana,  G.  A.  R..  which  have  been  recently  established  at  No.  85 
East  Market  Street,  Indianapolis,  and  are  well  adapted  and  fitted  up  for 
Headquarter  purposes.  Upon  a  careful  and  thorough  examination,  I 
found  the  books  and  records  of  the  j^Vssistant- Adjutant  and  Quartermaster- 
Generals  in  excellent  shape,  complete  and  posted  to  date  and  in  accordance 
with  the  Regulations.  Orders,  reports  of  Posts  and  officers,  requisitions, 
etc.,  with  proper  indorsements  of  subjects  and  dates  are  so  systematically 
arranged,  filed  and  kept  as  to  enable  the  officers  and  others  to  refer  to 
them  quickly  and  obtain  information  therefrom  without  delay  or  confusion. 
I  am  pleased  to  commend  Comrades  Irvin  Robbins,  Assistant  Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, and  O.  S.  Weaver,  Assistant  Quartermaster-General,  of  this  Depart- 
ment, as  very  courteous,  efficient  officers,  and  the  Headquarters  under  their 
care  as  a  model. 

"  Having  served  several  terms,  each  is  well  posted  as  to  duties  and  prompt 
in  their  performance.  The  death  of  Comrade  Hugh  Espey,  Department 
Inspector,  in  November  last,  caused  the  duties  of  his  office  to  devolve  upon 
Comrade  Weaver.  Assistant  Quartermaster-General,  who  has  performed 
the  same,  in  additi(Mi  to  his  own.  faithfully  and  acxeptably. 

•*  No  Department  has  had  a  more  faithful,  hi^norable  and  devoted  Com- 
mander than  Past  Commander  Joseph  B.  Cheadle.  of  Indiana,  and  each  of 
the  other  Department  officers  deserve  iKmorable  mention. 

"  I  attended  the  Department  Encampment  at  Evansville,  Ind.,  in  April 
lastfc  and  had  a  verv  enjoyable  season  there.  I  there  met  our  l>eloved  Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 
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"  We  are  looking  forward  to  the  coming  National  Encampment  at  Indian- 
apolis as  a  delightful  re-union  of  all  Indiana  Regiments, .  and  of  thousands 
of  our  comrades  and  loyal  friends  from  all  parts  of  the  Union.  The  State, 
and  especially  its  capital  city,  is  doing  itself  proud  to  make  all  gloriously 
welcome. 

ADDENDA. 

"In  accordance  with  orders,  sixty-one  Posts  have  been  inspected  in  this 
Department  since  December  31,  1892,  leaving  a  residue  of  sixty-seven  Posts 
not  inspected  at  date  of  this  report,  May  15,  1893.  I  have  made  every 
efiort  to  have  such  inspections  through  urgent  letters  to  the  Department 
Commander,  and  to  the  acting  Department  Inspector,  and  I  have  had  their 
prompt,  hearty  and  active  assistance  and  co-operation,  but  they  have  not 
succeeded  as  yet  in  getting  reports  of  inspections  from  these  sixty-seven 
delinquent  Posts.  I  am  unable  to  state  the  reasons  why  such  Posts  are 
not  inspected  and  reported,  nor  can  the  Department  officers.  The  counter- 
sign should  be  withheld  from  Posts  until  Inspection  is  had  and  reported. 

"  I  also  made  an  official  visit  on  May  12,  1893,  to  the  Marion  Branch  of 
the  National  Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers,  and  was  courteously 
received  by  the  officers  and  comrades  present. 

"This  Home  is  pleasantly  situated  near  the  Mississinewa  River  about  two 
miles  south  of  Marion,  and  is  connected  therewith  by  electric  street  cars. 
There  are  219  acres  of  very  beautiful  grounds,  under  care  of  a  farmer  who 
keeps  it  in  splendid  order,  a  large  part  being  cultivated  and  much  produce 
raised  for  the  use  of  the  inmates. 

"The  officers  of  the  Branch  are  Capt.  Justin  H.  Chapman,  Governor; 
Capt.  H.  O.  Heichert.  Treasurer;  Dr.  A.  D.  Kimball,  Surgeon. 

"I  attended  the  funeral  of  a  deceased  soldier  in  military  style,  and  it  is 
an  impressive  ceremony.  The  Home  has  a  splendid  military  band  under 
charge  of  Capt.  Stack,  which  led  the  procession,  followed  by  the  Governor 
and  Chaplain,  the  corpse  on  a  caisson  drawn  by  led  horses,  then  the  firing 
squad,  the  comrades  bringing  up  in  the  rear,  all  respectfully,  decently  and 
in  order. 

"There  are  seven  barracks,  a  commissary,  store  room,  steam  laundry, 
water  works,  kitchen,  dining  hall,  Governor's  residence,  engineer's  residence, 
a  hospital  which  will  accommodate  400  at  one  time,  and  a  residence  for  the 
surgeon  and  treasurer  are  being  built,  and  a  number  of  other  buildings. 
The  water  is  excellent,  the  location  clean,  well  drained  apd  healthy,  and 
lit  with  electric  light.  The  dining  hall  will  seat  420.  I  have  visited  many 
hospitals,  but  I  must  say  that  for  arrangement  of  rooms,  verandas,  order, 
cleanliness,  ventilation,  and  genuine  comfort  no  first  class  hotel  excels  this 
hospital.     The  rooms  are  warmed  through  cheerful  grates,  by  that  best  of 
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wJX  fael,  natural  gas.  The  surgeon  is  a  most  genial  gentleman  and  comrade, 
and  his  heart  as  well  as  his  brain  is  in  the  work.  All  the  comrades  love 
and  respect  him;  and  they  speak  highly  of  all  the  officers  in  charge.  The 
culinary  department  and  bakery  are  first  class.  This  is  a  new  branch,  but 
the  discipline  is  excellent,  and  I  doubt  if  it  is  excelled,  taken  as  a  whole, 
by  any  other  branch  or  Home.  As  a  most  commendable  contrast,  this 
Hom«  has  no  saloon  within  or  near  its  bounds,  but  has  a  ' '  Keeley  Cure " 
instead.  Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  the  management  of  the 
Marion  Branch. 

"The  drinking  habit  is  the  curse  of  the  soldier,  and  the  Homes  should 
protect  them  from  this  temptation. 

"The  pride  of  every  Indiana  Veteran  is  our  State  Soldiers  and  Sailors' 
Orphans'  Home.  It  is  located  in  Knightstown,  Henry  County,  Ind. ,  a  few 
miles  east  of  Indianapolis.  The  original  grounds  purchased  contained 
fifty-four  acres,  and  seventy-five  more  have  been  added.  The  buildings 
have  been  twice  burned  and  re-built.  It  was  opened  June  15.  1867.  There 
are  twenty-two  acres  under  a  high  state  of  cultivation.  The  appropriation 
for  all  purposes,  support,  clothing,  etc.,  was  $95,000,  which  was  properly 
expended.  There  is  electric  light,  good  water  supply,  and  good  fire  pro- 
tection. There  are  buildings  for  school,  hospital,  library,  laundry,  bakery, 
gymnasium,  nice  cottages,  a  new  Lincoln  Hall  and  Chapel,  seating  1200, 
an  Industrial  Building,  etc.  It  is  conducted  on  the  Polytechnic  or  Industrial 
System  with  excellent  results.  There  are  departments,  shoe  shop,  florist, 
•ngineers,  sewing,  tailoring,  carpenter,  printing,  farming,  etc. 

"After  their  thirteenth  year,  the  children  are  given  an  opportunity  to 
learn  a  trade  to  their  taste,  in  which  selection  they  are  kindly  assisted  and 
trained  until  they  are  fitted  to  enter  upon  and  sustain  themselves  in  their 
chosen  work  when  discharged  from  the  Home.  Their  intellectual  and  moral 
education  is  well  and  carefully  attended  to.  Regular  day  school.  Sabbath 
School  and  preaching,  music  and  appropriate  exercises  and  recreation  are 
DOt  forgotten  or  neglected.  They  have  an  excellent  band  composed  of  boys 
in  the  Home.  It  attended  the  National  Encampment  at  Washington  with 
Headquarters. 

"An  excellent  dairy  is  conducted.  Homes  are  often  obtained  for  children. 
Eighteen  were  indentured  last  year.     The  enrollment  has  been  as  follows: 

"  In  1887,  167;  1888,  340;  1889.  448:  1890,  574;  1891.  592:  1892.  624. 

"The  Institution  is  incorporated.  The  officers  and  managers  are  wise, 
patriotic,  Christian  men  and  women,  whose  hearts  are  in  the  work. 
A.  H.  Graham  is  superintendent.  The  very  efficient  Board  of  Trustees, 
oflicialsand  superintendent  are  the  right  persons  in  the  right  place. 

"The  proposed  State  Soldiers'  Home  has  been  located  by  the  committee  on 
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the  west  side  of  the  Wabash  River,  about  three  miles  from  La  Fayette  OH 
the  road  leading  to  Tippecanoe  Battle  ground,  in  a  healthy  district,  sur- 
rounded by  romantic  scenery.  The  county  of  Tippecanoe,  the  city  of 
La  Fayette  and  Comrade  R.  P.  De  Harte  donated  for  the  purpose  of  this 
organization,  this  beautiful  tract  of  247  acres  and  $5,650.  In  the  language 
of  Commander  Cheadle,  '  If  the  state  of  Indiana  shall  do  its  duty  in  aid  of 
this  patriotic  cause,  it  can  be  made  one  of  the  loveliest  spots  on  this  conti- 
nent— an  earthly  Paradise  for  our  old  and  helpless  comrades,  their  wives 
and  widows  !'  The  general  government  makes  an  appropriation  of  $100 
a  year  for  each  old  soldier  cared  for  in  these  State  Homes. 

"The  legislature  of  Indiana,  in  1887,  made  an  appropriation  of  $200,000 
to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  funds  then  donated  or  might  thereafter  be 
donated  to  build  Indianapolis  a  suitable  State  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  monu- 
ment. A  large  additional  amount  has  since  been  appropriated  to  complete 
the  same.  It  is  nearly  completed  and  is  a  magnificent  monument.  It  was 
iMiencifd  to  be  a  State  Monument  erected  to  the  memory  of  Indiana  soldiers 
and  sailors  who  died  in  defense  of  their  country  in  the  great  war  of  1861-65. 

"  The  great  shaft  was  nearing  completion,  when  in  June,  '92,  more  than 
five  years  from  the  time  of  its  authorization,  it  was  first  learned  that  two  of 
the  four  faces  of  the  monument  had  been  diverted  from  its  original  purpose 
and  wns  made  to  represent  the  war  with  Mexico  by  placing  the  figures  1846 
and  1848  upon  the  upper  astragal.  This  is  in  violation  of  the  law  and  of 
every  principle  of  honor  and  patriotism;  we  have  been  betrayed,  and  prin- 
cipally by  one  of  our  own  comrcades.  Five  persons  of  the  Commission  are 
thus  thwarting  the  will  of  this  Department  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  and  trying  to 
elevate  the  Mexican  war  up  to  a  level  with  the  war  for  the  suppression  of  the 
Rebellion  and  th(^  j)articipants  in  each  t^ually  honorable  and  patriotic, 
and  t€»ach  the  same  to  the  children  of  this  commonwealth.  Then  they  urge  this 
great  and  patriotic  organization  t(^  endorse  such  pure  cussedness  by  making 
the  dedication  of  the  monument  a  part  of  the  programme  at  our  next 
National  Mnc  anipment  I  Our  Department  Encampment  unanimously  and 
indignantly  refustnl  to  sanction  this  and  our  worthy  Commander-in-Chief 
(indorsed  our  |-)osition.  We'll  not  uncover  in  its  presence  while  those  figures 
remain  on  the  shaft  and  trust  no  true  comrade  will  do  so.  We  will  not 
assist  in  nor  attend  its  tledication 

'•  Indiana  is  and  has  been  active  in  carrying  out  the  recommendation  of 
the  Twenty-sixth  National  Encampment  and  securing  the  support  of  the 
public  schools  in  teaching  the  lessims  of  patriotism  by  devoting  a  day  each 
year  to  singing  patriotic  songs,  recitations  and  addresses,  and  hoisting  the 
stars  and  stripes  over  the  school  houses.  Old  Glory  now  floats  over  most 
of  the  school  houses  in  this  Department. 
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"By  the  assistance  of  Comrade  Ensley.  pension  agent.  I  am  able  to 
rtate  number  of  pensioners  and  amount  of  pension  money  paid  in  Indiana 
for  the  year  ending  March  4,  1893: 

"Total  soldiers.  57,144:  total  Union  soldiers.  56,516;  total  widows.  9,219; 
t.>tal  children,  5,606.  dependent  parents,  2,636;  total  number  pensioners, 
including  children.  73,705.  The  amount  paid  out  for  pensions  for  the  year 
ending  March  4.  1893,  was  $11,941,195.31.  This  equals  about  S4.50  each 
year  f9r  every  man.  woman  and  child  in  the  state,  and  averages  $162.01  a 
year  to  the  total  number  of  pensioners  in  the  state.  Many  Indiana  soldiers 
reside  out  of  the  state  and  many  from  other  states  reside  in  this  state. 

"Four  hundred  and  three  comrades  of   this  Department  answered  the 
roll  call  of  death  in  1892,  and  early  in  1893,   Past  Department  Commander 
Thomas  W.  Bennett  passed  over  the  dark  river.     He  was  a  gallant  'and 
valued  officer  of  the  Sixty-ninth  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteers,  and  was  pro- 
moted to  be  Brigadier  General  in  the  war  for  the  Union.    We  shall  miss  him 
greatly  on  Memorial  Days  at  our  re-unions  and  encampments.     He  was  an 
excellent  speaker,  gifted  with  large  social  qualities,  and  was  a  true  patriot. 
"This  Department  has  initiated  a  movement  to  erect  a  statue  to  Comrade 
Alvin  T.  Hovey,  our  grand  old  Governor.      He  was  the  idol  of  the  soldiers 
and  was  with  his  comrades  heart  and  soul  in  all  our  efforts  to  secure  proper 
recognition.     Twelve  and  one-half  cents  each  from  the  64,000  soldiers  of 
Indiana  would  raise  $8,<>oo  to  pay  for  a  suitable  statue  to  his  memory.     The 
sight  is  selected  by  him  on  the  south  side  of  the  east  approach  to  the  Capitol. 
"  In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  say  that  I  greatly  regret  my  inability  to 
make  full  report  of  all  Posts  inspected  in  this  Department.     I  have  done 
all  that   I  could  unle.ss  I  would  have  gone  in   person    to  the  sixty-seven 
delinquents.     The  acting  Department  Inspector.  Comrade  Weaver,  has  for- 
warded to  you  his  report,  and  I  endorse  his  recommendation  to  withhold 
the  countersigns  until   an   inspection  is  made  and  rejwrted  in  each  Post. 
If  it  is  deemed  indispensable  to  have  full  inspection,  a  comrade  will  have 
to.be  detailed  to  visit  delintjuent  Posts  and  stir  them  up  and  get  affairs  in 
shape.     I  and  the  Dej^artment  officers  are  weary  of  ineffectual  ord<*rs  and 
requests  to  such  Posts.      A  complete  Roster  of  comrades  in  this  Depart- 
ment has  been  madt;  from  all  rejx)rted  Posts. 

"Hope  this  informal  and  partial  rej^ort  will  l>e  accepteil  and  assist  you 
somewhat  in  making  yours,  and  that  I  may  meet  you  at  Indianapolis." 

IOWA. 

From  Assistant  Inspcctor-Cieneral  James  N.  Milhir,  I  received  »*e{>ort  in 
proper  form  of  the  inspi'ction  work  and  the  fcjllowing  letter  relating  to  the 
general  affairs  of  the  Department: 
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I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  as  Assistant  InspecU 
General,  Department  of  Iowa,  G.  A,  R. : 

The  Department  Encampment  was  held  at  Keokuk,  April  26-27,  1893. 
While  not  so  largely  attended  as  some  in  the  past,  it  was  interesting  and 
successful.  The  city  was  the  starting  point  of  several  Iowa  regiments, 
and  in  the  national  cemetery  here  located,  sleep  over  700  of  our  departed 
comrades,  the  grounds  being  very  neat  and  well  cared  for. 

The  number  of  Posts  in  the  Department  is  447,  with  a  present  member- 
ship of  19,500,  being  a  net  gain  during  the  last  half  of  the  year  1892  of  77 
Posts  and  2070  members,  and  between  January  i,  1893,  ^^^  ^^^  date  of 
the  Annual  Encampment  there  was  an  additional  gain  of  500  members. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  were  as  follows:  From  supplies  and  per  capital 
$7,561.26,  from  interest  $30.00,  from  predecessor  $789.99,  total  $8,381.25, 
expenditures  $5,630.33,  leaving  a  balance  of  $2,750.92.  The  Encampment 
directed  that  $2,000  of  this  sum  be  invested  in  farm  mortgages,  which, 
added  to  from  year  to  year,  will  form  a  reserve  fund,  the  interest  only  to 
be  used  until  the  Department,  through  the  age  and  infirmity  of  its  members, 
shall  cease  to  be  self  supporting.  This  should  be  done  by  other  Depart- 
ments. The  property  of  the  Department  is  valued  at  $4,367.03  and  of  the 
several  Posts  at  $96,072.29.     Expended  for  relief  in  1892,  $4,195.16. 

The  headquarters  of  the  Department  were  by  resolution  located  i>er- 
manently  in  the  State  Capitol  at  Des  Moines,  where  they  have  been  since 
January  i.  1893.  A  good  room  in  this  magnificent  building  has  been 
tendered  by  the  state  free  of  expense  to  the  Department,  and  when  properly 
filled  up  it  will  provide  a  safe  place  for  the  preservation  of  the  valuable 
records  of  the  Department,  with  such  relics  of  the  war  as  may  be  con- 
tributed by  comrades  and  patriotic  citizens. 

The  system  of  inspection  by  Past  Commanders  of  the  Posts  instead  of 
by  District  Inspectors,  has  relieved  the  Department  of  considerable 
expense,  while  not  reducing  in  any  way  the  efiiciency  of  the  inspection. 
The  report  of  the  Department  Inspector  shows  that  394  of  the  447  Posts 
were  duly  inspected  and  proper  reports  made. 

In  February  the  cottages  built  by  the  state  at  the  Soldiers'  Home  in 
Marshalltown,  were  dedicated,  and  furnish  comfortable  homes  for  the  old 
comrade  and  his  wife.  The  new  Commandant  of  the  Home,  Col.  J.  H. 
Keatley,  is  an  efficient  officer,  kind  hearted  and  generous.  Some  Posts  are 
raising  funds  to  build  other  cottages. 

In  addition  to  the  Soldiers'  Home  the  state  has  a  Soldiers'  Orphans 
Home  at  Davenport,  where  the  children  of  both  deceased  and  living  com- 
rades are  maintained  and  educated  free  of  expense  to  the  parents  and 
guardians.      A  tax  of   one-half  mill  in  each  county  provides  funds  to  relieve 
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the  pressing  necessities  of  some  who  are  unable  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
Home;  and  after  death  the  county  provides  burial  expenses  for  those  whose 
estate  is  not  sufficient  to  provide  proper  interment.  In  addition  to  the 
public  provisions,  the  citizens  of  every  town  are  ready  with  kind  hearts 
and  willing  hand's  and  generous  purses  to  aid  our  noble  Order,  so  that  in 
Iowa,  at  least,  it  can  be  said  that  the  Republic  is  not  ungrateful  to  her 
defenders. 

During  the  year  the  Department  mourned  the  death  of  two  Past  Depai^ 
ment  Commanders,  Gen.  James  M.  Tuttle  and  Col.  John  B.  Cooke,  who, 
after  faithful  service  in  the  field,  did  equally  loyal  work  in  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic. 

My  heartfelt  thanks  are  due  to  the  Department  Commander,  the 
Assistant  Adjutant-General  and  the  Department  Inspector,  for  their 
uniform  courtesy  and  valuable  assistance.  There  is  an  esprit  du  corps  in 
the  Department  of  Iowa,  unsurpassed  by  any  order  in  the  world,  and  the 
character  of  its  soldiery  bears  out  sturdy  Ben.  Johnson's  saying,  "A  true 
soldier  is  his  country's  strength,  his  sovereign's  safety." 


KANSAS. 


From  the  Department  Inspector  I  received  no  report.  Assistant 
Inspector-General  S.  M.  Lanham  labored  earnestly  to  have  the  work  of 
inspection  properly  performed.  The  result  of  his  labors  I  give  you  in  his 
own  words,  and  as  he  plainly  states  the  condition  of  affairs  in  his  Depart- 
ment I  ask  your  careful  perusal. 

'  *  The  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  Posts  not  reporting  are,  almost 
without  exception,  located  in  the  western  and  thinly  populated  portion  of  the 
Department  and  they  very  evidently  pay  little  or  no  attention  to  National 
or  Department  orders,  in  fact  seem  to  assume  that  their  whole  duty  is 
performed  by  the  simple  act  of  organization. 

"Grand  Army  enthusiasm,  if  not  comradeship,  runs  at  a  low  ebb  in  such 
parts.  From  long  observation  and  some  experience,  I  am  of  opinion 
that  their  existence  under  such  circumstances  is  a  detriment  to  the  organi- 
zation as  a  whole,  because  in  their  weak  and  indolent  condition  they  are 
defenseless  against  the  criticisms  of  those  who  desire  the  early  down-fall  of 
the  order.  Not  only  that,  but  they  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  perform 
even  the  lightest  duties  and  obligations  devolving  upon  the  organization. 

"A  large  number  of  these  Posts  meet  in  country  school-houses,  where  the 
facilities  and  conveniences  for  the  proper  performance  of  muster  and  other 
ceremonies  cannot  be  had,  and  the  tame  and  uninteresting  exercises  have 
nothing   exciting  or   enthusiastic   about   them.     Many   are   more   or   less 
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delinquent  to  the  Department  and  are  annually  carried  at  the  expense  of 
live  Posts. 

' '  I  made  frequent  demands  upon  the  Department  Inspector  for  his 
report,  but  he  failed  to  furnish  me  a  list  of  Posts  reporting  and  Posts  not 
reporting,  therefore  I  am  unable  to  make  satisfactory  report. 

' '  I  have  noted  your  orders  regarding  Posts  not  yet  inspected,  and  have 
made  demand  upon  the  Inspector  of  the  Department  to  secure  snch 
inspection  at  once." 


KENTUCKY. 

Department  Inspector  J.  W.  Pell,  labored  energetically  to  obtain  a  full 
report  from  every  Post  in  his  Department.  It  appears  from  letter  accom- 
panying his  report  that  his  efforts  did  not  meet  with  the  consideration  due 
them  from  the  Department  Encampment  held  on  the  26th  and  27th  of 
April. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  following  letter  from  Comrade  Pell,  accom- 
paning  his  report : 

"I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  transmit  to  you  my  Inspection  Reports 
for  Department  Kentucky,  G.  A.  R.,  reported  to  Department  Encampment 
on  the  26th  and  27th  insts.  I  also  made  report  "D"  showing  delinquent 
Posts,  and  asking  action  of  Department  to  compel  them  to  report  for  a 
supplementary  report  to  you,  to  more  nearly  complete  the  work.  I  regret 
to  state  no  formal  action  was  taken. 

I  am  glad  to  inform  you  my  report  shows  about  twice  as  many  Posts 
inspected  as  at  any  former  Encampment,  but  to  me  a  disappointment,  that 
I  have  l)een  connected  with  an  imperfect  work.  I  wrote  many  letters  and 
sent  to  each  delinquent  Post  a  printed  card  both  in  January  and  February, 
askin;^'  for  inspection.  The  Department  made  gains  both  in  Posts  and 
membeiship  as  reported  by  Assistant  Adjutant  General." 

LOUISIANA  AND  MISSISSIPPI. 

From  Dej^artrmiu  Inspector  C  H.  Wheeler  I  received  promptly  com- 
pleted returns  oi  his  inspection  work,  the  particulars  of  which  may  be 
found  in  the  tabulated  form. 

MAINE. 

.\lth(mjL;h  the  report  from  this  Department  was  late  in  reaching  me.  when 
recei\ed  I  was  much  jjratitied  that  through  the  earpest  efforts  of  the 
IVpanment  otficers  every  Post  in  the  IVpartment  has  been  inspected  In 
a  Department  where  the  niemlnirship  is  widely  scattered  as  it  is  in  the 
northern  part  of  Maine,    the  work  of  inspection   is  no  lij^ht  task,   and  tho 
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determfnation  shown  in  the  securing  of  a  full  report  from  every  Post  in  the 
Department  is  highly  commended. 

From  Assistant  Inspector-General  E.  C.  Milliken  I  received  the  following 
report: 

' '  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  have  inspected  the  Headquarters  of 
this  Department  and  find  the  books  and  records  in  good  condition  and  in 
the  hands  of  earnest  enthusiastic  comrades  determined  that  nothing  shall 
be  left  undone  on  their  part  to  make  this  a  year  of  great  prosperity  for  the 
Department.  All  the  Posts  of  the  Department  have  been  inspected  and  in 
nearly  all  cases  are  reported  in  good  condition  prospering.  I  have  reason 
to  believe  from  all  that  I  can  learn  that  the  Department  will  make  a  gain 
in  membership  during  the  year." 


MARYLAND. 


Report  of  Department  Inspector  William  J.  Clug  gives  the  statistics  of 
the  Department,  closing  with  the  following  lines: 

• '  There  was  a  net  gain  of  three  Posts  and  six  hundred  and  twelve  mem- 
bers during  the  year. 

"  In  the  majority  of  our  Posts  the  work  is  well  performed,  the  ofl&cers 
and  members  are  regular  in  their  attendance,  and  there  is  great  interest 
manifested  by  the  members  throughout  the  Department.  Many  of  our 
Posts  have  provided  themselves  with  Post  rooms  under  their  own  control, 
and  there  is  a  disposition  all  along  the  "  Maryland  Line  "  to  hold  up  our 
end  of  the  order." 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  proud  position  so  l<mg  occupied  by  this  grand  Department  has  been 
fully  maintained  during  tho  last  year.  No  higher  praise  could  be  given*  to 
any  Department  than  in  these  few  words. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  Assistant  Inspector-General  H.  Read 
Wales: 

"  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  to 
me  and  herewith  submit  the  following: 

"  I  find  the  books  and  papers  are  well  kept,  and  the  accounts  proixirly 
audited,  orders  on  file  and  a  g(;neroii.s  .'supply  kept  on  hand;  in  fact  other 
Departments  have  availed  themselves  of  some  of  the  Blue  Rooks  now  nn 
hand  as  they  are  now  out  of  print. 

"All  the  Posts  were  insp<?cted  in  the  fall  as  has  been  the  custom  in 
Massachusetts,  and  duly  reported  to  the  Department  ('<^nvention  in 
February,  a  copy  nf  which  I  hope  to  foi wanl  n*'»hin  a  few  days.      I  noticed

that  a  new  type-writer  had  been  placed  in  Headquarters  for  the  use  of  tb« 
A.  A.  G.  and  also  a  new  stand  of  colors  from  the  Womans'  Relief  Corps  of 
Massachusetts.  Also  several  of  the  Past  Department  Commanders  have 
furnished  their  photographs  to  hang  upon  the  walls,  all  of  which  I  think 
wise,  as  all  these  things  will  soon  be  a  matter  of  history. 

"In  short  it  is  manifestly  the  intention  of  the  Department  officers  of 
Massachusetts  to  keep  abreast  of  the  time. 

"  Trusting  that  this  will  be  found  satisfactory." 


MICHIGAN. 

Assistant  Inspector-General  A.  M.  Keeler  writes  of  the  afiairs  of  this 
Department  as  follows: 

' '  From  these  reports  it  will  be  observed  that  the  Department  is  in  a 
prosperous  condition,  having  more  Posts  and  more  members  than  last  year. 
Whil<!  there  seems  to  be  a  gradual  decrease  in  general  attendance,  due,  no 
doubt,  to  distance  of  many  comrades  from  their  Post  rooms,  to  age  and 
growing  infirmities,  the  Assistant  Inspectors  unite  in  saying  that  when 
occasion  re(}uires  it  there  is  a  good  attendance. 

"  The  numlHsr  of  Posts  that  have  a  W.  R.  C.  connected  with  them  is  very 
satisfactory  and  commendable;  but  there  are  very  few  Camps  of  Sons  of 
Veterans.  Some  general  measure  ought  to  be  adopted  to  more  thoroughly 
identify  them  with  the  G.  A.  R. 

soldiers'  home. 

"  Th('  committee  appointed  to  visit  the  Soldiers'  Home  reported  three 
hundred  and  ninety  inmates,  being  one  hundred  less  than  the  year  before, 
which  is  accounted  for  largely  by  reason  of  so  many  veterans  having  received 
jHMisions  under  the  pension  act  of  1890.  The  veterans  were  as  happy  and 
contented  as  men  of  their  age  and  condition  of  health  could  be  expected  to 
be.  Hy  a  rule  adopted,  all  excess  of  j>ension  money  above  five  dollars  per 
month  is  deposited  with  the  Commandant  to  be  paid  over  when  the  soldier 
is  dischargeil  from  the  Home. 

"About  twelve  jx^r  cent,  were  then  sick  in  the  hospital,  with  a  strong 
probability  that  that  jwrcentage  would  soon  come  to  be  much  larger.  The 
committee  speak  in  highest  terms  of  the  management  of  the  Home.

•'The  IVpartment  Headquarters  for  the  past  year  have  been  kept  in 
excellent  shaix?  and  the  administration  of  aftairs  has  been  thorough,  prompt, 
and  highh  praiseworthy." 
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MINNESOTA. 

From  Assistant  Inspector-General  Chas.  W.  Fisher  came  the  following 
clear  and  concise  statement  of  affairs  in  this  Department. 

"Herewith  find  Inspection  Report  of  this  Department  as  required  by 
Chap.  5.  Art.  3.  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations. 

••As  heretofore  reported,  the  Headquarters  of  this  Department  are  in 
splendid  condition,  books  and  papers  pertaining  to  Department  business 
well  and  neatly  kept,  all  orders,  journals  and  letters  kept  on  file  for  refer- 
ence, and  the  headquarters  room  is  a  large,  airy  room,  pleasantly  situated. 

"Our  last  year's  report,  for  some  unexplainable  reason,  shows  a  decrease 
in  the  membership  of  this  Department,  presumably  caused  by  the  isolated 
situation  of  many  of  the  Posts,  the  increasing  age  of  the  comrades,  and 
scattered  places  of  residence.  Four  Posts  have  disbanded,  being  unable  to 
keep  up  their  organizations  from  the  above  causes.  We  have  hopes  of  get- 
ting all  members  of  disbanded  Posts  into  some  good  Post,  so  they  will 
retain  their  membership  while  not  active  members.  We  lost  by  death 
during  the  past  year  124.

Buildings  are  all  stone  and  brick,  steam  heated,  electric  lights,  and  all 
modem  conveniences,  with  a  Board  of  Managers  in  full  sympathy  with  the 
inmates.  Too  much  praise  cannot  l)e  given  to  the  state  at  large  for  their 
liberality  as  regards  the  Home.  To  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
Capt.  Henry  A.  Castle,  to  whose  untiring  efforts  we  are  indebted  for  this 
beautiful  place,  I  can  only  say  that  he  has  the  well-merited  love  and  esteem 
of  all  in  this  Department  for  his  faithful  work  to  his  old  comrades.

No  report  received.  The  following  letter  from  Assistant  Inspector  Gen- 
eral Francis  Downes  tells  its  own  "tale  of  woe." 

"The  Department  Encampment  of  New  Mexico  G.  A.  R.,  was  held  at 
this  place  on  the  27th  and  28th  ult.,  neither  the  Department  Commander 
or  S.  V.  C.  were  present ;  the  Department  Inspector  was  present  but  made 
no  report.  He  has  not  answered  any  of  my  letters  for  some  time  past, 
and  I  was  in  hopes  that  at  the  Encampment  I  would  obtain  some  report 
from  him. 

"We  succeeded  in  having  a  very  successful  Encampment  and  made  quite 
a  success  in  our  public  reception  and  camp-fire  held  at  the  time  under  the 
anspices  of  Charleton  Post. 

''Comrade   William    H.    Whitman,    of    Albuquerque,    was   elected    and 
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installed  as  Department  Commander;  I  am  in  receipt  within  the  last  few 
days  of  bis  first  general  order  in  which  the  following  sta£f  appointments 
are  announced :

As  soon  as  he  returns,  which  will  be  in  a  day  or  so,  I  will  see 
him  and  if  possible  obtain  data  to  make  report  to  you  this  month;  I  have 
written  once  or  twice  to  every  Assistant  Inspector  of  this  Department,  and 
secured  blanks  to  be  sent  them  to  make  report.  I  am  informed  that  not 
more  than  four  or  five  Posts  have  as  yet  been  reported  on.  With  new 
Department  officers  I  am  in  hopes  that  we  may  be  able  to  get  this  Depart- 
ment in  better  business  shape. " 

NBW  HAMPSHIRE. 

As  usual  the  reports  both  from  the  Department  Inspector  and  Assistant 
Inspector-General  are  complete. 

Assistant  Inspector-General  Miner  G.   Frye  states. 

"  The  number  of  veteran  soldiers  in  this  Department,  who  are  not  me?m- 
bers  of  our  Order  as  returned  by  the  Assistant  Inspectors,  were  571.  This 
does  not  by  any  means  embrace  the  total,  and  the  reports  are  necessarily 
inc<)inplt'te.  Tlie  cjuestion  was  a  new  one  and  many  Post  Commanders 
had  nt)  inlorniation  as  to  the  number  of  old  soldiers  in  their  jurisdictions, 
who  are  nt)l  identified  with  the  (irand  Army  of  the  Republic.  There  is  no 
^o<h1  reason  why  their  fellow  soldiers  should  keep  aloof  from  us,  but 
countless  arfjuments  (unild  be  advanced  why  they  should  be  bound  to  the 
cIutIsIuhI  j)rinciples  of  l'"raternity,  CTharityand  Loyalty.  In  this  connection 
1  cordially  endorse  the  sentiments  of  Assistant  Inspector  Capt.  J.  Albert 
SanlK>rn,  who  in  a  privatelettt^r  says:  "  It  is  my  opinion  that  if  a  concerted 
ellmt  was  made  by  the  Department  Officers  to  bring  an  influence  upon 
these  men,  that  many,  if  not  nearly  all,  of  them,  could  be  induced  to 
btH'ome  v^Miir.ides  o£  the  Order.  It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  speak  of  the 
accomplished  work  of  the  organization,  but  it  must  be  apparent  to  the 
intelligent  th.it  the  future  will  have  its  i>pi>ortunities,  and  as  long  as  there 
are  a  few  vnil\  of  ptH>r.  old  and  helpless  veterans  who  need  a  defender  and 
prv>itvtor,  sv>  Kmj;  will  there  bt.'  reasv)n  for  the  maintenance  and  per- 
petuation of  the  C I  rand  -\rm>  of  the  Republic' 

ThecountiN   l\>sls  sl»i>uld  uveive  earnest  ami  careful  attention  \w.    the 
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future.  The  large  Posts  located  in  populous  cities,  and  prosperous  com- 
munities, have  advantages  which  the  country  Posts  can  never  hope  to 
obtain,  but  these  little  Posts  are  like  the  videttes  of  an  army  stationed  on 
the  frontier,  are  earnest  and  loyal,  holding  their  own  under  adverse 
circumstances,  and  facing  the  dissolution  of  the  future  which  is  inevitable. 
The  best  efforts  of  the  Department  and  its  officers  should  be  used  for  their 
encouragement,  protection  and  support. 

"  To  the  comrades  who  accepted  positions  as  Assistant  Inspectors,  and 
whose  duties  have  been  earnestly  and  faithfully  performed,  I  tender  my 
sincere  thanks  and  gratitude.  The  duties  of  the  Department  Inspector  are 
many  and  various,  involving  time  and  patieuce,  but  the  burden  has  been 
made  lighter,  and  the  pathway  smoother,  by  the  unfailing  kindness  and 
courtesy  of  every  official  and  comrade  with  whom  I  have  been  associated 
and  brought  in  contact  Avith,  and  I  bespeak  for  my  successor  in  office,  all 
the  loyalty  and  fraternity  of  which  I  have  been  the  recipient.'* 


NEW   YORK. 

Despite  the  persistent  efforts  of  the  Department  officers  of  this  Grand 
Department,  a  complete  report  of  its  affairs  could  not  be  obtained.  The 
reason  therefor  is  briefly  stated  by  Department  Inspector  C.  A.  Weaver, 
as  follows: 

"  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  annual  Report  of  Inspection 
of  the  Posts  of  this  Department,  showing  a  condition  on  the  ist  of  January, 
1893,  2ts  reported  to  me  by  the  Assistant  Inspectors  on  form  H.  On  the 
1st  of  January,  1893,  there  were  in  this  Department  six  hundred  and  sixty- 
five  Posts.  I  endeavored  to  have  all  the  Posts  inspected,  but  owing  to  the 
severe  winter,  and  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  many  of  the  Assistant 
Inspectors,  I  was  unable  to  get  a  report  from  all  the  Posts.  I  trust  that 
the  plan  adopted  at  the  Washington  Encampment  will  be  tried  in  this 
Department  and  good  results  will  follow." 

NORTH  DAKOTA. 

Owing  to  the  disastrous  fire  which  occurred  at  Fargo,  June  8th,  which 
destroyed  the  records  and  reports  of  the  Department,  I  am  unable  to  sub- 
mit any  report. 

OHIO. 

From  this  large  and  influential  Department,  I  did  not  receive  the  complete 
report  I  had  anticipated,  one  hundred  and  thirteen  Posts  being  delinquent 
in  their  reports.  Of  these  non-rep>orting  Posts,  Assistant  Insi)ector-General 
Charles  A.  Reeser  sends  me  the  following  information: 


iSe 
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"I  am  just  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  30th  ult.,  in  which  you  call 
my  attention  to  the  one  hundred  and  thirteen  Posts  in  this  Oepartment  from 
which  we  could  get  no  Inspector's  Report.  Everything  you  asked  me  to  do 
has  been  done.  The  Adjutants  of  each  of  these  Posts  have  been  written  to 
twice  to  do  just  the  work  you  mention,  but  we  were  unable  to  get  any 
response.  The  principal  reason  that  we  can  get  no  report  from  these  delin- 
quent Posts  arises  from  the  fact  that  they  are  the  smallest  Posts  in  our 
Department,  with  not  more  than  ten,  eleven,  twelve  or  thirteen  members  in 
their  Posts,  and  are  largely  in  country  districts,  where  the  comrades  are 
separated  from  each  other  a  number  of  miles  and  seldom  have  any  meetings. 
In  fact,  these  Posts  are  about  ready  to  surrender  their  charters.  I  think 
the  time  is  near  when  all  these  out-lying  Posts  will  have  to  give  up  their 
charters,  and  if  the  comrades  wish  to  retain  their  membership  in  the  Order 
will  have  to  join  the  Posts  in  the  county  seat  of  each  county. 

' '  Inspector  Milstead  used  every  effort  possible  to  have  these  Posts 
inspected,  and  I  feel  confident  it  will  only  be  a  waste  of  stationery  to  make 
any  further  efforts  in  this  direction." 

I  extract  the  following  from  the  report  of  Department  Inspector  C. 
Milstead: 

•  *  I  was  greatly  in  hopes  of  being  able  to  embrace  every  Post  in  this  Depart- 
ment in  my  report,  but  owing  to  the  failure  of  some  of  my  Inspectors  and  a 
large  number  of  Post  Adjutants  to  discharge  their  duty,  I  have  been  dis- 
appointed. 

"  I  find  the  Posts  of  this  Department,  with  a  few  exceptions,  in  a  flour- 
ishing and  harmonious  condition.  A  very  fair  interest  is  exhibited  in  Post 
work.  The  average  charge  of  the  Posts  inspected  for  muster-in  is  $1.52 
and  the  quarterly  dues  average  thirty-five  cents.  A  great  many  Posts  sup- 
ply the  wants  of  deserving  comrades  from  their  general  fund,  therefore  they 
keep  no  separate  relief  funa.  However,  it  will  be  observed  that  quite  a 
snug  sum  is  on  hand  for  relief  purposes.  The  noble  generosity  which  fills 
the  heart  of  every  old  soldit»r  is  plainly  demonstrated  by  the  magnificent 
amount  expended  in  the  last  year  for  the  relief  of  our  unfortunate  comrades. 

"  To  summarize  the  whole  matter,  the  comrades  of  this  Department  are 
getting  on  very  nicely.  Tlui  change  made  in  the  inspection  system  by  the 
last  National  Encampment  is.  in  my  opinion,  a  good  one  and  will  be  much 
less  burdensome  to  the  comrades. "

^^hiQ  a  few  minutes  walk  of  both  the  great  terminal  Railroad  stations,  and 
^^Uy  favorable  as  to  the  principal  hotels  and  commercial  interests,  occu- 
'iQg  a  suite  of  large  and  elegant  rooms,  furnished  not  magnificently,  but 
**^fortably,  are  admirably  adapted  in  every  way  to  the  requirements  of 
^  I^epartment  and  the  comrades. 

*  be  Assistant  Adjutant-General  Samuel  P.  Town,  and  the  Assistant 
•^rtermaster-General  Abraham  Levering,  are  on  duty  continually,  and 
^y  day  can  be  found  at  their  desks  from  eight  o'clock,  and  earlier  in  the 
^tilings,  until  six  o'clock  and  later  in  the  evenings,  and  I  question  if  two 
^ore  zealous  officials,  or  two  more  enthusiastic  comrades  can  be  found  in 
^1  Department.  The  books  of  records  and  of  accounts,  including  the 
minutest  details,  are  exceedingly  well  kept,  showing  systematic,  painstaking 
^orts,  00  the  part  of  both  officers,  to  further  the  interests  of  this  Depart- 
Bent,  and  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
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The  Department  Council  of  Administration  has  frequent  and  regular 
meetings,  with  never  less  than  four-fifths  of  its  members  present,  and  ordin- 
arily with  every  member  reporting,  although  one  of  them.  Comrade  Wm. 
J.  Patterson,  resides  and  does  business  nearly  400  miles  from  Headquarters. 
The  proceedings  of  the  meetings  of  the  Council  are  kept  with  precision, 
and  its  suggestions  and  recommendations  are  carefully  considered  by  the 
Department  officials. 

Quartermaster-General   John    Taylor,    with    his   great    experience    and 
extendcMi  knowledge  of  the  requirements  of  our  organization,  is  a  frequent 
and  acceptable  visitor  at  Department  Headquarters,  where  his  advice  and 
suggestions  are  much  appreciated,  and  his  zeal  for  everything  pertaining 
to  the  good  of  the  Order  is  manifested  by  his  continued  acceptance  and 
fulfillment  of  the  duties  of  Mustering,    Inspecting  and  Installing  Officer, 
and  in  his  many  visits  to  Posts,  Camp  Fires,  Reunions  and  other  gatherings 
of  our  comrades. 

Past  Department  Commander  Thos.  J.  Stewart,  who  for  many  years  was 
the  very  efficient  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  the  Department,  is  untiring 
in  Grand  Army  work  ;  his  time  and  advice  are  on  call  at  all  times,  and  with 
others  of  the  good  comrades  he  is  ever  ready  to  visit  Posts  and  attend 
Reunions  ;  always  willing  to  do  his  part.  As  Secretary  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Soldiers*  and  Sailors'  Home,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Soldiers' 
Orphan  School  Commission,  he  enjoys  special  facilities  for  keeping  in  touch 
with  the  comrades,  and  his  frequent  visits  to  Headquarters  evidences  the 
<*slfcni  in  which  hv.  is  held. 

As  a  rulo  th«^  Past  l)<*partment  Commanders  still  retain  an  active  interest 
in  {hv.  afTairs  ol  thr  Department,  and  of  our  organization,  and  it  is  seldom 
that  all  of  thfui  arc  not  present  at  the  Encampments,  Department  and 
National.  Amon^  those  who  most  frequently  visit  Headquarters,  and  >vbo 
an'  to  be  fountl  at  the  gathorinps  of  our  comrades,  are  Comrades  J.  P-  ^' 
Ciobin,  r'rank  J.  Mamn'.  Jos.  S.  Denniston  and  George  G.  Boyer. 

Department   Insjx'ttor  C^has.    A.   Snydam.  who  is  now   filling  his  third 
roiistviitive  term,  requires   more   than   a   mere   perfunctory  duty  from  h>^ 
subordinate  ririeers  and   from    Posts.      It  has  l>een  my  pleasure  to  atten*^ 
many  o(  the  insptvtions  throughout  the  Departments,  at  times  with  Assist" 
ant  In.siXH:t\>rs.  and  at  others  with  the  Department  Inspector,  and  in  every 
e.iM*  1  w.is  impressed  with  the  th<^rouijhness  of  the  work,  and  I  feel  assured* 
that  the  complete  organiration  and  the  tht^rough  discipline  that  mark  thi$ 
I^epartment  are  in  a  great  measure  due  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  inspec- 
tions, and  the  general  intellij^ence  an^l  |x^pularity  of  the  comrades  assigned 
to  that  dnt\ 

The  delailevl  report  ol   the  Departmen:    Inspector  is  a  splendid  specimen 
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love's  labor,  apparent  from  the  fact  that  its  tabulation  of  23  columns 
id  619  lines — over  14,000  spaces — written  with  correct  data  had  from 
tports  of  Assistant  Inspectors,  and  from  his  own  individual  work,  and 
impleted  without  cost  to  the  Department ;  it  will  be  sent  you  in  its 
itirety,  hence  I  make  no  extracts  from  it. 

The  report  of  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  shows.  February  28th, 
J93,  that  14  new  Posts  were  mustered  during  the  year,  4  were  disbanded, 
id  2  consolidated,  making  at  that  date  619  Posts  with  a.  membership  of 
3,645.  a  gain  during  the  year,  notwithshanding  the  losses  from  various 
mses,  aggregating  5. 369. 

One  item  in  this  report  shows  the  result  of  persistent  work ;  for  two 
ears  one  of  the  Posts  reported  a  memberehip  of  9  comrades,  and  they 
iscouraged  and  disposed  to  give  it  up — the  Department  Inspector  visited 
nd  encouraged  them,  and  the  last  report  from  the  Post  showed  41  mem- 
ers,  a  gain  of  32  in  less  than  six  months. 

Statistical  features  show  that  since  1874,  when  the  strength  of  the 
Apartment  was  only  72  Posts  with  3,983  members,  until  1893  with  its  619 
'osts  and  43,645  members,  in  only  two  years  were  there  losses  in  numerical 
irength.  Since  the  report  of  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  in  February 
1st.  5  other  new  Posts  have  been  mustered,  making  the  total  number  to 
ate  624. 

Special  mention  is  made  in  the  report  of  the  A.  A.  G.  of  those  Aides  who 
»ake  reports  to  Headquarters,  and  this  feature  has  incited  to  a  greater 
-tivity  those  comrades  now  serving  on  the  Staff  of  the  Department 
ommander. 

Assistant  Quartermaster-General  Levering's  detailed  report  to  the 
•ncampment  February  28th,  last,  showed  the  receipts  and  their  sources, 
^^  the  final  disposition  of  every  dollar  passinpj  through  his  hands  ;  the 
^eipts  for  the  year,  including  balance  on  hand,  were  $16,857.38,  the  dis- 
bursements $11,644.08,  leaving  in  his  hands  :i  balance  of  $5,213.30;  his 
^^^unts  as  submitted  to  me  are  models  of  simplicity  and  corn^ctnoss. 

"Memorial  Day.  1893.  was  more  generally  observed  than  at  any  previous 
'Die  in  the  history  of  the  Department,  reports  from  all  parts  of  th<;  State 
•lowing  a  greatly  increased  interest  in  the  ceremonies  of  the  day,  not  only 
*y  our  comrades,  but  by  the  people  generally  at  Gettysburg. 

The  customary  semi-annual  Encampment,  under  canvas,  on  memorable 
-woetery  Hill,  was  held  in  July,  1892,  was  well  attended,  and  tho  week 
levoted  to  Reunions.  Camp  Fires  and  visits  to  points  of  interest  on  the  field 
*plete  with  so  much  of  the  history  of  our  country  and  of  our  organization. 

The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  has  been  untiring  in  its  work,  and  among  its 
iCber  great  chanties  might  be  named  the  establishment  of  the   "Pennsyl- 
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vasia  Memorial  Home,  *'  at  Brook ville.  where  indigent  widows  and  mothers 
of  oar  deceased  soldiers,  the  wives  of  permanently  disabled  indigent  Union 
soldiers,  and  permanently  disabled  indigent  Union  soldiers  with  their  wives, 
are  taken  care  of. 

The  "  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Home."  at  Hawkins,  established  by  the 
organization  whose  name  it  bears,  is  devoted  to  the  care  and  maintenance 
of  worthy  mothers,  wives,  sisters,  widows  and  daughters  of  those  who 
served  the  Union  during  the  war  of  the  Rebellion.  Both  of  these  charities 
are  in  complete  and  successful  operation,  and  are,  I  think,  the  only  institu- 
tions of  the  kind  in  the  country. 

The  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Home,  at  Ene,  is  the  pride  and  glory  of  every 
Pennsylvanian,  being  truly  a  home  in  all  that  the  word  implies  ;  its  rolls 
show  that  it  has  cared  for  at  one  time  over  five  hundred  of  our  unfortunate 
comrades.     The  annual  expense  of  maintaining  the  Home  is  $100,000. 

The  Soldiers  Orphan  Schools  are  controlled  by  a  Commission  of  eleven 
members,  nine  of  whom  are  comrades  ;  there  are  three  schools  containing 
in  the  aggregate  638  orphans.     The  great  work  done  by  these  schools  can 
never  be  computed,  15,000  of   the  children  of   old  soldiers  having  becn^ 
educated  since  their  establishment,  and  now  as  the  time  was  approachi^S 
when  they  were  to  cease  to  exist  by  enactment  of  the  law,  upon  the  stiS' 
gestion  and  advice  of  the  Commission,   the  Legislature  of    PennsylvaXt^^ 
passed  a  bill  re-opening  the  schools  (the  closing  of  which  had  been  pre^v'i 
ously  provided  for  by  law),  until  the  children  now  pupils  shall  have  react*^^ 
the  age  of  sixteen  years,  and  these  schools  that  are  reflecting  credit  on   t.tk' 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  this  Commonwealth,  are  re-opened  incJ^* 
initely  with  the  maximum   number  of  pupils  fixed  at  one  thousand.        ^ 
addition  and  by  the  advice  of  the  Commission,  an  appropriation  of  $213,  ^>*^ 
has  been  made  by  the  Legislature  to  erect  the  Pennsylvania  Soldiers'  Orpti^ 
Industrial  School  in  connection  with  the  schools  already  in  charge  of    "t^ 
Commission.     Both  of  these  bills  were  signed  by  the  Governor  on  Saturd^ 
last,  May  27th. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  say  that  there  are  connected  with  the  Soldi^ 
Orphan  School  Commission,  four  Past  Department  Commanders  and  *^^ 
present  Department  Commander  of  Pennsylvania.  The  total  cost  of  ^^ 
system  since  the  establishment  of  Soldiers  Orphan  Schools  by  the  Stat^  * 
1864,  to  May  31st,  1892,  has  been  $9,767,341.21. 

The  Sons  of  Veterans  are  alive  to  the  interests  of  their  organization,  ^t^* 
new  Camps  are  being  instituted  continually.     This  organization  seems  ^^ 
have  been  brought  into  closer  touch  with  the  "old  boys,"  and  on  Memon^ 
Days  the  numbers  turning  out  to  assist  Posts  are  materially  increasing. 

The  Medical  Director  in  his  annual  report,  submitted  to  the  Encampment 
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in  February  last,  shows  that  our  losses  by  death  for  the  year  ending  Dec. 
31st,  1892,  were^52,  and  the  value  of  services  and  medicines  furnished  free 
to  comrades  was  $4,881.41. 

The  Chief  Mustering  OfiRcer  reported  that  better  results  have  been 
obtained  by  assigning  the  duty  of  the  installation  of  Post  OflScers  to  Senior 
Past  Post  Commanders,  and  urges  that  inasmuch  as  such  a  course  has 
proven  efficient,  satisfactory  and  without  expense  to  either  Posts  or  Install- 
ing Officers,  that  it  be  adopted  hereafter  in  all  cases  excepting  where  special 
details  are  requested. 

Comrade  Rev.  John  W.  Sayers,  Department  Chaplain,  who  has  for 
twenty-one  consecutive  years  been  re-elected,  has  the  affection  of  every 
comrade,  and  never  wearies  in  his  visitations — Post  Meetings.  Camp  Fires, 
Reunions,  Encampments — all  claim  and  receive  his  earnest  attention.  On 
Memorial  Days,  if  the  condition  of  distance  is  favorable,  he  takes  active 
part  in  more  than  one  ceremony,  and  during  the  year  visits  many  of  our 
sick  comrades ;  and  whenever  possible  officiates  at  funerals  of  those  who 
have  been  mustered  out. 

Chief  of  Staff  Comrade  Thos.  J.  Dinan,  the  first  comrade  who  has  held 
that  position  in  this  Department,  has  created  a  form  to  be  used  by  Depart- 
ment Aides  in  making  regular  periodical  reports,  and  already  the  beneficent 
effect  of  his  action  has  been  felt,  as  well  as  the  result  of  his  visitations  with 
the  officers  and  comrades  of  the  Department. 

I^epartment  Commander  Thos.   G.   Sample,  for  years  one  of  our  most 

^^'Qest  and  active  comrades,  believes  in  keeping  up  the  work,  and  since  his 

^'^ction  and  installation   March  ist  last,  has  not  missed  a  day  or  night 

'roQi  the  interests  of  our  organization  and  proposes  to  continue  in  this 

direction.     Already  with  the  members  of  his  staff  he  has  travelled  several 

thousands  of  miles,   accompanied  always  by  one  or  more  of  his  official 

*amily;  the  revivifying  effect  of  these  visits  is  already  appreciable  in  the 

^^ater  activity  pervading  the  Posts  on   which  he  has  called,   and   with 

*^^^>*e  comrades  whose  surroundings  will  permit  them  to  accompany  him  or 

^Uow  in  the  work.     Fortunately  for    the  Department,  the   Department 

'-oixjnM^jjgf  has  very  able  and  intelligent  assistance,  including  S.   V.  D.

^O  dosing  I  can  but  add  that  the  Department  of  Pennsylvania  was  never 
*  better  discipline,  the  comrades  never  more  enthusiastic  and  the  Depart- 
'''^•Ht  officers  never  more  sanguine  of  excellent  results  than  at  present. 
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POTOMAC. 

The  reports  show  every  Post  inspected  and  the  affairs  of  the  Department 
in  a  very  flourishing  condition. 

The  following  is  a  report  of  Assistant  Inspector-General  Marion  T. 
Anderson: 

"  In  obedience  to  instructions  contained  in  your  letter  of  the  xoth  ult., 
and  in  compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  as  prescribed  in  Chap. 
5,  Art.  5  and  Sec.  3,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  officially  visited 
Department  Headquarters  on  the  25th  of  April  and  made  proper  inspec- 
tion thereof.  Having  notified  the  Department  Commander  by  mail  of 
said  visit,  everything  was  in  readiness. 

' '  I  found  upon  inquiry  and  examination  that  all  orders  and  communica- 
tions emanating  from  National  and  Department  Headquarters  are  properly 
filed  in  book  form,  numerically;  the  books  of  the  A  A.  Y.  and  of  the  A.  Q. 
M.  Y.  are  well  and  neatly  kept.  The  Department  Inspector  is  energetic 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  being  now  engaged  in  the  critical 
examination  of  the  new  Card  Index  recently  adopted  by  this  Department. 
This  Index  is  alphabetically  arranged  in  vowel  form,  and  contains  the 
name  and  military  history  of  every  member  of  the  G.  A.  R.  in  our 
'  Department;  each  name  and  record  on  a  separate  card.  The  Staff 
Officers  are  alive  to  their  duties  and  are  regular  in  their  attendance  at 
Headquarters.  The  Senior  Vice  Commander  is  the  Chairman  of  the 
Department  Employment  Committee,  which  is  composed  of  the  Post  Com- 
manders of  the  different  Posts.  The  labor  of  said  Committee  in  this 
Department  I  presume  is  ten  times  greater  than  like  labor  in  the  largest 
Department  in  the  United  States. 

"The  Junior  Vice  Commander  is  the  Chairman  of  the  Department  Relief 
Committee.  This  Committee  meets  weekly  (as  does  the  Employment  Com- 
mittee) and  is  composed  of  one  member  from  each  Post.  The  amount  of 
relief  disbursed  to  comrades  from  other  Departments,  who  come  to  Wash- 
ington to  look  after  their  pensions,  or  to  seek  places  in  some  Government 
office,  become  stranded  and  have  to  be  assisted  back  to  their  homes,  figures 
up  into  the  hundreds  some  years.  Other  disbursements  in  the  way  of 
relief  by  this  Committee  amounts  to  a  large  sum  each  year.  It  has  been 
the  practice  for  a  number  of  years  in  this  Department  to  supply  every  poor 
and  needy  comrade  with  an  excellent  Christmas  dinner;  under  the 
direction  of  the  Relief  Committee  nearly  $2000  were  expended  last  Christ- 
mas in  the  purchase  of  over  600  chickens;  102  turkeys;  1300  lbs.  sugar;  350 
lbs,  coffee;  175  lbs.  tea;  85  bushels  potatoes;  10  bbls.  apples;  15  boxes 
oranges;  400  lbs.  mixed  nuts;  450  lbs.  mixed  cakes;  23  pails  candy;  and  440 
sacks  of  flour;  made  up,  then  sent  to  769  different  families,  who  otherwise 
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would,  in  all  probability,  have  had  a  very  meager  Christmas  dinner,    and 
perhaps  none  at  all. 

'•  I  have  been  thus  minute  in  my  detail  of  this  relief  work  carried  on  in 
this  Department  of  the  Potomac  that  you  may  understand  and  know  that 
the  comrades  of  the  Potomac  live  up  to  the  great  and  blessed  principles  of 
our  Order.    Fraternity  and  Charity  dwells  within  our  breasts. 

••The  above  references  to  the  Employment  and  Relief  Committees  may 
not  be  considered  pertinent  to  what  may  be  my  strictly  official  duties,  and 
yet  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  say  as  much. 

•  •  This  Department  is  composed  of  twenty  (20)  Posts,  numbering  in  the 
aggregate  4026  members.  Every  Post  in  the  Department  was  properly 
inspected  just  prior  to  the  close  of  1892.  The  reports  of  the  different 
Assistant  Inspectors  were  consolidated,  and  I  was  informed,  were  forwarded 
to  you.  I  will,  however,  enclose  a  copy  of  the  Inspector's  printed  report, 
which  will  give  you  a  clear  idea  of  the  condition  of  the  Department  by 
Posts.  I  invite  your  especial  attention  to  the  amounts  as  reported 
expended  for  charity. 

'•  The  Department  is  in  good  condition,  and  is  steadily  growing.  The 
interest  is  not  slumbering,  but  the  work  for  which  we  are  banded  together 
is  being  accomplished.  Arrangements  are  well  under  way  for  Memorial 
Day  ceremonies. 

"Should  there  be  anything  further  necessary  that  I  have  omitted,  please 
command  me  and  I  will  endeavor  to  supply  the  omission. 

"Please say  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  that  the  Potomac. hopes  to  meet 
him  and  his  Official  Staff  at  Indianapolis  this  fall  in  strong  numbers. 

••Will  you  also  please  convey  to  him  my  own  personal  thanks  and 
appreciation  of  the  distinguished  honor  conferred  in  appointing  me  as  an 
humble  member  of  his  staff." 


RHODE    ISLAND. 

The  work  in  this  Department  was  performed  in  a  most  excellent  manner, 
foil  report  being  promptly  made. 

The  admirable  report  of  Assistant  Inspector-General  George  P'dward 
Allen,  I  submit  in  full:

In  discharge  of  duties  devolving  upon  me  as  Assistant  Inspector-General, 
I  visited  Headquarters  Department  of  Rhode  Island,  February  28,  1893. 
Upon  inspection  found  that  Department  Commander  David  S.  Ray  had 
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given  a  year  of  close  attention  to  all  duties  pertaining  to  his  office,  ajid  to 
official  visitations  among  the  Posts  of  the  Department.  His  faithful,  con- 
scientious, gentlemanly  administration  of  the  affairs  of  this  Department, 
during  his  term  of  office,  ending  January  20,  1893,  has  placed  him  high  in 
the  estimation  of  the  Comrades  of  this  Department. 

I  cannot  too  highly  compliment  Comrade  Edmund  F.  Prentiss,  the 
efficient  Assistant  Adjutant  General  of  this  Department.  I  found  the 
books  of  record,  accounts,  reports  properly  and  neatly  kept.  All  communi- 
cations properly  briefed  and  filed,  blank  reports  for  use  of  Department 
offices  indexed  and  properly  kept  in  a  case  built  under  his  direction.  In 
fact  all  work  in  connection  with  his  office,  is  done  in  a  systematic,  careful 
and  business  like  manner. 

I  have  met  most  of  the  officers  of  the  Department,  comrades  who  are 
serving  as  aids  in  National  and  Department  Staffs,  and  find  them  active 
workers. 

The  work  of  the  order  in  the  Department  of  Rhode  Island,  so  far  as  has 
come  to  my  knowledge,  is  in  good  condition,  and  all  the  Department  officers 
zealous  and  ready  at  all  times  to  exert  themselves  in  every  way  possible  to 
accomplish,  if  possible,  better  results  than  heretofore. 

WOMANS'    RELIEF   CORPS. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Emily  L.  Sibley,  the. Department  offices  and 
Corps  accomplished  much  effective  work  during  the  year  ending  January  20, 
1893.  There  were  December  31,  1892,  eighteen  Corps  in  this  Department 
with  a  membership  of  871,  showing  a  gain  of  three  Corps  and  sixty 
members.

A  prosperous  and  active  year's 
work  will  undoubtedly  be  shown.

The  first  step  taken  in  this  Department  to  secure  a  Soldiers'  Home  was 


I  *■ 
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the  appointing  of  a  committee  at  a  meeting  of  Slocum  Post,  No.  lo, 
Providence,  November  4,  1888.  The  committee  had  several  meetings.  At 
the  Twenty-third  Annual  Encampment  of  this  Department,  held  Febr^iary 
19.  1889,  a  committee  of  five  was  constituted  to  appear  before  the  legislature 
of  this  state,  to  present  the  claims  of  the  Veterans  of  this  state  for  the 
appropriation  of  a  sufficient  sum  to  build  a  Soldiers*  Home.  February  28, 
1889,  they  presented  the  matter  to  the  joint  legislative  committee  and  com- 
missioners. The  legislature  appropriated  $50,000  for  a  Soldiers'  Home. 
$20,000  for  outside  relief,  and  $5,000  for  the  support  of  a  temporary  Home. 

A  temporary  Home  was  established  in  the  town  of  Wickford,  R.  I. 
Department  Commander  George  S.  Cranston  was  appointed  a  special  com- 
mittee to  take  charge  of  the  Home.  In  1890  the  town  of  Bristol  presented 
the  state  with  a  farm  of  about  100  acres.  A  building  committee  was 
appointedand  the  Home  was  completed  in  the  spring  of  1891.  May  21,  1891, 
it  was  dedicated  with  appropriate  ceremonies  at  Bristol,  the  Department  of 
Rhode  Island  taking  a  prominent  part. 

The  Bbard  of  Management  selected  as  Commander  of  the  Home,  Past 
Department  Commander  Benjamin  L.  Hall,  who  still  holds  that  office. 

March  19th,  accompanied  by  Comrade  Giles  S.  Congdon,  Commander 
Babbitt  Post,  No.  15,  Bristol,  I  visited  this  Home. 

Every  opportunity  was  extended  by  the  Commandant  to  look  thoroughly 
into  the  working  of  the  institution.  We  mingled  freely  with  the  comrades 
and  heard  no 'complaints  from  any  of  its  occupants. 

The  discipline  of  the  Home  is  excellent,  the  grounds  and  building  thor- 
oughly and  neatly  kept,  the  officers  efficient  and  attentive  to  the  needs  of 
the  comrades. 

The  Home  is  supplied  with  a  smoking,  reading  and  amusement  room,  a 
large  library,  and  with  all  modem  improvements.  A  new  farm  house  is  to 
be  erected  at  once  at  a  cost  of  $1,500. 

It  has  a  capacity  for  one  hundred  and  thirty  inmates.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  one  hundred  and  seven  comrades  at  the  Home.

Elisha  Dyer,  fx  officio  member;  Past  Department  Com- 
manders, Charles  C.  Gray,  Andrew  McMahon,  Gideon  Spencer;  Depart- 
ment Commander,  Geo.  T.  Cranston,  Comrade  Henry  C.  Luther;  Members 
Executive  Committee  National  Council  of  Administration,  Seth  S.  Getchell 
and  Past  Department  Commander  Philip  S.  Chase.  Secretary.  The  officers 
arc:  Captain  Benjamin  L.  Hall,  Commandant,  Edward  F.  Knowles, 
Adjutant,  Philip  F.  Dilon,  M.  D.  Surgeon.

MEMORIAL   BUILDINGS. 

Through  the  efforts  of  some  of  the  Posts  and  citizens  of  the  Departm^^^^t 
three   Memorial   Buildings   have   been  or  are  now  being  erected  in  ^ff^^is 
Department.     Sedgwick  Post,  No.  7,  Wakefield,  Rhode  Island,  has  erec:^     ^^d 
a  Memorial  Building  of  stone  and  brick,  which  cost  twelve  thousand  ^^oU 
lars.     It  has  been  built  in  a  substantial  manner,  the  first  story  bein^   ^ 
rustic  stone  three  feet  thick,  with  a  large  arched  entrance.     The  up^^^r 
story  is  built  of  brick  with  a  large  balcony  over  the  doorway,  which  malr^s 
a    very  striking  appearance.     The   basement   extends  under    the  whole 
building,  being  well  lighted  and  aired.     This  room  will  be  known  as  the 
"Collation  or  Banquet  Room."    The  second  floor  is  to  be  used  by  Sedg- 
wick Post,  No.  7,  Womans'  Relief  Corps  Number  4,  and  the  Camp  Sons 
of  Veterans,  both  being  attached  to  the  Post,  and  is  known  as  the  Assembly 
Room.     It  has  a  seating  capacity  of  three  hundred.     There  are  a  large 
number  of  Memorial  Windows  in  memory  of   the  officers  and  men  who 
enlisted  in  that  town.     The  whole  building  is  finished  in  a  thorough  manner 
and  is  lighted  by  electricity  and  heated  by  steam.     It  was  erected  by  the 
Post  through  a  building  committee  consisting  of  Comrade  Geo.  F.  Holland. 
Chairman,  William  C.  Clarke  and  Carder  H.  Sherman. 

Twenty-five  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  by  the  town,  the  balance 
was  raised  by  the  committee.  The  cost  of  furnishing  was  $3,500.  The 
corner  stone  was  laid  July  26,  1890.  It  was  dedicated  by  Department  Com- 
mander George  T.  Cranston  and  his  official  staff,  June  17,  1893.  His 
Excellency,  Gov.  D.  Russel  Brown  and  staff,  members  of  the  legislature, 
town  council  and  a  large  number  of  distinguished  citizens  were  present. 

September  12,  1893,  ground  was  broken  for  a  Memorial  Building  in  the 
town  of  Westerly,  Rhode  Island.  The  cost  of  the  building  will  be  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars     *^  **  now  in  course  of  construction,  and  is  being 
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built  of  Stone,  brick  and  terra  cotta.  It  has  a  frontage  of  scs^enty-two  feet, 
a  depth  of  sixty-six  feet,  a  height  of  sixty-six  feet,  with  a  flag  stafif  on  the 
tovrer  ninety  three  feet  from  the  ground. 

The  first  floor  will  be  devoted  to  the  requirements  of  a  free  public 
library.  The  second  story  will  be  used  for  an  assembly  room,  with  a  seat- 
ing capacity  of  five  hundred. 

A  room  will  be  set  apart  on  the  second  floor  for  relics  and  mementos  of 
the  Civil  War.  On  this  floor  there  will  be  a  suite  of  rooms  for  the  use  of 
Badlong  Post  No  x8,  Department  of  Rhode  Island,  Hancock  Post  No. 
8i.  Department  of  Connecticut  Womans'  Relief  Corps  and  Camp  of  Sons 
of  Veterans.  The  building  will  be  dedicated  in  October,  1893,  ^y  ^^^ 
citizens  of  Westerly  and  the  Department  Commander  and  Staff  and  Grand 
Army  Posts. 

In  September,  1892,  the  comrades  of  J.  C.  Nichols  Post,  No.  19,  Rock- 
land. Department  of  Rhode  Island,  made  an  appeal  to  the  citizens  of  that 
town  and  the  Posts  of  this  Department,  to  aid  them  in  the  erection  of  a 
Memorial  Building  to  be  erected  in  that  town  for  use  of  Post,  the  Womans' 
Relief  Corps  No.  12,  and  Camp  of  Sons  of  Veterans.  The  foundation  was 
laid  in  October,  1892,  the  building  will  be  complete  in  the  fall  of  1893.  ^^ 
will  cost  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  The  ladies  of  the  W.  R.  C. 
connected  with  the  Post,  have  been  of  great  assistance  to  the  comrades  of 
this  Post.  The  Post  numbered  December  31,  1892,  only  thirty-eight 
members.  As  Department  Inspector,  Wm.  Comrie  has  forwarded  to*  you 
a  detailed  report  of  the  condition  of  each  Post  in  this  Department.  I  deem 
it  unnecessary  to  repeat  it  in  this  report. 


SOUTH  DAKOTA. 

Persistent  work  accomplished  fairly  good  results,  but  not  entirely  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Department  officers,  as  is  shown  by  the  following  letter 
from  Assistant  Inspector  General  George  W.  Carpenter: 

"Enclosed  you  will  And  my  report  of  the  inspection  of  the  Posts  of  this 
Department,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  get  them  in.  I  would  respectfully 
say  in  relation  to  the  Inspection  of  Posts  in  this  Department,  that  under 
the  present  rules  and  regulations,  it  is  impossible  to  get  all  the  rep>orts. 
Hesides  what  the  Assistant  Adjutant  General  and  Assistant  Inspector-Gen- 
eral have  done,  I  have  sent  blanks  to  each  of  the  delinquent  Posts,  also  written 
a  letter  to  the  Adjutant  and  one  to  the  Commander,  asking  them  to  send  in 
some  kind  ot  a  report,  but  it  is  like  trying  to  get  a  breath  out  of  a  dead 
man.  ' 
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TENNBSSBB. 

Although  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  position  late  in  the  year. 
Assistant  Inspector-General  Silas  Flournoy  labored  industriously  in  his 
endeavor  to  have  as  nearly  complete  inspection  work  as  could  be  made  in 
the  time  at  his  command. 

In  this  Department  quite  a  large  number  of  Posts  are  located  in  the 
mountain  district  and  members  dwell  at  great  distances  from  their  Post 
halls.  To  keep  up  the  interest  of  such  members,  Department  Commander 
Frank  Seaman  has  adopted  a  plan,  referred  to  in  the  extract  from  Com- 
rade Flournoy's  letter  herewith  submitted. 

I  believe  his  plan  to  be  a  good  one.  and  one  that  could  well  be  followed 
in  other  Departments  where  the  membership  of  Posts  is  widely  scattered. 
It  would  be  well  if  some  rule  was  adopted  authorizing  the  establishment  of 
picket  Posts,  thereby  keeping  alive  many  Posts  which  are  now  weakly 
sustained  and  in  danger  of  being  obliged  to  surrender  their  charter  from 
want  of  proper  support. 

"The  Departmeint  Headquarters  in  Knoxville  is  well  appointed  and  the 
Department  Commander  en  rapport  with  the  work  of  our  order  and  his 
A.  A.  G.,  and  I  believe  other  Department  officers  thoroughly  efficient. 

"They  have  the  good  of  the  order  at  heart,  but  we  are  somewhat 
hampered  in  the  particular  that  the  membership  of  many  of  our  Posts 
dwell  at  great  distances  from  their  Posts  and  on  that  account  and  from 
infirmities  of  age,  etc.,  cannot  be  iq  regular  attendance.  Thus  they  are 
not  prompt  in  payment  of  their  dues,  the  Posts  consequently  languish; 
suspensions  become  necessary  to  lessen  per  capita  tax.  This  has  been  a 
sore  problem  with  us,  but  I  think  that  Department  Commander  Frank 
Seaman  has  hit  upon  its  solution  by  establishing  "Picket  Posts,"  where 
several  comrades  of  their  Posts  can  assemble  under  authority  thereof,  and 
the  sergeant  in  charge  receive  the  dues,  turning  the  same  over  to  the  Quar- 
termaster. This  scheme  is  of  course  in  the  discretion  of  the  respective 
Post  and  not  mandatory.  It  remains  to  be  seen  how  it  will  come  out. 
There  is  no  provision  in  Rules  and  Regulations  for  this,  but  I  think  there 
ought  to  be,  and  that  the  Picket  Posts  be  permitted  to  receive  applications 
for  membership,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Post." 


TEXAS. 


The  admirable  report  received  from  Assistant  Inspector-General  E.  G. 
Rust  tells  so  well  of  the  work  done  and  the  present  condition  of  the  Depart- 
ment, I  can  do  no  better  than  submit  it  in  full,  calling  your  special  attention 
to  his  view  of  inspection  work  as  it  applies  not  only  to  his  own  Department, 
but  to  our  organization  in  general. 
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"Pursuant  to  instructions  from  you,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  a  careful 
inspection  of  Texas  Department  Headquarters,  as  also  a  quite  thorough 
inspection  of  the  Posts  in  the  Department;  the  thoroughness  of  which  is 
largely  due  to  the  zealous  and  untiring  efforts  of  Department  Inspector 
J  ulius  Alvord,  who  together  with  Department  Commander  Peterson  and  his 
staff,  has  rendered  me  every  assistance  in  his  power  in  furtherance  of  my 
-work. 

' '  Our  Eighth  Annual  Encampment  was  held  at  Denison,  the  Gate  City 
of  Texas,  March  21,  22,  23,  and  our  Department  was  highly  favored,  and 
greatly  encouraged  and  cheered  by  the  genial  and  enlivening  presence  of 
our  much-loved  Commander-in-Chief,  Gen.  A.  G.  Weissert,  the  first  and 
only  Commander  in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  who  has  ever  graced  our 
empirical  state  with  his  presence  at  our  Encampment.  While  Gen.  Weissert 
bas  always  been  a  favorite  with  Texans,  he  has  fairly  captured  all  our  hearts, 
both  old  soldiers  and  the  Womans'  Relief  Corps,  by  his  short  visit  among  us 
at  this  time.  Time  only  can  fully  reveal  the  g^eat  good  that  his  timely 
visit  and  wise  counsels  will  do  our  Department,  but  this  we  know  now,  that 
largely  owing  to  his  presence  and  advice,  the  Texas  Department  never  had 
a  moi:e  harmonious  and  important  Encampment  than  the  one  through 
"which  we  have  just  passed.  Ties  formed  amid  the  carnage  and  strife  of 
the  battle  field,  the  bivouac  and  the  march  were  renewed  and  strengthened, 
and  the  old  veterans  return  to  their  homes  with  an  increased  love  for  our 
noble  Order  and  a  firmer  determination  to  work  during  the  coming  year  as 
never  before  for  its  advancement  and  growth,  and  we  shall  all  be  disap- 
pointed if  the  coming  year  is  not  a  most  prosperous  one  for  the  Grand 
Army  in  Texas. 

"We  have  been  laboring  under  great  disadvantages  in  this  state  of  mag- 
nificent distances,  and  the  15,000  union  soldiers  which  the  census  says  are 
vrithin  our  borders,  are  almost  lost  sight  of  in  our  grand  area  of  265,780 
square  mUes.  Some  conception  may  be  had  of  these  figures  when  I  tell 
you  that  some  of  our  Posts  have  to  travel  from  900  to  1000  miles  tu  attend 
our  Encampments  whenever  they  are  held  at  the  confines  of  the  state. 
However,  if  our  membership  is  not  doubled  in  the  next  two  years,  I  shall 
feel  that  I  have  mistaken  the  feelings  and  sentiments  which  seemed  to  ani- 
mate the  comrades  of  this  Department  at  the  close  of  the  Encampment. 

• '  Department  Commander  Peterson  made  a  very  elaborate  and  exhaustive 
report,  showing  that  the  work  in  this  Department  has  been  almost  at  a 
standstill  for  the  past  year.  Seven  Posts  have  been  mustered  and  seven  Posts 
bave  surrendered  their  charters  and  ceased  to  exist,  including  the  Oliver 
P.  Morton  Post  in  the  city  of  Waco,  a  place  of  25,000  inhabitants.  Besides 
these,  three  Posts  have  been  transferred  to  the  Department  of  the  Indian

Territory.  Several  causes  have  contributed  to  this  stagnation  in  the  work 
here.  We  have  been  suffering  from  a  great  financial  and  industrial  panic 
in  Texas.  Times  have  been  hard,  money  scarce  and  business  dull;  and  as 
many  of  the  1.600  members  in  this  Department  are  working  men,  it  has 
necessitated  a  great  deal  of  changing  and  shifting  about,  thus  making  it 
impossible  for  them  to  do  much  in  the  way  of  advancing  our  Order.  Then, 
too,  we  have  had  a  most  bitter  and  acrimonious  political  contest,  which 
covered  a  goodly  portion  of  the  past  year,  engrossing  every  thought  and 
engulfing  everybody.  In  fact,  there  are  some  twelve  or  fifteen  places  where 
Posts  would  have  been  established  this  year  had  it  not  been  for  this  heated 
political  contest.  But  the  skies  are  brightening  and  all  look  for  a  return  of 
prosperous  times  in  the  near  future  and  a  cpnsequent  forward  movement 
all  along  the  lines  in  Grand  Army  matters.  We  not  only  hope  to  muster 
Posts  this  year  in  all  the  places  indicated  above,  but  as  many  more  in  other 
fields. 

' '  The  Reports  of  Assistant  Adjutant-General  Bigger  and  Assistant  Quar- 
termaster-General Boyd  were  very  full  and  complete  and  highly  satisfactory 
to  the  comrades. 

"Col.  John  W.  Parks,  of  the  Putnam  Post  at  Marshall,  was  elected 
Department  Commander  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  being  a  thorough  busi- 
ness man,  a  gallant  soldier,  a  devoted  Grand  Army  man  and  a  polished 
gentleman,  strong  hopes  are  entertained  of  a  glorious  advance  during  his 
administration.  He  has  established  Headquarters  at  Dallas,  where  they 
have  been  for  the  past  two  years,  and  following  in  the  path  of  his  prede- 
cessor, he  has  re-appointed  Col.  J.  C.  Bigger  as  his  A.  A.  G.,  and  Col. 
J.  L.  Boyd  as  his  A.  Q.  M.  G.  This  will  be  the  third  term  for  these  gen- 
tlemen in  these  positions.  They  are  both  splendid  officers  who  have  ren- 
dered the  Department  good  service.  They  are  faithful,  efficient,  prompt, 
painstaking  and  active,  always  keeping  the  records  of  their  offices  in  a  neat, 
systematic  and  business-like  form  and  give  universal  satisfaction  to  the 
Department.  These  offices  are  positions  of  work  and  care  rather  more  than 
that  of  honor,  and  the  concensus  of  opinion  in  this  Department  seems  to  be 
that  it  is  best  to  keep  Headquarters  in  a  central  city  and  to  retain  efficient 
officers  in  these  important  positions  on  the  staff  as  long  as  they  will  serve. 
Last  year  the  salary  of  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  was  raised  from 
$300  to  $600.  but  feeling  that  a  mistake  had  been  made,  this  and  other 
rather  hasty  legislation  of  last  year  was  undone  and  the  salary  reduced  to 
the  old  figure. 

"It  was  thought  that,  under  the  action  of  the  National  Encampment  at 
Washington,  requiring  inspection  of  all  Posts  on  the  night  of  installation  of 
officers  and  by  the  installing  officer,  that  a  remedy  had  been  fouad  for  the 
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failure  of  so  many  Posts  to  send  in  their  reports  of  inspection;  but  strange 
to  say,  from  some  cause  that  requirement  was  ovei^looked  by  a  large  num- 
ber of  Posts  in  this  Department  and  inspection  reports  have  been  greatly 
delayed       In  the  latter  part  of  February,   Department  Inspector  Alvord 
wrote  me  that  out  of  the  fifty-six  Posts  in  the  Department  only  twenty-five 
had  reported  inspections.     I  wrote  him  to  hold  his  repx:>rt  open  as  long  as 
he  could,  and  also  wrote  Commander  Peterson  requesting  him  to  issue  an 
order  to  the  delinquent  Posts  to  have  their  Posts  inspected  at  once  that 
Inspector  Alvord  might  make  up  his  report.     This  he  did  with  good  results. 
and  I  am  now  enabled   to  present  inspections  of  fourty-four  out   of  our 
fifty-six  Posts.     In  this  connection  I  desire  to  say  that  I  regard  this  method 
of  inspection,  required  by  the  National  Encampment,  as  a  good  one — one 
that  may  be  made  more  effective  than  any  plan  we  have  yet  tried — and 
that  when  the  comrades  come  to  fully  understand  that  it  is  a  law  of  our 
great  Order  and  must  be  observed,  it  will  result  in  the  thorough  inspection 
of  every  Post  in  the  Order.     But  I  would  suggest,  in  order  to  make  it  effect- 
ive as  soon  as  possible,  that  all  public  or  joint  installations  be  done  away 
^th  and  that  each  Post  devote  the  night. — 

' '  ist.     To  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  Post  by  the  installing  officer,  and 

"2nd.    To  installation  of  officers,  and 

"3rd.  That  it  be  placed  in  the  "Service  Book"  for  the  installing 
officer  to  require  a  statement  of  the  retiring  officers  t^at 
inspection  has  been  made  and  report  forwarded  the  same  as 
in  case  of  other  reports  and  per  capita  tax. 

"  If  it  be  thoroughly  understood  that  the  Inspection  Report  stands  on  the 
same  basis  as  other  reports,  per  capita,  etc. .  and  that  installation  cannot 
proceed  till  all  these  rerorts  have  been  made,  we  will  have  no  more  trouble 
about  Inspection  Reports." 


UTAH. 

T.  C.  Bailey.  Assistant  Inspector-General,  submits  the  report  of  this 
Department,  and  writes  as  follows: 

"Special  efforts  this  coming  year  will  be  made  to  increase  the  member- 
ship in  all  the  Posts.  A  new  Post  has  been  formed  in  Ogden.  Utah,  in 
January.  1893.  which,  as  well  as  W.  Y.  Sherman  Post.  No.  6.  were  organ- 
ized under  the  influence  and  efforts  of  J.  R.  Elliott.  Department  Commander. 

*  At  the  late  Department  Encampment,  resolutions  were  unanimously 
passed,  asking  the  National  Encampment  tf>  urge  upon  Congress  to  change 
the  Womans'  Christian  Home  in  Salt  Lake  City  into  a  So/i/i>rs'  Homey 
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VERMONT. 

In  this  Department,  as  in  many  others,  the  work  of  inspection  is  attended 
with  a  great  many  difficulties,  the  mejnbers  of  many  Posts  residing  at  grreat 
distances  from  the  place  of  meeting. 

By  persistent  efforts  Department  Inspector  J.  A.  Benedict  succeeded  in 
obtaining  reports  from  every  Post  in  his  Department. 

Assistant  Inspector  General  S.  H.  Wood  submits  the  following  report: 

I  hand  you  herewith  the  report  of  J.  A.  Benedict,  Department  Inspector, 
showing  the  condition  of  this  Department  on  April  30th,  1893.  ^^  ^^^'  ^ 
observed  that  this  report  covers  ten  months  only,  from  June  30th,  1892, 
the  date  to  which  Past  Department-Inspector  Gates  reports,  to  April  30th, 
1893. 

While  the  present  report  shows  a  loss  of  membership  as  compared  with 
the  report  ending  June  30th,  1892,  if  it  is  compared  with  the  report  of  the 
A.  A.  G.,  December  31st,  1892,  a  net  gain  of  46  members  will  appear. 

It  is  impossible  to  increase  the  membership  to  any  great  extent,  yet  it 
is  confidently  expected  by  the  Department  Commander,  that  at  the  close 
of  the  present  administration  the  roll  of  members  will  be  substantially 
enlarged. 

The  inspection  of  this  Department,  just  ended,  has  been  made  under 
most  trymg  difficulties — the  Posts  are  nearly  all  small  in  membership  — 
the  inspection  being  made  at  a  season  of  the  year  when  country  roads  are 
almost  impassable,  and  storms  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception.  The  full 
report  of  Department  Inspector  Benedict  shows  interest  in  the  work  on  his 
part,  and  energy  and  perseverance  on  the  part  of  District  Inspectors. 

In  compliance  with  your  order  I  proceeded  to  Morrisville  for  the  purpose 
of  inspecting  the  Headquarters  of  this  Department. 

Headquarters  are  conveniently  located,  consisting  of  a  suite  of  rooms  on 
the  second  floor,  are  well  supplied  with  office  furniture  and  all  modem 
conveniences  for  office  work;  are  open  every  day  during  business  hours, 
with  Comrade  A.  A.  Niles.  Assistant  Adjutant  General,  constantly  in 
attendance. 

The  work  done  by  the  present  Department  officers  is  in  excellent  condi- 
tion, records  and  files  in  perfect  order.  Department  orders  are  forwarded 
to  Posts  of  the  Department  as  soon  as  issued,  copies  placed  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  A  A.  G  ,  and  exchanges  made  with  twenty-four  Departments. 
Letters  and  other  papers  pertaining  to  Department  work  are  placed  on 
file  as  soon  as  received.  In  a  word  the  A.  A.  G.  was  found  a  faithful  and 
painstaking  officer,  full  of  enthusiasm  for  his  work  and  anxious  for  the 
upbuilding  of  our  Order. 

The  office  of  the  A.  Q.  M.  G..  Comrade  Frank  Kenfield,  is  in  one  of  the 
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suite  of  rooms  occupied  as  Department  Headquarters.  His  books  and 
accounts  are  accurately  kept,  with  vouchers  shown  for  all  expenditures; 
in  fact  the  work  of  the  Department  is  done  on  business  principles.  Tha 
traiisactions  of  this  office  have  thus  far  been  limited  to  the  sale  of  supplies 
ko  Posts.  The  semi-annual  payment  of  the  per  capita  tax  by  Posts  not  as 
yet.  of  course,  having  been  made.  A  portion  of  the  funds  of  the  Depart- 
ment are  invested  in  a  bond  of  the  town  of  Morristown,  Vt.,  convertible 
into  cash  at  any  moment,  and  drawing  interest  at  six  per  cent.  Balance  of 
funds  on  deposit  in  bank  subject  to  check. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  enthusiasm  for  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  does  not  seem  to  wane  with  the  increasing  age  of  the  com- 
rades of  this  Department,  but  as  one  by  one,  the  "old  boys  are  mustered 
out"  by  death,  the  ranks  close  up  and  the  column  moves  steadily  forward, 
and  while  it  is  possible  that  the  G.  A.  R.  has  reached  high  water  mark, 
the  new  officers  of  this  Department  will  strive  to  secure  the  best  possible 
results  from  their  efforts  during  the  present  year. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  urging  the  idea  of  making  permanent 
the  offices  of  A.  A.  G.  and  A.  Q.  M.  G.,  thus  securing  the  services  from 
year  to  year  of  those  officers  who  are  found  efficient  and  capable  business 
men.  The  work  of  a  Department  is  oftentimes  seriously  hampered  by  the 
appointment  of  comrades  who  for  reasons,  do  not,  and  cannot  give  to  the 
business  of  the  offices,  the  attention  which  they  demand.  Again  the 
Department  work  is  frequently  delayed  by  the  failure  of  the  out-going 
administration  to  promptly  close  up  its  business  and  turn  over  the  property 
to  the  succeeding  adminstration.  Whereas  if  good  men  were  once  found 
and  regularly  re-appointed  by  succeeding  Department  Commanders,  no 
break  would  occur,  for  the.  reasons  above  stated,  and  the  ill  effects  of 
inexperience  in  these  officers  would  be  eradicated. 

While  aware  that  the  Rules  and  Regulations  do  not  prescribe  the  inspec- 
tion of  Soldiers'  Homes,  I  had  hoped  to  be  able  to  visit  the  Vermont 
Soldiers  Home,  and  from  observation  make  a  report  thereon.  But  to  do  so 
would  entail  the  expenditure  of  at  least  three  days  time  and  quite  a  finan- 
cial expense,  both  of  which  I  could  ill  afford. 

From  reports  which  are  brought  me  by  reliable  persons,  both  citizens 
and  ex-soldiers.  I  am  fully  persuaded  that  the  Vermont  Soldiers'  Home  is 
all  that  its  name  implies,  a  veritable  Home  for  any  of  our  comrades  who 
from  disease  or  adverse  circumstances  may  need  a  "  home  of  refuge,"  and 
that  under  the  management  of  Comrade  R.  J.  Coffey  as  superintendent, 
and  bis  estimable  wife  as  matron,  the  Home  and  its  inmates  are  in  good 
kands,  than  whom  none  could  be  better. 
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VIRGINIA  AND  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

Thu   report    of  the  Department   Inspector  Charles    McDonald    sbm 
with  what  commendable  interest  he  performed  the  duties  of  his  postn 
Every  Post  in  the  Department  was  inspected  and  the    details  of  the  wad 
fully  given  in  the  report  which  came  to  me  early  in  April,   one  of  the  fiot 
to  reach  me. 
Of  the  work  in  his  Department,  Inspector  McDonald  writes: 
"  There  are  thirteen  W.  R.  Corps,  with  three  Camps  of  Sons  of  Vetencs; 
it  may   look  strange  to   you   that   there  are   no    more    Sons   of  Vetem 
Camps  here  than  there  are.     Well,  I  can  simply  say  to  you  as  I  saidtojnr 
predecessor  that  we  in  the  south  who  belong  to  the  G.  A.  R.  are  of  moresK 
to  the  country  and  the  order  than  our  comrades  of  the  north.     Why?  Wdl, 
I  will  explain;  we  are  on  duty  all  the  time  and  on   pickets  at  that.     We  are 
in  the  enemy's  country,  while  you  of  the  G.  A.  R.  of  the  north  arevitii 
your  friends,  and  under  these  circumstances  you  will  find  that  some  Posa 
of  this  Department  reported  "  fair."     It  is  this,  they  are    in    such  circiUE- 
stances,    the    comrades    living  so  far  apart,  that  it  shows  true  grit  and 
loyalty  to  the  order  to  come  together  and  stand   for   each    other.    ThoK 
marked  good  are  not  up  to  those  marked  fair,  and  just   holding  togedier. 
Those  marked  excellent  take  great  interest  in  the  Order  and  all  appertaining 
to  the  G.  A.  R."

WEST  VIRGINIA. 

Not  until  I  was  closing  my  report  did  I  hear  anything  from  thi> 
De])artment,  and  then  only  in  response  to  demand  made  from  National 
Headquarters,  asking  why  their  reports  were  not  forwarded  to  me.  At  the 
la*it  moment  I  received  re])ort  showing  that  only  thirty-nine  Posts  had 
been  insj^ectttd;  as  last  year  a  total  of  eighty-five  out  of  eighty -six  Posts 
wf.re  reported,  it  would  appear  that  this  year  the  work  has  been  sadly 
neglected. 

WISCONSIN. 

TIk"    wurk    in    this    Dejiartment    is    worthy   of    great    commendation 
]  )c:>artment  Inspector  Richard  ("artor,  although  very  ill  during  nearly  the 
wiiole  of  tlie  period  durinj;  which  inspectitMis  were  being  made,  gave  much 
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time  and  thought  to  the  work,  which  could  hardly  have  been  expected  of  i 
man  in  his  condition. 

Through  his  efforts,  ably  seconded  by  Assistant  Inspector-General  S.  W. 
£ager,  nearly  every  Post  in  this  large  Department  reported,  and  I  believe 
assuredly  that  had  it  not  been  for  the  illness  of  Comrade  Carter  every 
Post  would  have  been  heard  from. 

Assistant  Inspector-General  S.  W.  Eager  furnished  a  very  concise 
report,  reading : 

"I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  8th  day  of  March,  1893,  in 
conformity  with  the  requirements  of  Sec.  3,  Art.  5.  Chapter  V,  of  Rules 
and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  I  made  a  thorough 
inspection  of  the  Headquarters  of  the  Department  of  Wisconsin  with  the 
following  result :  I  found  the  books,  records  and  accounts  of  the  Assistant 
Adjutant-General  J.  H.  Whitney  and  Assistant  Quartermaster-General 
Charles  A.  Carter  in  a  very  complete  and  satisfactory  condition."

"All  orders  and  circulars  were  recorded  in  a  volume  as  issued,  and  were 
signed  and  attested  by  the  Department  Commander,  printed  copies  of 
which  are  placed  on  file  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  printed 
copies  of  eaf  h  order  and  circular  are  immediately  forwarded  to  National 
Headquarters  and  sent  in  exchange  to  the  Headquarters  of  all  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  Order.

"I  was  shown  a  book  containing  the  consolidated  ref>orts  of  the  Adju- 
tants of  all  Posts  in  the  Department,  which  ref>orts  are  entered  as  soon  as 
received,  a  transcript  of  which  is  the  basis  of  the  Consolidated  Department 
Report  made  to  National  Headquarters."

"A  similar  book — record — of  Post  Quartermasters'  reports  is  also  kept, 
and  every  entry  made  in  proper  time,  so  that  the  condition  of  the  Depart- 
ment can  be  instantly  known."

"I  was  shown  a  Letter  Book  containing  copies  of  all  important  letters 
written  at  Headquarters,  completely  indexed."

"I  also  examined  a  volume  containing  a  record  of  all  the  Charters 
granted  to  Posts  in  this  Department. " 

INSPECTIONS. 

"There  was  a  record  of  Inspections  so  far  as  received." 
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COUNCIL    OF    ADMINISTRATION. 

'  •  1  found  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  of  AdministratioD 
was  fully  written  up  to  date." 

SUPPLY    BOOK. 

'  'A  book  called  *  The  iSupply  Book '  was  so  kept  that  the  amount  of 
supplies  on  hand  and  sales  of  the  same  to  any  given  date  could  be  at  once 
ascertained." 

PAPERS. 

'  'AH  the  papers  appertaining  to  the  business  of  the  Department  were 
filed  and  placed  in  proper  bundles  and  can  readily  be  procured  when 
needed. 

' '  I  was  gratified  to  find  everything  in  such  complete  and  business  order ; 
and  that  whilst  making  the  inspection  1  received  every  attention  and  cour- 
tesy from  the  then  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  Comrade  J.  H.  Whitney. 

"Soon  after  the  election  and  installation  of  the  present  Department 
Commander,  Comrade  E.  A.  Shores,  the  Department  Headquarters  were 
removed  to  Ashland.  I  will  make  a  further  inspection  in  the  near  future 
when  the  new  Department  Officers  have  had  sufficient  time  to  place  things 
in  shape  for  the  convenient  transaction  of  business. 

"In  regard  to  the  inspection  of  the  other  Staff  Officers,  I  report  that. 
necessarily,  the  inspection  consisted  only  in  hearing  their  several  reports 
read  in  the  Department  Encampment;  that  of  Department  Inspector. 
Comrade  Richard  Carter,  was  an  excellent  one,  and  minute  as  to  the  Posts 
from  which  he  had  received  reports  of  inspection.  Those  from  the  Judge 
Advocate,  the  Medical  Director,  the  Chaplain  and  the  Chief  Mustering 
Officer  were  likewise  excellent  and  showed  that  each  of  these  officers  had 
performed  their  respective  duties  conscientiously  and  with  the  desire  to 
advance  the  interests  of  the  Order." 

After  carefully  reviewing  the  result  of  this  year's  inspections 
as  given  in  consolidated  report,  and  giving  due  attention  to 
the  reports  of  the  work  in  different  Departments,  can  anybody 
doubt  that  we  have  arrived  at  a  time  when  the  matter  of 
inspection  should  be  given  more  than  hasty  action,  should 
receive  the  attention  which  it  deserves. 

During  eight  months  of  my  year  I  have  given  nearly  all  of 
my  time,  free  from  business  cares  (^and  many  hours  which 
should  have  been  devoted  to  my  business),  to  the  duties  of 
my  position.      It  would   seem    that   so   much   time   and    labor 
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could  hardly  be  necessary.  The  fact,  however,  -remains  that 
it  is,  and  I  frankly  say  that  it  will  continue  to  be,  so  long  as 
nominations  and  appointments  to  important  official  positions 
are  made  as  they  have  been  in  the  past.  During  the  past 
year  comrades  were  placed  in  official  positions,  who  were 
entirely  unfamiliar  with  the  duties  expected  of  them.  They 
wrote  me  asking  me  to  define  their  positions,  and  designate 
the  work  expected  of  them.  Had  they  been  at  all  familiar 
with  Rules  and  Regulations,  the  questions  need  not  have  been 
asked. 

The  faults  existing  in  inspection  work  have  not  in  the  past 
been  called  to  the  attention  of  National  Encampment,  or  if 
they  have  been,  have  been  hastily  acted  upon,  lightly 
passed  by. 

Notwithstanding  my  determined  efforts  nearly  i,ioo  Posts 
-made  no  report — a  very  large  percentage.  It  might  have 
been  possible  to  make  estimates  for  these  delinquent  Posts, 
but  such  estimates  would  not  have  been  a  proper  report,  nor 
^would  they  have  shown  the  true  condition  of  the  Posts. 

The  faithfulness  with  which  official  duty  has  been  per- 
formed in  many  of  the  Departments  cannot  be  too  highly 
commended.  New  England  presents  a  solid  front,  every  Post 
in  the  six  Departments  inspected.  Virginia,  Louisiana  and 
Mississippi,  Alabama  and  Potomac  made  full  reports;  Idaho, 
nearly  a  complete  one;  New  Jersey,  through  a  misunder- 
i>tanding,  was  late  in  getting  at  inspections,  and  yet  with  com- 
mendable zeal  carried  them  quickly  to  completion  and  sent 
me  report  on  time,  with  but  one  Post  non-reporting.  Wis- 
consin, although  not  having  complete  report,  is  entitled  to 
special  mention.  Department  Inspector  Carter  having,  while 
confined  at  home  by  sickness,  continued  his  duties.  Had  the 
•delinquent  Posts  responded  to  his  earnest  appeals  ever}'  Post 
^would  have  been  accounted  for. 

The  splendid  results  in  these  Departments  have  not   been 
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obtained  without  earnest  effort,  persistent  devotion  to  duty,  a 
determination  that  every  Post  should  be  inspected  brought 
success.  In  some  instances  difficulties  had  to  be  contended 
with  equal  to  those  met  with  in  any  Department;  therefore, 
is  it  not  fair  to  conclude  that  if  proper  rules  are  established 
and  provision  made  for  their  enforcement,  that  inspections 
can  be  made  in  every  Department.  Let  us  have  rules  which 
will  insure  proper  attention  to,  and  performance  of,  this 
important  duty,  or  if  that  is  not  considered  best,  do  away 
entirely  with  all  rules  relating  to  inspections.  Better  that 
they  be  abolished  entirely,  than  that  we  keep  a  rule  upon  our 
books  which  is  wholly  ignored  in  some  places  and  treated  as 
of  little  moment  in  others. 

In  submitting  my  report  I  wish  to  state  that  I  have  no 
desire  to  wound  the  feelings  of  any  comrade.  Those  who 
have  faithfully  performed  the  duties  of  their  position  are  well 
aware  that  their  work  is  above  criticism;  they  honored  their 
office. 

1  have  faithfully  endeavored  to  perform  all  the  duties  of 
the  honorable  position  I  have  occupied  during  the  past  year, 
with  fidelity  to  the  best  interests  of  our  beloved  organization. 
1  would  that  I  were  able  to  present  to  you  a  much  better 
report — a  more  satisfactory  condition  of  inspection  work. 

I  should,  however,  consider  myself  derelict  in  my  duty, 
(lid  I  fail  to  place  before  you  the  true  condition  of  affairs  in 
my  Department  as  I  have  found  them;  having  done  this,  1 
respectfully  request  that  the  recommendations  I  make  be 
referred  to  a  special  Committee,  or  sent  to  Committee  on 
Rules  and  Rej^ulations,  and  when  brought  before  the  National 
Encampment  for  consideration,  that  proper  time  and  thought 
be  given  them. 

To  the  Assistant  Inspectors-General  and  Department 
Inspectors,  who  have   ably  performed   their   duties,  many  of 
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them  at  considerable  cost  of  time  and  money  to  themselves, 
I  tender  grateful  thanks. 

To  Commander-in-Chief  Weissert  and  to  yourself  I  wish 
to  express  my  acknowledgments  for  the  many  courtesies 
extended  to  me  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  lUDGE-ADVOCATE-GENERAL 


Hbadquartbrs  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 

Office  of  the  Judge- Advocate-General, 

Washington,  D.  C,  Aug.  17,  1893. 

E.  B.  Gray,  Adjutant  General  G.  A.  R, 

Comrade: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the 
matters  which  have  come  before  me  for  consideration  as  Judge-Advocate- 
General  during  the  last  year. 

The  Order  is  to  be .  congratulated  that  there  have  been  so  few  matters 
calling  for  official  construction  and  decision.  I  take  it  that  this  is  largely 
owing  to  the  clear  expression  of  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  as  laid  down  and  construed  in  the  official 
Blue  Book. 

Very  few  questions  can  possibly  arise  now  in  the  Grand  Army,  but  that  a 
proper  decision  can  be  reached  by  any  intelligent  comrade,  aided  by  this 
admirable  compilation  of  Comrade  Beath's. 

A  great  many  inquiries  have  been  made  direct  by  Posts  or  individual 
members  which  I  have  not  deemed  of  sufficient  importance  to  embody  in 
this  report. 

One  thing  should  be  impressed  upon  the  comrades  of  the  Grand  Army, 
and  if  I  am  not  mistaken,  attention  has  been  called  to  what  I  have  in  mind 
by  my  predecessor  in  office,  and  it  is  this:  Under  the  law  governing  this 
body,  the  Commander-in-Chief  decides  all  disputed  questions,  subject,  of 
course,  to  appeal  to  the  National  Encampment,  and  all  matters  relating  to 
such  it  is  desired  to  have  official  construction  and  decision,  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  Grand  Army.  The  Judge- 
Advocate- General  is  simply  one  of  the  staff.  He  can  only  advise  and 
recommend  to  the  Commander-in-Chief.  His  opinions  are  without  force 
except  so  far  as  approved  and  adopted  by  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

For  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  through  this  appointment,  and  for  the 
great  courtesy,  kindness  and  assistance  rendered  from  Headquarters,  my 
hearty  thanks  go  out  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  to  the  Adjutant-

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DECISION,  No.  I. 

Acting  Assistant^  or  Contract  Surgeons  ttot  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic. 

CASB. 

This  question  again  comes  to  the  front  by  the  introduction  of  a  resolution 
at  the  last  annual  Encampmemt  to  annul  desicion  No.  19,  page  14,  Blue 
Book,  declaring  Acting  Assistant  Surgeons  ineligible  to  membership  in  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  The  resolution  states,  the  Attorney  General 
of  the  United  States  having  since  ruled,  that  such  Acting  Assistant  Sur- 
geons were  honorably  discharged  upon  the  completion  of  their  terms  of  ser- 
vice. Referred  to  the  Judge  Advocate  General  for  examination  as  to  the 
law,  and  to  report  thereon  at  the  next  National  Encampment. 

In  pursuance  of  such  instructions  I  visited  the  office  of  the  Attorney 
General  of  the  United  States  and  was  very  courteously  placed  in  possession 
of  a  copy  of  an  opinion  by  Hon.  Willi&m  H.  Taft,  then  Solicitor  General, 
and  approved  by  the  Hon.  W.  H.  H.  Miller,  then  Attorney  General,  under 
date  of  April  8th,  1890,  which,  I  am  assured  is  the  only  thing  in  the  archives 
of  the  Attorney  General's  office  which  bears  upon  this  matter  in  any 
degree  whatever.     The  following  is  the  decision  referred  to: 

Department  of  Justice, 

Washington.  D.  C,  April  8,  1890. 
The  Secretary  of  War. 

Sir: — In  a  letter  of  February  27th,  1890,  at  the  instance  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  you  requested  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General 
upon  the  question  '  'Whether  contract  surgeons  are  entitled  to  the  benefits 
contingently  conferred  upon  certain  persons  by  the  proviso  to  Departmental 
Rule  X.  of  the  Civil  Service  Rules  and  Regulations.'*  Your  letter  is 
accompanied  by  a  correspondence  between  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
and  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  in  which  the  Secretary  requests  the 
necessary  certification,  under  this  rule  X.  for  the  reinstatement  of  Dr. 
Harvey  £.  Bowles,  as  a  clerk  of  class  one  in  the  Pension  Office,  said  Bowles 
having  been  dismissed  to  take  effect  February  28,  1886,  and  no  record  of 
delinquency  or  misconduct  on  his  part  appearing  in  the  office.  The 
request  was  based  on  the  statement  of  the  Secretary  that  Bowles  had 
served  in  the  Union  Army  from  April  21,  1864,  to  July  6,  1865, — ten 
months  in  the  hospital  service,  and  the  remainder  of  the  time  at  Fort 
Whipple.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  requested  a  statement  from  the 
War  Department  of  the  military  service  and  hospital  record  of  Dr.  Bowles, 
and  were  informed  by  that  Department  that  its  records  showed  that  on 
Al>Jil  az,  1864,  Harvey  £.  Bowles'  contract  with  the  Goverment  as  surgeon 


began,  and  that  it  lermiDated  on  the  6th  of  July,  1865.  In  aaswer  to  the 
request  of  the  Commission  to  be  informed  "  whether  this  man's  service  is 
considered  by  the  War  Department  as  an  army  service,  whether  persons 
occupying  the  position  of  '  Contract  Surgeon  '  were  considered  a  part  of  the 
military  force  of  the  United  States  during  the  late  war."  the  War  Depart- 
ment replied  that  the  contract  surgeons  were  not  considered  as  a  part  of 
the  military  force  of  the  United  Slates  during  the  late  war.  In  conse- 
quence of  this  statement  and  opinion  from  (he  War  Department  the  certifi- 
cate requested  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  was  refused  by  the  Civil 
Service  CommissioD.  On  December  20,  1S89,  Bowles  requested  that  the 
Civil  Service  ConimissioQ  be  again  asIiEd  to  furnish  the  necessary  certifi- 
cate for  bis  reinstatement,  and  accompanied  that  request  with  written 
orders  issued  to  him  as  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  of  the  United  States 
Army,  while  he  was  fulfilling  his  contract  as  surgeon  with  the  Government, 
as  evidence  in  his  behalf. 
Departmental  Rule  X.  is  as  follows: 

"  Upon  requisition  of  the  head  of  a  Department,  the  Commission  shall 

certify  for  re-instatement  in  said  Department,  in  a  grade  requiring  on 

higher  examination  thEtn  tbe  one  in  which  he  was  formerly  employed, 

any  person  who,  within  one  year  next  preceding  the  date  of  tbe  request 

has,  through  no  delinquency  or  misconduct,  been  separated  frotn  the 

classified  service  o(  that  Department;  Provided,  that  certification  may 

be  made,  subject  to  the  other  conditions  of  this  rule,  for  the  re-ins tate- 

meat  of  any  person  who  served  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the 

United  States,  in  tbe  late  war  of  the  rebellion,  and  was  honorably 

discharged  therefrom  without  regard  to  the  length  of  time  be  has 

been  separated  from  the  service." 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  qnestion  put  by  you  should  be  answered  in 

the  affirmative  and  that  Dr.  Bowles  is  entitled  to  the  benefits  conferred  by 

the  proviso  in  Departmental  Sule  X.  just  quoted. 

An  examinatien  of  Winthrop's  Digest  of  the  opinions  of  the  Jndge- 
Advocate- General  under  the  title  "  Acting  Assistant "  or  "Contract  "  Sur- 
geon, pa^e  loz,  shows  that  a  Contract  Surgeon  was  a  physician  under  a 
special  contract  for  his  personal  services  as  a  medical  attendant  to  the 
troops;  that  Contract  Surgeons  were  employed  because  there  were  not 
enongh  medical  officers  of  tbe  army  to  attend  all  the  posts;  that  they  were 
amenable  to  the  military  jurisdiction  when  employed  with  the  army  in 
time  of  war,  but  that  they  were  civilians  without  military  rank  and  status, 
and  were  not  a  part  of  the  military  establishment  and  that  when  not  serv- 
ing with  troops  before  the  enemy  they  had  no  other  relation  to  the  military 
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organization  or  the  government  than' that  established  by  the  terms  of  their 
contracts. 

The  orders  issued  to  Dr.  Bowles  shows  beyond  question  that  he  was 
acting  assistant  or  "contract"  surgeon  rendering  service  to  the  troops  in 
the  field  before  the  enemy  during  the  late  war. 

It  has  already  been  decided  in  an  opinion  of  the  late  Solicitor  General 
Chapman,  approved  by  Attorney  General  Miller,  of  date  November  19, 
1889,  that  the  proviso  of  Departmental  Rule  X,  here  in  question  was  not 
limited  in  its  application  to  person  who  served  during  the  rebellion  in  the 
army  of  the  United  States,  within  the  statutory  definition  of  that  term 
given  in  Section  1094  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  it  was  there  held  that 
the  clerks  and  employes  on  the  public  buildings  in  Washington  who  were 
organized  into  companies  under  the  direction  of  General  Wadsworth,  and 
who  served  in  what  was  known  as  the  '  'Quartermaster's  Bi^igade"  who  were 
uniformed,  armed,  equipped  and  drilled,  and  were  employed  in  scouting 
and  other  duty,  although  not  regularly  enrolled  and  enlisted  in  the  Army 
of  the  United  States,  and  not  honorably  discharged  from  such  enlistment, 
within  the  technical  meaning  of  that  term  as  used  with  reference  to  the 
release  of  regularly  enlisted  soldiers  in  the  army  of  the  United  States. 
were  nevertheless  within  the  proviso  of  said  Rule  X,  and  must  be  held 
within  the  language  of  that  proviso  ' '  to  have  served  in  the  military  service 
of  the  United  States  in  the  late  war  of  the  rebellion, "  and  to  have  been 
honorably  discharged  therefrom. 

It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  not  possible  to  distinguish  in  principle  the  case 
of  the  Quartermaster's  Volunteers  from  that  of  the  contract  surgeons, 
provided  the  latter,  as  was  the  case  with  Bowles,  took  the  place  of,  and 
performed  the  duties  of  regularly  enrolled  surgeons  on  the  field  and  in  the 
military  hospitals.  The  proviso  to  Rule  X  is  to  be  construed  liberally,  as 
a  grateful  recognition  of  patriotic  service.  If  it  had  been  the  intention  of 
the  Commissioners  and  the  President,  who  approved  the  proviso,  to  have 
limited  its  operation  to  regularly  appointed  officers,  and  regularly  enlisted 
soldiers  of  the  army  of  the  United  States,  it  would  have  been  easy  to  have  so 
framed  its  terms,  and  the  conclusion  would  have  then  been  reached  which 
Attorney-General  Devens  found  necessary  in  his  opinon  of  September  28, 
1878,  (16  Opins.  147).  Bowles  served  the  government  of  the  United  States 
as  a  surgeon  from  April,  1864,  to  July,  1865,  and  during  that  time  there  is  no 
reason  to  suppose  that  his  service  was  not  as  dangerous,  his  labor  not  as 
irksome,  and  the  physical  and  mental  strain  upon  him  not  as  great  as  it 
was  in  the  case  of  any  regularly  appointed  surgeon  of  the  army  engaged  on 
tlM  field  of  battle,  in  the  military  hospital,  or  at  military  forts  during  the 
same  period. 
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In  the  analogous  case  of  pensions  (for  the  principle  upon  which  pensions 
are  granted,  and  this  proviso  was  inserted,  is  the  same),  we  find  that  a  con- 
tract surgeon  who  was  disabled  by  any  wound  or  injury  received,  or 
disease  contracted  in  the  lines  of  duty,  while  actually  performing  the  duties 
of  assistant  surgeon,  or  acting  assistant  surgeon,  with  any  military  force  in 
the  field,  or  in  transitu,  or  in  hospitals,  is  entitled  to  receive  a  pension  as 
a  beneficiary  under  the  pension  laws.  See  R.  S.,  Sec.  4693.  By  opinion 
of  September  26,  1882,  Acting  Attorney  General  Phillips  decided  that  a 
contract  surgeon  who  was  making  his  preparations  to  leave  St.  Louis  for 
Cairo,  Illinois,  there  to  go  on  duty  as  a  contract  surgeon,  and  who  died  of 
typhoid  fever,  was  "in  transitu"  within  the  meaning  of  this  provision. 
The  same  liberality  of  construction  requires  that  Dr.  Bowles  should  be 
held  to  have  served  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  and  by 
the  completion  of  his  contract  with  the  Government,  to  have  been  honor- 
ably discharged  from  such  service.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  closing  paragraph  of  this  opinion  states  that  the 
Contract  Surgeon,  whose  case  is  there  particularly  dealt  with,  Dr.  Harvey 
E.  Bowles,  "should  be  held  to  have  served  in  the  military  service  of  the 
United  States,  and  by  the  completion  of  his  contract  with  the  Government, 
to  have  been  honorably  discharged  from  such  service." 

Opinion — February  20,  i8gj. 

At  first  glance  this  would  seem  to  dispose  of  the  matter  favorably  to  the 
admission  into  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  all  Contract  Surgeons;  at 
least  so  far  as  the  question  of  honorable  discharge  from  the  service  is  con- 
cerned, but  a  perusal  of  the  whole  of  the  opinion  of  Judge  Taft  shows  that 
this  decision  is  made  with  special  regard  to  the  question  of  Dr.  Bowles  being 
entitled  to  certain  benefits  under  the  rules  governing  the  civil  service  of  the 
country,  and  I  do  not  consider  that  it  has  any  bearing  upon  the  question  of 
a  Contract  Surgeon's  eligibility  to  membership  in  our  Order. 

Muster-in  and  muster-out  in  an  honorable  manner,  seems  to  me  to  be 
requisites  precedent  to  membership  which  we  should  not  lightly  lay  aside. 

DECISION  No.  2. 

Where  the  Grand  Army  is  cf s tab li shed  in  a  State  or  Territory^  there  shall  be 
no  provisional  orgafiization  established  covering  a  portion  of  tliat  State  or 
Territory. 

CASE. 

The  question  was  asked  whether  the  Commander-in-Chief  would  grant 
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a  charter  for  a  provisional  Department,  said  Department  to  consist  of  the 
territory  occupied  by  a  National  Military  Home. 

PINION — December  7,  i8g2^ 

I  think  the  question  must  be  answered  in  the  negative.  Chapter  5, 
Article  10,  page  204  of  the  revised  edition  of  the  Blue  Book,  dealing  with 
the  question  of  the  establishment  of  a  provisional  Department,  sa3rs  as 
follows:  "In  States  or  Territories  where  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republio 
is  not  established,  the  Commander-in-Chief  may  appoint  and  cause  to  be 
xiinstered  in,  a  provisional  Commander."  I  think  if  it  had  ever  been 
intended  that  a  provisional  Department  should  be  organized  within  a 
Department,  it  would  have  been  clearly  set  forth. 

DECISION  No.  3. 

A  Department  Encampment  can  amend  the  by-laws  and  rnUs  of  order  adopted 
iy  a  previous  Encampment, 

CASB. 

The  question  was,  is  it  necessary,  in  order  to  amend  the  by-laws  and 
rules  of  order  of  the  Department  Encampment,  to  give  notice  in  writing  to 
the  Adjutant  General,  thirty  days  prior  to  the  assembling  of  the  Encamp- 
ment. 

Opinion — January  24,  i8gj. 

The  rules  and  order  of  business  of  the  Department  provide  that  they 
shall  be  the  same  as  the  rules  and  order  of  business  of  the  National 
Encampment,  with  some  exceptions  not  germain  to  this  question,  and  rule 
36,  of  the  rules  and  order  of  the  National  Encampment,  page  255,  Blue 
Book,  provides  that  "these  rules  of  order  may  be  altered  or  amended  at 
any  regular  session  of  the  National  Encampment  upon  proposition  in 
writing,  and  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  and  voting. "  I  hold,  the 
same  power  granted  to  the  National  Encampment  by  rule  25,  rest  and 
abide  with  the  Department  Encampment  operating  under  the  same  rules 
and  order  of  business. 

DECISION  No.  4. 

T'he  mitiffation  of  a  sentence,  as  well  as  the  sentence  itself  need  not  be  for  a 
specified  period, . 

CASE. 

Comrade  J.  P.  S.,  Post  No.  250,  Department  of  Wisconsin,  was  court- 
martialed  and  sentenced  to  be  dishonorably  discharged.  The  Department 
Conmiander  in  mitigation  of  the  sentence  strikes  out  "dishonorably 
discharged."  and  inserts  "to  suspension  from  all  rights  and  privileges  of 
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the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  for  a  period  of  three  years  from  October 
4,  1892,"  but  adds  a  qualifying  clause  by  which  the  Post  may,  in  a  certain 
way  shorten  the  period  of  suspension,  and  restore  the  comrade  to  fall 
membership. 

Opinion — May  16,  i8gj. 

In  section  6,  article  6,  chapter  5,  the  presentation  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  court-martial,  to  the  Department  Commander  is  "for  his  confirmation 
or  disapproval,  and  orders  in  the  case.  ^*  In  the  case,  the  proceedings  and 
findings  are  approved,  but  in  accordance  with  the  precedents  before 
referred  to,  the  Department  Commander  has  exercised  the  right  he 
possesses  to  mitigate  the  sentence  by  striking  out  "dishonorable  discharge," 
and  inserting  "to  suspension  from  all  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  for  a  period  of  three  years,  from  October  4th,  1892." 
Had  the  Department  Commander  stopped  here,  of  course  there  would  be 
no  question  as  to  the  position,  but  he  has  added  a  qualifying  clause  by 
which  the  Post  may,  in  a  certain  way  shorten  the  period  of  suspension  and 
restore  the  comrade  to  full  membership. 

I  am  unable  to  see  that  the  position  is  changed  by  this  advisory  action — 
it  seems  part  of  his  "orders  in  the  case,"  and  the  period  of  three  years  is 
definite  and  conclusive  so  far  as  the  Department  Commander  is  concerned. 
This  part,  to  be  sure,  could  have  been  omitted  and  it  be  left  to  the  Post  to 
petition  for  such  restoration,  but  the  same  reasons  doubtless,  which 
influenced  the  mitigation  of  sentence  from  dishonorable  discharge  to 
suspension  for  three  years,  influenced  the  Department  Commander  to  sug- 
gest the  means  whereby  the  Post  could  aid  in  shortening  this  term. 

It  appears  to  me  as  entirely  a  question  for  the  Commander,  and  having 
violated  no  law  or  precedent  in  the  use  of  his  authority,  his  work  cannot  now 
be  undone,  because  he  has  added  the  qualifying  clause  as  to  Post  action, 
and  his  orders  cannot  be  disputed.  So  far  as  the  Department  Com- 
mander is  concerned,  the  period  of  three  years  is  the  specified  period. 

DECISION  No.  5. 

Right  of  Appeal. — A  Post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic ^  where  its 
court  martial  has  sentenced  a  comrade  to  suspension  for  six  months  and  the 
Department  Commander  disapproves  the  findings  of  the  court  martial^  cannot 
appeal  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  from  the  action  of  the  Department  Commander, 

case. 

Post  No.  8,  Department  of  Wisconsin,  tried  one  of  its  members  by  court 
martial.  The  court  sentences  him  to  suspension  for  six  months.  The 
Department  Commander  disapproved  the  findings  of  the  court  martial. 
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The  Post  appeals  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  from  the  action  of  the 
Department  Commander.  The  question  therefore  is,  has  the  Post  or  its 
officers  who  are  prosecuting  the  case,  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief ? 

Opinion — March  ii,  i8gj. 

I  quote  the  language  of  Opinion  No.  105,  rendered  Dec.  17,  1879,  by  my 
distinguished  predecessor,  W.  W.  Baldwin,  and  adopt  his  language:  "I 
hold  that  there  is  no  such  right  of  appeal.  Courts  martial  are  governed  by 
military  rules  and  usages,  and,  in  this  case  the  proper  reviewing  officer 
has  passed  upon  the  sentence  and  no  appeal  is  granted  to  prosecuting 
authority.  The  Department  Commander  may  submit  any  of  the  questions 
to  National  Headquarters,  but  this  with  him  is  entirely  a  matter  of 
discretion. 

DECISION  No.  6. 

Seniority  of  Posts. — A  Post  in  possession  of  a  legal  and  unforfeited  cfiar- 
ter  antedating  all  other  charters  in  the  Department  in  which  it  is  located,  said 
Post  being  at  present  in  good  standing,  must  be  held  to  be  the  senior  Post  of  the 
I^epartmemi^  even  though  it  may  have  been  remiss  in  payment  of  dues,  and  in  the 
VHfrk  properly  belonging  to  the  Post. 

CASK. 

C.  C.  Washburn  Post,  No.  11,  Department  of  Wisconsin,  was  originally 
chartered  as  Cassius  Fairchild  Post,  No.  z,  Department  of  Wisconsin, 
Jane  zoth,  z866.  It  appears  that  the  Post  was  dormant  for  some  months 
prior  to  z88o;  failed  to  make  reports  or  to  pay  dues.  At  that  time,  the 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  directed  that 
they  should  continue  to  work  under  the  original  charter.  The  Depart- 
ment Commander  was  so  ordered,  and  this  order  was  complied  with. 
The  number  was  changed  from  No.  z,  to  No.  11,  and  the  name  from 
Cassius  Fairchild,  to  C.  C.  Washburn. 

At  the  27th  Annual  Encampment  of  the  Department  of  Wisconsin,  held 
at  La  Crosse,  Wis.,  March  8th  and  9th,  1893,  the  Encampment  decided 
that  Poet  No.  zi  was  not  the  senior  Post  of  the  Department.  From  this 
decision,  C.  C.  Washburn  Post,  No.  11,  appeals  to  the  Commander-in- 
Chief. 

Opinion — Atigtist  ij,  i8gj. 

It  seems  to  me  after  a  careful  consideration  of  all  the  papers  in  the  case, 
that  C.  C.  Washburn  Post,  No.  11,  is  the  oldest  Post  in  the  Department  of 
Wisconsin,  and  their  appeal  from  the  adverse  decision  of  the  27th  Annual 
Encampment  of  the  Department  must  be  sustained,  and  the  charter  of  that 
Post  held  to  date  from  June  loth,    1866.     The  fincincial  trust  left  to  this 
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Post  is  of  no  importance  in  the  contention.  Chapter  II,  Article  I,  hi, 
clause  of  Section  I,  Rules  and  Regulations,  provides  that  "NoPostsbaB 
be  recognized  by  the  members  of  the  G.  A.  R.  unless  acting  under  akpl 
and  unforfeited  charter.'*  Clause  four,  same  chapter  and  article,  dedara 
' '  The  rank  of  Posts  shall  be  determined  by  the  date  of  the  charter  nader 
which  they  are  acting.**  These  two  references  cover  all  the  law  concerab:^ 
the  rank  of  Posts.     The  number  and  name  cut  no  figure. 

The  documents  in  the  case  show  under  date  of  February  i8th,  1880,  that 
tha  then  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army,  Comrade  "OTliaM 
Earnshaw  directed  that  this  Post,  after  having  been  dormant  for  tone 
months,  should  continue  to  work  under  the  original  charter,  and  tbe 
Department  Commander  was  so  ordered,  and  this  order  was  complied  witL 
The  Post  has  paid  dues  to  Department  Headquarters  from  June  loth,  1866 
to  date.  It  is  ordered,  and  I  think  justly,  that  their  lapse  or  omission  to 
report  was  condoned  when  the  back  dues  were  accepted  by  the  Department 
When  the  Department  declared  the  charter  annulled,  the  Post  was  in  good 
working  order,  and  had  been  so  for  a  year  previous  to  said  action,  and  the 
charter  was  never  taken  away,  but  hangs  in  the  Post  room  to-day.  It  is 
the  only  charter  the  Post  ever  had,  and  if  it  is  not  valid — the  charter  d 
date  June  loth,  1866 — then  the  Post  has  no  charter,  and  is  not  a  Post  of  the 
Order  under  the  ruling,  and  Comrade  Fairchild  when  Commander-in-Chief 
was  not  in  good  standing  in  the  Order. 

Under  date  of  February  17th,  1880,  Department  Commander  Thomas 
recoK'nized  the  Senior  Vice  Commander  and  Adjutant  by  directing  them  to 
perform  official  acts  of  those  offices.  On  the  following  day,  February  18th, 
iSvSo,  the  Department  Commander  instructed  Senior  Vice  Commander 
James  Bennett  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Post  to  elect  officers,  etc.,  which  was 
done.  Under  date  of  February  24th,  1880,  the  Department  Commander 
specifically  says  in  addressing  Senior  Vice  Commander  Bennett  "you  must 
work  under  the  old  charter."  Under  date  of  February  24th,  1880,  the 
Department  Commander  instructs  the  chief  mustering  officer  to  install  the 
officers  chosen  of  Fairchild  Post,  selected  according  to  instructions  trans- 
miited  through  me  by  the  Commander-in-Chief, 

The  fact  that  the  number  of  the  Post  had  been  changed  from  No.  i,  to 
No.  II,  and  that  the  name  had  been  changed  from  Cassius  Fairchild,  to 
C.  C.  Washburn,  has  no  bearing  upon  the  law  of  the  Order  governing  the 
points  in  contention.  The  law  is  clear  and  specific.  The  charter  of  the 
Post  bears  date  indisputably,  June  joth,  1866,  thereby  antedating  all  other 
charters  in  the  Department  of  Wisconsin.  It  is  a  legal  charter  and  has 
never  been  forfeited. 
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REPORT  OF  SURGEON  -  GENERAL.

Dear  Sir  and  Comrade  : — I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following 
report,  and  in  doing  so  I  beg  to  thank  most  cordially  my  friends  and  com- 
rades who  elected  me  to  this  position  of  high  honor  and  trust,  second  in  my 
estimation  to  no  other,  in  this  the  grandest  of  all  organizations.  I  have 
spent  a  good  share  of  my  time  visiting  Posts  in  New  York,  Pennsylvania, 
New  Jersey,  Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Maine.  New 
Hampshire  and  Vermont,  nearly  one  hundred  in  all,  and  I  am  astonished 
at  the  sturdy,  healthy  general  condition  of  the  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  G.  A.  R.  We  all  hear  much  about  the  decimation  of  our  ranks  by 
age  and  disease,  but  I  am  confident  that  they  are  as  hardy  and  sturdy  a 
set  of  men  as  can  be  found  anywhere,  age  and  condition  taken  into  con- 
sideration. One  exception  only  have  I  noted  on  these  visits  to  this  rule 
and  that  is  the  large  number  of  old  comrades,  members  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  (very  large  in  proportion  to  the  membership)  who  are 
sufifering  from  the  graver  forms  of  lung  diseases.  We  of  the  medical  pro 
f  ession  have  been  taught  to  believe  that  consumption  is  essentially  a  disease 
of  early  life — under  forty — but  I  find  (and  it  is  in  all  probability  due  to  the 
exposure  and  sufifering  incident  to  army  life)  old  men  in  the  New  England 
and  Middle  States  sufifer  from  this  disease  in  large  numbers.  Asthma  and 
chronic  bronchitis  also  hold  a  large  number  under  sway.  The  Soldiers' 
Homes  show,  all  throughout  the  country,  that  the  mortality  from  these 
causes  outnumber  the  deaths  from  all  other  causes  combined.  After  an 
experience  in  my  profession  for  over  twenty-five  years,  I  am  fully  convinced 
that  the  sufifering  entailed  by  these  diseases  may  be  mitigated  in  a  great 
degree,  and  cured  in  a  fair  number  of  cases,  by  residence  in  the  warm,  dry 
climate  of  the  long-leafed  pine  region  of  the  south.  Soldiers'  Homes  have 
been  provided  liberally  by  the  Government  and  the  States,  but  it  seems  to 
me  that  one  should  be  established  by  the  Government  in  the  long  leaf  pine 
region  of  the  south,  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  this  special  class  of 
cases. 

I  called  the  attention  of  the  comrades  attending  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Connecticut  Department  Encampment  to  this  matter,  and  so  impressed 
were  they  with  the  desirability  of  the  plan  that  the  Encampment  instructed 
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their  delegates  to  the  National  Encampment  at  Indianapolis  to  ask  tk< 
Organization  to  take  some  action  to'ward  accomplishing  this  desired  end 

I  would  most  respectfully  recommend  that  a  committee  of  three  or  fire 
be  appointed  by  this  coming  Encampment  to  take  into  consideration  ths 
matter  and  report  on  a  site  to  be  recommended  to  Congress  by  this  Encamp- 
ment at  its  next  regular  meeting.  As  the  duties  of  this  committee  will  be 
largely  of  a  professional  character,  I  would  most  respectfully  suggest  the 
the  committee  consist  of  physicians  of  prominence  in  the  Grand  Army  d 
the  Republic.  I  hope  the  matter  that  seems  to  me  to  be  of  such  viol 
importance,  will  have  the  serious  and  careful  consideration  of  this 
Encampment. 

The  reports  of  the  Medical  Directors  of  the  various  Departments  hzn 
been  so  few  and  incomplete  that  the  statistics  which  might  be  compikd 
from  them  would  be  so  imperfect  and  unreliable  that  I  have  decided  to  ocut 
such,  contenting  myself  by  transmitting  the  reports  received  to  the  National 
Encampment  with  that  of  the  Surgeon  General,  and  which  are  enclosed. 

In  closing  I  would  say  that  from  extensive  observation  I  am  satisfied  that 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  is  to-day  stronger  in  the  hearts 
of  the  people  than  it  ever  was  before,  and  that  the  continned 
efifort  of  each  member  of  the  G.  A.  R.  should  be  exerted  in  sach  an  eoo* 
getic  way  so  as  to  bring  into  the  ranks  every  old  soldier  outside  of  it

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report : 

importance  of  the  office. 

I  wish  first  of  all  to  express  my  high  appreciation  of  the  honor  and 
responsibility  of  the  office  of  Chaplain-in-Chief  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  which 
the  comrades  so  kindly  and  unanimously  placed  upon  me  at  the  last  National 
Encampment,  in  the  Capitol  of  our  Nation. 

I  deem  it  unfortunate  that  this  office  should  ever  have  been  estimated 
beneath  its  merits.  I  count  its  importance  second  only  to  that  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, if  really  it  is  second  even  to  this. 

In  these  latter  days  when  the  comrades  are  halting  feebly  to  their  final 
bivoaac,  when  their  hold  on  the  earthly  is  weakening,  and  their  thoughts 
are  inevitably — by  the  inexorable  logic  of  events — turned  to  the  eternal 
camping  ground,  no  officer,  it  seems  to  me,  has  a  better  opportunity  or  a 
more  inviting  field  for  wise  and  efficient  labor.  I  have  found  the  comrades 
everywhere  in  a  receptive  mood,  not  only  for  entertainment  but  also  for 
most  serious  reflection  and  religious  appeals.  This  work  of  the  chaplain 
calls  for  the  greatest  wisdom  and  good  judgment.  The  comrades  hate  cant 
and  are  quick  to  repel  it,  but  are  equally  susceptible  to  a  genuine  and 
brotherly  spirit.  The  Encampment  cannot  be  too  careful  in  the  election 
of  its  Chaplain-in-Chief.  This,  as  never  before,  is  the  Chaplain's  day,  and 
it  would  be  far  better  to  abolish  the  office  entirely  than  to  elect  an  unwise, 
careless,  unworthy  or  bungling  ChapIain-in-Chief. 

WORK    DONE. 

In  the  prosecution  of  our  work  we  have  found  ourselves  handicapped  in 
that  no  provisions  seem  to  have  been  made  to  cover  the  necessary  expense 
of  traveling,  etc.  For  this  reason  we  have  not  been  able  to  respond  to 
many  calls  npon  us  for  services.  We  have,  however,  attended  a  large 
number  of  campfires,  re-unions,  encampments,  funerals  and  other  soldier 
gatherings.  We  have  carried  on  an  extensive  correspondence,  written  and 
aent  ont  hundreds  of  circular  letters,  and  in  this  way  have  stirred  up  some- 
what of  interest.     This  correspondence  has  brought  out  the  fact  that  many 
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of  the  Chaplains  are  zealous  and  anxious  to  work,  and  only  need  dincn  i 
and  an  opportunity. 

DEPARTMENT   REPORTS. 

But  few  Department  Chaplains  have  made  reports  to  us.  hence  we  c»| 
not  enter  into  details.  We  know,  however,  that  more  and  more  ezhanstiie ; 
reports  have  been  made  this  year  by  Department  Chaplains  than  enri 
before  to  their  Department  Encampments  ;  that  an  increased  interest  Is 
been  awakened  among  them  and  a  deeper  appreciation  of  their  work  al 
opportunity  secured.  This  is  hopeful,  and  we  may  look  for  better  thiap 
from  them  in  the  future.  This  matter  of  reports  is  an  exceedingly  impon* 
ant  one  and  every  Chaplain  should  have  it  impressed  upon  him  that  be  ii 
to  give  a  report  not  only  to  the  Department,  but  to  the  Chaplain-in-ClBef 
as  well. 

MEMORIAL    DAY    AND    SUNDAY    PRECEDING. 

The  beautiful,  appropriate  and  touching  services  of  Memorial  Dajml 
the  Sunday  preceding  have  been  better  and  more  extensively  observed  tbs 
year  than  ever  before.  Patriotic  and  civic  organizations  have  turned  oat 
in  larger  numbers  and  on  our  funeral  anniversary  the  business  of  ds 
nation  was  almost  entirely  stopped  and  the  great  mass  of  American  dtiiea- 
ship  wended  its  way  to  the  cemetery.  This  is  a  sight  seen  only  in  on: 
beloved  country,  and  does  honor  to  our  people  as  well  as  to  our  comrades. 

This  broad  and  ever  increasing  interest  tells  conclusively  how  fully  the 
hearts  of  the  people  are  with  the  veteran,  how  they  venerate  the  deeds  and 
memory  of  the  men  who  bared  their  breasts  to  the  storm  in  the  dav  d 
danger.  The  benefits  of  these  days  to  the  nation  are  simply  inestimable 
No  day,  institution,  monument  nor  ceremony  so  appeals  to  the  heart  of  the 
nation  and  educates  the  rising  generation  to  loyalty  as  does  this  Memorial 
Day  and  its  counterpart,  the  Sunday  preceding.  They  cannot,  therefore, 
be  too  sacredly  guarded.  I  am  sorry  to  report  that  counter  influences  are 
at  work  making  war  against  the  sacredness  of  the  day  and  calling  for  our 
attention  and  efforts  to  counteract  them.  There  is  an  element  in  many 
communities  that  would  turn  Memorial  Day  into  a  day  of  entertainment 
desecrate  it  with  races,  games  and  boisterous  sports. 

Nothing  could  be  more  foreign  to  the  purpose  and  spirit  of  the  day.  We 
believe  this  tendency  is  increasing  and  has  been  more  manifest  this  year 
than  ever  before.  There  is,  therefore,  need  for  watchfulness  and  united 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  veterans  and  their  friends  in  order  to  put  a  stop  to 
such  desecration  in  the  future. 

DEATHS. 

The  reports  of  this  year  will  show  a  large  increase  in  the  death  rate.  The 
silent  reaper  has  been  busy.     Thousands  have  heard  their  final  order  and 
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have  passed  over  the  river.  Scarcely  had  the  gavel,  closing  the  last 
Encampment,  fallen,  when  there  came  flashing  over  the  wire  the  news  of 
the  death  of  General  Pope,  only  to  be  quickly  followed  in  rapid  succession 
by  that  of  others,  until  the  list  has  grown  very  long.  Probably  more  than 
30,  GOO  icomrades  have  been  mustered  out  during  the  year,  eighty-two  every 
day,  one  every  seventeen  minutes  since  our  last  gathering.  What  a  comment 
on  the  swift  departure  of  that  grand  army  that  made  the  world  to  tremble  but 
a.  few  years  since  with  its  elastic  tread  !  How  it  makes  our  hearts  ache  and 
the  tears  start  to  think  how  soon  the  G.  A.  R.  will  be  no  more,  and  the 
last  old  veteran  will  be  gone  !  It  is  not  ours  now  to  moralize,  yet  facts  are 
stubborn  and  reflections  will  come,  and  it  is  neither  wise  nor  manly  to 
attempt  wholly  to  repress  them.  To  stand  before  the  Great  Commander 
vith  the  proud  consciousness  of  duty  well  performed  and  hear  His  "Well 
done  '*  pronounced  upon  us,  should  now  be  our  highest  ambition. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

X.  The  Chaplain-in-Chief  could  accomplish  inflnitely  more  if  financial 
provisions  were  made  to  meet  his  necessary  traveling  expenses.  I  recom- 
mend that  such  provision  be  made. 

2.  I  would  recommend  that  blanks  be  provided  for  the  Chaplain's 
reports  on  Memorial  Day  and  preceding  Sunday,  similar  to  that  prepared 
by  the  present  Chaplain-in-Chief  * 

3.  I  would  also  recommend  that  hereafter  provision  be  made  for  the 
Chaplain-in-Chief  to  address  the  comrades  at  the  National  Encampment. 

CLOSING. 

In  closing  permit  me  to  say  that  my  personal  relations  with  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, as  well  as  with  all  the  National  Officers,  have  been  most 
iospiring  and  pleasant  to  me.  and  will  form  no  insignificant  part  in  that 
golden  chain  that  binds  heart  to  heart,  and  all  to  our  beloved  order.  My 
associations  with  the  comrades  during  the  year  have  been  as  benedictions 
to  me,  and  I  shall  sever  my  official  relations  with  you  and  the  comrades 
with  keenest  regret.  I  pronounce  upon  you  and  all  the  comrades  a  most 
heartfelt  benediction.

There  was  placeii  in  the  hands  of  the  delegates  at  this 
mornini;  session,  printed  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Quarter- 
mastei  Cieneral,  b\  which  report  ii  appears  that  the  Depart- 
of  C^^hio  is  delinquent  in  the  payment  oi  per  capita  tax. 


It  is  but  due  to  the  Quartermaster  General  to  say  that  he 
irbally  announced  from  tliis  stand  that  the  per  capita  had 
sen  paid.

ind  to  be  derelict  in  the  performance  of  any  duty,  that  the 

ts  should  be  known  to  this  Encampment,  which  resulted  in 

the   statement   in   this  report   that  that  great    Department  is 

delinquent  in  the  performance  ol  a  duty. 

Comrades,  we  are  known  as  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Kepublic,  composed  of  comrades,  of  Posts,  of  Departments 
and  a  National  Encampment,  but  we  are  one  body  of  men, 
associated  together  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  our 
order,  for  a  patriotic  purpose.  As  a  part  of  the  great  national 
organization  there  is  the  Department  of  Ohio,  That  Depart- 
ment, hke  every  other,  has  its  Commander,  its  Senior  and 
Junior  Vice  Commander,  its  adjutant  general  and  its  assistant 
Quartermaster  General,  with  their  prescribed  duties.  Into 
the  hands  of  our  Assistant  Quartermaster  General  go  the 
dues  and  the  per  capita  tax  required  by  our  rules  and  regula- 
tions. Semi-annually  it  is  our  duty  to  transfer  such  of  that 
fund  to  the  Quartermaster  General  as  represents  the  per 
capita  tax  of  the  Department  of  Ohio,  with  the  semi-annual 
report.  In  pursuance  of  that  duty  the  Department  Com- 
mander of  Ohio  drew  his  order  upon  the  Assistant  Quarter- 
master General  of  Ohio,  countersigned  by  the  Assistant 
Adjutant  General  and  transmitted  that  with  the  semi-annual 
report  to  the  Adjutant  General. 

It  reached  him  on  the  twenty-sixth  of  August,  having  been 

transmitted  on  the  2^tb.      It  was  returned  to  the  Department 

Commander  of  Ohio,  and  he  immediately  forwarded  it  to  the 

Quartermaster  General,  who  returned  it   lo  the  Commander 

I  Ohio  requiring  that  a  draft  or  a  bill  of  exchange  for  the 

t  should  be  forwarded.     That  draft  was  immedia.ety 
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procured  and  forwarded  to  the  Quartermaster  General  on 
the  first  day  of  September.  When  it  reached  Philadelphia 
the  Quartermaster  General  was  either  here  or  on  his  way. 
The  draft  followed  him  here  and  I  am  informed  was  received 
by  him  today. 

Our  view  is,  and  the  view  of  the  Department  Commander 
of  Ohio  was,  that  the  only  legitimate  way  in  which  funds 
could  be  withdrawn  from  the  Assistant  Quartermaster  Gen- 
eral of  our  Department,  was  by  an  order  drawn  upon  him  by  the 
Department  Commander  and  countersigned  by  the  Assistant 
Adjutant  General.  Our  view  was  that  the  Department  Com- 
of  Ohio  nor  any  executive  officer  of  the  Department  has  a  right 
to  handle  the  funds  of  the  Department;  and  I  am  glad  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Quarter- 
master General,  found  upon  pages  3,  4  and  5  of  his  report, 
which  if  adopted,  will  adopt  the  principle  upon  which  the 
Department  Commander  of  Ohio  acted. 

Now  my  comrades,  I  have  said  this  much  in  order  that  you 
may  understand  that  the  great  Department  of  Ohio  promptly, 
honestly  and  faithfully,  and  in  the  only  way  that  it  conceived 
was  regular  and  proper,  transferred  the  fund  from  one  branch 
of  this  great  organization  to  another,  and  we  oelieve  we  did 
that  which  was  right  and  regular;  and  I  rise  simply  that  you 
may  understand  the  matter  and  that  any  stigma  that  may 
rest  upon  Ohio  may  be  removed  in  the  clear  light  of  the  facts. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  If  there  is  any  blame  to  be 
attached  to  any  one  it  is  mine.  When  that  order,  which  had 
no  commercial  value  outside  of  the  limits  of  the  town  or  the 
place  where  these  officers  resided,  came  to  the  National  head- 
quarters, I  told  the  Adjutant  General  to  return  it  to  the 
Department  forthwith  and  ask  them  to  send  us  a  draft  that  we 
might  use,  and  he  did  so.  That  is  the  way  we  did  the  busi- 
ness and  we  never  heard  of  such  a  case  before  and  I[  do  not 
think  we  will  ever  hear  of  it  again.   . 

Comrade  Wagner:      Commander-in-Chief,  I  dislike  to  tres- 
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pass  upon  the  important  time  of  this  National  Encampment 
in  connection  with  this  matter,  but  as  I  am  a  new  officeholder 
in  the  Encampment,  I  feel  it  due  to  myself  to  explain  the 
exact  status  of  the  case,  which  the  comrade  to  whom  we 
have  just  had  the  honor  of  listening,  did  not  understand. 

According  to  the  rules  and  regulations  the  per  capita  tax 
due  to  the  National  Encampment  must  be  sent  to  the  Adju- 
tant General  by  the  20th  day  of  July.  According  to  the  facts, 
ori  Friday,  August  26th,  every  Department  upon  our  rolls 
had  paid  its  per  capita  tax,  except  the  Department  of  Ohio. 

I  presumed  upon  my  acquaintance  with  the  comrades  of 
Ohio,  to  telegraph  to  the  Commander  of  the  Department 
calling  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  their  per  capita  tax  had 
not  been  paid,  and  asked  them  what  was  the  matter,  I  did 
not  want  to  print  my  report,  with  a  Department  which  for- 
merly led  the  Grand  Army  in  membership  but  which  does  not 
do  it  now,  Pennsylvania  having  gotten  ahead  of  them,  left  blank 
in  the  column  of  per  capita  tax.  I  received  a  reply  that  the 
per  capita  tax  had  been  sent  to  the  Adjutant  General  that 
day.  I  put  my  report  in  type,  ready  to  stop  the  composition 
and  to  insert  the  amount  when  received.  Three  days  after- 
ward I  received  a  letter  from  the  Adjutant  General  stating 
that  he  transmitted  the  consolidated  report,  but  that  he  had 
returned  to  the  Department  Commander  of  Ohio  the  order 
upon  their  Quartermaster  General  with  the  request  that  he 
would  send  to  the  Quartermaster  General  of  the  National 
Encampment,  bankable  funds,  and  he  presumed  that  he  would 
do  so.  I  waited  three  days  longer  and  then  received  the 
identical  order  which  the  Adjutant  General,  after  consultation 
with  the  Commander-in-Chief,  had  decided  was  not  payment. 
I  immediately  returned  it,  stating  that  the  decision  of  my 
superior  officer,  which  was  undoubtedly  correct  law,  com- 
pelled me  to  return  it,  and  said  to  them,  *'  Please  send  me 
bankable  funds,  drafts  on  New  York  or  anything  of  that  sort." 
They  told   me   that   he  had  plenty  of  money.      I   knew  that 
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they  were  never  short  of  funds,  but  it  was  not  a  question  ol 
what  they  had  but  of  what  they  owed  the  National  Encamp- 
ment. I  waited  until  the  first  day  of  September  with  my 
report  and  on  Friday  last  was  compelled  to  go  to  press  with 
that  account  left  blank  and  the  money  not  received.  The 
first  Saturday  in  September  is  a  holiday  in  Philadelphia,  but 
I  spent  all  day  at  the  post  office  looking  for  the  letter.  1 
violated  the  afternoon  of  the  Sabbath  to  spend  it  at  the  post 
office  looking  for  the  letter,  and  it  was  like  many  a  letter  that 
has  been  looked  for,  it  did  not  come.  I  presumed  the  money 
would  be  here  when  I  came  here.  It  was  not  here.  It  had 
been  sent  as  requested  by  me  in  the  shape  of  a  draft  which 
reached  me  this  morning.  Only  this  and  nothing  more.  It 
was  impossible  for  me  to  print  my  report  shoiving  that  Ohio 
had  paid  the  money  when  Ohio  did  not  pay  the  money  until 
this  morning. 

A  committee  of  the  ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  composed  of 
Mrs.  F.  L.  Hubbard  of  Illinois,  Sallie  E.  Linhart  of  Pennsvl- 
vania,  and  Mrs.  Juline  F.  Burr  of  Minnesota,  accompanied 
by  Mrs.  Emma  Dalton  of  Kansas,  was  escorted  to  the  plat- 
form by  Department  Commander  Blodgett  of  Illinois,  who 
said: 

Commajider  and  Cofm-adc's  of  the  Tiventy- Seventh  Annual  EncatNpment  cj 
the  Grand  Ayjuy: — It  is  my  pleasure  to  introduce  to  this  Encampment  the 
Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  an  organization  which  has 
been  formed  within  the  last  f(*vv  years,  but  which  is  second  to  none  in  the 
service  it  renders  and  the  good  it  does  among  our  fraternity. 

Since  the  war  there  has  been  erected  in  every  state  and  nearly  in  every 
county,  monuments  commemorating  the  brave  deeds  done  by  the  men  from 
'6r  to  '65  on  many  a  battlefield;  but  up  to  now  there  has  never  been  erected 
a  monument  to  the  loyal  women  of  this  country  from  '61  to  '65.  I  suppose 
the  reason  for  that  is  that  the  dome  from  earth  to  heaven  is  too  low  in  which 
to  erect  a  monument  sufficient  for  the  inscription  of  the  grand  things  that 
they  did  during  the  war.      (Applause.)

The  Seventh  National  Convention,  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  now  in  ses- 
sion, extends  greetings  to  you. 

In  all  the  history  of  the  past  no  grander  organization  than  yours  ever 
assembled  to  cement  anew  the  ties  formed  in  noble  defense  of  the  right. 
Your  record  for  bravery  has  thrown  a  charm  and  a  glory  around  the  brow 
of  age.  Before  the  work  you  did  in  those  four  awful  years  the  prowess  of 
other  nations  fades  into  insignificance,  and  in  this  Columbian  year,  the 
pride  of  America,  the  glory  of  your  wives,  mothers,  daughters  and  sisters 
is  in  the  achievements  of  our  great  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.

The  committee  also  presented  the  following  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  Convention  of  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.  this 
morning: 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in 
National  Convention  assembled, 

1.  That  we  denounce  in  unmeasured  terms  the  action  of  Hoke  Smith, 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in  ordering  dropped  from  the  pension  roll  the 
names  of  pensioners,  after  their  claims  have  been  legally  adjudicated  and 
allowed  by  a  former  Secretary  of  the  Interior;  that  such  action  upon  the 
part  of  Secretary  Smith  is  a  usurpation  and  an  arbitrary  exercise  of  power 
never  before  known  in  the  history  of  this  nation,  and  in  violation  and  dis- 
regard of  the  vested  rights  of  pensioners. 

2.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  convention  that  when  claims  for  pensions 
liave  been  adjudicated  and  allowed  under  and  in  accordance  with  rules  estab- 
lished, pensions  thus  allowed  vest  in  the  pensioner  rights  which  cannot  be 
legally  disregarded  and  annulled  by  a  subsequent  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
unless  fraud  be  shown,  and  an  attempt  to  do  so  is  to  annul  the  law.  usurp 
unwarranted  power  and  authority  and  disregard  long  established  precedent. 

3.  Rtsotved  that  we,  the  wives,  mothers,  sisters  and  daughters  of  the 
l)rave  men  who  imperilled  their  lives  to  preserve  this  government,  affirm 
that  itMS  the  duty  of  this  government  to  seek  for  reas:)ns  why  every  ex-fed- 
«ral  soldier  who  served  in  putting  down  the  rebellion,  should  be  put  upon 
the  pension  roll,  rather  than  to  try  to  find  some  frivolous  excuse  for 
neglecting  their  claim  for  pensions. 

Mrs.  Dalton:     These  resolutions  were  adopted  by  a  rising 


A^. 
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vote  of  the  convention,  and  as  I  had  the  privilege  of  present- 
ing them  I  was  delegated  to  present  them  to  this  Encamp- 
ment as  the  sentiment  of  that  convention. 

The  Commander-in-Chief'.  Ladies,  you  may  bear  with 
you  to  the  organization  which  you  represent,  the  best  wishes 
of  this  Encampment. 

It  was  moved  that  the  Encampment  say  by  vote  that  it  is 
in  hearty  accord  with  the  resolutions,  and  the  motion  pre- 
vailed. 

Mrs.  Dalton:  I  desire  to  say  to  this  assembly  that  it  will 
be  a  pleasure  to  carry  back  to  our  convention,  a  report  of 
this  action. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  appointed  the  following  commit- 
tee on  the  report  of  the  Judge  Advocate  General:  Comrades 
J.  W.  O'Neal  of  Ohio,  John  W.  Linehan  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, C,  A.  Weaver,  Edgar  Allen  of  Virginia  and  Benjamin 
F.  Bryant  of  Wisconsin. 

It  was  moved  that  as  the  reports  of  officers  are  in  print 
and  have  been  distributed  to  the  Encampment  the  reading  of 
them  at  length  be  dispensed  with. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  That  will  be  taken  as  the 
sense  of  the  Encampment  unless  objection  is  heard.  There 
being  none  it  is  so  ordered.  Various  communications  and 
resolutions  were  received  and  referred  to  proper  committees 
without  reading.

Your  Committee  on  the  report  of  the  Adjutant  General  has  carefullv 
examined  the  same  and  finds  it  a  very  brief  and  clear  statement  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  year  and  the  condition  of  the  Order,  and  as  such  it  cannot  be 
too  highly  commended. 

In  the  tabulated  statements  will  be  [^found  every  detail  necessary  to  a 
thorough  understanding  of  the  life  and  gro\\th  of  the  Order,  and  we  com- 
mend them  to  the  careful  consideration  of  all  the  comrades. 

We  do  not  agree  with  the  suggestion  of  the    Adjutant  General   that  it 
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>vouId  be  wise  to  permit  Departments  desiring  to  do  so  to  return  to  the 
system  of  quarterly  returns  from  posts.  We  think  the  system  should  be 
uniform  and  should  remain  as  it  now  is.  With  this  exception  \^e  recom- 
mend that  the  report  of  the  Adjutant  General  be  adopted  as  read.

1  am  here  in  the  name  of  the  patri- 
otic people  of  the  entire  western  part  of  that  state  and  of 
the  Grand  Army  comrades  who  have  never  had  the  oppor- 
tunit}'  of  being  present  at  a  meeting  of  the  National  Encamp- 
ment, to  extend  to  you  an  invitation  to  hold  the  next  session 
of  this  body  in  the  city  of  Pittsburg. 

There  are  throughout  this  country  many  members  of  the 
Cjiand  Army  of  the  Republic  whose  recollections  of  the  citv 
of  Pittsburg  are  of  the  most  favorable  character.  In  the  old 
hall  standing  yet  in  that  city  we  find  engraved  upon  the  walls 
in  the  rear  part  of  the  building,  the  fact  that  over  480,000 
comrades  passing  from  the  east  to  the  west  and  from  the 
west  to  the  east  were  there  entertained  by  the   patriotic  peo- 
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•Je  of  the  great  city  of  Alleghany,  as  denominated  by  Lincoln. 
>n  the  other  side  of  that  hall  we  have  also  the  legend  that 
le  patriotic  women  of  that  great  city  cared  for  over  300,000 

the  wounded  comrades  who  were  passing  through  her 
Drtals. 

That  is  not  all  that  we  come  to   you  with.      In    1861,  when 
at  man  Floyd  was. attempting  to  steal  everything  there  was 

sight,  and  some  things  that  were  not  in  sight,  in  order 
.at  they  might  man  the  Southern  forts  and  take  all  of  the 
rimunition  and  everything  that  was  in  the  Northern  arsenals, 
le  loyal,  patriotic  people  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg  congre- 
ited  on  the  walk  and  refused  to  permit  the  large  guns  that 
ere  there  from  being  taken  down  to  man  the  forts  in  the 
^uthern  states.      (Applause.) 

I  am  here  in  obedience  to  the  voice  of  the  patriotic  citizens 

Pittsburg,  of  her  business  men  and  of  all  the  associations, 
»  invite  you  to  come  there,  and  in  the  name  of  that  city, 
ith  all  the  hospitality  that  is  known  to  be  within  the  lines 
^     that  grand    old    Birmingham   of   America,   I    say  to   you 

you  will  come  to  us  when  you  shall  separate  to  go  to  your 
^mes  at  the  close  of  the  Encampment,  you  will  say  that  it  is 
€j11  that  we  have  been  here.  We  will  take  you  over  the 
^es  of  the  railroads  and  show  you  the  only  battlefield  of  the 
ebellion  which  is  in  these  Northern  states,  which  has 
-come  a  national  park  in  which  every  state  almost  of  this 
"^  ion  can  show  the  spots  where  its  sons  fought,  the  great 
^ttlefield  of  Gettysburg. 

Now,  my  comrades,  we  are  not  here  with  thousands  and 
illions  of  dollars  in  promises  for  your  entertainment,  but 
^  do  say  that  we  have  got  the  patriotic  hospitable  sentiment 
'  the  people  of  Pittsburg  and  that  if  you  come  there  we  will 
i>^eyou  just  as  fine  an  entertainment  as  has  ever  been  given 
y  any  state  of  this  union.      (Applause. ) 

Comrade  Vandervoort,  of  Nebraska:  Commander-in-Chief 
^d  Comrades,  it  was   expected   that  the  name  of   the  city  of 
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Lincoln    would    be     presented    in    this    Encampment,    bat 
Nebraska  and  Pennsylvania   are   not  going  to  get  into  a  rciw 
about  this  matter.     On  account  of  the  condition  of  our  rakV 
roads  in  the  west,  who  felt  that  perhaps  next  year  they  migl::mt 
not  be  able  to  do   as  much  as  they  could  the  year  after,  th^^e 
Citizen's  Committee  of  Lincoln  wrote  me  a  letter  saying  th.^^t 
they  would  prefer  to  have  us  make  the  fight  next  year  for  th  — ae 

National  Encampment,  and  we   are  going  to  reciprocate  tl \t 

generous  kindness  of  Pennsylvania  at  Detroit  when  th<  :y 
cast  their  69  votes  for  Lincoln,  Nebraska.  In  other  word.  s, 
we  are  going  to  get  even  for  that  illustration  of  kindness  ai  "ad 
generosity,  and  in  the  name  of  nearly  all  the  great  West,  I 
believe,  and  with  a  warm  heart  I  second  the  selection  of 
Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania.

t  of  these — a  mandatory  statute — (Sec.  1754)  provided  that  those 
.  from  military  or  naval  service  by  reason  of  wounds  or  sickness 
n  the  line  of  duty,  should  have  a  preference  in  appointment  to 
:es. 

sr  one  (Sec.  1755),  recommended   those  honorably  discharged  by 
expiration  of  their  terms  of  service  or  the  close  of  the  war,  to 
5S  men  and  firms  of  the  country,  for  lucrative  employment, 
ears  came  and  went,  the  pledge  then  given   by  the  Government 
honored  in  the  breach,  than  by  its  observance.     The  mandatory 
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statute  was  forgotten,  nay  worse,  ignored,  disregarded  ;  and  finally,  when 
contested  for  on  principle,  it  was  declared  "clearly  not  mandatory"  by  an 
Attorney  General  of  the  United  States. 

To  remedy  this  and  secure  legislation  which  will  provide  for  and  ensure 
a  preference  to  veterans  in  appointments  to  office,  or  employment  and 
retention  in  the  public  service,  this  Committee  was  appointed. 

At  the  time  of  making  our  report  to  the  National  Encampment  at 
Washingtdn,  D.  C,  we  had  succeeded  in  getting  before  Congress,  a  measure 
(Senate  1598,  H.  R.  5098),  which,  if  enacted  into  law,  would  have  effected 
a  sure  cure. 

This  was  reported  to  the  Senate  with  an  amendment  that  destroyed  its 
value  for  the  purpose  we  had  in  view.  Against  this  we  entered  an  earnest 
protest. 

It  was  reported  to  the  House,  however,  with  an  amendment,  making  it 
stronger  in  the  way  of  protection  to  the  veteran,  than  the  bill  prepared  by 
your  Committee.     And  this  we  accepted. 

As  these  bills  were  on  the  Calendar  in  both  branches  when  Congress 
reassembled  in  December  last,  your  Committee  hoped  to  see  the  House 
bill  as  amended,  enacted  into  law;  or  otherwise,  that  the  bill  on  the  Senate 
Calendar  might  be  taken  up  in  that  body,  the  report  of  their  Committee 
disagreed  with,  and  the  measure  originally  asked  for  by  us  or  the  amended 
House  bill  substituted.     But  this  could  not  be  accomplished. 

In  the  Senate  our  efforts  were  of  no  avail.     Our  claim   that   the  honor 
of  the   Nation   was  at  stake  in   their  failure  to  act  was  disregarded,  the 
subject  was  treated   with   indifference,  and   the  bill  quietly  stifled,  as  hadL 
been  others  of  a  similar  nature  which  had   preceded  it.     The  enemies  oi 
the  veteran  are  not  all  outside  of  our  organization.     Letters  and  telegrarriis 
to  the  gentleman  who  introduced  the  Senate  bill,  and  to  the  Chairman    ^^' 
the  Committee  of  that  body  which  had  reported  it  back   "with  an  ameim  <^ 
ment  "  showing  "  how  not  to  do  it,"   received   no  attention;    perhaps  th  ^^=^ 
were  deemed  unworthy  a  reply. 

In  the  House,  every  effort  possible  was  exerted  to  secure  a  favoratr^ 
result.  Three  separate  attempts  were  made  to  obtain  consideration,  b^  '• 
each  one  was  thwarted.  Hon.  John  F.  Andrew,  of  Massachusetts,  Cha  "■- 
man  of  the  Committee  on  Reform  in  the  Civil  Service,  was  an  earne^-^==" 
friend  of  the  veteran,  at  all  times.  When  all  else  had  failed,  he,  at 
own  request,  and  with  the  aid  of  your  Committee,  was  recognized  by  t 
Speaker  shortly  before  the  session  ended,  and  asked  unanimous  consent  ^ 
put  the  bill  on  its  passage  ;  but  the  great  American  objectors — two  of  thtr  "^ 
— were  there.     And  that  settled  it.     This  effort  was  the  last  one  made. 

Prior  to  that,  the  bill  came  before  the  House  in  Committee  of  the  Who^ 
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when  a  vote  by  passing  the  tellers  was  had,  but  not  sufficient  being  counted 
in  its  favor,  it  was  "knocked  out."  As  the  Yeas  and  Nays  are  not  taken 
in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  opponents  of  the  measure  could  not  be 
placed  on  the  record.  An  attempt  to  do  this  in  the  Oi>en  House  subse- 
quently, made  by  one  of  the  members  of  your  Committee,  met  with  failure. 
It  was  asked  concerning  the  bill,   on  one  of   these  occasions,    "What 

d n  fool  brought  that  here  ?"     Comment  on  such  a  sentiment  is  hardly 

necessary.      That  it  came  from   an   American  citizen,  a  member  of   the 
House  of  Representatives,  v/as  no  credit  to  him. 
It  is  easy  to  sum  up. 

The  marked  indifference  apparent  at  one  end  of  the  Capitol  is  equally 
worthy  of  condemnation  with  the  disgust  openly  expressed  and  shown  at 
the  other.  Neither  is  evidence  of  high  statesmanship,  nor  are  they  con- 
ducive to  a  patriotic  citizenship.  The  object  at  both  ends  was  to  prevent 
consideration.  And  it  was  successful.  Once  again  the  veteran  was  right 
— but  left — and  once  more  his  appeal  for  justice,  the  giving  of  which 
required  not  a  single  dollar  of  appropriation,  was  denied  by  the  lawmakers 
of  the  Republic. 

But  the  blame  does  not  all  rest  there.  During  the  second  session  of  the 
52d  Congress  thousands  of  petitions  were  sent  in  favoring  the  closing  of 
the  World's  Fair  on  the  Sabbath,  but  the  cause  of  the  veteran,  on  the  line 
of  "Eternal  vigilance,"  appeared  to  be  sadly  neglected,  even  by  themselves. 
This  is  all  wrong. 

As  the  war  days  recede  further  from   the  view  of   the  generation  who 

lived  in  that  trying  period — especially  of  those  who  fought  the  battle^  of 

the  country — the  greater  need  is  there  that  we,  who  remain,  should  stand 

together,  unitedly  urging  upon  the  Nation  we  saved  its  duty  to  the  veteran. 

Unless  tvt  do  this,  who  will  ? 

Instead  of  moving  on  an  enemy  in  serried  columns  as  we  once  did,  we 
•©em  to  attack  with  a  skirmish  line  alone.  This  method  of  action  did  not 
*^ttle  our  civil  war,  nor  will  such  tactics  prevail  now.  Our  enemies  are 
strongly  intrenched.  We  must  drive  them  out  of  the  works.  Skirmishers 
'***'y  bring  on  the  engagement,  but  unless  the  columns  behind  them  are 
**^^^nced,  our  cause  is  lost.

Individual  efifort  has  been  able  to  accomplish  something  in  localities; 
some  of  the  States  have  generously  enacted  laws  based  on  those  of  the 
Empire  State  for  the  preference  and  protection  of  the  veteran  in  public 
employ,  but  there  is  no  law  extant  today  through  which  a  preference  is 
given  them — as  a  matter  of  right — by  their  greater  debtor,  the  National 
Government ;  this  is  particularly  true  as  to  those  who  served  faithfully  and 
well,  but  whose  honorable  discharges  came  at  the  end  of  their  terms  ot 
enlistment  or  when  the  war  ended. 

Every  change  in  governmental  administration  since  the  war  has  affected 
the  veteran  in  the  public  service.     To  this  there  has  been  no  exceptio«^- 
Not  one  was  safe,   except  where  public  ofl&cials  were  also  patriots.     .^^^ 
excuse  to  disregard  his  claim  can  always  be  found  by  those  who  desire  orx*- 
Factional  i)olitics  are  no  better  than  partisan  politics  in  this  respect.     A^^" 
this  will  continue  until  a  law  is  passed  which  protects  the  veteran  ;  a  l^*-** 
making  it  a  criminal  offense  to  discriminate  against  him  is  the  only  radic::^ 
cur«  for  this  disease. 

Every  veteran  should  stand  on  an  equal  footing  in  the  matter  of  pref^^"*"' 
ence  for  and  e.ach  one's  appointment  to  or  retention  in  the  public  servm^^ 
should  depend  only  on  himself.

Comrade  Merrill  of  Massachusetts:  Commander-in-Chief 
and  Comrades,  in  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Massachusetts 
I  desire  in  a  brief  word  to  present  to  you  the  name  of  one  of 
our  comrades,  and  to  ask  of  you  your  votes  in  his  favor,  as 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

This  comrade  of  ours  bears  a  name  honored  alike  in  Massa- 
chusetts and  throughout  the  country — a  name  borne  by  two 
presidents  of  the  United  States,  given  by  the  old  Bay  State 
for  that  service.  He  comes  of  fighting  stock.  His  great 
grandfather  on  his  paternal  side  was  with  the  militia  men  o^ 
Middlesex  and  Essex  on  the  fields  of  Concord  and  Lexington 
where  was  fired  the  shot  that  was  heard  around  the  world- 
(Applause.) 

But  we  present  him  to  you  neither  because  of  his  name  of 
his  ancestors,  but  for  what   he  is.     When  the  war  broke  oU^j 
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tripling  of  only  nineteen,  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  the

But  we  do  not  present  him  to  you  altogether  upon  his 
:ord  as  a  soldier,  because  presumably  every  man  in  the 
and  Army  of  the  Republic  has  a  right  to  claim  an  honor- 
le  record  in  support  of  the  flag  of  his  country;  but  we  come 
you  and  present  him  as  a  Grand  Army  man  and  for  that 
J  ask  your  votes  in  this  Encampment. 

He  organized  Post  5  of  Lynn,  and  was  one  of  its  first  mem-

Since  its  organization  he 
s  been  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Soldiers' 
ame,  an  institution  builded  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
-public  without  any  outside  aid  whatsoever.  He  has  been 
I'ing  his  time  and  is  giving  it  today  without  hope  of  reward 
her  than  the  reward  that  comes  to  a  comrade  for  hard  work 
*ne  in  the  service  of  his  fellows  in  the  •  Grand  Army.  He 
^  Commander  of  our  Department,  and  he  did  not  drop  out 
sight  after  he  had  had  the  highest  honors  He  is  found  at 
'^ry  Encampment.     He  is  attending  today  the  Seventeenth 
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National  Encampment,  in  which  he  has  been  a  repre- 
sentative from  Massachusetts.  His  voice  is  heard  in  more 
campfires,  at  more  fairs,  at  more  gatherings  of  the  Grand 
Army  in  Massachusetts  and  New  England  than  perhaps  that 
of  any  other  single  comrade  in  our  ranks.  He  is  an  enthusi- 
astic, earnest,  upright,  thorough-going,  double  and  twisted 
Grand  Army  man,  and  we  ask  you  to  elect  our  comrade,  John 
G.  B.  Adams,  as  the  next  Commander-in-Chief.      [Applause.] 

Comrade   Warner,    of    Missouri:     Commander-in-Chief,  I 
am  instructed  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Department  of 
Missouri  to  rise  to    mention   the    name    of  .  a    comrade,  not 
because  two  presidents  of  the  United  States  bore  his  name, 
not  because  his  grandfather  fought  a  hundred  years  ago,  but 
I  am  here  to  second  the  nomination  of  a  man  because  of  what  . 
he  is  today,  because  he  is  the  best  Grand  Army  man  in  the  ' 
United  States — Jack  Adams,  of  Massachusetts. 

Comrade  E.  P.  Allen,    of  Michigan:     Commander-in-Chief 
and   Comrades,   the    comrades    from    the  state  of  Michigan, 
after  a  full  and  free  discussion  of  this   question,    taking  into 
consideration  as  far  as  they  were  able,    all  the  factors  that  j 
ought  to  be  considered,   came  to  the  unanimous  conclusion 
and  decided  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Department  of  Michigan 
for  Adams,  of  Massachusetts.    [Applause.]     In  doing  this  W^ 
have  neither  ignored  nor  under-estimated  the  claims  of  othe^ 
candidates.      We  were  embarrassed  at  the  richness  set  befof^ 
us  and  the  names   that  had  been  mentioned  in  this  connec- 
tion.     Every    one  of    them    met    the   entire  approval  of  th^ 
delepjation  that  represents  a  state,  that  in  patriotism  has  nO 
superior  in  the  union  of  states;   but  we  cannot  elect  them  all, 
and  we  made  our  choice.      We  concluded  that  as  old  Massa- 
chusetts had  always  done  so  well,  she  could  be  trusted  once 
more,    and  that  those  of  the  young  and  vigorous  west  and 
especially    of    the    great    and    sovereign   state  of    Ohio,  that 
stands    almost   alone    in   her  grandeur    and  her  glory,   could 
afford  to  wait  until  the  next  time,  because  Massachusetts  is  so 
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near  the  coast  she  may  slough  off  at  any  time,  and  therefore, 
Commander-in-Chief,  we  shall  cast  our  vote  for  that  man.  I 
do  not  remember  all  his  middle  names,  but  we  will  just  call 
him  simply  John  Adams,  of  Massachusetts;  not  because  of 
the  name  alone,  but  because  with  the  name  and  his  own 
record  we  are  entirely  satisfied  that  he  is  at  least  equally  as 
capable  as  any  comrade  who  has  been  or  will  be  named. 

The  nomination  of  Comrade  Adams  was  seconded  by  dele- 
gates from  the  Departments  of  Nebraska,  New  Hampshire 
and  New  Jersey. 

Comrade  Tanner  of  New  York:  Commander-in-Chief  and 
Comrades,  the  Department  of  New  York,  as  many  other 
Departments  in  this  Encampment  to-day,  feels  embarrassed 
with  the  richness  of  the  offering,  and  gives  hearty  assent  to 
the  exclamation  of  .the  poet,  when  he  declared, 

"How  happy  could  I  be  with  either 
Were  t'other  dear  Charmer  away," 

*nd  New  York,  after  considering  the  matter,  came  to  the 
onanimous  conclusion  to  cast  her  52  votes  in  this  assemblage, 
for  Comrade  Jack  Adams,  of  Massachusetts. 

Comrade  Hurst  of  Ohio:     Commander-in-Chief   and  Com- 
rades of  the  Encampment,  two  years  ago,  at  Detroit,  at  the 
Twcnty-fifth  National  Encampment,  the  Department  of  Ohio, 
nearly  47,000  strong,  led   the   grand   column  of  the   Depart- 
n^ents  of  our  noble  Order,  and  in  the  Department  Encamp- 
ment of  that  year,  with  absolute  unanimity,  our  700  delegates 
determined   to  present   my  name  for  your  suffrages,  as   the 
leader  of  our  great  comradeship.     At  that  Encampment,  after 
a  single  ballot,  I  went   upon  the   platform  and  withdrew  my 
name,  and  seconded  the  nomination   of   Comrade  Palmer,  of 
New  York,  who  was  elected.      Last  year,  at  Washington,  the 
Department  of  Ohio,  with  the  unanimous  voice  of  its  Encamp- 
ment, again  determined  to  present  my  name,  and  when  we 
went  to  Washington,  my  friend,  Commander-in-Chief  Weis- 
sert,  was  so  popular,  that  I    gave  way  again   and  moved  his 
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nomination  by  acclamation  before  that  Encampment.  This

Comrade  Johnson  of  Indiana:  Commander-in-Chief  and 
Comrades,  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Indiana  now  25,000 
strong,  I  shall  present  to  you  a  name  for  Senior  Vice  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, of  one  who  has  been  identified  with  the 
Department  of  Indiana  lor  years,  a  man  who  is  a  Grand 
Army  man  from  start  to  finish,  and  if  Commander-in-Chief 
Adams  should  happen  to  die,  you  will  have  an  excellent 
Commander-in-Chief  left  if  you  elect  this  candidate.  I  put 
in  nomination  Comrade  I.  N.  Walker,  of  the  Department  of 
Indiana,  and  I  ask  that  he  be  elected,  knowing  as  I  do  that 
he  is  one  of  the  best  Grand  Army  men  in  the  West.

I  am  glad  tliat  you  are  with  us,  and  I  hope 
to  meet  you  all  at  the  next  Encampment,  but  as  you  separate 
from  us  and  go  to  your  liomes,  I  hope  that  every  comrade  in 
this  presence  today  may  be  under  the  provident  care  of  Him 
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who  sheltered  you  in  the  fires  of  battle,  and  finally  may  you 
hear  from  the  lips  of  the  Great  Commander,  *'Well  done, 
good  and  faithful  servants.'*      I  thank  you. 

Comrade  Prentiss  of  Rhode  Island:  Commander-in-Chief, 
if  a  nomination  for  Junior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief  is  in 
order,  I  desire  to  say  that  I  believe  that  the  South  ought  to 
be  represented  among  the  national  officers,  and  I  think  that 
comrades  in  this  Encampment  will  agree  with  me.  The  men 
of  the  South  are  true  and  loyal.  They  are  as  good  Grand 
Army  comrades  as  those  who  live  in  the  northern  states;  and 
without  taking  up  the  time  of  this  Encampment,  I  with 
pleasure,  present  the  name  of  J.  C.  Bigger,  of  Texas,  for 
Junior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief. 

Comrades  Burn  of  Georgia :  Commander-in-Chief,  in 
behalf  of  the  Departments  of  the  South,  we  ask  recognition 
from  this  national  organization.  No  spot  on  the  top  of  God's 
green  earth  is  more  sacred  to  every  Grand  Army  man  than 
that  part  of  our  country  south  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  line,  for 
there  was  shed  the  sacred  blood  of  our  valiant  men,  and  we 
of  the  South  have  been  left  there  to  guard  their  graves  and 
do  our  duty.  We  come  here  and  ask  recognition  in  behalf  of 
the  Departments  of  the  South.  I  place  in  nomination  Wil- 
liam James,  Past  Department  Commander  of  Florida. 

Comrade  E.  C.  Stahl,  of  New  Jersey:  Commander-in- 
Chief  and  Comrades  of  the  National  Encampment,  with  all 
due  respect  to  the  steer  of  Texas  and  the  oranges  of  Florida, 
New  Jersey  mosquitoes  have  a  claim  also  in  this  Encampment.

New  Jersey  Post  in  which  he  has  risen  step  by  step  until 
today  he  is  one  of  our  most  honored  and  esteemed  Past 
I )i*partni(:nt  ('onmianders.

country  that  claimed  to  wear  the  belt  up  to  that  time. 

Commander-in-Chief,  you  people  of  the  east  and  the  north- 
^^est  have  been  swallowing  these  honors  until  you  ought  to  be 
tired  of  them,  and  when  I  see  Past  Department  Commanders 
come  up  for  recognition  in  this  position,  I  say  it  is  not  right. 
Let  the  boys  have  a  chance,  these  modest  fellows  who  stand 
in  the  background  and  listen  year  after  year  to  these,  ora- 
tions by  men  who  can  talk.  I  have  attended  Encampments 
going  on  twenty  years,  and  this  is  the  first  time  that  I  have 
ever  had  the  supreme .  gall  to  get  up  here  and  shoot  my  ath- 
letic jaw;  and  I  will  tell  you  why  it  is.  It  is  because  I  have 
been  ashamed,  for  there  were  so  many  fellows  who  wanted  to 
do  the  same  thing,  and  I  wanted  to*  give  them  a  chance. 
Now,  these  long  speeches  are  not  in  it  for  me  and  I  am  not 
going  to  make  one,  but  I  want  to  say  to  you  that  down  there 
in  Texas  they  have  a  man  as  loyal  and  true  and  as  grand  a 
soldier  as  ever  followed  Old  Glory,  and  that  is  J.  C.  Bigger, 
and  this  position  will  just  fit  him,  and,  by  Jove,  you  are  going 
to  give  it  to  him.  Last  year  you  gave  him  nearly  300  votes, 
and  the  reason  he  did  not  get  it  was  because  he  was  not  as 
anxious  for  the  position  as  the  fellow  on  the  other  side,  and 
that  fellow  is  going  to  vote  for  him  to-day,  you  can  bet  your 
life  on  that,  on  account  of  his  action  last  year. 

Comrade  Bigger  is  now  Assistant  Adjutant  General  of 
Texas  and  has  been  for  two  years.  He  organized  the  George 
H.  Thomas  Post,  a  Post  that  made  it  possible  for  Texas  to 
be  a  Department,  and  during  his  two  years  in  office,  there  has 
not  been  a  delinquent  Post  in  Texas. 

I  want  to  relate  a  little  incident  that  occurred  in  1876, 
■when  that  arch  traitor,  Jeff  Davis,  came  there  to  make  a  speech 
under  the  apple  tree  that  they  forgot  to  hang  him  on,  and 
there  were  two  military  companies  there,  and  there  was  no 
sign  of  the  glorious  old  Union  flag  on  the  street,  but  there 
were  other  emblems  that  were  shot  down  during  the  war;  and 
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Comrade  Bigger,  of  Texas,  with  a  comrade  from  New  York 
and  one  from  Massachusetts,  took  a  big  American  flag  and 
jumped  to  the  head  of  that  procession,  and  the  man  who  com- 
manded it  drew  his  sword  and  rushed  at  Bigger  and  said, 
**We  don't  march  under  that  flag,"  and  Bigger  turned  and 
looked  at  him  with  all  the  contempt  of  his  loyal  soul  shining 
out  of  his  eyes,  and  he  says  to  him,  "If  you  cannot  march 
under  your  country's  flag,  you  and  your  damned  company  can 
fall  out;  this  flag  heads  the  procession."  (Laughter  and 
applause.) 

Now,  comrades,  that  flag  did  head  the  procession,  and  it 
has  headed  every  procession  that  has  been  in  the  streets  of 
Dallas  since,  and  I  want  to  say  to. you  that  if  Comrade  Bigger 
had  never  done  anything  else  than  that,  he  would  be  entitled 
to  this  honor,  but  he  was  a  brave  soldier;  he  was  not  a  hos- 
pital soldier;  he  was  not  a  cook,  and  his  bowels  always 
behaved  themselves  (laughter  and  applause);  they  behaved 
with  strict  propriety  when  the  skirmishers  told  us  that  there 
was  a  battle  coming  on:  but  I  say  if  he  had  never  done  any- 
thing but  that  net  since  the  war,  he  is  entitled  to  that  office, 
and  1  hope  you  will. vote  for  him.      (Applause.) 

Comrade  Gray,  of  Colorado:  Commander-in-Chief  and  Com- 
rades, 1  fully  realize  the  fact  that  I  am  standing  in  the  presence 
of  intellect.  We  have  listened  to  beautiful  language  and  just 
tributes  to  good  comrades  and  to  the  states  from  whence  they 
came.  We  conic  from  the  rugged  west,  from  the  backbone 
of  llu^  Continental  Divide,  where  we  can  see  the  rivulets  as 
they  are  formed  for  their  races  to  the  two  mighty  oceans  that 
lave  the  eastern  and  the  western  shores  of  this  grand  continent; 
a  state  rich  in  coal  and  iron,  rich  in  gold  and  in  silver,  the 
two  precious  metals  which  go  to  constitute  the  basis  of  the 
world's  financial  wealth:  with  a  people  rich  in  their  thrift, 
their  enterprise,  their  generosity,  their  intelligence  and  their 
loyaltv,  antl  a  state  rich  in  her  colleges,  and  in  her  unparalleled 
school  system,  and   rich   in   her  ten  thousand  veteran  soldiers 
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that  hail  from  every  hamlet  almost,  of  this  land  of  ours, 
that  followed  the  command  and  the  invitation  from  America's 
greatest  son-^Abraham  Lincoln.      (Applause.) 

There  is  not  a  state,  scarcely  a  county,  whose  men  followed 
that  flag  of  stripes  and  stars,  not  a  corps,  a  division,  a  brigade, 
and  scarcely  a  regiment  that  followed  Sheridan  and  Grant  to 
Appomatox,  but  has  a  representative  in  the  state  of  Colorado. 

Our  veterans  have  been  twice  conquerors.  In  the  sixties, 
they  were  victorious  over  secession.  In  the  years  that  fol- 
lowed, they  were  victorious  over  the  sterile  plains  and  the 
rough,  rock-ribbed,  eternal  hills  of  the  mighty  west,  from 
whence  countless  treasures  have  been  poured  lavishly  into  the 
laps  of  the  eastern,  the  southern  and  the  middle  states. 

One  of  these  comrades,  comrades  of  this  Encampment,  was 
a  member  of  the  Thirteenth  Illinois  Cavalry,  in  1861.  Moved 
by  the  principle  of  one  country  and  one  flag,  he  associated 
himself  as  a  private  in  that  organization,  and  by  his  soldierly 
bearing,  his  generous,  chivalrous  nature,  he  passed  from  that 
position  to  the  command  of  the  boys  who  loved  him,  continu- 
ing throughout;  his  deeds  on  many  a  battle  field  are  told,  con- 
tinuing along,  until  the  dark  shadows  of  that  terrible  tragedy 
had  been  lifted  from  this  great  land  of  ours,  until  the  limp, 
lifeless  form  of  secession  was  buried  under  the  apple  tree  at 
Appomatox  and  our  great  Commander  said,  "Let  us  have 
peace;  "  then  it  was  that  our  comrade  turned  his  face  towards 
home,  its  endearments,  and  the  pacific  pursuits  of  civil  life, 
where  he  has  ever  been  found  in  the  foremost  rank,  doing  the 
noble  deeds  that  go  to  the  betterment  of  the  great  brotherhood 
of  mankind.  As  a  Grand  Army  man,  he  stands  among  the 
noblest  of  the  noble.  His  warm,  generous  hand  has  touched 
in  fraternal  clasp  more  Grand  Army  men  in  the  Department 
of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  than  that  of  any  man  who  has  ever 
breathed  its  pure  air.  He  is  an  every-day,  all-around,  grand, 
generous,  big-hearted,  Post-attending  Grand  Army  man. 
There   is  not   a   Post    in    the    Department   of    Colorado   and 
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Wyoming,  in  which  his  voice  has  not  been   heard,  and  his 
presence  felt. 

I  now,  comrades,  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  before 
this  Twenty-seventh  National  Encampment,  for  the  honorable 
position  of  Junior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief,  the  name  of 
Comrade  Jack  C.  Kennedy, 

Comrade  Wagner,,  of  Pennsylvania:  Commander-in-Chief, 
one  comrade  has  been  placed  in  nomination,  and  I  shall  do 
with  him  as  I  have  done  upon  previous  occasions,  simply  tell 
him  to  step  out.  The  comrade  to  whom  I  refer,  I  thought 
might  be  elected.  He  was  born  in  Indiana,  and  that  ought 
to  have  been  in  his  favor.  He  came  to  Pennsylvania,  was 
Past  Commander  of  our  Post,  No.  i,  a  long  while  and  Assistant 
Quartermaster  General,  and  because  Pennsylvania  was  not 
big  enough  to  hold  him  he  slipped  over  into  New  Jersey,  and 
they  made  him  Department  Commander,  as  he  ought  to  have 
been,  and  as  he  would  have  been  if  he  had  stayed  in  Penn- 
sylvania. I  had  hoped  that  we  might  elect  Comrade  Mul- 
likin.  He  served  under  me  during  the  war,  and  always  did 
what  he  was  told  to  do,  and  sometimes  did  better  than  he  was 
told  to  do.  I  told  him  today  that  I  did  not  think  Jersey  had 
a  chance,  and  that  he  ought  to  be  nominated,  but  that  he 
ought  not  to  run.  Mullikin  would  make  a  first-rate  Com- 
mander-in-Chief. He  is  a  big  man  for  the  place,  but  Texas 
has  got  a  Bigger,  and  with  all  due  respect  to  my  Comrade 
Stahl,  from  New  Jersey,  I  am  going  to  order  Mullikin  out  of 
the  campaign  and  withdraw  his  name  from  this  Encampment. 

Comrade  Stahl:  Commander-in-Chief,  I  was  about  to  say 
that  after  listening  to  the  voice  of  the  big  steer  of  Texas,  we 
withdraw  the  mosquito  of  New  Jersey  from  the  front  of  the 
big  steer. 

Comrade  Burns:  For  the  sake  of  harmony  and  for  the 
unanimity  of  the  southern  Departments,  I  am  requested  to 
withdraw  Comrade  James'  name  and  cast  the  vote  of  Florida 
and  Georgia  for  Bigger,  of  Texas.

We  people  of  the  West  love 
the  people  of  the  East,  and  love  the  people  of  the  South,  and 
in  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  and 
the  comrade  we. so  truly  love,  I  wish  to  say  that  we  are  in 
accord  in  sentiment  with  that  which  we  see  moves  through 
this  Encampment,  and  we  now  want  Comrade  Bigger  as 
Jiftiior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief. 

Comrade  Stahl  moved  that  the  Adjutant  General  be  directed 
to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Encampment  for  Comrade  Bigger, 
and  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  ballot  was  cast,  and  Comrade  Bigger  was  declared 
duly  elected. 

Comrade  Crawford:  I  want  to  say  that  I  had  written  a 
poem  for  this  occasion,  but  I  forgot  to  bring  it.  I  will  give 
you  a  part  of  it,  which  is  this: 

"If  greatness  in  this  honored  race  is  bound  to  cut  a  figure, 
Trot  out  your  biggest  candidate  and  we'll  produce  a  Bigger."

trust  I  am  not  egotistical  or  vain  enough  to  think  that  this 
splendid  compliment  that  has  just  been  given  to  me,  the 
greatest  honor  that  I  can  ever  hope  to  expect,  is  on  account 
of  any  personal  popularity  or  merit  of  mine.  1  recognize  in 
it  a  gracious  tribute  to  that  section  of  the  country,  the  great 
southwest  proper,  which  has  never  before  been  honored  with 
national  office  of  any  kind,  and  from  that  section  I  extend  to 
you  one  and  all  our  grateful  and  heartfelt  thanks. 

For  myBelf,  words  are  too  poor  for  me  to  express  how  good 
I  feel,  how  honored  I  feel  to  receive  the  suffrages  of  the 
greatest  body  of  men  on  this  earth  who  possess  all  that  goes 
to  make  up  manly  men.      It  is  an  honor  that   I  cannot  find 
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words  to  return  my  thanks  to  you  for;  I  promise  this,  how- 
ever, that  I  will,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  so  conduct  myself 
during  my  term  of  oflSce,  that  you  shall  not  have  cause  to 
regret  the  confidence  you  have  reposed  in  me,  and  in  con- 
clusion, I  say  again  that  I  thank  you  one  and  all  sincerely. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  called  the  Senior  Vice  Cominan- 
der-in-Chief  to  the  chair. 

Comrade  Day  moved  that  the  special  order  of  business  for 
to-morrow  morning  at  lo  o'clock  be  the  report  of  the  Comrnit- 
the  on  Resolutions,  and  the  motion  was  lost. 

Comrade  Tanner  moved  to  take  a  recess  until  to-morrow 
morning  at  ten  o*clock,  and  the  motion  prevailed. 

Second  Day. 

The  Senior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief  in  the  chair. 

The  Encampment  convened  at  ten  o'clock,  and  was  opened 
with  prayer  by  the  Chaplain-in-Chief. 

The  Committee  on  the  address  of  the  Commander-in-Chiei 
submitted  the  following  report: 

To  tfu  Tiventx-ser'enth  Xational  Encdfnptnent  of  the  G.  A.  R.: 

Comrades: — Your  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Commander-in-Chief 
having  duly  considered  the  same,  submit  the  following  report: 

That  the  thanks  of  the  comrades  are  due  to  Commander-in-Chief  Weissert. 
for  his  able,  conscientious  and  patriotic  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  high 
office. 

That  we  commend  his  manly  and  loyal  utterances  on  the  duty  of  those  in 
power,  as  to  administration  of  the  pension  laws — laws  that  should  be  admin- 
istered from  the  standpoint  of  patriotism  rather  than  that  of  the  partisan. 
The  wholesale  denunciations  of  pension  legislation  and  pensioners,  too  com- 
mon in  this  day,  are  unworthy  of  manly  men. 

The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  has  no  objection  to  the  search  light  of 
investij^ation  being  turned  on  the  pension  list — the  Nation's  Roll  of  Honor — 
but  it  does  demand  that  it  be  the  search  light  of  love  for  and  not  hatred 
toward  the  brave  men  who  bore  the  battle  for  their  widows  and  orphans. 

That  as  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  change 
the  name  of  the  Department  of  California  to  the  Department  of  California 
and  Nevada,  so  as  to  embrace  the  whole  territory  in   those  two  states,  vour 
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committee  suggest  that  this  recommendation  be  referred  to  the  Department 

of  California,  and  if  approved,  the  Commander-in-Chief  be  and  is  hereby 

given  the  power  to  make  the  change. 

That  as  a  mark  of  our  high  respect  for  Commander-in-Chief  Weissert,  as 

a  comrade,  and  in  recognition  of  his  eminent  services,  we  recommend  that 

the  Council  of  Administration  be  directed  to  procure  a  suitable  testimonial, 

to  be  presented  to  him  at  our  next  National  Encampment  at  Pittsburg, 

I^cnnsylvania.

We  unanimously  concur  in  all  the  recommendations  made  therein, 
especially  that  which  in  effect  closes  all  Post  inspections  on  or  before  the 
20th  day  of  December  each  year. 

We  recommend  that  all  of  section  one  (i),  page  three  (3),  fourth  line, 
comixMncing  with  the  word  "provided,"  be  stricken  out,  for  the  rea«?on  that 
the  object  of  the  provision  is  covered  by  section  2.

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Comrade  Hicks,  of  Pennsylvania:  I  move  that  the  report 
be  adopted  as  read,  except  as  to  that  part  referring  to  the 
rules  and  regulations,  and  that  that  part  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Rules,  Regulations  and  Ritual  for  action. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  Committee  on  the  Proposed  Monument  to  the  rank  and 
file  of  the  army,  navy  and  marine  corps,  reported  as   follows: 

To  the  Commander-iii-Chief : 

Comrades: — Owing  to  the  great  distances  separating  the  residences  of  the 
members  of  the  committee  to  devise  ways  and  means  to  erect  a  monument 
to  the  rank  and  file  of  the  American  army,  navy  and  marine  corps,  it  was 
not  deemed  advisable  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  committee  prior  to  the  meet- 
ing of  the  National  Encampment.  Considerable  correspondence  was.  ho^%- 
ever,  had  with  the  members,  with  reference  to  the  object  for  which  the  com- 
mittee was  constituted.  There  was  some  diversity  of  views  expressed,  and 
eventually  a  proposition  was  laid  before  the  members  of  the  committee  to 
recommend  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  approve  the  project  of  the 
National  Reunion  Monument  Association  of  Washington,  D.  C,  an  organi- 
zation growing  out  of  the  Reunion  Committee  of  the  Twenty-Sixth  National 
Encampment.  This  committee  managed  the  great  reunions  of  armies. 
corps,  brigades,  regiments  and  squadrons,  and  secured  the  dedication  of 
the  beautiful  plat  of  ground  lying  between  the  Executive  Mansion  and  the 
monument  as  "Grand  Army  Place,"  upon  which  to  hold  the  reunions  and 
as  a  spot  in  the  Capital  of  the  Nation  which  the  comrades  could  feel  was  in 
some  sense  their  own.  The  committee  subsequently  organized  itself  into 
an  association  regularly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  the  object  of  which  is  to  erect  on  the  spot  thus  associated  in  the 
memories  of  the  comrades  who  attended  the  Twenty-Sixth  National 
Encampment  and  meeting  with  their  old  comrades  and  commanders,  a  suitable 
testimonial  to  the  patriotism  and  valor  of  the  men  who  saved  the  nation. 
There  should  be  such  a  mtimorial  in  Washington,  where  there  is  as  vet  no 
public  evidence  that  anybody  but  Generals  and  Admirals  fought  for  the 
salvation  of  the  country. 

Correspondence  with  the  various  members  of  the  committee  has  shown 
them  favorable  to  the  plan  of  the  National  Reunion  Monument  Association, 
as  the  best  manner  in  which  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  National 
Encampment  in  constituting  the  commitK^e.  The  Association  is  made  up 
of  comrades  in  good  standing:  they  are  thoroutjhly  representative  of  all  sub- 
divisions of  the  Union  army  and  navy;  they  ar(^  citizens  of  various  states 
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residing  in  Washington,  which  enables  them  to  hold  frequent  meetings  and 
manage  the  business  properly,  and  they  are  all  men  of  good  repute  as 
citizens. 

AVe  respectfully  submit  that  no  better  way  occurs  to  us  than  to  give  the 
Association  the  approval  of  the  National  Encampment  and  encouragement 
in  the  work  it  has  undertaken.

K^solved,  That  the  National  Encampment  approve  the  plan  of  the 
National  Reunion  Monument  Association  of  Washington,  D.  C,  for  the 
erection  in  the  National  Capitol  of  a  memorial  to  the  Rank  and  File  of  the 
X.Tnion  Armies,  Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  who  fought  for  the  suppression  of 
the  rebellion  from  1861  to  1865. 

Comrade  Goodale  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Report  of  the  Quartermaster  General,  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Quartermaster  General  respectfully 
report:  That  we  have  carefully  examined  the  papers,  vouchers  and  prop- 
erty of  the  Encampment  and  find  the  books  properly  kept  and  the  funds  and 
property  of  the  Encampment  intact. 

We  were  shown  certificates  of  deposit  for  $16,632.59  and  United  States 
four  per  cent,  bonds  for  $16,000  due  in  1907. 

We  approve  the  recommendations  of  the  Quartermaster  General,  No.  i,  2, 
3,  5  and  No.  4  except  the  words  "to  be  approved  by  the  Commander-in 
Chief;  "  these  words  should  be  stricken  out;  and  No.  6.  after  inserting  in  the 
second  line  after  the  word  "  report "  the  words  "  all  evidence  of  investment 
and."  We  do  not  approve  of  the  suggestion  contained  on  page  5,  that  the 
office  of  Quartermaster  General  may  be  filled   by   election   instead   of   by 

appointment. 

As  to  the  bonds  of  the  Quartermaster  General  there  is  an  inconsistency 
between  section  4,  article  6.  chapter  5  and  section  3,  article  7,  chapter  4. 
One  provides  for  a  bond  of  $5,000.  the  other  for  a  bond  in  such  sum  as  the 
Council  of  Administration  may  approve. 

We  recommend  that  section  3  of  article  7,  chapter  6.  be  amended   to  read 

follows: 
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Section  3.     The  Quartermaster  General  shall  give  bonds  as  required  by 

aiection  4  of  article  6,  chapter  4.

While  a   prisoaer, 
it  was  his  custom  to  hold  divine   service  as   it  was   when    ^^ 
was  with  his  own  army,  and  during  that-  service,  as  was    ^^^ 
custom,  he  prayed  for  the  President  of  the  United  States  ^-DQ 
for    the    discomfiture    of    the    armies    that    were    seeking     ^^ 
destroy   the  Government  of   the  United  States.      The   co^i- 
mandant  of  the  prison  at   Macon  heard  of  the  prayers  of  t^^^ 
Chaplain  and  he  sent  him  word  to  desist  his  praying  for   the 
President  of  the  United  States,  and  if  he  did  not,  he  wa^^^^ 
suffer  for  it.      The  Chaplain  at  the  next  service  prayed  for  tH^ 
President  of  the   United   States,  and  at  the  following  serV^^*^ 
the  commandant  trained  his  cannon  upon  the  platform  wh^*^ 
the  Chaplain  stood,  and  said,  ••If  you  pray  for  Abraham  I^^^"* 
coin,  we  will  shoot  at  you."     The  chaplain  prayed  for  Ab^^

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ham  Lincoln  (applause)  and  for  the  triumph  of  the  Union 
armies,  but  that  day  he  had  only  about  400  attendants  at  the 
service.  There  were  1,600  prisoners  in  all.  At  the  next 
service  there  were  1,600  Union  men  that  rallied  around  the 
Chaplain  (applause)  and  said,  '*If  you  shoot  him,  you  may 
shoot  us  too,"  and  they  did  not  shoot. 

Then  when  Gilmore  directed  the  Swamp  Angel  to  pay  its 
compliments  to  the  people  of  Charleston,  they  said,  "We 
will  send  the  Chaplain  down  there  to  receive  the  compli- 
ments," and  they  sent  him  to  Charleston  and  put  him  under 
fire  of  our  own  guns,  but  he  continued  to  pray  for  that  noble 
martyred  chief,  the  honored  Lincoln,  and  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  loyal  as  a  prisoner  standing  by 
his  comrades  in  the  prison  as  on  the  line  of  battle,  and  to  his 
duties  as  Chaplain. 

Four  times  successively,  an  honor   unprecendented  in  our 

Department,  has  he  been  complimented  with   the  chaplaincy 

of   the  Department  of    Michigan.

I   am    glad   I 

i^ave  five  boys  in   the   Union   army."     Give  us  the  Chaplain 

^o-day,  and  sometime,  maybe,  we    will  do  better  by  you  than 

^liat  even. 

Comrade  Warner,  of   Missouri:     Commander-in-Chief  and 
Comrades,  it  seems  to  be  the  order  of  the  day  that  none  but 
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those  of  the  cloth  should  place  in  nomination  a  candidate  for 
Chaplain-in-Chief,  and,  therefore,  I  am  selected  from  the 
Department  of  Missouri.  After  hearing  the  words  of  com- 
mendation of  the  noble  comrades  who  have  been  placed  in 
nomination  from  Iowa,  Michigan  and  Utah,  it  would  seem 
superfluous  to  name  any  other  comrade.  I  recognize  what 
the  good  comrade  in  Utah  has  done  for  that  territory,  but 
polygamy  is  pretty  well  wiped  out  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic.  But,  comrades,  in  all  seriousness,  I  come  here 
not  only  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Missouri,  but  on 
behalf  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  to  place  in  nomi- 
nation a  comrade  that  certainly  is  the  peer  of  either  of  the 
gentlemen  that  have  been  named  for  this  position.  I  arise  to 
place  in  nomination  Comrade  Hagerty,  of  the  Ransom  Post, 
of  St.  Louis. 

Comrade  Hagerty  went  into  the  service  as  the  Chaplain  of 
that  grand  old  regiment,  the  93rd  Illinois.

Blessings  seemed  to  follow  him 
in  the  hospital,  and  in  the  camp;  and  eleven  years  ago  when 
it  was  my  happy  and  proud  privilege  as  Department  Com- 
mander of  Missouri,  to  muster  that  noble  body  of  men,  the 
Ransom  Post,  with  old  William  Tecumseh  Sherman  as  its 
first  Post  Commander  (applause).  Comrade  Hagerty  w-as 
selected  from  that  body  of  men  as  the  first  Post  Chaplain, 
and  for  eleven  years  since  he  has  held  the  position  of 
Chaphiin  of  Ransom  Post.  For  four  terms  he  has  been 
Department  Commander  of  Missouri,  and  if  you  could  see* 
the  reformation  that  he    has  worked  in  that   Department,  you

ivould  know  wha^  he  could  do  for  the  nation.  (Laughter  and 
applause).  I  am  a  living  example  of  it.  (Laughter).  But 
this  is  the  man  that  we  present;  and  let  me  say  further,  cer- 
tainly not  detracting,  as  I  would  not,  a  scintilla  from  the  other 
comrades  that  have  been  presented,  I  believe  in  the  Chap- 
lain, and  I  believed  in  him  in  the  army,  and  I  believe  in  a 
Ohaplain  of  a  Post,  and  Department,  and  National  Encamp- 
ment, and  I  want  the  Chaplain  to  be  at  the  Post  meetmg

You    never    have    had    a 
National  Encampment  since  the  organization  of  the  Ransom 
Post  eleven  years  ago,  that  Comrade   Hagerty  was  not  with 
his  Post  and  in  the  line  with  that   noble  body  of  men  as  you 
have  seen   them   on  the  streets  of  every  city  that  you  have 
held    your    Encampments   in.       Boys,   that   is    comradeship.

from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  and   swearing   by  The  Eter- 
nal we  will   stand  one  b}'  the  other,  though   all  the  world  be 
against  us.      Give  us  Comrade  Haji;erty.      (Applause.) 
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Comrade  Clarkson  of  Nebraska:  Commander-in-Chief, 
Iowa  is  a  splendid  neighbor.  Comrade  Kendrick  whom  they 
have  nominated  for  the  position  of  Chaplain,  is  a  rattler. 
He  makes  his  prayers  short  and  sweet,  and  the  Department 
of  Nebraska  unanimously  directs  me  to  second  his  nomination. 

Comrade  Smith,  of  Minnesota:  On  behalf  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Minnesota,  I  am  directed  to  second  the  nomination 
of  the  candidate  of  our  sister  and  neighbor,  Iowa. 

Comrade  Kelly,  of  Kansas:  I  am  directed  by  the  delegates 
of  Kansas  to  unite  with  our  neighbor  Missouri  in  asking  you 
to  support  Comrade  Hagerty.

In  presenting  our  greetings  from  the  members  of  the  National  Woman's 
Relief  Corps,  in  Convention  assembled,  we  desire  to  express  to  you  our 
fidelity  to  your  every  interest.  We,  the  wives,  mothers,  sisters,  daughters 
and  all  loyal  women  stand  pledged  to  the  (irand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
We  are  not  a  part  of  the  Grand  Army,  but  esteem  it  an  honor  to  be  recog- 
nized as  your  auxiliary,  and  so  long  as  one  soldier  remains  our  highest  pride 
and  pleasure  shall  be  to  care  for  their  dependent  ones  and  make  life's  path- 
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way  brigbler  for  them  and  teach  Ihe  rising  generation  lessons  of  loyalty  and 
patriotism  and  reverence  and  respect  for  the  men  who  saved  this  nation.

Mrs.  McHenry  then  introduced  Mrs.  Miller,  of  Illinois,  the 
National  Inspector  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  who 
addressed  the  encampment  as  follows:  I  am  glad  to  be  one 
of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  National  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  to  bring  the  greetings  of  our  organization  to  you.  I 
heard  greetings  extended  one  time  not  very  long  distant  by 
one  who  said,  "lam  not  a  talker,  but  lama  worker. "  I  am 
not  only  one  of  the  talkers,  but  one  of  140,000  workers  in  our 
organization.  What  we  have  done  in  the  past  has  been 
reported  to  you.  In  the  future  we  expect  to  increase  that 
tenfold.  We  are  glad  of  your  recognition.  We  are  glad  that 
we  are  so  honored  and  promise  that  as  long  as  life  shall  last 
we  will  be  true  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
(Applause.)  We  have  in  our  Order  women  of  all  ranks  and 
stations  and  all  ages. 

You,  of  course,  remember  the  loyal  women  who  met  you 
or  came  to  you  on  the  battlefield,  wiped  the  death  sweat  from 
the  brow  of  many  of  your  comrades,  and  cared  for  you  as 
□one  but  women  could  care  ;  1  am  not  one  of  these  women, 
but  am  a  representative  of  many. 

You  remember,  of  course,  the  aged  mothers  who  followed 
you  to  the  enlisting  stations  and  saw  with  tears  in    their  eyes 
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and  anguish  in  their  hearts  as '  son  after  son  stepped  to  the 
ranks  and  enlisted  to  the  defense  of  the  country,  offering  up 
a  prayer  to  heaven  to  care  for  their  boys,  to  bring  them  safe 
home  again;  I  am  not  one  of  the  mothers,  but  am  one  of 
their  representatives. 

You  remember  the  young  bride  who  gazed  with  admiration 
at  her  husband  as  he  donned  the  new  coat  of  blue,  little 
dreaming  of  what  it  meant  to  her.  I  am  not  one  of  the  young 
brides. 

You  remember,  of  course,  those  of  you  who  had  wives  and 
families,  the  wife,  your  companion,  who  gathered  the  little 
ones  to  her  knees  and  with  arms  stretched  around  them,  you 
confided  them  to  her  care  and  bade  her  to  care  for  them ;  you 
did  not  know  where  to  look  for  other  help.  You  bade  her 
kiss  the  babies  for  you  in  your  letters  from  the  front  and  to 
teach  them  not  to  forget  they  had  a  soldier  for  a  father.  I  am 
not  one  of  these  wives. 

Do  you  say  where  does  she  stand?  She  must  be  a  loyal 
woman.  I  am  a  loyal  woman  and  a  daughter  of  as  brave  an 
Illinois  soldier  as  ever  marched  to  the  front. 

In  March  last  I  considered  I  had  received  the  greatest 
honor  possible  to  be  conferred  upon  a  person,  when  to  me  was 
given  the  duty  of  carrying  the  greetings  of  our  department  to 
our  boys  of  the  state  that  gave  you  the  noble  Lincoln,  the 
heroic  Grant  and  the  gallant  Logan.  (Applause.)  Today 
that  honor  has  been  increased  because  I  come  representing 
not  one  department,  but  as  a  representative   of  all    of  them. 

Have  you  forgotten  the  fittle  ones  that  you  raised  in  your 
arms  and  threw  up  and  up  again  and  again  and  buried  your 
face  in  their  clothes  and  kissed  them  good-bye  as  you  marched 
to  the  front?

Mrs.  McHenry:  I  now  introduce  Mrs.  Turner,  of  Massa- 
chusetts,  Past  National  President  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps,  a  lady  whom  1  have  selected  to  assist  in  taking  care  of 
our  newly  elected  Commander-in-Chief  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Mrs.  Turner:  Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army,  the  chair- 
man of  our  conimitlee  has  told  you  of  our  work  ;  our  Order 
has  told  you  of  this.  I  want,  in  the  name  of  the  Department 
of  Massachusetts,  to  thank  you  for  coupling  your  words  and 
deeds  together,  and  allowing  us,  as  usual,  when  we  come  to 
Indianapolis  to  take  home  the  prize  of  the  National  Encamp- 
ment. 

And  now  to  the  new  Commander-in-Chief  I  pledge  the 
loyal  hearts  and  willing  hands  of  130,000  women  to  assist  him 
in  all  he  does.      (Great  applause. ) 

Mrs.  McHenry  then  introduced  Mrs,  Hazen  as  a  represen- 
tative of  the  Army  Nurses,  who  addressed  the  encampment 
as  follows  : 

Comrades  of  this  Encampment:  I  stand  before  you  this 
morning  to  represent  Mrs.  Harriet  E.  Day,   the   President  of 
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• 

the  Army  Nurses  Association,  who  expected  to  be  here,  but 
she  has  been  called  home.  She  was  to  come  before  you  to 
present  the  encampment  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of 
the  Army  Nurses  Association  of  Washington,  D.  C.  The 
book  she  had  prepared  to  present  to  this  convention  is 
already,  in  the  hands  of  the  Adjutant  General,  but  is  not  here 
this  morning. 

The  nurses  from  1861  to  1865  spoke  to  the  soldier  by  their 
work,  not  words,  and  we  most  of  us  continue  to  do  the  same 
through  the  ranks  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  and  you 
know  that  the  army  nurses  were  all  loyal  women,  women  who 
stood  by  the  soldier  during  the  war,  and  while  we  live,  our 
hearts  will  always  beat  warm  for  the  old  soldier  boys  that  we 
cared  for  years  ago. 

The  Junior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief  was  called  to  the 
chair.  Comrade  Creamer,  of  Maryland,  was  accorded  the 
floor  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  nomination  for  Surgeon 
General. 

Comrade  Creamer:  I  want  to  place  in  nomination  for  Sur- 
geon General,  a  comrade  of  the  Department  of  Maryland, 
who  enlisted  as  a  private  soldier,  served  out  his  enlistment 
and  his  re-enlistment,  and  came  home  in  command  of  his 
company.  He  then  devoted  himself  to  the  study  and  after- 
wards to  the  practice  of  his  profession  as  a  physician  and 
surgeon,  greatly  to  his  credit  and  somewhat  to  his  reward,  as 
he  deserved.  He  had  been  our  Medical  Director  several 
times,  because  he  deserved  it  and  earned  it  by  giving  his  time 
and  his  talents  to  the  soldiers  and  their  families,  without  any 
hope  or  prospect  of  reward.  We  then  thought  enough  of 
him  to  elect  him  Department  Commander  and  he  made  one 
of  our  best  Department  Commanders,  and  we  now  present 
him  to  you  as  a  candidate  for  Surgeon  General — Comrade 
George  R.  Graham,  of  the  Department  of  Maryland,  and  we 
ask  your  votes. 


Comrade  Sample,  of  Pennsylvania:  Id  order  to  save  the 
time  of  the  Bncampmeot,  I  move  that  the  Adjutant  General 
cast  ooe  ballot  for  Comrade  Graham  for  Surgeon  General. 

The  motion  prevailed;  the  ballot  was  cast  and  Comrade 
Graham  was  declared  duly  elected. 

Commander-in-Chief  resumed  the  chair. 

The  following  comrades  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
receive  from  the  different  Departments  nominations  for  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  of  Administration:  Eli  Hall,  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  James' H.  Kidd,  of  Michigan. 

The  Committee  on  Pensions,  through  Comrade  Walker,  of 
Indiana,  presented  the  following  report: 

Comrade  Walker:  We  have  some  forty  or  forty-five  resolu- 
tions on  the  pension  question.  We  have  tried  to  cover  the 
salient  points  in  these  resolutions  as  far  as  passible,  and  pre- 
sent this  report. 

Your  Committee  on  Pensions  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  and  resolutions  on  the  subject  of  pensions: 

"To  bind  up  the  Nation's  wounds;  to  care  for  him  wbo  shall  have  borne 
the  battle,  anfi  for  his  widow  and  orphan."  Thus  spoke  Lincoln  the  Greal. 
Oncoln  the  Jusl,  standing  reverently,  with  uncovered  bead  in  the  imme- 
diate presence  of  a  cruel  and  devastating  war,  that  had  already  lasted  four 
years,  the  end  of  which,  although  so  near,  his  prophetic  vision  was  not  able 
to  see;  speaking  to.  for,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  American  people,  con- 
cerning one  of  the  supreme  duties  of  the  hour  and  the  future,  when  entering 
for  the  second  time  upon  the  discharge  of  a  trust  committed  to  him  hy  that 

Within  a  few  short  weeks,  that  end  so  long  hoped  for  had  come,  tint  his 
dying  eyes  were  not  privileged  to  see  the  full  fruition  of  his  labors,  and  the 
work  so  well  begun  nnd  carried  on  by  him  fell  into  other  hands,  charf;ed 
with  all  the  trusts  that  the  con<1ition  implied  and  nijuired,  and  those  who 
had  "borne  the  battle"  after  so  many  days  "  turni-d  their  happy  feet  toward 
tbeir  long  deserted  homes  " 

A  grateful  nation  met  and  received  them,  and  gladly  showered  U)ion  them 
(be  plaudits  and  honors  they  had  ko  well  and  hardly  earned. 

These  "  bearers  of  the  liattle  "  were  then  in  the  main,  in  the  primi'  and 
vigor  of  young  manhood,  with  ,'ilt  the  honors  and  possibilities  of  life  l>efore 
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them,  with  all  the  hopes  born  of  a  lofty  courage  and  patriotic  and  successful 
achievement  beating  high  in  their  bosoms,  and  they  little  needed,  and  still 
less  cared  for  material  aid  from  the  country  they  had  preserved  and  made 
free,  save  where  loss  of  life  or  limb,  or  impaired  health  and  broken  consti- 
tutions were  presently  visible,  and  for  such  in  the  main  ample  and  prompt 
provision  was  made  by  that  country. 

But  as  the  years  passed  by,  middle  life  too  frequently  developed  into 
premature  old  age.  and  youth  passed  into  riper  years  with  galloping  feet, 
and,  alas!  too  soon  the  exultant  and  hearty  soldier  found  that  in  the  race  of 
life  there  were  weights  upon  his  feet  and  burdens  upon  his  shoulders,  as  the 
result  of  premature  and  over  heavy  draughts  upon  his  vitality,  that  sadly 
interfered  with  successful  competition  in  the  crowd  and  jostle  of  the  fierce 
struggle  for  advancement.  And  still  the  nation  sought  to  keep  abreast  of 
the  necessities  of  her  heroes,  and  by  additional  enactments  to  measurably 
make  provision  for  the  necessities  of  those  who  "had  borne  the  battle." 

A  quarter  of  a  century  had  elapsed.  The  young  had  become  old;  the 
middle-aged  had  become  feeble,  and  the  old  had  crossed  the  river. 

Time  with  its  ruthless  fingers  had  joined  hands  with  the  ravages  of  war, 
and  the  two  combined  had  proved  a  burden  upon  the  ageing  soldier  greater 
than  he  could  l)ear,  and  the  cry  went  abroad  that  in  too  many  instances  for 
the  credit,  honor  or  good  name  of  the  nation,  many  who  had  followed  the 
flag  and  faced  the  fiery  furnace  of  battle,  had  in  want  fallen  by  the  way- 
side, and  in  the  poor  houses  were  looking  longingly  for  the  relief  and 
comfort  of  the  grave. 

Their  sympathizing  comrades  and  a  patriotic  people,  with  one  accord 
voiced  the  sentiment  that  such  was  not  a  humane  administering  of  the 
sacred  trust  recognized  and  announced  by  Lincoln.  As  to  what  the  remedy 
should  be,  men's  minds  differed.  Many,  possibly  a  majority  of  the  survivors 
of  the  war,  believed  that  the  time  had  fully  come  when  the  name  of  every 
honorably  di.schargcd  survivor  should  be  placed  upon  the  pension  roll. 
Others,  denying  the  right  that  they  should  receive  aught  from  their  country 
through  the  pension  roll,  stoutly  resisted  this  demand. 

It  was  under  such  circumstances  and  dealing  with  these  conflicting  opin- 
ions, that  Congrijss  enacted  the  disability  pension  law  of  June.  1890.  This 
act  was  accepted  by  the  surviving  soldiers  and  by  the  people  in  general  as  a 
settlement  of  the  question.  Under  the  administration  of  that  law,  the  poor 
house  gave  up  its  vc^teran  ;  he.  who  had  borne  the  battle,  was  cared  for  ; 
and  thus  the  sacred  trust  acc(^pted  and  left  as  a  legacy  to  the  nation,  was 
faithfully  administered. 

Within  a  few  months  we  hear  with  profound  sorrow  and  regret  that  all 
this  must  be  changed.     That  the  construction  of  the  law  has  been  changed. 
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and  the  regulations  and  rules  in  regard  to  proof  and  ratings,  under  which 
more  than  three  hundred  thousand  claims  have  been  allowed  and  paid,  have 
been  revoked,  and  another  construction  of  the  law  has  been  established  and 
new  regulations  for  proof  and  ratings,  less  favorable  to  claimants,  have  been 
adopted.  That  a  Board  of  Revision  has  been  organized  in  the  Pension 
Office,  charged  with  the  duty  of  revising  all  these  adjudicated  claims  in 
accordance  with  this  new  construction,  and  such  changed  regulations  as  to 
proof  and  ratings.  That  under  these  changes,  thousands  of  pensions  have 
been  suspended  without  notice,  and  thousands  of  pensions  have  been 
dropped  from  the  rolls.  It  is  claimed  that  an  adjudication  of  a  pen- 
sion settles  nothing ;  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  Commissioner 
of  Pensions,  are  invested  by  law  with  absolute  power  over  the  pension  roll, 
and  that  it  is  within  their  legal  authority  to  re-open  and  revise  pensions 
allowed  by  their  predecessors  under  regulations  adopted  by  them,  whenever 
they  see  fit  to  change  the  rules  of  evidence  and  the  scale  of  ratings,  under 
which  the  allowance  was  made,  and  this  in  a  country  of  law,  where  from  the 
very  infancy  of  the  government,  the  United  States  by  its  organic  law.  is  in 
ternis  denied  the  right  to  deprive  any  person  of  property  without  due  pro- 
cess of  law,  notice  and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  and  where  in  every 
other  relation  and  condition  in  life,  fraud  is  never  presumed,  but  must  be 
clearly  proved,  and  every  person  shall  have  the  right  to  face  his  accuser. 
To  emphasize  the  viciousness  of  the  situation  and  accusation,  we  learn  that 
it  is  said,  as  though  by  authority,  tlxat  "it  is  expected  that  many  of  the 
pensioners  so  summarily  suspended  or  dropped,  will  be  able  to  prove  that 
they  are  still  entitled  to  the  pensions  of  which  they  have  been  deprived;  " 
thus  saying  in  no  uncertain  voice  that  the  burden  is  not  upon  the  party 
ailing  the  fraud,  but  that  the  government  which  they  had  preserved  shall 
first,  brand  with  infamy  by  the  charge,  then  sentence,  and  after  the  stigma 
has  been  effective,  then  concede  to  them,  whose  barriers  and  support  of 
character  have  been  thus  undermined,  the  pitiful  privilege  of  moving  for  a 
new  trial  upon  the  ground  of  newly  discovered  evidence ;  and  this,  not 
upon  strangers,  aliens  or  foes,  but  ujx)n  our  own  flesh  and  blood,  our  com- 
rades, the  saviors  of  the  Nation  ;  those  who.  in  the  language  of  Lincoln, 
the  Immortal,  have  'borne  the  battle." 

We  deny  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Intorii)r  and  Commissioner  of  Pensions 
have  any  such  power.  We  insist  that  the  adjudicatinji  divisions  of  the  Pen- 
sion Office,  acting  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Pensions  and  becrt'tary  of  the  Interior,  are  tribunals  established  by 
authority  of  law  for  the  settlement  of  pension  claims  and  that  their  decisions 
are  entitled  to  full  faith  and  credit  and  cannot  be  lejijally  impeached  when  a 
change  of  administration  occurs,  except  for  fraud,  upon  charges  preferred 
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and  evidence  adduced  in  support  thereof.  We  insist  that  where  changes 
are  made  in  the  construction  of  this  law,  rules  of  evidence  and  schedule  of 
ratings,  unfavorable  to  claimants,  they  must  and  should  be  limited  in  their 
operation  to  the  future  work  of  the  office,  and  not  the  past.  An  ex  post 
facto  regulation  is  as  repugnant  to  our  sense  of  justice,  an  an  ex  post  facto 
law,  and  we  protest  against  the  adoption  and  enforcement  of  any  such  regu- 
lations in  the  matter  of  pension  claims. 

Therefore,  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  in  National  Encampment 
assembled,  speaking  for  that  great  army  of  beloved  comrades,  many  of  them 
too  poor,  too  bruised,  too  broken  to  withstand  the  strong  arm  of  the  govern- 
ment, when  administered  with  an  unfriendly  hand,  proud  of  the  good  name 
and  fair  fame  of  the  American  Volunteer  Soldier — interested  far  beyond  any 
other  persons  or  organizations,  that  the  pension  roll  shall  in  truth  and  in 
fact  be,  what  it  is  in  theory — a  * '  roll  of  honor "  and  ever  mindful  of  its 
cardinal  principle,  "To  preserve  honor  and  purity  in  public  afifairs,"  scouts 
and  denies  these  indiscriminate  charges  of  universal  fraud  and  resents  the 
imputation  that  because  some  unworthy  survivors  may  be  found,  that  dis- 
credit shall  be  cast  upon  the  entire  roll,  and  this  great  body  of  brave  and 
patriotic  citizens  shall  stand  disgraced  before  the  country.  We  demand 
that  there  shall  be  no  backward  step  in  pension  legislation  or  administra- 
tion; that  no  pensioner  shall  be  deprived  of  his  property  without  due  process 
of  law;  that  the  presumption  shall  be  in  favor  of  honesty  and  fair  dealing; 
that  the  poor  and  lowly  shall  not  be  put  to  unnecessary,  expensive  or 
oppressive  proces.s  to  preserve  their  meager  pittances;  that  the  sacred  trust 
in  favor  of  those  who  "have  borne  the  battle"  shall  be  sacredly  observed 
and  sacredly  administered,  and  we  do  now  solemnly  and  deliberately  resolve 
that: 

The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  looks  with  solicitude,  not  to  say  alarm, 
upon  the  proposition,  that  after  sufficient  tribunals  have  been  established 
by  law  before  which  (juestions  have  been  presented  and  adjudicated,  upon 
evidence  submitted  and  examined,  and  upon  which  a  grateful  nation  has 
accorded  pensions  in  this  their  hour  of  need  to  those  who  in  its  hour  of  need 
stood  betwtH'H  it  and  deatli,  tlie  officers  of  that  nation,  administering  a 
public  trust,  have  arbitrarily  deprived,  without  notice  or  ah  opportunity  to 
be  heard,  our  nt'tnly  and  distressed  comrades  of  the  rights  thus  solemnly 
adjudged  and  confirmed  to  them. 

We  declare  that  every  presumption  should  be  made  in  favor  of  such 
records  so  made;  that  no  presumption  of  fraud  shall  be  indulged  in  against 
them,  and  that  ni>  change  be  made  in  the  pensions  so  accorded,  until  after 
charges  have  been  made  and  evidence  in  support  thereof  has  been  produced. 
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of  which  charge  each  pensioner  has  had  full  notice  and  a  full  and  complete 

opportunity  to  be  heard  in  support  of  the  pension  so  accorded  to  him.

Comrade  Walker  :  I  move  the  adoption  of  this  report  and 
the  resolutions. 

Comrade  Cheadle,  of  Indiana  :  I  ask  unanimous  consent 
for  the  chairman  to  revert  to  the  point  where  the  word 
* 'property"  is  used  when  it  speaks  of  divesting  him  of  his 
property.  In  my  judgment  it  ought  to  be  pension  and  not 
property. 

Comrade  Burdett,  of  the  Potomac  :  I  desire  to  say  that 
certain  resolutions  on  the  subject  of  pensions  were  sent  to 
the  Committee  on  Resolutions  and  that  committee  has  directed 
me  to  make  in  connection  with  the  report  just  read  the  fol- 
lowing report. 

A  number  of  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions,  expressive  of  the  views  of  Posts  and  Departments 
on  the  general  subject  of  pensions,  and  dealing  particularly 
with  the  present  state  of  the  question.  Instead  of  reporting 
upon  these  several  papers,  your  committee  deemed  it  the 
more  expedient  course  to  confer  with  the  Committee  on 
Pensions  and  act  in  conjunction  with  that  committee,  if  it 
were  found  that  the  proposed  report  of  the  committee  was  in 
harmony  with  the  views  of  this  committee.  Having  read  the 
report  of  that  committee  and  heartily  concurring  in  its  senti- 
ments and  conclusions,  we  adopt  the  same  as  a  substitute  for 
the  several  resolutions  and  memorials  referred  to  and  recom- 
mend it  for  adoption  by  the  National  Encampment. 

Comrade  Cheadle:  Without  desiring  to  inflict  my  personal 
opinion,  I  call  the  thoughtful  attention  of  every  lawyer  in  this 
assembly  to  the  fact  that  a  pension  cannot  be  transferred. 
Property  can  be  transferred.      Property  can  be  assigned,  but 
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a  pension  cannot  be  assigned.  And  therefore  to  the  lawyers 
of  this  Encam-pment  I  ap|)eal  if  it  will  not  be  wiser  and  better 
to  insert  the  word  "pensions'*  instead  of  "property"  in  order 
that  no  enemy  of  pensions  in  this  country  shall  claim  that  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  National  Convention  assem- 
bled, declared  that  a  pension  was  property. 

Comrade  Wagner  :  I  should  like  to  ask  a  question.  Are 
there  not  very  many  cases  where  a  man  has  property  which 
he  can  neither  assign  nor  dispose  of  in  any  other  way? 

('omrade  Cheadle  :     That  is  true. 

C'omrade  Wagner :  And  is  not  a  pension  a  property  of 
which  a  man  cannot  divest  himself  except  by  death  or  by  fraud 
sliown  in  obtaining  it  ? 

Comrade  Cheadle  :  It  cannot  be  assigned  nor  will  it  be 
paid  to  anybody  but  the  pensioner,  except  on  one  condition, 
anil  that  is  that  the  amount  that  is  due  him  from  one  payment 
to  the  next  where  death  ensues,  shall  be  under  certain  con- 
ilitions  paid  to  his  widow  or  to  his  orphan  children.  I  do 
not  (h^sirc  to  create  any  confusion,  because  we  want  to  be 
unanimous  upon  this  (juestion  :  but  to  the  lawyers  of  this 
convention  1  suggest  in  the  spirit  of  the  broadest  charity,  and 
with  an  earnest  desire  to  do  that  which  is  right  and  without 
any  ilesire  to  inflict  my  personal  opinions,  whether  or  not  in 
llie  use  (^1  plain  Saxon  language,  tlie  word  pensions  is  not 
pteferahle  in  llial  particulnr  connection  to  the  w^ord  property. 

Coiniade  Wa^niM  :  This  is  the  sentence:  **That  no  pen- 
sioner shall  be  depiived  o{  liis  property  without  due  process 
ot  law,  ■  (juiMini;  the  constitution  of  tlie  United  States.  Let 
us  appK  c(Mnnion  sc^nse  to  tliat  as  well  as  common  law  anji  a 
p(Misi<Mi  is  pioperlx  .

r'l.o  \\ Old  propel t\   is  lisril   th.ioui^liout   the  discussions   upon 
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questions  of  property  right  and  taxation  in  the  history  of  the 
struggle  between  parHament  and  the  king  from  the  beginning. 
The  word  property,  to  cover  every  right  in  material  matters, 
is  used  in  the  constitution  and  laws  and  decisions  of  the 
courts.  It  is  generic.  A  man's  pension  is  as  much  his  prop- 
erty as  his  home,  and  it  is  by  far  the  better  term.  It  is  the 
historic  term.  It  is  the  term  that  comes  home  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  every  man,  meaning  something  specific  and  definite, 
who  has  read  the  discussions  on  property  rights.  I  observed 
it  when  it  was  read  in  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  and  for 
the  moment  the  same  thought  occurred  to  me,  but  for  a 
moment  only.  The  next  moment  it  occurred  to  my  mind 
plainly,  as  the  best  and  strongest  term  which  could  be  used, 
property.  If  a  pension  isn't  property,  in  the  name  of  God, 
what  is  it  ? 

Comrade  Warner:  Just  one  word.  I  do  not  think  we 
ought  to  have  any  dispute  upon  this  question.  Technically  I 
might  agree  with  the  comrade  from  Indiana;  but  upon  the 
broad  principles,  as  we  all  understand  property  rights,  I 
agree  with  the  last  comrade  upon  the  floor.  The  constitution 
of  the  United  States  says  that  a  man  shall  not  be  deprived  of 
his  property  without  due  process  of  law. 

While  upon  my  feet  I  wish  to  congratulate  the  Committee 
on  Pensions  for  the  dignified  stand  that  they  have  taken,  for 
the  eloquent,  manly  and  loyal  statement  of  principles  which 
they  have  made  without  dealing  with  men.  We  are  here  to 
deal  with  no  man,  and  I  hope  in  this  Encampment  that  we 
will  not  dignify  any  man,  be  he  high  or  low,  that  has  violated 
the  law.  Let  us  assert  the  general  principle,  go  before  the 
country  with  it  and  stand  upon  it,  and  for  one  I  will  stand 
upon  that  report. 

Comrade  Stahl,  of  New  Jersey:  The  question  of  pensions 
and  this  discussion  of  this  question  has  been  something  which 
I  have  waited  for  with  a  great  deal  of  anxiety,  and  I  may 
state  in  the  outset  that   I  heartily  concur  with  the  report  of 
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the  committee,  and  my  comrades  who  know  me  at  home  will 
perhaps  fully  understand  what  that  means.  I  congratulate 
the  committee  and  endorse  every  word  that  has  been  said, 
except  the  word  which  the  comrade  from  Indiana  has  called 
attention  to.  I  believe  it  is  best  to  listen  to  the  advice  of  the 
comrade  that  the  words  property  and  pension  are  by  no  means 
synonymous.  A  pension  is  a  grant  that  does  not  carry  with 
it  all  the  rights  that  the  word  property  implies. 

The  common  law  and  the  constitution  protect  us  with  every 
other  citizen  in  the  enjoyment  of  property  rights.  What  we 
are  fighting  for  is  pension  rights  and  nothing  else.  ^Why  does 
not  the  word  **  pension  "  do  just  as  well,  and  why  should  we 
not  say  what  we  mean  and  mean  what  we  say  ? 

Comrade  Campbell,  of  Kansas  :  The  principle  that  has 
been  announced  in  this  report  is  that  the  pension  once  having 
been  granted  by  the  department,  and  the  man  having  been 
placed  upon  the  roll,  he  should  not  be  taken  from  that  roll 
without  due  process  of  law,  and  that  principle  amounts  to 
simply  saying  that  where  a  judgment  has  been  rendered  by 
the  pension  department  in  favor  of  a  pensioner,  that  he  shall 
not  be  denied  his  right  under  that  without  due  process  of  law. 

I  think  that  the  judgment  having  been  rendered,  it  becomes 
in  every  reasonable  sense  property,  and  where  it  has  once 
attached,  it  attaches  to  every  particle  of  legislation  that  has 
been  had  upon  the  question  and  to  the  constitutional  prin- 
ciple that  this  shall  never  be  questioned. 

Now  then,  that  having  been  established  and  fixed  in  this 
report,  it  seems  to  nie  that  there  ought  to  be  one  demand 
made  in  that  report  which  has  not  been  made,  and  that  is  that 
where  this  has  already  been  done,  as  it  has  been  done  in 
thousands  of  cases,  that  every  pensioner  that  has  been  takt:n 
from  that  roll  shall  be  immediately  restored  to  it.    (Applause.) 

This  committee  has  declared  against  an  ex  post  facto  law. 
It  is  said  that  it  shall  have  no  operation  in  the  past,  but  shall 
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Operate  in  the  future.  It  has  already  operated  to  the  extent 
of  depriving  many  thousand  soldiers  of  their  places  upon  this 
roll  and  it  is  the  business  of  this  Encampment  to  say  by  an 
express  demand  in  that  list  of  resolutions  that  every  man  that 
has  been  dropped  from  the  pension  roll  by  this  administra- 
tion under  these  rulings,  shall  be  summarily  and  immediately 
restored.     (Applause. ) 

And  that  ought  to  be  said  with  such  force  and  directness 
and  clearness  that  the  wayfaring  man,  even  though  he  be  a 
fool,  cannot  err.  (Applause.)  And  I  move  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Pensions  be  instructed  to  add  that  demand  to  the 
resolutions  that  have  been  presented  here. 

Comrade  Beath,  of  Pennsylvania:  I  had  already  prepared 
a  resolution  which  unfortunately  I  was  not  able  to  hand  to 
the  chairman  of  the  committee,  reading  as  follows: 

**  Resolved,  That  as  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  by  his  recent  with- 
drawals of  the  obnoxious  rulings  which  have  been  so  generally  condemned, 
has  virtually  acknowledged  the  incorrectness  of  such  rulings,  we  deem  it 
his  further  duty  to  at  once  restore  to  the  rolls  the  thousands  of  pensioners 
now  standing  illegally  suspended.  " 

Comrade  Tanner  :  I  desire  to  say,  sir,  that  there  should 
be  in  this  audience,  if  the  comrade  has  not  gone  out,  a  dis- 
patch from  Col.  Charles  P.  Lincoln  stating  that  in  a  personal 
interview  yesterday  with  Secretary  Hoke  Smith  and  with  the 
Commissioner  of  Pensions  Lochran,  it  was  promised  that 
these  suspended  comrades  should  be  restored  to  tlie  roll 
inside  of  two  weeks. 

Comrade  Faunce,  of  the  Potomac,  presented  the  dispatch 
referred  to,  which  is  as  follows  :

They  refused  but  finally  promised  to 
settle  all  suspended  cases  within  two  weeks. 

Charles  P.  Lincoln." 

Comrade  Walker  :  The  committee  cheerfully  accepts  this 
additional  resolution.  It  was  a  matter  that  we  had  under 
consideration  and  it  was  overlooked  this  morning.  We 
intended  to  add  that. 

Commander  Murrell,  of  New  Jersey :  This  telegram  comes 
from  a  good  man  and  is  read  by  a  good  man,  but  anything 
that  is  said  in  the  pension  office  now  I  do  not  believe  a  word 
of.  I  am  not  ready  to  trust  them  any  further.  The  little  red 
notes  that  they  are  sending  all  over  the  state  of  New  Jersey 
suspending  men  show  what  they  mean.  What  they  mean  by 
settling  that  in  two  weeks  is  to  finally  drop  all  those  that  are 
suspended.  I  am  here  to  enter  my  protest  as  one  of  the 
delegates  on  this  floor  against  taking  any  advice  from  the 
Georgian. 

Comrade  Campbell  :  In  order  to  settle  this  question  and 
enter  my  protest,  I  move  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Pensions  as  amended  by  this  resolution,  be  adopted  by  a 
rising  vote. 

Comrade  Stahl  :  You  cannot  afford  in  this  meeting  to  go 
before  the  public  and  the  press  and  the  thinking  people  of 
the  country  with  a  flaw  in  your  resolution,  and  I  believe  and 
honestly  believe  that  the  word  **  property"  is  a  flaw. 

The  motion  of  Comrade  Sample  was  carried  unanimously 
by  a  rising  vote. 

Comrade  Johuston,  of  Indiana,  stated  to  the  Encampment 
that  Thomas  Post,  of  Indianapolis,  was  keeping  an  open 
house  and  all  the  comrades  were  invited  to  call  upon  them. 

Comrade  Clarkson,  of  Nebraska  :  It  seems  to  me,  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, that  we  should  return  to  the  Ladies  of  the 
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Relief  Corps  the  splendid  greetings  we  had  here  this  morning 
and  I  move  the  appointment  by  the  chair  of  a  committee  of 
three  for  that  purpose. 

Comrade  Murrell,  of  New  Jersey,  moved  that  the  Ladies  of 
the  Grand  Army  be  included  and  Comrade  Clarkson  accepted 
the  amendment. 

The  motion  prevailed  and  the  following  committee  was 
appointed: 

Comrade  Clarkson,  of  Nebraska,  Comrade  Sample, of  Penn- 
sylvania and  Comrade  Murrell,  of  New  Jersey. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  through  Comrade  Burdett, 
its  chairman,  presented  a  report,  which  was  acted  upon  by 
subjects,  as  follows: 

On  a  resolution  asking  that  the  Comfnander-in-Chief  issue 
a  circular,  requesting  Grand  Army  Posts  of  the  United  States 
to  hold*  proper  services  on  Washington  s  Birthday,  the 
committee  recommended  that  this  Encampment  approve  the 
petition  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  and 
the  report  of  the  committee  was  concurred  in. 

On  a  memorial,  asking  that  the  annual  proceedings  of  the 
National  Encampment  hereafter  published,  be  bound  in  cloth, 
the  committee  recommend  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Council  of  Administration,  and  the  recommendation  was  con- 
curred in. 

On  a  memorial  asking  that  the  difference  in  soldiers'  pay 
between  greenbacks  and  gold  be  paid  to  surviving  veterans, 
the  committee  recommend  that  the  matter  be  indefinitely 
postponed,  and  the  recommendation  was  concurred  in. 

The  committee  reported  back  a  greeting  from  the  old  Army 
Chaplains'  Association  with  an  acconij^anying  resolution, 
which  resolution  on  motion  was  adopted.

On  a  resolution  Asking  that  a  substitute  be  provided  for  the 
parade  at  our  Annual  Encampments,  the  committee  presents 
the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  be  not  approved,  but  that  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  be  directed  to  call  attention  to  existing  resolutions  restricting  the 
length  of  march  to  one  and  a  half  miles  ; 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the  following  resolution 
be  referred  to  the  Council  of  Administration  and  the  recom- 
mendation was  concurred  in  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Quartermaster-General   of  the  G.  A.  R.  be  and  he  is 
hereby  instructed  to  return  to  Phil.  Kearney  Post,  No.  10,  of  Richmond 
Va.,  the  sum  of  SGio.oo  out  of  the  balance  on  hand  in  the  Flag  Fund  as 
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shown  by  his  report,  said  sum  having  been  contributed  from  various  sourdes 
for  the  Memorial  Fund  of  that  Post  and  not  for  the  Flag  Fund  of  National 
Headquarters. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the  following  preamble 
and  resolution  presented  by  the  Department  of  New  York  be 
adopted  and  the  recommendation  was  concurred  in  : 

Whereas,  The  government  of  the  United  States  by  the  action  of  Con- 
gress at  various  times  has  demonstrated  its  sympathy  for  its  soldiers  crippled 
during  the  war  of  the  Rebellion,  replacing,  in  so  far  as  it  was  able,  lost 
limbs  with  artificial  ones,  together  with  transportation  to  and  from  the  offices 
of  the  manufacturers,  and 

Whereas.  By  a  recent  ruling  of  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  United 
States,  transportation  to  z^plicants  for  new  artificial  limbs  is  now  furnished 
only  to  "  the  nearest  manufacturer;"  and  as  said  ruling  is  working  great 
hardship  to  many  crippled  old  soldiers  by  compelling  them  to  change  patent 
artificial  limbs  to  which  they  are  accustomed  for  those  of  another  design 
and  prevents  them  from  changing  from  one  style  of  artificial  limb  to  a 
better  one,  therefore  be  it 

Resoh'ed,  That  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
is  hereby  instructed  to  communicate  with  the  Surgeon -General  of  the  U.  S. 
Army,  Washington,  D.  C,  requesting  as  the  wish  of  this  encampment,  that 
no  restrictions  be  placed  upon  applicants  for  artificial  limbs  on  Government 
orders,  but  that  each  be  left  entirely  free  to  select  such  manufacturer  as  to 
him  shall  seem  best  and  that  transportation  be  furnished  to  enable  such 
selection.     Be  it  further 

Resotved,  that  in  event  this  wish  is  not  complied  with  by  the  Surgeon- 
General,  then  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  the  Honorable  the 
Secretary  of  War  be  appealed  to  in  this  behalf. 

The  committee  presented  the  following  preamble  and  res- 
olution and  recommended  that  it  be  referred  to  the  National 
Council  of  Administration,  and  the  recommendation  was  con- 
curred in  : 

Whereas.  There  are  8,ooo  soldiers  in  Oklahoma,  and 

Whereas,    it  is  440  miles  to  the  nearest  Soldiers'  Home  ; 

Hesoived,  That  this  National  Encampment  .'isk  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  to  set  aside  a  sufficient  amount  of  land  from  one  of  the  timber  or 
military  reservations  to  build  a  Soldiers'  Home  in  Oklahoma  Territory. 

The  committee  reported  favorably  upon  the  following  reso- 
lution, presented  by  Comrade  Joseph  W.  Kay,  of  New  York,

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and   recommended  its  adoption  and  the  recommendation  was 
concurred  in  : 

Ri'solved,  That  the  Grand  Array  of  the  Republic  in  Twenty-seventh 
National  Encampment  assembled,  respectfully  requests  the  President  of  ihe 
United  States  to  issue  an  executive  order  addressed  to  the  beads  of  the  sev- 
eral departments  of  the  government  and  through  them  to  subordinates  under 
them  having  power  of  appointment,  employment  and  retention  of  persons  in 
the  public  service,  that  due  consideration  be  given  to  the  claims  of  veterans 
of  the  war  and  that  both  in  letter  and  spirit  any  laws  in  relation  thereto 
which  give  them  a  preference  may  be  faithfully  executed  and  carried  out. 

On  a  memorial  asking  that  the  date  of  the  National 
Encampment  be  fixed  so  that  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  earlier 
than  the  loth  of  September,  the  committee  presented  the 
following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  as  this  matter  is  already  largely  discretionary  with  the 
National  Council  of  Administration,  no  further  legislation  is  deemed 
necessary. 

On  a  resolution  asking  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to 
act  in  conjunction  with  the  Chicamaugua  Park  Commission 
in  locating  the  position  of  the  several  Union  Regiments  on 
that  field,  the  committee  presented  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  as  several  of  the  state  authorities  have  already  appointed 
such  committees,  it  is  not  wise  to  legislate  so  as  to  multiply  committees  out 
of  which  conflicts  may  arise. 

On  a  memorial  presented  by  Lafayette  Post  of  New  York 
with  reference  to  the  introduction  of  military  instruction  in 
all  schools  of  the  land,  the  committee  say  : 

We  heartily  approve  the  recommendatitms  of  Lafayette  Poit,  140]  Depart- 
ment di  New  York,  that  military  instruction  be  made  a  part  of  the  common 
school  system,  to  the  end  that  the  young  of  our  land  be  given  a  preliminary 
military  training,  and 

Resoh'eJ,  That  the  incoming  Commander-in-Chief  shall  in  a  general  cir- 
cular call  attention  to  this  matttir  and  invite  the  co-operation  of  Department 
Commanders  to  the  end  that  special  effort  be  made  toward  the  accomplish- 
ment of  this  object,  and  that  such  general  circular  shall  embody  briefly  the 
reasons  set  forth  in  the  memorial  of  Lifavette  I'ost. 
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The  committee's  report  was  concurred  in. 
On  a  petition  for  the  restoration  of  Comrade    A.    B.    Hurl- 
burt,  of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac,  to  his   former  rank 
as   Past  Department   Commander,    the   committee   presented 
ttie  following,  which  was  adopted  :

I 
believp  the  action  on  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pen- 
sions, is  a  sufficient  rebuke  to  this  administration,  without 
now  threatening  to  go  into  court.  Let  us  first  see  what  effect 
this  will  have  upon  these  people,  and  after  that  it  may  be  time 
enough  to  threaten  them  with  going  into  court. 

Furthermore,  there  will  be  some  trouble  in  getting  into 
court.  You  have  got  to  appeal  first  from  the  decision  of  the 
Commissioner  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  then  you 
will  have  to  go  to  the  law  department  of  the  country  and  you 
will  have  a  good  deal  of  trouble.  I  think  we  have  gone  far 
iiuough  and  let  us  stop  right  here  and  call  our  work  well  done 
for  the  present. 

Comrade  Edgar,  of  New  York:  If  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  says  we  are  not  right  as  law  abiding  men, 
then  we  shall  know  we  are  wrong.  Let  us  ask  the  opinion  of 
the  Supreme  Court  and  let  us  have  the  expression  of  those 
who  constitutionally  have  a  right  to  say  whether  the  pension 
(icpartuient  has  done  right  or  has  done  wrong.  That  is  what 
wi!  want  to  do  ri^ht  now. 

Comrade  Sample,  of  Pennsylvania  :  I  am  heartily  in 
accord  with  the  resolutions  adopted,  but  I  believe  this  resolu- 
tion should  be  passed.  This  telegram  that  has  been  read  is 
for  the  purpose  possibly  of  forestalling  the  action  of  this 
oncanijMntMU.  These  men  who  are  drawing  $12.00  a  month 
are  not  able  to  test  any  case  in  court,  but  if  this  National 
Body  instructs  the  Ciumcil  of  Administration,  they  have  the 
entire  menibershij^  all  over  this  country  at  their  backs,  and 
the  Supreme  Court  will  say  whether  the  actions  of  these 
people  havr  been  right  or  wrong.  For  my  part,  I  say  thev 
are  wrong,  but  lot  us  put  it  in  such  a  position  that  any  com- 
rade, lunvever  humble  he  may  be,  may  have  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard  in  tlie  courts  of   the  land. 

The  resolution  was  unanimousl\   adopted. 
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Comrade  Johnston,  of  Indiana:  Commander-in-Chief,  I 
want  to  enter  my  protest  against  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Resolutions.  Not  that  I  want  to  object  to  anything  that 
has  been  done,  but  in  that  report  this  Encampment  has  voted 
for  resolutions  that  they  have  never  heard  read,  and  for 
myself  I  protest  against  that  rule.  I  have  known  men  in  my 
short  history  to  get  committed  to  a  proposition  ignorantly 
that  they  did  not  endorse,  *and  resolutions  have  been  reported 
back  here  and  adopted  by  this  Encampment  that  have  never 
been  read  in  our  hearing,  and  for  myself  I  protest  publicly 
against  it  for  fear  there  may  be  something  in  them  that  I  do 
not  endorse. 

The  Committee  on  Rules,  Regulations  and  Ritual,  sub- 
mitted a  report,  which  was  acted  upon  by  subjects  as  follows: 

The  Department  of  California  presents  resolutions  adopted  by  its 
Encampment,  suggesting  a  limitation  of  time  for  the  reception  of  new 
applications  for  membership.  The  Department  Commander,  in  his  address. 
thus  referred  to  the  subject:  "  Those  whu  persist  in  keeping  away  from  us, 
thus  avoiding  assisting  in  bearing  one  another's  burdens,  as  well  as  sharing 
the  comradeship  which  exists  among  us.  are  doing  themselves  an  injustice 
which  they  do  not  realize." 

The  committee  reported  adversely  to  legislation  on  this 
subject  at  this  time,  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Department  of  Maryland  submits  a  proposition  that  Post  returns  be 
made  quarterly  in  Departments,  but  that  Departments  report  as  now  to 
National  Headquarters,  semi-annually. 

The  committee  reported  adversely,  and  the  report  of  the 
committee  was  adopted. 

The  Department  of  Massachusetts  submits  a  resolution  that  the  per  capita 
tax  be  increased  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  a  fund  to  decorate  the  graves 
of  comrades  interred  in  Southeirn  cemeteries. 

There  should  certainly  be  no  increase  in  the  per  capita  tax  for  this  pur- 
pose and  the  committee  think  the  plan  projected  by  Commander-in-Chief 
Weissert.  for  voluntary  contributions,  has  been  very  successful  and  its 
continuance  will  fully  answer  the  purpose  intended. 

The  report  of  che  Committee  was  adopted. 
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The  same  Department  and  also  the  Department  of  PennsylvaQia  presents 
resolutions  for  repeal  of  the  legislation  of  last  year,  requiring  the  annual 
inspection  and  the  installation  of  officers  to  be  made  at  the  same  meeting. 
We  recommend  a  return  to  the  old  system. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  concurred  in. 

The  Department  of  Massachusetts  also  recommends  an  amendment  to  the 
rule  to  forbid  the  consideration  by  the  National  or  any  Department  Encamp- 
ment of  business  not  strictly  germane  to  the  objects  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic.  The  committee  think  that  no  legislation  is  required  on  this 
subject. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

The  Department  of  New  Jersey  presents  an  amendment  to  Sec.  i.  Art. 
VII,  Chap.  II,  authorizing  the  Post  Commander  to  appoint  the  Officers  of 
the  Day.     We  report  adversely. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

The  Department  of  the  Potomac  presents  a  resolution  to  amend  the  rules 
and  regulations  so  as  to  exclude  Past  Department  Commanders  of  the 
Department  of  the  Potomac  from  participation  in  the  future  Encampments 
of  that  Department.  Legislation  for  a  single  Department  as  proposed,  can- 
not be  considered.     We  report  adversely. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

The  Department  of  Pennsylvania  submits  a  resolution,  amending  Chapter 
II,  Art.  VII,  Sec.  2,  by  inserting  the  following:  "Provided,  that  by  the 
passage  of  a  resolution  before  balloting,  so  ordering,  representatives  and 
alternates  may  be  voted  for  on  the  same  ticket  and  the  alloted  number  re- 
ceiving the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  representatives  and 
the  alloted  number  receiving  the  next  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
declared  alternates." 

The  reason  of  this  is  that  in  the  larger  Posts  as  well  as  in  the  larger  De- 
partments where  a  large  number  may  be  nominated  for  representatives,  it 
is  almost  impossible  to  secure  an  election  by  a  majority,  except  after  repeated 
ballots  involving  considerable  loss  of  time.  We  report  in  favor  of  the 
amendment. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Department  of  Pennsylvania  also  submits  an  amendment  to  Chapter 
V,  Art.  IV,  Sec.  4,  relative  to  reinstatement,  which  we  think  unneccessary 
as  an  addition  to  this  section,  but  it  should  be  amended  by  inserting  at  the 
beginning  of  the  ninth  line  the  words:       "Of  not  exceeding,"  so  that  Posts 
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may  have  the  option  of  naming  an  amount  for  reinstatement,  less  than  one 
year's  dues.  Also  add  at  the  end  of  this  sentence  in  the  tenth  line,  '  'and 
he  shall  not  be  re-obligated." 

Comrade  Sample  :  Having  had  a  hand  in  the  authorship 
of  the  proposed  amendments,  I  desire  to  say  that  the  reasons 
are  just  these  :  A  comrade  presents  himself  first  for  muster 
as  a  comrade  of  the  Grand  Army.  He  then  assumes  an  obli- 
gation. There  is  no  change  in  the  words  of  that  obligation, 
and  he  permits  himself  to  be  dropped  from  the  rolls  for  non- 
payment of  dues  or  for  any  other  cause  and  again  presents 
himself  for  reinstatement,  and  then  we  go  through  the  absurd 
action  of  giving  the  man  the  same  obligation  that  he  assumed 
in  the  first  place.  In  other  words,  if  he  has  been  dropped  for 
non-payment  of  dues  you  compel  that  man  to  stand  up  before 
the  Post  and  admit  his  poverty,  and  there  are  a  number  of 
people  who  are  out  of  the  Grand  Army  who  will  not  consent 
to  do  anything  of  that  kind.  Where  is  the  sense  of  giving  a 
man  an  obligation  of  the  same  character  two  or  three  times? 
There  is  not  a  word  in  the  obligation  that  refers  to  the  pay- 
ment of  any  money.  If  a  man  takes  the  obligation  once  and 
allows  himself  to  be  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  you 
can  give  him  that  obligation  every  hour  in  the  twenty-four 
and  it  will  have  no  more  effect  than  the  first  one.  It  is  sim- 
ply keeping  people  out  of  the  Order  who  otherwise  would  be 
good  members  of  it. 

Comrade  Masteller,  of  California:  I  don't  believe  that  is  a 
good  reason  why  a  comrade  should  not  be  re-obligated.  The 
rules  and  regulations  provide  that  when  he  is  dropped  he  ceases 
to  belong  to  the  Order.  When  he  conies  in  again  he  is  a  new 
member.  If  an  obligation  is  good  for  him  once  it  is  good  for 
him  twice,  I  think  that  part  ought  to  be  eliminated  and  the 
comrade  who  makes  application  for  re-instatenient  should  be 
re-obligated. 

Comrade  Wagner:  Mark  the  difference  of  two  possible 
cases.     One  comrade  is  dropped  or  suspended  or  expelled  for 
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doing  something  in  violation  of  his  obligation.  That  man 
coming  back  of  course  should  be  re-obligated,  but  this  is  sim- 
ply a  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues  and  not  a  violation 
of  an  obligation  which  he  has  taken.  Then  why  re-obligate 
him  and  make  him  promise  to  do  that  which  he  has  never 
failed  to  do?  There  is  a  difference  between  a  suspension  for 
violation  of  an  obligation  and  simply  a  suspension  for  the 
non-payment  of  dues.  Re-instated  by  paying  his  dues  or  the 
equivalent  of  his  obligation  is  always  remaining  intact,  and 
therefore  why  administer  it  to  him  again?  If  I  belong  to  a 
temperance  society  and  violate  the  pledge  I  ought  to  be 
re-obligated,  but  never  when  I  am  suspended  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues  and  re-instated  by  paying  what  is  required  of 
me. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Department  of  California  suggests  certain  changes  in  the  Burial  Ser- 
vice, and  the  Department  of  New  York  forwards  suggestions  for  change  of 
the  language  in  a  number  of  instances  in  the  Ritual  and  Book  of  Services. 
We  report  against  any  change  at  this  time. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

The  Department  of  New  York  also  proposes  restrictions  as  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  Aides-de-Camp  unless  recommended  by  a  Post  Commander  or  a 
Department  Commander.  We  do  not  think  it  well  to  amend  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  in  this  respect,  but  would  suggest  that  the  greatest  care  be 
exercised  in  the  selection  of  Aides. 

The  report  was  concurred  in. 

The  Committee  asks  unanimous  consent  to  amendments  to  Chap.  V,  Art. 
VII,  Bonds,  to  correct  an  apparent  conflict  with  other  parts  of  the  rules. 
We  recommend  that  Section  3  be  changed  to  read  :  "  The  Quartermaster- 
General  shall  give  bonds  as  required  by  Sec.  4,  Art.  VI,  Chap.  IV,  and  that 
Sec.  4  be  changed  to  read  :  "  The  Adjutant-General  shall  give  bonds  as 
required  by  Sec.  3.  Art.  VI.  Chap.  IV." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

The  Inspector-General  makes  certain  recommendations,  making  inspec- 
tions mandatory.  To  amend  Par.  i  of  Sec.  i,  Art.  V.  Chap.  V,  Rules  and 
Regulations,  so  that  it  shall  read  : 
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Section  i.  An  annual  inspection  of  each  Post  shall  be  made  between 
September  ist  and  December  20th,  by  the  Assistant  Inspector,  Department 
OfiBcer  or  other  comrade,  assigned  to  such  duty,  the  report  of  the  same  to 
be  made  to  the  Inspector  of  the  Department  not  later  than  January  ist. 
The  national  countersign  shall  not  be  issued  to  any  Post  until  report  of 
inspection  has  been  received  at  Department  Headquarters. 

Add  to  the  third  paragraph  of  the  same  section  :  *  *  Within  30  days  after 
the  completion  of  the  inspection  of  their  several  Departments." 

Comrade  Rogers,  of  Missouri:  The  part  as  to  the  counter- 
sign should  not  be  adopted.  The  Post  is  not  responsible  for 
the  inspection.      It  is  generally  done  by  outsiders. 

Comrade  Beath:  It  is  the  fault  of  the  Commander  in  not 
making  the  returns. 

A  Comrade  from  New  York:  I  think  we  should  have  an 
insertion  there  that  it  is  not  to  apply  to  this  year. 

Comrade  Robbins:  It  seems  to  me  that  is  a  wrong  rule. 
A  great  many  inspectors  are  appointed  for  Posts  to  which 
they  do  not  belong.  I  think  that  part  of  the  report  should 
not  be  adopted.  I  move  that  the  committee  be  instructed  to 
amend  their  report  by  striking  out  that  paragraph  as  to  the 
countersign. 

Comrade  Goodale  (Inspector-General):  As  Comrade  Beath 
says,  I  brought  these  recommendations  in  after  giving  nearly 
eight  months  of  my  official  year  to  the  duties  of  my  position. 
I  have  not  made  a  recommendation  without  a  great  deal  of 
thought,  and  I  have  made  them  because  I  believe  them  to  be 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
There  is  another  provision  which  will  largely  offset  the  objec- 
tion, I  think.  That  provision  is  that  the  Department  Inspec- 
tor himself  has  got  to,  within  thirty  days  from  the  comple- 
tion of  the  work  of  inspecting  his  Department,  make  his 
report  to  the  Inspector-General;  so  that  he  himself  would 
have  to  call  for  these  reports  from  the  Assistant  Inspectors 
and  have  them  in  his  hands,  and  then  the  Department  Com- 
mander issues  the  countersign  to  every   Post  in  the  Depart- 
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ment,  and  their  inspection  must  under  that  rule  be  completed 
before  December  20th  and  the  new  countersign  is  not  issued 
until  January. 

Comrade  Rogers:     This  may  all  do  very   well   for   a   state 
like  Massachusetts  where  you  can  go  to  every  Post  on  a   rail- 
road train.       Throughout  Missouri  we  have  got  to  go  ten  or 
fifteen  or  twenty  miles  sometimes  on  horseback,  or  the  best 
way  a  man  can  get  there,  and  there  are  lots  of  Posts  that  can- 
not be  inspected  at  all.     The  larger  part  of  our  state  is  moun- 
tainous and  the  Posts  are  hard  to  get  at.     There  is  no  trouble 
in  getting  inspections  in  New  England.     The  towns  are  near 
together  and  on  the  railroads,  but  it  is  different  with  us. 

Comrade  Rassieur,  of  Missouri:  It  does  seem  to  me  if  you 
pass  this  recommendation  that  you  will  unintentionally  punish 
the  innocent  for  the  mistakes  and  failures  of  the  wrongdoers. 
I  am  quite  sure  that  in  our  Department  a  number  of  times  in- 
spectors have  failed  to  perform  their  duty  and  the  Posts  have 
had  absolutely  no  responsibility.  They  have  waited  for  the 
Inspectors,  and  in  some  cases  were  inspected  and  no  report 
made.  I  cannot  accede  to  the  proposition  that  that  Post 
ready  to  perform  its  duty  shall  be  punished  for  the  failure  of 
one  not  belonging  to  the  Post.  I  therefore  move  to  strike 
out  this  part  which  says  that  the  Post  shall  not  receive  the 
countersign  for  the  failure  of  the  Inspector  to  report. 

Comrade  Cheadle,  of  Indiana:      I  can  see  why  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  committee  would  be  a  very  wise  one  in  cities  and 
in  the  larger  towns,   but  after  having  given  thought    to  the 
condition  of  the  Grand  Army  of  this  Department  for  a  year,  I 
should  say  that  if  the  suggestion  of  the  committee  is  adopted, 
it  will  obliterate  all  the  little  Posts  not   only  in  my  judgment, 
in  the  Department    of    Indiana,  but  throughout    the    United 
States  of  America.      We  are  getting  old  and  we  cannot  afford, 
I    think,    to  deprive  the  comrades  who  are  members  of  the 
little  Posts,  of  their  privileges   by  reason  of  the  failure  of  the 
Inspector  to  make  a  report.      I  therefore  most  heartily  concur 
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the  motion  of  my  comrade  who  knows  from  practical 
:perience  how  difficult  it  is  to  maintain  the  organization  of 
le  smaller  Posts. 

Comrade  Livesey,  of  Kentucky:  This  ruling  will  be  very 
all  for  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Ohio,  Indiana,  but  in 
entucky  we  have  a  great  many  men  who  are  very  loyal,  as 
)od  soldiers  as  there  were  in  the  army,  in  the  mountain  dis- 
icts,  and  when  we  get  our  reports  in,  one-third  of  them  we 
innot  make  head  or  tail  out  of  simply  from  the  fact  that 
lere  are  not  men  in  that  country  within  fifty  miles  that 
ilong  to  the  Grand  Army  that  are  able  to  make  Inspectors' 
tports.  If  we  adopt  that  it  will  cut  us  out  of  one-third  of  the 
osts  in  Kentucky. 

Comrade  Milsted,  of  Ohio:  I  have  served  two  consecutive 
ars  as  Department  Inspector  of  Ohio,  and  I  will  say  to  you 
>w  if  you  revert  to  the  old  system  of  inspection  that  you 
11  never  get  a  thorough  report. 

The  motion  to  amend  prevailed  and  the  report  as  amended 
IS  adopted. 

The  Inspector-General  also  recommends  the  following  ad- 
tion  to  the  first  paragraph  of  Section  i.  Art.  VII,  Chap. 
,  page  9: 

"  No  installation  of  oflRcers  for  the  ensuing  year  shall  be  held  at  the  first 
-eting  in  January,  until  the  Post  has  been  inspected.  The  installing 
icer  shall  ascertain  whether  or  not  the  Post  has  been  inspected  for  the 
evious  year,  and  if  it  has  not  he  shall  proceed  with  the  work  of  inspection, 
ierring  installation  of  officers  until  its  completion." 

The  committee  reports  favorably. 

It  was  moved  that  the  report  be  adopted. . 

Comrade  Goodale:  Last  year  at  Washington  you  adopted 
rule  whereby  inspections  were  ordered  upon  the  same  night 
the  installation  of  officers.  That  was  thought  in  a  great 
my  Departments  to  be  good.  It  would  work  well  in  some 
apartments  Now  you  have  provided  for  inspections  from 
ptember  ist  to  December  20th.      I  have  made  a  suggestion 
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to  provide  for  small  Posts  and  Departments  where  economy 
is  desirable,  where   they  do  not   have  the  money  to  appro- 
priate for  the  payment  of  Inspector's  traveling  expenses,  and 
therefore  I  introduced  this  resolution  so  that  if  the  installing 
officer  gets  to  a  Post  on  the  first  meeting  in  January  and  he 
finds  that  the  rule  that  you  have  adopted  has  not  been  com- 
plied with   because  of  some  good  and  sufficient   reason,  he 
inquires    of    the   Post   Commander:      **  Has  your  Post  been 
inspected?"      The  reply  may  be  no.      Then  he  says,  **I  shaJi 
have  to  inspect  your  Post  before  I  install  your  officers;  1  will 
inspect  your  Post  and  then  install  the  officers.'*      That  is  all 
it  amounts  to. 

Comrade  Milsted,  of  Kentucky:  The  ruling  is  that  they 
shall  be  inspected  between  the  first  day  of  September  and 
the  2oth  of  December.  '  How  are  you  going  to  inspect  after 
the  ist  day  of  January?     There  is  no  provision  in  there. 

Comrade  Goodale:  It  is  like  any  other  rule  upon  our 
books,  it  may  not  be  lived  up  to,  and  in  case  it  is  not  lived 
up  to  when  the  installing  officer  gets  to  the  Post  to  install  the 
officers,  he  simply  asks  the  Post  Commander,  ''Has  your 
Post  been  inspected  for  the  past  year?"  and  if  not,  he  does 
not  install  the  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  until  the  inspection 
has  been  performed. 

Comrade  Milsted:  Then  add  that  right  to  the  report  of  the 
committee. 

Comrade  Goodale:     That  is  my  recommendation. 

Comrade  Stahl:  I  propose  that  we  shall  not  make  the 
existence  and  the' workings  of  any  Post  in  the  Grand  Army 
dependent  upon  the  uncertain  and  sometimes  farcical  work  of 
the  Assistant  Inspectors.  The  rules  and  regulations  say 
when  an  Assistant  Inspector  fails  to  perform  his  work,  the 
Post  will  be  inspected  by  its  own  officers.  I  say  that  we 
cannot  afford  to  trust  it  all  to  the  Assistant  Inspectors.  I 
move  to  strike  out  that  clause. 
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Comrade  Wagner:  Comrade  Stahl  does  not  seem  to  under- 
:Stand  this.  The  condition  of  affairs  is  simply  this:  The 
officers  of  a  Post  will  be  installed  by  somebody  and  when  the 
Comrade  goes  to  install  the  officers  he  will  ask  whether  the 
Post  has  been  inspected  and  if  it  has  not  been  inspected  he 
will  inspect  it  before  the  installation. 

Comrade  Stahl:  What  good  will  an  inspection  do  in  Janu- 
ary if  the  reports  have  been  already  forwarded? 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Columbian  Army  and  Navy  Memorial  Service,  by  Comrade  John 
McCarthy,  of  New  Haven,  Conn.,  and  also  a  Memorial  Hymn,  are  sub- 
mitted for  approval  of  the  National  Encampment. 

While  the  committee  believe  both  of  these  to  be  excellent  productions,  we 
deem  it  inexpedient  to  recommend  the  formal  adoption  of  either  for  the 
Orand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  concurred  in. 

Reinstatements  :  Applications  for  the  reinstatement  of  G.  M.  Barber,  as 
Past  Department  Commander  of  the  Department  of  Ohio,  and  of  A.  B. 
Hurlburt,  as  Past  Commander  of  the  Department  of  Virginia  are  presented 
in  due  form  as  required  by  the  rules. 

The  cases  seem  worthy  of  this  consideration  and  we  recommend  their 
reinstatement. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

Comrade  Beath:  I  want  to  say  that  one  of  the  comrades 
on  this  committee,  J.  L.  Greene,  served  on  the  Committee  on 
Ritual  in  the  Indianapolis  Encampment  in  1866. 

The  Senior  Vice  Commander-in-Chief  appointed  the  fol- 
lowing Committee  on  Testimonial  to  the  Commander-in-Chief:

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REPORT  OF  COMMIHEE  ON  SENIORITY 

OF  DEPARTMENTS. 


At  the  National  Encampment  in  Washington,  September 
21,  1892,  the  committee  appointed  in  1889  to  inquire  into 
the  dates  of  organizations  of  the  several  Departments, 
recommended  that  the  subject  should  be  referred  to  a  new 
committee,  and,  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Encamp- 
ment thereon,  the  undersigned  were  so  appointed  by  the 
Commander-in-Chief. 

The  committee  was  instructed  also  to  inquire  relative  to 
the  issue  of  charters  to  the  earlier  formed  Departments. 

The  committee  first  appointed  had  sent  to  the  Departments 
a  blank  form  containing  a  series  of  questions  for  answer,  and 
requiring  copies  of  General  or  Special  Orders  relative  to 
their  organization  to  be  attached.  These  answers,  with  other 
correspondence  of  the  committee,  were  turned  over  to  us, 
bound  in  two  volumes  for  better  preservation. 

We  have  realized  the  necessity  for  thorough  work  on  our 
part,  in  order  that  the  National  Encampment  might  have  full 
knowledge  of  the  facts  for  definite  and,  we  trust,  for  final 
action  thereon;  that  further  expense  or  loss  of  time  might  be 
avoided,  and  we  have  also  deemed  it  important  that  the  full 
report  of  the  committee  should  be  printed  and  furnished  to 
members,  if  possible,  before  the  meeting  in  Indianapolis. 

We  have  gone  over  the  correspondence  thus  filed  with  the 
committee,  and  in  addition  have  made  full  notes  of  all 
references  in  the  Journals  which  bear  upon  the  Departments 
directly  interested,  which  notes  are  type-written  and  will  be 
filed  with  the  original  papers  and  correspondence. 

In  addition  to  this  we  have  taken  a  transcript  of  the  reports 
of  membership  as  made  by  the  Departments, which  cover  each 
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terra  from  June  30,  1869.  For  reports  prior  to  that  date  we 
have  only  the  references  in  the  Journal,  but  for  all  practical 
purposes  these  constitute  a  complete  chain  from  the  beginning. 

It  might  9eem  that  this  labor  was  unnecessary,  and  that  the 
question  of  dates  of  organization  should  be  settled  by  the 
records  of  National  Headquarters;  but,  unfortunately,  this 
question  cannot  be  so  decided,  for  the  records  as  to  the 
Departments  earliest  formed  are  meagre  and  conflicting,  and 
the  lapse  of  many  Departments  made  their  records  equally 
unreliable. 

In  the  very  meagre  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  First 
National  Convention,  held  in  Indianapolis,  November  20, 
1866,  there  is  no  reference  to  the  date  of  organization  of 
Departments.  Representatives  were  present  from  Missouri, 
Kansas,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  New  York,  District  of  Columbia, 
Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Iowa,  Kentucky  and  Indiana.  In  sqme 
of  these  states  no  departments  were  organized ;  in  at  least 
one  there  was  no  Post  of  the  Grand  Army  at  that  date. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  National  Encampment  was  held 
in  Philadelphia,  January  15,  1868.  In  the  financial  report  of 
Adjutant-General  Stephenson  he  gave  the  dates  of  the  seven 
principal  Departments  of  the  same  date,  which  was  certainly 
incorrect,  as  later  evidence  has  shown. 

General  Logan  was  elected  Commander-in-Chief  at  that 
Encampment,  Adjutant-General  Chipman  and  his  successor. 
Comrade  W.  T.  Collins,  addressed  themselves  to  this  same 
work  of  collecting  reliable  data  of  the  organization  of  Depart- 
ments which  they  could  not  obtain  from  the  books  or  papers 
at  National  Headquarters  as  turned  over  to  them,  nor  could 
they,  in  all  cases,  obtain  correct  information  from  several  of 
the  Departments. 

The  reports  of  these  officers  fully  refer  to  the  work  done  in 
this  respect,  especially  pages  36-54  of  the  Journal,  May, 
1869,  and  pages  1 16-120  of  the  Journal,  May,  1871.  We 
have  thought  best  to  print  the  table  so  made  up.

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Notice  was  given  in  General  Orders  that  this  committee 
would  meet  at  National  Headquarters..  Milwaukee,  June  5, 
1893,  and  representatives  were  then  present  from  Illinois, 
Indiana,  Kansas,  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin,  having  with 
them,  generally,  original  books  or  papers  bearing  on  their 
claims.  They  were  heard  at  length,  books  and  papers  exam- 
ined, and  they  were  invited  to  file  briefs  of  their  claims,  that 
the  case  might  be  printed  just  as  they  wished  it  to  go  before 
the  National  Encampment. 

The  Departments  represented  may  be  divided  into  two 
classes : 

First.  Illinois  and  Wisconsin  as  to  priority  of  organiza- 
tion of  their  Departments. 

Second.  Indiana,  Kansas  and  Minnesota  claiming  assign- 
ment of  rank  from  date  of  original  organization  instead  of, 
as  now,  from  date  of  reorganization. 

Other  Departments  not  heard,  stand  in  practically  the  same 
position,  including  Delaware,  Iowa,  Kentucky,  Maryland, 
Michigan,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  New  Mexico,  Oregon,  West 
Virginia  and  possibly  others. 

The  statements  filed  by  the  Departments  are  here  presented, 
and  the  comments  of  the  committee  follow  each  case. 

The  findings  of  the  committee  and  resolutions  proposed 
are  given  at  the  close  of  this  report. 


D£FARTM£N*r  OF  INDIANA. 

Statement   Presented   by    Past   Department   Commander   Joseph    B. 

Cheadle. 

To   THE   Committee   on  Seniority   of  Departments,  Grand   Army    of 
THE   Republic  : 
The  Department  of  Indiana,  asks  of  this  committee  a  favorable  report,  in 
favor  of  cnrative  legislation,  whereby  in  the  Official  Record  the  date  of  its 
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organization  may  read  August  20,  1866,  that  date  being  the  one  of  the  organi- 
zation of  its  First  Annual  Encampment  in  that  Department. 

We  ask  this  legislation  for  these  reasons  : 

First.  That  pursuant  to  General  Order,  Number  Eleven  (11,)  dated 
Springfield,  Illinois,  May  21,  1866,  and  issued  by  Commander  Stephenson, 
Colonel  A.  C.  Hauhe,  was  appointed  Deputy  Commander,  and  authorized 
to  organize  the  Order  in  the  State  of  Indiana.  That  in  obedience  to  said 
Ord^r,  he  organized  the  first  G.  A.  R.  Post  ever  organized  outside  the  State 
of  Illinois.  (See  Record  of  Post,  No.  i,  New  Albany,  Indiana,  organized  bj 
him,  for  meetings  held  June  7,  14,  21,  and  28,  1866,  and  July  5,  12  and  19, 
1866,  for  proof  :  this  Record  being  filed  herewith  and  made  a  part  hereof, 
marked  Exhibit  "A.") 

Second.  That  the  Department  was  formally  organized  by  meeting  in  State 
Encampment,  and  the  election  of  General  R.  S.  Foster,  Commander,  Aagnst 
20,  1866.  (See  copy  of  General  Order,  No.  i,  of  that  date,  which  is  filed 
herewith,  marked  Exhibit  "B.")     Enc.  Record  lost. 

Third.     That  while  it  is  true,  technically  speaking,  that  the  Department 
lapsed,  through  the  failure  of  Department  officials  to  make  reports  to  the 
National  Encampment  and  to  pay  the  per  capita  tax  due  from  the  Depart- 
ment, yet,  as  a  fact,  four  Posts  maintained  their  organizations  from  1866: 
these  Posts  were  Sion  S.  Bass,  Fort  Wayne ;  Morton  Post,  Terre  Haute ; 
New  Albany  Post,  No.  i,  New  Albany  ;  and  Auten  Post,    South  Bend,   the 
latter  Post  having  technically  maintained  its  organization  from  August  31, 
1866,    to  this   time,  and  having  in  letter  and  in  spirit  complied  with  all  the 
Rules  and   Regulations  of  the  Order,  from  year  to  year,  since  its  organiza- 
tion, August  31,  1866.     (See  official  statement  of  Commander  and  Adjutant 
of  Auten  Post,  under  the  seal  of  said  Post,  which  is  filed  herewith  and  made 
apart  hereof,  marked  Exhibit  "C") 

From  the  Official  Records;  General  Order,  No.  11.  May  21,  1866;  the 
Record  of  Proceedings  of  New  Albany  Post,  No.  i.  for  June  and  July,  1866 ; 
General  Order.  No.  i,  Department  of  Indiana,  dated  August  20,  1866  :  and 
the  Certificate  of  Post  Commander  and  Adjutant  of  Auten  Post,  No,  8,  South 
Bend,  these  facts  are  shown: 

First.  That  Indiana  organized  the  first  Post — New  Albany  Post — outside 
the  Department  of  Illinois. 

Second.  That  the  Department  of  Indiana  met  in  State  Encampment. 
August  20,  1866,  and  was  regularly  organized  by  the  election  of  General  R. 
S.  Foster,  Commander. 

Third.  That  Auten  Post,  No.  8,  of  South  Bend,  was  organized  August 
31,  1866,  and  that  it  has  continuously  since  then  maintained  its  organization 
as  a  Post  of  the  G.  A.  R..  complying  in  letter  and  inspirit,  to  all  the  Rules 
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and  Regulations  of  the  Order.  It  is  true  that  under  protest  it  did,  in  August^ 
1879,  permit  the  Department  of  Illinois  to  organize  it.  It  is  also  true  that  in 
about  sixty  days  thereafter — to-wit,  during  the  month  of  October,  1879 — it 
was  transferred  back  into  the  Department  of  Indiana,  where  we  hold  it 
always  belonged. 

Our  contention  is,  that  the  Post  is  the  unit  of  organization  in  our  Order, 
and  that,  therefore,  so  long  as  one  Post  maintained  its  organization,  having 
beeji  regularly  organized  in  the  Department  of  Indiana,  the  Department  of 
Indiana  had  a  regular  organized  existence,  which  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
National  Encampment  to  recognize.  The  uniqueness  of  this  Order,  the  fact 
that  its  existence  must  soon  end,  makes  this  contention  for  recognition 
nnanswerable.  The  time  will  come,  not  only  in  the  Department  of  Indiana 
but  in  every  other  Department,  when  there  will  be  only  one  Post.  It  will 
not  do  for  the  National  Encampment  to  refuse  recognition  to  a  Department 
with  one  r^ularly  organized  and  legally  maintained  Post  of  the  G.  A.  R. 
Therefore,  we  claim  that  the  existence  of  Auten  Post,  No.  8.  South  Bend, 
from  August  31,  1866,  to  June  9,  1893,  the  date  of  official  certificate  of  that 
Post,  keep  alive  the  Department  of  Indiana,  notwithstanding  the  dereliction 
of  duty  of  its  Department  officers,  and  that  our  prayer  for  curative  legisla- 
tion should  be  approved  by  the  committee  and  granted  by  the  Encampment 
at  its  national  meeting  in  September. 

Relying  upon  the  justice  of  our  claim,  we  press  the  question  and  urge 
favorable  action.

The  statement  as  to  the  early  organization  of  Posts  in 
Indiana  we  accept  as  correct,  but  the  organization  of  a 
Department  on  August  20,  i866  (other  than  the  appointment 
of  officers  in  the  Orders  quoted),  is  not  shown  by  the  records, 
but  there  is  a  record  of  a  Department  Encampment  held  m 
Indianapolis,  November  21.  1866,  after  adjournment  of  the 
National  Encampment. 

It  should  be  recognized  in  the  discussion  of  the  matters  at 
issue  that  this  Department  was  in  the  hands  of  some  of  the 
best  known  soldiers  of  that  state.  The  work  of  organization 
seems  then  to  have  been  more  successfully  prosecuted  than 
in  any  other  state,  and  it  should  have  been  an  influential 
Department,  obeying  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Army  and  in 
every  way  efficiently  assisting  and  upholding  the  National 
Organization  formed  in  this  city  of  Indianapolis. 

What  is  the  record?  Adjutant-General  Stephenson  made 
two  financial  reports,  one  at  Indianapolis,  November  20,  1866, 
another  at  Philadelphia,  January  15,  1868.  Not  a  dollar  is 
recorded  as  paid  by  the  Department  of  Indiana.  Adjutant- 
General  Chipman,  in  his  report  to  the  National  Encampment, 
May,  1869  (page  41,  Journal),  acknowledged  receipt  of 
returns  for  the  year  1867,  but  stated  that  no  reports  had  been 
made  or  dues  paid  during  General  Logan's  administration. 
In  1870  the  Department  was  reported  delinquent  (page  80;, 
and  its  representative  was  denied  the  right  to  vote  in  that 
Encampment  after  his  personal  explanation  had  been  made 
to  the  Encampment. 

If  it  be  claimed  that  Illinois  was  also  delinquent  in  the 
early  years,  we  reply  that  the  records  show  the  two  Depart- 
ments were  delinquent  in  1869,  and,  on  statements  made, 
both  delegations  were  admitted  to  seats  ;  but  in  1870  Illinois 
was  fUf/  in  arrears,  and  though  it  had  a  hard  struggle,  yet 
each  year  thereafter  Illinois  was  in  good  standing,  while 
Indiana  practically  disappeared  from  the  record  until  reor- 
ganized as  hereafter  stated. 
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As  early  as  February  5,  1871,  National  Headquarters 
assumed  jurisdiction  over  Indiana  by  appointing  a  Provisional 
Commander,  Comrade  Jasper  Packard. 

In  1873  a  Post  at  Newtonville  made  two  quarterly  returns 
direct  to  National  Headquarters,  and  in  1874  the  Commander 
of  Auten  Post,  South  Bend,  reported  his  Post  as  active,  and 
reference  is  made  to  the  same  Post  in  1875. 

On  August  II,  1879,  Comrade  John  B.  Hager,  of  Terre 
Haute,  now  deceased,  was  appointed  Provisional  Commander, 
and  Posts  which  had  been  previously  organized  in  Indiana  by 
the  Department  of  Illinois  were  transferred  back  to  Indiana. 

The  Journal  of  the  Department  of  Illinois,  1880,  contains 
in  the  Address  of  the  Commander,  the  following:  '*By 
Special  Orders,  No.  5,  C.  S.  from  National  Headquarters  the 
State  of  Indiana  was  added  to  this  Department.  Eight 
Posts  were  organized  in  that  state  under  charters  from  this 
Department,  and  correspondence  was  going  on  for  the  organ- 
ization of  a  number  more,  when,  by  order  from  National 
Headquarters,  the  Posts  of  that  state  were  organized  as  a 
Provisional  Department,  and  the  Commander  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Illinois,  with  his  staff,  was  ordered  to  organize  the 
same  into  a  permanent  Department." 

The  record  of  the  delinquency,  long  continued,  and  of  the* 
assumption  of  jurisdiction  by  the  National  Headquarters 
over  Indiana,  is  clear  and  indisputable.  Such  delinquency  is 
admitted  in  the  above  claim,  but  the  fact  that  Auten  Post 
maintained  its  organization — a  fact  evidently  unnoticed  for 
some  years  by  National  Headquarters — should  not  now  be 
permitted  as  a  plea  for  the  restoration  to  life  of  a  Department 
so  long  dead.  The  present  most  efficient  Department  should 
be  satisfied  with  the  excellent  record  it  has  made. 

The  present  Department  was  permanently  organized  Octo- 
ber 3,  1879,  and  is  entitled  to  rank  from  that  date. 
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DEPABTMENT  OF  KANSAS. 

Statement  Presented  by  Comrade  A.  B.  Campbell,  A.  A.  G. 

To   THE  Committee   on   Seniority  of   Departments,  Grand   Army  of 
THE  Republic- 

The  Department  of  Kansas,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  would  respect- 
fully represent  that  in  the  month  of  December,  1865,  these  was  organized  in 
the  State  of  Kansas  a  society  of  soldiers  and  sailors,  under  the  tit)e  of  the 
•*  Veteran  Brotherhood."  This  society  adopted  a  constitution  and  ritual, 
and  Brevet  Lieutenant-Colonel  Henry  S.  Greeno,  Fourth  Arkansas  Cavalry, 
was  elected  Commander  of  the  first  organization.  About  fifty  camps  were 
organized  in  the  State  of  Kansas,  and  the  State  Convention  was  held  in 
Jane,  1865,  when  Colonel  J.  C.  Hays,  of  Olathe,  was  elected  State  Com- 
mander. 

This  organization  was  represented  in  the  Grand  Army  Convention  at 
Indianapolis  in  the  month  of  November,  1866,  by  Major  Thomas  J.  Ander- 
son, of  Topeka,  as  will  appear  from  the  record  marked  Exhibit  "A,"  here- 
with filed  and  made  a  part  of  this  petition.  Comrade  T.  J.  Anderson,  at 
that  convention,  offered  the  following  resolution,  to-wit : 

**  Resolved,  That  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  be  authorized  to  receive  in  the  Order  the  members  of  the  organiza- 
tion known  as  the  Veteran  Brotherhood,  State  of  Kansas,  without  additional 
expense  to  them,  upon  the  Grand  Encampment  of  that  Order  accepting  the 
ritual  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  agreeing  to  be  governed  by 
the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  same. " 

This  resolution  was  adopted. 

Afterwards,  upon  the  7th  day  of  December,  1866.  the  State  Camp  of  the 
Veteran  Brotherhood  was  called  to  meet  at  Topeka,  Kansas,  and  the:  follow- 
ing resolution. was  offered  by  Comrade  T.  J.  Anderson  and  was  unanimously 
adopted  : 

**  Resolved,  That  the  Veteran  Brotherhood,  State  of  Kansas,  be  and  is 
hereby  transferred  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  that  we  hereby 
adopt  the  ritual  and  agree  to  be  governed  by  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

Other  resolutions  were  adopted  providing  for  the  transfer  of  the  books, 
papers  and  funds  of  the  Order  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and 
Major  T.  J.  Anderson  proceeded  to  initiate  those  present  into  the  Order. 
Department  officers  were  elected  as  follows  : 

Grand  Commander.  John  A.  Martin,  of  Atchinson. 

Adjutant-General,  Thomas  J.  Anderson,  of  Topeka. 
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Assistant  Adj;utant-General,  John  J.  Boyd,  of  Topeka. 

Quartermaster-General,  L.  T.  Greene,  of  Baldwin  City. 

Five  members  of  the  Council  of  Administration. 

At  the  time  of  the  transfer  of  this  Order  into  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  and  the  organization  of  the  Department,  there  were  thirty-two 
Camps  and  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  members.  When  this 
Department  made  its  first  report  to  National  Headquarters  in  1867,  there 
were  fifty  Posts  in  good  standing.  When  this  report  was  made,  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars  was  paid  in  per  capita  tax  to  the  National  Organization,  as  will 
appear  by  the  records  of  the  Adjutant-General  in  his  financial  report  for  the 
year  1867,  made  to  the  National  Encampment  in  1868.  In  the  National 
Encampment  of  1868  the  Department  of  Kansas  was  represented  by  James 
G,  Blunt  and  W.  S.  Morehouse.  John  A.  Martin,  then  Department  Com- 
mander, was  chosen  a  member  of  the  National  Council  of  Administration 
from  Kansas.  In  1869  Kansas  was  represented  by  Comrade  W.  S.  More- 
house. 

In  1868  John  C.  Carpenter  was  elected  Commander  of  the  Department  of 
Kansas,  in  1872  W.  S.  Jenkins  was  elected  Department  Commander,  in 
1876  John  Guthrie  was  appointed  Department  Commander,  in  1877  J.  H. 
Gilpatrick  was  elected  Department  Commander,  and  in  1879  J.  C.  Walkin- 
shaw  was  appointed  Department  Commander.  During  all  these  years  the 
Department  continued  to  exist.  In  1872  it  was  reported  for  the  years  1870 
and  1871  by  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  National  organization  as  an  organ- 
ized Department,  but  dormant,  and  was  reported  by  the  Adjutant-General 
as  permanently  organized  on  the  22d  day  of  February,  1872. 

It  continued  in  a  struggling  condition  during  the  years  1873  and  1874.  but 
in  the  year  1875  it  began  to  revive,  and  during  all  the  period  after  said  year 
and  up  to  1880  it  remained  a  Department  sometimes  represented  and  some- 
times not,  but  an  organized  Department  at  all  times. 

Under  the  administration  of  Comrade  J.  C.  Walkinshaw,  the  Department 
was  recognized  by  the  National  Encampment  for  the  third  time.  The  first 
organization  was  December  7,  1866,  the  second  was  February  22,  1872,  and 
the  date  of  its  last  recognition,  as  shown  by  the  records,  was  March  16.  1880 
By  reason  of  this  last  mentioned  date,  Kansas  is  near  the  foot  of  the  line  of 
Departments,  when  in  truth  and  in  fact  it  was  the  fifth  Department  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  organized  in  the  United  States.  Its  organiza- 
tion should  date  from  December  7.  1866,  by  reason  of  the  facts  herein  set 
forth,  the  records  of  this  Department  and  the  National  records  herein  referred 
to,  abstracts  of  which,  together  with  the  affidavit  of  Past  Department  Com- 
mander, T.  J.  Anderson,  are  herewith  filed  and  made  a  part  of  this 
statement. 
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The  Department  of  Kansas,  therefore,  prays  that  it  may  be  restored  as  a 
Department  of*  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  to  its  original  place, 
■December  7,  1866,  and  given  the  fifth  place  in  the  seniority  of  Departments; 
aind 

The  Department  of  Kansas  further  represents  that  whatever  is  necessary 
or  required  to  be  done  by  this  Department  to  fully  effect  the  restoration  of 
tile  Department  it  is  ready  and  willing  to  do. 

The  Department  of  Kansas  further  represents  that  it  has  been  for  many 
years  without  a  charter,  if  it  ever  had  one.  There  is  nothing  in  the  records 
of  the  Department  of  Kansas  to  show  that  a  charter  was  ever  issued  to  this 
Department,  or  the  date  thereof  if  any  such  was  ever  issued.  The  Rules 
and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  provide  that  each 
Department  shall  have  a  charter,  and  the  Department  of  Kansas  prays  that, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  a  charter 
may  be  issued  to  this  Department,  giving  the  date  of  its  organization  as 
December  7,  1866,  as  herein  set  forth.

COMMBNTS  BY  THE  COMMITTEE. 

The  facts  as  to  the  original  organization  of  the  Department 
of  Kansas  are  correctly  stated,  but,  with  the  exception  of  the 
payment  of  fifty  dollars  acknowledged  by  Adjutant  General 
Stephenson,  January,  1869,  the  Department  as  first  organized 
never  made  any  returns  or  reports  to  National  Headquarters. 

In  i86q  (page  41,  Journal)  its  representative  was  admitted 
with  others  similarly  situated.  In  1870  it  was  still  delinquent. 
On  January  3,  1872,  National  Headquarters  assumed  juris- 
diction by  the  appointment  of  Comrade  W.  S.  Jenkins  as 
Provisional  Commander,  and  a  Department  was  reported 
organized  February  22,  1872.  But  one  report,  however,  was 
made  in  1872  for  the  first  quarter,  and  the  next  report  entered 
is  for  the  fourth  quarter,  1873. 

In  1873,  ^he  Department  was  reported  in  arrears  and  not 
entitled  to  representation.  In  1874,  Comrade  Jenkins,  as 
Department  Commander,  was  present.  The  Adjutant  General 
reported  (page  279),  **Here  is  a  Department  organization, 
but  no  reports  have  been  made  for  two  years." 

In  1875,  however,  the  Adjutant  General  reported  (page  330), 
**  Reports  and  dues  have  been  received  up  to  January,  1874, 
and  dues  are  credited  (page  333)  for  **  allquarters  1873."    ^V

On  August  1,  1866.  the  first  meeting  was

By  October  t6,  1S66,  fifteen  Posts  had  been  established,  and  on  that  day 
tpresentatives   at    seven    of    those    Posts  met   in    Ibe    First    Department 
I  Si   Paul,  formally  orgaojied  the  Department,  traasaciedall 
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necessary  routine  business,  and  elected  a  full  set  of  Department  officers 
including  a  Council  of    Administration.     General  John  B.   Sanborn  was 
elected  Permanent  Grand  Commander  of  the  Department. 

We  submitted  to  your  committee  the  original  record  book,  substantially 
bound  and  containing  seven  or  eight  hundred  pages,  which  was  provided  by 
Commander  Sanborn,  in  which  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  August  i, 
1866,  and  the  Encampment  of  October   16,  1866,  were  written  at  the  times 
they  were  held.     This  book  was  carefully  inspected  by  you,  and  you  saw  in 
it  not  only  these  records,  but  the  original  minutes  of  each  successive  Annual 
and  Semi-annual  Encampment  of  this  Department,  down  to  about  1885. 
when  they  became  too  voluminous  for  complete  transcription,  in  addition  to 
the  printed  proceedings  ;  since  which  time  the  book  has  been  devoted  to  a 
record  of  the  meetings  of  the  Council  of  Administration.     We  submit  this 
unique  and  invaluable  record  book  as  one  conclusive  evidence  of  our  con- 
tinuous  "chain  of  title,"  a  positive  proof   that  our  camp-iires  have  been 
kept  constantly  burning. 

This  record  shows  that  the  Second  Annual  Encampment  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Minnesota  was  held  August  14,  1867,  at  Minneapolis.  At  this 
Encampment  F^ank  Daggert  was  elected  Department  Commander. 

Thenceforward  Annual  and  (with  one  or  two  exceptions)  Semi-annual 
Encampments  were  regularly  held  by  the  Department,  all  reports  duly 
received,  and  all  Department  officers  duly  and  regularly  elected  and 
installed,  down  to  and  including  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Encampment,  held 
at  Shakopee,  Minn.,  January  21,  1879,  at  which  Encampment  Comrade C. 
A.  Bennett,  of  Stillwater,  was  elected  Department  Commander  for  the 
ensuing  year.  The  original  records  of  all  these  meetings  are  written  in  the 
the  volume  referred  to,  and  were  exhibited  to  you. 

Commander  Bennett  neglected  to  issue  a  call  for  the  Department  Encamp- 
ment of  1880,  which  should  have  convened  in  January  or  February,  accord- 
ing to  custom.  Meantime,  however,  at  least  five  Posts  continued  to  hold 
meetings,  celebrated  Memorial-Day,  made  regular  reports,  and  paid  their 
per  capita  tax  to  the  Department  Assistant  Quartermaster-General.  Comrade 
Henry  A.   Castle. 

We  submit  herewith  statements  from  comrades  of  four  of  these  Posts, 
showing  that  they  held  their  organization  and  continued  their  work.  The 
report  of  the  fifth  Post  has  been  delayed,  but  will  be  forwarded  later,  if 
received. 

Commander  Bennett,  of  Stillwater,  should  have  convened  the  Annual 
Encampment  in  January  or  February,  1880,  but  failed  to  do  so.  In  April  or 
May,  1880,  Comrade  Adam  Marty,  also  of  Stillwater,  began  a  movement  for 
a  Provisional  Department,  and  in  June.  1880.  he  was  appointed  Provisional 
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Commander  of  the  Department  of  Minnesota  by  the  Commander-in-Chief 
Comrade  Marty,  ignoring  all  the  existing  Posts  except  that  located  at  Still- 
water, as  he  ignored  the  old  Department  organization,  commenced  forming 
new  Posts. 

Comrade  Castle,   still  holding  over  as  Assistant  Quartermaster-General, 
who  was  also  a  Past  Department  Commander,    together  with  other  Past 
Department  Commanders,  and  many  active  members  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  of  years'  standing  who  had  never  surrendered  their  member- 
ship, claimed  that  a  mistake  had  been  made*     They  insisted  that  Comrade 
Marty,  instead  of  asking  for  a  Provisional  Department,  should  have  asked 
Commander  Bennett  to  convene  the  Department  Encampment,   then  only 
three   or  four   months   overdue.     By   this   means   the    continuity   of    the 
Department  would  have  been  maintained  beyond  cavil  or  question.     Holding 
these  views,  Comrade  Castle  retained  the  funds  of  the  Department  in  his 
hands  as  Assistant  Quartermaster,   including  the  per   capita  tax  received 
from  the  five  Posts  during  the  alleged  interregnum,  and  kept  the  money  in 
bank,  with  accumulating  interest,  for  several  years.     Refusing  to  admit  that 
the  old  Department  had  disbanded,  he  refrained  from  sending  this  money 
to  National  Headquarters,  as  would  in  that  case  have  been  his  duty.     As  the 
sew  Department  officers,  for  the  time  being,  held  the  theory  that  the  old 
Department  had  disbanded,  they  could  not  legally  claim  it.      Finally,  in 
December,  1885,  Comrade  R.  A.  Becker,  then  Commander  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Minnesota,  presented  the  matter  by  letter  to  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  and  received  the  following  in  reply  :

Dbar  Sir  and  Comrade: — The  Adjutant-General  has  shown  me  your 
letter  of  the  12th  inst.,  with  respect  to  a  balance  of  funds  remaining  in  the 
hands  of  Comrade  Henry  A.  Castle,  then  a  A.  Q.  M.,  when  the  Department 
under  the  old  organization  went  down,  and  which  funds  it  appears  Comrade 
Castle  is  desirous  of  turning  over  to  the  proper  authority.  I  do  not  find  that 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  make  provision  for  such  a  case  as  this.  Upon 
the  analogy  of  the  requirement  of  Chap.  VHI.,  Art.  I.,  Sec.  3.  where  Posts 
go  out  of  existence  that  their  property  should  be  turned  over  to  the  Depart- 
ment, subject  to  the  disposal  of  the  Department  Encampment,  it  might  be 
argued  that  funds  such  as  those  held  by  Comrade  Castle  should  go  to 
National  Headquarters,  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  National  Encampment  ; 
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but  if  that  were  the  specific  provision,  there  is  do  doubt  that  the  Encamp- 
ment would  order  the  amount  returned  to  the  present  Department  of 
Minnesota  as  the  successor  of  the  old  organization  and  the  rightfal  heir  to 
its  estate.  It  does  not  seem  to  me  that  Comrade  Castfe  will  make  any 
mistake  in  so  disposing  of  the  amount  he  holds.  After  he  shall  have  turned 
it  over,  it  will,  of  course,  rest  with  the  Department  Encampment  as  to  what 
shall  be  done  with  it.

Under  this  authority,  Comrade  Castle  turned  over  the  funds  in  his  hands, 
amounting  originally  to  about  sixty  dollars,  but  increased  by  the  per  capita 
tax  collections  of  1879-80,  and  accumulated  interest,  to  one  hundred  and 
five  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents,  to  Commander  Becker,  January  20.  1886. 
We  claim  that  this  transaction  was  not  only  a  recognition  by  the  national 
authority  of  the  continuity  of  the  Department,  but  was  also  an  express 
waiver  of  the  small  amount  of  dues  to  National  Headquarters  during  the 
three  or  four  quarters  of  1879  and  1880,  when  remittances  were  omitted. 

From  June,    1880,    forward,    and  down  to  the  present  time,  under  the 
vigorous   work  of  Commander   Marty  and   his  successors,    aided  by  the 
reviving   popularity   of    the   Order   everywhere,    the   Grand  Army  of  tbe 
Republic  in  Minnesota  has  been  continuously  and  increasingly  prosperous- 
There  is  no  question  about  that. 

The  only  question  is,  shall  the  brief  hiatus  of  four  or  five  months  in  iS^o 
—  a  lapse  caused  by  the  mistake  of  a  few  comrades  as  to  procedure  in  oo^' 
vening  a  Department  Encampment,  which  lapse,  as  we  claim,  was  ofl5ci^-*^^ 
condoned  later  by  the  transfer  of  funds  above  set  forth — be  allowed  to  \.^^^^ 
from   us  the  rank  and  precedence  to  which  a  long  career  of  loyalty  to   ^-"^ 
Order  in  its  hours  of  darkness  and  disaster  fully  entitle  us  ? 

The  record  of  the  Department  of  Minnesota  at  National  Headquarter^  '^ 
practically  continuous  and  altogether  honorable.  We  were  ably  represent-  ^ 
at  the  Second  National  Encampment,  held  in  Philadelphia  in  1868,  a^^" 
were  given  .1  national  office.

CoMRjlDBS^^Like  yourself,  I  was  a  "charter  member  "  of  Acker  Post. 
No.  21,  Department  of  Minnesota.  G,  A.  R.,  organised  April  S,  1870.  That 
Post,  as  we  have  always  claimed  and  believed,  and  as  I  know,  has  main- 
^ned  a  toMiuueus  existence  from  said  April  8,  1870,  to  this  date,  under  its 
utl  name  and  number.     We  still  retain  onr  original  charter;  it  bas 
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never  been  out  of  our  possession.     We  are  using  to-day  our  original  roll  of 
membership  book,  and  have  never  had  any  other  one  ;  we  are  using  the  same 
sabres,  the  same  Post  flag,  the  same  caps,  belts,  and  other  personal  property 
(so  far  as  the  same  has  remained  serviceable)  used  in  the  70*8  ;  the  records, 
from  the  organization  of  the  Post  in  April,  1870,  are  still,  and  always  have 
been,  in  our  possession,  and  are  considered  as  an  important  part  of  our  Post 
history.     Only  once  was  the  question  of  disbanding  the  Post  ever  brought 
before  it,   and  then  only  so  far  as  to  appoint  a  committee  to  consider  the 
matter  and  to  report  at  a  subsequent  meeting.     You  were  a  member  of  that 
committee,  as  you  doubtless  remember,  and  you  will  also  recollect  that  that 
committee  reported,    in  writing,  "That  the  Post  do  not    disband."     The 
report  was  adopted,  and  the  Post  went  on  with  its  regular  business.     I  think 
you  will  also  remember  that  at  that  time,  I,  to  cover  any  contingency,  pro- 
cured a  pledge  ivom  fourteen  members  in  good  standing,  besides  myself,  to 
hold  that  charter, — ten  only  being  necessary.     That  charter  was  never  given 
up,   nor  was  it  ever  demanded   or   declared   forfeited   by   any   competent 
authority,  as  far  as  I  ever  heard.      *'  Memorial  Day  "  has  been  observed  by 
the   Post,  with  but  one  omission,  every  year  from  May  30,  1870,    to  1893. 
both  inclusive.     The  omitted  year  was  1879  ;  in  1880  it  was  duly  observed 
again,  also  in  188 1,  and  every  year  since,  as  above  stated. 

During  the  period  of  1879  and  1880,  when  the  Department  of  Minnesota 
is  alleged  to  have  lapsed,  there  was  always  \\i^  fifteen  members  I  had  secured 
the  pledge  from  to  keep  it  actually  and  technically  alive,  so  as  to  keep  up  our 
continuous  membership  in  the  G.  A.  R.,  which  we  felt  sure  would  revive 
again  soon  in  this  state.  My  opinion  of  the  so-called  "lapse"'  of  our 
Department,  as  expressed  in  my  brief  "History  of  Acker  Post,"  which  I 
presume  you  have  read,  is  "  my  opinion  still." 

OvLT per  capita  tax,  I  think  I  am  correct  in  asserting,  was  regularly  paid  to 
the  "Department  A.  Q.  M."  (yourself),  and  we  have  never  admitted  or 
believed  that  there  was  any  lapse  of  our  Post.  For  my  own  part,  I  have 
always  maintained,  as  you  well  know,  that  "Acker  Post,  No.  21,"  has  had 
a  continuous  legal,  actual,  and  technical  existence  from  April  8,  1870,  until  the 
present  day  and  date. 

In  closing  this  probably  already  too  lengthy  communication.  I  wish  to 
remark  that  I  was  a  member  of  the  Post  organized  here  August  i,  1866. 
The  Department  was  organized  October  15,  1866,  and  if  there  was  any 
"  lapse"  oi  that  Department,  it  was  in  consequence  of  a  radical  defect  m 
the  organic  law  of  this  Order,  in  not  providing  for  a  second  presiding 
oflQcer      Our  Department  rank  ought  to  date  from  October  15,  1866.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Elk  River  Post  of  the  G.  A.  R..  No.  15,  Department  of 
Minnesota,  was  first  organized  and  chartered  April  15,  1868,  and  this  charter 
is  still  in  possession  of  the  Post.  We  worked  under  that  charter, — held 
meetings  and  kept  our  records.  Even  after  the  Department  ceased  to  recog- 
nize us  we  kept  up  Memorial-Day  and  other  G.  A.  R.  work,  and  refused  for 
a  long  time  to  reorganize  under  the  new  Department. 

Finally,  when  Judge  Rea  was  Department  Commander,  he  gave  us  our 
own  chosen  name,  "H.  C.  Rodgers."  and,  within  one,  our  old  number  (14). 
and  we  accepted  a  new  charter.  Since  the  reorganization  our  old  records 
have  been  scattered  by  comrades  moving  away,  etc. 

We  did  much  more  and  better  work  for  the  G.  A.  R.  under  our  old  than 
we  ever  have  under  our  new  charter,  and  such  work  was  more  necessary  in 
onr  section  then  than  now,  because  in  those  days  pensions  and  Soldiers' 
Homes  and  relief  funds  were  unknown,  and  our  Post,  without  Ladies' 
Relief  Corps  or  Sons  of  Veterans,  did  it  all.  It  has  always  been  a  sore  spot 
with  us  that  after  years  of  such  work  we  were  dropped  from  the  National 
G.  A.  R.  without  our  consent,  and  we  think,  as  it  certainly  was  not  our 
fault,  it  only  just  that  our  old  charter  should  be  recognized.

I  am  confident  our  old  charter  is  still  in  the  ))ossession  of  the  comrades 
in  Detroit.

COMMENTS  BY  TH£  COMMITTEB. 

The  Department  of  Minnesota  presents  a  case  differing  in 
important  respects  from  the  other  Departments  similarly 
situated. 

Department  Encampments  have  been  held  every  year  since 
1866,  with  the  exception  of  1880. 

The  accompanying  statements  show  that  four  Posts  main- 
tained their  organization  and  paid  their  dues  to  the  Assistant 
Quartermaster-General  of  the  Department  and  believed 
evidently  tliat  they  were  in  proper  relations  to  both  Depart- 
ment and  National  Headquarters. 

The  Assistant  Quartermaster-General  states  that  he  officially 
received  their  dues  and  held  the  same  subject  to  orders. 
Still,  in  the  period  mentioned,  he  did  not  pay  the  taxes  to 
National  Headquarteis,  and  we  cannot  concede  that  the 
letter  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  cured  or  could  cure  the 
lapse  which  induced  the  appointment  of  a  Provisional  Com- 
mander. 

In  the  cases  of  the  other  Departments  heretofore  named, 
there    are  repeated  references  to  arrearages  for  returns  and 


r 
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reports.  No  such  reference  appears  against  Minnesota  in  the 
printed  Journals. 

Dues  are  recorded  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1877,  ^tnd  in 
that  year  the  Adjutant- General  referred  to  the  suffering  in 
that  state  caused  by  the  grasshopper  plague,  but  he  reported 
that  '*  the  organization  is  well  maintained,  with  reasonable 
hopes  for  the  future." 

While  the  records  presented  to  the  committee  show 
Department  Encampments  for  the  years  1878  and  1879,  yet 
no  reports  to  National  Headquarters  seem  to  have  been 
made  for  those  years,  and  this  must  undoubtedly  have  been 
the  prime  cause  for  the  appointment  of  a  Provisional  Com- 
mander m  May,  1880. 

As  stated,  the  National  officers  did  not  report  the  reasons 
for  this  action  ;  but  as  they  undoubtedly  did  assume  juris- 
diction over  the  state,  the  Department  now  must  stand  by 
the  record  so  made,  especially  when  we  note  that  this  appears 
to  have  been  the  first  objection  filed  with  the  National 
Encampment. 

It  might  have  been  different  if  they  had  applied  years  ago 
for  relief ;  the  National  Encampment  would,  we  believe,  have 
taken  the  business  depression  into  account  for  the  condition 
of  the  Department  ;  but  the  committee  are  compelled,  con- 
sistently with  the  records  as  they  find  them,  to  report  against 
the  restoration  of  the  Department  to  its  original  rank.

Comrades  : — The  Military  Order  of  tlit?  (irand  Army  of  tho  Republic  was 
organized  at  Springfield,  Illinois,  April  i.  iSoo.  Dr.  B.  I".  St(;phenson  was 
chosen  Department  Commander  by  the  voice  of  every  member  of  the  Order. 
He  announced  his  staff  by  General  Order.  No.  i.  dat(;d  SprinKti<'ld,  Illinois, 
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April  I,  1866.  For  authenticity  of  General  Order,  No.  i,  see  affidant  of 
George  R.  Steele,  first  Adjutant  of  Post  No.  i.  Decatur,  and  page  32  of  die 
record  of  Post  Encampments,  in  which  is  kept  said  General  Order. 

General  Order,  No.  2,  was  issued  May  i.  (See  original  letter  attached 
hereto  in  the  handwriting  of  Robert  M.  Woods,  Adjutant-General,  and 
affidavit  of  George  R.  Steele  hereto  attached.) 

The  first  Post  organized  was  Post  No.  i,  Decatur,  Illinois.  Its  charter  is 
dated  April  6,  1866,  and  is  signed  by  B.  F.  Stephenson,  Department  Com- 
mander, and  R.  M.  Woods,  Adjutant-General.  (See  copy  and  afiBdavit 
attached.)  The  original  constitution  was  printed  at  Springfield,  Illinois,  in 
May,  1866.  (See  copy  of  original  constitution,  with  affidavit  of  George  R. 
Steele  attached,  and  original  letter  of  May  14.  1866,  transmitting  ten  copies 
of  constitution  to  Captain  M.  .F.  Kanan,  Commanding  Post  No.  i  ;  original 
letter  herewith  submitted,  together  with  affidavit  of  Captain  Kanan  to  its 
authenticity.)  The  first  ritual  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  was 
printed  at  Decatur,  Illinois,  and  finished  prior  to  April  6,  1866.  (See  copy 
of  original  ritual  hereto  attached,  and  affidavit  of  Issac  N.  Coltrin,  charter 
member  of  Post  No.  i,  who  printed  said  ritual.) 

I  attach  hereto  copies  of  blank  monthly  reports,  muster-roll,  enlistment 
papers,  and  Post  Quartermaster  reports,  printed  and  delivered  to  Posts  in  the 
Department  of  Illinois  during  the  months  of  April  and  May,  1866.  (Sec 
entries  on  original  record  of  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  herewith  sub- 
mitted.) 

The  work  of  organizing  Posts.  Districts,  and  Departments  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  was  entered  into  early  in  April,  1866  (see  bill  of 
General  Jules  Webber,  Aide-de-Camp  and  Chief  of  Stafif  to  the  Department 
Commander,  for  services  rendered  for  traveling  expenses  in  organizing 
Posts  from  April  6  to  April  25,  from  May  15  to  June  15,  and  from  June  26 
to  July  11.  original  bills  duly  attested  herewith  submitted.)  To  show  that 
the  work  was  carried  on,  I  also  submit  Special  Orders,  Nos.  i  to  12,  author- 
izing different  persons  therein  named  to  organize  Posts  and  Districts  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  the  States  of  Illinois.  Ohio,  Indiana.  Iowa, 
Missouri,  and  Wisconsin. 

I  call  special  attention  to  Special  Orders,    No.  12,    which  I  herewith  sub- 
mit in  full.

Id  the  old  original  record  book  I  also  find  an  abstract  of  the  reports  of  the 
diAerent  Posts  in  Illinois  to  Departmeat  Headquarters.  The  report!)  dated 
before  the  7tb  of  June  are  from  the  Districts  of  Macon,  Grundy,  Macoupin, 
and  Montgomery,  and  show  the  number  of  members,  the  dues  paid,  the 
aumber  of  recruits  and  other  data  called  for  by  [he  blank  reports. 

The  original  record  book  also  shows  the  oiganizaiion  o£  thirty-seven  Dis- 
tricts and  Posts  prior  to  June  7,  18O6  These  are  ihe  uritlen  and  printed 
reports  of  the  complete  organization  of  the  Department  of  Illinois,  and  show 
tbal  it  was  in  complete  and  full  working  order,  and  recognized  as  such  not 
only  by  all  comrades  in  Illinois,  but  by  those  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  Wisconsin, 
Iowa,  and  other  slates,  who  accepted  authority  from  it  to  organize  Districts 
and  Posts  in  those  states;  but  these  written  reports,  though  Cult  and  complete, 
do  not  show  all  the  work,  but  only  a  moiety  of  Ihe  great  efforts,  and  accom- 
plished by  the  indefatigable  band  who  surrounded  Dr.  Stephenson  ;  men 
who  worked  without  pay.  and  who  advanced  every  dollar  of  expenses  out  of 
their  own  pockets. 

By  authority  of  the  Department  of  Illinois,  Adjutant-General  Woods  was 
despatched  to  other  stales  to  organize  Departments.  On  May  14  he  appeared 
at  the  capital  of  Ohio  and  organized  that  Department.  On  May  z8.  at  Madi- 
son. Wisconsin,  he  gawe  authority,  heretofore  cited,  to  George  T  Eowell,  ahd 
then  and  there  musterc-i  into  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Generals 
Lucius  Fairchild,  Jeremiah  Rusk,  and  James  L.  Proudht,  who  thereby  ac- 
knowledged the  authority  of  the  Department  of  Illinois,  the  only  existing 
Departtnenl  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Rtpublic  in  the  world.  The  Depart- 
nieiit  of  Illinois  also  sent  Adjutant-General  Woods  to  St  Louis,  where  he 
organized  the  Department  of  Missouri,  appointing  General  Thomas  C. 
Fletcher  Commander.  Colonel  John  M.  Snyder,  the  Quartermaster -General, 
was  sent  to  Minnesota  and  organized  the  Department,  ap|Kiinting  General 
J.  B.  Sanborn  Commander. 

OnMay  2t,  Special  Orders,  No.  11,  authorized  General  Walter  Q.Gresham 
to  organize  the  Department  of  Indiana.     General  Gresham  delegated  Colone 
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A.  J.  Hauhe  to  act  in  his  place,  and  the  records  of  the  Department  of  Indiana 
show  that  Colonel  Hauhe  was  acting  as  Department  Commander  long  prior 
to  August  20,  at  which  date  Major  O.  M.  Wilson  claims  that  he  and  General 
Foster  visited  Springfield  and  found  Dr.  Stephenson  without  any  printed 
documents  whatever,  and  with  scraps  of  the  original  ritual  at  different  places 
in  his  home  and  office  waiting  to  be  elaborated  and  put  together  in  order  to 
start  the  G.  A.  R. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  proofs,  and  original  documents  herewith  submitted. 
I  claim  that  the  Department  of  Illinois  was  organized  at  Springfield  in  April. 
1866,  and.  was  in  full  and  complete  working  order,  and  was  recognized  by 
several  states  through  their  provisional  organizations,  long  prior  to  June  7. 
the  first  date  upon  which  any  other  Department  claims  to  have  organized, 
and  is  therefore  entitled  to  rank  as  the  senior  Department.

COHMEJ^TS  BY  THE  COMMITTEE. 

The  statement  presented  above  by  Comrade  Woods  covers 
substantially  the  ground  covered  by  his  report,  printed  in 
Journal  of  the  Twenty-sixth  National  Encampment,  pages  262- 
268,  and  reference  can  be  made  to  the  General  and  Special 
Orders  and  other  data  covering  the  work  of  the  organization 
of  the  Grand  Army,  there  more  fully  set  forth. 

Comrade  Woods  has  cdnfined  himself  to  these  facts  because 
of  his  personal  knowledge  as  an  active  participant  in  the 
work,  to  meet  the  criticism  that  the  Department  of  Illinois  was 
not  formally  organized  until  the  convention  was  held  in  Spring- 
field, July  12,  1866,  and  that,  therefore,  Wisconsin,  organized 
by  Comrade  Woods  on  June  7,  1866,  is  the  senior  Depart- 
ment. 

The  papers  presented  prove  beyond  reasonable  doubt  that 
the  organization  governed  by  Comrade  B.  F.  Stephenson  and 
his  associates,  in  April,  May  and  June,  1866,  was  a  **  Depart- 
ment" such  as  the  founders  of  the  Order  had  a  right  to 
organize  ;  and  the  issue  of  formal  General  Orders  reading  in 
correct  military  style,  ♦*  Headquarters  Department,  of  Illinois, 
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Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Adjutant-General's  Office, 
Springfield,  Illinois,  April  i,  1866,"  substantiates  the  claim 
to  a  Department  organization  of  that  date.  It  may  be  that 
the  Order  was  not  issued  directly  on  that  date,  and  that  it 
was  not  published  until  after  the  organization  of  Post  No.  i, 
at  Decatur,  on  April  6,  but  that  is  not  at  all  material,  and  we 
accept  April  i  as  correct  because  General  Orders,  No.  i,  bear 
that  date. 

And  following  the  same  reasoning,  Cpmrade  B.  F.  Steph- 
enson was  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army,  and 
so  served  until  relieved  by  the  election  of  his  successor, 
November  21,  1866. 

Comrade  Woods  does  not  refer  to  the  condition  of  the 
Department,  to  which  reference  is  made  in  other  cases  hereto, 
during  the  years  1869,  1870  and  1871,  and  it  is  proper  that  he 
should  not;  but  we  feel  it  due  to  him  and  to  his  colleagues 
who  labored  zealously,  unselfishly  and  intelligently  for  the 
organization  of  this  now  great  Order,  to  say  that  they  were 
in  nowise  responsible  for  the  stagnation  which  soon  after 
settled  on  the  Department  of  Illinois. 

Repeated  references  are  made  to  the  disorganized  condition 
of  Illinois  in  the  reports  of  the  national  officers.  In  1869  the 
representatives  were  admitted  to  the  National  Encampment 
after  discussion  of  the  subject;  in  1870  and  1871  no  objection 
seems  to  have  been  made  to  admission,  though  two  other 
Departments  were  then  excluded;  and  in  1872  the  National 
Encampment  formally  remitted  the  dues  to  the  end  of  the 
year  1871.  Any  delinquency  was  thus  cured  at  the  time  when 
the  facts  were  before  the  National  Encampment,  and  from 
that  time  to  this  reports  and  returns  liave  been  regularly 
made. 

We  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  Department  of  Illinois 
rank  as  No.  i,  to  date  from  April  i,  1866.

Dear  Sir  and  Comrade — I  am  in  receipt,  by  the  hand  of  Colonel  Gray, 
Adjutant-General,  of  your  request  for  any  information  in  my  possession 
concerning  the  date  on  which  the  Department  of  Wisconsin  was  organ- 
ized, etc. 

Replying,  I  have  the  honor  to  say,  you  will  find  in  papers  turned  over  to 
you  by  General  Louis  Wagner,  former  chairman  same  committee,  statement 
by  James  K.  Proudfit,  of  Kansas  City,  Kansas,  who  was  the  first  Depart- 
ment Commander  of  Wisconsin,  that  this  Department  was  organized  at 
Madison,  Wisconsin,  on  June  7,  1866. 

You  will  also  find  statement  by  Major  Robert  M.  Woods  to  the  same 
effect  among  the  papers  turned  over  to  you  by  your  predecessor  as  chairman 
of  committee,  and  on  page  267  and  268,  Journal,  of  Twenty-sixth  National 
Encampment.  In  this  statement  Comrade  Woods  further  states  that  he, 
on  May  28,  1866,  mustered  into  the  Order  Lucius  Fairchild,  James  K. 
Proudfit,  J.  M.  Rusk  and  others,  and  constituted  this  a  Provisional  Depart- 
ment of  the  Order  on  that  date. 

The  records  in  your  possession  will  also  show  that  the  Department  of 
Wisconsin  has  never  failed  to  make  reports  or  pay  dues  to  the  National 
Encampment  from  June  7,  1866,  to  the  present  date,  while  the  Depart- 
ments of  Illinois  and  Indiana  did  for  a  time  fail  to  report  and  pay  dues. 

It  is  further  submitted  that  C.  C.  Washburn  Post,  No.  11,  of  this  Depart- 
ment, was  chartered  by  James  K.  Proudfit,  Department  Commander,  June 
10,  1866,  and  though  that  Post  was  in  abeyance  for  a  time,  it  was,  by  order 
of  Commander-in-Chief  Earnshaw,  revived  and  directed  to  continue  under 
the  original  charter,  which  was  never  surrendered,  under  which  it  is  now 
working,  and  it  remains  the  oldest  Post  in  e.xistence. 

Should  your  committee  require  affidavits  to  substantiate  any  of  the  fore- 
going statements,  they  will  be  furnished  at  any  time  before  the  meeting  of 
your  committee.

Statement  by  Comrade  E.  B.  Gray. 
To  THE  Committee  on  Seniority  of  Departments,  G.  A.  R. : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Committee: — In  addition  to  the  evidence  already 
filed  with  the  chairman  of  your  committee  previous  to  its  re-organization,  I 
am  requested  by  the  Department  Commander  of  Wisconsin.  G.  A.  R.,  to 
submit  the  following  brief  statement  of  facts: 

1.  Ample  evidence  is  on  file  with  your  committee  that  the  Department 
of  Wisconsin  was  organized  June  7,  1866, 

2.  The  Department  has  paid  dues  to  the  National  Headquarters  without 
interruption  every  year  since  that  date. 

3.  It  has  held  an  Annual  Encampment  and  elected  Department  officers 
every  year  since  that  date. 

4.  It  was  represented  by  a  delegation  at  the  First  National  Encampment 
at  iDdianapolis.  November  20,  1866,  and  has  been  so  represented  at  every 
National  Encampment  since. 

5.  The  credentials  of  the  Departments  contesting  seniority  before  your 
committee  are  herewith  submitted,  and  your  attention  is  respectfully  called 
to  this  statement  of  facts. 

These  credentials  show  that  the  Department  of  Illinois,  from  1866  to  1873, 
vras  without  a  Department  Commander. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  Department  of  Indiana  from  1870  to  1879. 

Iowa  shows  upon  the  record  as  having  no  Department  Commander  until 
1874,  though  the  Department  was  early  formed. 

Kansas  from  1868  to  1872  shows  no  record  of  Dep;irtment  officers. 

Pennsylvania  is  without  a  Department  Commander  for  the  years  1870- 
71—72;.  while  the  Department  of  Wisconsin  shows  an  unbroken  record  from 
the  inception  of  the  Order  to  the  present  day. 

6.  By  reference  to  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  f)f  the  Committee  on 
Seniority,  held  in  Philadelphia,  January,  1892.  it  will  be  seen  that  a  motion 
was  made  and  adopted  in  words  similar  to  the  following: 

"  No  Department  shall  be  considered  as  having  been  organized  into  a 
Department  of  the  G.  A.  R.  until  it  has  held  a  Convention  or  Encampment 
and  elected  Department  officers." 

7.  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  previous  Journals 
of  the  National  Encampment  have  given  the  dale  of  the  organization  of 
'Wisconsin  as  in  September.  This  has  been  done  doubtless  inadvertently, 
and  your  committee  is  respectfully  rccjucsted,  in  vindication  of  the  facts  of 
history,  to  cause  the  error  to  be  corrected. 

8.  The  attention  of  your  committee  is  called  to  Rules  and  Regulations, 
Chap,  v.,  Art.  I.,  Sec.  5.  in  these  words: 
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"  Charters  of  Departments  shall  be  signed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief 
and  countersigned  by  the  Adjutant-General,  and  shall  be  issued  to  each 
Department  immediately  upon  the  permanent  organization  thereof.  Each 
Department  shall  forward  to  the  Adjutant-General  therefor  a  charter  fee  of 
twenty  dollars." 

Without  regard  to  this  imperative  clause  in  the  fundamental  law  of  onr 

Order,  many  of  the  Departments  are  now,  and  have  always  been,  without 

charters;  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  your  committee  can  recommend 

that  charters  be  issued  to  such  Departments  as  are  without  them,  bearing 

such  date  as  shall  be  determined  by  your  committee,  or  that  this  paragraph 

in  the  Rules  and  Regulations  be  stricken  out.

The  attention  of  your  committee  is  further  called  to  the  fact  that  in  the 
Departments  not  reporting  Past  Department  Commanders  in  good  standing 
in  the  Order,  in  every  case  the  vacancies  are  consecutive  in  years.  If  this 
condition  of  affairs  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  the  men  who  ser\-ed  as 
Commanders  are  now  out  of  the  Order,  it  will  be  one  of  the  most  remarkable 
co-incidences  on  record. 

The  lollowing  was  also  submitted: 

Where.as,  It  is  in  evidence  before  this  committee  that  the  Department  of 
Wisconsin  was  organized  June  7,  1866,  and  has  been  in  continuous  existence 
since  that  date;  and 

Whereas.  The  Department  of  Illinois  was  organized  June  TJuly]  12. 
1866,  and  has  been  virtually  in  existence  since  that  date; 

Therefore  Resolved,  i.  That  the  dates  of  the  organization  for  these  two 
Departments  shall  stand  in  the  record  as  above  given. 

2.  Since  it  is  also  an  admitted  fact  that  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
originated  within  the  Department  of  Illinois,  and  that  a  Post  of  the  Order 
was  first  established  at  Decatur  in  that  State  on  the  6th  of  April,  1866.  this 
committee  recommends  to  the  National  Encampment  that  the  provisional 
condition  of  the  Department  of  Illinois  shall  be  considered  official  on  the 
record  as  a  permanent  condition,  and  that  the  date  of  the  organization  of 
the  Department  of  Illinois  be  hereafter  given  in  the  records  as  April  6,  1866.

|p  not  prove  the  statement;  but  as  the  National  Encampment 
^sed  any  short  lapses  in  this  respect,  we  deem  the  excep- 

no  importance  now. 
C"  Paragraph  5  cannot  be  so  briefly  disposed  of.     Its  introduc- 
tion, we  think,  was  unnecessary  and  unfortunate. 

The  statement  is  based  upon  the  fact  that  in  the  credentials 
to  the  National  Encampment,  the  Departments  named  do  not 
report  Past  Department  Commanders  representing  the  years 
cited,  and  this  is  evidently  the  basis  for  assuming  that  such 
Departments  were  then  without  Department  Commanders 
during  those  years  and,  it  follows,  without  organization. 

It  may  be  sufficient  lo  recall  for  Illinois,  that  the  comrade 
who  served  as  Commander  during  most  of  the  lime  named, 
publicly  withdrew  from  the  Order  not  long  ago,  and,  of  course, 
his  name  could  not  now  appear  properly  on  the  roll.  The 
facts  as  to  Indiana,  Iowa  and  Kansas  appear  elsewhere. 

But  why  was  Pennsylvania  dragged  in?  That  Department 
is  not  "contesting  seniority."-  Possibly  the  superior  virtue 
ol  Wisconsin  in  this  respect  is  thus  more  pointedly  illustrated. 
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It  is  true  that  three  comrades,  who  served  consecutively  in 
Pennsylvania  for  1870,  1871  and  1872,  permitted   their  mem- 

■ 

bership  to  lapse;  therefore,  their  names  are  not  on  the  roll; 
but  this  surely  does  not  prove  that  the  Department  was  with- 
out a  Commander  during  these  years,  or  any  other. 

The  records  of  National  Headquarters  show  that  Pennsyl- 
vania never  made  a  failure  in  any  return  required  by  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  from  its  organization,  and  it  never  failed  to 
respond  to  any  call  made  from  National  Headquarters  for  any 
purpose. 

Further,  when  a  Past  Department  Commander,  who  had 
allowed. his  membership  to  lapse,  desired  to  be  reinstated,  it 
was  deemed  an  act  requiring  the  consent  of  this  National 
Encampment,  and  the  action  of  the  Post  and  of  the  Depart- 
ment Encampment  was  formally  presented  for  that  purpose, 
as  appears  duly  of  record. 

By  this  light  the  claim  of  an  **  unbroken  record"  for  Wis- 
consin '*from  the  inception  of  the  Order  to  the  present  day" 
may  be  examined. 

Past  Department  Commanders  appear  on  the  rolls  for  the 
first  time  in  1875.      From  1875  to  1885  the  credentials  of  Wis- 
consin were  printed  in  the  Journals  with  the  names  of  the 
three    Commanders    who    served    in    1866,    1867,    and    1868 
omitted.      In    1886   the   name  of  one  of  these  comrades  was 
added  to  the  roll,   and  in   1887    the    remaining    two  appear. 
Thus,  through  a  period  covering  twelve  years,  comrades  of 
twenty  and    twenty-one    years'   standing  were  evidently  for- 
gotten. 

If  their  names  were  omitted  through  neglect  the  fact  should 
have  been  worthy  of  mention,  if  only  as  a  partial  reparation 
to  them.  If  thus  re-instated  under  the  rules,  we  shall  be 
glad  to  amend  this  report  by  referring  to  the  pages  of  the 
Journal  directing  such  restoration. 

The  rules  for  re-instatement,  adopted  in  1883,  are  of  course 
well  known  and  need  not  be  here  cited. 


Other  points  made  invite  discussion,  but  we  forbear,  and 
resent  our  conclusion  on  the  chief  point,  that  Wisconsin 
ball  stand  No.  2  on  the  roster,  dating  June  7,  1866,

Comrade  Rogers  raised  the  point  of  order  that  amendmenl 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  regarding  inspection  had  not  bee 
properly  adopted  by  the  Encampment,   not  having  been  subr"^^ 
mitted  to  the  members  thirty  days  before  the  Encampment 
required  by  the  rules  and  regulations.

The    Committee    on    Soldiers'     Homes,  through    Comrad 
Bryant,  of  Wisconsin,  submitted  the  following  report: 

To  the   Commander-in-Chief  and   Comrades   of  the    Twenty-Seventh    Nation^' "^ 
Encampment : 
The  matter  of  Soldiers'  Homes  in  Salt   Lake  City  and  Oklahoma  wa^ 
referred  by  the  last  National  Encampment  to  a  committee  of  three,  to  be 
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appointed  by  the  Commander-iD-Chief  with  instructions  to  report  at  this 
JEncampment.  The  undersigned  as  the  committee  on  that  subject,  have  made 
examination  of  the  matter  and  beg  leave  to  report:  That  in  their  opinion 
Soldiers'  Home  is  required  for  the  convenience  of  our  comrades  who  are 
residing  in  that  far-off  mountain  country.  There  is  no  Soldiers'  Home 
the  entire  inter-mountain  region  between  Leavenworth,  Kansas,  and 
ta  Monica.  California,  and  the  care  of  disabled  soldiers  living  there  falls 
3"  targely  on  the  local  Grand  Army  Posts  and  it  is  a  severe  tax  on  their  limited 
■»  means.  The  National  Government  owns  a  building  at  Salt  Lake  City  which 
T  "^^as  erected  as  a  home  for  plural  wives  of  Mormons  who  might  choose  to 
ti  leave  their  husbands.  This  building  is  not  used  and  is  not  likely  to  be  used 
C  ***''cafter  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  erected.  The  comrades  in  the 
"^  department  of  Utah,  both  through  the  Department  Encampment  and  the 
5'  ■*^08ts,  have  joined  in  the  request  that  this  building  may  be  set  apart  by  the 
5^.  -Government  for  a  Soldiers'  Home.  Your  committee  approves  of  this  plan 
*Dd  recommends  that  the  Encampment  take  such  action  as  may  be  best 
J"     ^^culated  to  bring  about  this  result. 

J  The  Commander-in-Chief  also,  in  pursuance  of  the  direction  of  the  last 

^      'National  Encampment,  referred  to  your  committee  the  subject  matter  of  a 

'^solution  asking  that  a  Soldiers'  Home  be  established  at  New  Orleans. 

The  comrades  in  the  Department  of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi  brought 
^is  subject  to  the  attention  of  the  last  National  Encampment,  and  resolu- 
^ioDs  on  the  subject  were  then  adopted,  which,  however,  does  not  appear  in 
the  Journal  of  the  Encampment.     The  Encampment  appears  to  have  sanc- 
tioned the  scheme  of  establi.'  hing  a  Soldiers'  Home  at  New  Orleans,  and 
evidently  contemplated  that   the  matter  should   be  urged  upon  Congress. 
Your  committee  djd  not,  however,  feel  empowered  to  act  in  that  direction, 
more  especially  as  the  scope  of  any  contemplated  action  did  not  appear  in 
tbc  Proceeding  of  the  last  Encampment.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion 
tbat  the  matter  should  be  put  in  the  hands  of  a  committee   residing  in 
Washington  during  the  sessions  of  Congress,  to  personally  urge  on  the  mem- 
bers of  Congress  and  senators  the  necessity  of  such  action  as  will  result  in 
tlie  establishment  of  the  home.     The  old  Marine  Hospital  situated  on  the 
comer  of  Tulane  Avenue  and  Broad  Street,  New  Orleans,  is  the  building 
'which  the  comrades  of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi  desire  to  have  established 
as  a  Soldiers'  Home.     It  is  estimated   that  it  will  cost  about  $44,500  for 
repairs.     Inasmuch   as  this  matter  has   already   had  the  approval  of  the 
Encampment,  your  committee  do  not  feel  required  to  go  into  the  merits  of 
the   question,    but   urge   that   the   Commander-in-Chief    be   authorized   to 
appoint  a  suitable  committee  resident  at  Washington  while  Congress  is  in 
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session,  to  urge  the  matter  upon  Congress  and  the  Government  for  favorable 

action.

Comrade  O'Neall,  of  Ohio:  We  are  now  about  to  submit 
our  report  of  the  committee  on  the  report  of  the  Judge  Advo- 
cate General.  I  ask  that  you  shall  give  it  your  very  careful 
attention.  This  is  a  matter  that  affects  every  comrade  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  a  question  of  the  law  by  which 
we  shall  be  governed.  The  committee  regret  that  they  could 
not  agree  with  all  the  decisions  of  the  Judge  Advocate 
General. 

Comrade  Allan  read  the  report  as  follows: 

• 

To  the  Twenty-seventh  National  Encampment,  G.  A.  R. : 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  consideration  of  the  report  of 
the  Judge  Advocate  General,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  carefully 
considered  the  various  matters  contained  therein  and  that  they  approve 
decisions  Nos.  i,  2,  3,  4  and  5,  and  recommend  that  they  be  concurred  in 
by  the  Encampment. 

Opinion  No.  6,  in  relation  to  seniority  of  Posts  in  the  Department  of 
Wisconsin,  is  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  in  contravention  of  the 
rules,  regulations  and  laws  of  the  Order,  and  therefore  recommend  that 
said  opinion  be  not  concurred  in.     The  facts  are  briefly  as  follows: 

On  June  loth,  1866,  Cassius  Fairchild  Post,  No.  i,  Department  of  Wis- 
consin, was  duly  chartered.  It  continued  in  good  standing  until  about  1872, 
but  in  a  dormant  condition  and  failing  to  make  reports  or  remit  per  capita 
tax.     On  July  16th,    1874,    the  Department  Commander,   with  the  advice 

and  consent  of  the  Council  of  Administration,  annulled  its  charter  and 
ordered  that  all  books  and  papers  and  all  other  property  belonging  to  the 
Post  be  forwarded  to  Headquarters,  and  that  the  charter  accompany  the 
same,  which  order  the  Post  failed  to  obey.     Subsequently,  on  January   ist, 

1880,  the  then  Department  Commander  repealed  the  action  of  declaring  the 
charter  of  the  Post  suspended,  and  at  the  Department  Encampment  held  in 

188 1,  it  was  declared  revoked  and  annulled,  and  early  in  1880  the  Depart- 
ment Commander  assigned  its  No.  (i)  to  another  Post. 

In.  February,  1880,  application  was  made  for  a  new  charter  of  the  Post 
and  the  matter  was  referred  to  Commander-in-Chief  Earnshaw.     The  facts 
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^were  set  forth  that  the  disbanded  Post  had  been  made  the  legal  custodian  of 
a  fund  for  the  benefit  of  an  orphan  child  and  the  question  of  the  status  of 
this  fund  seems  to  have  operated  to  induce  the  Commander-in-Chief  to 
authorize  the  Post  to  work  under  the  old  charter,  only,  however,  pending 
the  issuance  of  a  new  charter.  This  organization  under  the  old  charter  was 
effected  and  perfected,  but  no  further  steps  were  taken  to  obtain  a  new 
charter,  the  Department  of  Wisconsin  seeming  to  overlook  the  temporary- 
character  of  the  permission  given  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  from 
that  time  to  the  present  they  have  continued  to  work  under  the  old  charter. 

During  ttte  years  that  Cassius  Fairchild  Post  was  out  of  existence,  certain 
other  Posts  acquired  rights  by  virtue  of  the  numbers  assigned  to  them  and 
the  dates  of  their  respective  charters  and  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee 
the  errors  of  the  Department  cannot  be  construed  as  affecting  the  standing 
and  seniority  of  these  Posts.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  said 
Post  which  since  May  19th.  1892,  has  been  known  and  designated  as  C.  C. 
IVashburn  Post,  No.  11,  Department  of  Wisconsin,  has  since  that  date 
occupied  the  position  of  a  reorganized  Post,  and  that  the  action  of  the  Depart- 
ment Commander  of  Wisconsin  in  authorizing  such  reorganization  can  have 
no  greater  eflfect  than  if  a  new  charter  had  been  granted  as  of  that  date. 

It  is  therefore  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  the  action  of  the  Depart- 
ment Encampment  of  Wisconsin,  held  March  8th  and  9th,  1893.  declaring 
that  Post  No.  II  was  not  the  senior  Post  of  the  Department,  be  sustained, 
and  that  the  appeal  for  said  Encampment  be  dismissed.

Comrade    Bryant,  of   Wisconsin,  presented    the    following 
Minority  Report: 

Minority  Report  on  Judge  Advocate  General's  Report: 
This  matter  turns  on  an  interpretation  of  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  which  provide  that  Posts  shall  rank  according  to 
the  date  of  charter.  C.  C.  Washburn  Post  No.  11,  of 
Madison,  Wisconsin,  is  working  under  a  charter  dated  June 
lOthy  1866.  Another  Post  having  a  charter  of  later  date 
claims  to  rank  C.  C.  Washburn  Post  because  C.  C.  Washburn 
Post  was  for  a  time  asleep,  and  thereby,  as  is  claimed,  lost 
its  rank.      But  when  this  Post  was  revived  and  set  on  its  'feet 
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and  at  work  under  its  old  charter,  no  new  charter  was  issued. 
It  is  a  Post  because  it  has  this  charter.  The  Majority 
Report  desire  in  effect  to  read  out  of  this  charter  its  date  of 
June  loth,  1866,  and  to  read  into  it  a  later  date. 

Comrade  Bryant  then  read  the  opinion  of  the  Judge  Advo- 
cate-General. 

It  was  moved  that  the  Minority  Report  be  adopted. 

Comrade  Beath,  of  Pennsylvania :  I  trust,  Commander- 
in-Chief  and  Comrades,  that  the  Minority  Report  will  not  be 
adopted.  From  the  facts  laid  before  you,  the  charter  of  Post 
No.  I,  of  Madison,  was  by  the  Department  Commander,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council  of  Administration, 
officially  revoked.  It  was  as  dead  a  Post  as  it  could  be  made 
by  law.  It  had  been  dead  not  less  than  six  years  and  possibly 
eight,  and  yet  it  presents  to  this  Encampment  the  fact  that  it 
is  working  under  a  charter  which  was  issued  to  another  Post 
as  Post  No.  I  in  the  city  of  Madison  of  the  date  of  June  10, 
1866  ;  and  somebody,  it  is  not  shown  in  the  report  or  in  the 
papers  as  I  understand,  who,  has  erased  the  words  **No.  i  " 
and  written  **  11,"  and  then  they  call  that  a  charter  of  a  Post 
dating  back  to  June  10,  1866.  There  could  not  be  a  clearer 
usurpation  of  the  rights  of  other  Posts  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  in  the  Department  of  Wisconsin  or  of  any 
other  Department,  than  this.  In  order  to  remedy  the  wrong, 
if  there  be  a  wrong,  it  is  necessary  to  declare  that  it  is  not 
Post  II,  it  is  Post  I,  as  issued  by  Department  Commander 
Proudfit  June  10,  1866,  and  the  present  Post  i,  of  Milwaukee, 
must  take  the  rank  that  should  be  assigned  to  it  of  the  date 
of  this  charter,  not  as  I^ost   i. 

Now,  sir,  there  is  no  getting  around  the  law  in  this  case. 
They  must  be  working  under  an  unforfeited  charter,  and  here 
is  tlie  positive  declaration  of  the  Department  Commander 
approved  by  the  Department  Encampment  that  the  charter 
of  Post  No,  I  was  revoked.  How  are  you  going  to  get 
around   it  ?     Not  all    the  Commanders  of    the    Department 
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since,  not  all  the  Commanders-in-Chief  could  undo  the  work 
that  was  then  done  by  the  Department  Encampment  of  Wis- 
consin that  surely  had  before  it  the  facts  in  this  case.  They 
declared  that  the  action  of  the  Department  Commander  in 
revoking  that  charter  was  right.  Now,  is  it  possible  to  set 
aside  this  action  of  the  Department  Encampment,  say  that 
they  are  all  wrong,  and  that  Post  No.  1 1  is  really  Post  i  ? 
Here  is  the  charter  dated  June  i,  1866,  with  an  erasure.  Who 
had  authority  to  write  over  the  name  "James  K.  Proudfit. 
Department  Commander"  the  number  of  any  other  Post  years 
after  he  was  out  of  office  ?  This  charter  has  been  improperly 
mutilated. 

Comrade  Bryant:     Is  there  any  proof  of  that? 

Comrade  Beath:  Yes,  sir.  Here  in  the  records  of  the 
National  Encampment  is  a  copy  of  the  charter,  and  it  shows 
that  this  charter,  dated  June  loth,  1866,  signed  James  K. 
Proudfit  has  the  word  '*one"  erased  and  the  word  ** eleven** 
written  in. 

Comrade  Fairchild:  That  is  true.  That  is  exactly  what  it 
shows. 

Comrade  Beath:  Now  the  question  is,  was  that  right? 
The  Judge  Advocate  General  refers  to  the  authority  of  Com- 
mander-in-Chief Earnshaw  in  this  case.  I  am  sure  Comrade 
Tanner  did  not  read  the  whole  of  the  papers. 

If  this  report  is  to  be  adopted  as  the  law  of  the  Grand 
Army,  then  Post  No.  141.  of  Decatur,  Illinois,  must  be  recog- 
nized as  Post  No.  I  of  Illinois,  and  Comrade  Lawler,  who 
has  been  Commander  of  Post  i  for  twenty-five  years,  must 
take  a  back  seat.  Post  No.  141,  of  Decatur,  has  just  as  strong 
a  claim  to  be  considered  as  acting  untler  the  old  charter  of 
Post  No.  I,  of  Illinois,  as  Post  No.  11,  of  Madison,  has  to  be 
acting  under  that  old  charter. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  called  Comrade  Wagner,  of  Penn- 
sylvania, to  the  chair. 
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Comrade  O'Neall:     There  is  one  thing  I  want  to   say,   that 
I  am  very  sorry  that  the  name  of  Comrade  Fairchild  has  been 
unfortunately,  I  think,  lugged  into  this  report,  and  your  com- 
mittee were  in  hopes  that  when  the  printed  record  is  made. 
Comrade  Tanner,  who,  I  am  sorry,  is  not  present,  would  con- 
sent that  Comrade  Fairchild' s  name  shall  not  appear.     The 
fact  is  that  at  the  time  Comrade   Fairchild  was  your  Com- 
mander-in-Chief  he  was  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  in  good  standing,  and  under  the  report  of  your  com- 
mittee, belonged  to  a  Post  in  good  standing,  and  the  majority 
of  the  committee  are  simply  of  the  opinion  that  the  action  of 
Comrade  Earnshaw,    the   Commander-in-Chief,   was  without 
warrant  of  law.      The  authority  to  issue  charters  in  a  Depart- 
ment rests  in  the   Department  Commander  himself.      I  need 
not  go  over  this  matter.     You  all  recollect  with  me  that  this 
matter  has  been  decided  time  and  again.     I  need  only  to  refer 
to  the  case  of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi,  in  which  we  held,  as 
we  have  in  many  other  cases,    that   it  was   a   matter  resting 
within  the  sound  discretion  of  the   Department   Commander. 

Let  us  see  what  the  facts  are,  just  for  a  moment.  Com- 
rade Bryant  reads  from  the  opinion  of  the  Judge  Advocate 
General.  You  will  observe  that  the  majority  of  the  commit- 
tee, at  least  four  of  us,  do  not  agree  with  the  statement  of 
facts  as  made  by  Comrade  Tanner.  We,  of  course,  do  not 
say  that  he  perverted  them,  but  we  think  that  in  his  brevity 
he  failed  to  state  all  the  facts  or  a  sufficient  amount  of  the 
facts  by  which  we  can  come  to  a  proper  conclusion. 

This  Post  was  granted  a  charter  on  May  lo,  1866,  as  I 
understand  it.  For  years  it  was  dormant.  It  made  no 
reports.  It  in  fact  went  out  of  existence,  and  in  the  language 
of  Comrade  Beath,  was  dead.  In  1880,  if  I  recollect  the  date 
rightly,  the  number  was  given  to  another  Post,  and  nine 
other  Posts  had  been  chartered  in  the  meantime,  so  that  when 
they  came  to  re-orpfanize  this  Post  or  re-establish  it,  they 
granted   to   it   No.    11.      The   Commander-in-Chief   says  that 
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they  shall  work  under  the  old  charter  pending  the  issuance 
of  the  new  charter. 

Comrade  Bryant:  There  are  no  such  facts  if  you  will  allow 
me  to  correct  you. 

Comrade  O'Neall:  Let  me  read  the  record.  I  read  from 
Commander  Earnshaw's  letter. 

The  Chairman:     Addressed  to  whom? 

Comrade  O'Neall:  To  the  Department  Commander  of 
Wisconsin.  (Reading.)  **Your  various  favors  of  recent 
date  together  with  application  for  charter  have  been  received. 
Pending  the  issuance  of  a  new  charter,  I  wish  to  submit  the 
following  decision  and  authorization  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  upon  your  case." — I  beg  your  pardon  because  this 
seems  to  be  a  letter  of  the  Department  Commander  of  Wis- 
consin to  Comrade  Bennett,  the  Senior  Vice  Commander  of 
the  Fairchild  Post. 

Comrade  Bryant:  In  which  he  copies  a  portion  of  a  letter 
from  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

» 

Comrade  O'Neall:  (Reading.)  '*  He  authorizes  me  to 
permit  you  to  work  under  the  old  charter  and  instructs  me  to 
convey  the  following  message:  *  Fairchild  Post,  No.  i,  has 
authority  to  act  in  the  matter  referred  to  in  their  letter,  pro- 
vided Comrade  James  Bennett,  Senior  Vice  Commander,  will 
call  a  meeting  of  the  Post,  order  and  hold  an  election  of  officers 
for  the  coming  year,  said  officers  to  be  regularly  installed  by 
direction  of  the  Department  Commander,  who  will  designate 
the  number  of  said  Post,  and  the  Post  meeting  regularly  to 
comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic.  I  sincerely  hope  the  comrades  of  said  Post 
may  discover  the  perils  they  have  subjected  an  orphan  child 
of  one  of  our  dead  comrades  to,  by  failure  to  keep  up  the 
Post  organization.  I  may  be  permitted  to  remind  them  that 
only  by  faithfulness  in  the   future   can   they  make   legal   any 
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action  they  may  take  in  the  above  mentioned  case.  Any  dis- 
position, 1  may  say,  that  comrades  may  show  of  backing 
down  when  our  Order  is  growing  so  rapidly  is  a  strong  indi- 
cation in  my  mind  of  a. deplorable  mistake. 

'* 'Sincerely  hoping  that  the  orphan  may  not  suffer,  and 
that  Fairchild  Post  may  receive  new  life  and  flourish  in  the 
future,  I  am,  with  great  respect,  yours

That  is  from  the  Department  Commander. 

**  Because  it  gives  the  old  boys  all  a  chance  to  get  back  upon 

notice  to  you  that  the  arrangement  is  agreeable  and  to  make 

your  action  as  trustee  legal  I  will  designate  a  new  number  and 

send  an  officer   to  install  the  officers  of  your  choice  without 

further   expense  to  you,  unless  it  be  for    necessary  supplies 

furnished  vou.

The  fact  that  your  committee  think  in  the  liurried  examina- 
tion they  had  to  make  of  this  record  are  about  these:  A  com- 
ratle  bolon^in^;  to  that  Post  died,  A  subscription  was  taken 
and  a  \i\v^v.  funtl  procured  for  the  relief  and  education  of  a  child 
and  for  the  supptul  of  the  widow.  This  Post  became  dormant. 
It  ceased  to  hold  meetings  and  to  pay  its  dues  for  about  two 
or  thre(>  years,  and  during  that  lime  other  Posts  were  organized, 
chartered  and  numbers  j^iven  to  them,  and  they  acquired  in 
the  opinion  of  yi>ur  committee,  vested  ri^;hts.  After  a  time  it 
was  tiiscoveretl  that  this  widow  and  orplian  child  were  about 
to  lose  the  benelit  of  tliis  subscription  that  had  been  taken  up 
in  their  behalf,   and    it  was  sought   to   devise   some   plan   by

which  this  trust  fund  might  be  saved  to  them.  A  long  cor- 
respondence is  here  submitted.  Meantime,  however,  a  general 
order  had  been  issued  by  the  Department  Commander  of  the 
Department  of  Wisconsin,  declaring  that  this  Post  had  for- 
feited its  charter  and  the  same  was  null  and  void,  and  after- 
wards the  Department  Commander  in  his  annual  report,  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Encampment,  recommended  that  this  Post, 
having  for  four  years  failed  to  pay  its  dues,  should  be  dropped 
from  the  roll  and  his  action  was  approved  by  the  Department 
Hncampment  of  the  Department  of  Wisconsin.  Afterwards 
Comrade  Earnshaw,as  I  believe,  without  any  authority  author- 
ized the  old  Post  to  meet  and  to  act  under  their  old  charter, 
v;hich  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  was  in  fact  a  reor- 
ganization, but  the  Commander  says  this  is  only  for  tem- 
porary purposes  pending  the  granting  of  the  new  charter. 

Comrade  Bryant :     You  are  on  the  same  wrong  track  again. 

Comrade  O'Neall  :  I  said  the  Department  Commander  said 
so.  He  said  he  would  designate  a  new  number;  in  other 
words  we  cannot  take  from  these  Posts  their  vested  rights. 
We  cannot  say  that  Post  No.  i,  2  or  3  shall  be  No.  11,  and 
that  you  shall  be  No.  i,  but  we  will  give  you  a  new  number. 
In  a  word,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  all  of  this  action 
amounted  to  a  reorganization  of  that  Post  and  that  this  authority 
to  work  under  the  old  charter  is  to  them  a  charter  which  ought 
to  bear  date  as  of  the  time  of  the  reorganization.  It  does  not 
affect. Comrade  Fairchild's  standing  in  the  Order  or  the  stand- 
ing of  this  Post,  except  as  to  where  it  shall  be  in  a  procession 
some  time. 

Comrade  Bryant:  I  wish  to  make  one  statt."ment  of  fact. 
The  only  record  of  facts  that  the  committee  had  before  them 
was  this  record  which  has  been  used  here,  and  this  record 
shows  that  the  Department  Commander  directed  that  the 
charter  of  Fairchild  Post  should  be  suspended  in  the  year 
1880.      In  the  same  year  during  his  term  of  office  he  directed 
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that  this  Post  should  reorganize,  that  is,  'jive  notice  for  an 
election  of  officers  and  have  them  elected  and  installed,  and 
go  on  and  work  under  their  old  charter,  and  when  Comrade 
Beath  said  that  they  had  been  dead  or  dormant  for  four  or 
five  or  six  years,  he  spoke  outside  of  the  record,  and  I  appeal 
to  the  record  to  support  me  in  what  I  say.  If  there  has  been 
any  other  statement  with  respect  to  the  Post  being  dormant 
or  its  charter  being  annulled  at  a  former  time,  it  is  not  in  the 
record,  and  is  something  that  we  dispute  from  beginning  to 
end.  This  Post  was  chartered  as  Post  No.  i  without  a  name. 
There  were  no  names.  It  is  the  only  charter  it  ever  had.  It 
is  on  its  walls  to-day.  It  lives  and  exists  because  of  that 
charter,  and  but  for  that  charter  it  is  not  an  organization  at 
all.  The  majority  of  the  committee  desire  to  strike  out  the 
words,  **June  loth,  1866,*'  and  write  in  other  words  and  make 
it  a  charter  of  a  later  date. 

Some  stress  has  been  placed  upon  the  number  of  the  Post, 
but  it  cuts  no  figure.  The  Post  which  competes  with  this 
Post  has  a  different  number  from  what  it  started  with.  It 
was  Post  22.  It  is  not  Post  22  now,  but  has  another  number. 
The  number  cuts  no  figure,  and  the  stress  laid  upon  the  fact 
of  the  interlineation  is  begging  the  question.  It  was  done 
doubtless  without  any  intention  of  wrong  and  there  never  was 
any  wrong  done  by  it. 

Comrade  Beath:  I  just  want  to  say  one  word.  The  com- 
rade has  charged  that  I  made  a  statement  that  was  not  of 
record.  Possibly  so.  I  was  shown  in  the  presence  of  Com- 
rade Bryant  and  the  other  members  of  the  committee  while 
they  were  discussing  this  subject,  evidence  of  the  issue  of  a 
general  order  by  the  Department  of  Wisconsin,  stating  that 
Post  No.  I  was  disbanded  with  instructions  to  return  all  its 
supplies,  including  its  charter,  to  Department  headquarters. 
I  submit  that  that  statement  laid  before  you,  comrades,  at 
this  meeting  is  part  of  the   records   of  this   case,    and  it  was 
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right    and    proper   that   I    should   make    that  known   to  this 
encampment. 

Comrade  Bryant:  That  statement  was  made  in  "a  printed 
case  made  by  John  H.  Williams  Post,  of  Berlin,  which  com- 
petes with  this  Post.  The  records  of  Wisconsin  in  an  early 
day  are  lost  and  I  am  quite  sure  that  no  man  can  show  in  the 
records  of  Wisconsin  any  such  order  as  is  there,  and  we  dis- 
pute its  authenticity. 

Comrade  Fairchild,  of  Wisconsin:  Allow  me  to  say  one 
ivord.  This  with  the  members  of  C.  C.  Washburn  Post.  No. 
II,  is  not  a  matter  of  sentiment  at  all.  We  are  organized 
to-day  and  working  to-day  under  a  charter  issued  to  Cassius 
Fairchild  Post,  No.  i.  Department  of  Wisconsin,  June  lo, 
1866.  It  never  had  any  other  charter.  It^  charter  never 
left  its  possession  for  an  instant.  It  was  suspended  or  an- 
nulled, as  you  may  call  it,  by  the  Department  Commander 
himself,  Griff  J.  Thomas,  as  has  been  read  here,  and  it  was 
ordered  to  continue  under  the  old  charter.  It  is  outside  the 
question  whether  or  not  Commander-in-Chief  Earnshaw  had 
the  legal  right  to  give  that  advice  or  that  order.  Griff 
Thomas,  according  to  the  record  just  read,  our  Department 
Commander,  directed  them  to  continue  under  the  old  charter 
and  the  Post  never  had  any  other  charter.  He  said  '*I  will 
have  to  give  you  a  new  number."  The  charter  was  not  muti- 
lated by  fraud  at  all.  The  number  was  inserted  there  by 
authority  because  the  Department  Commander  said  it  should 
go  there.  Afterwards  the  name  was  changed.  That  makes 
no  difference.  C.  C.  Washburn  died  and  the  Post  adopted 
his  name.  It  is  a  question  of  cold  Grand  Army  law  and  not 
a  question  of  sentiment.  We  don't  care  two  straws  where  we 
march  in  the  procession — at  the  head  or  the  tail.  We  will 
march  with  all  the  strength  we  have  anyhow.  But  we  want 
to  know  from  the  highest  authority  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  whether  we  are  working  under  and  have  been  work- 
ing under  for  many  years,  a  legal  charter  of  the  Grand  Army 
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of  the  Republic.  We  never  had  any  other  charter.  This 
charter  nev^r  left  our  possession.  It  was  never  taken  away. 
It  was  continued  by  order  of  the  same  authority  that  under- 
took to  suspend  us,  and  if  the  Department  Commander  had 
power  to  suspend  then  he  had  power  to  re-instate  without 
regard  to  the  authority  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  Earnshaw. 

Let  me  call  your  attention  fo  another  fact  in  the  record. 
Department  Commander  Thomas  says  to  Senior  Vice  Post 
Commander  Bennett,  *' You  will  convene  your  Post  and  I 
will  send  to  you  Comrade  Fisher,  the  mustering  officer,  who 
will  muster  in  the  officers  of  your  Post  that  you  shall  elect.'* 
Not  muster  in  the  Post,  Could  the  Post  be  dead  and  be 
directed  to  convene  in  session  and  elect  officers  and  an  officer 
go  and  muster  them?  The  Department  Commander  of  his 
own  act  declared  to  the  world  and  declared  to  the  Post  that 
they  were  alive — ''Call  your  Post  together  and  elect  new 
officers  and  the  mustering  officer  will  be  there.*'  And  then 
gives  them  a  lecture  for  their  future  behavior.  That  is  all 
there  is  of  it.  I  have  not  gone  outside  the  record  or  outside 
the  facts.  If  that  does  not  make  a  legal  charter  for  our  Post 
then  I  don't  know  how  a  charter  can  be  obtained.  If  we  are 
acting  legally  we  are  acting  under  that  charter.  If  that  is  a 
legal  charter  you  cannot  read  the  date  of  June  lo,  1866,  out 
of  it  and  put  another  date  in  it  because  the  Department  Com- 
mander, the  man  that  suspended  the  Post,  said  to  us,  **Go 
on,  get  your  old  charter  back,"  and  by  his  own  words  coun- 
termanded his  own  order,  and  the  Post  was  called  together, 
men  were  elected  officers  of  the  Post,  and  from  that  time  to 
this  it  has  been  a  very  lively  Post,  and  this  question  of 
legality  did  not  crop  out  for  many  years. 

Now,  a  word  has  been  said  here  about  the  right  to  No.  i ; 
that  we  would  have  the  right  to  No.  i  if  we  had  the  right  to 
that  date.  We  are  not  discussing  any  other  Post  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  Wisconsin  now,  because  it  has  nothing  to  do 
with  this  case.      It  might  in  Wisconsin  among  ourselves,  but 
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the  Berlin  Post  are  exceedingly  good  comrrades,  and  if  any 
man  wants  me  to  vote  upon  the  question  of  which  has  been 
the  better  Post  always,  I  will  vote  for  Berlin.  That  is  not  in 
the  question.  The  Berlin  Post  is  No.  4.  Wolcott  Post  is 
No.  I.  Wolcott  Post  was  chartered  long  after  Berlin  Post. 
The  rank  of  Posts  does  not  go  by  numbers  in  Wisconsin. 
No.  8  is  third  or  second  as  it  may  be.  No.  i  is  way  down 
along  the  list  somewhere. 

If  the  Department  Commander  had  authority  to  annul  or 
suspend  a  charter  I  ask  you  again  if  the  Department  Com- 
mander had  not  the  same  right  to  annul  his  order  and  con- 
tinue the  Post  under  the  old  charter  ?  That  is  exactly  what 
was  done: 

Comrade  Warner,  of  Missouri  :  Do  I  understand  that  this 
Post  is  now  operating  under  a  charter  dated  in  June,  1866? 

Comrade  Fairchild  :     Yes. 

Comrade  Warner  r  The  proposition  now  is  to  change  the 
date  of  that  charter  to  some  time  in  1880? 

Comrade  Fairchild  :     That  is  the  effect  of  it. 

Comrade  Warner :  Upon  the  ground  that  there  was  a 
fraud  committed  in  the  issuing  of  the  charter  ? 

Comrade  Fairchild  :  No,  upon  the  ground  that  the  Depart- 
ment Commander  had  no  authority  to  act  as  he  did. 

Comrade  Allan,  of  Virginia  :  I  will  not  detain  the  Encamp. 
ment  but  a  moment  and  would  not  do  so  at  all  but  for  the 
question  just  asked  by  Past  Commander-in-Chief  Warner.  I 
desire  that  there  may  be  an  explicit  understanding  on  the 
part  of  this  Encampment  of  the  position  taken  by  the  Com- 
mittee. There  is  no  question  raised  in  the  report  of  the 
Committee  of  any  alleged  fraud  or  doctoring  of  the  charter 
dated  June  10,  1866.  The  Committee  regard  the  alteration 
after  1880,  when  a  new  number  was  given  to  a  resuscitated 
Post,  merely  as  evidence  of  a  recognition  by  the  Department 
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•  and  by  the  Post  itself  that  the  Post  chartered  as  No.  i,  under 
date  of  June  12,  1866,  had  been  dead  and  buried,  and  that 
though  its  old  clothes  were  still  in  the  possession  of  its  sur- 
viving relatives,  they  could  not  by  giving  them  a  new  name 
revive  the  corpse  that  had  been  buried. 

Comrade  Cheadle,  of  Indiana  :  How  can  a  charter  of  a  Post 
be  surrendered  ? 

Comrade  Allan  :  The  report  of  the  committee  shows  that 
when  that  charter  was  annulled  a  demand  was  made  that  it 
be  returned  to  headquarters  with  all  the  property  of  the  Post, 
and  added  to  the  delinquency  of  the  non  payment  of  their  tax 
came  the  disobedience  of  that  order  of  the  Department  Com- 
mander which,  if  condoned  by  this  Encampment,  tells  every 
delinquent  Post  in  the  country  '*If  you  won't  return  your  prop- 
erty and  charter  you  can  be  revived  and  resuscitated  at  any 
time/' 

The  position  which  the  committee  take  is  that  when  a  Post 
of  the  Grand  Army  puts  itself  in  that  condition  that  the  rules 
a;id  regulations  require  that  the  charter  shall  be  suspended 
when  the  Department  Commander  takes  action  which,  under 
them,  he  must  take,  and  when  the  Department  Encampment 
on  his  report  of  his  action  endorses  and  approves  what  he  has 
done,  and  one  of  the  things  done  is  the  taking  away  of  a  char- 
ter from  a  Post,  that  charter  loses  it  status  in  the  matter  of 
seniority  and  whenever  the  Post  comes  back  into  the  Order, 
the  good,  the  loyal,  the  true,  the  never-delinquent  Posts  must 
not  be  required  to  step  back  and  let  that  delinquent  Post  come 
in  front  of  them  again. 

That  is  the  simple  question  here.  Now,  mark,  after  this 
annual  meeting,  after  the  endorsement  of  the  Encampment, 
an  application  is  made  because,  and  the  record  shows  it 
because  of  the  necessity  in  the  courts  of  the  state  to  look  after 
this  trust  fund  belonging  to  an  orphan,  that  they  should  oper- 
ate under  the  old  charter.       The  letter  which  was  read  from 
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the  Commander  of  the  Department  himself  after  application 
had  been  made  for  a  new  charter,  shows  what?  That  that 
Post  recognized  itself  that  the  old  charter  was  dead,  for  they 
seat  for  the  money  to  pay  for  a  new  one.  That  is  the  record. 
On  referring  the  matter  to  the  •Commander-in-Chief,  the 
urgent  neccessity  of  having  protection  for  this  trust  fund,  your 
committee  think,  induced  him  to  authorize  them  temporarily 
to  go  to  work  under  the  old  charter,  for  if  you  notice  the  lan- 
guage of  the  Commander  of  the  Department,  he  says,  "Pending 
the  issuance  of  a  new  charter  you  are  by  the  action  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief  permitted  to  go  on  and  work."  The 
Department  Commander  says  that,  basing  his  action  on  a  letter 
he  received  from  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

•'Your  various  favors  of  recent  date  together  with  applica- 
jtion  for  charter  have  been  received."  What  did  they  want  ? 
Applying  for  a  charter  if  they  already  had  one  ?  If  they  were 
a  live  Post,  No.  i,  of  the  Department  of  Wisconsin,  why  were 
they  writing  the  Department  Commander  to  issue  them  a 
charter  ? 

Now,  here  is  what  their  own  Department  Commander  says: 
**  Pending  the  issuance  of  a  new  charter  I  wish  to  submit  the 
following  decision  and  authorization  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  upon  your  case."     I  need  not  read  it  over  again. 

The  whole  matter  summed  up  is  that  the  Post  recognized  it 
had  no  charter,  asked  for  one,  sent  the  money  to  pay  for  it, 
and  having  gotten  this  temporary  authority  to  organize  and 
work,  pending  the  issuance  of  the  new  charter,  they  have 
gone  on  ever  since  under  it  and  had  their  $10.00,  which  was 
sent  for  the  charter,  credited  on  account  of  Quartermaster 
supplies  since  procured.  That  is  the  record,  and  we  decided 
and  so  report  that  the  far-reaching  effect  of  any  other  opinion 
than  that  reached  by  this  committee  would  be  to  do  thj 
grossest  kind  of  injustice  to  every  Post  in  the  country  never 
delinquent,  and  to   offer   a   premium   to  delinquent   Posts   by 
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saying  that  they  can  step  into  the  front  rank  ahead   of  those 
who  have  always  been  loyal  to  duty. 

Comrade  Cheadle:  I  asked  the  comrade  to  state  how  a 
charter  could  be  surrendered  and  he  did  not  tell. 

Comrade  O'Neall:  The  charter  was  revoked  by  order  of 
the  Department  Commander  of  Wisconsin  and  that  was  pub- 
lished in  General  Orders,  and  it  was  done  with  the  consent  of 
the  Council  of  Administration  and  his  act  was  approved  by 
the  Department  Encampment  of  the  Department  of  Wiscon- 
sin. It  was  not  a  surrender  of  the  charter.  It  was  an  annul- 
ment by  the  consent  of  the  Council  of  Administration  and 
afterwards  approved  by  the  Encampment. 

Comrade  Cheadle:  That  statement  is  true,  and  yet  Com- 
rade Fairchild  standing  here  told  you  that  then  the  same 
Commander  who  had  undertaken  to  annul  that  charter  dated 
June  loth,  1866,  authorized  the  Senior  Vice  Commander  of 
that  t^ost  to  call  a  meeting  of  his  Post,  elect  officers  and 
so  on. 

Comrade  O'Neall:  My  understanding  is  that  in  1874  this 
charter  was  revoked. 

Comrade  Cheadle:     Is  that  in  the  record? 

Comrade  Bryant:     It  is  not  in  the  record. 

Comrade  Cheadle:  We  have  got  to  stand  on  that  record, 
and  if  the  evidence  is  not  in  that  record  it  is  not  a  fact. 

A  Comrade:  The  charter  was  annulled  by  consent  of  the 
Council  of  Administraiion  in  1874  and  this  re-organization 
was  under  another  Department  Commander  in  1880. 

Comrade  Cheadle:  We  are  to  be  governed  by  the  record. 
Here  is  the  great  major  fact  that  you  cannot  get  away  from. 
Comrade  Fairchild  says  that  the  Post  is  in  existence  to-day 
and  they  do  not  deny  it,  and  if  it  is  working  under  any  char- 
ter on  earth  it  is  working  under  the  charter  of  June  10,  1866. 
Now,  one   of   two   things  is  true,  that  it  is  not  a  Post  of  the 
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ment,  and  that  existence  is  by  authority  of  what  ?  Of  the 
cljarter  issued  June  loth,  1866.  The  other  charter  was  not 
issued  and  the  money  sent  to  the  Department  for  that  charter 
was  credited  to  their  supply  account  according  to  the  record, 
and  the  Department  is  estopped  by  that  action. 

Comrade  Robbins:  I  wish  to  make  one  point.  In  the 
Department  of  Indiana  it  has  been  the  custom,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  it  has  been  customary  in  other  Departments,  that  when 
•a.  Post  fails  to  pay  its  per  capita  tax  for  a  reasonable  lengthof 
time  the  charter  is  called  in.  If  after  one  year  or  five  years 
or  ten  years,  ten  members  whose  names  were  on  the  original 
charter,  make  an  application  to  have  that  Post  reinstated, and 
we  are  paid  $5.00  or  $10.00,  the  Department  Commander  of 
Indiana  has  made  it  his  custom,  time  and  again,  to  return  the 
original  charter  to  that  Post,  re-muster  that  Post  and  have  an 
election  of  officers  and  install  them,  that  Post  taking  its  orig- 
inal number  and  working  under  its  original  charter.  This 
Post  may  have  been  reinstated  and  after  it  was  reinstated,  new 
officers  were  elected.  Not  new  officers  of  the  new  Post,  but 
new  officers  of  the  same  Post.  One  of  the  members  of  that 
Post  was  Lucius  Fairchild.  who  was  elected  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  while  he  was  a 
member  in  good  standing  of  that  Post.  If  that  Post  is  not 
in  existence,  Lucius  Fairchild  was  not  the  legalized  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  because 
he  was  not  a  member  of  a  Post  in  good  standing;  he  was  not 
a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  And  if  we 
endorse  the  report  of  the  majority  of  this  committee,  we 
decide  that  we  elected  a  Commander-in-Chief  who  was  not  a 
member  of  the  Order. 

Comrade  Fairchild  :  I  want  to  ask  a  question  of  Comrade 
Beath  for  my  own  information.  Has  the  Department  Com- 
mander authority  to  annul  a  charter  ? 

Comrade  Beath  :  Certainly,  by  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Council  of  Administration. 
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Comrade  Fairchild  :  Has  he  authority  also  to  countermand 
that  order  ? 

Comrade  Beath  :  With  the  authority  of  the  Council  the 
order  can  be  revoked.  There  is  no  provision  in  the  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  reinstatement  of  a  Post  whose  charter  has 
been  annulled. 

Comrade  Fairchild  :  The  same  authority  that  annulled  this 
charter  directed  the  Post  to  continue  under  the  old  charter.. 

Comrade  Campbell,  of  Kansas :  I  want  to  make  this  sug- 
fi^estion  at  this  point :  .If  the  law  as  laid  down  by  my  comrade 
is  correct,  then  this  charter  has  never  been  annulled  because 
the  very  order  which  attempted  to  annul  it  was  an  order  of 
the  Department  Commander  and  if  he  cannot  annul  a  charter 
the  charter  still  lives,  and  if  the  charter  stands  as  it  stood 
originally,  and  this  Post  is  working  under  that  charter,!  don't 
know  how  we  are  going  to  annul  it  and  give  the  Post  another 
charter.  If  this  Post  is  alive  at  all  it  is  alive  because  it  works 
under  that  original  charter.  Now  when  did  that  original 
charter  cease  to  give  life  to  this  Post  ?  Did  it  do  it  in  1874 
when  the  first  order  as  they  claim,  was  made  to  annul  it? 
Certainly  not,  because  there  is  no  power  in  the  rules  and 
regulations  to  annul  it.  Then  did  it  in  1880,  when  the  second 
order  was  made  to  annul  it?  Certainly  not,  because  there 
was  no  objection  to  it. 

Comrade  Beath  :     The  comrade  has  mistaken  the  question 
asked  by  Comrade  Fairchild  and  my  answer,  because  I  dis- 
tinctly stated  that  the  rules  and  regulations  do   provide  that . 
the  Department  Commander  can  annul  a  Department  charter. 

Comrade  Campbell :  The  Department  Commander  did  not 
annul  it  for  riie  simple  reason  that  the  Council  of  Administra- 
tion never  acted  in  connection  with  him  on  that  question. 

Comrade  O'Neall  :     They  did  and  the  record  shows  it. 

.  Comrade  Campbell  :     I  am  informed  that  it  does  not.     We 
are  talking  of  the  record  if  we  are  talking  at  all.     The  record 
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does  not  show  that  the  Council  of  Administration  ever  acted 
upon  the  question.  They  have  that  charter  today;  they  are 
working  under  it,  and  the  simple  question  is,  whether  having 
been  restored  by  the  Department  Commander  and  authorized 
to  work  under  that  charter,  they  are  to  be  upheld  or  not. 

The  Chairman  (^Comrade  Wagner)  :  If  it  had  not  been 
annulled  how  could  it  be  restored? 

Comrade  Campbell:  If  he  had  the  power  to  do  the  one  he 
had  the  power  to  do  the  other.  If  he  had  no  power  to  do  the 
one,  he  had  no  power  to  do  the  other. 

Comrade  Wagner:  I  wish  to  ask  a  question  of  the  com- 
mittee in  the  same  line  for  my  own  information.  As  I  under- 
stand it  is  claimed  that  this  charter  was  annulled.  I  want  to 
know  if  the  Department  of  Wisconsin  at  any  time  received 
all  of  the  dues  of  this  Post  from  1866  ? 

Comrade  O'Neall:     They  received  $10.00. 

Comrade  Campbell:  They  were  credited  with  that  $10.00 
which  paid  everything  which  was  back. 

Comrade  Bryant:     Nothing  to  the  contrary  appears. 

Comrade  Campbell:  I  merely  claim  this  so  far  as  I  am 
concerned,  and  it  looks  to  me  very  clearly  that  way,  that 
when  they  accepted  the  $10.00  for  that  charter  and  did  not 
turn  it  back,  but  credited  the  Post  with  it  on  the  books  of  the 
Department,  that  that  wiped  out  the  score.  I  am  in  favor  of 
the  Minority  Report. 

Comrade  Fairchild:  I  desire  to  answer  a  question  asked 
by  Comrade  Warner.  There  were  no  dues  claimed  by  the 
Department  from  Cassius  Faiirchild  Post.  The  $10.00  that 
was  sent  to  the  Headquarters  as  charter  fee,  when  it  was  in 
contemplation  to  issue  a  new  charter,  was  not  taken  and  cred- 
ited to  past  dues  at  all,  but  you  will  see  by  the  record  we  were 
given  credit  for  supplies  to  be  received  in  the  future. 
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Comrade  Beath  :  Allow  me  to  read  it — **  That  the  Sio.oo 
was  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Post  is  established  by  the  cor- 
respondence heretofore  referred  to  and  the  account  in  Depart- 
ment Headquarters  which  shows  on  January  i,  1888,  the  Post 
was  credited  with  $10.00,  and  the  credit  was  subsequently 
exhausted  by  payment  of  per  capita  tax  which  accrued  after 
the  date  of  the  credit  and  by  the  purchase  of  supplies.'* 

Comrade  Fairchild:  The  Senior  Vice-Commander  of  the 
Post  at  that  time,  who  is  now  alive,  has  stated  that  the  dues 
were  all  paid.  He  could  not  give  the  date  and  place  but  he 
gave  it  on  the  faith  of  a  Grand  Army  man  that  the  dues  had 
been  paid,  and  this  record  shows  that  they  had  no  claim 
against  us  because  they  took  part  of  that  for  supplies. 

Comrade  Weissert,  Commander-in-Chief:  In  1888  when  1 
was  Department  Commander  of  Wisconsin,  the  first  term,  I 
made  a  tour  of  the  Posts  of  my  Department.  I  made  inspec- 
tions at  every  Post  that  I  visited  personally.  The  night  I 
visited  the  Post  at  Madison,  the  one  whose  charter  is  now  in 
question,  there  was  present  a  large  number  who  are  entitled 
to  seats  in  this  Encampment,  among  them  Past  Commander- 
in-Chief  Fairchild,  Past  Department  Commander  Rusk, 
Cheek  an^  a  large  number  of  others. 

Comrade  Wagner;     What  year  was  that? 

Comrade  Weissert:  In  1888,  long  after  the  time  that  they 
claim  that  this  charter  was  annulled.  As  was  my  custom  in 
every  instance,  the  first  thing  I  did  when  I  entered  upon  the 
inspection  of  the  Post  was  to  go  to  the  Post  charter  and  to 
put  in  my  roster  under  the  name  of  the  Post  the  date  of  the 
charter,  and  that  date  is  the  date  of  the  charter  originally 
given.  It  is  the  date  as  indicated  in  the  document  of  which 
Comrade  Beath  has  now  a  photograph.  I  was  originally  in 
1866  a  member  of  that  Post.  I  have  taken  no  part  in  this 
discussion  either  in  my  Post  or  in  the  Department  Encamp- 
ment.    After   I   took  the  date  of   that  charter  and  after   my 
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second  election,  I  found  on  preparing  for  the  Twenty-third 
National  Encampment  that  I  had  to  arrange  the  Posts  of  the 
Department    for    the   parade.     The  Adjutant-General   asked 
me,  and  by  the  way,  it  is  the  same  Adjutant-General  we  have 
with  us  here  to-day.  Comrade  Gray,  how  I  wanted  the  Posts 
arranged.     Some  one  asked  me  if  we  did  not  want  to  do  it 
according  to  the  number  and  thus  put  my  own  Post,  E.  B. 
Wolcott,    in   front.     Said   I,    **By   no   means,    N6.    i    is  not 
entitled    to   first    rank.*'     I    then   said  we  would  take    them 
according  to  seniority  as  required  by  Section  4,  Chapter  II., 
of  the   Rules   and   Regulations  of  the    Grand   Army  of   the 
Republic,  which  reads  as  follows:      *'The  rank  of  Post  shall 
be  determined  by  the  date  of  the  charter  under  which  they 
are  acting."     Remember,  that  prior  to  the  time  I  was  Com- 
mander of  that  Department,  there  were  a  large  number  of 
other  Commanders,  and  every  one  of  those  Commanders  rec- 
ognized that  Post  as  acting  under  the  charter  dated  June  10, 
1866,  and  that  is  the  same  charter  under  which  that  Post  has 
continued  its  existence  from  the  date  of  its  organization  early 
in    1866   until   the   present  time.     They  never  had  any  other 
charter.     The  charter  of  which  we  have  a  photograph   is  the 
one.     Afterwards  they  named  the  Post  and  they  wrQte  in  the 
charter   the   name    *^C.    C.    Washburn."      1   think   they   had 
prior  to  that  time  called  it  Cassius  Fairchild  Post.      I  am  not 
certain.      You  will  remember  also  that  the  same  Commander 
continued   that   Post's   existence.      He   also   permitted,    or  it 
was  permitted  by  someone   in   authority,  the   application   of 
$10,  or  whatever  the  sum  was,  on  account  of  supplies.   Would 
not  the  same  record  show  at  the  saaie  time  that   there  had 
been  a  charter  fee  paid  if  the  facts  were  such  as  are  advanced 
here  to-day?     The  record  is  not  complete.      I  want  to  say  to 
you  that  never  in  the  history  of  the  Department  of  Wisconsin, 
directly  or  indirectly,  has  any  question  been  raised  as  to  that 
charter  under  which  Post  11  is  now  acting  and  not  until  the 
time  I  speak  of,  and  then  it  was  raised  by  the  Post  at  Berlin, 
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and  I  want  to  say,  too,  that  there  is  not  a  better  lot  of  com- 
rades in  God*s  world  than  those  that  belong  to  the  Post  at 
Berlin;  but  this  is  not  a  matter  of  sentiment,  it  is  a  matter  of 
fact,  and  I  say  if  the  Post  is  working  under  any  charter  it  is 
the  charter  that  it  has  now. 

Comrade  Jacobs,  of  Wisconsin  :  I  want  to  state  a  few 
facts  that  have  not  been  mentioned.  There  has  not  been  a 
word  said  in  regard  to  our  last  Encampment.  This  question 
has  been  up  for  several  years  and  in  the  Encampment  at 
Madison  (in  1892)  a  resolution  was  passed  and  accepted  by 
the  three  Posts  contending,  that  the  Posts  should  submit  their 
side  of  the  case  and  it  should  be  sent  to  the  several  Posts  of 
the  Department  and  the  delegates  instructed  how  to  vote, 
and  the  decision  should  be  final.  At  La  Crosse  (March,  1893) 
the  Department  of  Wisconsin  voted  almost  four  to  one  in 
favor  of  the  Berlin  Post. 

Comrade  O'Neall :  I  presume  after  the  address  of  our  dis- 
tinguished Commander-in-Chief  that  we  will  not  be  called 
upon  to  stick  very  closely  to  the  record,  because  he  has  tes- 
tified very  fully  outside  of  it. 

The  Chairman  :  I  don't  think  any  of  you  have  stuck  to  it 
very  closely. 

Comrade  O'Neall :  I  want  to  repeat  what  my  comrade  has 
just  said,  that  the  record  does  show  that  these  Posts  were 
authorized  by  the  Department  of  Wisconsin  to  print  their 
respective  sides  of  this  question  and  they  did  so,  and  now  we 
find  in  the  record  the  order  of  the  Department  of  Wisconsin 
just  in  these  words  :  **  General  Order  No.  11  :  The  charters 
of  the  following  Posts  are  hereby  annulled  by  and  with  the 
advice  of  the  Council  of  Administration  :  Cassius  Fairchild 
Post  No.  I,  Madison,  from  this  date."  This  is  followed  by  a 
large  number.  That  was  dated,  Milwaukee,  July  i6th,  1874, 
and  it  closes  with  these  words  :  **A11  books,  papers  and 
other  property  belonging  to  the  respective  Posts   will  be  for- 
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warded  to  these  headquarters  at  once  and  the  same  must  be 
accompanied  by  the  charter  in  each  case.  By  order  of  George 
A.  Hannaford,  Department  Commander;  W.  V.  Angevine, 
Assistant  Adjutant  General."  I  ask  you  this  simple  question: 
Can  this  Post  be  allowed  to  take  advantage  of  its  own  wrong? 
It  declined  to  send  its  charter  in  accordance  with  the  order 

• 

and  it  kept  it  there  for  six  or  eight  years.  Afterwards,  by 
order  of  the  Department  Commander,  it  was  revoked,  the 
action  of  the  Department  Commander  was  endorsed  and 
approved  by  the  Department  Encampment,  and  this  is  in  the 
record,  and  afterwards  he  attempted  to  restore  it  under  the 
direction  of  Commander-in-Chief  Earnshaw.  What  is  the 
consequence?  If  you  vote  here  to-day  to  sustain  the  Minority 
report  it  will  lead  to  endless  trouble.  Posts  all  over  this 
country  will  be  coming  forward  and  claiming  the  right  to  be 
ranked  as  the  Senior  Post. 

Comrade  Cheadle  :     Will  the  Comrade  permit  a  question  ? 

Comrade  O'Neall  :     Yes,  sir. 

Comrade  Cheadle  :  Please  state  whether  or  not  the  fact  of 
submitting  this  to  a  vote  of  the  Posts  was  subsequent  to  the 
recognition  of  this  Post  by  the  Department  Commander  ? 

Comrade  O'Neall  :  It  was  subsequent.  One  other  matter. 
This  matter  was  submitted  to  the  Department  of  W^isconsin. 
Where  were  my  eloquent  friends  Fairchild  and  Weissert  and 
all  these  eloquent  comrades?  They  doubtless  argued  the 
matter  there,  and  that  Department,  we  are  told,  by  an  almost 
unanimous  vote,  decided  in  favor  of  what  is  now  the  Majority 
report  of  this  committee. 

Comrade  Brj'ant  :     There  was  no  argument  permitted. 

Comrade  O'Neall  :  Let  me  say  that  you  have  not  passed 
upon  a  more  important  question  since  I  have  been  here. 
This  will  affect  us  for  all  time  to  come. 
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The  Chairman:  The  motion  is  that  the  report  of  the 
Minority  of  the  committee  be  adopted.  The  Minority 
Report  affirms  the  opinion  of  the  Judge  Advocate-General 
that  this  Post  is  the  Senior  Post.  The  report  of  the  Majority 
reverses  the  opinion  of  the  Judge  Advocate-General. 

Comrade  Beath  ;  1  move  to  substitute  for  the  pending 
motion  that  the  report  of  the  Majority  be  now  adopted. 

The  Chairman  :  It  will  be  considered  as  a  motion  to  amend 
the  motion. 

The  motion  to  amend  prevailed  by  105  to  105,  the  chair 
casting  the  deciding  vote  for  the  amendment,  and  the  original 
motion  being  put  by  the  Chairman  was  carried  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  the  Majority  report  was  adopted. 

Comrade  Fairchild  :  May  I  ask  a  question?  Will  you  tell 
where  C.  C.  Washburn  Post  No.  11  is,  and  what  date  it  ranks 
from,  according  to  the  Grand  Army  law  ? 

The  Chairman  :  From  the  date  adopted  by  Wisconsin  at 
its  last  annual  Encampment. 

Comrade  Fairchild  :     There  never  was  any  date  fixed. 

The  Chairman  :     We  cannot  help  that. 

Comrade  Cheadle  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which 
the  Report  of  the  Majority  was  adopted,  and  the  Chairman 
ruled  that  having  voted  in  the  negative  he  could  not  move  to 
reconsider. 

Comrade  Cheadle  :  I  ask  unanimous  consent  to  make  a 
statement. 

Objections  being  heard  the  Chairman  ruled  that  the  consent 
was  denied. 

A  motion  to  proceed  to  the  installation  of  officers  prevailed. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  resumed  the  chair,  and  the 
officers  of  the  Encampment,  including  Comrade  James 
F.  Meech,  Adjutant-General,  and  Louis  Wagner.  Quarter- 
master-General, were  duly  installed  by  Comrade  R.  B.  Beath, 
Past  Commander-in-Chief. 
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Comrade  Adams,  the  newly-elected  Commander-in-Chief, 
assumed  the  chair  and  said: 

Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Pepublic,  I  have  now 
been  installed  into  office  as  your  Commander-in-Chief.  I 
enter  upon  the  discharge  of  my  duties  at  once  and  shall  work 
for  the  Grand  Army  vigorously  from  this  time  until  the  next 
annual  Encampment.  Tomorrow  night  I  shall  be  in  Chicago 
and  stay  there  Saturday  and  then  return  to  mj'  home  and 
arrange  my  affairs  and  shall  then  do  all  that  I  can,  besides 
getting  a  little  bread  and  butter  for  my  family,  for  the  good 
of  this  noble  organization. 

As  I  said  yesterday,  I  expect  and  1  know  I  shall  receive 
your  undivided,  your  united  support.  March  with  me,  com- 
rades, in  this  campaign  and  we  will  bring  the  grand  old  army 
up  even  higher  than  it  has  been  brought  in  the  past.  I  know 
how  interested  you  are  in  the  work  of  our  organization.  I 
have  been  in  the  National  Encampments  for  eighteen  years, 
and  I  think  I  can  truly  say  that  I  never  saw  a  better  Encamp- 
ment than  the  one  that  is  now  drawing  to  a  close.  The 
utmost  harmony  has  prevailed.  There  are  no  hard  feelings 
as  we  part,  and  I  believe  that  the  future  of  the  Grand  Array 
will  be  brighter  than  its  past,  except  that  we  shall  leave  more 
and  more  of  our  poor  boys  behind  us  along  the  line.  God 
bless  you,  each  and  every  one.  It  is  a  grand  thing  to  be 
Commander  of  this  organization  and  it  is  the  proudest  posi- 
tion that  any  man  can  hold  on  earth,  to  be  Commander-in- 
Chief.  I  may  never  be  President  of  the  United  States,  but  I 
am  very  sure  that  the  present  President  of  the  United  States 
will  'never  be  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic.      (Applause. )     Comrades,  I  thank  you. 

Comrade  Weissert:  Commander  Adams,  in  behalf  of  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  your  own  state,  I  am  requested  to 
hand  you  this  beautiful  basket  of  flowers.  As  they  bloom  I 
hope  that  during  this  entire  year  you  will  bloom,  and  that  this 
Grand  Army  of  the   Republic,  which    we  all  so  dearly  love, 
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will  bloom  and  blossom  also,  and  that  your  administration 
may  be  as  sweet  as  the  perfume  from  these  flowers.  These 
are  fresh.  1  am  a  faded  flower,  and  as  I  relinquish  the  gavel 
to  you,  my  dear  comrade,  I  want  you  to  distinctly  understand 
I  intend  to  talk  to  these  old  comrades  of  mine  and  visit  them 
and  take  just  as  much  interest  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  as  though  its  Commander-in-Chief.  I  congratulate 
you  and  I  hope,  as  I  said  before,  your  administration  may  be  a 
pleasant  and  a  successful  one.     God  bless  you. 

Commander-in-Chief :  Comrade  Weissert,  you  will  convey 
to  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  the  Department  of  Massa- 
chusetts my  thanks  for  the  beautiful  basket  of  flowers  they 
have  presented  to  me.  .  This  is  not  the  first  kind  act  that  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  Massachusetts  has  done  for  me  in 
Grand  Army  work.  Long  years  ago  when  we  were  struggling 
to  take  the  boys  out  of  the  alms  houses  and  place  them  in  the 
Soldiers'  Home,  the  women  of  that  state  came  nobly  to  our 
assistance.  They  organized  a  fair  which  raised  ^42,000  and 
we  took  every  boy,  137  of  them,  out  of  the  alms  houses  and 
placed  them  in  the  Soldiers'  Home.  That  is  the  work  that 
the  women  of  Massachusetts  have  done  in  the  past,  and  they 
are  doing  it  to-day.  Every  room  in  the  Home  has  been  fur- 
nished by  the  women  and  if  we  had  more  they  would  furnish 
more.  We  must  love  these  girls  as  long  as  they  live,  and  to- 
day when  the  lady,  who  spoke  more  eloquently  than  any  lady 
has  ever  spoken  in  my  presence  before,  addressed  us,  I 
detailed  her  for  active  service  for  the  cause  of  the  Grand 
Army  for  years  to  come,  and  she  and  I  will  go  on  the  stump 
and  preach  the  Grand  Army  gospel  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  this  land. 

Comrade  Warner,  of  Missouri  :  I  think  that  1  but  speak 
the  sentiments  of  every  delegate  of  this  Encampment  and  of 
every  visiting  comrade,  when  I  say  that  when  we  return  to 
our  homes  we  shall  forever  remember  the  liospitality  of  the 
city  of   Indianapolis.      1   have  attended  many    ICncampments 
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and  we  have  always  had  a  royal  welcome,  but  it  remained  for 
me  to  know  just  what  a  Hoosier  welcome  meant  when  1  came 
here  to  this  state  of  Indiana  and  therefore,  Commander-in- 
Chief,  I  desire  to  submit  these  resolutions  which  are  hastily 
drawn  and  don't  half  express  our  sentiments  upon  this 
occasion : 

Resolved,  That  the  Twenty-seventh  National  Encampment  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  in  convention  assembled,  on  behalf  of  its  delegates 
and  comrades  of  the  Nation,  extend  to  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis  their 
heartfelt  thanks  for  the  cordial  and  royal  hospitality  extended  to  the  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  visiting  comrades  and 
their  families  during  the  Encampment,  and, 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Encampment  and  of  the  visiting  com- 
rades are  due  and  are  hereby  tendered  to  each  and  every  member  of  the 
Citizens'  Committee  for  their  untiring  efforts  resulting  in  complete  prepara- 
tion for  every  comfort  of  the  delegates  and  the  comrades. 

The  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vole. 

On  motion  a  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  the  retiring 
officers  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  conducted  the 
affairs  of  the  Order  during  the  past  year. 

The  Encampment  thereupon  closed  in  due  form.

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UNOFFICIAL  PROCEEDINGS. 


The  unofficial  proceedings  during  the  Encampment  were 
such  as  to  call  for  a  proper  preservation  of  them  in  this  sub- 
stantial form. 

The  Aides-de-Camp  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  on  Monday 
evening  of  the  4th  of  September,  in  the  parlors  of  the  Denison 
Hotel,  presented  the  Commander-in-Chief  with  a  badge,  con- 
spicuous for  its  taste  and  elegance;  at  the  same  time  a  badge 
was  presented  to  Mrs.  A.  G.  Weissert  from  the  same  source, 
beautiful  in  design  and  of  great  intrinsic  value.  The  Adju- 
tant-General was  also  honored  by  the  same  society  with  a 
Past  Adjutant-General's  badge  of  elegant  workmanship  and 
greatly  valued  for  the  sentiment  which  prompted  the  gift. 

The  parade  on  the  5th  was  worthy  the  occasion  and  was 
participated  in  by  comrades  from  the  whole  nation.  Espec- 
ially were  the  Departments  of  Indiana,  Illinois  and  Ohio  well 
represented. 

The  preparations  made  by  the  local  committee  were  ample 
and  the  programme  for  the  parade  was  successfully  carried 
out.  The  streets  of  Indianapolis  were  especially  favorable 
for  the  parade  and  the  management  of  the  Local  Committee 
was  such  that  they  were  absolutely  free  from  obstruction  dur- 
ing the  entire  line  of  march. 

Many  of  the  leading  men  of  the  natiod  were  present  in  the 
grand  stand  and  manifested  a  deep  interest  in  the  proceedings 
throughout.  In  one  group  were  noticed  Ex-President  Har- 
rison, Ex-Secretary  of  the  Interior  Noble  and  Ex-Secretary 
culture  Rusk.  Several  Past  Commanders-in-Chief  of  the 
Order  were  also  present  and  witnessed  the  parade  with  deep 
interest. 
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The  decorations  of  the  city  were  remarkable  for  their  rich- 
ness and  abundance.  .  It  is  safe  to  say  that  no  city  was  ever 
more  completely  or  tastefully  decorated  for  such  an  occasion. 

The  display  at  night  of  electricity,  fireworks  and  pageantry 
was  never  equaled  on  any  similar  occasion.  The  people 
of  the  city  were  out  en  masse,  and  everyone,  young  and  old, 
devoted  themselves  to  the  encampment  and  made  it  a  holi- 
day week. 

Before  the  Encampment  was  opened  the  following  pro- 
ceedings occurred: 

Col.  I.  N.  Walker,  of  the  Local  Executive  Committee, 
introduced  Gov.  Matthews  to  welcome  the  Encampment  on 
behalf  of  the  state  of  Indiana. 

Governor  Matthews  spoke  as  follows: 

Mr.  Oiairman  and  Delegates  of  the  G.  A.  /^. : 

No  prouder  privilege  ever  fell  to  the  lot  of  a  Governor  of  Indiana  than  is 
my  proud  and  happy  privilege  to  welcome  within  our  state  this  day  repre- 
sentatives of  the  remnant  of  that  grand,  patriotic  army,  that  but  one  genera- 
tion ago  marched  out  to  battle  for  their  country.  We  have  looked  for  you 
and  hoped  you  would  come,  and  now  that  you  are  here  we  rejoice  and  feel 
honored  in  your  coming.  Citizens  of  Indiana,  with  a  sacred  memory  of  the 
past,  bid  you  welcome.  Not  only  the  voices  of  sixty  thousand  Indiana 
soldiers  living,  rise  in  cheering  anthem  to  greet  you,  but  from  the  graves  of 
thousands  of  Indiana  soldiers  dead,  there  exhales  a  blessing,  sweet  and 
divine,  chaining  our  memories  to  your  deeds  of  valor,  immeasurable  sacri- 
fices and  soul-inspiring  devotion.     (Applause.) 

^  Such  an  occasion  as  this  carries  us  back  with  reverence  in  our  hearts  to 
those  stirrin-^  times  when  you  and  your  comrades,  loving  the  institutions  of 
your  country,  with  an  abiding  faith  in  its  future  greatness,  and  a  firm 
belief  in  the  grandeur  of  its  destiny  as  the  hope  and  refuge  of  human  lib- 
erty, resolved  that  rather  than  one  star  should  disappear  from  its  diadem 
you  would  perish  in  its  defense,  and  the  thousands  of  graves  upon  the  bat- 
tlefields of  our  country  attest  the  sincerity  of  your  resolve  and  proclaim  that 
war  has  its  mission,  as  well  as  peace,  to  push  forward  human  civilization 
aid  in  the  progress  and  enlightenment  of  the  world,  and  establish  the  prin- 
ciples of  great  and  beneficent  government  on  foundations  that  will  last 
through  the  centuries  to  come.     I  believe  that  war  is  oftentimes  a  sublime 
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necessity,  and  has  often  been  the  mysterious  agent  used  by  a  Divine  Provi- 
dence to  accomplish  and  perfect  great  works  in  and  for  the  human  race. 
So  it  was  in  that  war  hallowed  by  the  valor  and  the  memory  of  your  com- 
rades that  the  bonds  of  union  in  the  states  should  be  more  firmly  cemented — 
the  shackles  be  stricken  from  the  limbs  of  the  slave,  and  a  form  of  govern- 
ment, destined  to  be  the  grandest  example  of  free  government  that  has 
existed  in  the  history  of  man,  should  be  adapted  from  the  uses  and  the  pur- 
poses of  a  nation  of  three  millions  to  one  of  sixty-five  millions  of  people;  of 
a  government  whose  area  extended  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Allegheny 
mountains,  to  one  that  now  stretches  out  from  ocean  to  ocean,  embracing 
nearly  every  soil,  climate  and  condition  of  the  world,  and  accepted  as  a 
refuge  and  a  home  for  all  the  oppressed  and  discontented,  to  be  placed 
upon  the  broad  system  that  can  comprise  all  nationalities  and  imbue  them 
with  the  spirit  of  liberty  and  faith  in  self-government. 

It  is  said  that  one  generation  must  pass  before  the  true  history  of  a  great 
epoch  can  be  written,  but  it  does  not,  and  did  not  require  even  one  genera- 
tion to  realize  results  that  came  through  your  suffering,  sacrifice  and  devo- 
tion. It  is  not  my  purpose  here  to-day  to  follow  the  history  of  those  times 
w^ith  which  you  are  all  familiar — not  to  recite  your  courage  as  you  stormed 
the  heights  of  Lookout  Mountain,  faced  the  murderous  fire  of  Shiloh.  or  how 
your  comrades  fell  at  Stone  River,  nor  dwell  upon  their  sufferings  in  the 
dreary  marches  through  the  wilderness,  the  hopes  and  misgivings  at  Vicks- 
burg,  Antietam  or  Gettysburg,  nor  linger  with  you  as  you  stood  at  last  with 
Grant  beneath  the  tree  at  Appomattox  and  received  the  reward  for  all  labors 
and  sacrifices  in  a  country  saved,  in  a  people  united,  and  a  complete  Union 
of  States.  (Applause.)  But  in  conclusion  it  is  permissable  to  say  in  this 
year  1893,  that  through  your  valor,  your  sacrifices,  your  patrk>tism.  it  is  our 
privilege  to  witness  one  great  result,  in  the  master-piece  of  man's  civilization, 
the  g^eat  White  City  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Michigan.  The  old  world  and 
the  new  are  there,  introducing  to  us  the  manners  and  the  customs  of  their 
people,  exhibiting  their  implements  of  peace  and  war,  their  manufactured 
goods  and  products  of  the  soil ;  but  above  and  beyond  all,  the  citizen  of  the 
United  States  feels  a  glowing  prime  when  he  draws  a  comparison  with  the 
rest  of  the  world.  We  feel  that  we  have  much  to  boast  of  as  a  country  and 
as  a  people,  and  as  we  look  upon  the  flags  of  all  the  nations  gathered  there,  we 
are  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  flag  of  our  country  holds  more  in  its 
folds  than  all  the  others  combined.  We  feel  that  the  stars  and  stripes,  saved 
and  rebaptised  by  your  blood,  are  truly  emblems  of  man's  best  government, 
his  highest  civilization,  grandest  progression  and  widest  enterprise. 

We  owe  you  much,  and  whenever  you  meet  in  National  Encampment,  there 
will  be  kindled  anew  the  fires  of  patriotism  in  the  hearts  of  our  youth,  and. 
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standing  here  to-day  within  the  shadow  of  the  grandest  monument  ever 
erected  by  the  loyal  living  of  the  loyal  dead,  a  monument  worthy  of  the  great 
cause  it  commemorates,  and  worthy  a  great  state,  and  whose  every  stone 
breathes  with  patriotic  fervor,  in  the  name  of  her  soldiers  living  and  dead, 
in  the  name  of  her  loyal  citizens  and  her  growing  youth,  I  bid  you  warm- 
est welcome  to  Indiana.     (Applause.) 

Col.  Walker  then  introduced  Mayor  Sullivan,  of  Indian- 
apolis to  extend  a  welcome  on  behalf  of  the  city  of  Indian- 
apolis. 

Mr.  Sullivan  said  : 

Delegates  representing  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  :  Twenty-seven 
years  ago  the  First  National  Convention  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
was  held  in  this  city  of  Indianapolis,  and  to-day  you  have  returned  to  this 
city  to  honor  us  by  your  presence,  and  the  message  that  I  bring  to  you  from 
the  people  of  Indianapolis  is  one  of  greeting  and  of  welcome  and  good 
cheer.  I  believe  that  in  all  this  city  there  is  but  one  sentiment  and  that  is 
to  do  what  we  can,  to  do  our  utmost,  giving  to  you  all  our  hospitality,  in 
order  that  you  may  understand  how  glad  we  are  to  have  you  among  us. 
(Applause.) 

The  people  of  Indianapolis  remember  that  in  the  days  of  your  youth  in 
the  days  of  your  young  manhood,  in  the  days  of  your  high  hopes,  in  the 
days  when  the  future  was  all  before  you,  and  it  was  a  future  full  of  promise, 
a  future  upon  which  there  was  no  shadow,  because  you  looRed  at  it  through 
the  eyes  of  youth,  you  offered  all  that  you  had.  freely  offered  your  strength, 
and  your  youth,  and  your  future,  all  that  you  had  and  all  that  any  man 
has,  to  the  country  that  you  loved  so  well  ;  and  now  that  advancing  years 
have  brought  to  you  eyes  less  keen,  step  less  firm,  bodies  less  stalwart,  you 
have  come  to  this  city  of  Indianapolis  and  have  given  us  an  opportunity 
to  show  our  hospitality  and  how  glad  we  are  to  have  you  within  our  border. 

It  does  not  matter  what  your  station  in  life  may  be;  it  does  not  matter 
what  you  may  have  accomplished  in  all  the  years  since  the  war;  it  does  not 
matter  whether  your  station  be  high  or  whether  it  be  lowly;  the  fact  about 
it  is  and  the  fact  always  will  be  that  in  the  supreme  m(6irnent  of  your  lives 
you  did  your  duty,  in  the  supreme  moment  of  your  lives  you  gave  all  that 
you  bad  to  your  country's  necessity  ;  and  this  fact  will  ever  remain  the 
supreme  fact  of  your  lives,  no  matter  what  you  may  ever  do  or  what  you 
may  omit  to  do  ;  and  because  of  that  fact  you  will  be  honored  during  your 
own  lives  and  your  memories  will  be  cherished  and  respected  by  your  chil- 
dren and  by  the  citizens  of  this  country  after  you  are  gone. 
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No  state  in  all  this  Union  and  no  city  in  all  the  land  has  donp  more  to 
honor  the  memory  of  the  old  warriors  of  a  generation  ago  than  has  Indiana 
and  the  city  of  Indianapolis.     (Applause.) 

You  have  heard  from  the  state  of  Indiana  ;  and  from  this  city  of  Indian- 
apolis I  bring  you  this  message  of  welcome  and  of  greeting ;  and  the  one 
point  that  I  insist  upon  your  believing  and  understanding  and  appreciating 
is,  that  it  does  not  come  from  the  lips  of  our  citizens. but  it  comes  from  way 
down  in  the  bottom  of  their  hearts.     (Applause.) 

I  give  it  to  you  gentlemen,  this  welcome,  and  this  greeting,  and  I  ask  you 
to  accept  it  in  the  same  hearty  spirit  that  it  is  offered  to  you.     (Applause.) 

Col.  Walker  said  : 

At  this  point  I  was  to  make  a  welcoming  address  on  behalf  of  the  com- 
rades of  the  Department  of  Indiana.  Metaphorically,  we  take  you  in  our 
arms  and  press  you  to  our  hearts.  We  have  not  time  for  much  speaking. 
I  have  the  great  pleasure  of  introducing  a  man  whom  you  have  heard  some- 
thing of  in  the  last  few  days,  a  man  who  usually  gets  there,  and  bis  name 
is  Eli  Lilly. 

Col.  Lilly  said  : 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
I  sung  "  Rally  'Round  the  Flag."  a  little  too  much  yesterday  to  be  able  to 
use  my  voice  to  very  good  advantage  today.  The  city  of  Indianapolis  in 
this  matter  have  proceeded  on  the  line  that  nothing  was  too  good  for  the 
men  who  thirty  years  ago  stood  as  walls  of  fire  between  the  darkness  of 
despotism  and  the  light  of  liberty — the  men  who  not  only  saved  our  country 
from  disunion,  but  secured  human  liberty  throughout  the  world  for  ages  yet 
to  come. 

In  this  work  nothing,  which,  as  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  I 
have  asked  for,  from  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  from  any  individual,  from 
the  governing  power,  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  the  gentlemen  of  the  City 
Council,  the  Governor  of  the  state,  any  one  who  has  any  connection  with 
or  interest  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  has  been  withheld.  Everything  asked 
for  has  been  placed  at  my  command.     It  is  this  unstinted  support  which  has 

.^nabled  us  to  do  what  we  have,  which  is  our  level  best  and  you  must  take 
it  for  what  it  is. 

I  take  from  the  hands  of  William  Fortune,  the  executive  director  of  the 

organization  of  which  I  am  the  chairman — and  I  want  to  say  that  h^  was  the 
strong  right  arm  of  that  committee,  without  which  the  details  of  this  organi- 
zation would  have  gone  to  the  everlasting  bow-wows — a  piece  of  wood  which 

over  seventy  years  ago  sprung  from  the  soil  of  this  great  and  glorious  state 
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of  Indiana,  which  sent  216,000  of  its  sons  to  battle  in  the  sacred  cause  for 
which  you  fought. 

This  piece  of  strong  well-knit  wood  is  from  a  historic  tree,  a  tree  made 
famous  in  song  and  painting,  a  genei'ous  wide-spreading  beech.  This  piece 
of  wood  is  from  one  of  those  trees  that  over  seventy  years  ago  was  sawn  by 
an  old-fashioned  whip-saw,  which  is  worked  by  a  man  above  and  a  man 
below,  and  the  wood  from  that  tree  was  put  into  a  good  substantial  house, 
under  the  roof  of  which  the  grand  old  Morton  h^d  his  strong  right  arm 
over  the  destiny  of  Indiana  and  largely  the  destiny  of  the  Union.  This 
piece  of  wood  is  fashioned  into  the  shape  of  a  gavel,  and  upon  it  is  inscribed 
the  name  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
"A.  G.  Weissert,"  and  also,  "Twenty-seventh  National  Encampment, 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Indianapolis,  Sept.  6th,  1893."  Upon  the 
band  of  silver  around  the  center  is  inscribed,  "Wood  from  the  Indiana 
State  House  of  the  days  of  Morton."  1  now  present  it  to  you  as  a  symbol 
of  authority,  and  I  have  no  doubt  you  will  use  it  with   wisdom  and  justice. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  responded  as  follows  : 

Gov.  Matthews,  Mayor  Sullivan,  Comrade  Walker  and  Comrade  Lilly, 
I  wish  simply  to  say  to  you  that  which  I  said  a  few  evenings  ago,  when  these 
comrades  of  mine  were  welcomed  to  your  city  and  state  so  cordially,  that 
we  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  know  full  well  that  the  boys  who 
went  forth  from  Indiana,  with  their  lives  in  their  hands,  to  battle  for  liberty 
and  nationality,  were  some  of  the  bravest  men  who  ever  carried  a  musket. 
Bear  with  you  to  your  state  and  to  your  municipality  the  greetings  of  this 
Encampment,  and  let  me  assure  you  that  we  appreciate  all  that  you  have 
ever  done  for  us  in  previous  Encampments  and  at  this  time.  We  appreciate 
the  fact  that  this  Encampment  so  far  has  been  a  perfect  success  and  if  any- 
thing should  occur  to  mar  the  pleasure  of  these  comrades,  we  are  assured  it 
will  not  be  the  fault  of  Indiana  or  of  Indianapolis. 

Now.  Comrade  Lilly,  I  appointed  you  on  my  staff  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  one  of  the  good  comrades  of  your  Department.  I  read  that  name 
Eli  Lilly  with  pleasure,  for  I  had  made  up  my  mind  that  this  administration 
must  have  an  Eli,  because  we  wanted  to  get  there.  (Laughter  and  applause. ) 
I  think,  from  the  showing  in  the  parade  yesterday,  that  we  got  there,  and 
we  appreciate  your  efforts  in  making  a  success  of  this  Encampment. 

I  suppose  the  gavel  settles  the  silver  question  and  I  shall  endeavor  to  the 
best  of  my  ability  to  use  it  justly  and  impartially.      I  thank  you. 
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Proceedings  of  tlie  Council  of    Administration  at  Indian- 
apolis. 

The  Council  of  Administration  met  at  the  State  House  at 
Indianapolis,  on  September  5,  1893,  at  8  p.  m.

Dear  Sir  and  Comrade: — Two  years  ago  I  proposed  to  the  National 
Council  of  Administration  to  turn  over  to  National  Headquarters  the 
Journals  of  the  dififerent  Departments  which  I  had  collected,  if  they  would 
authorize  the  binding  of  these  at'  the  cost  of  the  National  Encampment. 

The  proposition  was  accepted  and  I  have  now  on  hand  ready  for  transfer 
when  required,  some  forty  volumes,  as  follows:.

Several  sets  as  yet  are  incomplete,  1  hope  to  have  made  up  this  year.  The 
journals  which  have  been  gathered  at  Headquarters  since  1891,  should, 
from  time  to  time  be  bound  for  better  preservation  and  uniform  with  these. 
I  have  already  turned  over  to  you  a  set  of  Rules  and  Regulations  from  1866 
to  1 89 1  nearly  complete.  I  have  no  small  size  copy  of  the  Rules  and  Reg- 
ulations containing  the  "Grade"  system,  and  if  one  of  them  can  be  found 
it  should  be  added. 

I  have  also  nearly  completed  a  set  of  Rituals  which  will  be  bound  and  pre- 
sented to  headquarters  when  I  receive  a  copy  of  the  Decatur  Ritual  promised 
by  Comrade  Robt.  M.  Woods.  This  set  includes  a  Ritual  of  the  Grades  or 
Degrees.  I  further  propose  to  present  Headquarters  two  large  albums  of 
photographs  of  the  National  Encampment.  The  number  of  deaths  which 
have  occurred  in  this  list  alone  impels  me  to  hasten  its  completion  and  I  feel 
that  such  a  collection  will  be  better  placed  at  Headquarters  where  it  may  be 
seen  by  many  hundreds  of  our  comrades.

Comrade  Palmer  called  up  the  matter  of  the  Grant  Cottage 
on  Mount  NcGregor,  and  said  that  the  Department  of  New 
York  had  made  an  assessment  and  raised  money  to  care  for 
the  cottage  since  the  Council  of  Administration  refused  to  bear 
the  expense  further,  and  that  Mr.  Arkell  of  the  Mount 
McGregor  R.  R.  would  give  $5,000  towards  a  permanent  fund, 
and  he.

Comrade  Cochran  moved  that  the  action  of  the  Executive 
Committee  heretofore  taken  be  approved  and  adopted  as  the 
action  of  the  council,  and  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  divest 
the  Encampment  of  any  interest  it  may  have  in   the  cottage. 

Comrade  Goodale  moved  that  the  matter  be  laid  upon  the 
table  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  council  and  the  motion 
prevailed. 

On  motion  a  bill  for  $12.25  for  copying  the  Inspector-Gen- 
eral* s  report  was  approved. 

Comrade  Raymond  moved  that  a  committee  of  one  be 
appointed  to  confer  with  the  local  committee  as  to  seating 
delegates  in  the  Encampment.  The  motion  prevailed,  and 
the  Commander-in-Chief  appointed  Comrade  Raymond  as 
such  committee. 

Adjourned  to  8  p.  m.   to-morrow.

condition  of  the  Encampment  we  deem  it  inexpedient  to  appropriate  any 
further  money  in  that  direction. 

On  motion  the  following  committee  was  appointed  to  call 
upon  the  Drexels  and  explain  the  matter  fully  :  The  incom- 
ing Commander-in-Chief,  Past  Commanders-in-Chief  Palmer 
and  Wagner.  On  motion  of  Comrade  Burchfield  the  bill  of 
$23  for  repairs  on  Mount  McGregor  Cottage  was  ordered  paid. 

Comrade  Allan,  of  Virginia,  asked  that  a  fund  of  $610  con- 
tributed to  Phil  Kearney  Post,  of  Richmond,  and  by  direction 
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of  the  Commander-in-Chief  turned  over  to  the  Q.  M.  General, 
be  returned  to  that  Post. 

On  motion  of  Comrade  Dietrich  it  was  ordered  that  the 
action  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  be  approved  and  that  so 
much  of  the  fund  as  can  be  determined  to  have  been  con- 
tributed specifically  to  that  Post,  be  returned. 

Comrade  Umdenstock,  of  Chicago,  stated  that  he  had  pre- 
pared 20,000  engraved  membership  certificates,  which  under 
agreement  with  the  Council  could  only  be  sold  through  the 
Quartermaster-General  ;  that  the  certificates  were  not  being 
sold  and  he  saw  no  way  of  disposing  of  those  on  hand. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  Comrade  Umdenstock  be 
permitted  to  sell  the  certificates  on  his  own  account,  and  they 
be  dropped  from  the  list  of  supplies  issued  by  the  Quarter- 
master-General, that  the  penalty  of  bond  given  by  Comrade 
Umdenstock  be  released  and  that  attention  be  called  to 
certificates  in  general  orders.

III.  Department  Commanders  will  name  one  man  for  each  one  thousand 
members  of  the  Order  in  the  Department  for  Aides-de-Camp  on  the  staff  of 
the  Commander-in-Chief.  It  is  requested  that  the  lists  be  sent  to  these 
Headquarters  immediately. 

IV.  The  benefits  to  be  derived  from  membership  in  the  G.  A.  R.,  have     I 
been  so  ably  and  frequently  set  forth  that  they  will  not  be  discussed  here; 
but  there  are  some  points  which   must  not  be  omitted.       There  are  ap- 
proximately 500,000  eligible  comrades  outside  of  the  ranks  of  the  G.  A.  R. 

These  men  can  only  be  induced  to  join  it  by  those  with  whom  they  come 
in  contact.  Will  each  comrade  try  to  bring  into  the  ranks  one  recruit?  To 
restore  a  suspended  or  reinstate  a  dropped  member  is  just  as  wholesome 
recruiting  as  any  other.  Department  Commanders  will  resort  to  such 
measures  in  various  localities  as  appear  to  promise  the  most  practical  resuhs 

Some  remain  outside  the  Order  because  of  short  service.  Let  such  be 
advised  that  an  honorable  discharge  is  all  that  is  necessary  for  membership 
and  many  men  who  served  well  for  ninety  days  may  have  done  as  much 
good  to  the  country  as  those  who  have  a  record  of  four  years. 

No  worthy  comrade  should  be  kept  out  of  our  ranks  or  be  permitted  to 
leave  them  because  he  is  poor.  What  would  be  the  opinion  of  a  church 
that  would  exclude  a  person  from  membership  because  he  is  poor  ? 

Many  younger  men  who  now,  by  reason  of  their  age,  ought  to  be  coming 
to  the  front  in  the  Order  enlisted  as  soon  as  their  age  would  permit  and  that 
was  only  possible  near  the  close  of  the  great  struggle.  Their  service  may 
have  been  short  from  necessity,  but  it  is  just  as  honorable  as  if  it  had  been 
given  in  1861  and  1862. 
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V.  A   change   made   at    the   last  Encampment  concerning  inspections, 
demands  early  attention.     It  is  by  resolution  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  officer  installing  the  officers  of  Posts  shall,  also,  before 
the  installation  and  at  the  same  meeting,  make  the  annual  inspection  of  the 
Post  and  forward  the  same  to  Department  Headquarters  not  later  than 
March  i,  in  each  year. 

This  enables  such  Departments  as  have  not  already  appointed  inspectors 
to  dispense  with  them  and  cause  installing  officers  to  do  the  work,  but  it 
<loes  not  necessarily  interfere  with  the  completion  of  inspections  by  the 
inspectors  in  those  Departments  which  already  have  inspectors  appointed 
and  the  inspections  partly  made.  Those  Departments  that  hold  Encamp- 
ments in  January  and  February,  must  follow  former  methods.  The  purpose 
is  to  have  inspections  of  all  the  Posts  fairly  and  impartially  made.  The 
iorm  of  inspection  will  be  same  as  adopted  at  Detroit  and  used  last  year. 

VI.  All  the  changes  made  in  Rules  and  Regulations  at  the  Twenty-Sixth 
National  Encampment  will  be  published  in  General  Orders,  No.  3.  It  is. 
however,  important  to  mention  now  that  the  per  capita  tax  to  be  sent  to 
National  Headquarters  at  the  close  of  the  present  term,  which  will  end 
December  31,  1892,  will  be  at  the  rate  of  2>^  cents  per  year  or  ij^  cents 
per  term  of  six  months.  The  attention  of  Assistant  Adjutants  and  Quarter- 
masters-General is  particularly  called  to  this  change. 

VII.  The  Commander-in-Chief  requests  Department  Commanders  rig- 
idly to  enforce  the  strictest  observance  of  the  following  rule  of  the  funda- 
mental law  of  the  Order,  not  only  during  political  campaigns  but  at  all  other 
times. 

ARTICLE  XI 

POLITICS. 

"  No  officer  or  comrade  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  shall  in  any 
manner  use  this  organization  for  partisan  purposes,  and  no  discussion 
of  partisan  questions  shall  be  permitted  at  any  of  its  meetings,  nor 
shall  any  nominations  for  political  office  be  made." 

Any  violation  of  this  rule  should  subject   the  perpetrator  to  the  severest 

condemnation  of  all  his  comrades. 

VIII.  Headquarters  are  permanently  established  at  450  Broadway,  Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin.  All  official  communications  should  be  addressed  to  the 
Adjutant-General.

VI.  The  amendments  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  made  by  the  last 
two  National  Encampments,  are  given  in  the  new  edition  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  Quartermaster-General  for  distribution.  It  is  therefore  not  necessary 
to  promulgate  them  here. 

VII.  Assistant  Adjutants-Generals  are  directed  to  send  duplicate  copies 
of  Department  Rosters  and  Journals  of  Department  Encampments  for  1892, 
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to  these  Headquarfers  that  they  may  be  bound  for  preservation.  All  such 
records  should  be  furnished  in  duplicate  by  Departments  to  libraries  within 
their  respective  jurisdictions.  By  so  doing  these  documents  containing 
matter  of  great  value  to  those  who  are  to  succeed  us  will  not  be  entirely 
lost. 

VIII.  Department  Commanders  are  requested  to  cause  the  Post-office 
address  of  all  elected  and  appointed  officers  of  the  Departments,  to  be 
printed  in  Orders  and  Journals  of  Encampments.  This  will  enable  all  com- 
rades to  communicate  with  them.  It  is  further  suggested,  that  Department 
orders  and  circulars  be  as  nearly  the  same  size  of  this  as  possible,  so  they 
may  be  filed  in  better  form  and  that  Journals  of  Encampments  be  of  same 
size  as  the  Journals  of  the  National  Encampments,  that  they  may  be  bound 
together. 

IX.  The  National  countersign  for  1893  is  sent  with  these  orders,  in  a 
sealed  package.  This  should  be  distributed  to  Posts  and  the  Comrades 
invested  with  it  as  near  as  may  be  to  January  i,  1893. 

X.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Surgeon-General  the  Commander-in-Chief 
directs  that  "Form  F"  be  not  used  in  future  returns  to  Departments. 

XI.  Department  Commanders,  immediately  after  they  are  installed,  are 
requested  to  send  their  signatures  to  this  office  for  verification.  They  will 
then  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  War  and  Information  from  the  War  Office 
at  Washington  will  be  furniseed  only  on  request  of  the  Department  Com- 
manders, over  their  own  signatures. 

XII.  Every  Post  should  be  inspected  by  a  Comrade  not  of  its  own  mem- 
bership. The  Commander-in-Chief  is  quite  sure  this  will  be  done  in  all 
cases  except  those  in  which  it  would  incur  an  unreasonable  expense.

I.  Department  Commanders  are  instructed  to  call  attention  of  Post 
officers  in  their  several  Departments  immediately  to  the  fact  that  the  semi- 
annual reports  due  December  31.  1892,  should  be  forwarded  to  their  several 
Headquarters  immediately  after  the  last  Post  meeting  in  the  term. 

The  returns  due  June  30th  from  Departments  to  these  Headquarters  were 
not  all  received  so  as  to  be  consolidated  in  the  Adjutant-General's  report 
delivered  at  the  Encampment  in  Washington,  Sept.  20th.  Four  Depart- 
ments were  then  delinquent,  and  the  Department  of  Montana  has  not  yet 
made  its  returns  due  June  30th  of  the  current  year. 
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There  is  not  a  man  in  the  Order  who  would  not  denounce,  in  general 
terms,  these  methods  of  conducting  its  business;  but  many  of  these  same 
individuals  who  know  the  right  thing  to  do.  neglect  it  until  the  whole 
machinery  of  the  Order  is  thrown  into  confusion  by  such  neglect.  The  first 
thing  to  confront  incoming  Post  officers  will  be  attention  to  these  returns. 
As  many  of  them  never  have  before  been  in  this  position  and  may  not 
realize  the  importance  of  prompt  attention  to  returns.  Department  Com- 
manders are  directed  to  suggest  such  measures  as  will  be  most  effective  in 
in  their  several  localities  for  securing  early  reports  from  Posts. 

II.  A  "National  Association  of  Ex- Army  and  Navy  Chaplains"  was 
formed  last  September. 

T.  H.  Haggerty,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  is  President,  and  the  Secretary  is 
George  H.  Honey,  403  N.  St.,  N.  W.  Washington,  D.  C.  The  Secretary 
desires  every  ex-army  and  navy  chaplain  alive  to  write  him. 

III.  R.  and  R.  Chap,  1,  Art.  3.  Sec.  i,  declares,  "No  Post  shall  be 
named  for  any  living  person,  and  not  more  than  one  Post  in  any  Depart- 
ment  shall  adopt  the  same  name,  and  that  name  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Department  Commander."  Posts  in  son^  Departments  are  now  named  for 
living  comrades.  This  is  emphatically  prohibited  in  the  rule  just  quoted. 
In  some  Departments  more  than  one  Post  is  named  for  the  same  man,  as. 
Gen.  Logan  Post,  John  A.  Logan  Post,  and  Logan  Post,  in  one  Department. 
The  names  of  Posts  should  be  distinctive.  The  Commander-in-Chief 
requests  Department  Commanders  to  examine  carefully  names  proposed  for 
Posts  at  the  time  charter  is  granted,  so  as  to  conform  to  the  regulation. 

IV.  It  is  desirable  to  have  dates  and  places  for  the  next  Department 
Encampments  known  as  soon  as  possible  at  these  Headquarters.  The  Com- 
mander-in-Chief desires  to  visit  as  many  of  these  Encampments  as  he  can, 
and  as  soon  as  determined.  Department  officers  are  urged  to  forward  the 
date  and  place  to  the  Adjutant-General. 

V.  For  convenience  of  Departments  in  distributing  National  Orders  at 
the  same  time  with  Department  Orders,  it  is  announced  that  Orders  from 
these  headquarters  hereafter  will  be  issued,  as  near  the  close  of  the  month 
as  circumstances  will  permit. 

VI.  Aides-de-Camp,  whose  appointments  are  announced  in  General 
Orders  No.  3  from  these  Headquarters,  will  be  commissioned  as  soon  as  their 
acceptance  is  received.  Such  of  them  as  do  not  acknowledge  the  appoint- 
ment by  letter  to  the  Adjutant-General  by  January  20th,  1894,  will  be  con- 
sidered as  not  desiring  the  commission,  and  their  names  stricken  from  the 
list. 
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VII.  It  is  well  known  that  most  of  the  comrades  who  fell  fighting  in  the 
war  of  '61-5  now  lie  hurried  in  southern  graves.  Their  remains  so  far  as 
possible  have  been  gathered  into  cemeteries  over  which  the  general  govern- 
ment tenderly  watches.  It  is  well  known,  also,  that  the  Posts  of  our  Order 
in  the  South  near  these  cemeteries  are  poor  and  the  comrades  not  numer- 
ous ;  but  they  have  undertaken,  from  year  to  year,  to  see  that  flags  are  pro- 
vided with  which  to  decorate  these  soldiers'  graves  on  Memorial  Day.  The 
task  is  a  severe  one,  but  the  comrades  there  do  it  gladly.  The  difficult  ques- 
tion is  how  to  defray  expenses  of  buying  and  delivering  these  flags.  The 
National  Encampment  of  '91  called  attention  to  this  matter,  and  at  Wash- 
ington this  year  the  subject  was  considered,  and  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Council  of  Administration.  That  committee  on  the  i6th 
of  November,  at  its  meeting  at  Indianapolis  referred  the  whole  subject  to 
the  Commander-in-Chief.  He  immediately  thereafter  addressed  a  letter  to 
the  Secretary  of  War  asking  "If  the  general  government  furnished  flags  for 
decorating  the  graves  of  the  Union  soldiers  of  the  south."  To  this  the  Sec- 
retary of  War,  Hon.  S.  B.  Elkins,  under  date  of  December  6th,  1892, 
replied  :  "There  is  no  appropriation  under  control  of  the  Quarter- Master's 
department  from  which  the  expense  of  decorating  soldier's  graves  in  national 
cemeteries  can  be  paid."  At  the  meeting  referred  to,  the  Committee 
requested  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  some  proper  way  to  call  on  the  Order 
to  furnish  money  needed  for  flags  for  these  graves  on  Memorial  Day 
through  the  office  of  the  Quarter-Master  General."  The  Commander-in- 
Chief  directs  that  Departments,  Posts,  and  individuals  whishing  to  con- 
tribute money  to  this  laudable  purpose,  send  their  donations  to  Quarter- 
Master  General  John  Taylor.  City  Hall.  Philadelphia.  Penn.,  who  will 
receipt  for  the  same.  He  also  directs  comrades  in  the  vicinity  of  these 
graves  in  the  south  to  make  requisitions  upon  the  Quarter-Master  General 
through  these  Headquarters,  for  such  number  of  flags  as  they  consider 
necessary  properly  to  decorate  these  soldiers'  graves  on  Memorial  Day. 
Such  requisitions  should  contain  a  statement  of  the  number  of  graves  to  be 
decorated.  The  Quarter-Master  General  will  keep  this  fund  separate  from 
the  others  and  make  his  annual  report  of  receipts  and  expenditures  to 
the  National  Encampment. 

VIII.  Our  badge  is  a  mark  of  distinction  which  every  true  G.  A.  R.  man 
should  be  proud  to  wear  on  all  proper  occasions. 

No  emperor,  king  or  potentate  on  earth  can  confer  an  emblem  more 
worthy  the  respect  and  reverence  of  all  mankind  than  that  which  indicates 
its  possessor  to  be  one  who  fought  for  freedom  to  all  men,  women  and  child- 
ren, and  for  the  unity  of  all  the  states  of  this  greatest  country,  and  its  per- 
petuity as  a  Nation  amongst  the  governments  of  the  world. 
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The  Coinmander-in-Chief  therefore  desires  comrades  tobeespicially  care- 
ful that  the  badge  be  worn  properly,  and  so  as  to  indicate  exactly  the  rela- 
tion and  standing  in  the  Order  of  its  possessor. 

On  page  34  R.  and  R.  are  given  plain  and  specific  directions  on  the  sub- 
ject of  wearing  the  badge  and  rank  strap  to  designate  active  and  past  officers 
for  every  position  in  the  Order. 

The  subject  is  referred  to  in  General  Orders  because  of  numerous  com- 
plaints tl)at  many  past  officers  continue  to  wear  the  badge  of  active  service 
improperly,  and  not  in  conformity  to  the  prescribed  rules.  In  all  such  cases 
it  is  presumed 'the  error  is  only  an  inadvertence,  and  not  intentional.  Care- 
ful attention  to  this  matter  is  especially  enjoined  upon  the  whole  comrade- 
ship. 

IX.  The  following  additional  Aides-de-Camp  appointed  on  the  stafif  of 
the  Commander-in-Chief  are  announced.  They  will  be  respected  and 
obeyed  accordingly.

X.  Those  Departments  which  have  located  Headquarters  at  some  central 
or  easily  accessible  place  report  most  excellent  results  therefrom. 

It  is  suggested  that  this  matter  be  considered  by  the  Department  Encamp- 
ments soon  to  be  held,  and  in  every  Department  where  practicable,  this 
desirable  arrangement  be  made. 

XI.  A  circular  daled  Cleveland,  Ohio.  December  j,  1892,  signed  by  J. 
L.  Smith,  Secretary,  asking  donations  from  Posts  to  a  fund  with  which  to 
buy  a  house  and  tot,  to  be  given  to  the  veteran  who  will  make  the  best  record 
in  a  forced  march  at  Indianapolis  next  September,  is  being  circulated. 

Both  the  plan  and  purpose  of  this  scheme  are  emphatically  condemned. 

This  circular  is  being  distributed  to  Posts  without  the  approval  of  Depart- 
ment Commanders,  and  they  are  directed  to  warn  Posts  in  their  several 
Departments  against  this  and  all  such  unauthorized  and  improper  plans.

I  Comrade  Robert  B.  Beath.  of  Philadelphia.  Penn.,  is  hereby  named 
a  member  of  the  Grant  Memorial  Cominittee. 

II,  Returns  for  the  second  term  of  iSgz,  ended  December  jisl  last,  are 
now  due  at  these  Head<)uarters.  Department  officers  are  directed  to  give 
personal  attention  to  this  subject,  and  insist  that  returns  from  the  Posts  in 
the  Department  be  made,  and  reports  of  the  Assistant  Adjutants-General 
and  Quariermasiers'General,  tt^ether  with  a  per  capita  tax  of  one  cent  each 
be  forwai^ed  to  these  Headquarters  at  an  early  date. 
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III.  Newly  elected  Department  officers  should  immediately  after  instal- 
lation forward  their  signatures  to  these  Headquarters  to  be  verified,  and 
sent  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  United  States  Army  at  Washington.  It 
is  only  in  this  manner  that  the  records  of  soldiers  to  aid  in  pension  cases 
can  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  United  States 
Army. 

IV.  That  National  Headquarters  may  be  in  official  communication  with 
Department  officers,  they  are  directed  to  send  names  and  addresses  of  the 
Department  Commanders  and  Assistant  Adjutants-General  at  the  close  of 
each  Encampment. 

V.  General  Orders  from  these  Headquarters  are  forwarded  to  Assistant 
Adjutants-General  for  immediate  distribution  to  the  Posts.  A  sufficient 
number  of  these  Orders  are  sent  to  each  Department,  for  every  Post,  the 
Department  officers  and  personal  staff;  for  newspapers,  and  a  liberal  sur- 
plus for  general  distribution. 

The  edition  printed  is  now  ii.ooo.  This  is  considered  sufficient  for  the 
7.500  Posts  and  other  officers.  In  some  cases  requests  have  been  made  for 
additional  Orders  to  supply  those  who  should  hear  them  read  at  Post 
meetings. 

VI.  The  National  countersign  is  sent  to  Departments  for  distribution  to 
the  Posts  at  the  beginning  of  each  year.  This  is  usually  the  name  of  some 
distinguished  officer  of  the  service  in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion. 

Department  countersigns  should  be  selected  and  disseminated  by  the 
newly  elected  Department  Commanders  soon  after  Encampments,  and  this 
should  be  the  name  of  some  battle  in  which  the  Comrade  whose  name  the 
National  countersign  is,  bore  a  conspicuous  part.. 

VII.  The  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Twenty-sixth  National 
Encampment  is  just  received  at  National  Headquarters,  more  than  four 
months  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Encampment.  It  is  a  matter  of  deep 
regret  that  these  proceedings  cannot  be  earlier  distributed  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Order. 

VIII.  Every  member  of  the  Order  is  solemnly  obligated  "To  encourage 
honor  and  purity  in  public  affairs."  It  is,  therefore,  enjoined  upon  Comrades 
to  report  promptly  to  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  Washington.  D.  C. 
any  known  case  in  which  a  pension  is  being  received  fraudulently. 

IX.  A  form  of  service  fc^r  laying  a  corner-stone  or  dedicating  a  hall  of 
the  Order  was  adopted  by  the  Twenty-sixth  National  Encampment,  and 
will  be  found  on  the  32d  page  of  the  service  book,  edition  of  1893.  This 
new  edition  can  be  obtained  of  the  Quartermaster-General. 
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X.  Comrade  Chas.  F.  Gage,  Helena,  Montana,  has  been  appointed 
Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  the  Department  of  Montana,  vice  J.J.  York, 
resigned. 

XI.  Aides-de-Camp,  Assistant  Inspectors-General  and  such  other 
officers  as  are  called  upon  to  exemplify  and  verify  the  work  of  the  ritual 
and  service  book  are  entitled  and  directed  to  purchase  these  books  from  the 
Assistant  Quartermasters-General  of  the  several  Departments. 

XII.  Two  of  our  illustrious  Comrades  have  recently  been  called  by 
death  from  our  ranks.  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  of  Ohio,  and  Benjamin  F. 
Butler,  of  Massachussetts.  The  latter  was  the  first  Major-General  of 
Volunteers  commissioned  by  President  Lincoln,  and  the  former  was  for  four 
years  President  of  the  United  States.  These  distinguished  Comrades  were 
both  loyal  to  the  Order  from  its  inception  to  the  time  of  their  death.  Their 
presence  at  our  annual  gatherings  will  be  greatly  missed,  and  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief inserts  this  paragraph  to  call  upon  the  Comradeship  at  all 
times  to  emulate  their  virtues  and  defend 'their  character.  "Though  the 
whole  world  assail  them." 

Comrade  Geo.  Williams,  Aide-de-Camp  on  the  staff  of  the  Commander- 
in-Chief,  died  recently  at  his  home  in  New  London,  Conn.  He  was  a  good 
soldier  and  a  loyal  Comrade. 

XIII.  It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  that 
some  Posts  have  surrendered  their  charters  by  a  majority  vote  of  those 
present,  disregarding  the  provisions  of  Chap.  2,  Art.  i.  Sec.  2,  R.  &  R. 
"  No  charter  shall  be  surrendered  by  any  Post  so  long  as  ten  members 
thereof  shall  demand  its  continuance." 

XIV.  There  is  always  a  large  number  of  Comrades  not  affiliated  with 
our  Order  by  reason  of  being  out  on  transfer  cards.  It  is  suggested  that, 
whenever  a  Comrade  takes  a  transfer  card  with  a  view  to  removing  to  some 
other  locality,  the  Adjutant  of  the  Post  granting  the  same  advise  the  Post  at 
the  place  to  which  he  is  going,  of  the  name  of  the  Comrade  transferred,  and 
request  that  he  be  immediately  called  upon  by  some  of  the  Comrades  of  the 
Post  and  urged  to  connect  himself  again  with  the  Order. 

XV.  The  following  preamble  and  resolution  adopted  by  the  Twenty-sixth 
National  Encampment  and  directed  to  be  published  from  these  Headfiuarters 
is  of  considerable  interest  to  the  Order,  and  the  Commander-in-Chief 
directs  Department  and  Post  Commanders  to  take  such  measures  as  they 
consider  most  available  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  desired  purpose. 

Whereas,  In  compliance  with  the  laws  and  regulations  governing  the 
taking  of  the  eleventh  census,  a  complete  roster  of  all  the  surviving  soldiers 
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and  sailors,   with  their  company,  regiment  and  present  address,  has  been 
made;  and 

Whereas,  This  invaluable  record  cannot  be  published  for  lack  of  funds 
appropriated  for  census  purposes,  under  the  existing  rules  governing  the 
same,  and  unless  published  and  disseminated,  will  become  valueless,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  By  this  National  Encampment,  that  its  incoming  administration 
be  directed  to  exert  every  possible  effort  to  secure  the  publication  of  this 
record  from  funds  already  appropriated  for  census  purposes,  and  in  case  of 
failure,  to  take  such  steps  through  the  several  state  Departments  and  by 
any  other  means  which  their  judgment  approves  to  urge  upon  congress  the 
necessity  of  a  specific  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  compiling  and  pub- 
lishing, in  complete  form,  the  census  returns  relating  to  this  subject,  and 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions. 

XVI.  The  Veterans'  Protective  Association  of  Chicago,  to  which  favor- 
able reference  has  previously  been  made  in  these  Orders,  has  recently  been 
re-organized  and  is  now  under  the  immediate  management  and  direction  of 
several  of  the  most  distinguished  and  reliable  Grand  Army  men  of  Chicago. 
Under  its  present  management  the  Commander-in-Chief  most  cordially 
commends  its  purpose  to  the  visiting  comrades  and  their  friends  and  assures 
them  that  it  will  be  conducted  honorably  and  in  the  interest  of  those  who 
will  attend  the  World's  Fair  during  the  current  year. 

All  communications  the  Association  may  make  to  Posts  and  comrades 
will  be  approved  at  these  headquarters  before  distribution. 

XVII.  Attention  is  again  called  to  donations  to  the  fund  for  flags  to 
decorate  the  graves  of  Union  soldiers  buried  in  Southern  cemeteries. 
Department  Commanders  are  requested  to  refer  to  this  subject  in  General 
Orders.  The  Commander-in-Chiet  is  confident  that  individuals  and  Posts 
will  provide  money  sufficient  for  this  laudable  purpose.

I  I>!;partment  CofDmaDder&  are  again  requested,  as  soon  as  possible  after 
election,  to  send  their  signatures  to  these  Headquarters  for  certificatioo.  that 
the  same  may  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretar>-  of  War.  This  is  made  neces- 
sary by  a  rule  of  the  War  Department  recently  adopted,  to  that  infomatioo ' 
from  the  files  in  that  office  may  be  furnished  to  aid  in  obtaining  pensions 
and  jr^ning  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

II.  Attention  is  again  called  to  the  practice  in  some  localities  of  suspend- 
ing and  dropping  membcrrs  of  the  Order  \i-ithout  a  vote  of  the  Post.  Xo 
meml^er  can  be  suspended  or  dropped  legally  until  the  Post  has  conformed 
strictly  to  the  rule  in  Chap.  5.  Art.  4,  Sec.  4.  and  in  each  cast  a  vote  of  the 
Po:l  is  rei/ttirtfd. 

Ill  Recent  experience  in  some  Departments  has  taught  that  the  (Mily 
sixi*:  A  ay  for  the  management  of  the  financial  afiairs  of  the  Order  is  for  the 
Assistant  Quartermaster-General  not  to  be  permitted  to  enter  upon  his  duties 
until  he  ha->  given  Ix^nds  which  are  To  be  approved  by  the  Council  of 
Administration."     1  See  Chap.  3.  .\rt    6.  Sec.  4.  R.  &  R.j 

IV.  Complaint  has  lx:come  so  frequent  as  to  the  purchase  of  supplies 
from  various  unauthorized  persons,  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  feels 
imf;elled  again  to  advise  comrades  that  the  only  proper  way  in  which  sup)- 
plies  can  be  furnished,  is  through  the  Assistant  Quartermasters-General  of 
the  Defjartments.  .\ny  badges  or  other  insignia  of  the  Order  that  are  pro- 
cured from  outside  irresponsible  persons  are  without  sanction  of  theG.  A.  R. 

\\  Posts  in  the  south  that  are  ready  to  undertake  the  decoration  of  graves 
in  the  cf-meleries  in  their  vicinity  are  directed  to  make  requisitions  imme- 
diately through  these  Headquarters  on  the  Quartermaster-General  for  the 
number  of  flags  required  for  this  purpose. 

VI.  For  the  term  ended  June  30.  1892.  there  were  reported  "losses  by 
delinquent  Posts"  to  the  number  of  nearly  10,000.  This  is  unnecessary  and 
entirely  reprehensible.  Department  Commanders  are  urged  to  correspond 
officially  with  every  Post  delin(juent  in  their  Departments.  Should  this 
method  fail,  they  should  direct  such  Posts  to  be  visited  by  an  Aide-de-Camp 
or  other  officer  of  the  Department.     Commanders  of  Departments  in  which 
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Posts  conlJDue  delinquent  after  these  efiorts.  are  requested  to  furnish  a  list 
of  such  Posts  at  once  to  National  Headquarters. 

VII.  Il  has  come  lo  the  knowledge  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  that  in 
some  Department  Encampments  those  not  members  of  the  Order  are 
^milled  for  the  purpose  of  reporting;  proceedings.  No  man  should  be 
admitted  lo  a  Department  Encampment  for  any  purpose  who  is  not  a  mem- 
ber in  good  standing  in  the  Order. 

VIII.  Many  men  who  have  an  honorable  discharge  from  (he  United 
Slates  service  are  not  eligible  lo  membership,  because  a(  one  lime  they 
unfortunately,  *'  Bore  arms  against  )he  United  Stales."  This  is  a  bar  lo  the 
admission  of  any  one  to  the  G.  A.  R..  Ihe  reason  for  which  is  obvious. 

IX.  The  Commander-in-Chief  desires  to  commend  the  loyal  work  of  Ihe 
W.  R.  C,  who  ate  in  every  way  assisting  our  Order.  Their  influence  upon 
Posts  that  are  weak  financially  and  numerically,  is  especially  commendable. 

The  S.  of  V.  by  their  persislence  and  del  erm  in  a  lion  to  keep  their  Order 
on  Ihe  up-grade,  are  worthy  of  commendation,  and  their  efforts  in  aid  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  various  ways  are  fully  appreciated  by  the 
comrades  everywhere. 

X.  Comrades  are  again  warned  against  impostors.  There  are  ihosewho 
surreptitiously  obtain  the  badge  or  some  insignia  of  the  Order  and  uset  hem 
improperly  to  impose  upon  Posts  and  individual  comrades.  An  earnest 
e&orl  should  be  made  to  detect  these  impostors  and  in  every  case  possible 
deprive  Ihem  of  Ihe  tiadge  ^bich  is  used  for  improper  purposes.  Il  is  sug- 
gested to  Deparlmeni  Encampments  thai  they  instruct  Posts  lo  pay  no 
attention  to  solicitations  for  help  from  any  source  unless  such  application  is 
endorsed  by  the  Department  Commander. 

XI.  Atlenlion  is  called  lo  Ihe  taci  that  some  slates  have  already  declared 
by  legislative  enactments  that  all  veterans  shall  have  Ihe  same  rigbl  to 
appointments  under  Ihe  government  as  those  who  were  discharged  for  disa- 
bility, and  il  is  hoped  that  atlenlion  will  be  given  to  this  subject  in  Ihe  sev- 
eral stales  until  laws  shall  be  enacted  allowing  veterans,  other  things  being 
equal,  the  preference  in  public  employment. 

Those  interested  are  requested  lo  correspond  wiih  Joseph  W  Kay. 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y  ,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  this  subject. 

XII.  Comrade  Jas.  K.  P.  Coon,  of  Merrill,  Wis.,  Assisiaol  Inspector- 
General  for  the  Department  o[  Wisconsin,  on  the  staff  of  Ihe  Commander- 
in-Chief,  died  on  the  24lh  of  February.  He  served  in  a  New  York  regiment 
during  (he  war.  was  a  prisoner  of  war  in  Andersonville  for  many  months. 
He  was  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander  of  Wisconsin  in  1S89.  and  hi  s 
for  yeara  been  one  of  the  mosl  active  and  efRcient  members  of  (he  G.  A.  K. 
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in  his  department.  All  who  knew  him  loved  Comrade  Coon  for  his  manly 
character,  his  generous  conduct,  and  his  unflinching  loyalty  to  the  noble 
principles  of  tne  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

XIII.  Comrade  S.  W  Eager,  of  Racine,  Wis.,  is  appointed  Assistant 
Inspector-General  in  place  of  Jas.  K.  P.  Coon,  deceased. 

XIV.  The  Twenty -sixth  National  Encampment  adopted  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Commander-in-Chief  take  such  steps  as  may  seem  to 
him  most  practicable  to  have  one  school  day  yearly  in  eal^h  school  through- 
out the  length  and  breadth  of  our  country  observed  by  hoisting  the  national 
colors  over  thefr  respective  buildings  with  the  singing  of  national  songs, 
and  such  other  ceremonies  as  will  impress  on  the  minds  of  the  generation 
now  approaching  manhood,  the  true  meaning  of  our  National  emblem,  what 
it  is  and  what  it  should  mean  to  them. 

Patriotism  should  be  taught  in  the  family  and  the  school  room.  The 
15,000,000  pupils  in  our  pulbic  schools  should  be  instructed  in  the  lessons  of 
patriotism  to  be  drawn  from  the  war  for  independence  and  the  war  for 
Nationality  and  absolute  freedom — that  in  both  these  wars  one  side  was 
eternally  right  and  the  other  forever  wrong. 

Grand  Array  Posts  should  interest  themselves  in  their  home  schools, 
encourage  the  use  of  the  flag  on  school  buildings,  urge  a  systematic  method 
of  teaching  patriotic  songs  in  schools,  and  take  such  further  steps  as  are 
best  adapted  to  the  particular  locality,  by  desigiaating  one  day  in  each  year 
for  this  purpose. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  urges  Department  Commanders  to  refer  to  this 
matter  in  General  Orders  and  help  make  a  united  and  uniform  movement  in 
this  direction.

i.     The  Grand  ^rmy  of  the  Republic  oriuinated.  and  o 
prerogatives  is  to  perpetuate  the  proper  observance  of  Men 
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Ancient  civilization  instituted  games  and  costly  pageants  in  commemora- 
tion to  those  who  fell  in  defense  of  the  country.  More  recently  monuments 
have  been  erected  in  honor  uf  such  ;  but  how  vastly  more  tender  and  appro- 
priate is  our  modern  way  of  strewing  the  graves  of  our  Nation's  defenders 
annually  by  the  hands  of  loving  women  and  innocent  children,  with  the  first 
flowers  of  spring,  and  planting  on  the  low  green  mound  of  each  the  flag  of 
our  Nation,  under  the  folds  of  which  they  "Nobly  fighting,  fell  !  " 

II.  Keeping  in  mind  that  Memorial  Day  and  its  ceremonies  are  to  be 
conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Depart- 
ment Commanders  are  requested  to  call  the  attention  of  Post  Commanders 
to  the  propriety  of  making  early  preparations  for  May  30th,  1893. 

III.  It  is  especially  appropriate  and  desirable  that  the  Womans  Relief 
Corps,  Sons  of  Veterans,  and  Children  of  the  schools  should  be  active  par- 
ticipants on  Memorial  Day  and  the  Sunday  services  preceding  it. 

IV.  While  the  recent  desecration  of  Soldiers'  graves  in  some  localities  of 
Southern  Indiana  and  Illinois  compels  us  to  confess  with  shame  that  there 
are  yet  living  some  beings  unworthy  the  rich  heritage  of  this  glorious  Nation 
which  they  would  sooner  betray  than  defend,  let  us  and  all  good  citizens, 
by  a  general  attendance  upon  the  solemn  services  of  Memorial  Day. 
demonstrate  that  the  great  heart  of  the  American  people  is  in  full  sympathy 
with  those  who  gave  their  lives  for  Nationality  and  Freedom. 

V.  Let  all  flags  hoisted  on  Memorial  Day  be  at  half  mast  as  directed  by 
resolution  of  the  National  Encampment  June  4th,    1878.

I.  Ford  H.  Rogers  having  resigned,  Comrade  David  S.  Brown,  Bank  St. 
ami  N.  River.  New  York  City,  is  hereby  appointed  Senior  Aide-de-Camp  on 
the  stall  of  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

II.  In  consequence  of  the  change  in  Department  Commanders,  about 
tliis  season  of  the  year,  the  directions  given  in  previous  orders  as  to  the 
proper  disjH^sitifMi  of  money  for  decorating  the  graves  of  Union  soldiers  in 
the  South  has  failed  xo  receive  proj>er  mention  in  Department  Orders.  Par 
7.  General  Orders  No.  .\.  r.  s.  General  Orders  No.  5,  Par.  17  and  General 
(.Orders  No.  6.  Tar.  5.  should  be  promulgated  from  every  Department  Head- 
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quarters.  Posts  should  send  contributions  at  once,  direct  to  John  Taylor, 
Quartermaster-General,  136  South  Eighth  St.,  Philadelphia.  Pa.,  and  under 
no  circumstances  should  donations  for  this  purpose  be  sent  direct  to  Posts. 

III.  The  Committee  on  Seniority  of  Departments  is  called  by  the  chair- 
man to  meet  at  National  Headquarters,  No.  450  Broadway,  Milwaukee, 
Wis.,  on  Monday  p.  m.,  June  5,  1893. 

Comrades  having  business  to  be  presented  to  this  committee  can  do  it  at 
that  time,  or  can  file  the  same  any  time  previous  to  the  meeting,  with  the 
chairman.  Col.  R.  B.  Beath,  419  Walnut  St.,  Philadelphia,   Pa. 

IV.  Chap.  5,  Art.  15,  R.  &  R.,  concerning  alterations  and  amendments 
to  the  fundamental  Rules  of  the  Order,  provides  that  all  alterations  and 
amendments  to  the  Rules  must  be  approved  and  presented  by  a  Department 
Encampment,  and  notice  thereof  must  be  given  the  representatives  at  least 
thirty  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  National  Encampment. 

The  circular  containing  the  proposed  amendments,  if  any  are  suggested, 
will  be  issued  from  these  Headquarters  the  latter  part  of  June  next.  The 
National  Encampment  need  not  consider  any  proposed  change  not  contained 
in  this  circular.  Such  changes  as  have  received  the  attention  of  Depart- 
ment Encampments  should  be  sent  to  the  files  at  National  Headquarters  at 
once. 

V.  The  Commander-in-Chief  is  advised  from  Headquarters  of  the 
Department  of  Arkansas  that  Jos.  P.  Byers,  of  Fort  Smith,  Ark.,  who  has 
twice  before  imposed  upon  the  G.  A.  R.,  and  raised  money  from  the  Order 
which  has  been  appropriated  for  his  own  use,  is  again  -sending  circulars  to 
Posts,  representing  himself  as  in  a  position  to  help  veterans  to  get  titles  to 
government  land.  Byers  is  not  a  G.  A.  R.  man,  and  is  reported  to  be  a 
fraud.  It  is  again  urged  upon  Posts  to  pay  no  attention  to  appeals,  of  any 
sort,  unless  first  approved  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  or  the  Department 
Commander  within  his  own  jurisdiction. 

VI.  Guards  at  Encampments  are  admonished  to  exercise  more  care  than 
is  sometimes  done  in  receiving  the  countersign.  Designing  persons,  not 
members  of  our  Order,  have  been  known  to  stand  within  hearing  distance  of 
such  places  on  purpose,  if  possible,  to  catch  the  pass  word. 

VII.  No  Post  with  a  proper  respect  for  itself  or  the  Order  would  attempt 
to  inflict  upon  other  Posts  its  criticisms  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  manner  of  their  execution. 

Resolutions  of  such  character  sent  in  the  manner  of  some  Posts  recently, 
without  permission  of  the  J)epartraent  Commander,  are  properly  received 
with  reprobation  and  justly  consigned  to  the  waste  basket,  because  they  are 
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in  contravention  of  the  rules  of  the  G:  A.  R.,  and  border  upon  politics  too 
closely  to  be  received  with  favor  by  any  friend  of  the  Order. 

VIII.  The  returns  due  National  Headquarters  June  30th  next  must  be 
made  within  the  time  fixed  by  the  rules,  and  this  will  give  but  thirty  days 
before  the  National  Encampment  in  which  to  consolidate  and  print  them. 

Department  Commanders  should  insist  that  Posts  make  returns  immedi- 
ately after  the  last  Post  meeting  in  the  term.  By  this  means  Assistant- 
General  will  have  most  of  the  reports  in  hand  by  June  30,  and  their  returns 
can  be  made  promptly  to  National  Headquarters. 

Department  Commanders  are  requested  to  call  attention  to  this  important 
matter  in  General  Orders  between  now  and  the  close  of  the  current  term. 
Unless  full  returns  can  be  made  to  the  next  National  Encampment,  efforts  to 
recruit  and  build  up  the  Order  go  for  nothing. 

IX.  On  the  5th  day  of  September.  1893,  will  occur  at  Indianapolis,  the 
parade  symbolizing  the  arrival  at  that  city  of  the  Representatives  to  the 
27th  National  Encampment. 

The  Encampment  proper  will  be  called  to  order  at  10:30  a.  m.,  on  the  6th 
of  September,  the  day  following  the  great  parade. 

In  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  November  20,  1866,  convened  the  first 
National  Encampment  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Then  the  meeting  was  scarcely 
noticed  by  the  busy  capital  of  Indiana.  Only  a  few  Comrades  were  assem- 
bled :  but  at  that  meeting  was  begun  the  wise  course,  by  following  which, 
the  one-half  million  Comrades  of  to-day  will  be  represented  this  year  by 
1,200  delegates,  and  welcomed  by  more  than  100,000  people,  drawn  thither 
by  a  patriotic  desire  to  see  and  encourage  the  Order  which  is  a  continuation 
of  the  history  of  the  grandest  army  the  world  has  ever  seen. 

Indianapolis,  proud  of  the  honnr  of  having  been  selected  for  this  great 
convocation,  is  bestirring  herself  as  no  city  has  ever  excelled  to  provide  a 
fitting  welcome  and  accommodations  for  the  expected  host. 

The  preparations  are  already  so  ample  and  complete  that  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief is  warranted  in  announcing  :  No  one  who  wishes  to  visit 
Indianapolis  at  that  time  need  be  in  the  least  concerned  for  fear  he  will  not 
be  cordially  received  and  royally  entertained. 

Details  will  be  given  in  future  Orders.

t.  Attention  is  again  called  to  the  absolute  necessity  for  having  the 
ri^ums  from  Departments  to  N,ilional  Headquarters  early  in  the  month  of 
July,  The  National  Encampment  will  occur  on  the  6tb  of  Seplemlier.  It 
requires  time  and  much  labor  to  consolidate  the  returns  from  the  Depart- 
ments, ^el  them  in  print  and  be  prepared  for  the-reports  at  the  National 
Encampment. 

The  Adjutant-General's  returns  last  year  were  defective  in  Jhat  four 
Departments  were  not  reported  in  the  consolidated  returns.      This  need  not 
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be  and  must  not  be.  There  is  probably  no  Post  of  the  Order  but  has  a 
balance  in  the  treasury  and  can  make  its  returns  to  the  Assistant  Adjutant- 
General  and  Quartermaster-General  immediately  after  the  last  meeting  in 
June. 

Comrades  have  paid  their  dues  and  there  is  no  reason  why  a  Post  Quar- 
termaster should  keep  the  dues  in  his  possession  and  not  forward  them  to 
his  superior  officer  as  he  swore  to  do  when  installed. 

II.  Assistant  Adjutants-General  are  directed  to  send  one  copy  of  their 
rosters  for  1893  ^o  James  C.  Reed,  15  Broad  St.,  New  York  City.

Should  there  be  any  changes  in  representatives  to  the  27th  National 
Kncampment  th(iy  must  be  made  and  appn^ved  by  the  Council  of  Adminis- 
tration within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department,  and  National  Head- 
(juarters  advised  thereof  at  once,  so  that  the  roll  of  the  Encampment  may 
be  prrtperly  printed, 

VIII.  The  Veteran  Protective  Association  at  No.  1300  Michigan  Ave.,  is 
furnishing  much  valuable  information  to  comrades  and  their  friends  and  is 
again  commended  to  all  members  ot  the  Order  who  need  such  assistance  as 
they  giv(i  whih;  in  Chicago.  The  association  has  several  large  new  hotels  of 
brick  and  stone,  easy  of  access  to  the  Fair,  which  they  control.  Every 
mod(!rn  improvement  is  given  herci  at  from  one;  to  two  dollars  per  day. 
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IX.  It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  a  very  large  addition  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  has  beeu  exhausted  within  a  few  months  past.  The  second 
edition  issued  during  this  administration  will  be  in  the  bands  of  the  Quarter- 
master-General within  a  few  days.

II.  The  annual  parade  will  take  place  on  Ihe  5th  of  5eptemlK.T  at  10:00 
A,  M.     Directions  as  to  assembling  and  movement  of  the  >ieveral  divisions 
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will  be  given  in  future  orders.  National  Aides-de-Camp  will  report  on 
■arrival  at  Indianopolis  to  Senior  Aide-de-Camp  David  S.  Brown  at  the 
Denison  Hotel  for  instructions.  Comrade  Brown  will  have  charge  of  the 
mounting  and  formation  of  the  Aides  in  the  column  and  will  detail  such 
assistants  from  the  corps  of  Aides  as  he  considers  necessary. 

III.  National  Headquarters  train  will  leave  Milwaukee.  Wis.,  at  7:30 
A.  M.,  September  4th,  by  way  of  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  R.  R.  to  Chicago,  and 
thence  over  the  Monon  Road  to  Indianapolis  where  the  train  will  arrive  at 
5:00  P.  M.  the  same  day. 

IV.  The  National  Council  of  Administration  will  meet  at  the  Headquar-

VII.  The  commission  of  Geo.  W.  Hynson,  Dallas,  Texas,  who  was 
appointed  Aide-de-Camp  on  the  Staff  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  April  24, 
1893,  has  been  revoked. 

VIII.  Comrades  are  recjuested  to  bear  in  mind  that  five  constitutes  a 
(juorum  of  a  Post  consisting  of  less  than  fifty  members. 

IX.  It  is  expected  that  the  Twenty-seventh  National  Encampment  will 
encourage  a  law  to  insure  the  preference  in  appointment  to  office  under  the 
Government  and  retention  in  public  employ  of  Veterans  of  the  War  of  1861- 
65,  who  are  properly  qualified.

XI.  The  Commander-in-Chief  repudiates  any  connection  with  or 
ai)pr()val  of  a  scheme  called  "A  Forceid  March"  announced  to  be  given  at 
some  place  near  Indianapolis  for  various  prizes.  Men  averaging  over  fifty 
}ears  of  a^e  should  not  be  encouraged  to  engage  in  athletic  exercises. 

XII.  Tlu;  arrangements  being  made  for  the  entertainment  of  comrades 
and  their  friends  at  Indianapolis  by  the  General  Committee  of  Citizens  are 
judicious  and  ample.      Indianapolis  is  within  easy  reach  of  a  majority  of  the 
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soldier  population  of  Ibe  country.     Every  visitor  will  be  carefully  cared  fol- 
anil  a  large  assemblage  of  veierans  and  ctttzens  is  conlideoily  expected. 

XIII.  The  Commaader-in-Cbief  congratulates  the  comrades  upoti  the 
unanimity  of  sentiment  which  prevails  throughout  the  Order  in  favor  of 
denouncing  a  fraudulent  pensioner  wherever  found  and  reporting  bis  case 
at  once  for  investigation.  On  this  snbjecl  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
faces  one  way. 

XIV.  Once  more  comrades  are  urged  to  fill  up  the  ranks  of  the  Order 
from  the  half  a  million  veterans  outside  of  it  who  are  eligible.  Within  our 
ranks  the  best  opportunity  is  given  lo  be  helpful  to  others,  to  care  for  the 
widow  and  orphan  and  to  emphasize  those  principles  of  patriotism  for 
which  we  so  successfully  conlended  a  third  of  a  century  ago.

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avoided.  When  the  parade  is  dismissed,  Commanders,  whose  Departments 
are  quartered  in  the  east,  south  or  southwest  of  the  city,  will  move  south 
on  Tennessee  Street  to  the  streets  running  east  and  west  and  thus  return  by 
the  shortest  route  to  their  quarters;  the  Departments  quartered  in  the  west 
or  northwestern  portion  of  the  city  will  move  west  on  Washington  and 
thence  to  quarters;  Departments  quartered  in  the  north  or  northeastern 
portion  of  the  city  will  move  north  on  Tennessee  to  Market  and  tbence 
north  on  any  of  the  streets  west  of  Meridian  until  the  marching  column  is 
cleared.  There  must  be  no  halt  made  in  the  streets  adjoining  or  near  the 
point  where  the  parade  is  dismissed.  Each  Department  Commander  will 
see  the  necessity  of  a  strict  observance  of  the  requirements  of  this  para- 
graph. 

V.  Comrades  can  take  advantage  of  the  street  car  lines  to  convey  them 
to  the  rendezvous  as  follows:  North  Illinois  Street  and  Mississippi  Street 
,  lines  for  formations  on  North  Tennessee,  Seventh  Street,  North  Illinois 
Street,  North  Meridian  Street  and  North  Pennsylvania  Street.  Pennsyl- 
vania. Central  Avenue,  Alabama  and  College  Avenue  lines  can  be  taken 
north  of  Ohio  Streets  for  formations  on  North  Pennsylvania,  North  Dela- 
ware. North  Alabama,  North  New  Jersey  and  Central  Avenue,  leaving  the 
cars  at  Seventh  Street  for  the  rendezvous  indicated.  Troops  quartered  in 
the  barracks  east  of  the  city  take  the  East  Washington  Street  cars  to  East 
Street,  and  there  leave  the  cars  and  go  north  on  East  Street,  two  squarcis  to 
Ohio  Street,  then  west  to  the  street  car  lines  running  north. 

Commanders  will  form  their  posts  in  single  rank  platoons  of  twelve  files 
front  with  intervals  of  four  paces  between  each  platoon.  The  following 
distances  will  be  observed  by  marching: — Between  divisions  60  feet; 
between  Posts  12  feet. 

The  column  will  march  guide  left  except  when  approaching  the  reviewing 
stand,  when  the  guide  will  be  to  the  right,  and  when  within  six  paces 
thereof  the  commanding  officer  of  Posts  and  all  others  will  salute. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  will  review  the  column  at  the  reviewing  stand, 
north  side  of  Washington  Street,  in  center  of  Court  House  Square;  of  this 
Commanders  will  take  due  notice.  At  this  point  Senior  Vice  Commander- 
in-Chief  Warfield  will  take  command  and  conduct  the  column  *ifter  passing 
the  reviewing  stand,  continuing  the  march  in  perfect  order  and  passing  to 
corner  of  Washinj^ton  and  Tennessee  Streets  where  the  parade  will  be  dis- 
missed. 

The  Knrampnient  will  m<^et  at  Tomlinson   Hall  at  10:30  o'clock  a.  m.    on 
September  Oth,   1S03. 

Comrade  t).  S  Brown,  Senior  Aide-d(^-Camp.  a.ssisted  by  such  Aides-de- 
Canij)  as  he  may  detail  will  have  charge  of  mounting  the  staff  and  will  also. 
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make  details  from  the  Aides  present  for  duty  at  Headquarters  and  in  the 
Encampment. 

None  but  Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  will  be  permitted 
in  line,  excepting  the  Sons  of  Veterans  as  hereinbefore  indicated.  Com- 
manders will  take  notice  of  this  when  forming  their  line.

Comrades: — Many  things  which  cannot  be  properly  classified  as  Orders, 
but  are  important  as  information,  will  be  embraced  in  these  circulars. 

I.  From  and  after  January  i,  1893.  the  per  capita  tax  to  National  Head- 
quarters will  be  two  and  one-half  cents  per  annum. 

It  was  stated  in  General  Orders  No.  2  of  this  series  that  this  tax  would 
begin  from  June. 30,  1892.  but  when  the  full  record  of  the  National  Encamp- 
ment was  obtained  it  was  found  it  would  bear  no  other  interpretation  than 
is  given  here. 

U.  The  difference  between  the  Ritual  and  Service  Books  as  to  the  altar 
are  harmonized  in  the  new  editions.  The  "  Front  of  Altar  "  is  that  part 
nearest  the  Post  Commander. 

III.  The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Twenty-Sixth  National 

Encampment. 

''Resolved,  That  we  cordially  endorse  the  order  of  Commander-in- 
Chief  Palmer  forbidding  any  Post  of  the  G.  A.  R.  to  march  under  the 
rebel  flag." 

IV.  Pursuant  to  the  following  resolution,  adopted  by   the  Encampment 

at  Washington,   the  Commander-in-Chief  wrote  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 

and  received  answer  given  below. 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Commander-in-Chief  be  directed  to  request  the 
Hon  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  inform  him  officially  whether  the  men 
who  served  as  Acting- Assistant  Surgeons  in  the  navy  of  the  United 
States  during  the  war  of  the  Rebellion  were  officers  of  the  navy,  and 
to  publish  r(-plv  in  General  Orders  for  the  information  and  guidance 
of  Posts  of  the'G.  A.  R." 
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Bureau  of  Navigation,  Navy  Department.

Sir: — In  response  to  your  letter  of  the  ist  inst.  inviting  attention  to  the 
resolution  adopted  at  the  recent  National  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  held  in  this  city  in  September  last,  relative  to  the  display  of 
a  flag  upon  Fort  Sumpter,  South  Carolina,  and  asking  that  the  question  be 
given  such  consideration  as  in  the  estimation  of  this  Department  it  deserves, 
1  have  the  honor  to  advise  you  that  the  Quartermaster-General  rep)orts  that 
about  two  years  ago  a  flag-pole  was  erected  at  Fort  Sumpter,  South  Carolina, 
by  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  and  a  flag  sent  there,  and  it  is  now 
hoisted  and  displayed  by  the  Ordinance  Sergeant  in  charge,  stationed  at  the 
fort.

"  Whereas,  The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  has  been  invited  to 
assist  the  public  schools  on  the  morning  of  Columbus  Day  in  raising 
and  saliitinj^  the  flag,  and  to  act  as  guard  of  honor  in  the  afternoon 
revif'w;   and 

WiiEKK.xs.   The   Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  is  the  lirm  ally  of  free 

universal  education,  r(;cf)^'nizing  the  public  schools  as  the  foundation 

of  our  national  strength  ;   therefore 

h't-soh'ni.  That  with  feelings  of  profoundest  appreciation  we  accept 
the  honor   of  being  the    special  patron  of    the  public    schools  on  the 
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approaching  national  celebration  of  the  400th  anniversary  of  the  dis- 
covery of  America.  Gladly  and  reverently  we  will  aid  in  saluting 
the  dear  old  flag  as  it  is  raised  over  the  public  schools  of  America 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  We  accept  it  as  the  highest  mark  of 
honor  that,  as  America  marches  across  the  threshold  of  a  new 
century,  we  are  permitted  to  march  side  by  side  with  that  organiza- 
tion which  is  the  hope  of  America,  our  public  schools.  We  recognize 
that  the  fifteen  millions  now  in  our  public  schools  are  soon  to  control 
the  destinies  of  the  Republic. 

VII.  Some  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
National  Council  of  Administration,  held  in  Indianapc!i3  on  the  i6th  day  of 
November,  1892,  will  be  read  with  interest. 

It  was  determined  that  the  Twenty-seventh  National  Encampment  meet 
at  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  on  Wednesday,  September  6,  1893. 

The  proposition  to  accept  the  Andersonville  Prison  Pen  Property  offered 
as  a  gift  to  the  G.  A.  R.  by  the  Department  of  Georgia  was  respectfully 
declined. 

It  was  decided  that  the  salary  of  the  custodian  of  the  Grant  Cottage  at 
Mt.  McGregor,  N.  Y.,  be  discontinued  after  April  30,  1893. 

It  was  also  voted  that  all  Posts  and  Comrades  applying  for  free  quarters 
at  the  Encampment  at  Indiannapolis  .shall  send  such  application  through 
the  Headquarters  of  the  several  Departments,  and  that  the  local  committee 
of  the  Encampment  shall  consider  no  applications  unless  certified  by  the 
Assistant  Adjutants-General  before  August  i,  1893.

There  is  so  much  misunderstanding  as  to   "suspended"  and   "dropped" 

members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and   the  proper  method  of 

restoring  them  to  full  membership,  that  it  i*?  thought  a  simple  statement  on 

the  subject  will  be  appreciated  by  the  comrades  everywhere. 

I.  To  suspend  a  member  requires  the  vote  of  the  Post  in  favor  of  such  a 
step. 

II.  A  member  suspended  is  not  out  of  the  Order,  and  to  restore  him  to 
full  membership  it  is  only  necessary  for  him  to  pay  his  dues  to  the  Post, 
which  need  not  include  any  assessments  upon  the  membership  by  Post  action 
or  by  By-laws. 
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III.  Before  a  member  can  be  dropped  he  must  have  been  suspended  and 
must  be  one  year  in  arrears  of  dues.  He  must  also  have  been  notified  of 
suspension  in  writing  by  the  Post  Quartermaster.  If  he  does  not  pay  up 
within  two  months  after  such  notification,  he  may,  by  vote  of  the  Post,  be 
dropped.  It  is  in  the  discretion  of  the  Post  to  drop  him,  or  continue  to  carry 
him  as  a  suspended  member  while  he  pays  no  dues  to  the  Post.  If  the  com- 
rade is  able  to  pay  and  will  not,  this  is  also  a  matter  for  the  Post  to  dispose 
of;  if  he  is  too  poor  to  pay,  and  wishes  to  remain  in  the  Post,  his  dues 
should,  in  every  case,  be  remitted,  and  the  comrade  kept  in  good  standing. 

IV.  When  dropped,  a  member  is  out  of  the  Order  as  much  as  if  he  had 
never  belonged  to  it.  To  be  restored  he  must  make  application  on  the  regu- 
lar blank  as  a  recruit,  which  must  be  referred  to  a  committee,  lie  over  one 
meeting,  and  be  reported  upon  favorably,  unless  dispensation  for  muster  on 
same  evening  is  obtained,  as  is  the  case  in  the  original  muster,  and  pay  dues 
for  one  year.  He  must  also  pay  such  further  fee  as  the  Post  may  deter- 
mine, not  more  than  the  amount  charged  on  application  in  case  he  is 
admitted  to  another  Post  than  the  one  dropping  him. 

The  application,  reference  and  ballot  by  ball  is  the  same  as  at  first  muster. 
the  ceremonies  of  original  muster  being  omitted  except  the  obligation  must 
be  given  and  the  Rules  and  Regulations  and  By-Laws  of  the  Post  must  be 
signed. 

V.  In  case  the  dropped  comrade  applies  for  re-instatement  to  a  Post  other 
than  the  one  which  dropped  him,  he  shall  pay  one  year's  d'les  to  his  former 
Post  and  such  additional  fee  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Post,  not  exceed- 
ing the  amount  charged  upon  application  for  membership  by  transfer. 

VI.  In  case  the  Post  which  dropped  the  comrade  is  disbanded,  the 
arrearages  due  the  disbanded  Post  shall  be  retained  by  the  Post  electing  him.
